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PREFACE. 


A  HE  following  woric  is  dengned  to  fbrnish  the 
means  of  easy  refeo^nce  to  the  most  usefiil  books 
in  the  important  department  of  biblical  literature. 
Under  this  head  are  included,  Polyglote,  and  editions 
of  the  Hebrew  and  Greek  Scriptures ;  Concordances, 
Lexicons,  and  Introductions  to  the  Bible ;  works  re* 
lating  to  its  geography,  chronology,  and  antiquities ; 
translations  and  commentaries ;  books  which  treat 
of  the  principles  of  sacred  criticism,  hermeneutacs, 
and  philology ;  and  numerous  productions  of  a  mis- 
cellaneous nature,  which  furnish  illustrations  of  the 
sacred  writings.  Of  the  importance  of  such  a 
work,  there  can  be  but  one  opinion  among  theolo- 
^ans }  but  the  difScuIties  which  beloi^  to-  its  suc- 
cessful accomplishment  are  veiy  considerable. 
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The  biographical  notices,  which  stand  at  the 
head  of  each  article,  seldom  extend  farther  than  to 
the  name  and  profession  of  the  author,  his  age  and 
countiy.  They  will  in  most  cases  enable  the  read- 
er to  form  some  idea  of  his  reli^^ous  sentiments 
and  drcumstances,  and  of  what  may  be  expected 
from  his  writings.  Short  as  they  are,  it  has  fre- 
quently been  found  more  difficult  to  supply  them 
than  to  frmiish  the  longer  account  of  the  works 
which  follow,  fiooks  often  survive,  when  the  his- 
tory and  even  the  names  of  their  autiiors  are  ir- 
recoverably lost. 

As  tlie  Bibliotheca  is  necessarily  and  avowedly 
but  a  selection,  it  may  be  proper  to  diention  the 
principles  on  which  it  has  been  made.  The  list  of 
editions  of  the  original  Scriptures  is  comparatively 
limited  t  and  it  would  have  been  omitted  entirely, 
but  diat  the  work  would  have  been  incomplete 
yritbout  it.  It  is  dierefbre  ctMifined  to  the  princi- 
pal critical  editions.  To  have  att^npted  mor^ 
would  have  required  an  inconvenient  enlai^ement 
of  the  phuj,  and  led  to  tiic  repetition  of  much  that 
has  been  Already  published,  and  i5  generally  acces- 
sible. 

In  the  selection  of  foreign  works,  there  will  be 
found  many  irf'the  most  valuable  of  the  early  conti- 
nental critics  and  commentators,  and  a  cmridera- 
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ble  numW  i^  the  more  modem  writers  of  Ht^land 
and  Germany.  In  gaieral,  the  merits  of  the  for- 
mer cIbm»  and  the  sentimentBiidiidimark  the  latter, 
veptnntedout  It  would  have  been  easy  to  enlarge 
this  ll8t»  espedally  <^the  older  autluHs  j  but  as  uti- 
lity,  not  curiosity  or  display,  has  been  studied,  many 
books  have  been  omitted  which  are  now  only  to  be 
found  in  the  cabinets  of  the  curious,  or  r^tcsing  in 
the  public  receptacles  of  the  lumber  of  past  ages. 
Those  who  desire  to  follow  out  the  inquiry,  have 
otAy  to  procure  the  Bibliotheca  Thedogica  Se- 
lecta  of  Walch, — a  work  llill  <^  valuable  inibrma- 
ti<ni  respecting  books  in  eveiy  department  of  theo- 
1<^  wiiich  had  ai^)eared  previously  to  its  publica- 
tion in  1765. 

In  British  worits,  the  author  has  endeavoured  to 
make  the  list  as  complete  as  pos^le ;  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  few  works  of  real  importance  will  be 
found  to  be  omitted.  General  thedogy,  Bystemati<^ 
practical,  and  polemical  divinity,  it  must  however 
be  observed,  are  not  included  in  the  plan.  Many 
more  of  the  puritanical  expo^tors  could  have  been 
inserted ;  but  there  is  so  great  a  sameness  in  their 
manner  and  sentimmta,  that  what  is  said  of  those 
who  have  been  introduced  will  generally  apply  to 
the  whole  class.  Several  of  the  leading  theologi- 
cal works  in  En^h,  though  not  bearing  directly 
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ri  raEFACE. 

<»i  tile  exposition  of -Uie  BiM^  have  been  iuerted^ 
on  account  of  their  baporttmbe ;  and  a  few  of  <iie 
standbu<d  work*  on  ecdleglasdcal  hiitory  are  men- 
tioned. Mai^  bof^'fm  l^e  Sodnmn  oontroverby 
are  also  inti^ocUiei^  as  t^t  debate  involves  so  much 
that  belongs  to  the  criticiBm  and  interpretaiaon  o£ 
the  Scriptures. 

At  Sootiaad,  notnithstahdii^  its  ^reUgioua  cho- 
raoter  aod  advantages^  has  been  thougkt  not  to 
have  produced  many  wortcs  of  a  bibliad  nature 
considwaMe  pains  have  been  taken  to  funiiah  an  ac< 
coimt  of  those  prodnctiona*  whdoh  in  early  or  later 
times  hvee  proceeded  from  the  pen  of  Scotmen. 
For  gratifying  tlus  partiality  to  his  native  couti- 
txyt  tbe  author  hopes  to  be  forgiven,  though  some 
of  the  works  menticned  should  not  be  deemed  of 
great  moment,  and  many  of  them  be  now  scarce^ 
ever  to  be  met.  with.  He  chiefly  r^^ts,  thatv  ^- 
ter  aU  the  researdi  he  has  been  able  to  bestow, 
both  his  list  and  his :  notices  will  be  found  very 
scanty  and  imper&ct; 

As  many  lists  o£  books  in  theology  and  saOred  li. 
tenUure  have  been,  ^ready  publishedt  it  may  be 
thought  that  the  preseid:  work  is  not  required.  Hm 
author  ii,<  of  course  .«f  a  djfiereat  opinion ;  and  it 
will  be  easy,  he  persmdes  ^is^idf,  to  convince  the 
reader,  that  whatever  imperfections  belong  to  his 
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ftt&xamace,  something  of  the  kind  was  still  a  de- 
lideratura.  in  firitish  literature. 

One  of  the.  first  vwju  published  in  this  ootmtrj, 
vhidi  treats  pardy  oi-  tfaeologieal  writers,  is,  A 
Tieatiae  ttf'  Reh^on  and  beaming,,  and  of  Aeligi. 
ana  and  L^wned  Men.  By  Edward  hn^.  Land. 
1656,  fd.  This  work  is  divided  into  six  books ; 
IB  the  lastibor  of  which  the  author  gives  a  large 
aj^faab^icaL  cstalogue  of  such  persons  "  as  woe 
ftmoua  fix  zeal  in  the  tiue  religioD  or  in  lewping." 
It.ccmtains  brief  notices  of  the  wnters  of  all  ages 
wdclassea;  the  tidea of  some <if  their  works^  and 
chacaotenaf  maqy  of  theai,  aiostly  extracted  ftcun 
other  antiunrs.  Considerable  Idrour  must  have  beoi 
bestowed  on  this  treatise ;  but  it  embraces  too  much, 
and  is  coaseqaently  often  inoocrect,  and  gmerally

BiAap  WBkms'B  Eoclesiastes,  or,  a  Discomse 
concerning  the  Gift  of  Preaching,  as  it  tills  under 
the  rt^a  <^  Art,— ^which  was  finst  puUished  about 
1640,— contiuhs  a  very  consideraUe  list  s^  writers 
in  dteotagyv  arninged  under  distmst  facade  In  gene. 
rsl,  boverer,  die  bishop  gives  merely  the  names  of 
dieautfabra^  he  addomgures  the  title  of fdie  woJu; 
and  sduo^  ever:  expresses  an  opinkm  on  the  sub- 
jcct  OF  merits  of  the  prodactiou.      - 
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In  1663  waa  publiahed,  A  Catalogue  of  our  Ki)g> 
lish  writers  on  the  Scriptures.  Lond.  amall  8vo. 
This  work  goes  over  the  booki,  chi^>ters,  and  verses 
of  the  ffible  in  their  re^Iar  order,  and  mentioiis 
the  commentators  or  writers  on  each  p<ntiont  the 
^ze  of  the  warks*  and  the  dates  of  their  publication. 
It  was  republished,  with  additions,  in  1669.  It  ap- 
pears  to  have  been  compUod  with  some  diligence 
and  care  ;  and,  as  an  indes  to  what  had  been  pub- 
li^ied  till  the  period  of  its  ^pearance*  is  not  with- 
out its  use. 

The  work  which,  in  its  plan  and  object^  OioM 
nearly  resembles  the  present,  is  a  lAtin  production 
of  WiUiaita  Crowe,  who  dengnates  himself,  Sudovol- 
g^ensis,  Ludimagister  Croydoniensis.  It  ia  entitled, 
EHenchus  Saiptimmi  in  Sacram  Scriptunun,  fam 
GTaecorumquitoLatinorum,etc.  Lond.l&r2,iamo. 
This  volume,  irhich  is  now  very  scarce,  fiimishes, 
first,  a  list  erf"  editions  of  the  original  Scriptum,aDd 
of  a  number  of  the  ancient  and  modem  versicnu. 
Hiere  is  then  an  alphabetical  list  of  writers  on  the 
Scriptures,  which  generally  mentions  the  country, 
profession,  and  rdi^on  of  the  authors ;  with  the 
time  in  which  they  floiuished,  the  titles,  dates,  et. 
tent,  and  various  editions  of  their  works.  It  caa^ 
tains  a  very  large  enumeration  of  works  in  litde 
room ;  but  the  catalogue  Is  foolishly  arranged  ac- 
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cording  to  £he  Christian  names  of  the  writers, 
which  renders  it  ver^r  inconvenient.  Most  of  the 
authors  who  are  noticed  are  foreigners  i  and  it 
rarely  gives  any  other  account  of  the  book  than 
what  is  supplied  by  the  title. 

In  tbe  third  volume  of  the  English  translation  of 
Calmet's  Dictionaty  to  the  Bible,  published  in 
17^,  there  is  a  very  extensive  Bibliotheca  Sacra. 
While  this  part  of  his  work  displays  the  great  eru- 
dition and  research  of  the  celebrated  author,  it  dis- 
covers strongly  his  partiality  for  Catholic  writers. 
With  these  and  the  older  commentators,  it  is  al- 
most entirely  occupied ;  so  that  a  great  proportion 
of  the  "works  mentioned  ore  how  utterly  inacces- 
able'to  British  scholars.  '    '  ' 

The  ^bliotheca  Britsnnica,  by  Dr.  Watt,  is  a 
work  of  no  ordinary  labour,  and  well  calculated  to 
ud  inquiry  in  every  branch  of  knowledge.  While 
the  author  does  justice  to  its  general  merits,  trutii 
compels  him  to  say,  that  he  has  found  it  frequent- 
!y  deficient  and  incorrect  in  the  theological  depart- 
ment. This  will  not  surprise  diose  wiio  consi- 
der the  nature  of  the  imdertaldng ;  it  was  too  ex- 
ten»ve  to  be  accomplished  successfully  by  any  one 
individual.  Its  expense,  ^so,  puts  it  beyond  the 
reach  of  the  great  body  of  scholars ;  and*  contaun-

ing  noUung^  in  general,  but  a  list  of  titles  and  edi- 
tions, it  can  a^rd  little  aid  to  the  juvenile  student. 

The  lists  published  by  the  Bishops  of  Llanda^ 
Durhiutt,  and  Lincoln }  by  Dr.  Hales  of  Trinity 
College,  Dublin,  Dr.  Willifuns  of  Rotherham,  and 
Mr.  Home  in  hi^  Introduction ;  and  the  characters 
of  books  by  Dr.  Doddridge  and  Bishop  Marsh,  in 
their  respective  lectures,  are  well  known,  and  all 
p(Bsessed  of  a  portion  of  merit.  To  all  the  works 
enumerated  the  present  Bibliotheca  is  occasionally 
indebted ;  and,  as  it  contains  few  references,  this 
general  acknowledgment  of  obligation  is  now  made. 
Wterever  it  was  practicable,  the  original  work  it- 
self has  been  examined,  that  a  faithful  report  might 
be  given.  In  this  way,  many  mistakes  in  former 
lists  have  been  silehtiy  corrected ;  and  many  books 
also  have  been  omitted,  which  ought  perhaps  to 
have  found  a  place ;  because  they  could  not  be  per- 
sonally examined,  and  no  satis&ctory  account  of 
them  could  be  obtained. 

From  mistakes  it  is  impossible  that  such  a  work 
as  this  can  be  altogether  free.  Greater  diligence, 
more  extensive  informati<ni,  and  certain  local  ad- 
vantages, would  no  doubt  have  rendered  it  more 
WOTthy  of  the  reader's  acceptance.  An  unbiassed 
judgment,  at  least,  has  been  exercised ;  and  every 
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thing  has  been  done  which  was  in  the  author's 
power,  that  the  opinion  expressed  might  be  correct 
as  well  as  impartial.  For  minor  mistakes,  he  must 
throw  himself  on  the  candour  of  those  who  best 
know  the  difficulties  of  such  an  enterprise ;  and, 
should  the  work  live  beyond  the  present  edition, 
whatever  errors  and  omissions  may  be  pointed  ou^ 
or  which  may  occur  to  the  author,  will  be  readily 
corrected  and  supplied. 

At  the  end  of  the  volume  an  arranged  index  is 
inserted,  by  consulting  which,  the  reader  may  easily 
find  tJie  different  writers  who  treat  of  particular 
subjects,  and  &e  commentators  on  the  several 
books  (^Scripture.  The  author  will  now  condude 
this  pre&ce,  by  warning  those  who  may  consult 
the  Bibliotheca  against  receiving  implicitly  various 
theological  sentiments,  which  are  contained  in  many 
of  the  works  reconmiended  in  it.  Let  them,  in 
-every  case,  "  try  the  spirits,  whether  they  be  of 
God,  because  many  false  prophets  are  gone  out 
into  the  world."  Books  are  important  and  useful ; 
but  the  teaching  of  the  Divine  Spirit  is  of  &r 
greater  moment,  to  the  understanding  of  the  sacred 
word,  than  all  the  aids  of  science  and  Uterature.

Abatjzit,  FuiMiN,  a  Swigg  writer,  bom  at 
Uxes,  1679 ;  died  1767-  Reflections  on  the  Eucha- 
tist,  on  Idolatry,  &c.  with  Paraphrases  and  Expla^ 
nations  of  sundry  parts  of  Scripture.  Translated 
from  the  French,  by  E.  Harwood,  D.D.  8vo.  1770. 
Dr.  Harwood  considered  tliia  work  impartaat.  Its  critical  in- 
fbimatiiNi,  tunverer,  is  not  verjr  profinuid ;  and  the  opinions  it 
expresMS  oa  ume  theological  Bubjectsj  abundantly  free.  In 
this  respect  it  enited  well  the  views  of  the  translator.  Abanzit 
waa  the  friend  of  St.  Evremond,  of  Sir  Isaac  Newton,  and  Roa»< 
aean.  He  was  the  author  of  a  work  on  the  Apocalypse,  in  which 
the  authority  of  that  book  is  dispated.  It  was  translated  into 
English  by  Dr.  Twells.  Harwood  translated  another  volume  of 
his  also,  which  be  entitled  "  Miscellanies  on  Historical,  Thet^ 
logical,  and  Critical  subjects ;"  to  which  he  prefixes  a  life  of 
the  author.  In  this  volume,  also,  there  are  dlsaertatiMiB  on  se- 
veral  passages  of  Soriptore.     It  appeared  in  1774. 

Abendana,  Jacob,  a  learned  Spanish  Sabbi, 
President  <^the  Jewish  Synagogtie  at  Amsterdam, 
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8  ABEN  EZRA— ABOAB. 

and  qftencards  at  London ;  died  in  1685. — ^Dis- 
courses of  the  Ecclesiastical  and  Civil  Polity  of  the 
Jews,  12mo.  1706. 

Thia  work  treats  of  the  Jewish  Courts  of  Jadicatnre — of  their 
laws  concerning  Tithes — of  the  institution  of  the  Priesthood^ 
of  their  Liturgy— Schools— Feasts— Fasts— Coins— Wei^ts 
and  Measures.  It  is  a  selection  in  En^ish  from  the  works  of 
Abendaua,  bf  a  tranalator  whoee  name  does  not  appear.  The  dis- 
courses are,  on  the  whole,  sensible,  and  many  of  the  remarks  on 
the  Scriptures  are  more  judicious  than  are  usually  to  be  found  in  ' 
Rabbinical  writings.  The  author  published,  besides  other  tbin^p, 
a  Spicil^um  of  explanations  of  select  passages  of  Scripture, 
folio,  1685. 

Abf.n  Ezba,  Abbaham,  a  learned  Spanish 
Rabbi,  whoJUmrished  in  the  twelfth  century. 

He  wrote  Commentaries  on  a  great  part  of  the  Old  Testa* 
mmt,  which  were  published  in  the  Biblia  Rabbinica  of  Bom- 
bei^  at  Venice,  ISiS,  4  vol.  M.,-  and  of  Buxtorf,  at  Bade, 
1618,  2  7oL  M.  The  only  part  of  them  translated  into  Latin, 
is  his  Commentary  on  the  Decalogue,  by  Munster,  Basle,  1527- 
His  works  are  held  in  high  reputatitm  by  the  lovers  <d  Jewish 


Aboab,  Datid,  Pressor  and  teacher  of  He- 
brem,  Chaldee,  ItaUem,  iSpanish,  and  Portuguese. 
— Remarks  upon  Dr.  ShM*p's  Two  DisBertations 
Coaceniing  the  Etymology  and  Scripture  meaning 
of  the  Hebrew  words  Elohim  and  Berith,  8vo. 
1751. 

This  is  »  Hutcbinaonian  pamj^et}  by  a  writer  who  appears 
to  have  prvfeseed  a  Uatk  of  languages,  ^d  whose  name  would 
indicate  that  he  was  of  Jewish  <»igin.  He  oorrects  some  of  Dr. 
Sharp's  mistakes ;  but  does  not  communicate  any  novel  or  im- 
portant information  on  the  topics  discnssed. 
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Abbabanel,  Isaac,  a  Jewith  BiAbi,  and  na- 
ihe  of  Por^igaly  who  JhurUhed  in  Ae  J^teenA 
century. 

Hia  vnn'ka  ware  «U  written  in  Hebrew,  of  which  the  follow- 
ing  are  the  chief;  some  of  them  hsve  been  traiulatediiito  Lstin; 
Commentariiu  in  Pentateacham,  fbl.  Hanover,  1710.— In  Pro- 
l^ietu  Priores,  fbl.  Leipzig,  I686.— In  Hoeeam,  4to.  Lngd. 
Bat.  1686. — In  Nahnm,  4to.  Hehnit.  ITOS. — Pro^minm  Com- 
mentariomm  in  Levitietun,  com  notia  per  L.  C.  de  Veil,  fid. 
Lond.  1 688.  The  works  of  Abrabanel  are  held  in  considerable 
estimation  among  Rabbinical  Ccnmoentaton. 

Abbah,  Nicholas,  a  learned  French  Jeswt; 
bom  1589  ;  t^ed  1655. — Phanu  Veteris  Testa- 
ment!, etc.  folio,  Paris.  1648. 

This  is  a  learned  and  elaborate  work,  which  is  divided  into 
fifteen  books  of  questions  on  the  Old  Testament.  Eight  of 
these  books  treat  of  subjects  contained  in  Genesis.  The  first  is 
<m  the  az  daja*  wwk  of  creation ;  the  second  on  the  aitnatioit 
and  the  riven  of  Paradise ;  the  third  on  the  Uessing  of  Noah ; 
the  fourth  on  the  confusion  of  tmgnu;  the  fifth  on  the  first 
institution  of  kingdoms;  the  sixth  on  the  kingdom  of  the  Assy- 
rians; the  seventh  on  the  patriarch  Abraham  ;  the  ei^tth  on 
Pharaoh;  the  ninth  on  the  sojonming  of  the  children  of 
Israel  in  the  wilderness;  the  tenth  on  the  chronology  of  th« 
Judges  ;  the  eleventh  on  the  Babylonish  captivities  ;  the  twelfth 
on  Darins  the  Mede ;  the  thirteenth  on  Judith ;  the  four- 
teenth on  the  ciBning  of  the  Messiah,  and  the  seventy  weeks  of 
Daniel ;  and  the  last  on  the  commencement  and  termination  of 
these  seventy  weeks.  On  all  these  topics  the  learned  author  has 
bestowed  pvB.t  attention. 

Abbesch,  Fbed.  Lewis,  a  distinguished  critic 
and  classical  scholar;  bom  at  Hamburgh,  1699;

Iliese  wmrka  of  Abresch  are  almoet  entirely  pliilolagicaL  As 
critical  illnstntions  of  tbe  New  Testament,  tliejr  do  not  raak 
Ttrj  high.  Walch  merely  gives  the  title  of  the  wwk  on  Thu- 
cydides.  Neither  Michaetia,  nor  his  translator  Marsh,  mendmu 
any  of  them,  though  they  reier  to  a  number  of  books  in  the 
same  class.  Bmnet,  however,  pronounces  them  works  of  re- 
search. They  are  much  more  occnpied  with  the  classics  than 
with  the  New  Testament ;  and  the  Biblical  Scholar  will  not 
expect  that  either  Eachylua  or  Thncydides  should  afford  much  aid 
in  interpreting  the  word  of  God, 

Abuesch,  Petee,  gon  of  Frederic  Lewu,  and 
Ordinary  Frqfessor  of  Theology  at  G&ttaigen. —

The  wOTks  of  the  son,  so  &r  as  the  Scriptures  are  concerned, 
are  much  more  valuable  than  Uiose  of  the  father.  He  appears 
to  have  been  an  excellent  Hebrew,  as  well  as  Greek  scholar, 
and  well  acquainted  with  the  principles  of  biblical  interpretation. 
His  specimen  of  annotations  on  the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews,  ex- 
tends only  to  the  first  six  chapters.  Bishop  Middleton,  in  his 
work  on  the  Greek  Article,  frequently  quotes  it  with  appro- 
bation. The  Paraphrase  is  very  care^illy  drawn  up,  and  the 
critical  note§  frequently  important.

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TheM  are  not  critical,  but  doctrina]  and  pnctical  worlu. 
The  anthor  wai  ■  very  piotu  and  nsefiil  man  in  his  day ;  and 
poawned  correct  and  excellent  views  of  Christianity,  as  ap- 
pears from  these  and  his  other  works.  His  Private  Thoughts 
on  Religion  are  exceedingly  valuable. 

Adami,  CoRNELirs,  a  Hutch  theologian  tmd 
minuter  of  Damm,  who  died  early  in  the  la»t  cen- 
tury.— Obserrationes  Theologico-Philologicae,  etc. 
4to.    Groning.  1710. 

The  observationa  of  this  learned  writer  embrace  many  pas- 
aagea  of  Scripture,  and  illustrate  them  &om  the  manners  and 
rites  of  Tarioos  natians.  The  book  of  Esther,  several  pUoea  of 
Matthew,  and  of  the  Acts  of  the  Apostle»— such  aa  the  Daily 
IBread,  the  Ma^,  the  City  of  Athens,  its  superstitions  and  cus- 
tems,  &c  are  illostrated  in  this  manner.

These  discourses  of  Adami  relate  to  the  oppresaion  and  in- 
crease of  thie  Israelites  in  Egypt — the  Nativity  and  Learning 
of  Moses — the  Conversion  of  Paul,  and  other  great  Sinners-^ 
llie  Wi^ed  Practices  of  the  Romans,  in  illustration  of  Rom. 
i.  18,  38;  and  to  t«n  passages  of  the  Acts.  These  wwks.of 
Adami,  Walch  says,  deserve  to  occnpy  a  chief  place  among  writ^ 
ings  of  this  sort,  and  display  more  than  tffdinary  erudition,  both 
sacred  and  profane. 

Addington,  Stephen,  a  disgenHng  minister^ 
and  tutor  in  London ;  bom  1739 ;  died  1796. — 
A  Dissertation  on  the  Religioiis  Knowledge  of  the 
Anrient  Jews  and  Patriarchs;  containing  an  In- 
quiry into  the  Evidence  of  their  belief  and  expec- 
tation of  a  Future  State,  4to.  1757. 

To  this  work,  which  was  partly  occasioned  by  WarburttHi's 
Divine  Legation,  was  annexed  a  prospectus  of  a  "  Greek  and 
Ei^lidi  Concordance  to  the  New  Testament,  upon  a  plan  en- 
tirdy  new ;  with  a  specimen  of  the  wwkj  as  it  is  now  prepar- 
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ing  for  the  prua."  The  Conoordance,  fonn  want  of  eneooiage- 
ment,  or  swne  other  cause,  was  nevOT  publiahed.  The  Dioav- 
tation  contaiiis  some  senaible  reasoning  and  biUical  iUustrstum, 
designed '  to  establish  the  proposition  amunmoed  in  the  title. 
"  The  Life  of  St.  Faol,"  6to.  1784,  hy  the  same  anthw,  con- 
tuns  some  things  worthy  of  contdderation. 

AiNswoBTH,  Henry,  a  learned  Brownist,  who 
died  in  Hdland  aboui  1623. — ^Annotations  on  the 
Five  Books  of  Moses,  the  Psalms,  and  the  Song  of 
Solomon,  best  edit.  fol.  Lond.  1639- 

This  is  a  labmooa  and  Talnable  work.  It  contains  a  litend 
tnndation  of  all  the  books  m^itioned,  as  well  as  annotations  on 
th^n.  The  version  is  not  of  great  valne,  being  servilely  literal : 
bat  the  comnentary  is  always  scriptoral,  and  oftoi  very  happy 
in  explaining  one  part  of  dte  sacred  lecord  by  another.  Hie 
anther's  acquaintance  with  Jewish  literature  was  extensive, 
and  his  knowledge  of  the  Bible  profound.  Few  books  may 
be  mwe  useM  in  explaining  the  Old  Testament ;  and  none, 
far  the  theological  sentiment,  may  be  more  safely  trnsted. 
Speakiag  of  Ainsworth's  Psalms,  Waleh  observes,  "  Mon- 
Bbwit  istae  emdititn^n  mm  mediocrem  ac  merito  landait- 
tsr."  It  was  translated  into  Dntdi  in  1690;  and  the  sub- 
Bt«ice  itf  it  is  given  in  the  Latin  Synopsis  <J  PoiJe,  who  pro- 
Boancee  the  felltiwii^  eulogiom  on  the  Annotadtnu :  "  Et  qoi- 
dem  tanto  acnmine  et  judicio,  tanta  fide  et  peritia,  exarata,  at 
digna  ausim  pronimtiare  oax  in  extents  ^''Ilm^^^l^  transfiuidan- 
tnr." 

Az-BEBTi,  John,  Prqfesmr  of  Diviniisf  in  the 
University  of  Letfden,  was  horn  in  1698. — Obser- 

vationes  Philologficae  in  sacros  Novi  Foederis  libros, 
8to.  Lugd.  Bat.  173d. — Fericulum  Criticum  in  quo 
loca  quaedam  aim  Veteris  ac  Novi  Foederis  illus- 
traMur,  vindicantur,  emendantur,  Sto.  Lugd.  Bat. 
1727. 

Both  these  works  of  Albert!  are  full  of  important  and  useful 
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mttdsm.  The  olgMt  of  them  is  to  illoBtnte  the  style  and 
inflMiing  of  the  wiiten  of  the  Sew  Testameiit  by  the  proftoe 
miten  of  Greece ;  and  though  his  xeal  for  the  claeaical  purity 
of  the  sacred  penmen  sometimes  carries  him  too  fax,  he  certain- 
ly throws  considerable  light  on  many  of  the  peculiar  tenns  and 
phrasee  whiii  they  onploy.  The  second  wcnk  mentioned  shore 
is  not  confined  to  the  Ser^Aures,  bat  takes  in  some  pasiagee  ot 
He^chins  and  others.     In  H  he  often  enters  the  lists  with  Pri- 

Besides  these,  Alberti  published  another  work  of  some  veloe. 
This  is  entitled,  "  Gloesarium  Graecum  in  Sacroa  Nori  Foederis 
Libnw,"  etc.  Sto.  17S5.  This  ancient  Gloasary  of  the  words  (tf 
the  New  Testament,  was  presented  to  Alberti  by  J.  A.  Fabri- 
dus,  who  published  it  with  a  commentaryj  and  some  other  cri- 
tical pieces. 

Aless,  or  Hales,  Alexamdee,  a  learned 
Scotchman,  who  resided  long  in  Crermany ;  horn  at 
Mdinhurgh,  1500 ;  he  woe  appointed  Professor  <^ 
Theology  at  Cambridge,  about  1535,  whencehewas 
toon  driven ;  but  occupied  the  same  qfflce,  first  at 
Prtmkfort,  and  afterwards  at  JjeipTcig,  where  he 
died  1565. — Commentarius  in  Evangeliiun  Joannis, 
Basle,  8vo.  1553. — Disputationes  in  Epistolam  ad 
Boroanos,  cum  Philippi  Melanchthonis  Praefatione, 
8to.  Wittemberg,  1553. — Disputatio  in  utramque 
Epistolam  ad  Timotheum,  et  ad  Titum,  8vo.  Leip- 
zig,  1550. 

On  the  merits  of  these  wvAa,  aa  expositions  of  Scripture,  I 
can  pronounce  no  opinion ;  not  having  met  with  any  of  them. 
The  author  waa  an  excellent  sdwlar ;  greatly  esteemed  fiir  a 
time  by  Henry  VIII.  and  Andibishop  Parker.  Thuanns  also 
■peaks  highly  of  him.  A  short,  bot  interesting  account  of  him, 
ia  given  by  Dr.  M'Crie,  Life  of  Knox,  voL  i.  Note  I.  He  was 
beloved  by  Melanchtboo,  and  praised  by  Camerarina.  Th«e  is 
a  work  on  the  Psalms  also  sscribed  to  him.  It  is  marked  as 
pobUibed  at  Leipzig,  in  fbl.  1596. 
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Alexander,  John,  an  English  digaenUng  mi- 
nuter ^tke  Unitarian  Faith.  He  was  bom  1786; 
and  died  on  the  29**  December,  1765 A  Para- 
phrase upon  the  fifteenth  chapter  of  the  first  Epistle 
to  the  Corinthians ;  with  Critical  Notes  and  Obser- 
vations, and  a  Preliminary  Dissertation. — A  Com- 
mentary, with  Critical  Remarks,  upon  the  Sixth, 
Seventh,  and  part  of  the  Eighth  chapters  of  the 
Romans,  and  a  Sermon  on  Eccles.  ix.  10.  4to. 
Lond.  1766. 

This  w(nrk  contains  a  few  good  critical  remarks;  but  the 
theological  creed  of  the  writer  occnplee  a  most  prominent  place 
thron^iont.  The  denial  of  the  doctrine  of  the  atonement, 
of  a  state  of  ha^ijoncM  of  separate  spirits,  and  of  the  resur- 
rection of  the  same  body,  (it  will  perhaps  surprise  the  reader,) 
is  finmded  on  the  15th  chapter  of  the  first  epistle  to  the  Corin- 
thians. None  of  tbeee  unpOTtant  truths,  however,  could  Mr. 
Alexander  find  there .' 

Allen,  John,  a  learned  disgetiMng  layman.-— 
Modem  Judaism,  or  a  Brief  Account  of  the  Opi- 
nions, Rites,  and  Ceremonies,  of  the  Jews  in  mo- 
dem times,  8vo.  Lond.  1817- 

This  is  the  best  work  on  modem  Judaism  in  out  language. 
The  various  topics  mentioned  in  the  title  are  treated  very  judi- 
dously,  and  passages  of  Scripture  are  occasionally  illustrated. 
Mr.  Allen  is  the  author  of  an  excellent  translation  of  Calrin's 
Institutes,  in  three  vol.  8vo.  and  also  of  a  trauslation  of  Outram 
on  Sacrifice. 

Allix,  Peter,  D.D.  a  dtsHnguisked  French 
re/ugee,  was  horn  in  France^  1641 ;  and  died 
1717,  «B  En^and,  where  he  resided  many  yeara. 
— Reflections  upon  the  Books  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
ture, to  Establish  the  Truth  of  the  Christian  Re- 
ligion, 2  vol.  8vo.  Lond.  1688. 
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'  These  Reflectioiu  are  not  in  the  form  of  a  continued  conunen- 
tarj  on  the  Bible  ;  bat  take  up  what  may  be  called  the  spirit  of 
it,  nnder  distinct  heads,  cbieflf  with  a  view,  as  the  title  ex- 
presses it,  to  establish  the  divine  origin  of  Christianity.  They 
are  often  shrewd  and  origioal,  and  well  deserve  the  careful  per- 
usal of  the  Christiaii  advocate.  Bishop  Watson  thought  so 
highly  (J  them,  that  he  republished  them  in  the  first  volume  of 
his  Theological  Tracts.  They  were  published  in  French  about 
the  same  time  that  they  appeared  in  English.  They  were  also 
translated  into  German,  and  published  at  Nnrembeig  in  17OS. 
— ^Tbe  Judgment  of  the  Ancient  Jewish  Church 
against  the  Unitarians,  8vo.  Lond.  1699- 

This  work,  though  without  his  name>  is  well  known  to  be 
the  production  of  Dr.  Allix.  It  affords  much  curious  and  inte- 
resting information  on  those  passages  of  the  Old  Testament, 
which  have  been  supposed  to  contain  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity. 
He  BUCcessftiUy  shows,  that  if  the  ancient  Jews  were  not  strict- 
ly Trinitariatu,  they  were  firm  believers  of  a  plurality  in  the 
Godhead.  Dr.  Smith's  opinion  of  it  is,  "  that  it  is  not  remark- 
able for  accurate  statement  or  judicious  reasoning."  This  vo- 
lume is  now  scarce,  and  brings  a  very  high  price.  It  was  trans- 
lated into  German,  and  published  at  Berlin  in  17O7. 

— The  Book  of  Psalms,  with  an  abridgment  of 
each  Psalm,  and  rules  for  the  interpretation  of  this 
Sacred  Book,  8vo.  1701. 

This  IB  a  smaU  anonymous  work,  and  of  no  great  value.  It 
is  too  brief  to  be  satis&ctory,  either  to  the  critic  or  the  lover  of 
practical  exposition. 

— Diatriba  de  anno  at  Mense  Natali  Jeau  Cbristi, 
etc.  8vo.  Lond.  1710. 

In  this  Latin  tract,  Allix  endeavours  to  show  that  the  Messiah 
was  bom,  not  in  winter,  but  in  the  spring.  He  has  also  vari- 
ous discussions  respecting  the  census  taken  by  Cyreniua — what 
happened  in  Judea  during  the  time  of  Herod — the  slau^ter  of 
the  infants — the  Magi,  See.  All  these  sutgects,  says  Walch, 
are  treated  in  a  manner  worthy  of  the  erudition  of  Allix. 
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Alter,  Feancis  Chakleb,  a  diHmguished 
German  ackfdar  and  critic;  bom  1749;  ^edat 
Vienna,  1804. — Novum  Testamentum  Graecuin,  ad 
Codicem  Vindobonenaem  Graece  ezpressum ;  Va- 
rieUtem  Lectionig  addidit  F.  C.  Alter.  1786,  1787, 
8  thick  vol.  8vo. 

The  plan  on  which  thia  critical  edition  ia  fimned,  differs  en- 
tirely from  that  which  was  adopted  by  Mill,  Wetatein,  and 
Griesbach.  The  text  is  printed  sc^tarately,  and  the  varioua 
readings  at  the  end.  The  text  i«  that  of  the  Codex  Lambedi  I. 
in  the  imperial  library  at  Vienna,  which  he  tenns  in  the  titlet 
Codex  Vindobonensis.  But  wherever  he  discovered  maniieBt 
errata,  he  corrected  them  froto  the  edition  of  Robert  Stepbenaj 
1546 ;  of  which  errata  he  has  aul>joined  a  list  at  the  end  of  each 
Tolume.  "  It  is  generally  acknowledged,"  says  Michaelis,  "fiat 
this  edition  has  been  executed  with  great  care  and  diligence  ; 
and  aa  it  contains  the  readings  of  manuscripts,  which  had  been 
hitherto  totally  neglected,  or  very  superficially  examined,  it  is 
a  work  with  which  no  man  engaged  in.  sacred  criticism  can  dis- 
penac." 

Altingius,  James,  a  learned  German  divine; 
bom  1618 ;  died  1679. — Commentarius  in  Jere- 
miam  Prophetam,  Amst  folio,  1688. — Commenta- 
rius Theoretico-Fracticus  in  Epistolam  ad  RomanoS' 
Opera  Altingii,  Amst.  5  torn,  folio,  1687. 

The  works  of  Alting  contain  expoeititms  of  many  parts 
of-  Scripture  besides  the  above.  He  is  not  p^hape  one  of  the 
most  interesting  of  the  Dutch  Expositors  ;  but  his  sentimenta 
are  generaUy  correct;  bis  learning  was  extenuve;  and  he 
■pared  no  labour  to  promote  the  interests  of  leamii^  and  piety. 
He  was  well  acquainted  with  the  Eastern  languages  and  dialects, 
of  whidi  his  Grammar  for  eight  of  the  Oriental  tongues  afftaia 
a  striking  proof. 

AifAHA,  SiXTiNCs,  Pr(^9aor  of  Hebrew  in  the 
University <^ Franeker ;  diedl629. — ^Antibarbarus 
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BiUieus  sex  Libris,  4to.  Franeker,  16S8.    Kdit. 
opt.  4to.  1656. 

This  learned  work  waa  orf^nally  designed  to  consiHt  of  two 
parts,  each  oontKUiuig  three  books.  The  author  tired  to  pnblidi 
mly  the  first  part.  The  fourth  bode  was  added  in  the  £d  edi- 
tion after  his  death.  It  is  rather  a  DuscdJaneous  work.  He 
justly  represents  those  as  barbarians  w^o  despise  the  study  of 
the  saored  languages.  He  defends  the  origiual  texts  against  the 
charge  et  corruption,  and  makes  many  just  remarks  on  the  Sep- 
tn^int  and  the  Latin  Vulgate.  On  the  latter  ha  is  rery  ae- 
me,  especially  on  the  edititms  poblishedby  Siztus  V.  and  Cle- 
ment VIH.  It  contains  a  kind  of  regular  criticism  on  the  Vul- 
gate version  of  the  Historical  Books,  the  Psalms,  and  the  writ- 
ii^  of  Soltnnon.  In  the'  book  which  was  added  after  his  death, 
Isaiah  and  Jeremiah  are  comprehended  in  the  same  manner. 
Ilere  are  slso  some  dissertations  Interspersed ;  among  the  rest, 
one  oa  Pror.  viii.  32,  "  The  Lord  possessed  me  in  the  b^innlng 
of  his  ways,"  in  which  he  defends  Drosius  against  the  charge 
of  Arianism.  There  is  also  a  Tract  in  reply  to  Father  Meraena 
Dus.  There  are  many  things  in  this  work  deserving  of  att^- 
tion,  though  it  is  now  little  known.  It  is  praised  by  Dr.  Owen, 
Bishop  Walton,  and  Walch. 

Ames,  Wiixiam,  D.  D.  a  learned  Independent, 
9ome  time  Professor  qf  Th^logy  at  Franeker,  in 
MoUand,  where  he  died  in  1633. — An  Aiial}rtical 
Exposition  of  both  the  Epistles  of  the  Apostle  Pe- 
ter, Ulustrated  by  doctrines  out  of  every  text,  4to. 
Lond.  1641. 

This  is  a  translation  from  the  Latin  work  of  Ames,  which 
was  published  st  Amsterdsm  in  16S5.  It  is  not  a  critical  work, 
bvt  it  gives  a  very  accurate  analysis  of  the  two  Epistles,  and 
deduces  doctrinal  observations  fiwa  every  part  of  them.  The 
theological  writers  of  that  age,  and  especially  the  Puritans, 
were  generally  more  remarkaUe  for  the  accuracy  of  their  logical 
reasoning,  than  for  their  critical  or  philological  speculatioaa. 
Moaheim  acknowledges,  that  "  the  productions  of  Ames  are  not 
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void  tS  merit,  couddmng  the  times  in  which  they  were  writ- 
ten." 

AuNER,  Richard,  an  EngUsh  Unitarian  dis- 
senting minister;  bom  1736;  died  1803.— An  Es- 
aay  towards  an  Interpretation  of  the  Prophecies  of 
Daniel,  with  occasional  Remarks  upon  some  of  the 
most  celebrated  Commentaries  on  them,  8vo.  Lond. 
1776. 

The  leadii^  dengn  of  this  work  is  to  establish  the  hypothesis 
of  Grotiiu  in  apposition  to  that  of  Mede  and  Newton-^that  the 
prophecies  of  Daniel  do  not  relate  to  the  Messiah,  or  to  the 
events  of  his  reign.  It  is  sometimes  ingenious,  but  not  snc- 
cessfnl. 

Amyrald,  Moses,  an  eminent  French  Protest- 
ant ^vine;  bom  1596;  died  1645. — ^Paraphrasis 
in  Psalmos  Davidis,  una  cum  annotationibus,  etc. 
4to.  Traj.  ad  Rhenum,  1769. 

This  is  the  best  edition  of  a  book  of  some  value,  by  Professor 
Cremer,  who  has  corrected  the  work  and  added  a  pre&ce  by 
himself.  Amyrald  was  a  Calvinist,  and  a  little  inclined  to  mys- 
tidsm.  He  wrote  commentaries  on  John,  and  the  Acts  of  the 
Apostles,  in  French.  Mosheim  speaks  of  him  ss  "  a  man  of  a 
sound  nadCTStanding  and  subtile  genius,  to  whose  writings  even 
such  men  as  Placette  and  Pictet  owed  a  considerable  part  of 
their  glory."  His  Discourse  on  the  Divine  Dreams  mentioned 
in  Scripture,  was  translated  into  English,  ISvo.  1673. 

Apthorp,  East,  D,  D.  a  clergyman  of  M« 
Ckureh  (ff  England,  but  an  American  by  birth  ; 
ftorMl732;  (fee?  1816. — Discourses  on  Prophecy, 
3  vol.  8vo.  1786. 

These  discourses  were  read  at  the  Warburtonian  Lecture,  at 
which  the  celebrated  Discourses  of  Bishop  Hurd  were  also  deli- 
vered ;  and  are  not  unworthy  of  the  object  which  the  learned 
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prelate  Iiad  in  view,  in  the  eatabliahment  of  tluit  flDundation. 
The  topics  embraced  by  Dr.  Apthorp  are— the  history  of  pr»- 
pkecy^^canoiiB  of  interpretation^pn^hecies  of  the  birth  of 
Christy-chronological  charaetera  of  the  Messiah— theological 
characters  of  the  Messiah— -propheciefl  of  the  death  of  Christ^ 
of  the  kingdom  of  Christ— characters  of  Antichritf— the  mystic 
Tyre — and  the  origin  and  the  progress  of  the  Refomatioa. 
Tbtae  subjects  are  diacossed  with  considerable  ability  and 
originality,  and  abound  with  clear  and  Mtisfactory  views  of  the 
great  doctrioes  of  Cbristianity. 

Apthwp  was  also  the  author  of  "  Letters  on  the  Preralenoe 
ot  Chrigtianity  before  its  civil  establishment,"  Svo.  I778>  Bi-  ' 
shi^  Watson  says,  "  The  author  has  enriched  this  work  with 
many  learned  remarks,  and  especially  with  a  catalt^e  of  civil 
and  ecdestastical  historiansj  which  the  reader  will  find  to  be 
very  useful." 

Arias  Montanus,  Benedictus,  a  learned  Spa- 
nith  ecclenastic ;  born  1527 ;  died  1598. 

He  was  the  prindpal  editor  of  the  Antwerp  Poly^iit,  published 
at  the  expense  of  the  King  of  Spain.  He  is  best  known  as  the 
author  of  the  interlined  Latin  version  of  the  Old  and  New  Test- 
ament Scriptures,  which  first  appeared  as  an  appendix  to  the 
above  pol^lot  io  1572.  Pa^ninua,  indeed,  was  properly  the 
toanslator ;  but  Montasna  crarected,  improved,  and  adapted  it 
to  the  editions  of  the  Scriptures  which  he  published.  It  has 
frequently  been  republished,  and  was  adopted  by  Walton  in  the 
Lond<»  Polyglot.  Aa  a  version,  it  is  literal  to  the  greatest 
possible  extent.  Hence  it  is  generally  barbarous,  often'abenrd, 
and  very  frequently  obscure.  ItmaysMnetimesassistintheinter- 
pretation  of  Hebrew  and  Greek  words  ;  but,  as  a  translation  of 
the  Bible,  it  is  utterly  .useless.  Montanus  wrote  Latin  Commen- 
taries, which  are  not  of  great  repute,  on  a  unmber  of  the  books 
of  Scripture. 

Aknald,  Richard,  a  clergyiaan  of  the  Church 
of  En^tmd,  who  died  in  1756. — A  Critical  Com- 
roentaiy  on  the  Books  of  the  Apooypha,  folio, 
1748. 
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Ilie  ApocTTphal  books  of  tbe  Old  Tntaineot,  tHoDgh  not  - 
iupired)  contain  some  uiefitl  historical  infbnnatiiHi ;  and  the 
Greek  in  which  they  are  com^Meed,  being  aimilor  to  that  of  tW 
Septnagint,  ia  naefnl  for  iUnatrating  the  idiom  of  the  New  Te» 
tament.  The  commentaiy  of  Amald,  which  was  published  at 
fint  in  Mpoiate  puts,  ia  the  only  EngUsh  work  on  the  aub* 
ject>  It  is  in  general  jndiciaiis,  and  afforda  oonaiderahle  assJat- 
aitce  in  nndentanding  these  books.  It  ia  frequently  printed  along 
with  Patrick,  Lowth,  and  Whitby,  and  completee  a  series  <tf 
English  oommentaries  on  the  genuine  and  apurious  Soriptnrea. 

Arnold,  Nicholas,  Profesgor  of  Theology 
at  Franeher;  was  horn  in  Poland,  1618;  died 
1680. — ^Luz  in  Tenebris.  Seu  Brevis  et  Succincta 
Vindicatio  Bimtil  et  Condliatio  Loccoiun  Veteris  et 
Novi  Testament!,  &c  3  vol  4to.  Frandker,  1665, 
8d  edition. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  pngnacions  books  ever  written  on  the 
BiUe.  It  timintaiiia  &  thoidogical  warfare  with  all  sects  and 
parties  throu^  sereral  thousand  passages  of  Scripture.  Far 
example,  on  Genesis  i.  86,  he  begins  with  the  Pmit\fi^,  pre- 
oeeds  to  the  SotMtiatu,  gfiei  on  to  the  Amumiam,  and,  after 
PUfjiling  the  Attdboftutae,  returns  again  to  the  Sounians  and 
Catholioa.  Walch  very  justly  aays  of  him,  "  Pugnai  AmMur 
vthementer  pro  dagmaithtu  B^ormatorwn."  There  is  a  good 
deal  of  learning  and  sound  biblical  interpretation  in  the  work  ; 
but  th»e  is  a  great  p(»tioa  of  uaeleas  controversy;  and  sontetimea 
porticnlar  Scriptorea  are  strained  to  snpport  sentiments  lAiA. 
the  Holy  Spirit  doea  not  seem  to  have  intended  should  be  con* 
Teyed,  at  least  in  thoee  passages.  The  method  of  interpretiiig 
the  BiUe  proaecuted  by  Arnold  ia  altogether  injudieions ;  it  b 
not  fitted  to  coorinee  adTeraariee,  and  is  oalonlated  to  imdaee  s 
riolent  controrersial  spirit  among  the  friends  of  rerdttion. 

Arbowsmith,  John,  a  Puritan  minUter,  and 
Maxter  of  Trvai^  College,  Cambridge ;  horn

ing and  geniuB,  and  maintained  a  highly  reapectable  character 
during  tha  difficult  times  in  which  he  lived.  He  wrote  a  work 
m  part  of  the  Gospel  of  John,  and  some  other  things,  which 
rank  high  among  the  puritanical  writings.    Both  are  now  scarce.

Thia  work,  thou^  ascribed  to  the  Westminster  Assembly, 
waa  not  the  production  of  that  body,  or  of  individuals  appointed 
hj  it;  but  of  persons'to  whom  it  was  recommended  by  the 
Parliament.  Mr.  Ley,  snb-deon  of  Chester,  did  the  Pentateuch. 
Dr.  Gouge  had  the  two  books  of  Kings  and  Chronicles,  Eara, 
Ndiemiah,  and  Esther,  f9r  his  province.  Mr.  Meric  Caaaubon 
did  the  Psalms,  Mr.  Francis  Taylor  the  Proverbs,  and  Dr. 
Beynolds  Ecdesiastes.  Mr.  Smallwood,  who  was  recommended 
hy  Archbishop  Usher,  did  Solomon's  Song,  and  Gataker  did 
laalab,  Jeremiah,  and  the  I^unentations.  Esekiel,  Daniel,  and  the 
amaU  prophets,  were,  in  the  first  edition,  done  by  Mr.  Pemher- 
ton,  and,  in  the  second,  by  Bishop  Richardson.  The  notes  on 
the  fbor  Evangelists  are  Mr.  Ley's,  and  those  on  St.  Paul's 
Epistles  Dr.  Featiey's ;  which  latter  are  broken  and  imperfect, 
aa  the  aathor  died  without  having  revised  them.  Mr.  Downabe 
and  Mr.  Reading  were  also  emplc^ed  on  the  work ;  and  prob>' 
biy  the  other  parte  of.  Scripture  not  mentioned  here  ar«  to  be 
ascribed  to  them.  There  is  not  mnch  critical  matter  in  this 
niut«d  effort;  but  It  is  otherwise  a  respectable  work.  The 
moat  learned  part  of  the  Annotations  is  that  furnished  by  Gat- 
aker. It  is  a  mistake  to  suppooe  the  writers  were  all  Nodcoo- 
formista ;  the  majority  of  them  were  at  least  inclined  to  Ep»- 
copacy,  and  not  members  of  the  Westminster  Assembly.  Mr.  Job 
(^ton,  who  was  a  very  tolerable  judge  of  books,  pronounces  tha

Auembly'a  Annotations  to  be  valuable,  thongh  ratlier  laag ;  and 
to  contain  many  excellent  criticisDia.  Dr.  Zachary  Greyy  wbo 
wrote  notes  on  Hudibras,  commented  on  Shakspeare,  and 
attadced  Neal'a  PuiitanB,  speaks  of  it  very  disrespectfully. 

AsTEUc,  John,  a  French  phystdan ;  bom  in 
1684  ;  and  died  in  1766. — Conjectures  sur  lea  Me- 
moires  Originaux,  dont  il  paroit  que  Moise  s'est 
servi  pour  composer  le  livre  de  la  Genese.

The  design  of  this  wwk  is  to  sliov,  that  Moses  composed  the  book 
of  Genesis  from  pre-existing  documents,  thenumber  and  characters 
of  which  Aatruc  thinks  he  has  ascertained.  A  sentiment  of  this 
kind  was  first  thrown  out  by  Vitringa  in  his  O&tervaiUMet  Saerae, 
and  was  readily  adopted  by  Eichhom,  Moeller,  Rooenmuller,  and 
other  German  critics,  fiosenmiiller  assures  us,  that  the  truth 
of  it  had  been  so  satisiacttmly  made  out,  "  ut  nulliia  dubitandi 
locus  sit  relictuB."  Yet,  sa  evidence  of  the  uncertainty  of  the 
whole  speculatitm,  while  Aatmc  thinks  he  has  discovered  the  traces 
of  twelve  several  documents,  Eichhom  can  only  discover  tno. 
It  should  first  have  been  demonstrated  that  the  art  of  writing 
existed  prior  to  the  time  of  Moses.

David  Michaelis ;  whose  reoomiaendation  is  sufficient  to  estab- 
lish their  value.  ■ 

Baillie,  Robebt,  Principal  of  the  Univer- 
Mty  (f  Gla^ow,  and  one  of  the  Commiasionen 
from  the  Scottish  Church  to  the  Westminster  As- 
senMy ;  bom  in  Glasgow  1599 ;  died  1663. — Opus 
HiBtoricum  et  Chronologicum,  ■  etc.  folio,  Amst. 
1663. 
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This  is  a  learned  and  elaborate  work,  in  widch  the  author  en- 
deavours to  give  a  succinct  and  connected  account  of  sacred  and 
pro&ne  history,  from  the  creation  to  the  age  of  Conatantine. 
He  divides  the  Old  Testament  period  into  seven  epochas,  and 
the  Nev  Testament  into  a  nnmber  more.  At  the  end  of  the 
sectiMis  w  epocbas,  he  discusBes  a  variety  of  chront^ogical  qoea- 
ti<au,  in  which  he  discovera  his  learning  and  acuteneas.  He 
was  exceedin^y  averse  tlut  it  should  be  a  posthumous  work ; 
and  yet  hia  fears  were  realiaed;  fttrhe  died  a  short  time  before  its 
puUicatian.  He  lived,  however,  to  see  some  of  the  first  sheets, 
and  was  gnatly  pleased  with  "  the  fine  paper,  and  brave  letter 
and  volume."  Baillie  was  the  author  of  a  ntimber  of  other  works, 
diiefly  of  a  controversial  nature.  Hb  letters  and  journals,  pub* 
Uahedin  1775,  at  the  recommendation  of  Dr.  Robertson  and  David 
Hume,  contain  much  valuable  information  respecting  the  civil 
wus,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  Westminster  Assembly.

This  is  a  fac-simile  of  a  fragment  of  a  MS.  of  the  New  Testa> 
jn&A,  the  writing  of  which  had  been  erased,  to  give  place  to 
another  work. '  It  contains  a  considerable  part  of  the  Gospel  of 
Matthew,  with  learned  Prcd^omena,  and  an  Appendix  obtain- 
ing a  coUation  of  the  Codex  Montfbrtianus.  Dr.  Barrett  considers 
it  part  of  a  MS.  of  the  sixth  centnry ;  and  thinks  the  erasure 
and  second  wridng  may  have  taken  place  about  the  thirteenth. 
In  the  Prolegomena,  he  discusses,  at  considerable  Iraigth, 
and  with  much  ability,  the  gospel  genealc^  of  our  Lord.  He 
contends  that  Matthew  records  the  genealogy  of  Joseph,  and 
Lake  that  of  Mary.  An  el^ant  fec-aimile  of  this  work  is  given 
in  Mr.  Hwne's  Introduction:  and  an  excellent  critiqne  on  it 
will  be  found  in  the  third  volume  of  the  old  series  of  the  Eclec* 
tic  Review,  pp.  igs  and  586.

This  work  tif  Lard  BarringtoB  oontains  Bome  verjrTBlosUeiio 
fonnfttion  on  sabjecta  not  luiully  diaouaed.  The  fint  enay  ia 
on  the  teadiing  and  witness  gf  Uie  Sjuiit,  and  tSorix  some  i>- 
gmions  iUustrationa  of  the  siiracnloiis  gifts  of  the  primitiTe 
drarches.  Th6  second  is  on  the  diitincdon  between  Apostle^ 
Elden,  and  Brethren,  in  which  the  nature  of  the  apoatdic  oSoe 
it  partieubrly  examined.  The  third  is  on  the  time  when  I^od 
and  Bamabaa  became,  and  were  known  to  be,  Apoatlea;  in  iriudk 
he  contends  that  Puilwasnot  constituted  an  Apoatle  till  his  M- 
cond  visit  to  Jerusalem,  mentioned  Acts  zxfi.  17—31.  The 
last  is  on  the  Apostolical  decree.

Theae  are  not  tbe  whole,  but  the  prmdpal  part  of  tlie  works 
of  this  rather  voluminoiis  writer.  Next  to  Hutchinson  himselfj 
Bate  was  the  greatest  defender  of  the  peculiar  tenets  of  the  ex- 
traordinary school  to  which  they  belonged.  A  Hfe  so  long  qtent 
in  the  examinatitai  of  the  Bible  must  have  been  most  nnprofit- 
ably  employed,  had  no  light  been  thrown,  by  its  exertions,  on 
the  sacred  volume.  Yet  this  learned  man  laboured  a  good  deal 
fyr  vanity  ;  substituting  the  whims  of  philoeophical  speculatioii 
in  the  place  of  the  rational  principles  of  interpretation ;  and 
building  up  a  system  of  religious  truth  on  a  visionary  founda- 
tion. He  appears  to  have  been  a  most  diligent  scholar ;  would 
he  had  been  as  judicious  as  he  was  inde&tigable  I  He  wrote 
grammars,  ccmstructed  lexicons,  and  nearly  accomplished  a  trans- 
lation of  the  Bible.  Me  justly  opposed  Warhorton,  but  as  un- 
justly attacked  Kennicott.  In  defence  of  the  tenets  of  his  mas- 
ter, he  feared  neither  numbers  nor  learning,  and  ftequeutly  ex- 
pressed himself  with  too  mnch  severity.  His  Essay  on  the 
Third  Chapter  of  Genesb  is  a  reply  to  Warburton's  third  pnqto- 
sition,  which  he  certainly  succeeds  in  overturning ;  but  there  is 
too-mnch  refinement  of  spiritualising  in  his  exposition.  Several 
of  the  tracts  which  follow  belong  to  the  same  controversy.  War- 
burton,  in  the  affected  pride  of  intellectual  superiority,  calls 
him  "one  Bate,"  and  reckoned  him  among  the  class  of  weak  men 
who  were  unworthy  of  his  notice. 

The  "  Critica  Hebraea"  has  never  come  into  circulation  as  a 
Hebrew  Dictionary ;  though  both  it  and  the  Essay  on  the  Simi- 
litudes are  often  quoted  with  approbation  by  Parkhurst.  On 
the  translatimi  of  the  Old  Testament,  the  author  laboured  during 
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a  great  part  of  liia  life,  and  died  before  it  was  nearly  completed. 
Wliat  was  finished  appeared  two  years  after  his  death.  As  a 
traiulatioii,  it  great^  &ils  in  perspicuity,  smoothness,  and  gram- 
matical accuracy.  Many  of  the  renderings  are  really  amusing. 
The  GiatU*  of  Genesis  vi.  4,  are,  according  to  him,  "  apostates." 
The  window  of  the  ark,  chapter  vi.  16,  was  to  be  "  finished  in 
an  arm  above."  At  the  commencement  of  the  deluge,  "  the  air- 
cracks  were  opened,"  and  at  the  conclusion  of  it,  "  the  air-cracks 
were  shut"  !  The  notes  are  full  of  the  peculiarities  of  his  ays- 
tem,  and  discover  no  correct  acquaintance  with  the  principles  of 
philology  or  enlightened  criticiBm.  He  sometimes,  however,  as 
might  be  expected  in  so  extensive  a  work,  improves  the  rendtf- 
iag  of  a  passage.  Bate  appears  to  have  been  a  man  of  sraious 
piety,  and  deeply  concerned  for  the  honour  of  the  word  of  God, 
and  of  its  peculiar  doctrines.  Along  with  his  ftiend  Mr.  Spear- 
man, he  edited  the  works  of  Hutchinson,  in  twelve  volumes 
octavo,  1749-

This  work  is  rather  of  a  practical  than  a  critical  nature.  It 
is  designed  not  so  much  for  the  use  of  the  learned,  "  as  of  reli- 
gious fiunilies  in  their  daily  reading  of  the  Scriptures,  and  of  the 
poorer  sort  of  scholars  and  muusters  who  want  fuller  helps." 
To  such,  the  work  is  fitted  to  be  useful ;  hot  even  others  will 
find  occasionally  some  very  important  su^estitms,  and  the  true 
meaning  of  a  difficult  passage  pointed  out  with  no  parade  of 
learning.  Sometimes  the  author's  love  of  controversy  and  his 
peculiar  sentiments  respecting  grace  and  redemption  appear: 
but  there  is  little  that  can  do  any  one  injury,  and  much  that  is 
calculated  to  do  good  to  all.  For  some  harmless  political  sen- 
timents in  a  tew  of  the  notes,  the  excellent  authw  was  tried 
hetote  the  infamous  Jeffreja,  fined  severely,  and  imprisoned  for 
two  years.

TioM  is  B  traiulatirai  from  the  French  of  a  rtry  caii«u  mdc 
hy  Bayle.  Like  all  the  other  praductiimB  of  that  able  but  don- 
gataoM  writer,  it  is  cmnpoaed  in  a  v^  rambling  style.  The 
ot^eet  sf  it  is  not  somoch  t»iUii>tmte  the  Bible,  aa  tofruniAa 
philoaophical  defence  of  leligiDaB  liberty.  It  wi*"'""  all  manner 
of  thingB  relating  to  thk  very  important  aolqect ;  althongh  idi- 
giooB  iiuiifferenoe,  rather  than  religiona  liberty  ^vpetly  ao  called, 
was  the  object  of  Bayle'a  devottan.  When  fiitt  printed  im 
French,  it  was  |««tieii4ed  to  be  tmialsted  frrai  the  Engliab, 
as  the  anilioc  wished  to  disguise  himsdf.  It .  is  a  vcxy  shrewd 
Mpesnre  of  the  MJy  and  widtedseaa  t£  peiaecntion.

It  coataina 
Bcarc^y  any  in&nnadai  of  importance  of  a  critical  nature ;  as 
the  notes, triiich  ore  plaeed  under  the  Ea^iah  text,  are  reryfew 
and  short.  At  the  end  of  eadi  book,  there  Is  a  snmmary  of  the 
siattna  contained  in  it.  The  Hebrew  pages  are  not.  eqnally 
printed,  aone  containing  more  and  otliers  fewer  lines.  The 
voA  m^  afiwd  some  aseistanoe  in  learning  Hebrew.  Dr.  Bay- 
lay  wrote  sereial  granmatical  works  relating  to  the  Hebrew  lan- 
guage.

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Iluee  parts  odIj  of  thia  wwk  hare  been  poblished.  Mr.  Bel- 
lamy is  anumg  the  most  arrogant  of  all  traiulaton,  and  his  reraion 
the  most  absurd  of  all  tratulaticms.  His  work  Is  a  strange 
hodge-podge  of  enw,  confidence,  migrepresentation,  and  abase  of 
.learned  and  valuable  writers  in  all  the  departments  of  biblical 
literature.  The  plainest  namtiTes  in  Scripture  are  rendered 
absurd  and  unintelligible,  so  that  the  Eclectic  ReTiewers  justly 
conclude  a  very  masterly  critique  on  his  work,  by  remarking, 
that  its  appropriate  title  would  be,  "  The  Holy  Bible  perrerted 
fi«m  the  original  Hebrew,  by  John  Bellamy."  For  the  himonr 
of  the  Bible  and  our  country,  we  hope  its  progress  is  at  an  end. 
Mr.  Whitaker,  Professor  Lee,  and  Mr.  Hurwitz,  besides  the 
Quarterly  and  Eclectic  Reviews,  have  done  the  author  more  ho- 
nour than  he  deserved  by  their  several  replies  to  hia  foolish  but 
mischievoos  performance.  Mr.  Bellamy  is  known  as  the  author 
of  a  singular  production^"  Ophion ;  iw  the  Theology  of  the  Ser- 
pent," 181 1 ;  by  way  of  reply  to  Dr.  Adam  Clarke's  remarks  on 
that  Buliject  in  his  Commentary.  From  this  pamphlet,  it  ap- 
pears that  the  author's  views  of  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity  are 
as  erroneous  as  his  biblical  criticism  is  incorrect. 

Belsham,  Thomas,  a  Socinian  Tniuuter  <^L(m~ 
don.

This  is  one  of  the  moat  elaborate  performances  on  the  Bible, 
which  for  many  years  have  issued  hara  the  Unitarian  press.  Mr. 
Belsham  has  been  long  known  as  one  of  the  chief  leaders  of  that 
party  in  En^and,  and  as  one  of  the  principal  authors  of  the  Im- 
prov«d  Version  of  the.  New  Testament.  The  trandation  of  the 
Epistles  of  Paul  is  constructed  on  the  visionary  scheme  of  inter* 
pretadon  adopted,  and  illustrated  by  Dr.  Taylor  of  Norwich.  The' 
tendency  of  the  work  b  to  subvert  all  those  sentiments  respecting 
sin,  which  are  calculated  to  aifect  the  mind  with  pain,  and  those 
views  of  the  Deity  and  atonement  of  Christ  which  are  fitted  to 
afibrd  relief-  Mr.  Belsham  uaes  great  freedom  with  the  readings 
of  the  original  text,  and  still  greater  with  the  principles  of  en- 
lightened interpretation.  He  shows  rather  what  the  New  Tes- 
tament xhoald  be,  in  the  opinion  of  a  Socinian,  than  what  it 
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really  ».  The  work  is  full  of  ernmeouB  doctrine,  ioconect 
learning,  affected  candour,  and  fwced  interpretation. 

Bengelius,  John  Albebt,  a  learned  German 
divine,  Ahhot  ofAlpirspach  ;  wa»  horn  in  Wirtem- 
berg,  1687  ;  died  1752.

BengeliuB  became  a  critic,  per  ienlalUmem,  in  conaequence  of 
serions  and  anxious  doubts.  While  a  student,  finding  bo  great  a 
nnmbv  of  various  readings,  which  seemed  to  render  his  faith 
uncertain,  he  fell  into  a  kind  of  despondency.  The  consequence 
was,  he  set  himself  to  form  a  text  of  the  New  Testament  for 
himaelf.  He  was  exceedingly  scnipuloua  about  the  readings  he 
introduced,  inserting  none,  except  in  the  Apocalypse,  which  had 
not  preriousiy  been  printed  in  some  edition.  "  He  made  known 
his  design,"  says  Michaelis,  "  by  a  Prodromus,  }mnted  at  Tu- 
bingen in  172^,  which  was  followed  nine  years  afterwards  by  the 
Greek  Testament  itself.  He  prefixed  to  it  )iis  '  Introductio  in 
Crisin  Nori  Testamenti,'  and  subjoined  to  it  his  '  Apparatus 
Criticns,'  and  ''  Epilogns.'  In  his  introduction,  he  treated  of 
the  MSS.,  Teraions,  and  editions,  adding,  at  the  same  time,  rery 
radtnutl  critical  rales ;  and  he  executed  the  whole  in  so  clear 
and  concise  a  manner,  that  the  clergy  in  general,  who  had  not 
directed  their  attention  to  sacred  criticiBm,  began  to  think  that 
it  was  less  dangerous  than  they  had  imagineo.  The  writings  of' 
Bengel,  therefore,  had  more  readers  than  those  of  most  critics  ; 
■nd  his  leadera  have  become,  in  general,  his  friends  and  dis- 
dples."  An  attack  was  made  on  this  wOTk  and  on  that  of  Dr. 
Hill  by  Pnrfenor  Bode,  in  which  he  endeavours  to  show  that  both 
Mill  and  Bengel  depended  on  the  Latin  versiona  of  the  Oriental 
tnuulatioQB  in  the  Polyglots,  for  the  various  readings  of  those 
Timions ;  and  that  consequently  they  have  frequently  erred.

The  title  of  tbe 
Gnomon,  as  giren  at  la^,  shows  the  deeign  of  it ;  In  whloh  it 
differs  greatly  from  the  generality  of  works  issued  daring  the  last 
century  from  the  German  press.  1  cannot  say,  however,  that  the 
judgment  of  Bengel  is  always  to  be  admired.  He  never  offends 
against  piety;  bnthevray  frequently  misses  the  true  sense  of  the 
inspired  writers :  and  has  thrown  less  light  cm  them  than  might 
have  been  expected  from  his  learning,  application,  and  religions 
attainments.  His  logical  divisions  of  the  books  and  sectuma  are 
generally  good,  but  rather  too  minute.

tbe  Epistles,  and,  witli  Pdrce's  work,  completes  the  deagn. 
Benson  possessed  considerable  learning,  but  no  grest  pOTtion  of 
genius.  He  was  ceilainly  inferior  in  taste  and  acumen  to  his 
two  coadjutors;  but  still  his  labours  are  entitled  to  respect. 
Some  of  his  essays,  inserted  in  the  commentaries,  contun  im- 
portant information  on  the  points  on  which  they  treat.  Hia 
theological  sentiments  were  Arian,  verging  to  Sodnian  :  on  this 
account  all  his  writings  require  to  be  read  with  caution.  "  Ben- 
son," says  Doddridge,  "  illustrates  the  spirit  of  Paul  sometimes 
in  an  admirable  maimer,  even  beyond  any  former  writer."  His 
Paraphrase  on  James  was  translated  into  Latin  by  J.  D.  Mfdiae- 
lis,  and  published  with  a  preface  by  Baumgarten,  at  Halle,  in 
1747.  The  preface  highly  extols  the  labotin  of  Locke,  Peirce, 
and  Benson,  and  mentions  with  respect  many  others  of  the  Bri- 
tish commentators.  To  this  Latin  veruon  Michaelis  has  added 
many  raluable  notes  of  his  owd.

It  displays  very  considerable  research,  agreatportion  of  candour, 
and  an  i^ccurate  acquaintance  with  the  facts  of  the  Jewish  and 
Roman  history,  which  relate  to  the  Christians  during  the  first 
age  of  Christianity.

Beza  claims  Bttentian  and  respect  as  an  editor^  a  trajulator, 
and  a  commentator.  Ab  an  editor  of  the  New  Testament,  his 
advantages  were  considerable.  He  was  both  learned  and  acute : 
he  enjoyed  the  aid  of  all  the  editions  formerly  printed,  of  a  num- 
ber of  MSS.j  and  of  a  collection  of  various  readings  made  by  Hen- 
ry Stephens.  The  editions  published  by  himself  differ  consi- 
derably from  one  another,  and  in  about  five  hundred  places  from 
the  editions  of  Stephens.  He  altered  many  places  arbitrarily, 
or  at  least  without  sufficient  reason  ;  often  adopting  the  reading 
of  only  one  MS.,  or  of  the  Syrisc  or  Vulgate  version,  or  his  own 
conjecture.  Such  is  the  substance  of  Grieabach's  account  of  his 
editorial  labonrs.  Micheelis  asserts,  without  sufficient  pnxi, 
that  he  inserted  in  the  text  many  of  the  mai^inal  readings  whidi 
were  iavourable  to  his  own  opinions.  As  a  translator,  he  seems 
to  be  ause  justly  accused' of  this  impropriety.  Dr.  Campbell,  in 
his  tenth  Preliminary  Dissertation,  furnishes  some  proofs  of  this, 
and  remarks  very  strongly,  that  "  It  requires  but  a  very  little  of 
a  critical  eye  to  discover  in  him  a  constant  effort  to  accmnmodate 
the  style  of  the  sacred  writers  to  that  of  his  sect.  Nay,  what 
he  has  done  in  this  way,  is  done  so  iqienlf ,  I  might  have  said 
avowedly,  that  it  is  astonishing  it  has  not  more  discredited  his 
work."  Some  abatement  must  be  made  from  this  language,  on 
account  of  Campbell's  Aati-Calvinistic  prejudices.  He  allows, 
after  all,  the  merits  of  Beza  as  a  scholar,  and  acknowledges, 
that  "  in  general,  he  is  neither  servilely  literal,  barbarous,  and 
unintelligible  wiih  Montanns ;  nor  does  he  appear  ashamed  of 
the  nnadiomed  simplicity  of  the  original  with  Castalio."  Dr. 
Doddridge's  opinimi  of  Beza  is  just  the  opposite  of  Campbell's, 
and  probably  errs  on  the  other  side.  "  Beza,"  he  says,  "  is  un- 
doubtedly the  best  critic  on  the  Greek  language  of  any  commen- 
tate we  have.  There  is  no  translation  that  I  know  of  equal  to 
his;  and  hie  remarks  on  Erasmus  and  the  vulgar  Latin  are 
wrought  up  to  the  utmost  d^ree  of  exactness."     His  annota-

tiou  cMitaiii  much  valnable  matter,  both  in  a  critical  and  titeo* 
kfpcal  view ;  .ancl)  with  Doddridge>  I  hesitate  not  to  say,  "  they 
ara  an  JuTaloable  treasure,  and  deserve  to  be  read  with  the  ut- 
most attention."  The  testtmony  of  the  learned  author  <^  the 
Synopsia  is  highly  honourable  to  Beaa  :  "  Vir  ntm  Graeca  tan- 
tnm,  sed  et  omnigena,  literatura  imbntoB,  qnam  etiam  singnlari 
acnmine  et  jadicio  ad  interfwetationem  plurimoinm  loconim  fe- 
lidter  adhibuit."  Not  less  decided  is  the  testimony  of  EmesU  : 
"  Beza  certainly  had  not  his  eqnal  before  Grotius ;  and  he  set 
the  first  example  of  the  proper  mode  of  using  the  Septnagint 
and  the  Oriental  languages  to  explain  and  illustrate  the  phraseo- 
logy of  the  New  Testament."  Chamier  and  Rivet  unite  in  their 
commendations;  Btus,  Walton,  and  Mill,  speak  rather  disr&- 
apectfnlly. 

Bible,  Enolish  Translations  of  the. 

In  this  article  I  shall  notice  the  principal  pnbUc  Tendons  of 
the  Scriptures  in  our  own  langnage,  in  the  chronological  order 
of  their  publication.  The  object  is  not  so  much  to  give  a  histrary 
of  editions,  as  to  notice  the  critical  value  of  the  several  ver- 


WICLIp's  BIBLE.  1380. 
The  version  of  the  Scriptures  made  into  English  by  this 
extraordinary  man,  was  produced  before,  (H"  about  1S80.  No  part 
of  it  was  ever  printed  till  1781,  when  the  Rev.  John  Lewis  of 
Hamate,  in  Kent,  published  the  New  Testament  in  folio.  Only 
140  copies  were  printed,  and  the  number  of  subscribers  was  up-; 
wards  of  90,  besides  some  subscribed  for  more  than  one  copy. 
Of  this  edition  of  the  New  Testament,  a  s^dendid  reprint  in 
qnarto  was  published  in  1810,  by  the  Rev.  Henry  Baber,  of  the 
British  Museum.    It  is  entitled— 

.  "  The  New  Testament,  translated  from  the  Latin,  in  the  year 
1580,  by  J(^  Wiclif,  D.D.  To  which  are  prefixed.  Memoirs 
of  the  Life,  Opinions,  and  Writings  of  Dr.  Wiclif  j  andan  Hi^ 
torical  Account  of  the  Saxon  and  English  versions  of  the  Scrip- 
tniee,  previous  to  the  Opening  of  the  Fifteenth  Century.  Lon- 
deal,  1810." 
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'  The  text  of  Mr.  Lewis's  edHioii,  of  i*Uch  ibe  titan  ia  an 
accurate  reprint,  Waa  taken  from  two  mamucriptB,  one  of  wUdi 
was  his  own,  and  the  other  the  property  of  Sir  Edward  Dering. 
From  the  ibrmer,  he  tranacribed  tar  the  presa  the  Four  Gospels  ; 
&om  the  latter,  the  Epistles,  the  Dedls  of  the  Apostles,  and  the 
Apocalipa.  The  transcript  was  etdlated  by  the  learned  Dr. 
Waterlond,  Master  of  HagdalenCoIlf^,  Cambridge,  with  ten  tn»- 
nuscripts  deposited  in  different  libraries  at  Cambridge,  and  after* 
wards  compared  by  Mr.  Lewis  with  apecimens  pnrpaeely 
selected,  of  six  of  the  most  carious  manaBcripts  in  the  Unireraity 
of  Oxfwd.  The  points  most  inip«nrtant  to  remark  on  WicUPa 
rersion  are, — that  it  is  the  first  translation  of  the  New  Teats- 
ment  into  English,  of  which  we  have  satisiactory  evidence ;  (no 
translation  of  the  Old  Testament  by  him  being  ever  printed,  al- 
though MSS.  of  it  exist  both  at  Oxfbrd  and  elsewhere ;)  that  it 
was  made,  not  from  the  Greek,  of  which  Wiclif  probably  knew 
nothing,  hat  frmn  the  Latin  Vulgate;  (at  least  It  la  so  aaldj 
though  this  is  by  no  means  established  ;)  that,  accordin^y.  It  as- 
certains what  were  the  readings  of  the  Latin  manuscripts  at 
that  period,  in  some  important  passages ;  and  that,  lastly,  it  af- 
fords OB  an  interesting  apecimen  of  the  state  of  the  English 
language,  and  of  the  theology  of  the  country  at  the  time. 

TYVDALS'S  hBW  TSBTAMENT.      15S6. 

WiUiam  Tyndale  was  the  an^or  of  the  first  translation  ei 
the  New  Testament  subsequently  to  the  Lntheran  RefixTuation. 
It  was  first  printed  abroad  in  1586,  in  small  octavo.  Of  this 
edition  the  only  copy  known  to  be  in  existence  is  in  the  library 
tJthe  Baptist  Academy  at  Bristol.  It  has  no  title.  It  wigin- 
ally  belonged  to  Hariey,  Earl  of  Orford,  who  settled  L.30  per 
annum  on  a  person  of  the  name  of  Murray,  who  procured  it  tot 
him.  It  was  afterwards  put  into  Osborne's  Catalogne  of  Lwd 
Offord's  Library  at  Jfls.  from  which  it  was  bou^t  by  Mr.  Ames 
In  174S.  At  the  sale  of  his  books,  in  176O,  it  was  purchased  fiir 
twenty  guineas  by  Dr.  Gifibrd,  by  whom  it  was  bequeathed  to 
the  Bristol  Academy  in  1773.  A  paper  inserted  in  it  by  Mr. 
Ames,  ascertuns  that  it  is  s  copy  (^  the  first  edition.  No  cqiy 
c^  this  edition  appears  to  have  been  seen  by  Lewis.    The  se^ 
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Gond  genoine  edhitn,  thongh  tbe  iixth  in  number, »  copy  of  whidi, 
ia  tbe  ponewon  of  Dr.  Charl«fl  Stuart,  I  have  examined,  wai 
pnbliahed  m  15S4, 12mD.  with  the  following  title — 

"  The  Newe  TeBtament  diligently  corrected  and  printed  to 
the  year  of  oar  Lord  M.CCCCC.  et  XXXIIII.  in  Norember, 
printed  st  Antwerpj  by  Mwtin  Empenrar." 

No  doobt  can  be  entertained  that  Tyndale  understood  Greek ; 
thoogh  it  is  probable  that  hia  first  tranalatiDn  was  not  made  di-* 
lectly  from  the  original  text ;  &r  in  the  pre&ce  to  the  above  edi.< 
tion  he  speaki  only  of  having  "  compared  it  unto  the  Greek." 
Biahop  Marsh  thiaka  he  waa  greatly  indebted  to  Lnther's  Ger- 
man veraion;  bb  Tysdale  pasaed  Mnne  time  with  Luther  at 
Wittembe^  and  the  books  whidi  bfl  selected  tds  tianalatioa 
into  Ei^liah  were  alwaya  thoae  wbieh  Lutilier  bad  already  trana- 
lated  into  Gannan.  This  oonolnaioa,  the  Biahop  lay^,  is  fiuthe^ 
eoafirmed  by  the  GermaniBina  whiob  it  contains,  some  of 
v^iich  are  still  preaerred  ia  our  authorised  version.  Tyndale'a 
▼enko  ia  excellent  vernacular  English,  a  good  litwal  tr«nd»> 
tkn;  and,  ia  many  places  prei^ble  in  its  rendoings  to  the 
venion  now  in  nse.  For  "  charity"  be  always  ^vea  "  love," 
far  "  chnidt,"  "  cmgregation."  "It  ia  astonishing,"  says  Dr. 
Geddea,  "  how  little  obsolete  the  language  is,  even  at  this  day ; 
and,  in  pcont  of  perspicuity,  and  noble  simplicity,  propriety  of 
idiom,  and  purity  of  style,  no  T?-TigliJi  varaiDn  has  yet  surpassed  it." 

Beoidea  the  New  Teetameat,  Tyndale  translated  &om  the  He- 
brew, the  five  boc&B  of  Moses,  and  the  prophecy  of  Jonah  j  the 
finuer  he  printed  in  1530,  the  latter  in  1531 ;  the  entire  Scrip* 
tnrea  in  F-ngli^^  were  the  joint  labour  of  Tyndale  and  Bishi^ 
Coverdale.     This  editioB  is  conunonly  called 

.COTEBOALB'S  BIBI.B.  1535. 
It  is  probable  that,  besides  the  New  Teetament  and  the  Pen- 
tateuch, the  whole  of  the  histories  books  of  the  Old  Testament 
were  translated  by  Tyndale — the  reet  were  the  work  of  Biahop  Co- 
verdale. The  translation  was  approred  by  royal  aathority,  the  first 
English  Bible  which  obtained  thu  honour.  The  remarks  made 
OB  the  style  and  character  of  Tyndale's  New  Testament,  are  sub- 
stantially applicable  to  tbia.

Between  the  publicadon  of  Tyndale  and  Corerdale's  Bible,  ra- 
liouB  editions  of  the  English  Scriptures  appeared,  etich  corrected 
and  altered  more  or  less  frcon  the  former ;  but  this  is  the  next 
new  Teraion,  which  is  of  much  critical  value.  The  New  Testa- 
ment  of  it  appeared  fij:«t,  at  Geneva,  in  1557>  and  the  vdiole  Bible 
in  1560.  The  tranalstors  were  Bishop  Coverdale,  Anthtm^  Gil-, 
bf ,  William  Whitingham,  Christtqther  Goodman,  Thomaa  Sanqt- 
Bon,  and  Thomas  Cede.  It  went  through  about  fifty  editions  in 
the  course  of  thirty  years.  It  is  the  first  edition  of  the  En^ish 
Scriptures  in  which  the  verses  are-distingnie&ed  by  numeral 
figures  ;.  being  the  first  that  was  printed  after  Robert  St^hens 
so  distinguished  them  in  his  edition  of  the  Greek  and  Latin  New 
Testament,  1551.  The  translators  avow  that  they  roade  their 
version  from  the  originals,  thou^  doubtless  the  former  transh^ 
tion  was  the  bagiB  of  the  new  work  ;  and  on  the  title  of  the  New 
Testament  they  speak  only  of  having  "  conferred  it  diligently 
with  the  Greek."  It  is  considerably  mme  literal  than  the  fiir- 
mer  translation ;  a  very  fr«e  ose  is  made  of  Italic  supplements : 
and  on  tiie  whcJe,  the  improvement  on  the  former  is  not  so  great 
as  might  have  been  expected. 

THE  BISHOPS  BIBLE.       1568. 

This  edition  is  so  called,  because  the  m^ority  of  the  transla- 
tors were  bishops  under  the  direction  of  Archbishop  Parker.  It 
was  not  a  new  translatioii,  but  a  revisitm  of  the  former,  or  as  it 
was  then  called,  Cranmer's  Bible.  It,  as  well  as  the  Genevs 
Bible,  corrected  the  preceding  chiefly  in  the  way  of  more  literal 
rendering.  The  Greek  v«moa  of  the  Old  Testament  aeema  to 
have  been  followed  sometimes  rather  than  the  Hebrew  text. 
Viewed  as  a  whole,  I  consider  it  decidedly  inferior  to  the  Geneva 
Tendon,  though  oocaaionBlly  its  renduings  are  preferable.  Moat 
of  the  editions  oS  this  verskm  were  published  in  folio ;  and  are 
few  compared  with  the  editions  of  the  Geneva  translation. 

KINO  JAVES'S  TBAHSI^TION.      I6II. 

This  important  version  was  undertaken  by  the  express  orders, 
and  under  the  special  directions  of  ihs  king. 

"  Whatever  were  the  motivee  which  led  to  it,  the  design  it- 
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self  was  laudable ;  and  the  accomplishment  was  one  of  the  best 
things  done  by  James  I.  In  1604,  forty-seven,  or  according  to 
othoa,  fifty-four  learned  men,  were  appointed  by  his  Majesty  to 
carry  this  nndertaldng  int«  effect.  They  divided  the  work  among 
them,  and  cert^n  rules  were  preacribed  for  their  direction  by 
the  Icing.  Almost  three  years  were  employed  on  the  transla- 
tion, which  was  not  fairly  commenced  tlU  the  spring  of  I607. 
When  the  whtJe  woa  finished,  three  copies  of  it  were  sent  to  Lon- 
don ;  one  irom  Cambridge,  another  from  Oxford,  and  a  third 
fma  Westminster.  Two  persons  wore  chosen  from  each  of  the 
j«unt  companies  which  had  met  at  these  places  to  review  and 
polish  it.  They  aaaembled  daily  in  Stationer's  Hall,  London ; 
where,  in  nine  mcmths,  they  completed  the  task ;  receiving  each 
thirty  shillings  per  week  from  the  company  of  Stationen.  Lastly, 
Bilam,  bishop  of  Wiiichester,  and  Dr.  Myles  Smith,  again  re- 
viewed the  whole,  prefixed  aigiunents  to  the  several  books,  and 
Dr.  Smith  was  ord^^  to  write  the  Preface. 

"  In  the  year  I6II,  this  great  and  long  expected  work  was 
published,  with  a  prolix  pre&ce,  and  a  dedication  to  the  '  Dread 
Sovereign,'  wider  whose  auspices,  and  by  whose  directions  it  was 
executed.  It  was  appointed  to  be  read  in  churches,  and  has  re- 
mained to  tliis  day  in  great  and  deserved  reputation.  Like  every 
thing  human,  it  is  no  doabt  imperfect ;  bat  as  a  translation  of 
the  BiUe,  it  has  few  rivals,  and  as  a  whole,  no  superior.  It  is 
in  general  frithfnl,  simple,  and  perqiicnous.  It  has  seized  the 
spirit,  and  copied  the  manner  of  the  divine  originals.  It  seldtMn 
deacands  to  meanness  or  vulgarity,  but  often  rises  to  elegance  and 
■nUimity.  It  is  level  to  the  nndentanding  of  the  cottager,  and 
fit  to  meet  the  eye  of  the  critic,  the  poet,  and  the  philosopher. 
Its  phrase<dogy  is  fiimiliar  to  us  hma  our  infancy ;  it  has  had 
the  most  extensive  influence  on  the  style  of  religious  works  of 
every  description,  and  has  contributed  much  to  fix  the  standard 
of  the  English  language  itself.  No  work  has  ever  been  so  gene- 
nlly  read,  or  m<ae  oniversally  admired ;  and  such  is  its  complete 
possession  of  the  public  mind,  that  no  translati«i  differing  ma- 
terially from  it,  can  ever  become  acceptable  in  this  country.  It 
is  the  source  of  our  most  pleasing  associations,  and  most  delight- 
ful hopes.  It  has  been  the  companion  of  our  princes  and  our 
nobles,  and  prised  by  many  of  them  as  their  most  invaluable 
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tutuan.  It  18  the  birtliri^tof  our  nnitMrous  ^(^obtio^  tmi 
het  prond  the  meaiu  of  knowledge  holiness  «s4  joy  to  millioiw ; 
miil  we  tnut  it  ia  dsBtined  f<gr  ages  yat  t«  etmie,  to  be  Hie  glory 
«f  tlw  rldi  md  the  inherituiGe  of  the  poor ;  the  fpude  to  the 
tny-wom  pUgiHi,  sod  the  meeae^ira  of  peace  tt>  many  a  dying 
dniwf." 

Hiok  rcmuki  «n  the  'preKnt  eitriiidied  vendea,  wfaidi  woe 
-MObaHtted  to  the  public  Mvenl  yean  agOj  by  the  audior,"  he 
fteU  oot  the  slightest  di^poe^ion  to  retract  <r  modify.  But  jus- 
tioe  Kipsiie»  that  the  fidkiwing  ^vitical  BtrictBiea  on  our  translik- 
tioa  Aei^  not  be  witiihild.  Tlwy  are  ewontiaj  to  a  just  eeti- 
nwte  of  its  nloe. 

It  » .known,  that  it  was  not  made  from  oorreoted  w  critical 
texts  of  the  wrigbiale,  hot  from  iSLe  ICasoretic  Hdirew  text,  and 
from  the  common  printed  Greek  text  of  the  New  Testament. 
Catueqneatly,  whatever  dnqteifectiona  bel«iged  to  the  origiiudB 
at  the  time,  must  be  «q>ected  m  the  verdon.  It  ia  atiU  move 
literal  than  the  En^ish  versions  which  preceded  it.  FVom  a 
well-meant,  but  in jarious  desire  to  vender  t^e  Hebrew  and  Gredc 
into  literal  English,  the  translators  have  odt^ted  many  modes  of 
-expression  v^iich  are  not  a^neeable  to  English  idiom.  Tlux^  we 
are  now  iomiliar  with  these,  tb^  hare  m  yery  few  instances 
been  adopted  into  our  classical  language.  A  wimt  of  noifbtmi^ 
Is  another  fault  with  whidi  it  has  been  duxged.  This  indeed 
aiDoe  portfy  out  of  the  magnitnde  of  the  worb,  and  partly  from 
die  nmnber  of  perBcnu  >«mployed  upon  it;  thou^  this  is 
■a  AKoose  whibh  cannot  be  pleaded  for  them  in  every- part. 
The  tranalatars  were  embarrassed  by  the  rules  of  Hieir  royal 
master— Tules  which  were  dictated  by  his  prejadices,  and  his 
partiality  fin-  epiaoopooy,  as  much  as  'by  his  learning.  Th^ 
hsre  made  too  great  use  of  Italic  siqiplements ;  many  o£  whicb 
on  entirely  useless,  and  frequently  '"i''l«'l  the  reader.  They 
-were  periuqn  slightly  infloenoed  I7  their  tlieolagical  principles ; 
and,  in  some  tnatanwwj  hsTte  acted  rather  as  controvendalistB 
than  phikdo^sta.  Thsee  ase  some  ctf  the  principal  blemtshea, 
which  have  been  imputed  to  our  standard  veraiiMi  of  the  Sari|N

liut  improvement  oonid  be  made,  is  eqn&lly  unqaestionabLe.  But 
whether  oader  pneaent  taxcaioBtaaeea,  it  would  be  deairable  that 
tluae  who  alone  could  accomplish  such  a  versum.  Bhoiild  onder- 
teke  it,  cennot  be  diaciused  in  the  pages  of  this  wwk.

ThJB  ooUection  of  Socmian  writers  contains  the  works,  chiefly 
ezegetical,  of  some  of  the  more  celebrated  leaders  of  that  patty, 
on  the  New  Testament ;  Faustus  Sociaus,  John  Crelliiu,  Jonas 
Slichtingios,  and  John  I^ewis  Wolzogenins.  To  these  are  some- 
times added  in  one  vtdnine,  the  works  of  PraicoTius  and  Broi- 
nios.  The  Bishop  of  Landaff  has  introduced  this  Bibliotheca 
into  his  list  of  books,  along  with  his  approbation  of  the  opinion 
of  Harwood,  that  there  is  "  hardly  a  good  criticiBm  in  all  our 
modon  expositors,  Mr.  Locke,  Dr.  Clarke,  Dr.  Benson,  Dr. 
Taylor,  Messrs.  Pieroe  and  Hallet,  Dr.  Sykes,  but  what  is  to  be 
found  in  the  Bibliotheca  Fratrum  Polonorum."  All  these  learn- 
ed writers,  the  reader  will  remember,  were  more  or  lem  allied  to 
the  Fratres  Poloni,  as  well  as  Dr.  Harwood  himself  and  Bishop 
Watson ;  so  that  the  reason  for  the  commendation  will  be  read- 
ily understood.  Of  all  the  writers  in  the  collection  I  cannot 
speak ;  but  I  have  long  possessed  that  part  of  it  which  contains 
the  expoaitions  of  Crellius  and  Slichtingios,  and  which  formerly 
bdonged  to  Dr.  Campbell  of  Aberdeen.  I  bare  not  obserred 
the  coincidence  between  them  and  the  English  writers  mention- 
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ed  hj  Harwood,  though  it  ia  very  likely  to  exiat.  There  ii  not 
miu^  of  profinuul  crittciam  in  them ;  bat  tin  aothora  were  evi- 
dently learned  men,  and  miut  have  atodied  the  Scnpturea  with . 
a  good  deal  of  caie.  They  discover  less  levity  than  most  of  the 
modon  Socinians ;  and,  when  not  commenting  on  any  of  the  dis- 
puted texts,  may  be  consulted  occasionally  with  safety  and  profit. 
Though  we  would  no  more  "  proscribe  its  nse"  than  Bishop 
WatBcm,  we  woold  not  go  the  length  of  recommending  it,  and 
would  hint  to  the  theological  student,  that  Us  money  and  time 
nuty  be  better  employed  on  some  other  wwlu.

Tbe  editors  of  thia  learned  work  were  Theodore  Hase  and 
AdoljAus  Lsmpe,  the  author  of  the  well-known  work  on  John. 
It  ctmtaina  not  merely  a  number  of  dissertations  by  themselves, 
^t  many  important  papers,  by  some  of  the  most  learned  of  their 
otmtanporariee  J  such  as  Ontrein,  Deyling,  Reland,  Vitringa, 
Jnn.  Altman,  Eisner,  Ikenius,  Mosheim,  Heuman,  Schelhom, 
Zom,  Lackemacher,  &c.  &c.  There  is  a  great  variety  of  sub- 
jects discussed,  some  of  them  of  greater,  and  others  of  less  im- 
pcfftance ;  discovering,  as  mi^t  also  be  expected,  a  diversity  of 
talent  and  research.  But  altt^ether  this  work  contains  much 
important  information  relating  to  the  Scriptures,  and  many  phi- 
Itdogical  iUnstrstioBs  of  its  phraseology.

This  is  a  very  extensive,  indeed  clumsy  lexicon  or  concordance.

Schleusner's  edition 
is  in  five  thick  vtdumee,  to  which,  if  you  add  the  four  volumes 
of  his  own  Lexicon  on  the  New  Testament,  they  form  a  most

BiMQHAH,  Joseph,  a  learned  clergyman  of  ^ 
church  qf  England:  bom  1668;  died  niS.^^n- 
gines  Eccleeiaaticae;  orthe  Antiquities  of  tbeChrist- 
ian  Church,  in  twenty-three  books.

This  is  an  invalaable  treaaare  of  Christian  sntiqnitiea,  and 
deserves  the'  first  place  in  works  of  this  kind.  The  plan  and  the 
execntioa  do  equal  honour  to  the  learning  and  industry  at  the  au- 
thor. He  is,  indeed,  very  atroi^y  attached  to  Episcwpacy,  and 
brings  Christian  antiquity  too  low ;  ascribing  nearly  the  saoie  im- 
portance to  the  opinicms  and  praotices  of  the  fourth  and  fifth 
centories  as  to  those  of  the  first  and  second :  but  as  he  oaaaawdj 
quotes  his  authority,  and  very  often  the  words  of  the  original 
writer,  the  reader  can  take  or  leave  as  he  sees  evidence.  The 
first  book  treats  of  the  names  and  orders  of  men  in  the  church ; 
the  second  of  the  superiw  clergy;  the  third  of  the  inferior;  the 
fourth  of  their  elections  and  otdinatio&B ;  the  fifth  of  their  prl- 
vil^es  and  revenues ;  the  sixth  of  the  laws  respecting  their  em- 
ployment and  life ;  the  seventh  of  the  ascetics ;  the  eighth  of 
the  churches  ;  the  ninth  of  the  bishoprics  ;  the  tenth  of  the  ca- 
techumens, and  the  first  use  of  creeds ;  the  eleventh  of  baptism ; 
the  twelfth  of  ocufirmatloB  ;  the  thirteenth  of  the  worship  of  the 
chnrdi  in  general ;  the  foniteentb  of  the  service  of  the  catechu- 
mens ;  the  fifteenth  of  the  communiou  service  ;  the  sixteenth  of 
the  unity  and  discipline  of  the  church;  the  seventeenth  of  the 
exercise  of  discipline  among  the  clergy  in  the  andent  dmrch ; 
the  eighteenth  on  the  penitents ;  the  nineteenth  oa  absolution ; 
the  twentieth  on  the  festivals;  the  twenty-first  on  the  &stsj 
the  twen^-eecond  on  the  marriage  rites ;  and  the  last  on  the 
foneral  rites.

Dr.  Birch  travelled  throngh  Italy  and  Gennony  in  the  years 
1781  and  1783,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  MSS.  of  the 
Nev  Testament  deposited  in  the  great  public  libraries.  In  the 
Vatican  he  examined  40;  inthelibrary  of  Barberini  10  j  in  other 
Boman  libraries  17 ;  in  Florence  and  other  parts  of  Italy  S8  ;  ia 
Vienna  13 ;  and  in  Copenhi^en  3.  The  Prolegomena  contain 
«n  account  of  these  MSS.  and  particularly  of  the  merits  of  the 
celebrated  Vatican  MS.  .Moldenhauer  collated  the  MSS.  in 
the  Escnrial,  and  Adler  communicated  the  readings  of  the  Sy- 
riac versions.  The  text  la  the  Sd  edition  of  Stephens,  whidi  was 
also  followed  by  Mill.  The  notes  omtain  the  principal  various 
rMdinga.  There  are  also  fsc-aimilea  of  the  cbaracteransedin  tbe 
difierent  MSS.  It  ia  a  very  valuable  publication.  Birch  pub- 
lished afterwards  collecdona  of  the  various  readings  on  the  Acta, 
the  Episde^  and  the  Revelation,  in  8vo.  I79&-1800. 

B18COK,  Richard,  a  divine  of  the  Church  qf 
England,  who  died  in  1748.— The  History  of  the 
Acta  of  the  Apostles  confirmed  from  other  Authors, 
and  coBsid^cd  as  full  evidence  for  the  truth  of 
Christiamty.

These  volumes  contain  the  substance  of  the  author's  Boyle  Lecv 
tures,  and  afibrds(»ne  valuable  information  on  the  tOfdcs  of  which 
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they  treat.  Dr.  Lightfbot  bad  beibre  collected  s  great  deal  on 
the  same  subject,  but  it  is  better  digested  in  the  work  tA  Mr. 
Biscoe.  Dr.  Doddridge  beatowa  on  it  high  commendation,  aa 
"aa  elaborate  and  raluable  wwk."  It  waa  translated  into  Qer- 
man,  and  published  in  4to.  at  Magdeburgfa,  1751. 

Blackmobe,  Sir  Richard,  M.  D.  a  learned 
phyndan,  who  tSedtn  1729. — A- Paraphrase  on  the 
Book  of  Job ;  aa  likewise  on  the  Songa  of  Moses, 
Deborah,  David ;  four  select  Psalms,  some  chapters 
d  Isaiah,  and  the  third  of  Habakkuk.

'  Thia  is  a  metrical  Teraion  of  Job,  and  poetical  translations  of 
the  other  passages ;  which  have  some  merit  as  poetry,  but  little 
as  veraians  of  the  original  text.  There  are  no  notes,  but  a  pre* 
face  of  considerable  length  shows  that  Sir  Blchard  respected  the 
Scriptures,  and  studied  them  with  some  attention.  Both  John- 
son and  Addison  praise  his  Creation  as  a  poem  of  some  merit. 

Blacewali.,  Anthony,  a  learned  critic  and 
minister  of  the  Church  of  England;  bom  1674 ;  died

In  this  ingenious  work,  Mr.  Blockwall  endeavours  to  vindi- 
cate the  New  Testament  writers  from  barbarisms,  false  Greek, 
and  Bcdedsms ;  he  points  out  the  excellences  of  their  style,  and 
their  superiority,  in  sereral  instances,  to  the  best  dasdce  of 
•  Greece  and  Rome;  he  notices  the  improper  divisions  and  &lae 
renderings  of  various  parts ;  he  has  also  a  discussion  on  the  va- 
rious readings.  It  cannot  be  denied,  that  Blockwall  hasbrou^t 
a  lai^  portion  of  learning,  and  no  small  portion  of  genius,  to  this 
wcB-k ;  but  every  attentive  reader  must  be  sensible  he  often  fails 
in  making  out  his  point.  His  quotatitms  are  frequently  not  to 
the  purpose,  and  both  the  classics  and  the  New  Testament  are 
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(trained  to  malce  out  a  correapondence.  If  some  have  gone  too 
&r  in  their  charges  of  barbariam  against  the  sacred  writers,  be  bos 
done,  perhaps,  as  little  service  in  endearouring  to  show  that  they 
are  always  fine  writers.  They  do  not  lay  claim  to  this  honour  them- 
selves, and  would  not  have  thanked  Mr.  Blackwall  for  endea- 
Tonriiig  to  fi>rce  it  on  them.  Our  aathor,  however,  has  pointed 
oat  many  beauti^  passages,  and  has  succeeded  sometimes  in 
defending  them  against  charges  of  inaccuracy  which  have  been 
imjnvperly  laid.  The  work  was  translated  into  Latin  by  Cliri»- 
topber  Wolliusj  and  published  at  Leipzig  in  1736, 4Co.  The 
foreign  edition  is  said  by  Harwood  to  be  more  valuable  than  the 
oiginal,  as  it  contains  considerable  additions  by  the  translator. 
Dr.  Doddridge  says  the  work  "  gives  many  weU  chosen  instan- 
ces of  passages  in  the  classics,  which  may  justify  many  of  thoee 
in  Scripture  that  have  been  accounted  solecisms.  It  illustrates 
llie  beauty  of  many  others,  and  contains  good  obaervations  on  the 
divisions  of  chapters  and  verses,  by  which  the  sense  of  Scripture 
ia  often  obeoured."  Dr.  Williams  justly  observes,  that  Blackwall's 
plan  is  like  "comparing  the  proclamations  of  a  king  with  the  elo- 
quKit  speeches  of  an  (mitor ;  or  an  edifying  popular  hymn  with 
the  artful  and  pompons  ode  of  a  poet  laureat." 

Blair,  John,  LL.D.  a  learned  Seotchotan,  Pre- 
bendary of  Wettminster ;  who  died  in  1783. — Leo- 
tores  on  the  CaDon  of  the  Scriptures ;  comprehend- 
ing a  dissertation  on  the  Septuagint  version.

This  is  a  posthumous  work,  the  greater  part  of  which  is  de- 
voted to  the  LXX.  It  discovers  consideraUe  learning  and  re- 
Narch ;  and  is  one  c^  the  works  that  ought  to  be  consulted  in 
the  examination  of  the  Septuagint.  Blair  was  the  author  also 
of  nsefnl  Chronolo^cal  Tables,  which  were  published  in  folio  in 
1754,  and  with  enlai^ements  in  1768.

Blaykey,  Benjamin,  a  clergyman  cf  the 
Church  of  En^nd,  Professor  of  Hebrew  in  the 
Unitern^  of  Oxford ;  who  died  in  1801.— Jere- 
miah and  Lamentations ;  a  new  translation,  with 
notes  critical,  philological,  and  explanatory.  1784, 
4to.  1810, 8ro. 

This  work  was  intended  as  a  continuation  of  Bishop  Lawth'a 
Isaiah.  It  follows  rather  slowly,  however,  behind  its  eminent  pre- 
decessOT.  Blayney  was  not  deficient  in  learning  ;  but  he  had  not 
that  ezquiaite  taste,  and  acute  discernment  of  poetical  beauty,  for 
which  Lowth  was  distinguished.  His  work  suffers  rather  id 
comparison  with  the  fbrmer,  than  from  its  own  imperfectioni. 
Blayney  has  arranged  several  parts  of  Jeremiah  differently  froin 
the  printed  Hebrew  text ;  and  his  notes,  though  sometimes 
doll,  show  that  he  had  studied  his  subject  proibnndly,  and 
with  all  the  aids  usually  employed  in  critical  inveetigstion.

Besides  tJiese  works.  Dr.  Blayney  published,  in  1790,  an  edi- 
tion of  the  Hebrew-Samaritan  Pentateuch,  in  Hebrew  lettera, 
with  various  readings,  Svo.

sertation  on  Dan.  ix.  SO— S7,  1775,  4to.  and  of  some  smaller 
pamphlets  and  single  sermons  of  a  critical  nature.

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The  vwka  of  Bochart  contain  a  treiuure  of  Scripture  criti- 
dsm  and  illustration.  His  HierxKuncim  treats  of  the  imhnals  (rf 
Scripture;  aadhisPAa^onii  Canaan  of  every  thing  relating  to 
ncred  geography.  The  disperrion  and  diviaion  of  the  nations, 
the  building  of  Babelj  the  coionieg  and  language  of  the  Pheni- 
eians,  and  many  other  curious  subjects,  are  also  treated  at  gi«at 
length,  and  with  great  command  of  sacred  and  classical  learning. 
Hia  wwks,  however,  contain  a  good  deal  of  fancy  and  coojecture; 
and  many  of  his  etymologies,  and  CMiclndons  ham  very  donbtfnl 
premises,  have  been  implicitly  adopted,  instead  of  being  examin- 
ed by  subsequent  writers.  Many  of  his  books,  enriched  with 
MS.  notes,  still  remain  at  Caen  in  Normandy,  where  he  mini- 
stered and  died.  The  Hierosoicon  was  republished  at  Leipzig  in 
179S-179^jin  3  vol.  4to.  by  Rosenmiiller,  with  enlargements  and 
retrenchments.  The  latter  diminish,  while  the  former  increase 
the  value  of  the  work.

The  object  of  this  work  is  to  show,  that  the  Oriental  veruons 
in  the  Ptdyi^ots  are  often  very  incorrect ;  and  that  Mill  and 
Bengel,  in  quoting  them  in  support  of  various  readings  of  the 
original  text,  are  often  misled.  "  It  is  a  work,"  Micha^  says, 
"  with  which  no  man  can  dispense,  who  would  make  a  critical  use 
of  Mill's  Greek  Testament,  if  he  is  unacquainted  with  Syriac 
and  Arabic"  Bode  was  a  distinguished  Persic,  Arabic,  and  Ethi»- 
pic  scholar.  He  gave  new  Latin  versions  of  several  of  the  Gob- 
pels  from  these  ancient  tnmslationB;  and,  in  1755,  produced  an 
entire  translation  of  the  New  Testament  from  the  Ethiopic

BooAN,  ZACHARY.a  leoTJied  EngUih  writer,and 
fyUow  of  Corpus  ChrisH  CoBege,  Oxford:  htm 
1625;  died  1659.

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The  dedgn  of  tliu  leanied,  and  now  rare  philological  work,  ia 
to  point  out  th«  eimilarity  of  many  forms  of  expresuon  in  Ho- 
rn^ to  those  which  occur  in  Scripture.  He  shows  also,  in  «  dia- 
aertatitni  added  to  it,  that  Hesiod  imitatea  Hom»  in  the  aame 
manner.  It  ta  one  of  the  earliest  works  in  which  classical  liter- 
ature is  made  much  use  of,  to  illnatrate  the  sacred  writings.  Bo- 
gan  wrote  also  a  small  practical  work  in  English,  "  A  view  of  the 
Threats  and  Punishments  recorded  in  Scripture,"  which  cmitains 
ranarks  on  many  Hebrew  phrases. 

BoouB,  Datid,  D.I).  a  native  of  Scoilatid ;  now 
minister  ^the  Congregational  Church  at  Goaport, 
in  San^hire. — An  Essay  on  the  Divine  Author- 
ity of  the  New  Testament.     1802,  8vo. 

This  work  was  originally  composed  at  the  request  of  the  Di- 
rectors of  the  London  Missionary  Society,  with  a  view  to  its 
being  translated  into  French,  and  prefixed  to  an  edition  of  the 
French  New  Testament  proposed  to  be  drcolated  in  France.  It 
has  accordingly  been  translated  both  into  French  and  Italian. 
It  is  one  of  the  best  worka  for  its  size  on  the  evidences  of  Christ- 
ianity, and  as  an  introduction  to  the  New  Testament.  It  em- 
braces a  great  variety  of  topics,  and  condenses  into  little  room 
the  moat  important  views  of  the  evidences,  internal  and  exter- 
nal, of  the  truth  of  the  New  Testament  Scriptures,  and  of  the 
important  principles  and  doctrines  which  they  contain.  The 
sendmeiits  are  excellent,  the  language'perspicuous,  and  the  rea». 
oning  cogent  and  convincing. 

Bois,  John,  a  learned  EngUshman,  cemon  of  the 
Cathedral  of  Eb/ :  bom  1560;  died  1643.— Vete- 
ris  Interpretis  cum  Beza  aliisque  recentioribus  Col- 
bttio,  etc.    1655,  Svo. 

This  is  now  a  very  scarce  book.  The  author  possessed  no  <x- 
dinary  portion  of  learning  and  critical  acumen.  Both  biblical 
and  classical  literature  were  at  his  command.  Many  of  his  stric- 
tures on  Beza  are  correct,  and  his  defences  of  the  Latin  Vulgate 
often  ingenious  and  important.     He  was  employed  as  one  of  the 
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traaslatMs  of  our  received  Terdon ;  and  was  enconraged  in  the 
writing  of  his  "  CoUatio"  hj  Bishop  Andrews.  It  did  not  ap- 
pear till  long  after  hia  death.  A  coiioos  life  of  Bans  by  himself,  is 
pinbliehed  in  Peck's  Dedderata.  At  the  end  of  the  "  Collatio" 
the  fiJIawing  singular  sentence  occnrs;  "TOtt(.rMeimiglm.  April 
9>  16S5,  3.  et  10.  die,  poetquam  ex  vita  hac  migravit  Britanmae 
Hagnae  Rex  augustissinins  Jacobos."  Bois  wrote  notes  on  St. 
C^rjMstom,  which  EHr  Henry  Saville  inserted  in  the  8th  vo- 
lume of  his  edition  of  his  works ;  pronouncing  their  author  to  be 
"  ingeniosissimuiu  et  doctissimnm." 

BoNAB,  John,  one  of  ^  nUnuters  of  Perth ; 
^ied  1761. — Observations  on  the  Conduct  and  Cha- 
racter of  Judas  Iscariot,  in  a  letter  to  Uie  Rev.  J.  P. 
1731, 8vo. 

This  anonymous  pamphlet  displays  very  considerable  acute- 
ness,  and  is  not  nnwortby  to  be  placed  by  the  side  of  Lord  Lit- 
tleton an  the  Cooverdon  i^  St.  Paul,  and  Shaw  on  the  Advice 
(tf  Gamaliel,— tracts  somewhat  similar  in  their  nature.  It  is 
Mr.  Bonar's  object  to  support  the  truth  of  Cluistianity,  from  the 
character  and  testimony  of  the  grand  traitcn*  against  his  Lord, 
and  apostate  ftwa  his  truth.  Mr.  Bonar,  who  was  a  pious  and 
superior  man,  wrote  also  "  An  Analysis  of  the  Moral  and  Religi- 
ons  Sentiments  of  Lord  Karnes  and  David  Hume."     1 7^5,  Svo. 

Boot,  Arnold,  a  Zhttckphysman ;  who  died  in 
1650. — ^Animadversiones  Sacrae  ad  textum  Hebrai- 
cum.

In  these  productions  the  Dutch  physidan  discovers  a  good  deal 
of  learning,  explains  many  obscure  texts,  and  endeavours  to  over- 
tlirowthe  statements  of  Morinus  and  Capellus  on  the  subject  of 
the  incorrectness  of  the  Hebrew  text,  and  other  collateral  topics. 
Hisletterwasaddressedto  Archbishop  Usher.  Capellus  defended 
bis  doctrines,  and  exposed  the  rashness  of  Boot,  in  an  apologetical 
letter  addressed  also  to  Usher.  To  this  Boot  rejoined  in  his 
"  Vindiciae  Apologeticae  pro  Hebraica  veritate,"  etc.  Paris.  l65S, 
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4to.  TbfiK  prodnctuKi8  axe  now  Uttle  knowo  a  nguded ;  bat 
Walsh  BBjE,  tlie  AniinwlTendoiu  of  Boot  enlaia  nuiiv  puBuu 
leame^y  and  hiqipily. 

BooTHROYD,  Ben.  LL.D.  a  dissenting  minhter 
at  Sudder^ld,  in  Yorkshire. — A  new  Familjr  Bi- 
Ue,  and  unproved  version,  &om  corrected  texts  of 
the  originals ;  with  notes  critical  and  expluLatory. 
Pontefract,  1818,  3  vol.  4to. 

The  author  of  this  wmrk  is  also  editor  of  a  valiiable  edition  of 
the  Hebrew  Scriptures,  noticed  in  its  proper  place.  This  trans- 
lation, now  completed  in  three  volumes,  is  an  important  ftddi' 
ti<Hi  to  wa  means  (£  aacertainiug  the  import  of  the  Bible.  Dr. 
Boothioyd  is  a  most  respectable  Hebrew  scholar ;  has  an  ez< 
tensive  acquaintance  with  the  criticism  of  the  Bible ;  is  equal- 
ly removed  from  the  love  of  novelty,  and  from  fixdish  adhe- 
rence to  antiquity ;  and  has  very  happily  blended  critical  dis- 
quisition with  practical  instmction,  and  an  invariable  regard 
to  the  spirit  and  design  of  revelation.  It  deserves  the  encoo- 
ragement  of  all  the  friends  of  religion. 

Bos,  Lambert,  Professor  of  Greek  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pranekert  bom  1670;  died  1717—

The  &ct  that  this  vmtk  has  been  edited  by  so  many  penons 
(tf  profimnd  learning,  is  sufficient  evidence  of  its  value.  The 
(riginal  edition  is  but  a  small  volume,  which  was  gradually  in- 
creased by  its  author  as  long  as  he  lived.  Schotgen,  Bembold, 
Leisner,  Michaelis,  and  Schaefer,  all  added  to  it,  and  corrected 
it  in  the  editions  which  they  aided  or  published.  The  latter 
editions,  thereibre,  are  much  more  valuable  than  the  early  ones. 
The  work  is  not  ctnfined  to  the  Scriptures,  but  illustrates  many 
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paiMgea  of  the  pro&ne  writen  id  Greece ;  and  p<unt>  oat  du- 
s  of  tbe  ellipaiB  irhicli  occur  in  the  New  TeeU-

Both  these  works  of  Bos  contain  usefiil  philotogical  illnstrft- 
tions  of  some  passages  in  the  New  Testament.  Tlie  latter  em- 
baces  passages  in  the  Greek  classics  also.  There  is  added  to  it, 
a  specimeo  of  animadyersiona  on  the  Philologia  Sacra  of  Vor- 
sdiu,  by  the  younger  Vitringa  ;  in  which  the  purity  of  the  style 
<rf  the  New  Testament  is  defended  against  the  chafes  of  that 
writer.  All  the  writings  of  Bos  are  learned  and  valuable  ;  they 
are  often  refierred  to  by  Wolfios,  who  gires  the  substanoe  of  his 
ariticisma  in  tiie  Cnrae. 

Boa  also  edited  a  valuable  edition  of  the  Septoagint,  Frane- 
kn>  1 709f  4to.  It  is  professedly  formed  on  the  Roman  edition 
of  1587 ;  but  according  to  Breitinger,  it  rather  capixa  the  Paris 
edition  of  l638,  and  the  text  of  Walton's  Poly^ot.  The  scho- 
lia of  the  Bmnan  edition,  and  various  readings,  accompany  each 
p^e  of  the  text ;  and  the  Prolegomena  contain,  many  juat  criti- 
cal remarks  on  the  preceding  edidoos  of  the  Septu^int. 

Boston,  Thomas,  minister  of  Ettrick,  in  Scot- 
land; bom  1676  ;  died  1732. — Tractatus  Stigmo- 
logicus,  etc.    Amst.  1738, 4to. 

Mr.  Bosttm  waa  a  considerable  Hebrew  scholar  for  the  period  in 
whicfi  he  lived,  and  supposed  that  he  had  made  an  important  dis- 
oorery  reepectii^  tbe  accentnatiim  of  the  Hebrew  Scripturea.  He 
laboured  cm  this  work  for  many  years,  but  had  not  the  feUcity  of 
seeing  it  published.  It  was  several  times  written  with  bis  own 
hand  in  English,  and  then  translated  by  him  into  Latin,  in  order 
to  its  being  printed  in  Holland.    He  was  tecouraged  by  Sir  Rich- 
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ard  ElHs  imd  Dr.  Waterland  at  home,  and  by  Schultens,  Gnn 
noviuB,  and  J.  H.  Michaelis,  abroad.  After  aU,  his  sdteme  of 
literal  interpretation,  and  his  doctrine  of  the  divine  origin  of  tbe 
points,  have  ccmtribated  little  to  the  better  underatanding  of  the 
Bible.  Some  curious  particulars  respecting  his  works  are  given 
in  the  author's  Memoirs  of  himself,  Edinb.  1613, 8vo. 

BowYER,  WiLLiAW,  a  learned  EngUshprititer ; 
horn  in  London,  J699 ;  diedlTH- — Critical  Conjec- 
tures and  ObservBtions  on  the  New  Testament,  ix>l- 
lected  from  various  Authors,  as  well  in  re^axd  to 
Words  as  Pointing,  with  the  reason  on  which  both 
are  foimded.  Fourth  and  best  edition,  1818,  4to. 

The  first  edititw  of  this  work  was  published  along  with  a  small 
edition  of  the  New  Testament  in  1764 ;  it  was  enlarged  a  little 
in  1773,  published  in  17fiS  in  4to.  and  again  in  1812.  Thewri- 
ters  from  whom  the  selection  is  principally  made,  besides  Bow- 
yer  himself,  are  Bishop  Barrington,  Mr.  MarUand,  Profesaor 
SchultE,  Michaelis,  Dr.  Henry  Owen,  Dr.  Woide,  Dr.  Goeset, 
and  Mr.  Weston.  As  conjectures,  the  best  that  can  be  said  of 
them  is,  that  they  are  oftoi  ingenions.  The  alterations  in  the 
pointing  are  not  propwly  coi^jectural,  and  therefore  may  be  more 
safidy  trusted.  "  In  the  Greek  Testament,"  says  Bishop  Marsh, 
"  our  means  of  cmrection  frmn  authori^  are  so  ample,  that  con- 
jecture is  unnecessary ;  and,  if  unnecessary,  it  is  injurious,  eqte- 
dally  in  a  work,  where,  if  the  words  mi^t  be  altared  frcon  con- 
jecture, a  Aoos  would  be  opened  to  every  species  of  corruptitm." 

Boyd,  Robert,  qf  Trochrig,  a  minister  of  the 
Church  if  Scotland,  and  Professor  (f  TheoUtgy  in 
the  UniveraiOes  of  Saumur,  Glasgow,  and  Edin- 
hurgh;  bom  1578;  <^d  1627. — In  Epistolam  Paulli

An  English  tranalAtioD  of  tliia  work  was  made,  if  I  mistake  not, 
by  the  RUthor's  son,  and  published  in  4to.  It  is  not  strictly  of  an 
expodtory  natjire.  It  enten  largely  into  doctrinal,  ptscdcal,  and 
eoatrovenial  mbjects.  "  His  Prelections,"  says  Dr.  M'Crie, 
contain  Miine  good  oitical  remarks,  as  well  as  many  eloquent 
passages  ;  and  it  is  to  be  regretted,  that  be  shoold  hare  render- 
ed the  work  heavy  and  repnlsive,  by  indulging,  according  to  a 
practice  tben  common  among  the  continental  commentattRs,  in 
long  digressions,  fitr  the  sake  of  illustrating  general  doctrinea, 
and  determining  the  controversies  of  the  time."  Life  of  Mel- 
ville, vol.  ii.  p.  SIS,  313.  I  might  have  added  to  the  notice  of 
Boyd,  that  he  was  first  minister  at  Vertal  in  France,  whence  he 
removed  to  Saumur ;  while  he  was  Principal  of  Glasgow  CoU^, 
he  was  also  minister  of  Goran,  in  the  neighbourhood.  He  was 
*n  excellent  Greek  scholar.  - 

Boyle,  tse  Hon.  Robert,  a  diitiaguished 
pkilojHipher  and  Christian ;  bom  1627;  died  169'i- 
— Considerations  upon  tiie  Style  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures.  1661,  Sro.  In  Latin,  Oxon.  1665. 

This  work  is  entitled  to  attention,  both  on  account  of  the 
authcH',  and  of  the  ^nwnr"^  in  which  he  has  treated  the  subject. 
It  discovers  the  solid  learning  and  great  acuteness  of  the  philo- 
eopher,  blended  with  all  that  veneration  for  Ood,  and  love  to  his 
revealed  will,  which  so  eminently  characterised  him  as  a  Christian. 

Bbais,  Stephen  de,  a  learned  French  Protes- 
tant minister  qfthe  last  century y  Professor  (^  Theo- 
iogyatSaumur. — ^Epistolae  Paulli  ad  Romanos  Ana- 
lyBisparaphra8tica,cumnotis.

A  third  edition  appeared  among  the  works  of  the  author,  edi- 
ted by  Venema,  at  Amst.  1735.  This  contains  many  additional 
notes.    There  are  two  dissertMionB  joined  to  the  Analysis ;  one 
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on  the  Second  Sabbodi  afto-  the  First,  the  other,  on  Bttptim 
for  the  Dead.  The  wwk  is  entitled  to  attrition,  as  affcwding 
conuderable  light  <ni  many  passages  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Eo- 
mana,  and  on  some  other  of  Paul's  Epistles. 

BBAUNinSi  John,  D.D,  a  German  divine.  Pro- 
fe»»or  qf  Theology  and  tff  the  Hebrew  langu^e 
in  the  university  of  Groningen ;  bom  16S8 ;  died 
in  1709. — Selecta  Sacra,  libri  quinque.  Amstel.

All  the  works  of  Brann  discover  an  extensive  acqnaintaacs 
with  the  Scriptnres,  an  accurate  knowledge  of  Jewish  rites  and 
customs,  and  great  &miliarity  with  Rabbinical  learning.  He 
was  a  follower  of  the  theology  of  Cocceine,  and  of  the  philosophy 
of  Des  Cartes.  His  work  on  the  clothing  of  the  Jewish  priests,  is 
a  kind  of  commentary  mi  the  SSth  and  S9th  chapters  of  Exodna. 
His  Sacred  Selections  embrace  a  variety  of  subjects : — on  various 
things  relating  to  the  Epistles;  on  the  Seventh  Seal ;  on  the  Holi- 
ness of  the  High  Priest;  on  Weeping  for  Thamus,£xek.ch.viii. 
The  fifth  book  b  occupied  with  various  disserUtions.  Walch 
highly  cmnmends  the  work  on  the  Hebrews,  at  the  end  of  which 
there  is  a  dissertation  on  the  eternal  generation  of  the  Son  of  God. 

Breitinger,  John  James,  a  learned  Steisx; 
bom  at  Zurich,  in  1701 ;  died  1776.— Vetus  Testa- 
mentum  ex  Veraione  Septuaginta  Interpretum,  etc.

This  valuable  edition  of  the  Septuagint,  is  a  reprint  of  Giabe's 
critical  edition  of  the  Alexandrine  MS.  with  the  various  read* 
ings  of  the  Vatican  MS.  added  by  Breitinger  at  the  foot  of  the 
page.  It  is  very  beautlfol  and  very  correct ;  and,  according  to 
Michaelis,  the  beet  edition  of  the  LXX.  which  had  been  pub- 
lished to  his  time.  It  contains  the  dissertation  by  Grabe  and 
l,ee  m  the  antiquity  of  the  Alexandrine  US. 
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BbekelLi  John,  a  Unitmia*  mmtter  m  Ueer- 
pool,  who  died  about  1775. — ^An  Essay  on  the  He- 
brev  Tongue,  to  show  that  the  Hebrew  Bible  might 
be  originally  read  by  Vowel  Letters  without  the 
Vowel  Pomts.     1758,  8vo. 

There  are  some  sensible  observations  in  tliJa  bduJI  ^rork, 
whidi  ifl  written  on  the  Anti'Masoretic  systein.  The  author  was 
«  considerable  scholar,  and  wrote  tome  critictil  papers  in  the  Theo- 
logical Repodtory  conducted  hj  Dr.  Priestley.  He  was  also 
the  author  ofaTolame  of  discourses,  more  distinguished  for  their 
learning  than  their  theology. 

Bbebewood,  Edward,  Prqfetsor  qf  Astronomy 
m  Gresham  College;  bom  1565 ;  ^ed  1618.— In- 
quiries touching  the  Diversity  of  Languages  and 
HeligiQDS  through  the  chief  Farts  of  the  World. 
Lond.  1614, 1635,  etc.  4to. 

There  is  a  good  deal  of  learning  in  this  small  work,  partly  of  a 
biblical  oaturej  and  partly  relating  to  church  history.  It  was 
translated  into  French  in  1640,  by  J.  de  la  Montagne.  Brere- 
wood  was  also  the  author  of  a  work  on  the  weights  and  coins  of  the 
ancients ;  whidi  was  republished  by  Walton  in  the  Preliminary 
Dissertations  to  the  Polyglot. 

Brett,  Thomas,  a  learned  clergyman  <^  the 
Church  of  England;  horn  in  Kent,  1667;  died 
1743. — ^A  Letter,  showing  why  our  English  Bibles 
differ  so  much  from  the  Septuagint,  though  both  are 
translated  from  the  Hebrew  original.     1743,  8vo. 

This  letter  waa  greatly  enlarged,  and  published  Irom  the  au- 
thor's MS.  after  his  deatii,  in  176O,  under  the  title  of  "A  Dis- 
sertation on  the  andent  Versions  of  the  Bible ;  showing  why  onr 
Eo^ish  translation  differs  so  much  from  them,  and  the  excellent 
use  that  may  be  made  of  them  towards  attaining  the  true  read- 
ings (rf  the  Htdy  Scriptures  is  doubtful  places."   As  an  evidence 
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of  the  Taloe  of  this  DiaHrtkUon,  Biibop  Wataon  repufalialied  it 
in  liJs  collection  of  Theological  Tncts ;  and  aajB,  in  the  intr»- 
duction  to  it,  "  It  is  an  excellent  dissertation,  and  cannot  &il  of 
being  very  nsefol  to  such  as  hare  not  leisure  or  opportunity  to 
comult  E^.  Hodj's  book,  De  Biblionuu  Textibua."  Brett  was 
the  author  of  many  other  theological  and  controversial  works. 

Bboughton,  Hugh,  a  noted  M^rew  and 
Rabbinical  scholar;  bom  1549  ;  died  1612. — The 

Works  of  the  great  Albionean  Divine,  renowned 
in  many  nations  for  rare  skill  in  Salem's  and  Athens'

This  collection  of  the  works  ot  Broughton  was  edited  bf  the 
celebrated  Dr.  Li^tfoot,  who  prefixes  a  conunendatory  pre&ce. 
Broughton,  with  a  considerable  portion  of  quackery,  and  a  laige 
portion  of  ill-natnre,  had  certainly  a  respectable  acquaintance 
with '  biblical  literature.  His  worka  are  now,  however,  man 
aa  object  of  curioeity  than  of  respect.  They  contain,  among 
other  things.  Commentaries  on  ^cdesiastes,  Exposition  of 
Daniel's  visions,  the  Consent  of  Scripture,  translations  oi  Job 
and  Jeremiah,  etc.  etc  He  was  a  keen  defender  tff  the  Hebrew 
verity ;  and,  it  is  alleged,  was  mnch  displeased  because  he  was 
not  employed  aa  one  of  the  translatorg  of  our  present  EngUah 
version  of  the  Bible. 

Brown,  Johk,  minister  at  Haddington,  and 
taany  years  Professor  of  Divinity  to  the  Burgker 
Secession  Church  in  Scotland;  bom  1728 ;  died 
1787. — ^A  Dictionary  of  the  Holy  Bible,  on  the  plan 
of  Calmet,  but  principally  adapted  to  common  read- 
ers ;  containing  an  Historical  Account  of  the  Per- 
sons ;  a  Geographical  and  Historical  Account  of

This  IB  a  vtaeffd  nther  tlian  a  profiMind  work ;  and  Iiae  contri- 
bnted  very  considerably  to  diasemmate  religious  information  in 
this  conntry.  As  it  was  intended  chiefly  for  ctmLmon  readers, 
the  aathor,  thou^  a  man  of  learning,  and  very  general  infimna' 
tion,  purposely  avoided  a  display  of  learning.  It  is  perhaps  to 
be  r^retted  that  it  sometimes  dwells  on  what  is  plain,  and 
pawwi  over  many  things  that  are  obscure;  a  &ult,  however, 
which  is  too  common  to  dictionaries  and  oonunentaries,  and 
which  belongs  no  leas  to  its  celebrated  prototype  Calmet  than  to 
haelf.  The  author,  however,  deserves  well  of  the  public  ibr  the 
ravrectnesB  of  his  saitiments,  and  the  vein  of  piety  which  per- 
Tadea  his  wwlc.  The  book  has  been  repeatedly  pirated  in  a 
ifliBtnoljww  manner,  and  sentiments  hare  been  introduced  into 
it,  under  Mr.  Brown's  name,  to  which  he  was  decidedly  op- 
posed. He  pnblished,  besides  many  other  works,  a  "  Self- 
Interpreting  Bible,"  which  is  useful  for  its  marginal  references, 
and  its  practical  reflections. 

Bbown,  John,  a  minitter  of  the  Church  of  Scot- 
land, and  i^fterwards  oftite  Scotch  Church,  Rotter- 
dam, where  he  died  in  1679. — ^An  Explanation  of 
the  Epistle  to  the  Romans.

The  Mithor  of  this  work  was  a  Calvinlst  of  the  old  school,  a 
man  of  learning,  piety,  and  good  senw.  The  work  is  heavy  ;

Bhyant,  Jacob,  a  very  learned  and  ingenioue 

icriter  ;    bom  at  Phfmou^  171S  ;    died  1804. — ^A

This  is  a  short,  bat  neefnl  and  original  view  of  the  evidences 
(fi  Christianity,  in  which  some  of  the  chief  difficulties  in  rerehu 
tioa  are  noticed,  and,  on  the  whole,  satisfiustcffily  obviated. 
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— Observations  upon  the  Plagues  inflicted  upon  the 
Egyptians.  In  which  is  shown  the  Peculiarity  of 
those  Judgments,  and  their  correspondence  with 
the  Rites  and  Idolatries  of  that  People.  To  which 
is  prefixed,  a  Prefatory  Discourse  concerning  the 
Grecian  colonies  from  Egypt.

The  title  sufficiently  explains  the  design  of  this  publication, 
in  which  the  great  learning  and  ingenuity  of  the  author  appear 
to  much  advantage.  Had  be  been  equally  skilled  in  the  Orien- 
tal languages  aa  in  Greek,  this,  aad  some  other  ot  his  woriks, 
would  have  been  more  satisfactory.  He  was  exceedingly  par- 
tial to  etymological  research.  His  limited  knowledge  of  the 
Hebrew  and  its  kindred  dialects,  frequently  appears  in  his 
attempts  at  tradng  the  Greek  primitives  to  their  supposed  ori- 
ginals. None  can  read  this  bocdc,  however,  without  being  gratified 
with  the  learaed  research  which  it  displays,  and  the  light  whidi 
iM  thiown  by  it  on  the  singular,  and,  in  scone  respects,  obscure 
tabjects  to  which  it  relates.

The  subjects  of  this  volume  are,  the  difficulties  in  the  history 
(^  Balaam ;  Samson,  and  his  victory  at  Lehi;  observaticois  upon 
the  passage  in  Joslnia  oonceming  the  son's  standing  still  in 
Gibeon ;  and  observations  on  the  history  of  Jonah.  On  all 
these  tapes  the  author's  profomid  acquaintance  with  the  idola- 
tries and  mythology  of  the  heathen  supplied  him  with  many 
curious  and  important  illustrationa.  If  he  has  not  removed  all 
the  difficulties,  he  has  at  least  shown  that  they  may  be  oonsi- 
dmibly  reduced. 

Besides  these  works,  Mr.  Bryant  wrote  several  other  books, 
which  indirectly  bear  on  the  literature  of  the  Bible.  His  sys- 
tem or  "  AnalysiB  of  Ancient  Mytbolt^,"  first  putdished  in  three 
volumes  quarto,  in  1774-1776,  and  afterwards  in  six  volumes 
octavo,  ISOJj  contaim  an  immense  moss  of  curious  and  learned 
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,  rdnting  to  the  Uatory  and  religi<»u  of  all  tbe  KQcient 
A  treatise  on  "  The  Diapnted  Testimony  of  Joeephus 
to  Christ,"  in  wlaeh  he  vindicates  tliat  testimoiif ,  appeared  in 
I7S9-  "  The  Sentiments  of  Philo-Judaens  concerning  the 
AOrox,  or  W(n^  of  God  ;  bother  with  large  extracts  from  hia 
wridngs  ;  compared  with  the  Scripturea  on  many  other  particu- 
lar and  essential  doctrines  of  the  Christian  religion."  1 7d7>  1 8vo. 
The  opinion  of  the  British  Critic  on  his  "  Observations  on 
aome  Passages  of  Scripture,"  is  perhaps  justly  applicable  to  all 
his  writings.  "  We  have  discovered  in  this  work  much  leam- 
ii^  much  ingenuity,  and  a  uniform  good  intention ;  but  truth 
eranpels  us  to  add,  that  it  displays  a  defect  in  judgment,  and  a 
too  evident  propensity  to  support  a  favourite  hypothesis."  A 
iCriaiiBnees  and  earnestness  of  inquiry  after  truth,  and  a  deep 
veneration  for  the  revelation  of  heaven,  run  through  all  the 
writings  of  Mr.  Bryant ;  but  whether  he  understood  the  main 
design  of  that  revelation,  is  not  very  evident.  The  almost  ratire 
■baence  of  those  views  which  ccmstitnte  the  life  and  soul  of 
Christianity,  is  painful,  considering  how  moeh  he  wrote.  It  is 
daugenms  to  allow  the  mind  to  be  too  much  exerdsed  about 
eorims  qneetionsi  even  of  a  religious  nature.  The  plagues  of 
Egypt,  and  the  victory  of  Sampscm,  and  the  nutaculooa  circum- 
stanoes  in  Jonah's  history,  deserve  attention ;  but  are  light  as  ur 
in  comparison  with  Christ  crucified,  the  power  and  wisdom  of 
God  to  salvation. 

Buchanan,  Geobge,  a  cdehraied  Lattn  Poet 
and  ScoUUk  Historian  ;  was  bom  in  DumbarUm- 
shire  in  ScoUand,  in  February,  1506;  died  at 
Edinburgh,  on  the  5th  Dec.  1582. — FaraphrasiB

It  is  geuoally  admitted  that  to  Scotland  belongs  the  honour 
of  having  produced  the  finest  Latin  version  of  the  book  of 
Psalms.  At  a  time  when  literature  was  not  generally  culti- 
vated among  his  countrymen,  and  when  excellence  in  Latin 
eompoeition  was  far  from  common  in  Europe,  Buchanan,  then  a 
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prisoner  in  a  foreign  land,  produced  a  work  wHch  Iits  immorUl- 
ised  hJaname,  andleft  scarcely  any  thing  to  be  desired,  as  fer  as 
tbe  beauties  of  diction  and  imagery  are  concerned,  in  a  tronsU- 
tion  of  the  sacred  songs.  It  is  not  meant  that  he  hasalways  &ith- 
fnlly  represented  the  meaning  of  the  original.  He  had  not, 
p^haps,  a  sufficient  stock  of  Hebrew  knowledge  to  enable  him  to 
do  so.  His  Btadiea  and  attainments  were  more  of  a  classical 
than  of  a  biblical  nature ;  and  tua  principsl  aim  wag  to  clothe 
the  sentiments  of  David  in  the  elegant  drapery  of  Horace  and 
Virgil.  There  are  twenty-nine  different  kinds  of  measure  in 
the  work,  in  all  of  which  he  shows  how  completely  he  was 
master  of  the  Tsried  forms  of  Latin  rerse.  In  many  of  the 
Psalms  he  has  succeeded  to  admiration.  The  CIV.  has 
frequently  been  selected  as  one  of  the  finest  specimens  <tf 
sublime  poetry.  He  has  executed  his  task,  says  Madceoxie, 
"  with  such  inimitable  sweetness  and  elegancy,  that  this  Tersion 
ot  the  Psalms  will  be  esteemed  and  admired  as  long  as  the  world 
endures,  or  men  have  any  rdish  for  poetry."  It  has  passed 
through  innumerable  editions,  in  almost  every  form  of  tj^pogra- 
phy.  A  very  excellent  Variorum  edition  was  published  at 
Edinburgh  by  the  Ruddimans,  in  17S7i  in  octavo.  Besides  the 
notes  to  this  edition,  there  is  added,  at  the  foot  of  the  page,  the 
Ecpkratu  of  Alexander  Julius.  A  translation  of  Buchanan's 
Psalms  into  English  verse  was  published  by  the  Rev.  J.  Crad- 
dock  of  Maryland,  1754,  8vo. 

BuLKLEY,  Chables,  a  dugenting  minister  qf 
the  Unitarian  Jitith ;  bom  in  London  1719 ;  di^ 
1797- — Notes  on  the  Bible,  published  from  the 
author's  manuscript.  By  Joshua  Toulmin,  D.D. 
1802,  8  vol.  8vo. 

These  notes  are  not  so  much  of  a  philoli^cal  as  of  an  expla- 
natory nature.  They  are  filled  with  what  the  author  considers 
parallel  passages  in  the  Greek  and  Roman  classics,  in  which  the 
same  moral  precepts  and  sentiments  occur.  Sometimes  the  co- 
incidence appears  to  be  striking ;  at  other  times  the  corresptmd- 
ence  is  &r  &om  marked.    There  is  a  great  mass  of  quotattcm. 
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wbkh  would  aean  to  mnswer  no  Talnahle  porpoM,  unless  to  pnt' 
dnoe  the  belief,  tlutt  a  hoA  nearly  as  good  as  the  Bible  mi^t 
be  empled  from  the  wiitiiigs  of  die  poets  and  philoM^cra  of 
Gteeoeand  Rome.

It  con- 
taina  also  many  things  not  in  Harmer,  found  in  works  <rf  voy- 
iges  and  trsTcJs  \t\aek  appeared  subsequently  to  that  hUxirimu 
sad  accurate  compiler's  publication  ;  but  it  leaves  oat  much  that 
is  valuable  in  Haimer.  Since  the  above  publicatitm,  Mr.  Bmr- 
ia  has  prodoced  another  somewhat  similar : '

Had  Ur.  Burder  been  a  profound  Oriental  scholar,  this  might 
have  been  made  a  very  interesting  book.  Had  the  high  literary 
attaimnertts  of  Sir  William  Jones,  sanctified  by  the  grace  of  Christ, 
been  devoted  to  such  an  undertaking,  what  might  not  have  been 
the  result !  But  mere  compilationg  of  this  nature,  however 
bithMly  executed,  cannot  deeply  interest  the  biblical  scholar. 
The  real  and  most  formidable  difficulties  of  scriptural  expression 
and  allusiwi  an  never  met  by  them.

Thia  small  work  is  chiefly  a  ctnnpilBtion,  containJi^  varioiu 
tracts,  adapted  to  aid  the  critical  student  of  Paul's  Hpistlea. 
There  are  in  it,  the  Epistle  to  the  Philippians,  in  Greek  and 
Engliah,  with  brief  notea,  by  Kuttner — the  introduction  of  Theo- 
phylact  to  the  Epistles--that  Father'a  interpretation  of  the 
Epistle  to  the  Philippians— the  notes  of  RoaenmiiUer  on  the 
same  Epistle— the  obeorations  of  Kuttner  on  the  idiom  of  the 
New  Testament.  There  are  also  extracts  from  Henry  Stephens, 
and  Gataker,  on  the  style  (^  the  New  Testament.  Biahop  Bur- 
gess deserres  well  of  the  Christian  public,  for  the  raried  en-

■aH.  literature.  Hia  "  Hebrew  Primer,"  and  "  Hebrew  Elements," 
are  both  calcnlated  to  flicilitate  an  acquaintance  with  that  im- 
portant language.

of  the  work,  as  the  anthon  from  whom  he  took  hit  material* 
were  tnthodox  (a  not."

Theae  wwks  were  evidently  written  iq  imitation  of  Bengel'a 
GoMnm  to  the  New  Testantent ;  aa  the  whc^e  of  Bengel'a  title 
is  aAapbeA,  who  also  writes  a  recommendatory  preface  to  the  work 
<Mi  the  minor  pn^diets.  Our  remarks  on  that  work  are  equally 
•j^caUe  to  these.  Buck,  as  well  as  Bengel,  was  a  very  pions 
nuus  I  bnt  thoosrh  miu^  aeriousness  and  evBnirolic^  ■^tin^fnt 
pervade  these  volumes,  they  are  more  techidcal,  and  atiff  than 
are  desirable  in  wwks  on  the  Scriptures.  There  is  also  not  nn&e- 
qnently,  an  attempt  to  bring  more  out  of  a  word  or  expression 
than  it  was  designed  to  convey.  If  it  be  wrong  to  make  the 
Holy  Spirit  say  less  than  he  intended,  it  cannot  be  ri^t  to 
make  him  say  more.  Buik  designed  to  go  over  all  the  Old 
Testament  in  the  same  manner ;  but,  I  suppose,  was  prevented 
t^  death.

The  author  of  the  above  works  was  one  of  the  most  el^ant 
acholara  of  hia  age,  and  must  have  been  held  in  no  ordinary  esti- 
mation for  learning  and  talents,  when  Addison,  alluding  to  his 
theoty  of  the  eaTth,  thus  addressed  him  : 

O  pectus  ingent !  O  mimum  gravem, 
Mnodi  espscem  '.

His  works  were  all  written    cmginally  in    Latin,  in   which 
he  excelled;  and  perhaps,  because  he  did   not  choose  to  dis- 
close to  all  some  of  the  peculiar  sentiments  which  he  held.     His 
sentiments  were  iar  from  orthodox  on  many  points.  He  consider- 
ed the  Mosaic  account  k^  the  fall,  a  pious  allegory,  and  original 
rin,  a  fiction  ;  he  doubted  the  resurrection  of  the  same  body,  and 
the  eternity  of  future  puniahmenL     His  theory  of  the  earth  was 
opposed  by  Warren,  Keil,  Whiston,  and  others.

These  Researches  ara  mostly  a  compilation,  which  made  Its 
mppeazaiMX  a  few  yean  ago,  and  which  contains  materials  of 
Tatious  Tolae.

■(me  of  a  trifling  nature.  The  introduction  contains  remarks 
on  the  Septuagjnt,  the  Samaritan  Pentateuch,  and  the  Talmud.

•oue.  It  supplies  In  a  narrow  compass  a  large  portion  of  naefiii 
information,  on  all  the  topics  of  which  it  treats,  and  directs  to 
the  sources  whence  it  is  chiefly  drawn.  In  an  appendix,  the 
ii^enions  writer  gives  a  literary  outline  of  the  disputes  on  the 
authenticity  of  1  John  v.  7 ;  in  which  the  evidence  on  both  ddea 
is  stated  with  great  candour  and  accuracy.  The  fifth  edidon  of 
the  Horae  Biblicae  is  inserted  in  a  collectitm  of  Mr.  Bnder*a 
"  nulological  and  Biographical  Works,"  1817,  5  voL  8vo.

This  immtwim  woric  is  said  to  liave  been  the  result  of  thirty 
Team  labour.  It  ctmtains  a  world  of  Rabbinical  knowledge.  All 
the  Chaldsic,  Talmndical,  and  Rabbinical  wch^  which  occur  in 
the  paraphrases  of  the  Old  Testament,  in  the  Babylonish  and 
Jemsalem  Targnma,  in  the  onttioou  or  more  private  writisga  of 
the  Hebrew  commoitators,  philosopberB,  theologians,  eabbolista, 
and  lawyen,  are  folly  explained.  Numermu  extracts,  and 
sxamples  are  given ;  proverbs,  apophthegms,  opinums,  rites,  end 
sthcT  things  relating  to  sacred  philology  and  antiquities,  are 
Ulostrated.  All  subsequent  writers  have  been  greatly  indebt*

Tbe  work  of  this  learned  Dutduaan  on  tlie  aihoes  of  tlie 
Ancients,  ahows  how  mach  labour  and  leanung  may  be  expend' 
ed  on  a  comparatiTely  unimportaiit  sul^ect.  He  ^ideavoun  to 
give  a  history  of  the  clothing  cf  tbe  feet  fnaa  the  earliest 
period;  and  shows  that  if  shoes  did  not  originate  in  Pan- 
dise,  they  must  have  been  used  soon  after.  In  the  time  <rf 
Abraham  they  were  commonly  employed.  He  endeavoars  to 
proTethat  the  Hebrews  always  wallced  with  their  shoes  on ;  and 
thatj'cmuequentiy,  our  Lord  is  often  improperly  represented  by 
the  ancients  barefooted.  He  inqniree  into  the  matter  of  which 
they  were  formed,  and  prorea  that  it  was  commonly  leather. 
Their  colour,  n4iether  block,  white,  red,  or  scarlet,  is  next  lear- 
nedly discassed  ;  along  with  their  form,  trajqiinga,  or  ftsteninga. 
Various  customs  respecting  the  nse  of  the  shoe  are  then  illtu- 
trated,  together  with  remarks  on  those  passages  of  Scripture  in 
which  they  are  referred  to.  This  is  the  moat  oseful  part  of  the 
bode.

This  is  an  exceedingly  nsefdl  book  to  a  leanm  of  the  He- 
brew language.  The  repntation  in  which  it  was  held  appears 
from  the  numerous  editions  through  which  it  passed.  Bytbner 
trailed  h'nm'lf  of  the  aids  of  the  Chaldee  paraphrase  and  the 
Septu^Dt  in  interpreting  the  Psalms.     It  is  now  scarce  and 
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Calamy,  Edmund,  D.D.  a  letting  minuter  and 
writer  among  the  EngUsh  Protestant  Hiatentera  of 
Ae I^esbtfterian  dertomination ;  wag  bom  Aprils, 
1671 ;  died  on  the  ^f^June,  17S2.

The  writiiigs  of  Dr.  Calamy  were  very  nnmeroua,  chiefly  of 
«  controvenial  nature,  and  on  subjects  relating  to  the  DiBsen- 
ten.  The  above  are  also  partly  controversial ;  but  they  are  on 
•objects  vhidi  bdong  to  our  plan.  The  diaconrses  on  the  in-  . 
■[Mration  of  the  Scriptures  are  rery  able,  and  dei^d  those  views 
of  this  important  topic  which  ore  generally  held  by  the  orthodox 
Dissenters.  When  the  other  discourses  were  delivered,  the 
Trinitarian  controversy  raged  fiercely  in  England,  and  threaten- 
ed to  desolate  the  dissenting  churches.  It  was  not,  howem, 
confined  to  them ;  the  ablest  writers  in  the  church  of  England 
wne  engaged  in  it  at  the  same  time.  Dr.  CaUmy's  book  was  de- 
dicated to  Geoige  I.  who  sent  the  author  a  present  of  fifty  poonds 
as  «  mark  of  his  favour.  He  received  likewise  the  thanks  of  se- 
Tcnl  dignitaries  of  the  church  for  it.  STore  light  has  been 
thrown  on  the  disputed  passage  in  1  John  t.  7,  since  Calsmy 
wrote  ;  but  his  deience  of  it  is  tolerably  good  for  the  time. 

CallaiideBi  John,  Esq.  o/'Cro^^^^M,  a  learn- 
ed Scotch  gentleman. — ^An  Essay  towards  a  literal 
Version  of  the  New  Testament,  in  the  Epistle  of 
Paul  directed  to  the  Epbesians.

This  is  a  very  curious  ipedmea  of  literal  rendering,  in  which 
the  wder  of  the  Gredc  wwds  is  rigidly  followed,  and  the  Ei^ 
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li^  idiom  entirely  abandoned,  to  the  ntter  destruction  of  the 
elegance  and  meaning  of  the  original.  For  inatance,  he  thiu 
renders  chap.  v.  SI,  "  Because  of  this,  shall  leave  a  man;  the 
&ther  of  him,  and  the  mother,  and  he  shall  be  joined  to  the  wife 
of  him,  and  they  shall  be  even  the  two,  into  onff  flesh."  The 
cnrioaity  of  this  work  is,  that  the  notes  are  in  Greek ;  a  ^oof, 
certainly,  of  Mr.  Callander's  learning,  but  not  of  his  wisdom.

This  learned  and  elaborate  work,  beddes  the  innnanM.  isSac- 
matitui  which  it  contains  on  every  biblical  topic,  furnishes  a  full 
antidote  to  the  Socinian  glosses  and  perversions  of  Grotina. 
It  attacks  also  the  Catholic  commentates.  The  sentiments  of 
the  author  are  evangelical ;  and  the  work  is  highly  extolled  by 
Walch,  and  other  ctmtinental  writers.  Caloviua  was  the  author 
of  many  other  biblical  works,  which  are  not  much  known  in 
this  country.  Among  these,  are  not  less  than  seventeen  volumes 
of  disBOTtations  on  biblical  subjects.

This  harmony,  of  which  the  last  edition  published  by  Fred. 
Uliic  Calixtna,  the  son  of  the  author,  is  the  best,  is  brief,  bnt  - 
learned,  and  entitled  to  an  honouMble  place  among  worics  of  this 
tiaaa.  It  was  originally  puUished,  not  by  Calixtus  kimsdf,  but 
by  an  ualcnown  persMi  from  his  Lectures.  Calixtus  was  the  aa- 
thor  of  commentaries  on  several  parts  of  Scripture  :  on  Exodus ; 
<m  the  Acts  irf  the  Apostles ;  on  the  Epistles  to  the  RnnaiU  and 
the  Corinthians ;  besides  prelecdona  on  several  of  the  propheti- 
cal books.

This,  tbonj^  the  work  of  *  Catlidic,  and  frequently  tinctnred 
with  Catholic  theology,  is  by  far  the  most  valuable  dictionary  to 
the  Bible  whidh  has  been  published.  It  was  tnuukted  into  se- 
veral of  the  European  langnagea  soon  after  its  publication,  and 
still  msjntains  its  precedency.  A  new  edition,  conducted  by  Hr. 
Charles  Taylor,  lately  deceased,  bc^^  to  be  published  in  1797, 
in4tOL  Together  with  theFragmentsandnumenuspUtes, it maltea 
in  all  iboT  thick  Tolumes,  and  is  much  more  valuable  to  a  Pro- 
testant reader  than  the  original  work.  It  curtails  its  superfiuitiM, 
and  enriches  it  with  a  vast  portion  of  most  valuable  matter.  The 
Fragments,  as  they  are  called,  contain  illustrations  of  many  dif- 
ficult passages  of  Scripture.  The  ingenuity  and  diligence  of  the 
compilo  appear  in  every  page ;  and  nothing  but  a  complete  in- 
dex to  the  entire  work,  (which  I  believe  is  attached  to  the  last 
edition  lately  finished,)  is  necessary  to  render  it  one  of  the 
most  valuable  books  in  our  language. 

Besides  this  large  work,  Calmet  was  the  author  of  what  he 
calls  a  CkmnKtilaire  Literale  on  the  whole  Bible,  in  S6  vol.  4to. 
and  9  voL  fol.  whidi  Dr.  A.  Clarke  pronounces  "  the  best  com- 
ment ever  published  on  the  sacred  writings,  either  by  Cathtdics 
or  Protestants."  It  still  remains  in  French.  Of  the  Disserts 
dons  bebmging  to  this  work,  a  portion  has  been  published  In 
En^ish  under  the  following  title :

These  dissertations  are  on  the  Poetry  and  Music  of  the  He- 
bews ;  their  History  and  Chronology,  and  those  of  the  neigh- 
bonring  Nations ;  their  Honey  and  Coins ;  and  various  religiou 
Bitet  and  Ceremonies,  &c.  They  are  very  curious,  display  a 
great  deal  of  kerning,  and  well  deserve  a  careful  perusal.

Calvin  wrote  commentaries,  retnuka,  or  prelectiona,  on  the  greater 
put  of  the  Scriptures,  which  were  first  pablisbid  in  a  Tariet;  of 
fbnns  separately,  and  afterwards  collected  together  in  his  works. 
These  appeared  first  at  Geneva  in  twelve  volumes  fbl.  in  151& ;  in 
seven  volumes  folio  at  the  same  place  in  I6l7 ;  and  in  nine  vo- 
lomes  folio  at  Amsterdam,  in  1671.  This  last,  is  the  best  edition 
of  the  Opera  of  the  reformer.  The  first  eight  volumes  ofthisedi- 
tion  have  each  a  fine  profile  of  the  reformer  on  the  title  page ;  one 
half  of  which  look  to  the  right,  and  the  other  half  to  the  left 
tn  front  of  the  title  to  vol.  i.  is  a  beauti^l  fiill  length  portrait 
of  him  in  his  professional  dress,  reading  his  Institutes,  and  sur- 
rounded with  books.  "  Calvin,"  sajs  Mosheim,  "  surpassed 
almost  all  the  doctors  of  the  age  in  labmious  application,  con- 
stauc;^  of  mind,  force  of  eloquence,  and  extent  of  genius."  He 
might  have  added,  that  he  surpassed  most  of  thetn  in  Uarmng 
alio.  His  acquaintance  with  the  Scriptures  was  extensive  ^and 
profound  ;  his  knowledge  of  Hebrew  vras  limited :  but  he  was 
well  acquainted  with  Greek,  and  capable  of  expressing  the  finest 
thoughts  in  the  purest  Latinity.  His  dogmata  prejudice  manj' 
against  his  writings,  who  might  derive  profit  from  sitting  at  the 
feet  of  the  Genevese  reformer.  His  peculiar  sentiments,  how- 
ever, it  ought  to  be  remarked,  are  by  no  means  forced  into  his 
expository  writings.  He  was  toojadicious  todothis.  Heissel' 
dom  a  verbal  critic ;  yet  Scaliger,  who  was  by  no  means  liberal 
of  praise,  declares  "  that  no  commentator  had  better  hit  the 
sense  of  the  prophets  thsn  Calvin."  Mosheim,  or  rather  his 
translator,  speaks  of  him  as  "  shining  with  unrivalled  lustre  in 
the  learned  list  of  sacred  expositors."  Welch  praisM  his  com- 
mentarie*  for  the  judgment  and  erudition  which  they  display ; 
and  Bishop  Horsley  assures  us,  that  in  the  study -of  the  Holy 
Scriptures  he  was  one  of  the  commentators  he  most  frequently 
consulted.  Calvin  vras  unfriendly  to  the  double  sense  of  pn^ 
phecy ;  and  was  not  very  cautious  in  exjvessing  himself  on  se- 
veral important  points.     Poole,  thoag^  be  speaks  in  the  strong- 
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eat  maimer  reopecting  the  leuning,  acutenesB,  and  solidity  of 
Calnn,  makes  little  lue  of  him  in  his  Synopois;  for  whicb 
be  asaigiu  Batis&ctcny  reasons  in  the  pre&ce  to  his  first  vo-

Both  parts  were  published  along  with  Besa'a  New  Testament, 
Vt  Cambridge,  in  \64S.  This  wwk,  though  under  a  very  modest 
title,  possesses  considerable  merit,  ft  ii  almost  entirely  critical, 
aud  displays  a  profoond  acqnaintance  with  the  Greek  of  the  New 
Testament-  Michaelis  speaks  of  it  with  respect ;  and  Poole  calls 
-the  author  "  Interpres  acri  judlcio  et  eximia  Grsecae  linguae  p»- 
ritia  praeditus."  Mr.  Home  speaks  as  if  the  above  work  were  dia- 
'tinct  firom  the  oommentariea  annexed  to  Beaa'a  Annotations ; 
whereas  they  are  quite  the  same,  but  differently  described. 
*'  Ikying  aside,"  says  Moaheim,  "  all  debated  points  of  doctrine, 
«nd  religious  controversy,  Camerarius  unfolds  the  sense  of  each 
term,  and  the  spirit  of  eacb  phrase,  by  tbe  rules  of  critidsm,  and 
the  genius  of  the  ancient  languages,  in  which  he  was  a  very  un- 

Cameron,  John,  a  noHve  <^  Glasgow,  at  the 
university  <^  which  he  teas  educated,  and  where  he 
was  appmnted  professor  <^  Greek  in  his  twentieth 
year.  He  resided  chi0y  in  France,  and  tau^i 
Greek  and  Theology  with  great  success  in  Sour- 
deaux  and  Saumur ;  bom  1590;  i£^l6S6. — My- 
rothedum  Erangelicum.

These  works  of  Cameron  sre  very  valuable,  and  contain  some 
excellent  critidsin  on  the  New  Testament.  The  Myrolhecivm, 
with  which  I  am  best  acqoaiotedl,  and  which  is  not  incladed  in 
hia  Prelectioiia,  discovers  the  extensive  kiunrisdge  which  tbe 
author  poaaessed  of  the  Greek  langa^e,  and  particularly  of  the 
idiom  of  the  New  Testament.  The  notes  are  generally  short ; 
but  always  acute  and  sensible.  They  were  publiBhed,as  above,  first 
with  the  Spicil^nm  of  Lewis  Capellus.  They  appeared  agaio 
in  1677j  ^th  the  Notee  o|i  the  New  Testament  of  Alexander 
Morus.  Both  of  these  learned  works  are  (^  a  aimilar  nature  with 
that  of  the  learned  Scotchman.  The  Myrotheaum  was  repab- 
liabed  in  the  Critid  Sacri,  and  is  often  quoted  by  Potde  in  hia 
Synopsis.  A  nuve  complete  edition  of  the  works  of  Camenm, 
than  the  one  mendmied  above,  though  still  omitting  the  Myn^ 
thedum,  appeared  at  Qeneva  in  l64<2,  in  M.  under  the  title  of, 
"  JoaiiniB  Cameronis  Scoto-Britanni  Theologi  eximii  rm  Xm(*- 
fUM."  It  contains  some  miscellaneous  tracts,  several  of  whidi 
first  appeared  In  French.  The  editor  of  this  edition  ia  said  to 
have  been  the  learned  Fredmc  Spanheim.  Bisht^  Hall  pnn 
nonnced  Cameron  "  the  most  learned  man  ever  Scotland  piodn^ 
eed-"  Dr.  M'Crie  calls  him  "  a  subtle  theologian,  who  dliplay- 
ed  mudi  critical  acumen  in  the  interpretation  of  the  Soiptnrea." 
Dr.  Pye  Smith  speaks  of  him  in  terms  of  high  and  deserved  eu- 
logy. "  Greek,"  he  says,  "  he  spoke  and  wrote  as  if  it  were  his 
mother  tongue."  He  was  admired  and  applauded  by  Ciqieihu, 
Casanbon,  and  Father  Simon.

"  That  there  i$  an  iatennediste  or  middle  state  for  departed 
seals  to  abide  in  betwixt  death  and  the  resurrectioni  fiu-  differ-^ 
at  from  what  they  are  afterward  to  be  in,  when  our  blessed 
Load  Jeans  Christ  shall  appear  at  his  aeccmd  coming ;  That; 
iban  ia  no  immediate  judgment  after  death ;  and,  as  a  conse^ 
qnenes  of  these,  that  prajfer  for  ihe  dead  u  lattjvl  and  luefid." 
Who  will  say,  after  reading  this,  that  the  doctrine  of  purgatory 
ia  omfined  to  the  Church  of  Roane  t  The  Bishop  goes  over  a 
great  number  vf  paasages  of  Scripture  in  whicli  he  supposes  his 
views  are  taught;  bnt  it  requires  no  great  sagacity  to  perceive 
that  many  of  them  are  little  to  his  purpose ;  and  that  the  con- 
dnaiaD,  as  diawn  above  by  himself,  ought  not  to  be  inferred 
ham  any  of  them.  All  Christians  believe  in  a  middle  state ; 
but  Bishop  Campbell's  views  are  so  lite  popery,  though  he  very 
earnestly  disavows  it,  that  very  few,  it  is  presumed,  oat  of 
Borne,  will  be  found  to  espouse  them.  This  book  does  not  seem 
to  have  been  known  to  Archdeacon  Blackbume,  who  takes  no 
notice  irf  it  in  his  account  of  the  controversy  about  the  interme- 
diate state.  It  is  fiimished  with  a  long  recommendatory  pre- 
face by  the  Rev.  Dr.  George  Hickea,  containing  "  his  judgment 
of  the  book,  aad  the  subject  thereof."  I  ought  to  obeerve,  that 
•cane  of  the  observations  on  passages  of  Scripture,  which  is  the 
diief  reason  for  my  noticing  the  book,  are  ingenious,  and  not  un- 
'worthy  of  attention.  -  Tlie  author  fortifies  his  opinions,  not  only 
1^  reCening  to  the  Fathers,  (the  oracles  which  are  appealed  to 
tm  all  aides  of  all  questifms,  and  for  all  purposes,)  but  also  by 
^noting  the  sufirage  of  a  nnmber  of  leading  men  in  the  Church 
of  England.  What  signify  human  authorities  in  auch  qnestions  i

It  IB  impoarible  to  bestow  too  high  commendation  on  this  vsln^ 
able  work.  It  is  perhaps  one  of  the  best  spedmens  of  a  tnuula- 
tion  of  the  Scriptarea  in  any  langnage.  To  accurate  and  exten* 
sive  learning.  Dr.  Campbell  united  great  natnral  acnteneaai  and 
deep  philosophical  penetration.  He  was  anperior  to  all  sf»- 
tematic  prejudices,  and  pursued  truth  \rith  the  greatest  ar< 
door  and  impartiality.  His  Preliminary  Dissertations  are  filll 
of  invaluable  instruction  respecting  the  interpretation  of  the 
Scriptum  ;  and  his  notes  fiimish  many  good  specimens  of  criti'- 
cal  research  and  philological  precision.  His  sentiments  on  doc- 
trinal subjects  rarely  appear ;  in  which  respect,  the  work  is  veiy 
different  from  that  of  his  contemporary  Macknigbt,  to  wbimt  he 
was  very  fax  superior  in  acutenessj  candour,  and  originalitj'. 
The  spirit  of  Dr.  Campbell's  wtn-k,  it  b  to  be  regretted,  is  suffi- 
ciently c(dd.  Though  calculated  to  enli|^ten  the  understand- 
ing, it  is  not  much  fitted  to  improve  the  heart.  Some  good  re- 
marks on  Campbell's  character  as  a  critic  occur  in  Swing's  Essay 
on  Baptism,  lately  published.

This  work  is  not  less  valuable  in  the  department  to  whid  it 
belongs  than  the  finmer.  It  discovers  the  same  proftmnd  and 
accurate  research — the  same  independence  and  impa^iality  j  and 
contains  more  of  the  philosophy  of  diUrch  history  than  any  other 
book  in  the  English  language.  The  origin,  progress,  decline, 
and  fell,  of  the  Romish  hierarchy  are  traced  with  great  precision  ; 
and  many  of  the  facta  and  controversies  of  former  times  placed 
in  a  new  and  interesting  ligbt.  Considering  the  subject,  it  is  a 
more  entertaining  boA  than  might  have  been  expected. 

-^A  Dissertation  on  Miracles,  containing  an  Exa- 
mination of  t^e  Principles  advanced  by  David 
Hume.

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Thii,  tbon^  not  strictlj  a  biblical  work,  is  of  too  mnch  im- 
partance  to  be  omitted  in  an  account  of  £>t.  Campbell's  writiogs. 
It  cantains  a  most  marterl^  defence  of  the  evidence  ariBing  from 
mindes,  of  the  ntttnre  of  tbe  testimony  by  which  they  are  sup- 
ported, and  of  the  miracles  of  the  gospel  themsetTes.  He  com- 
^etely  onravelled  tbe  web,  which  the  ingenious  adversaty  of 
Chrudanity  bad  woven,  tot  the  purpose  of  entangling  its  frjends ; 
and  did  every  thing  but  extort  an  acknowledgment  from  Him, 
that  be  was  besten  with  bis  own  we^Huu.  Tbe  chief  objection, 
periupa,  to  Dr.  Campbell's  work,  is  diat  which  has  been  allied 
agunst  Biah<^  Watson's  Apdc^  for  the  Bible— that  the  author 
is  rathw  too  complimentary  to  a  man  who  discovered  the  most 
detetmined  hostility  to  the  revelation  of  God.  The  Lectures  on 
Systematic  Theology,  and  his  work  on  the  Philosophy  of  Rhe- 
toric contain  much  important  criticism ;  but  are  not  included 
froperly  in  our  plan. 

Canne,  Johv,  a  learned  Srownitt,  whojhuriek- 
ed  about  1650. — ^The  Bible,  with  Marginal  Notes, 
shewing  Scripture  to  be  the  best  Interpreter  of 
Scripture.  Amsterdam,  1644,  8ro.  Often  reprinted. 

The  marginal  references  of  Canne  are  generally  very  judici- 
ous and  appoxite.  They  still  retain  a  considerable  reputation, 
though  moat  of  the  latter  editions,  which  pass  under  the  name  of 
Canne's  Bible,  are  iull  of  errors,  and  crowded  with  references, 
which  do  not  belong  to  the  original  author.  Canne  wrote  a  num- 
ber of  controversial  pieces,  some  of  which  are  very  curious,  and 
all  of  them  exceedingly  scarce. 

-Capellus,  Lewis,  a  learned  French  Protect- 
antt  Pri^asor  of  Hebrew  at  Saumur,  and  one  <f 
Ae  mo»t  dUHnguieked  men  qf  the  seventeenth  cen- 
tury ;  was  bom  1 585 ;  died  1658.

This  celebrated  work,  which  first  attacked  the  authority  of  the 
Hasnetic  pcdnts,  stated  all  the  arguments  against  them  so  fully 
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iad  dearly,  Uiat  it  exluiuted  the  aabject  at  the  fint  ooaet.  The 
MS.  of  it  WBB  first  sent  to  the  elder  Buxtorf,  who  returned  it, 
requesting  it  might  not  be  printed,  ft  was  then  sent  to  Erpe- 
niiu,  Pro&ttor  of  the  Oriental  Languages  at  Ley  den,  who  print- 
ed it  with  the  author's  permisaion.  "  Bnztorf,"  says  Bishop 
Marsh,  "  made  no  reply  to  it ;  and  as  he  died  about  five  years 
afterwards,  he  lefl  it  to  be  answered  by  his  son,  who  was  like- 
wise Professor  in  the  nnirerdty  of  Baail.  But  mftny  years 
elapsed  before  the  younger  Buxtorf  had  prepared  an  answer  to 
CapelluB.  In  the  mean  time,  Johannes  Morinus,  one  of  the 
Fathers  of  the  Oratory  at  Paris,  attacked'  the  antiquity  of  the 
Hebrew  Letters  in  his  "  Exerdlationet  Eccleiiaiticae"  printed  at 
Paris  in  1 68 1 .  And  as  the  antiquity  of  the  Utlert  appeared  man 
important,  perhaps  also  more  defensible,  than  the  antiquity  of 
the  poinli,  the  younger  Buxtorf  made  his  first  essay  in  a  defence 
of  the  Hebrew  letters,  entitled  "  DuterltUio  de  Uterarum  Hebrai- 
carutn  genuina  Antiquiiale."  The  precise  year  when  this  treatise 
yna^rtt  published  is  not  known ;  bat,  in  1645,  it  received  an 
answer  from  CapelluB  in  }m  " Diatribe  deverit  el  antiquuHebrae- 
oruffl  Uterit,"  in  which  Capellus  contended,  as  Morinns  had  al- 
ready done,  that  the  true  and  the  ancient  letters  of  the  Hebrews 
were  no  other  than  the  Samaritan.  In  l648,  the  yoonger  Bux- 
torf made  his  reply  to  Capellus  tm  the  subject  of  the  points,  in  - 
a  wca-k  entitled  "  TraiAatu*  de  punctontm  vocaUum  et  accentimm 
in  Uimt  Veterit  Tettamenti  Hebratcit  origine,  atttiquiiaie,  et  aiK- 
thoritate,  oppotitut  Arcana  punctationis  revtlalo  Ludovici  Cap- 
eOi."  To  this  work  Capellus  prepared  an  answer,  entitled  "Arcani 
puHclatianit  Vindiciae."  But  he  died  before  the  publication  of 
it  ;  and  his  son,  to  whom  it  was  left  in  manuscript,  did  not  pub- 
lish it  till  many  years  after  the  death  of  his  opponent,  Buxtorf." 
Besides  by  Buxtorf,  the  Arcanum  <£  Capel  was  attacked  by  vari- 
ons  others :  by  Waamath,  in  his  "  Fiiidiciae  Macrae  E&raeae 
Scripturae,"  l664;  by  Opitius,  and  by  Cooper,  in  his  "Clavit 
domu*  Motaicae,"  London^  1673.  Many  of  the  learned  bxdc  the 
side  of  Capel ;  amoi^  the  most  celebrated  of  whom  were  Morinus, 
Bishop  Walton,  and  Isaac  Vossins ;  and  moat  scholars  are  now 
QB  the  same  side.

Thig  elabor&te  prodnctioii,  the  wrak  at  thirty-ux  yean  ot 
the  indiutTious  author's  life,  CapelluB  could  not  get  printed  in 
the  Protestant  states ;  but  at  length,  through  the  influence  of 
Hormna,  and  other  Catholics,  it  was  printed  by  royal  licence  at 
Paris,  under  the  care  of  bia  eon.  The  int^;rity,  ot  purity  of  the 
Hebrew  text  was  here  aaaailed  at  great  length,  and  with  nearly 
as  great  success,  as  he  had  formerly  attacked  the  divine  origin  ^ 
die  points.  He  contended,  that  verbal  mistakes  bad  crept  into 
the  Hebrew  Scriptures,  as  into  all  ancient  authors ;  that  the 
printed  editions  were  not  always  correct,  and  did  not  always 
^ree  with  each  other ;  and  that  the  ancient  versions  might  be 
properly  employed  as  one  means  of  correcting  the  text.  In  six 
books  he'establisbes  the  existence  of  various  readings,  I.  From 
the  jnxta-position  of  different  parts  of  the  Old  Testament ;  II. 
From  a  collatitm  of  the  parallel  passages  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testament ;  HI.  From  collations  of  the  Masora,  the  Samaritan, 
and  the  most  ancient  printed  editions  of  the  Scriptures  ;  IV. 
From  a  collation  of  the  Septuagint  with  the  Hebrew  text ;  V. 
From  a  ctnnparison  of  the  Hebrew  text  with  the  Chaldee  para- 
phrase, the  Greek  versions  of  Aquila,  Symmachus,  and  Theo< 
dotion;  the  Latin  Vulgate,  and  the  Rabbinical  commentators. 
In  Book  VI.  he  treats  of  the  errors  of  transcribers,  and  of  oKi- 
jectoral  emendations  of  the  text.  He  did  not  allege  the  various 
readings  of  the  Hebrew  manuscripts,  as  these  were  then  little 
known.  The  Critica  Sacra  was  opposed  by  several  minw 
writers;  but  the  grand  defence  of  the  Helnew  verity  appeared 
from  the  pen  of  the  younger  Buxtorf,  in  Eds  "Anlicrilica,teu  Fin- 
diciae  Verilalis  Hebraicae,  advertut  Ludovici  Capelti  Criticam 
quoM  vacant  Sacram,  ejutque  D^emumcm,"  etc.  Basil.  1653, 
4ta.  This  work  contains  oU  the  arguments  which  could  then  be 
urged  in  defence  of  the  immaculate  purity  of  the  sacred  text. 
"  If  Buxtorf,"  says  Bishop  Marsh,  "  had  been  contented  with 
pmnting  out  the  defects  which  really  existed  in  the  work  of 
Capellos,  if  he  had  been  satisfied  with  showing  that  Capellus

was  aranetimea  mioUken  in  the  application  of  his  priuciplesi 
if  he  had  only  daimed  fiir  the  Mason  what  ia  really  its  due, 
the  TJctoiy  wonld  have  been  decidedly  in  his  &Tonr.  Bat  he 
failed  of  snccefla  by  attempting  too  much.  Educated,  lilce  his 
fitther,  Qo  less  ia  the  prejudices  than  in  the  learmng  of  the  Jew- 
ish lUhbiiu,  he  adhered  to  those  strict  notions  on  the  integrity 
of  the  Hebrew  text,  which  can  nerer  apply  to  a  work  of  anti- 
quity. And  by  refusing  to  admit  what  was  indispntably  trae, 
lie  contributed  to  establish  at  least  the  principles  of  Capellns, 
by  the  very  efforts  which  he  made  to  confute  them."  The  beat 
edition  of  the  Cridca  Sacra  ia  that  published  at  Halle,  in  1775< 
1786,  S  ToL  8vo.  It  was  edited  by  Vogel  and  Schanfenbeig, 
and  contains  also  the  defences  published  by  Capei  against  Bux- 
torf,  Morinos,  and  othera. 

The  controversy,  onoe  so  interesting  to  the  cause  of  sacred 
literature,  has  long  since  been  aet  to  rest  by  the  colladona  of 
Kennicott  and  De  Rossi.  The  many  thousand  Tariona  lead- 
inga  collected  by  these  laborious  scholan,  while  they  show  that 
the  sacred  writings  have  suffered,  as  all  books  that  have  passed 
through  human  hands  have  done,  and  that  it  is  foolish  to  con- 
tend for  perfection  or  miraculous  preservation,  in  oppoeition  to 
the  strongest  evidence  of  the  contrary,  also  discover  that  reve- 
lation has  sustained  no  essential  or  important  injury  ;  that  the 
truth  still  remains  unimpaired;  and  that  their  labours  have 
establiahed  rather  than  shaken  it.

This  workj  besides  the  critical  notes  of  Lewis  Capel  on  the 
Old  Testament,  contaiiu  the  observations  of  James  Capel,  his 
brother,  on  the  same  bocdis ;  the  ArcanHtn  of  Lewis,  enlarged 
and  corrected,  and  the  vindication  of  it,  not  before  printed ;  the 
whole  edited  by  hia  son  James  Capel.  "  Many  of  the  notes," 
says  Walch,  "  are  learned  and  useful ;  but  he  was  a  rash  and 
fearless  critic,  who  brou^t  forward  things  which  were  injurious 
to  the  Scriptures,  and  ought  therefore  to  be  read  with  caution."

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Tbia  work  oompuea  the  Acts  and  the  epistles  of  Paul  toge- 
thvj  and  endeavoun  to  digest  the  history  into  regular  order- 
It  i*aa  reprinted  in  the  Critict  Sacri,  and  also  edited  by  Falni- 
doaat  Leipzig,  1^1.  His  Ckronologia  Sacra,  pablished  in 
1645,  was  so  hi^y  esteemed  by  Walton,  that  he  repuUiohed 
h  in  the  first  part  of  the  Aj^mratna  to  the  Polyglot.  Of  hit 
S^eiUgimm  acaae  nodee  ia  taken  under  the  article  Cakebon, 
in  this  work.  In  short,  Capel  was  one  of  the  most  illnstrioTiB 
■ditdan  d  hia  time,  whose  writings  led  to  a  most  important 
diange  on  the  mode  of  investigatiiig  the  sense  of  Scripture. 
Moat  of  hia  doctrinea  are  now  unirersally  adopted ;  and  though 
at  lirat  they  were  nippoee^  to  be  «o  injurious  to  the  Protestant 
&ith  that  nniveraitiea  and  synods  combined  to  put  them  down, 
erentnally  they  hare  triniaplied  over  all  opposition,  and  are  now 
considered  aaf^nards  of  the  prindples  they  were  falsely  sup- 
pmed  to  injure.  If  it  be  honourable  lauSari  a  laudato,  the 
praises  bestowed  on  Capel  by  such  men  as  Grotius,  Walton, 
Vosdns,  and  Kennicott,  must  stamp  his  character  with  immor- 
tal renown.  Speaking  of  his  great  work,  the  Critica  Sacra, 
Grotius  says,  "  In  quo  nesdo  magisne  inde&ssam  sediilitatem 
nunri  debeam,  an  judicium  Umatissiniam." 

Cappe,  Newcome,  a  Umtariojt  minister  at 
York ;  ireu  bom  in  Leeds  in  1733  ;  and  died  in 
1800. — Critical  Remarks  on  many  Important  Fas- 
sages  of  Scripture  ;  together  with  Dissertations  up- 
on several  subjects  tending  to  illustrate  the  phrase- 
ology and  doctrine  of  the  New  Testament.  York,

To  this  work,  ia  prefixed  memoirs  of  the  author's  life  by  his 
widow,  a  lady  (since  dead)  of  cnldrated  mind,  and  consideTable 
talents.  That  in  so  large  a  body  of  remarks  on  Scripture  ae  these 
Tolomes  camtain,  something  that  is  valuable  should  occur,  is  only 
what  might  be  expected  from  the  talents  of  the  writer.  But 
there  Is  a  great  portion  of  rery  perrerted  ingenuity  and  strained 
crhidani.  The  reader  will  eauly  believe  this,  when  I  mendob 
that  Mr.  Cappe's  remarks  were  too  free  even  fiir  the  Monthly 
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86  CABPZOVIUS,  JO.  BENEDICT. 

Tteviewers.  As  a  specimen  of  his  iaterpretatian,  he  maintaiiu 
tliat  "  the  kingdom  of  Christi"  meaoa  "  the  extraordinary  gifts 
with  which  the  Goepel  was  preached ;"  that  "  the  last  act  of  his 
r^al  power  waa  the  putting  down  of  the  Jewish  economy ,-"  and 
that,  after  this,  "  its  interests  were  left  to  the  common  course  of 
hnman  things."  I!

Hu  work  containa  the 
principal  materials  which  had  been  afforded  by  hia  pred^ 
eeaaon,  perspicuously  arranged,  and  augmented  by  hia  own 
Talnable  obaervatiana.  It  is  alao  onployed  in  the  confutation  of 
Hobbes,  Spinoaa,  Toland,  and  other  anti-wripturiata."  It  oon- 
tatna  very  learned  disquiaitiona  on  every  book  of  the  Old  Teata- 
ment,  and  a  catalogue  of  the  most  approved  writers  on  each.

Both  these  learned  works  ue  Bcarce,  but  deseire  to  rank  hi^ 
BtDODg  books  of  thiH  class.  The  Toi^iudb  referred  to  are  thoae 
of  Onkelos,  Jonathan,  and  the  Jerusalem.  Rabbi  Solranrai, 
Aben  Ezra,  and  other  Jewish  writers,  are  often  quoted.  The 
Septu^int,  and  the  versions  of  Aquila,  Theodotion,  and  Sym- 
niachus,  are  also  used. 

Cartwbight,  Thomas,  a  celebrated  English 
Puritan ;  loas  horn  in  1S35 ;  died  in  1603. — ^A

AU  these  learned  works  appear  to  have  been  published  after 
the  anttun's  death.-  The  confutation  of  the  English  Roman  Ca- 
tholic yerrion  of  the  New  Testament  displays  the  writer's  ex- 
tensive acquaintance  with  the  Scriptures^  and  the  power  of  his 
controversial  talents.  All  the  passages  in  dispute  between  Ca- 
tholics and  Protestants  are  lai^y  discuBsed.  The  work  on  the 
Proverbs  was  published  with  a  preface  by  Polyander.  The  Har- 
mony of  the  Gospels  was,  if  I  mistake  not,  translated  into  Eng- 
lish about  1650.  All  the  Latin  works  are  of  a  practical  nature. 
An  English  Commentary  on  the  Epistle  to  the  Coloesians  is  as- 
cribed to  him.  He  was  also  the  author  of  scnne  elaborate  caa- 
troversial  pieces  on  charch  government ;  and  indeed  was  the 
leading  man  of  his  time  among  the  Presbyterians. 

Caeyl,  Joseph,  a  learned  Nonconfiirmitt  di-

This  is  tlie  most  ponderoiu  of  all  the  eiqMidtioiu  whicli  hxn 
been  pobliahed  on  this  part  of  Scripture.  The  aathw  wu  a 
man  of  learning,  piety,  and  indefatigable  labour ;  of  all  which, 
though  not  of  judiciousnesi,  this  work  fiomiBhes  strong  eridenoe. 
It  is  imposBible  it  can  be  useful,  aa  no  man  can  endure  the  &- 
tjgue  of  toiling  through  it.  Dr.  Williams  speaks  of  it  as  "  a 
moat  tth^tionte,  leamedj  judicious,  and  pious  work,  containing  a 
rich  fund  of  critical  and  practical  divinity."  Walch's  commen- 
dation is  also  hig^,  though  he  seems  to  have  judged  of  it  chiefly 
by  report.  My  respect  for  the  author  would  induce  me  also  to 
bestow  the  highest  enlogium,  whidi  Christian  character  and  eran- 
gelical  sentimeDt  can  merit  j  but  while  I  do  justice  to  the  fue^ 
and  feelings  of  the  writer,  I  cannot  approve  of  a  mode  of  treat- 
ing the  word  of  Ood,  which  partakes  more  of  tnlombing  than  of 
exkUnling  it. 

Castalio,  Sebastian,  a  learned  Protestant, 
and  Prqfeuor  of  Greek  at  Basle ;  bom  in  1515  ; 
ified  1563. — Biblia  Sacra  Latina  Interprete,  etc.

Castalio  began  his  translation  in  154S,  and  completed  it  in 
about  nine  years.  He  dedicated  it  to  Edward  VI.  of  England. 
His  object  was  to  ^ve  a  version  of  the  Bible  in  more  daasical 
Latinity  than  had  previously  appeared;  for  which  he  would 
have  deserved  the  commendation  of  every  scholar,  had  he  not 
greatly  overshot  the  mark.  In  attempting  to  make  the  inspired 
writers  flue,  he  has  often  made  them  ridiculous ;  and  his  immo- 
derate passion  for  classical  phraseology  has  betrayed  him  into 
obscurities  and  even  blunders,  of  which  inferior  interpreters  are 
in  no  danger.  Huet,  Buxtorf,  Duport,  and  Episcopius,  speak 
very  honourably  irf  his  work.  It  was  attacked,  however,  both  by 
Catholics  and  Protestants,  and  particularly  by  Beza,  who  accus- 
ed him  of  being  inimical  to  certain  Protest^t  doctrines  held  by 
the  Geseveoe  church,  and  of  the  affectation  <^  elegance.     Ha

published  a  defence  of  himself  and  luswuk  in  ISGi,  ISmo.  His 
clutracter,  as  given  by  Dr.  Campbell,  deservM  to  be  quoted. 
"  Conversant  in  tbe  learned  languages,  possessed  of  a  good  on- 
derstanding,  and  no  inconsidenible  share  of  critical  acuteneas, 
candid  in  his  disposition,  and  not  over  confident  of  his  own  abi- 
lities, or  excesBiTelf  tenacious  of  his  own  opinion,  he  was  ever 
ready  to  hearken,  and  when  ctmvinced,  to  submit  to  reason,  whe- 
ther presented  by  a  friend  or  by  a  foe,  whether  in  terms  of  amity  . 
or  of  reproach  and  hatred.  Though  there  ore  none  (Arias  and 
Pagnin  excepted)  whose  general  manner  of  translating  is  more 
to  be  disapproved,  I  know  not  any  by  which  a  student  may  be 
more  assisted  in  attaining  the  true  sense  of  many  places,  very 
obscure  in  most  translations,  than  by  Castalio's."  Dr.  Geddea 
makes  no  hesitation  to  give  jt  as  his  opinion,  "  that  a  more  com- 
plete, more  impartial,  or  more  faiths  version,  will  not  easily  be 
found."  Castalio  was  also  the  author  of  a  French  translation  of 
the  Scriptures,  which  appeared  in  1555,  and  which  is  said  to  be 
as  barbarous  Frendi  as  the  other  is  elegant  Latin. 

An  edition  of  Castalio's  New  Testament,  in  S  vol.  8vo.  was 
published  at  Copenhagen,  in  1780,  by  Laurentius  SahL  This 
editor  has  corrected  and  improved  his  author  considerably,  and 
added  many  pfailtdo^cal  and  ex^etical  note^. 

Castell,  Edmund,  a  prq^nd  Oriental  Scho- 
lar; horn  in  1606 ;  and  died  in  1685. — Lexicon

This  immense  work,  embracing  all  the  Oriental  languages  in 
Walton's  Polyglot,  and  designed  to  complete  it,  "  is,"  says  Dr. 
Clarke, "  probably  the  greatest  and  most  perfect  voric  of  the  kind 
ever  perfimned  by  human  industry  and  learning."  He  was  as- 
sisted  in  the  Arabic  part  by  Dr.  Murray;  by  Biahop  Beveridge 
in  the  Syriac ;  by  Golins  in  the  Persic ;  and  by  Dr.  Lightfbot  ' 
generally.  Castell  laboured  at  this  work  and  on  the  Polyglot 
for  seventeen  years,  and  for  the  most  port  of  that  time  sixteen, 
OT  eighteen  hours  a-day ;  during  whidi  time  he  maintained  in 
his  own  bouse,  ondat  his  own  cost,  seren  En^ishmen  and  seven

fgi&^en,  u  writers,  all  of  whom  died  before  the  work  wm  G- 
niihed.  He  expended  L.1S,000  of  hia  own  fortune  on  it,  and 
borrowed  L.I 800  more.  To  enable  him  to  pay  the  latter  sum, 
he  was  under  the  necessity  of  applying  to  Charles  II.  and  to  en- 
treat him  that  a  prinm  might  not  be  the  reward  of  his  labmus. 
This  produced  a  letter  finmi  the  King  to  the  Archbishops,  Bi- 
shops, Lords,  etc.  recommending  the  work;  and  three  years 
after,  a  letter  &om  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  directed  to 
all  the  clergy,  and  another  firom  twenty-nine  Engliah  and 
Irish  Bishops  to  the  same  effect.  All  these  letters  produced  only 
the  paltry  sum  of  L.7OO.  What  number  was  printed  is  un- 
known; but  in  1679  a  thousand  copies  remained  unsold.  At 
his  death,  at  least  five  hundred  copies  were  still  on  hand.  One 
hundred  he  left  to  Omipton,  Bishop  of  London.  The  remainder 
were  placed  by  his  executrix  in  a  room,  where  they  were  expos- 
ed to  the  raragea  of  rats ;  by  which  they  were  so  destroyed,  that 
at  her  death  scarcely  one  complete  copy  could  be  formed ;  and 
the  whole  were  sold  as  a  mass  of  waste  paper  for  seren  poonds. 
Besides  this  loss,  three  hundred  copies,  as  ior  as  the  work  had  pro- 
ceeded, perished  in  the  fire  of  London.  In  consequence  of  these 
actidenta,  the  Lexicons  have  become  more  valuable  of  late  in  pim 
portion  than  the  Polyglot.  Forty  shillings  per  volume  was  the 
subacription  price :  a  copy  is  not  now  to  be  procured  under  eight 
«n-  ten  guineas.  The  Syriac  part  of  the  Lexicon  was  edited  and 
improved  by  Michaelia  at  Gottingeu,  in  1788,  in  S  vol.  4to.  The 
Hebrew  part  was  republished  at  the  same  place  with  the  addi- 
tional notes  of  the  same  distinguished  scholar  in  1790,  2  vol.  4to. 

Catcott,  Alexandee,  a  learned  I{»fy:hin~ 
tonian  divine,  lecturer  of  St  John't,  Bristol. — ^A 

Treatise  on  the  Deluge.    Lend.  1762,  1768,  8vo. 

This  work  is  framed  on  the  principles  of  Hntchinson,  and 
Mmtains  what  the  author  conslderB  a  fiill  explanation  of  the 
Scripture  history  of  the  flood  ;  remarks  on  the  Bishop  of  Clog- 
her's  account  of  that  event ;  a  collection  of  the  principal  heathen 
accounts  of  it ;  and  natural  proofs  of  it  drawn  from  the  state  of 
the  toraqneons  globe.  It  is  an  ingenious  performance,  and  is  now 
in  considerable  request.  Parkhurst  speaks  very  respectfully  of  it 
in  bis  Hebrew  Lexicon.  Mr.  Catcott  was  the  authtff  of  several  sin- 
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gt  CAVE— CAVERHILL. 

^  sermoiu ;  ftU  of  them  stron^y  marked  with  the  pecaluritiea 
of  his  jdiilosophioo-tfaeolagical  syBtem.  He  also  wrote  a  Latin 
work  "  On  the  True  and  Sacred  Philosophy,  as  lately  explained 
by  John  Hutchiiuon,  Esq."  This  has  hesi  lately  translated,  and 
published  with  notes,  etc  by  A.  Maxwell.  Lond.  1831,  Svo.  A 
critique  in  a  Iftte  Edinburgh  Review  pronounces  Catcott  "  tme  of 
the  best  of  the  school  of  Hntclunson,"  though  he  partook  anne- 
what  of  the  spirit,  and  "  entered  into  the  yislous  of  his  precep- 
tor." 

Cave,  William,  D.D.  a  learned  clergyman  <^ 
the  Church  of  England;  bom  1637;  died  1713.

Dr.  Care  was  the  author  of  a  number  of  theologico-historical 
works  in  English ;  but  they  are  all  inferior  to  the  shore,  which 
is  his  capital  performance.  It  disoorers  great  reeding,  research, 
and  accuracy.  It  is  brought  down  to  the  Reformation  by  Henry 
Wharton.  It  contains  much  important  inibrmation  in  compara- 
tively little  room.  It  is  hi^y  praised  by  Walch,  and  was  re- 
printed at  Genera  in  1705  and  17S0.  It  occasioned  a  controver- 
sy with  Le  Clerc,  which  produced  the  correction  of  several  mis- 
takes in  the  first  edition.  On  this  account  the  latter  editions 
are  the  best. 

Caverhill,  John,  M.D.  P.R.S.  Member  of  Ae 
"Royal  College  of  Physicians,  tendon,  and  belonging 
to  a  Scotch  seceding  coagregaHon  there. — ^An  Expla- 
nation of  the  Seventy  Weeks  of  Daniel,  and  of  the  se- 
veral Sections  of  these  Seventy  Weeks :  in  which  is 
shoWn,  that  the  dates  of  the  historical  events  that 
were  to  ascertain  the  various  Eras  of  the  prophecy 
have  been  intentionally  mietated  in  Joeephusi  to 
prevent  the  application  of  the  weeks  to  Christ  as 
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the  Messiah  ;  and  that  the  credit  given  to  these  im- 
■positions  has  hitherto  prevented  the  application.  To 
which  is  added,  an  Exposition  of  the  Chronology  of 
the  Jewish  Judges ;  with  Tahles  iUttstrating  both 
subjects.

Dr.  Caverhill  has  certainly  stadied  the  subject  on  whidi  he 
has  written  with  great  care,  and  brought  a  considerable  portion 
of  tesming  to  bear  on  it.  The  chronological  dates  of  all  the  an- 
cient  writers  are  iuToIved  in  great  difficulties  and  confusion. 
Whether  these  dates  have  sometimes  been  intentionally  depraved, 
or  only  altered  by  carelessness  and  accident,  isvarionsly  viewed. 
Independently  of  his  hypothesis  on  this  point)  Dr.  Caverhill's 
essay  is  well  worth  reading. 

Cawton,  Thomas,  son  of  an  eminent  Puritan 
^ihe  same  name,  and  minister  of  a  dissenting  eon- 
gregatum  in  Westminster ;  mas  bom  about  1637  ;

Both  these  learned  dissertations  were  produced  while  the  author 
was  studying  st  Utrecht,  where  he  distinguished  himself  by  his 
pn^dency  in  the  Oriental  languages.  That  on  the  Syriac  Scrip- 
tures is  more  valuable,  though  not  more  curious  than  the  one  on 
the  Hebrew  language.  He  discusses  the  Syriac  yereions  both  of 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments.  On  the  ftirmer,  he  endeavours 
to  show  that  there  were  anciently  two  Syriac  transladonB,  Mie 
made  from  the  Septua^nt,  and  the  other  from  the  Hebrew  text. 
It  was  a  copy  of  the  latter  which  Usher  obtained,  and  which  is 
printed  in  Walton's  Polyglot.  The  author  of  it,  he  conceives, 
cannot  now  be  ascertainal ;  but  the  age  of  it,  he  considers  to  be 
about  the  time  of  the  Apostles,  and  its  authority  he  ranks  very 
high.  The  Syriac  version  of  the  New  Testament,  he  thinks,  was 
made  about  the  second  or  third  century.  He  gives  a  short  account 
of  the  editions  of  it  published  by  Plantin,  Hntter,  Gutbirius, 
and  in  the  Polyglot ;  and  makes  some  observations  on  the  Latin 
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traiuUtioiufffitby  TremelliusandBoderianiu.  Lensdeu  apeaka 
In  the  hif^eet  terms  of  the  BUthw'a  diligence,  learning,  and  ex- 
tensive ftcqaamtance  with  the  Hebrew  and  its  cognate  dialects, 
Chaldaic,  Syriac,  and  Arabic.  It  is  gratifying  to  perceive,  that 
these  brandies  of  biblical  literature  are  again  reviving  in  both 
parts  of  the  island.

A  work  on  the  plants  of  Scripture  comes  very  appropriately  from 
the  country  of  Linnaens;  and  the  production  of  Celsins  is  not 
unworthy  of  his  subject  or  his  country.  It  is  not,  perhaps,  a  very 
important  subject ;  but  still  it  is  one  on  which  the  lover  of  the 
Bible  will  occasionally  desire  information.  The  Hebrew  names 
of  plants  are  often  not  easily  interpreted.  Besides  his  botanical 
knowledge,  the  author  of  this  wcwk  avails  himself  of  his  acquaint- 
ance with  Arabic  literature  in  conducting  his  investigations.  The 
Hierobotanicon,  though  less  extensive,  deserves  to  occupy  a 
place  by  the  Hieroxmcan  of  Bochart.  Besides  this,  Celsius 
wrote  a  dissertation  on  the  melons  of  Egypt,  which  wkm 
BO  greatly  desired  by  the  Israelites.  It  appeared  at  Leyden  in 
17^8,  in  Svo.  He  wrote  also  on  the  fates  of  the  Hebrew  lan- 
guage, and  a  treatise  on  the  titles  of  the  Psalms. 

Cene,  Charles  Le,  a  French  Protestant 
minister;  horn  1646  ;  died  1703. — ^An  Essay  for  a

This  is  a  translation  from  the  French  of  Le  Cene,  by  a  per- 
son who  subscribes  the  Preface,  and  calls  himself  H.  R.  (Hugh 
Ross,)  but  who  has  not  the  honesty  to  inform  his  readers  that  it 
is  a  translation.  The  Essay  contains  a  good  deal  of  valuable  infbr- 
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suttioii ;  pcMHU  oat  many  erroneons  renderingH  of  pasMges  of 
Scriptare,  and  mggeata  better  meaiuDgi,  and  the  means  of  cor- 
recting the  modem  tranalationa  generally.  Le  Cene  was  the 
anthor  of  a  French  tntnsladon  of  the  ScriptoreB,  which  was 
published  by  his  son,  at  AmBterdam,  in  1741>  foL  Its  circula- 
tion was  prohibited  by  the  States  of  Groningen,  on  account  of

This  is  only  part  of  a  design,  which  Dr.  Chandler  had  formed 
for  expounding  the  pn^hetic  books  of  the  Old  Testament.  In 
puimance  of  it,  he  had  gone  over  a  considerable  part  of  Isaiah ; 
but  beftire  be  had  completed  it,  he  met  with  a  manuscript  lexi- 
con, aud  the  lectures  of  the  celebrated  Schnltens,  professor  of 
Arabic  in  the  University  of  Leyden,  which  recotomended  so 
strongly  the  cultivation  of  the  Arabic,  in  order  to  the  right 
nndeistanding  of  the  Hebrew  language,  that  he  determined  to 
study  Hebrew  aft^sh,  and  to  postpone  his  commentary  on  the 
pn^hets  till  he  felt  himself  better  qualified  for  the  important 
nndotaking.  In  consequence  of  this  delay,  he  never  completed 
his  purpose ;  no  other  work  on  the  prophets,  except  that  on 
Joel,  appearii^  fi-om  his  pen.  It  is  not  on  this  performance  that 
the  fame  of  Chandler  rests.  The  criticism  is  not  of  a  high 
order,  and  many  important  difficulties  in  Joel  remain  untouched. 
The  work  is  dedicated  to  the  Hon.  Arthur  Onslow,  Speaker  of 
the  House  of  Commons,  who  was  very  friendly  to  the  dissenters. 

—A  Critical  History  of  the  Life  of  David  :  in  which 
the  principal  events  are  ranged  in  order  of  time  ;  the 
chi^  objections  of 'Mr.  Bayle  and  others  against  the 
charactei:  of  this  prince,  and  the  Scripture  accoimt 
of  him,  and  the  occurrences  of  his  reign,  are  exam- 
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ined  and  reAited ;  and  the  Psalms  which  refer  to 
him  are  explained.    Lood.  1766,  2  vol.  Svo. 

The  luBtory  of  thia  important  publicatioii  deserre*  to  be 
recoided.  On  the  death  of  Geoi^  II.  Dr.  Chandler  published 
■  Bermon,  in  which  he  compared  that  prince  to  King  David. 
This  produced  a  pamphlet,  in  1761,  entitled,  "  The  History  of 
the  Man  after  God's  own  heart."  In  thia  vile  production,  David 
is  represented  as  an  example  of  perfidy,  lust,  and  craelty ;  fit 
only  to  be  ranked  with  sudi  monsters  as  Nero  and  Caligula. 
The  author  also  pretends  to  be  angry  with  Chandler  fw  the 
insult  of  which  he  had  been  guilty  to  the  British  numarcb,  in 
comparing  him  with  the  Israelitish  king.  This  attack  led  Dr. 
Chandler  to  publish,  next  year,  "  A  Review  of  the  Histmy  of 
the  man  after  Ood's  own  heart ;  in  which  the  falsehoods  and 
misrepresentations  of  the  histonan  are  exposed  and  corrected." 
In  this  Review,  the  character  of  David  is  vindicated  from  many 
of  the  aspersions  and  calumnies  with  which  it  bad  been  loaded, 
and  a  proper  explanation  is  given  of  the  evils  with  which  it  is 
justly  chai^eable.  Dr.  Chandler,  however,  did  not  consider 
this  a  sufficient  answer :  and  hence  be  applied  his  learaing  and 
talents  with  great  diligence  to  the  production  of  the  larger 
work,  the  title  of  which  is  inserted  above,  and  which  was  nearly 
finished  at  the  press  when  he  died.  It  is  the  most  valuable  of 
all  his  productions,  abounding  with  solid  learning,  accurate 
research,  and  many  important  and  original  views.  A  great 
number  of  the  Psalms  are  explained  with  much  more  critical 
acumen  than  appears  in  his  work  on  Joel ;  and  the  sixty- 
^hth,  in  particular^  is  illustrated  in  an  admirable  manner.  It 
is  very  &r  superior  to  the  work  of  Delany  on  the  same  sub- 
ject, and  well  deserves  the  consideration  both  of  the  friends  and 
the  enemies  of  revelation.

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This  is  a  poathninouB  work,  but  conuderabl;  superior  as  a 
critical  peribrmaiice  to  that  on  Joel.  It  was  published  from  the 
author's  tnanoscript  by  the  Rev.  Nathaniel  White,  who  thus  ex- 
preaaes  himeelf  respecting  it :  "  The  distinguishing  excellence 
of  Dr.  Chandler's  paraphrase  seems  to  be,  that  the  author  ad- 
lieTea  most  doaely  and  constantly  to  the  spirit  of  the  original, 
keepa  the  fiill  idea  of  the  inspired  writer,  and  only  that  as  ftr  as 
he  could  apprehend  it  before  him,  and  never  steps  aside  to  pick 
up  any  hinta,  however  ornamental,  which  are  not  directly  con- 
veyed, or  strongly  implied,  by  the  apostle ;  so  that  not  merely 
in  the  text,  but  in  the  paraphrase,  we  find  ouraelvea  reading  St. 
Paul  htmself,  though  in  a  language  more  accommodated  to  our 
mm  conception,  and  with  an  illustration  which  true  learning, 
deep  attention  to  the  subject,  and  an  uncommon  critical  sagacity, 
emtbled  him  to  afford," 

This  eulogium  is  rather  higher  than  the  merits  of  the  work 
would  justify.  Dr.  Chandler's  sentiments  were  too  incorrect 
on  some  important  subjects,  to  leave  him  capable  of  doing 
full  justice  to  Paul's  Epistles.  He  was  an  Arian,  the  effects  of 
which  appear  in  the  unnatural  coldness  of  his  style  on  some  of 
those  topics,  which  warmed  and  elevated  the  souls  of  holy  men  of 
dd,  as  well  as  in  his  perverted  interpretation  of  various  passages. 
He  was  the  author  of  many  other  theological  performances.  The 
only  thing  of  his,  berides  what  I  have  noticed,  of  an  exegetical 
nature,  is  annexed  to  a  senncm  preached  in  ITiQ,  before  the  So- 
aety  for  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Dissenting  Ministers.  It 
is  a  very  judicious  paraphrase  on  the  eighth  and  ninth  chapters 
of  the  Sd  Epistle  to  the  Corinthians. 

Chappelow,  Leonard,  Prqfes»or  of  Arabic 
M  £&«  unwersity  cf  Camhfidge ;  bom  1683 ;  died 
1768. — A  Commentary  on  the  Book  of  Job,  in  which 
is  inserted  the  Hebrew  text  and  English  transla* 
tioD ;  with  a  Paraphrase  from  the  third  verse  of  the 
third  chapter,  where  it  is  supposed  the  metre  be- 
gins, to  the  Beveuth  verse  of  the  forty-second  chap- 
ter, where  it  ends.     Cambridge,  17A2,  2  voL  4to. 
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Chappelow  is  a  dudple  «f  Schnltena,  to  whoae  learned  wnrit  he 
is  Indebted  for  much  at  his  criticimi.  He  thinks  the  book  of 
Job  wtu  originally  composed  in  Arabic  by  Job  himself,  and  af- 
terwards  translated  into  Hebrew,  and  digested  into  its  present 
fbrmby  one  of  that  nation.  The  prininpal  design  of  it,  he  conceives 
to  be  "  a  vindication  of  the  supreme  power  of  God  over  every 
part  of  the  creation."  His  paraphrase  is  exceedingly  diffuse  ; 
but  the  sentiments  in  general  pretty  much  accord  with  the  usnal 
interpretation  of  the  text.  While  the  schocJ  of  Hntchinson  im- 
properly excludes  the  aid  of  the  cognate  dialects  in  the  interpre- 
tation of  the  Hebrew  Scriptures,  that  of  Schnltena,  Chappelow, 
and  Grey,  is  too  partial  to  Arabic  etymolt^es  and  iUostrations  ; 
and  no  part  of  Scripture  furnishes  such  scope  for  the  exerdae 
of  &ncy  and  critical  conjecture  as  the  book  of  Job.  Chappelow 
edited  the  learned  work  of  Spencer  De  tiegibut  Hthraeontm, 
Cantab.  1727,  ^  ^ol'  fol- ;  and  contributed  considerBbly  to  the 
advancement  of  Oriental  literature  in  England. 

Charnock,  Stephen,  a  &ame(2iV<»tcon;WntM/, 
who  died  in  1680. — The  Works  of  the  late  learned 
divine,  Stephen  Chamock,  B.D. ;  being  several  Dia- 
courses  upon  various  divine  Subjects.  Lond.  1684, 
2  vol.  fol.  1815,  9  vol.  8vo. 

'  The  works  of  Chamock  were  pnblished  after  his  death  by 
Mr.  Veal  and  Mr.  Adams.  They  embrace  elaborate  discooiBes 
on  the  Existence  and  Attributes  of  God ;  onPiviae  Providence; 
cm  Regeneration;  en  the  Doctrine  of  Reconciliation;  on  the 
Death  and  the  Exaltation  of  Christ ;  and  variooa  other  impcff- 
tant  subjects.  None  of  the  writings  of  Chamock  are  properly 
exegetical,  and  yet  they  omtain  a  considerable  parti<H]  of  serijH 
tunl  interpretation,  nixed  with  the  most  important  doctrinal 
and  practical  views.  His  style  is  generally  chaste  and  easy,  r^ 
markably  free  of  that  verbosity  and  clumsiness  which  so  general- 
ly bdonged  to  the  writers  of  his  class  and  period.  I  think  Dod- 
dridge scarcely  does  justice  to  Chamock,  by  representing  his  style 
as  incorrect,  and  his  thoughts  obscure  and  badly  arranged.  Mr. 
Toplady,  on  the  contrary,  eulogises  his  work  on  the  attribotee  in 
the  strongest  manner ;  "  Perspicuity  and  depth ;  metaphysical 
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■nUindty  and  erangelical  nrnplidty ;  immense  learning,  but  ir- 
lefragaUe  reascming,  conspire  to  render  tliat  performance  one  of 
the  moat  inestimBble  productitnis,  that  ever  did  honour  to  the 
sanctified  judgment  and  genius  of  a  human  being."  The  oCtavo 
edition  of  his  works  was  edited  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Parsons  of 
Leeds. 

Chemnitius,  Martin,  a  Lutheran  divine  of 
Brunswick,  who  died  in  1586. — Hannonia  Qua- 
taor  EraDgelicorum,  &c.  Francofurti,  1593,  4to. 
Opt.  edit  Hamburgi,  1704,  3  vol.  fol. 

This  is  a  most  elaborate  Harmony,  in  the  composition  of  which 
sererat  persona  were  engaged.  Chemnitz  b^an  it,  Polycarp 
Lyser  continued  it  from  the  5Sd  chapter,  and  John  Gerhard 
carried  it  on  from  the  Hist  to  the  end.  It  has  often  appeared 
nnder  the  respective  names  of  these  writers.  The  complete  work 
appeared  first  at  Genera  in  16S8,  fol.  It  contains,  besides  the 
Harmony,  an  extensive  and  learned  commentary  on  the  Evange- 
liat»,  iriiich  is  held  in  hi^  reputation  on  the  Continent. 

Choheleth,  or  the  Royal  Preacher,  a  Poem. 
Lond.  1768,  4to. 

This  is  a  poetical  translation  of  the  whole  book  of  Eoclesiastes, 
by  an  anonynions  writ^.  There  are  first,  some  obeerrations  on 
the  dedgn  of  Solomon  in  writbg  this  book,  on  the  r^:Tilarity  of 
its  plan,  and  the  elq^ce  of  its  composition.  The  Tersion  then 
((dlowB,  with  occasional  critical  notes  on  some  of  the  difficult  pas- 
sages. He  has  studied  the  meaning  and  scope  of  the  inspired 
writer  very  closely,  and  the  poetical  diction  possesses  consider- 
able spirit  and  el^ance.  I  quote  a  few  lines  from  the  concluaioii 
of  Solonun'a  description  of  old  age.

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Clagett,  William,  a  clergyman  of  the  Church 
of  England;  bom  1646;  £ed  1688.— A  Para- 
phrase and  Notes  upon  the  first  eight  chapters  of 
the  Gospel  of  St.  John.     Lond.  169S,  8vo. 

Thia  Par&phrase  appeared  at  the  end  of  a  Toliune  of  senorau 
of  Mr.  Clagett,  published  by  his  brotLer,  NicholaB  Clagett.  A  few 
divines  of  the  church  of  England  had  formed  a  plan  for  paraphraa- 
ing  the  whole  Bible,  which  was  never  completed.  Bishop  Kidder 
chose  the  Pentatench,  and  published  it.  Mr.  Clagett  selected  the 
Gospel  by  J«^n ;  but  only  finished  the  fint  eight  chapters.  He 
pablished  big  paraphrase  on  the  sixth  chapter  himself,  in  l6S6 ; 
one  object  of  it  being  to  show,  that  the  Eucharist  is  not  discours- 
ed on  in  that  chapter.  Mr.  Clagett  wrote  on  Tarioua  theological 
subjects.  Among  other  things,  he  attacked  Dr.  Owen's  work  m 
the  Spirit.  His  writiBga  are  not  of  great  valne,«nd  are  now  lit- 
tle known. 

Clakius,  Isidore,  a  BenedieHne  Monk ;.  wcu 
horn  near  Brescia,  in  lUdy,  in  1495,  and  died  in 
1555. — Vulg;ata  edJtio  Veteris  et  Novi  Testamenti, 
adjectia  ex  eruditis  Scriptoribus  scholiis,  etc.  Vene- 
tiis,  1542.  1557>  1564,  fol. 

In  this  wrark,  Clarius  corrects  the  Latin  Vulgate  in  aome  tbon- 
sand  places,  and  yet  admits  that  he  had  not  corrected  all  that 
he  might  have  done.  His  notes  on  the  Old  Testament  are  chief* 
ly  taken  from  the  Annotations  of  Munster.  He  is  one  of  the 
most  learned,  solid,  and  useful  of  the  Cathtdic  interpreters ;  and 
for  hia  freedoms  with  the  Vulgate,  had  the  first  edition  of  his 
work  put  into  the  Index  Expurgatorins.  His  notes  are  printed 
in  the  Critid  Sam,  and  by  PocJe  in  the  Synopsis. 

Clabe,  Samttel,  a.m.  a  leeu-ned  Nonco^fi>nm*t 
mnitter,  veho  died  in  1701. — The  Old  and  New 
Testaments,  with  Annotations  and  parallel  Scrip- 
tures.   Loud.  1690,  fol. 

This  WM-k  is  recommended  by  Owen,  Bates,  Baxter,  and 
Howe.    Except  the  parallel  Scriptures,  however,  it  does  not  ap- 
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pear  tome  to  possess  great  value,  or  to  contaJa  much  origiiud 
expoeitioD.  It  is  generallj  very  judidoiu,  and  is  recommend- 
ed by  tlie  Bishop  ai  Chester. 

Clakke,  Adam,  LL.  D.  a  learned  Methodiat 
preacher. — The  Holy  Bible,  carefully  printed  from 
the  most  cotrtd  copies  of  the  present  authorized 
translation,  including  the  mai^inal  readings  and 
parallel  texts;  with  a  Commentary  and  critical 
Notes.    Lond.  1810,  4to. 

Of  this  elaborate  commentary,  the  whole  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment, and  bU  the  historical  books  of  the  Old,  have  been  publish- 
ed. The  rest  is  in  the  process  of  publication.  From  the  extent, 
and  diversified  nature  of  this  work,  it  is  rather  difficult  to  cha- 
racterize it  in  a  tew  sentoncee.  It  displays  much  learning,  and 
vast  reading.  It  dwells  ireqnently  im  minute  points  oS  compe- 
ratiTely  small  importance,  and  touches  some  other  points  very 
lightly.  It  contains  many  valuable  extracts  from  scarce  and 
expensive  books,  and,  if  not  always  judicious,  is  always  serious 
and  practicaL  The  doctrines  of  Arminius  appear  in  it,  but  are 
not  offensively  urged ;  and  those  who  cannot  afford  to  purchase 
many  bmJu,  will  find  in  the  stores  of  Dr.  Clarke's  Commentary 
valuable  assistance  iat  the  understanding  of  the  Bible. 

Clarke,  Samuel,  DJ).  a  celebrated  clergyman 
qftkeCkurch  ofEn^nd;  bom  1675 ;  died  1729. — 
AParaphraseontbeFourEvangelists.  Lond.  1702, 
2  vol.  8vo. — ^A  Paraphrase  on  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles, 
and  on  all  the  Epistles  ;  by  Thomas  Pyle,  M.  A  2d 
edit.

I  class  these  works  together,  because  they  constitute  a  set  on 
the  entire  New  Testament,  and  are  written  on  the  same  plan. 
Dr.  Clarke  was  a  snpmor  scholar,  and  a  man  who  studied  the 
Bible  with  attention  ;  though  some  of  its  grand  doctrines  were 
not  correctly  understood  by  him.    His  continuator  was  not  per- 
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IiApa  quite  eqnal  to  him ;  bnt  the  work  oa  the  Rerelation  po^ 
sesses  considersble  merit.  Those  who  are  psrtial  to  pikrephrasea 
of  the  Bible,  which  the  autbot  of  this  work  ia  nut,  will  find 
Clarke  and  P;le  nut  inferior  to  the  generality  of  paraphrasts. 
The  writings  of  Dr.  Clarke  on  the  Trinity  contain  a  great  deal 
ei  discussioii  respecting  the  meaning  of  Scripture,  and  occasioned 
Kvoy  extended  controrersy  in  England.  He  seems  to  have  been 
led  into  the  sentiments  which  he  adopted  and  defended,  by  his 
netaphysioal  turn  of  mind,  and  by  pureuing  improperly  the  lan- 
guage of  human  creeds  respecting  the  generation  of  the  Son 
of  God.  The  controrersy  tended  greatly  to  spread  Arianiam 
orer  the  country.  His  wb<de  works  were  published  at  London 
in  1738,  in  4  vol.  foL 

Clayton,  Robert,  Bishop  of  Clo^her;  bom 
tnHubUn,  1695;  t^we;  1758.— The  Chronology  of 
the  Hebrew  Bible  Vindicated ;  Ae  facts  compared 
with  other  ancient  histories,  and  the  difficulties  ex- 
plained, from  the  Flood  to  the  death  of  Moses  ;  to- 
gether with  some  conjectures  in  relation  to  Egypt, 
during  that  period  of  time.    I^ond.  1747,  4to. 

The  Bishop  of  Clogber  was  a  v^  considerable  Hebrew  scho- 
lar and  chronologist.  He  deTends  the  numbers  of  the  Hebrew 
text,  and  maintains  the  Usherian  system  of  chronology  with  a 
great  variety  of  learning.  It  contains  many  observations  which 
deserve  the  attention  of  the  learned  reader.

In  the  above  works,  the  Bishop  endeavours  to  show,  from  a 
comparison  of  the  Prophecies  of  Daniel  and  John,  that  the  dis- 
persion of  the  Jews  will  terminate,  and  the  fall  of  the  Papacy 
toke  place  about  the  year  SOW.    They  relate,  therefore,  not  to 
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Aefint  coning  cf  the  HcMiab,  bat  to  his  ooning  in  the  itste  of 
fff^h'K™  and  gl«7 ;  when,  acowdingto  the  Biahop,  "the  Jem 
are  to  be  lestorod  to  their  own  land ;  and  the  Messiah  shall 
Bake  a  trinmphant  and  a  peraonal  appearance  on  Mount  Zion  ; 
Bt  which  time  the  Jews  and  Genttlee  cihaU  be  onited  into  (me 
pe^de  nnder  Meedah,  their  shepherd  and  King ;  and  all  people, 
mttons,  and  languages  shall  aerre  him."  Whether  the  Bishop's 
Tiewa  en  these  topiea  shall  be  received  or  rejected,  his  learning 
and  ingennity  most  be  admired.

In  this  rindication  there  are  many  things  that  are  important) 
and  moch  that  Is  pernicious.  Many  of  Bolingbroke's  objections 
are  triomphantly  repelled ;  and  there  is  a  great  display  of  learn- 
ed criticism  and  curioos  disquimdon,  not  always  regulated  by  a 
aonnd  judgment.  In  the  last  part,  particularly,  he  uses  great 
freedoms  with  the  natnre  of  angels,  with  the  Scripture  acooont 
«f  the  &11,  and  ctf  redemption,  and  with  the  doctrine  of  the 
Trinity :  some  of  these  topics  were  also  handled  very  loosely  in 
the  fiilhnring  production : 

— An  Essay  on  Spirit,  wherein  the  Doctrine  of  the 
Trinity  is  considered  in  the  light  of  reason  and  na- 
ture, as  well  as  in  the  light  in  which  it  was  held 
by  the  ancient  Hebrews,  compared  also  with  the 
docbine  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament ;  with  an 
Enquiry  into  the  sentiments  of  the  Primitire  Fa- 
thers, and  the  Doctrine  of  the  Trinity  as  maintain- 
ed by  the  Egyptians,  Pythagoreans,  and  Platonists ; 
together  with  some  remarks  on  the  Athanasian  and 
Nicene  Creeds.     Loud.  1751,  8vo. 

This  work,  though  generally  ascribed  to  the  Bishop,  was  only 
an  adoption  of  his.     The  real  authcn-  was  a  yonng  clergyman. 
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beltmgiiig  to  his  diocese,  who  was  afraid  of  pabUabiog  it  in  his 
own  name.  The  Bishop,  liking  the  sentiments  and  plan  of  the 
essay,  wrote  the  dedication,  and  published  it  in  such  a  way  as 
led  it  to  be  generally  believed  that  he  was  the  writer.  It  pn^ 
duced  an  amsring  ccmtroveny,  and  in  the  end  proved  very  di»- 
astroua  to  him.  More  than  from  twenty  to  thirty  writers  ttp- 
peared  in- the  way  of  attack  or  defence.  Among  these,  besides 
anonymous  writers,  were  Mr.  Kirkby,  Mr,  Knowles,  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Jones,  Dr.  Rudd,  Dr.  Scott,  Dr.  Randolph,  Dr.  M'Donnel, 
Archdeacon  Blackbume,  &c.  &c.  ■  The  <Aject  of  the  essay  is  to 
establish  the  inferiority  of  the  Son  and  the  Holy  Spirit  to  the 
Father,  and  to  overthrow  the  doctrines  which  stand  intimately 
connected  with  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity.  Much  learning 
and  ingenuity  were  displayed  on  both  sides.  In  the  issue,  the 
Irish  convocation  determined  to  proceed  against  the  Bishop,  for 
having  openly  impugned  the  faith  of  the  church.  As  there  was 
every  reason  to  expect  that  the  prosecution  would  lead  to  a  de- 
position, the  Bishop  was  thrown  into  such  agitation  of  mind, 
that  it  brought  on  a  nervous  fever,  of  which  he  died  before  the 
process  was  commenced.  He  was  the  author  of  several  other 
publications  besidJes  the  above. 

Cleec,  John  Le,  a  celebrated  critic  and  tnott 
voluminous  writer ;  Prqfesgor  qfJRebrew  and  Selles 
Lettret  tn  the  cdlege  ({f  the  Dutch  Bemonstrants 
at  Amsterdam ;  was  bom  at  Geneva  in  1657,  and 
died  in  1736. — Translatio  Librorum  Veteris  Testa- 
tnenti,  cum  ejusdem  Paraphrasi  perpetua,  Commen- 
tario  Fhilologico,  Dissertatiouibus  Criticis,  Tabu- 
Usque  Chronologicis  et  Geographicis.

This  work,  as  will  appear  from  the  above  dates  of  the  several 
parts  or  volumes,  appeared  at  distant  intervals,  and  is  neither 
uniform  in  its  plan,  nor  equal  in  its  execution.  The  first  vo- 
lume, published  in  l6gS  and  I696,  contained  the  Pentateuch, 
the  translation  and  paraphrase  of  which  are  got  up  with  consi- 
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dovUe  care,  and  the  notes  are  niuneroiia,  and  faii  of  learned  and 
in^enioDB  criticism.  There  are  also  several  dissertAtions  in  it  of 
considerable  length.  The  second  contains  the  remaining  hiatorical 
books  of  the  Old  Testament.  On  these  there  is  no  paraphrase, 
and  the  notes  are  fewer.  The  two  last  volumee,  which  ctotttun 
die  Prophets  and  the  Hagiograpba,  are  mnch  inferior  to  the  for- 
mer ;  the  paraphrase  does  not  extend  to  all  the  books,  and  less 
p«uns  altogether  seem  to  have  been  taken.  The  learning  of  Le 
Clerc  was  profoond,  his  reading  immense,  his  genius  fertile ; 
bnt  few  interpreters  of  Scripture  require  to  be  read  with  great- 
er caution.  There  is  a  want  of  seriousness  in  his  writing ;  he 
speculated  fearlessly  on  the  word  of  God  ;  and  was  both  vain  and 
fanciful.  Harwood  extt^  him,  and  so  does  the  Bishop  of  Lan- 
daff— for  reasons  not  difficult  to  be  understood.  He  denies  the 
in^iration  of  the  Scriptures,  ascribes  many  of  the  miracles  which 
they  reocml  to  natural  causes,  and  explains  away  the  prophecies 
relating  to  the  Messiah.  The  dissertations  contained  in  the  first 
volnme  were  translated  into  English  by  Brown,  and  published 
under  the  fidlowii^  title ;

in  Genesis  explained.  To  which  is  added  a  Dis- 
sertation concemiug  the  passage  of  the  Red  Sea,  by 
another  band.

In  this  work  the  English  reader  will  find  a  tolerably  complete 
view  of  the  opinions  of  LeClerc  on  some  difficult  points.  Sevoul 
of  these  were  taken  up  by  Bishop  Kidder,  in  his  dissertation  pre- 
fixed to  the  Pentateuch.  Of  Kidder's  remarks,  Le  Clerc  com- 
plained ;  and  the  Bishop,  he  informs  us  in  the  preface  to  Exo- 
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diu,  acknowledged  to  him  be  had  bsen  milled  retpectiiig  his 
views,  and  praniaed  that  he  would  remedy  the  evil  of  whidi  he 
had  been  uoconBCunialy  guilty,  in  the  Latin  tranalation  ot  hit 
notes.  I  do  not  adppoee,  however,  that  such  a  Latin  work  of 
Kidder  ever  appeared.

Le  Clerc  translated  Hammond's  Annotations  into  Latin,  and 
added  observations  of  his  own.  This  is  an  English  version  of 
these  additions ;  with  notes  on  the  beginning  of  John's  Goqiel, 
which  are  not  in  the  Latin  wwk.  They  are  much  of  the  same 
character  with  Hammond's,  with  whom  however  he  differs  very 
freely.  The  txxdc  is  necessaryto  complete  Hammond,  and  cm- 
tains  many  things  worth  reading.  Whitby  tells  us,  in  his  pre- 
foce  to  the  New  Testament,  that  he  found  so  many  things  in  the 
animadversions  on  Hammond  in  &vour  of  the  Arians,  that  he 
protracted  his  work  till  he  had  prepared  an  antidote  to  them. 
In  bis  Annotations,  accordingly,  we  find  Le  Clerc's  interpreta- 
tions often  disputed.

An  English  translation  of  this  work,  poorly  executed,  appear- 
ed in  London,  in  1700,  4to.  In  this  Harmony,  the  Gre^  text 
of  the  Evangelists,  and  a  Latin  translation,  are  arranged  in 
parallel  columns  according  to  chronological  order,  and  beneath 
there  is  a  paraphrase,  in  which  the  difficulties,  as  they  occur,  are 
attempted  to  be  removed.  There  are  also  three  dissertations  ; 
tm  the  years  of  Christ's  life ;  on  the  principles  of  the  harmony 
adopted  by  the  author;  and  on  the  writers  of  the  Gospels, 
their  object,  and  the  time  in  which  they  wrote.      The  work 
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codaidenUe  valoe  in  the  dan  of  books  to  which  it 
belwga.

In  this  work  there  are  many  ralnable  obaervadotu  oa  the  art 
<tf  critidam,  porticalatly  on  the  origia  and  best  means  of  cor- 
recting the  fslae  readings,  both  of  the  profime  and  sacred  wrifr- 
ers ;  and  of  ascertaining  genuine  and  spnrious  writings.  There 
is,  at  the  same  time,  a  great  deal  of  specaladcm  in  the  work  ; 
and  his  remarks  on  many  passages  of  Scripture  have  been  con- 
sidered as  dedgned  to  sap  the  finmdatitot  of  some  impmtant 
doctrines  of  Christianity.  Against  this  cho^,  he  endeavoured 
to  defend  himself,  in  a  letter  prefixed  to  his  translatiiMi  of 
Hammood'H  New  Testament.  The  defence  is  by  no  means  sa- 
tisfactory. An  edition  of  the  Ars  Critica,  with  the  addition  of 
a  number  of  critical  letters  by  he  Clerc,  was  published  at  Am- 
sterdam, in  nso,  3  vol.  ISmo.

Xhis  is  an  English  translation  of  a  work  written  by  Le  Clerc, 
under  the  feigned  name  of  Theodorus  Parrhasi.  I  mention  it 
not  BO  much  on  account  of  the  essays  themselves,  as  because 
at  the  end  there  is  a  curious  piece  of  criticism  on  his  own  wtn-ks, 
and  on  scone  of  the  publications  of  his  adversaries.  It  displays 
great  versatility,  and  no  less  craftiness  in  evading  the  declaration 
of  his  real  sentiments  on  various  subjects  on  which  he  had  been 
attacked.  His  (3>ntT0versy  with  Father  Simon,  I  have  noticed 
in  the  account  of  the  works  of  that  acnte  writer.  The  Biblio- 
thecas  of  Le  Clerc  were  among  the  first  spedmens  of  periodical 
critidam ;  they  promoted  the  interests  of  literature  at  the  time, 
and  still  possess  condderable  merit.  He  was  also  the  author  of 
"  Five  Letters  .conceming  the  Inspiration  of  the  Scriptures." 
Lond.  1690,  ISvo.   They  were  answered  by  the  Rev.  W.  Lowtk. 
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Cluvebius,  John,  a  learned  Lutheran  divine, 
minister  qfZHthmar.  He  died  in  163S. — Harmo- 
nia  Evangelistarum.  Rostochil,  1628,  4to.  Ham" 
biirgi,  1701,  8vo. 

This  Harmony  is  founded  on  the  tliree  paaaoven,  and  the  se- 
Teraljoumies  of  Chtist.  It  is  a  small,  and  not  reiy  important 
work  of  its  kind. 

CoccElus,  John,  a  learned  Xhitckman,  profes- 
sor qf  Hebrew  in  the  univerdtyof  Lieyden;  horn 
in  Bremen,  1603 ;  died  in  1669. — Opera.  Amst. 
8  vol.  fol. 

The  works  of  Cocceiua  consist  cliiefly  of  commentaries  on  the 
Scriptures ;  on  the  greater  number  of  the  books  of  which,  he 
composed  expositions,  which  were  at  first  printed  separately, 
and  afterwards  collected  together.  He  was  a  man  of  very  «x- 
tendve  learning,  great  acquaintance  with  the  Hebrew  langoage, 
and  of  unwearied  industry  and  application.  His  judgment, 
however,  does  not  seem  to  hare  been  altogether  in  correspond- 
ence with  his  learning,  and  his  other  qualifications.  Pursuing  an 
opposite  direction  to  Grotius,  and  the  disciples  of  his  school,  Coc- 
ceius  considered  the  literal  sense  of  Scripture  as  entirely  aubor- 
dinate  to  the  mystical  or  spiritual.  Every  thingin  the  Old  Tes- 
tament, he  regarded  as  typical  of  Christ,  or  his  diurch.  This  is, 
no  doubt,  the  less  hurtAil  of  the  two  extremes ;  yet  when  pur- 
sued injudiciously,  it  is  calculated  to  obscure  rather  than  to 
elucidate  the  Scriptures.  TheCommentariesofCocceius,however, 
contain  many  things  which  throw  light  on  the  Bible.  Many  of 
the  Dutch  divines  and  others  adopted  his  general  views;  and 
from  them,  in  a  great  measure,  arose  the  Pietists  of  Germany,  who 
did  so  much  to  revive  the  spirit  of  genuine  Christianity,  and  to 
promote  the  knowledge  and  influence  of  the  sacred  writings. 
Cocceius  was  also  author  of  a  Hebrew  and  Chaldaic  Dictionary,  a 
new  edition  of  which  was  published  in  1777,  with  the  following 
title :

CocKBUKN,  Patrice,  a  native  qf  Scotland,  and 
a  clergyman  <^the  Church  qf  England,  who  died 
in  1749,  in  the  ^\st  year  of  hi*  age. — An  Enquiiy 
into  the  truth  and  certainty  of  the  Mosaic  Deluge. 
LoDd.  1750,  8vo. 

This,  though  a  posthumous  work,  is  (Hie  of  the  most  valuable 
treatisea  on  the  deluge  that  has  been  published.  All  the  diffi- 
culties connected  with  that  important  subject  are  examined  with 
great  candour  and  ability,  and  its  certainty  and  universality 
clearly  established.  The  work  is  divided  into  two  books,  which 
■re  again  subdivided  into  chapters  and  sections.  He  examines 
the  sdiemes  of  a  partial  deluge  proposed  by  Isaac  Vosaius,  Coet- 
logon,  and  Bishop  StilUngfleet,  and  satisiactorily  refutes  them. 
The  length  of  the  antediluvian  year ;  the  longevity  of  the  first 
inhabitants  of  the  world ;  the  period  of  its  duration  to  the  de- 
luge ;  the  great  increase  of  mankind ;  the  provisicni  for  their 
support ;  the  time  of  building  the  ark ;  its  structure  and  dimen- 
sions; and,  in  short,  every  topic  of  interest  relating  to  the  deluge, 
is  discussed  in  this  work  with  ability  and  learning.  The  author 
was  husband  to  the  celebrated  Mrs.  Catherine  Cockbum,  better 
known  than  her  husband,  for  her  poetical  and  literary  talents. 
She  was  the  correspondent  of  Locke,  Warburton,  Otway,  and 
other  eminent  men  of  that  period.  Her  works  were  published 
in  17£1,  in  S  vol.  &yo.  A  life  of  the  authoress  is  prefixed  by  Dr. 
Birch. 

Coke,  Thomas,  LL.D.  a  respectable  minister  of 
the  Wedeyan  Melodist  connexion ;  died  1814.— 
A  Commentary  on  the  Old  and  New  Testaments. 
Lend.  1803,  6  vol.  4to. 

This  is  a  sensibly  written  work  ;  but  neither  critical  nor  very 
profound.  After  the  exposition,  which  is  itself  rather  practical 
than  ex^etical,  there  follows  what  he  calls  inferences,  and  last 
of  all  reflectiont.  Every  thing  important  in  the  work  might  have

been  pat  into  half  th«  sue.  His  friend  Dr.  Adam  Clarke's  w- 
oount  of  it  ia  as  foUowv :"  It  is  in  the  main  a  reprint  of  the 
wOTk  of  Dr.  Dodd,  with  several  retrenchments,  and  some  anim- 
portant  additions.  Though  the  mtgor  part  of  the  nolet,  and  vrva 
the  ^tertoHoit*  of  Dr.  Dodd,  are  here  republished  foUlumt  the 
mUhor't  name ;  yet  all  the  margiiial  readings  and  parallel  tests 
are  entirely  omitted.  Dr.  Coke's  editicm  is  in  general  well  print- 
ed, and  has  had  a  very  extensive  sale.  The  original  work  of 
Dodd  was  both  scarce  and  dear,  and  therefore  a  new  edition  b^ 
came  necessary ;  and  had  the  whole  of  the  original  work  with 
the  marginal  readings,  parallel  texts,  &c  been  preserved.  Dr. 
Coke's  publication  would  have  been  much  more  useful." 

Coleridge,  John,  a  dergyman  in  Devonshire. 

— Miscellaneous  Dissertations,  arising  from  the  17th 
and  18th  chapters  of  the  Book  of  Judges.

These  dissertations  contain  a  new  translation  of  the  above 
diapters,  with  critical  remarks  on  them  and  on  a  number  of  otho: 
passages ;  besides  disquidtions  on  the  Prasenehae ;  on  the  Star 
Gods  ;  aa  the  conversive  Van ;  and  stnne  other  subjects.  The 
aathor  appears  to  have  been  a  man  of  learning  and  research. 

CoLiNAEUS,  SiuoN,  a  Celebrated  printer  at  For- 
ri*. — ^NoTUm  Testamentum  Graecum.  Paris.  1534, 
8vo. 

This  is  a  valuable  and  scarce  edition  of  the  New  Testament. 
Mill  has  entered  into  ail  elaborate  detail  oonceniing  its  critical 
merits.  The  printer  has  been  accused  of  partiality,  for  having 
followed  some  unknown  MSS.  and  Ux  having  adhered  too  close- 
ly to  the  Latin  Vulgate,  and  also  for  occasionally  using  conjectu- 
ral emendation.  From  the  first  charge,  Wetstein  has  completely 
defended  him ;  and  in  t:espect  to  the  third,  which  is  preferred 
by  Beaa,  Michaelis  observes,  that  Beza  has  taken  the  very  same 
liberty  himself.  "  I  have  found,"  says  Harwood,  "  this  Sd 
edition  of  the  Greek  Testament  by  Colinaens,  by  far  the  best 
and  most  correct.  It  is  very  valuable  in  many  respects,  as  ex- 
hibiting,  in  my  opinion,  the  truest  text  of  the  sacred  writers  that 
has  ever  been  published:" 
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CoLLYER,  David,  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  <^ 
Ettgi(md. — The  Sacred  Interpreter ;  or  a  Practical 
Introduction  towards  a  beneficial  reading  and  iho~ 
rough  understanding  of  the  Holy  Bible.  Lond.

This  work  is  not  m  much  kaown  At  present,  as  it  appears  to 
hme  been  when  it  was  first  published.  It  was  then  consider- 
ably respected  in  England,  and  was  also  translated  into  German 
in  17S0.  It  contains  among  other  things,  a  History  of  the  four 
andent  Monarchies ;  a  general  View  of  the  Jewish  Church  to 
the  taking  of  Jenualem  ;  Remarks  on  the  Pentateuch,  the  Pro- 
phets, the  Goapels,  &c  showing  the  design  of  each  book ;  an  exact 
C3iroookigy  of  the  Scriptures ;  a  Dissertation  on  reyealed  Reli- 
gion, and  some  account  of  thoee  who  have  defended  it ;  an  ex- 
planation of  difficult  texts,  &c  It  is  not  a  profound  or  critical 
book  ;  but  is  a  tolerable  introduction  to  the  Scriptnres.  It  Is  in- 
serted in  Bishop  Watson's  list ;  and  is  also  recoromeDded  by 
Bishop  Manh. 

CoLLYER,  William  Benoo,  D.D.  a  dUtenHtig 
minister  in  London. — Lectures  on  Scripture  Facte. 
Lond.  1807,  8vo. — On  Scripture  Prophecy.  Ibid. 
1809,  8to. — On  Scripture  Miracles.  Ibid.  1813, 
8vo.

These  popular  Lectures  embrace  a  mnltitade  of  impcatant 
subjects,  and  afibrd  strong  proofe  of  the  labtnious  diligence  of 
the  well-known  author.  They  do  not  contain  much  biblical  cri- 
ticiam  or  interpretation ;  which  indeed  would  scarcely  have  suit- 
ed the  writer's  plan  and  object.  But  they  contain  many  inter- 
esting views  of  the  diversified  topics  which  they  discuss,  and 
eonstantly  weave  the  leading  principles  of  the  evangelical  sys- 
tem into  every  subject.  The  style  of  composition  in  the  latter 
Tolumea  is  considerably  chaster  than  in  the  fimner  part  of  the 
•erirn.    A  greater  ptvtion  of  sound  scriptural  inftmnation  mi^t 
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have  been  introdnced ;  and  leas  of  the  parade  of  learning  tban 
appears  in  some  of  the  first  volumes,  would  have  rendered  the 
ipork  more  accept^e  and  usefuL 

CONCORDANCES  TO  THE  8CEIPTUEES. 
This  claas  of  boc^  U  of  great '  importance  to  the  Inter- 
preter of  the  word  of  God.  While  the  Scriptures  remained  in 
manuscript,  or  were  not  divided  into  sectiona  and  paragraphs, 
indices  of  their  words  and  phrases  could  neither  be  formed  nor 
used.  As  aowL  as  any  r^ular  diyisions  be^an  to  be  made,  the 
importance  of  concordances,  or  alphabetical  indices,  was  felt,  and 
learned  men  devoted  their  labours  to  form  them.  The  following 
are  the  most  important  works  of  this  description  in  Hebrew, 
Greek,  Latin,  and  English. 

BKBBEW  CONCOBnAMCEB. 

The  first  Hebrew  concordance  was  the  work  of  Rabbi  Mot- 
decai  Nathan,  which  he  b^an  in  1438,  and  finished  in  1448,  af- 
ter ten  years  hard  labour  by  himself  and  some  assistants.  It  was 
printed  at  Venice  in  I5SS,  fid.  by  Dan.  Bomberg.  It  is  entirely 
Hebrew,  and  entitled  The  light  i^the  Way.  It  was  reprinted 
somewhat  more  cmrectly  at  Basil,  by  Frobenios,  in  1581,  and  - 
translated  into  Latin  by  Reuchlin  in  1556;  but  both  the  Hebrew 
and  Latin  editions  are  fiill  of  errors.  These  were  mostly  omrect- 
ed,  and  other  defidenciefl  supplied  by  MutiHB  de  Calabio,  a 
Franciscan  Friar,  who  published

This  large  and  splendid  work  retains  the  Hebrew  text,  and 
also  the  order  and  method  of  Nathan's  Concordance.  It  contains 
also  Reuchlin's  Latin  Translation  of  Rabbi  Nathan's  Explano* 
lion  of  the  Hebrew  Roots,  with  enlargements  by  Calasio;  the 
Rabbinical,  Chaldee,  Syrioc,  and  Arabic  words  derived  fnnn,  or 
g^teeiiig  with  the  Hebrew  roots  in  signification ;  a  literal  Ver- 
sitm  of  the  Hebrew  Test ;  the  differences  between  the  Vulgate 
and  Septnagint  are  marked  ia  the  tnargin ;  proper  Names  of 
Persons,  Places,  etc  It  is  a  very  complete,  but  exceedingly  hea- 
vy work.    Calasio  died  in  I6S0. 
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— Concordantiae  Bibliorum  Ebraicae,  nova  et  artifi- 
dosa  methodo  dispositae,  etc.     Basil.

Thu  ODDcordance  is  the  work  of  John  Buxbirf,  the  father,  but 
ms  pabliahed  by  Mb  mii.  The  ground-work  of  it  is  the  con- 
cordance of  Rabbi  Nathan.  It  is  much  better  tumnged,  more 
correctly  printed,  the  roots  more  disdnctly  ascertained,  and  the 
Dteaning  more  accurately  given.  Buxtorf  bestowed  mnch  labour 
and  attention  on  it;  but  as  the  references  are  madeby  Hebrew  let- 
ters, and  refer  to  the  Rabbinical  divisions  of  the  Old  Testament, 
unless  he  who  coosolts  it  is  very  &mitiar  with  the  Masoretic 
system,  it  will  not  be  of  much  use  to  him.  It  was  abridged  by 
Christian  Rarius,  under  the  title  of

The  concordance  of  Calasio  was  republished  in  London,  under 
the  direction  of  WiUiam  Romaine,  in  1747-1749,  *  vol.  fbl. 
It  is  more  accurate  than  its  prototjrpe ;  but  it  is  a  very  prolix 
work  ;  and  as  only  a  small  edition  was  published,  it  is  become 
•caice.  All  the  crowned  heads  in  Europe,  bis  Holiness  not  ex- 
cepted, were  subscribers  to  this  work. 

— The  Hebrew  Concordance,  adapted  to  the  Eng- 
lish Bible,  disposed  after  the  manner  of  Buxtorf. 
By  John  Taylor,  D.D.    Lond.  1754.,  2  vol.  fol. 

This  is  by  &T  the  nuMt  complete  and  the  most  useful  work  of  the 
kind,  especiaUy  to  the  English  scholar.  It  was  the  fmit  of  many 
years  labour  of  the  industrious  author,  and  has  left  little  more 
to  be  done  in  this  way.  It  was  published  under  the  patronage 
of  all  the  English  and  Irish  Bishops.

Thit  Goncardance,  the  vrtak  of  ChruUan  Ntddiua,  profenor  of 
Theology  at  Copenh^en,  wbcre  he  died  in  1683,  supplied  an 
iroportaat  deaideratum.  It  containa  the  partidea,  or  indeclin- 
able words,  <Mnitted  in  fanner  concordaacea.  It  inrestigatea 
their  varioua  si^fic^ona ;  points  out  the  Greek  particles  whidi 
GorreaptHid  with  the  Hebrew  and  Chaldaic  ones  ;  and  explains 
the  meaning  of  many  paaaagea  of  Scripture,  which  depends  en 
the  &irce  and  connective  power  of  the  indeclinable  worda.  The 
beat  edition  of  NoldiuB  is  that  published  at  Jena,  in  1734>,4te.nn> 
der  the  care  of  Tympius.  It  contains  as  an  appendix  a  Lexicon  tA 
the  Hebrew  Particles,  by  John  Henry  Michaelis,  and  Christ. 
Koerber.  It  is  an  exceedingly  valuable  work,  and  has  been  of 
gieaC  serrice  to  all  who  hare  since  been  employed  on  the  critical 
examination  of  the  Bible. 

OBSEK  CONCOttDANCES  TO  THB  8BPTDAOINT. 

— ^onradi  Kircheri  Concordantiae  Veteris  Testa- 
menti  Graecae  Ebraeis  Tocibus  respondentes,  etc.'

The  aathor  of  this  work  was  a  Jjutheran  minister  at  Augs- 
burg. It  possesses  considerable  merit ;  butj  rather  incrauistenU 
ly  for  a  Greek  concordance,  fallows  the  order  of  the  Hebrew 
words,  placing  the  corresponding  Greek  word  after  it ;  in  con- 
sequence of  which,  it  is  mare  useful  in  consulting  the  Hebrew 
than  the  Greek'  Scriptures.

The  author  of  this  learned  and  most  laborious  work  was  mi- 
nisteriif  Grooingen,  and  published  the  concordance  in  the  84th 
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year  of  hit  age.  He  vu  bcrn  in  1633,  and  died  in  1719.  It  is 
the  moat  accuiste  and  complete  index  to  the  Septiiagint  tliat  hu 
been,  or  is  ever  likely  to  be,  pablikhed.  It  follovB,  as  is  stated 
in  the  title,  the  order  of  the  Greek  words  ;  of  whidi  it  lint  glres 
B  Latin  tmiulation,  and  then  the  Hebrew  word  or  words  for 
^lidi  the  Greek  term  la  used  in  the  Seventy.  Then  the  diffe- 
rmt  places  in  which  they  occur  in  the  Scriptures  follow  in  the 
order  of  the  seveo^  books  and  chapters  ;  the  whole  branch  of  the 
sentence  to  which  they  beloi^  being  inserted  in  the  some  man- 
ner as  in  Cntden's  En^iah  Concordaace.  When  the  word  oc- 
nrs  in  any  of  the  ancient  Greek  translators,  Aqaihij  Symmacbus, 
Theodotion,  the  places  where  it  is  found  are  referred  to  at  the 
end  of  tbe.quotations  from  the  LXX.  The  words  of  the  Apocry- 
pha are  placed  at  the  close  of  each  enumeration.  There  are  two 
indices  at  the  end  of  the  work,  the  tme  Hebrew  and  Chaldaic  ; 
by  etaniining  which,  the  Greek  term  used  in  the  Seventy  for 
any  Hebrew  w  Chaldee  word  is  at  once  seen,  with  the  Latin 
Tersirai,  and  the  place  where  it  is  found  in  the  concordance ;  so 
that  Tromm  serves  tolerably  well  for  a  Hebrew  concordance. 
The  other  index  contains  a  Lexicon  to  the  Hexapla  of  Origen, 
and  comprehends  the  Gredt  words  In  the  Fn^;menta  of  the 
vii  Greek  trandators  puUished  by  Hont&ocon.

By  the 
help  of  it,  we  may  discover  at  one  view  not  only  the  sense  and 
GODStruction  of  a  word  in  dispute,  bat  likewise  the  Hebrew  ex- 
pression  of  which  it  is  a  translation,  and  thus  easily  determine 
whether  a  phrase  be  a  Hebraism  or  not.  It  u  tme,  the  work  la 
incomplete ;  the  Septu(^;int  version  of  Daniel  is  totally  want- 
ing, being  at  that  time  unknown,  and  several  wtmls  in  the  r^ 
mMning  books  are  omitted ;  Imt  these  omissions  are  not  SO  nU" 
nmuua  as  might  be  expected  in  so  many  thousand  words." 

ORBEK  CONCOBDANCBB  TO  THE  NBW  TXSTAIfBNT.

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Tfaia  k  the  first  Greek  concordance  to  the  New  TeBtament, 
and  is  exceedingly  rare.  The  author  was  a  German  Lntheran 
divine,  who  was  bom  in  1500,  and  died  at  Angsbui^  in  1554. 
His  proper  name  was  Birck.

.  concordance,  could  scarcely  admit  that  it  was  the  work  of  the

This  is  a  much  more  correct  and  valuable  work  than  that  of  the 
Stephenses.  The  authw  was  a  Lutheran  divine,  and  professor  of 
the  Greek  language  in  the  university  of  Wittemberg,  where  he 
died  in  1637.  Another  edition  of  Uiis  concordance,  revised  and 
corrected,  was  published  at  Gotha,  in  I717j  with  a  pre&ce 
by  E.  S.  Cyprian.  Of  this  edition,  a  very  beautiful  reprint, 
in  S  vol.  8va.  issued  from  the  Glasgow  university  press  in 
1819.

This  work  partakes  more  of  the  nature  of  a  lexicon  than  of  a 
concordance.  According  to  the  author's  account,  "  By  it  any 
word  may  be  rendered  into  Greek  and  Latin,  English  and  Latin, 
and  Greek  and  English."  Parkhurst  says,  "  it  is  a  perform- 
ance which,  whilst  it  exhibits  the  prodigious  labour  of  its  author, 
can  give  one  no  very  high  opinion  of  his  genius  or  skill  in  the 
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art  of  inatmction.  If  indeed  the  method  and  iogenaity  of  this 
writer  had  been  pn^rtionable  to  liig  indiutrj',  one  might,  I 
think,  oLnost  affirm,  that  he  would  have  rendered  all  future 
Greek  and  English  lexicons  to  the  New  Testament  in  a  great 
measure  superfluous ;  but  by  injudiciously  m^lring  the  English 
translatioa  the  basis  of  bis  work,  and  by  separating  the  etymo- 
logical part  of  the  Greek  &om  the  explanatory,  he  has  rendered 
his  book  in  a  manner  useless  to  the  young  scholar,  and  in  truth 
hardly  manageable  by  any  but  a  person  of  uncommon  applica- 
tion."

CONCOBDANGBS  TO  THE  LATIN  VUJUIATE. 

The  compiler  of  the  first  concordance  to  the  Bible  in  any  lan- 
gnage  was  Hugo  de  St.  Caro,  or  Cardinal  Hugo,  a  Dominican, 
who  died  about  1S62.  He  bad  engaged  in  writing  a  commentary 
on  the  Scriptures,  and  in  order  to  focilitate  this  work,  projected  a 
concordance,  in  whidi  he  is  said  to  hare  employed  nearly  five 
hundred  of  his  brethren.  From  this  work  have  been  derived  all 
the  concordances  to  the  Scriptures  in  the  original  languages.  It 
was  improved  by  Conrad  of  Halbentadt,  who  flourished  about 
1390,  and  by  John  of  Segovia  in  the  following  century.  The 
first  printed  concordance  to  the  Vulgate  appeared  under  the  fol- 
lowing title:

This  is  the  first  conoordauce  to  any  part  of  the  Eng^  Scrip* 
tures.  It  has  no  date,  bat  must  have  been  published  before 
1540.  It  is  probable  from  the  epistle  to  the  reader,  that  it  was 
the  vork  of  John  Day,  assisted  hj  Gybaon  the  printer.

This  is  the  first  English  concordance  to  the  entire  Bible.  The 
account  which  the  author  gives  of  bis  undertaking,  when  sum- 
moned before  the  Bishops  and  condemned  by  them,  is  very  in- 
teresting. "  When  Thomas  Mathews'  Bible  came  first  out  in 
print,  I  was  much  desirous  to  have  one  of  them  ;  and  being  a 
pow  man,  not  able  to  buy  one  of  them,  determined  with  myself 
to  borrow  one  amongst  my  friends,  and  to  write  it  fbrthe.  And 
when  I  had  written  out  the  five  books  of  Hoses  in  lair  great 
paper,  and  was  entered  into  the  boc^  of  Joshua,  my  friend,  Ma». 
ter  Turner  ohanced  to  steal  upon  me  unawares,  and  seeing  me 
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writing  oat  the  Bible,  naked  me  wliat  I  meant  thereby  ?  And 
triien  I  bad  told  him  the  cSiue :  Tush  I  quoth  he,  thon  goest 
about  a  rain  and  tedious  labour.  But  this  were  a  profitable  work 
for  thee,  to  set  oat  a  ccmcordance  in  English.  A  concordance, 
said  I,  what  is  that  f  Then  he  told  me,  it  was  a  book  to  find 
oot  any  word  in  the  whole  Bible  by  the  letter,  and  that  there  was 
aueh  a  (me  in  Latin  already.  Then  I  told  him  I  had  no  learning 
to  go  about  such  a  thii%.  Enough,  quoth  he,  fiir  that  matter,  lot 
it  reqnireth  not  so  mach  learning  as  diligenoe.  And  seeing  thoa 
art  so  painful  a  man,  and  one  that  cannot  be  unoccnined,  it  wer« 
a  good  tacaaae  tx  thee.  He  aocordingly  borrowed  a  Latin 
eoBGordance,  and  had  gtme  through  the  lett^L,  when  his  papers 
were  seized.  When  he  was  set  at  liberty,  as  his  papers  wr« 
Bot  restored  to  him,  he  had  his  concordance  to  begin  again,  irtiich, 
when  ocmpleted,  he  Hhowed  to  a  friend,  who  pr<Dni8ed  to  asatst 
him  in  having  it  presented  to  the  King,  in  order  to  have  It  pab* 
lished  by  his  authority  ;  but  Henry  VUI.  died  before  that  could 
be  broo^t  about.  His  friend,  howerer,  to  whom  he  could  not  say 
nay,  requested  a  copy  of  it,  whidi  he  accordingly  transcribed  for 
him.  When  Edward  VL  was  settled  on  the  throne,  he  renew- 
ed his  thon^ts  of  pnbUshing  his  work,  and  consulted  Grafton  the 
printer  concerning  it ;  ■  who,'  says  he,  in  his  introduction,  '  se^ 
ing  the  volume  so  houge  and  great,  saied  the  chaiges  of  imprint- 
ing thneof  would  not  only  be  importtinate,  but  the  bdtes  when 
finished  would  bear  so  exoeaaire  a  price,  as  few  should  be  able  to  at- 
tain unto  them.'  Wherefore  by  his  advice,  I  yet  once  again  anewe, 
writte  out  the  same  in  Bucii sort,  as  the  work  now  appaeth.''(Town^ 
ley'sBib.Lit.  vol.  iii.  p.  118.)  The  diligence  and  labonrs  of  sudt 
a  man  deserve  to  be  recorded.  The  work  is  necessarily  imper- 
fect, and  refers  to  the  chapters  only,  not  to  verses.  Subsequently 
to  this,  a  number  of  concordances,  or  indices  to  the  Bible,  wen 
published  under  various  titles,  and  possessing  diferait  d^rees 
of  merit.

All  these  were  superseded  by  the  correct  and  invaluable  work 
of  Alexander  Cruden,  entitled,  "  A  complete  Concordance  to  the 
Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament."  17S7,4to.  The 
author  puUished  three  editions  during  his  own  life,  and  sereral 
have  been  published  since  his  death.  The  London  edition  of 
1810  is  the  most  correct.  The  work  is  unccmmonly  complete, 
the  definitions  of  leading  words  remarkably  accurate,  and  the 
references  exceedingly  correct.  The  work  is  in  the  hands  of 
erery  student,  and  requires  no  recommendation  forni  me.  An 
edition  in  royal  8vo.  very  beautifully  printed,  has  just  issued 
itom  the  London  presa. 

— A  Concordance  of  Parallels  collected  from  Bibles 
and  Coramentaries,  which  have  been  published  in 
Hebrew,  Latin,  French,  Spanish,  and  other  Langua^ 
ges,  with  the  Authorities  of  each.  By  the  Rev.  C.

This  is  a  work  of  immenaa  labour,  and  for  occasional  consulta- 
tion may  be  useful ;  but  the  references  are  often  so  numerous 
under  a  single  verse,  that  it  is  scarcely  poasible  to  examine  them 
all,  or  to  perceive  the  design  of  each.  The  margin  of  Scott's 
Bible  is  in  general  far  preferable. 

CoNMOR,  Bernard,  a  learned  Irith  physician  ; 
bom  1666.;  died\Q99. — Evangeliuni  Medici,  seu 
medicina  mystica  de  suBpensis  Naturae  legibus,  sive 
de  Miraciilis  reliquisque  in  Bibliis  memoratie,  quae 
medicinae  indagini  subjici  possunt.

This  is  a  singular  production,  in  which  the  author  endeavours 
to  show,  that  the  miraculous  cures  performed  by  our  Lord  and 
his  apoetlea  may  be  accounted  tat  on  natural  principles.     Dr. 
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Connor  was  a  Catholic;  certainly  not  a  rigid  one.  He  was 
aometime  phyaiciEn  to  the  King  of  Poland,  and  tlie  Electresa  of 
Bavaria.  He  afterwards  returned  and  practised  in  London.  He 
is  said  to  have  abjured  Popery^  but  not  the  doctrines  of  his  book, 
before  he  died.  De  Bure  represents  it  as  very  scarce  and  curious. 
It  contains  sixteen  short  sections.  He  pretends  nut  to  deny  the 
miracles  of  Christianity  ;  but  if  all  he  mBintains  be  admittedi 
the  gospel  of  the  Physician,  and  that  of  the  Apostles  must  be 
very  different.  The  book  made  a  great  noise  at  the  timej 
though  the  anthor  processed  to  have  a  very  hannless  design  in 
the  publication  of  it. 

Cook,  John,  D.D.  Professor  of  Divinity  at  St. 
Andrews. — An  Inquiry  into  the  Books  of  the  New 
Testament.     Edinh.  1831,  8to. 

This  work  contains  the  substance  of  a  course  of  lectures  ad- 
dressed by  Professor  Cook  to  the  divinity  students  at  the  uni- 
versity. They  are  on  a  similar  plan  with  the  lectures  of  Dr. 
Marsh,  and  do  great  credit  to  the  learning,  talents,  and  applica- 
tion of  their  author.  He  treats  of  the  elements  of  theology,  of 
the  interpretation,  the  authenticity,  the  integrity  of  the  text, 
the  purpose  and  etyle,  and  the  divinity  of  the  revelation  of  the 
New  Testament.  On  all  these  subjects  the  work  deserves  to  be 
consulted. 

Cooke,  William,  Greek  Professor  in  the  uni- 
versity of  Cambridge. — The  RevelationB,  translated 
and  explained  throughout,  with  Keys,  Illustrations, 
Notes,  and  Comments,  &c.     Lond.  1789,  8vo. 

A  very  useless  and  trifling  performance ;  and  noticed  here 
merely  to  prevent  the  reader's  being  taken  in,  as  the  authw  once 
was  by  ordering  it. 

Cooper,  Alexander,  a  minister  of  the  Church 
<lf  Scotland,  at  Traquair. — An  Essay  upon  the 
Chronology  of  the  World,  from  the  Creation  to  the 
Birth  of  Christ :  in  which  the  whole  chain  of  time 
in  that  period  is  made  up  and  established  upon 
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Scripture  proems.    With  a  particular  explication  of 
Daniel's  Seventy  Weeks.    Edinb.  1722,  8vo. 

In  thii  vcdume,  the  antliw  endeaToon  to  show  that  the  lengtli 
of  the  Scripture  year  is  mncb  the  Mine  with  the  Julian ;  and 
mniitwpn'F  that  the  numbers  in  the  Hebrew  text  are  correct,  ia 
oppooitiiHi  to  the  numbera  of  the  Septuagint,  Samaritan,  and 
erery  othw  ^jMUxa-  of  chronology.  He  divides  the  whole  into 
tof^t  periods,  or  interrab :  sinne  of  these  he  despatches  v«y 
briefly,  scarcely  noticing  the  diScolties  which  attach  to  his  hy- 
pothesis ;  on  others  of  them  he  dwells  longer,  particularly  (m  the 
last,  or  the  period  which  embraces  the  seventy  weeks  of  DaaieL 
It  is  not  a  book  which  will  satisfy  a  person  who  is  acquainted 
with  the  present  state  of  chronological  and  biblical  science ;  bnt 
it  affords  evidence  that  the  author  stodied  the  Scriptnres  and  the 
histtny  of  the  world  very  cloeely ;  and  was  desirous  of  promoting 
the  hononr  of  the  sacred  volume. 

CoopEH,  JosEVH,  a  learned  Nonconfitrmist;  was 
bom  in  1635 ;  and  died  in  1699- — Domus  Mosaicae 
Claris,  sive  Legis  Sepimentum.  Lond.  1673,  ISmo. 

This  is  a  curious  Latin  work,  written  in  defence  of  the  Ha- 
BOTetic  doctrines  and  punctuation ;  in  which  EUap  Levita,  Ca- 
pellos,  Walton,  Morinns,  Gordon,  enmamed  Huntly,  are  all  at- 
tacked ;  and  the  Buxtorfe,  Owen,  Glasains,  and  the  rest  of  the 
same  school,  are  defended.  Cooper  was  a  pious  and  learned 
man  ;  but  on  this  subject  had  more  seal  than  knowledge. 

Cooper,  Oliver  St.  John,  a  clergyman  e/"  Me 
Church  of  England. — Four  hundred  Texts  of  Scrip- 
ture, mth  their  corresponding  Passages,  explained 
to  the  understanding  of  the  common  People.  Lond. 
1791,  8vo. 

This  small,  but  useful  work  is  arranged  under  the  following 
heads :  Texts— which  appear  contradictory — not  to  be  undei^ 
stood  literally — impn^terly  transited— better  translated  otheiw 
wise— requiring  explanation — wrested  or  perverted— the  para- 
ble*.    It  containa  tmtUvm  in  parvo.

Cope,  Alan,  a  learned  BngUsh  CathoUe,  Canon 
^tke  Vaiiean  Church ;  died  in  exile  tURomeahout

Thia  is  a  kmd  of  Harmony  of  the  GoBpels,  or  rather  a  digeet 
of  the  life  of  Christ,  in  the  wtsds  of  the  ErangeUsts.  The  work 
is  hot  brief;  apA  is  noticed  here  chiefly  because  the  anther  was 
an  Englialunan.     Crow  nieaks  of  him  as  "  eximii  ingenii  nr." 

Cornelius  a  Lafioe,  a  leaned  Frem^  Je- 
guit;  bom  at  Liege  1566;  diedl6S7. — Conimen- 
tarii  in  Sacram  Scriptnram.

This  is  a  moat  yolnminouB  work,  which  De  Bore  says,  many 
learned  critics  r^ard  as  a  chef-d'oeuvre  of  eniditioii.  It  contains 
a  greet  mass  of  learning,  mixed  up  with  l^enda,  &ble8,  and 
many  things  that  are  weak  and  foolish.  It  does  not  include  Job 
or  the  book  of  Psalma.  The  most  valuable  part  of  it  is  said  1^ 
Walch  to  be  the  Conunentary  on  the  Pentateuch,  and  the  Epi»> 
ties  of  Paol. 

CosiN,  John,  Bishop  ^Durham ;  bom  at  Nor- 
wich, 1594  ;  died  1672.— A  Scholastical  History  of 
the  Canon  of  the  Holy  Scripture ;  or  the  certain  and 
indalutate  botAcB  thereof,  as  they  are  received  in 
the  Church  of  England.     Lond.  1673,  4to. 

This  wvrk  contains  a  pretty  aads&ctory  induction  of  the 
endence  for  the  anthentidty  of  the  Scriptures ;  and  of  tlie  dif- 
ferent degrees  of  authority  wreqtect  which  the chnrch  has  attach- 
ed to  the  apocryphal  boiJu.  It  has  long  been  completely  super- 
seded by  the  more  extensive  and  accurate  works  of  Jones,  l«rd- 
ner,  and  Michaelis ;  but  is  still  deserving  of  respect  tot  the  ser- 
vice whkJi  it  rendered  at  the  time^  Cosin  wrote  many  other 
works,  mostly  on  the  Popish  and  Nonconforming  controveraies.

Mr.  Coetard  possessed  a  very  conuderable  portion  both  of 
oriental  and  classical  learning.  On  account  of  the  ftaraer,  he 
was  often  facetiously  called  Rabbi  Cottard.  He  was  a  di8ci|de, 
but  a  moderate  one,  of  the  Hutchinsonian  school;  and  more 
profoundly  versed  in  astronomical  chronology  than  most  men  of 
his  time.  His  obserrations  on  the  book  of  Job  are  ingenious, 
but  not  all  correct.  He-  was  of  opinion,  that  it  was  not  older 
than  the  time  of  the  Babylonish  captivity  ;  and  considered  it  a 
piece  of  exalted  and  regular  eastern  poetry,  of  the  dramatiG 
kind.  He  annexed  to  the  end  of  it,  a  paraphrastic  transleti<Hi  in 
English  verse  of  the  third  chapter  of  Habakkuk.  In  his  letters 
to  Martin  Folkes,  there  is  a  curious  inquiry  concerning  the  con- 
stellations mentioned  in  the  book  of  Job.  In  his  dissertation  on 
the  word  Kenlak,  which  some  liave  mistakenly  supposed  aigni- 
.  fies  a  lamb,  he  has  many  ingenious  remarks  on  the  origin  of 
coined  or  stamped  money.  He  thinks  the  Kesitah  was  a  omnift 
some  sort,  but  not  stamped,  or  of  Hebrew  wigin ;  but  some  Ca- 
naanitish  piece.  He  published  also  an  edition,  with  corrections, 
of  Dr.  Hyde's  learned  work,  De  Religiom  Persarum.  Oxon. 
1760,  4to.    And,  in  a  correspondence  with  Jacob  Bryant,  he  en- 
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deavotmd  to  show  that  the  GotAen  of  Moaes  wtm  the  DelU  of  the 
Greeks ;  in  which  Mr.  Biyaat  did  not  agree  with  him.  Cost- 
ard seems  to  have  been  a  very  learned  and  ingenious  man,  in 
whom  the  power  of  faaej  aod  the  love  of  conjecture  were  more 
marked  than  a  sound  and  well-r^ulated  judgment.  He  had 
■tadied  some  parts  of  Scripture  with  much  attention ;  perhaps 
to  the  neglect  of  other  things  of  weightier  moment.

This  list  has  been  drawn  up  with  great  care,  and  is  very  com- 
plete. The  author  has  availed  himself  of  the  previous  labours 
rf  Lewis,  Ducarel,  (oJ*  rather  Tutet)  and  Gifford,  Cmtwell  and 
Newcome.  There  are  a  few  notes  annexed  to  the  list,  entirely 
bibliographical.  The  list  of  various  editions  of  the  Psalms  in 
prose  and  metre,  contains  many  curious  articles.  Bnt  the  most 
▼aluahle  part  of  the  publication  is  the  Appendix,  in  which  Mr. 
CottiHi  gives  specimens  of  all  the  early  translations  of  the  Scrip' 
tnrei  into  English  ;  besides  accurate  descriptions  of  the  several 
•earce  editions.  He  seems  to  think,  that  he  Has  discovered  in 
the  library  of  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  a  second  copy  of  the  first  edi' 
-tion  of  Tyndale's  New  Testament ;  of  which  that  in  the  Baptist 
Museum  in  Bristol  was  long  considered  the  only  one  in  exist- 
ence. 

Cowahd,  William,  M.D.  a  learned,  but  seeiptl- 
etd  physician;  bom  1656 ;  died  17S5. — Second 
Thoughts  concerning  Human  Soul ;  demonstrating 
the  notion  of  Human  Soul,  as  believed  to  be  a  spiri- 
tual and  immtrterial  Substance  united  to  Human 
Body,  to  be  an  invention  of  the  Heathens,  and  not 
consonant  to  the  Principles  of  Philosophy,  Reason, 
or  Religion.    Lond.  1702,  1704, 8vo. 
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This  wwlt  was  published  under  the  ficdtioos  natne  of  Eatitnns 
Psfchalethes,  and  exdted  so  much  attentivn  and  dislike,  that  it 
was  buntt  by  the  order  of  Parliament.  It  is  an  elaborate  defence 
of  the  doctrine  of  materialism  ;  and  is  mentioned  in  this  place, 
because  of  the  quantity  of  critical  disquisition  on  passages  of 
Soipture  which  it  contains.  It  was  answered  by  Mr.  Jeibn 
Turner,  in  his  Vindication  of  the  separate  Exijitence  of  the  Soul ; 
to  which  Coward  replied,  and  Turner  rejoined. 

CowPEE,  William,  minkter  t^Per^,  and  q^ 
ierwards  Sia/icp  qf  GaUoway,  and  Dean  of  the 
Chapel  Royal,  Edinburgh ;  bom  1566 ;  died  1619. 
—Works.     Load.  1623, 16S9>  1726,  fol. 

The  works  of  Bishop  Cowper  contain,  among  other  things,  a 
-kindof  exposition  of  the  119th  Psalm,  which  he  colls  The  holy 
Alphabet  of  Zion's  Scholars ;  an  Expoaition  of  the  51at  Psabn, 
and  a  Commentary  on  the  Revelations,  which  was  not  pablished 
till  after  the  author's  death.  The  volume  contains  also  a  num- 
ber of  sennona.  Dr.  M'Crie'H  character  of  these  is  very  high, 
and  will  also  apply  to  the  expositions,  which  were  mostly  de- 
livered in  public.  "  They  are  superior  to  perhaps  any  sermons 
of  that  age.  A  vein  of  practical  piety  runs  through  all  his  evan- 
gelieal  instructions ;  the  style  is  remarkable  for  ease  and  fluency; 
aod  the  illastrations  ore  often  striking  and  happy."

Of  Cradock's  works  Dr.  Doddridge  ssys,  "  They  are  very  v^ 
luable ;  and  I  think  I  never  <m  the  whole  read  any  one  author 
that  assisted  me  more  in  what  relates  to  the  New  Testament." 
The  testimony  of  Job  Orton  Is  to  the  same  effect. 
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Cramer,  Daniel,  a  Lu^enm  dergymoH  of 
SteHn,  in  Pomerama.—Sc]io\a.  Prophetica,  &c.

The  prophetic  school  of  Cramer  contains  an  expodtion  of  forty 
important  prophedea  respecting  the  Messiah.  The  great  object 
ef  it  is  to  demonstrate  the  Megsiah&hip  of  Jesus.  His  iatrodnc- 
tion  to  the  prophetic  books  is  said  to  be  nseful ;  and  the  work  on 
the  kingdom  of  Christ  contains,  among  other  things,  an  analysis 
of  the  aecond  Psalm.  He  wrote  many  things  in  German,  besides 
theaboTO  in  Latin. 

Ceanfield,  Thomas,  B.A.  a  clergyman  qftke 
Irish  Church. — ^An  Harmony  of  the  Gospeb),  from 
the  Resurrection  to  the  Ascension  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ ;  in  which  the  English  Narrations  of  the  four 
Evangelists  are  orderly  exhibited  in  appropriate  co- 
'  lumns.  Obsexrations  are  subjoined,  tending  to  in- 
vestigate the  true  evangelical  sense,  reconcile  seem- 
ing discrepancies,  and  defend  the  order  of  the  facta 
laid  down  in  the  Harmony.     I>ubUn,  1795,  fol. 

This  elaborate  title-page  snffidently  explains  the  nature  of 
ihe  work.  It  originated  in  an  academical  exercise,  undertaken 
in  consequence  of  a  theolo^cal  subject  appointed  by  Dean 
Gnves,  then  a  Fellow  of  Trinity  Collc^.  It  was  published, 
with  a  recommendation  by  Drs.  Graves  and  Barrett,  who  give  it 
aa  their  opinion,  that  "  it  contains  much  sccuntte  research,  and 
much  naefiil  infbnnation."  The  testimony  of  two  scholars  of 
mch  eminence  is  entitled  to  the  greatest  deference  and  respect.

The  first  edition  of  thia  immense  work  wu  printed  in  London 
by  Bee,  in  1660,  in  nine  volumes  folio.  It  was  designed  to  be 
a  companion  to  Waltou's  Polyglot,  published  shortly  before. 
The  editors  were  Bishop  Pearson,  John  Pearson,  Anthony  Sicat- 
tergood,  and  Francis  Gouldman.  It  was  reprinted  at  Frank- 
fort under  the  care  of  Gurtler,  in  l6$S,  in  seven  volumes.  In 
1698,  it  appeared  at  Amsterdam  in  nine  volumes ;  and  a  sup* 
plentent  of  two  volumes  more  was  published  in  170O  and 
1701. 

This  collection  contains  on  oil,  or  most  of  the  books  of  the  Old 
Testament,  the  entire  annotations  of  Munster,  Vstabalns,  Cas- 
talio,  Clarius,  Drusius,  and  Grotius ;  brief  annotations  of  Fa- 
gius  on  the  Chaldaic  Paraphrase  of  the  Pentateuch,  and  his  loiger 
exposition  of  the  first  four  chapters  of  Genesis ;  the  commenta- 
ries of  Masius  on  Joshua ;  the  annotations  of  Codurcus  on  Job  ; 
of  Pricaeus  on  the  Psalms  ;  and  of  Bayne  on  the  Proverbs  ;  the 
commentary  of  Forerius  on  IsaJah  ;  that  of  Lively  on  Hosea, 
Joel,  AmoS,  Obadiah,  and  Jonah ;  of  Badwell  on  the  Apocry- 
pha ;  and  Hoeschel  on  Ecclesiastes,  &c 

On  the  New  Testament,  it  contains  the  collations  of  Valla, 
with  the  animadversions  of  Kevins ;  the  annotations  of  Erasmus, 
Vatahalua,  Castalio,  Clarius,  Z^erus,  and  Grotius :  on  particalar 
places,  and  subjects  of  the  New  Testament,  Munster,  Drusius, 
Scaliger,  Casaubon,  Cameron,  Lud.  Capellus,  Jac.  Capellus,  Gu- 
altperius,  Schultetus,  and  Pricaeus.  There  are  also  a  num- 
ber of  pbiloli^cal  tracts  and  dissertations ;  such  as,  John  Gregory's 
Notes  and  Observations  ;  Fagius's  Cmnparisoa  of  the  principal 
Translations  of  the  Old  Testament ;  Cartwright's  MelUJwium 
Ebraicum  ;  Drusius  on  the  Mandrakes ;  Jos.  Scaliger  and  Ama- 
ma  on  Tythes  ;  Lud.  Capellus  on  the  Vow  of  Jephthah  and  Cor- 
ban ;  Pitfaoeus  De  Lalinis  BUtliorum  Inierpretationibiu  ;  Hoeti- 
us  De  fahrica  Arcae  Noae;  Rittershusius  De  Jure  Aii/lorum  ; 
Allatius  De  Engasl/yimUho  ;  Montanus  on  Jewish  Antiquities ; 
Bertram  and  Cunaeiu  on  the  Hebrew  Republic ;  Waser  on  the 
ancient  Coins  and  Measures  of  the  Hebrews,  Chaldeans,  and  Sy- 
rians ;  and  many  others  of  a  similar  description. 

That  this  collection  contains  much  that  is  valuable  must  be 
obvious ;  it  also  contains  a  great  deal  of  a  different  description. 
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Hie  seotimenta  and  opinioiu  recorded  in  it  are  of  a  vray  discord- 
aat  nature  on  many  points ;  and  the  discusaions  are  mostly 
critical  or  philological ;  or  on  points  of  cranparatively  small  im- 
portance. Father  Simon,  after  criticising  some  of  the  leading 
writers,  says  rery  justly  of  the  Criiici  Sacri,  there  are  many  re- 
petitions in  it,  many  things  that  might  have  been  left  out,  and 
many  ^lings  that  might  have  been  inserted.  The  opinicNi  of 
Walch  {\  substantially  the  same.  It  is  convenient  to  have  the 
labours  of  so  many  distingniahed  scholars  bronght. together;  yet 
eventhenthelabourofcmisaltingthemisverygreat.  Thislabcnir, 
however,  is  mach  reduced  by  the  Synopsis  of  Poole.  A  second 
supplement  to  the  Critici  Sacri  was  published  in  17SS,  entitled 
Thetaurus  JVmrtu  Theologico-PhUologiciu,  etc.  Amst.  S  vol.  foL 
The  supplements,  it  is  said,  are  not  of  very  great  importance. 

Cross,  Walter,  an  EngUsk  dissenting  mini- 
tter,  who  died  in  1701. — The  Tagbmical  Art :  or 
the  Art  of  expounding  Scripture  hj  the  Points. 
usually  called  accents.     Lend.  1698,  Svo. 

This  corioaa  book  is  written  with  great  abundance  of  confi- 
dence, and  vast  lack  of  intelligence.  In  various  respects,  it 
resembles  Boston's  Stigmatolt^.  The  whole  system  is  base- 
less, visionary,  and  useless.  The  latter  part  of  the  work  contains 
illnstratifHis  of  the  application  of  the  doctrine,  some  of  them 
carious  enough.  The  rhetorical  rules  for  the  use  of  the  learner 
at«  in  veise ;  of  which  take  the  following  specimen :

Croxall,  Samuel,  a  clergyman  (jfthe  Ckurek 
f^  England,  who  died  in  1753. — Scripture  Poli- 
tics :  being  a  view  of  the  original  constitution  and 
subsequent  revolutions  in  the  government,  religious

and  dvili  of  that  people,- out  of  whom  the  Saviour 
of  the  world  was  to  arise,  aa  it  is  contained  in  the 
-Bible.    Lond.  1735,  Svo. 

This  ia  inteoded  by  way  of  an  introduction  to  the  Old  Testa- 
ment, and  ia  not  a  book  of  much  imp«vtanoe.  It  contain!  obser- 
ratioiu  on  the  Moeoic  law ;  on  the  Holy  land  j  on  the  origin  of 
the  pec^le  of  Israel ;  on  their  reli^ouB  ritea  and  ceremonin ; 
on  tbeir  military  a&in,  and  scnae  other  topics.  Mr.  Croxall 
fblkiWB  Sigonins  in  his  method,  and  in  irane  other  things.  Ha 
rery  pnqverly  maintaiuB  that  "  the  whcJe  scope  of  the  sacred  wri* 
tings  i^pears  tobe  the  salvation  of  manlrind  throu^  Jeaos  Christ ;" 
but  does  not  proeecute  this  view  of  them  very  succeflsfnlly. 

Cbuden,  Alexandeb,  a  native  of  Aberdeen : 
horn  1701 ;  ^ed  1770. — A  Complete  Concordance 
to  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ment :  or  a  Dictionary  and  Alphabetical  Index  to  the 
Bible.    Lond.  1787,  4to. 

Though  the  work  of  Cmden  is  noticed  under  the  article  Con- 
COBDANCB8  in  this  Bibliotheoa,  the  valnable  lervioe  whidi  the  ao- 
thmr  has  rendered  to  the  student  of  the  Bible  entitles  him  to  a 
distinct  memorial.  Previonaly  to  the  appearance  of  this  work, 
all  the  concordances  to  the  English  Scriptures  were  very  in- 
aoeurate  and  incomplete.  Cruden  laboured  hard,  and  succees- 
fnlly,  to  supply  the  great  desideratum ;  and  since  his  time  no 
work  has  yet  superseded  it.  The  late  Mr.  Scott  appears  to  have 
done  a  good  deal  towards  a  new  concordance,  and  remarks, 
(Life,  by  his  Son,  p.  490,)  that  "  the  errors  and  defidencies  in 
Cmden  are  tenfold  more  than  are  generally  suspected."  This  is 
a  strong  assertion,  which,  with  all  deference  to  the  authcffity 
of  Mr.  Scott,  I  should  conceive  it  would  be  difficult  to  make 
good.  His  son,  however,  makes  a  very  important  intimation, 
"  that  a  topical  index  to  his  father's  Commentary,  upon  a  plan 
approved  by  himself,  is  in  a  course  of  preparation,  and  that  the 
whole  mass  at  his  Other's  papers  pmaining  to  the  Comxvdanoe 
ia  in  the  hands  ot  the  person  best  qualified  to  turn  them  to  account. 
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if  that  should  be  judged  practicable  and  expedient."  It  ia  not 
unlikely  that  Cmden,  conected  and  improved,  will  still  retain  his 
place  in  Engjiah  literatore.  The  unfortunate,  but  excellent  au> 
tbor  long  laboured  under  the  heaviest  of  human  malBdi«»— ^nen* 
tal  alienation.  While  capable  of  conducting  himself  with  pro- 
priety, he  was  a  member  of  the  Independent  Church  in  Lraidan, 
onder  Doctor  Guyse.  He  was  found  dead  on  his  knees,  on  the 
1st  irf  November,  1770. 

CuDwoETH,  Ralph,  D.D.  a  eelebraied  Eng- 
lith  divine ;  bom  1617 ;  ^ed  1688.— The  True  In- 
tellectual System  of  the  Universe ;  Uie  first  part ; 
wherein  all  the  Reason  and  Philosophy  of  Atheism 
is  confuted,  and  its  impc^sibility  demonstrated. 
Lond.  1678,  fol.  Ibid.  1743,  S  rol.  4to.  with  Life, 
by  Birch. 

This  is  not  properly  a  biblical  work ;  but,  as  connected  witfa 
the  most  important  subject  of  religion,  and  as  an  immense  mi^a- 
xine  of  Uaming  and  research,  it  would  he  wrong  to  omit  it  hera> 
It  oontains  the  greatest  mass  of  learning  and  argument  that  ever 
was  brought  to  bear  on  atheism.  A  thousand  folio  pages,  full 
ct  learned  quotations,  and  references  to  all  heathen  and  sacred 
antiquity,  demonstrate  the  fertility  and  laborious  diligence  of 
tlie  author.  And  whoever  wishes  to  know  all  that  can  be  said  re- 
specting liberty  and  necessity,  fate  and  free  will,  eternal  reason 
and  justice,  and  arbitrary  omnipotence,  has  only  to  digest  the 
Intellectual  System.  The  work,  unfortunately,  is  very  repulsive 
in  its  style,  and  also  perhaps  somewhat  in  its  subject.  It  abounds 
with  Greek  and  Latin  quotations,  and  ia  full  of  digressions  and 
redundancies,  besides  being  generally  nig^  and  inharmonious 
in  its  language.  It  is  only  (notwithstanding  its  size)  a  small 
part  of  the  plan  which  the  learned  author  had  projected,  and  a 
great  part  of  the  material  of  which  he  left.  A  very  excellent 
abridgment  of  the  work  was  published  by  the  Bev.  Thomas  Wise, 
in  1706,  Lond.  S  vol.  8vo.  On  the  other  hand,  a  Latin  transla- 
tion of  tke  complete  work,  by  John  Lawrence  Moehetm,  appeared 
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at  Jena,  in  nss,  in  S  vol.  folio,  and  at  Z^yden  in  1773,  S  voL, 
Uo.  It  is  illustrated  with  Notes  and  Diasertations,  by  the  trans- 
lator. Dr.  Cudworth  waa  greatly  attached  to  the  study  of  Plato, 
and  in  aeveral  respects  appean  to  hare  been  misled  by  the  Pla- 
tonic PhiloBophy.  It  is  important  for  ChriadBii  divines  to  re- 
member the  Apostle's  langn^e  about  "  a  felae  and  deceitful  phi- 
losc^hy."  Dr.  Cudworth  left  a  great  quantity  of  biblical  and 
theological  papers,  (now  in  the  British  Museum,)  some  of  which 
entitle  him  to  a  place  among  writers  in  biUical  literature,  as 
will  appear  by  a  reference  to  our  article  on  Dodd's  Bible.  Bishop 
Bamet  says  of  him,  "  He  was  a  great  man  in  all  parts  of  learn- 
ing, divine  and  hnman ;  an  honour  to  Etnanael  Collq^,  where 
he  was  educated,  to  Christ's  Collie,  where  he  afterwards  pre< 
aided,  to  the  whole  university  of  Cambridge,  which  he  adorned  ; 
and  to  the  church  and  age  in  which  he  lived." 

CULBEBTSON,  RoBERT,  a  minister  of  the  Seeea- 
gion  Churek,  Leith ;  died  1823. — Lectures,  with 
Practical  Observations  and  Reflections,  on  the  Pro- 
phecies of  John,  &C.     Edinb.  1818,  2  vol.  8vo. 

This  expository  work  begins  with  the  fourth  chapter,  and  pro- 
ceeds to  the  end  of  the  book  of  Revelation.  It  is  rather  tedious, 
but  always  sensible.  There  are  seventy-eight  Lectures  in  all,  be- 
sides a  Dissertation  at  the  end  of  the  second  volume,  on  the 
Origin  and  Termination  of  the  Antichristiaa  Apoatacy.  The 
author  thinks  that  the  battle  of  Armageddon  commenced  in  1815, 
and  that  it  will  issue  in  the  total  subversion  (tf  evtiry  kind  of 
power  with  which  the  popes  pretend  to  be  invested.  Like  many 
other  interpreters  of  the  Revelation,  Mr.  Culbertson  dwells  too 
much  on  the  secular  affairs  of  the  world,  and  r^ards  popery  too 
exclusively,  as  the  subject  of  John's  prophecies. 

Cumberland,  Richard,  Bishop  of  Peterbo- 
rou^;  horn  1682;  ^Ued  1718 — An  Essay  to- 
wards the  Recovery  of  the  Jewish  Measures  and 
Weights,  comprehending  their  Monies  by  the  help  of 
ancient  Standards,  compared  with  ours  of  England  ; 
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useful  also  to  state  many  of  those  of  the  Greeks, 
Romans,  and  Eastern  Nations.    Lend.  1686,  8vd. 

This  worlc  was  originally  designed  to  be  omnected  with  a 
series  of  brief  annotations  on  the  whole-  Bible,  to  be  furnished 
by  divisea  of  the  Church  of  England,  of  which  Bishop  Kidder 
published  a  specimen  on  the  Pentateuch.  The  design,  however, 
miscarried.  The  discourse  on  Jewish  wei^tsand  measares  dis- 
covers great  sagacity,  learning,  and  research.  The  subject  is 
attended  with  many  difficulties,  which  the  Bishop  of  Peter- 
borough combats,  perhaps  as  successfiilly  as  oould  reasonably  be 
expected.  The  work  was  attacked  by  Bernard  in  a  Latin  work 
(m  the  same  subject,  published  two  years  after  ;  but  it  is  highly 
spoken  of  by  Le  Clerc. 

— Sanchoniatho's  Phoenician  History,  translated 
from  the  First  Book  of  Kusebius  de  Preparatione 
Erangelica,  etc.    Lond.  1720,  8vo. 

This  is  a  curious  and  learned  work,  on  which  the  Bishop 
bestowed  much  labour.  Besides  the  translation  of  Sanchoniatho, 
from  Eusebius,  there  is  a  continuation  from  Eratosthenes,  and 
many  illustrations  of  a  historical  and  chronological  nature,  which 
tend  to  establish  the  Scripture  history  and  chronology.  Perhaps 
there  are  more  learning  and  labour  thrown  away  on  these  frag- 
ments, than  their  importance  deserves. 

— Origines  Gentium  Antiquissimae.  Or  Attempts 
for  discovering  the  times  of  the  first  planting  of 
nations.    In  several  tracts.    Lond.  1734,  8vo. 

This,  as  well  as  the  ibrmer,  was  a  posthumous  publication  ; 
but  it  is  of  more  importance,  and  discovers  great  learning  and 
reading.  It  contains  a  discourse  on  Genesis  xxsvi.  concerning 
the  settlement  of  Esau's  family  from  Mount  Seir  to  El-paran, 
the  ancient  seat  of  the  Horites,  and  of  the  government  of  that 
land  beibre,  and  after  their  settlement ;  a  discourse  on  Deut.  iL 
iS,  on  the  Avhiu  which  dwelt  in  Hazerim,  and  the  Capht»- 
rims,  whidi  destroyed  them,  and  dwelt  in  their  stead;  notes  on 
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the  tyndiiomaaa  of  Canaan  and  Egypt ;  <m  the  pooalUlitjr  of  a 
sufficient  increase  of  men  froni  the  three  sons  of  Noah,  to  a 
number  lai^  enoogfa  to  found  all  the  nations  mentioned  in  the 
oldest  credible  histories,  and  that  in  the  times  assigned  to  their 
fbnndati<»u,  agreeably  to  the  Hebrew  accoonts ;  an  appendix 
to  this  chapter,  ctmtainlng  various  dissertatbns ;  proofs  from 
Scriptnre  and  from  heathens  of  the  Assyrian  empire  befiffe 
Nabonassar ;  a  discourse  endearooring  to  ccmnect  the  Greek  and

They  are  very 
similsr  to  some  of  the  investigationg  of  Michaelis  and  Bgdiart, 
and  are  pnrsued  with  similar  ingenuity  and  diligence.

This  work  was  republished  in  1703,  in  4to.  by  Nicbolai,  with 
ki^  notes.  It  was  translated  into  English  by  C.  B.  in  l65S, 
ISmo.  It  was  also  translated  into  Dutch  and  French.  It  forma 
the  first  pert  ii£  Basnage's  work  on  Jewish  antiqiUties,  which 
i^^eared  at  Amsterdam  in  1718;  in  S  vtd.  Sro.  The  continen- 
tal professors  were  accustomed  to  lecture  on  the  work  of 
Cunaeus ;  but  erery  thing  valuable  in  it  is  now  to  be  fottnd 
in  I^ewis,  Jennings,  and  other  English  writers  on  Jewish  af- 
tan.

Mr.  Cimiiighaine  deserrn  well  of  every  friend  to  nrelation 
6x  hJB  seal  and  peraererance  in  defending  its  eTidencea  and 
illustrating  ita  aubjecta.  The  prophecies  bare  occnpied  a  con- 
■iderable  portkni  of  his  attention  ;  and  few  worka  wbicli  hart 
htdj  appeared  on  the  Apocalypse  hare  higher  claimg  to  the 
diBTBCter  of  research  and  ingennity.  Many  of  hia  remarks  on 
the  seals  and  trumpets  are  original  and  well  anpported.  That 
tCHne  of  big  calculations  are  incorrect,  the  erent  has  already 
shown ;  but  much  that  remains  is  ralnable,  and  unaffected  by 
any  mistakes  respecting  the  commencement,  or  the  temdnation 
(tf  the  ISSOdays. 

CuRCELLAErs,  STEPHEN,  a  leomed  crUic,  born 
at  Geneva,  1586  ;  becatae  Frqfessor  of  Theology  <U 
Amsterdam  in  theplace  of  Episcofnut ;  anddiedin 
167s. — Novum  Testamentum  Ghraece,  studio  et  la- 
bore  Steph.  Curcellaei.  etc.  Amst.  1658. 1675. 1685. 
1699, 12mo. 

These  are  very  beautiful  and  correct  editions  of  the  Greek 
Testament.  The  text  follows  that  of  the  ElseTirs ;  but  the 
punctuation,  parallel  passages,  and  ntrious  readings,  hare  been 
censured  by  some  critics.  It  contains  the  greatest  collection  of 
▼arions  readings  that  was  published  before  Walton's  Poly- 
glot. We  owe  much  to  CurcellaeuB,  says  Wetstein,  "  for  har* 
ii^  been  the  first  who  excited  a  spirit  of  critical  inquiry  con- 
oeniing  the  New  Testament,  which  kind  of  pursuit  was  after- 
wards improved  upon  by  Fell,  and  brought  to  perfectiiHi  by 
Mill." 

Daille,  John,  a  learjied  French  proteatant  mu 
nitter ;  bom  1594 ;  died  1670. — ^De  Usu  Patnim,

This  learned  and  important  work  appeared  first  in  Frendi  la 
l63S,  and  was  translated  into  English  under  the  title  of  "  A 
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TKfttueconceRiJi:^  the  right  nae  of  ibe  Fathers,  in  .the  DecisioB 
gf  the  Controreraies  that  are  at  this  day  in  Religion."  Lond.  l651, 
4to.  The  great  object  of  this  work,  in  which  the  aathor  com- 
pletely racceeds,  is  to  establish  the  supreme  and  exclumre  antho- 
rity  of  the  Scnptores,  and  to  show  ihc  nselesaneas  and  fi^y  of 
appealing  to  the  Fathers  for  the  determining  of  modem  contn^ 
reraiea.  He  at  the  same  time  assigned  to  them  their  proper  place, 
as  writers  and  anthoritiea.  Warburton  characterizes  it  as  a  work 
of  "  nncommon  learning  and  strength  of  argument ;  which 
brought  the  Fathers  fnnn  the  bench  to  the  table ;  and  which 
may  be  truly  said  to  be  the  storehouse,  from  whence  all  who  have 
since  written  popularly  on  the  character  of  the  Fathers  have  de- 
rived their  materiala."  Daill^  was  the  author  of  many  other 
learned  works  both  in  French  and  Latin.  His  discoursea  on  the 
Colossians  were  translated  into  Ei^lish,  and  published  in  1672, 
with  a  preface  by  Dr.  Owen.  It  ia  necessary  to  remark,  that 
the  English  translation  of  both  these  works  is  very  badly  exe- 
cuted.

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Thne  works,  by  Lord  Hailes,  are  among  tlie  moit  elegant 
specimens  of  translation,  and  discover  a  profound  acquaintance 
with  the  most  minate  drcumstances  of  early  Christian  antiquity. 
They  furnish  occasiouilly  some  happy  illustrations  of  Scripture, 
and  discover  great  acuteness,  as  wdl  as  great  learning.  Some  of 
the  docnments,  printed  and  translated,  are  exceedingly  interest- 
ing and  corions ;  and  the  illustrative  notes  of  them  are  admirable 
displays  of  the  ^il^est  qualitiee  of  intellect  and  disposition. 
Lfffd  Hailes  was  one  of  the  most  fbrmidahle  antagonists  of  Gib- 
bon. His  Inquiry  into  the  seccmdary  Causes  is  a  most  trium- 
l^iant  BXpoBuie  of  the  sophistry  and  misrepresestations  of  that 
artful  VTiter.  The  preceding  works  are  now  become  scarce ; 
but  I  know  not  a  higher  treat  which  can  be  enjoyed  by  a  culti- 
vated and  carious  mind  than  that  which  they  afford.  "  They 
would  have  been  admired,"  says  Dr.  Erskine,  "  in  days  when 
the  knowledge^  of  sacred  critidsm  was  less  rare,  and  when  the 
value  of  it  was  more  justly  estimated."  1  trust  this  reproach 
will  speedily  be  wiped  away.  The  Remains  of  Christian  Antl- 
qnity  reposed  in  bales  at  the  bookseller's  for  many  years.  Copies  . 
of  them  are  now  eagerly  bought. 

Dannhaueeus,  Jo.  Conead,  a  learned  Ger- 
man theologian  qfthe  seventeenth  century  ;  died  in 
1651.

In  these  works,  there  are  many  important  obseirationB  on  the 
rninciplea  and  proper  method  of  interpreting  the  Scriptures. 
Danhauer  had  correct  views  of  Scripture  truth,  as  well  as  pro- 
per  sentiments  respecting  the  mode  of  eliciting  and  stating  it. 
He  wrote  on  a  variety  of  biblical  subjects  besides  the  above ;  and 
is  one  of  the  old  German  school,  whose  writings  may  be  perused 
with  safety  and  profit.

TliiB  is  one  of  the  best  Latin  Tenivns  of  the  Old  Teettunent 
made  in  modem  times.  Ita  author  was  profoundly  versaBt  in 
the  oriental  tonguee>  and  in  the  criticism  of  the  Bible ;  and  de- 
voted many  yean  to  this  important  translation.  He  was  eri- 
d«ntly  inclined  to  the  pemidons  doctrines  of  the  modem  Ger- 
man school ;  but  they  are  not  so  offensiTely  obtruded  in  this,  as 
in  Bome  other  works.  Dathe  never  acts  the  paraphrast,  nor  is  He  a 
literal  translator ;  but  he  always  studies  to  gire  the  genuine  sense 
of  the  Hebrew  writers  in  correct  Latinity,  and  often  encceeds  to 
admiration.  His  notes  are  not  numerous,  seldom  very  long,  and 
are  almost  entirely  philolt^cal.  The  Scholia  of  Rosenmiiller, 
who  was  a  great  admirer  of  him,  may  be  considered  as  notes  on 
the  text  of  Dathe.  After  his  death,  Rosenmiiller  edited  a  col- 
lection of  his  Ojmtcula  ad  critm  ei  interpreiationem  Veterii  Te- 
ttamenti  ijiectaiitia.  Lipsin,  1 799,  Sto.  This  wotk  is  necessary 
to  complete  the  translation.  Dathe  edited  the  improved  edition 
of  GlasBina's  Philcdogia  Sacra,  Lips.

DATTB0Z,  Charles,  a  French  protestant  divine ; 
mu  bom  about  1670;  retired  to  England  on  the 
revocation  qf  the  edict  qf  Nantfi,  where  he  died 
vicar  <^  BrotherUm,  in  Yorkshire,  in  1740. — A  per- 
petual Commentary  on  the  Revelation  of  St.  John ; 
with  a  Preliminary  Discourse  concerning  the  Prin- 
ciples  upon  which  the  said  Revelation  is  to  be  un- 
derstood.

The  ori^nal  work  by  Dauhnz  himself,  entitled,  "  The  Reve- 
lations literally  translated  from  the  Greek,"  was  published  in  Lon- 
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don  in  17S0,  felioj  but  this  is  the  most  useful  edition,  u  the 
■irangemeiitaiidlaiigiiageoftlieworkuegTeBtly  improved.  Ttya 
STtnlwlical  Dictionary,  in  which  the  symbols  used  in  the  book  t^ 
Rerelation  are  explained  by  their  use  among  eastern  nations, 
and  in  other  parts  of  Scripture,  is  of  great  importance  for  onder^ 
standing  the  prophecies  in  general.  After  this,  follows  the  inter- 
pretatiui  of  the  book,  according  to  the  ascertained  meaning  of 
these  symbols.  It  is'  one  of  the  most  important  works  on  the 
Berelation  ;  and  has  been  of  great  service  to  subsequent  writ- 
en  on  that  obscure  book.

This  exposition  is  the  substance  of  Lectures  read  by  the  au- 
thor, while  Lady  Margaret  professor  at  Cambridge.  The  merit 
of  it  is.  In  some  measure,  evident  from  the  number  of  editions 
througli  which  it  passed  in  a  few  years.  The  Bishop  pays  con- 
riderable  attention  to  find  out  the  literal  sense,  as  well  as  to  il- 
lustrate the  doctrinal  and  practical  meaning  of  the  epistle.  Walch  , 
commends  it ;  and  the  learned  author  of  the  Synopsis  speaks  of 
Davenant  as  an  int^^reter  fiir  above  his  praise.  The  Bishop 
was  a  Calviniit,  and  a  commiwioner  from  the  English  chnreh  to 
the  synod  of  Dort,  where  he  was  treated  with  great  respect. 
His  royal  master,  James,  used  him  in  a  very  different  manner, 
for  meddling  with  the  predestinarian  contrarerey  in  a  sermon  in 
bis  presence. 

David,  Holt,  and  his  old  English  Translators 
cleared,  &c.    Lond.  1706,  8vo. 

This  is  a  curious  book,  but  of  no  great  value.  It  cwtains  a 
kind  of  historical  account  of  the  translators  and  translation  of  ' 
the  Psalms,  accmding  to  the  great  Bible,  and  a  general  de- 
fence of  this  old  translation  against  all  cavils  and  objections.  It 
displays  little  judgment,  and  a  want  of  correct  information  on 
some  of  the  ptnnts  on  which  it  treats.  I  know  not  who  was 
the  author. 
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Dawson,  Abraham,  a  clergyman  qf  ike 
Church  (^  England,  rector  of  Ringfield  in   Siu-

Dr.  Geddea  coraplimetits  the  anthor  of  the  ftbove  workg,  with 
the  quaint  title  of  "honest  Abraham  Dawson."  He  was  certainly 
tinctored  a  little  with  the  Doctor's  liberality,  or  rather  scepticism 
on  some  points.  He  denies  the  prophetical  nature  of  Noah's  pro- 
phecy, and  the  reference  to  the  Messiah  in  the  blessing  of  Abra- 
ham ;  and  seems  to  think,  that  the  Mosaic  account  of  rariaus 
early  occurrences  is  little  better  than  a  piece  of  ancient  mytholo- 
gy. In  some  passages,  he  improves  upon  the  common  transla- 
tion; but  on  the  whole,  his  works  add  nothing  of  great  import- 
ance to  oar  biblical  apparatus.  The  monthly  reviewers  pronoun- 
ced him  an  infidel,  the  reason  of  which  Dr.  Geddes  pretended 
not  to  be  able  to  conceive. 

Dawson,  Thomas,  D.D.  Fellow  <if  St.  John's 
College,  Cambri^^.-r-DisaertatiouB  on  the  follow- 
ing Subjects,  &c.     Lond.  17S7,  Svo. 

These  dissertations  are  on  Samnel's  appearance  at  Endor,  the 
reality  of  which  the  author  defends ;  on  Pilate's  Wife's  Dream ; 
on  the  Appearance  of  Moses  and  Elias ;  on  Peter's  Deliverance 
by  an  Angel ;  on  Abraham's  reply  to  Dives.  It  is  not  a  book 
of  much  importance. 

Dei-any,  Patrick,  D.D.  a  clergyman  <^  the 
established  Church  (^  Ireland;  horn  1686 ;  tUed 
1768. — Revelation  examined  with  Candour ;  or  a 
fair  Enquiry  into  the  sense  and  use  of  the  several 
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Revelatioiis  expressly  declared,  or  sufficiently  im- 
plied, to  be  given  to  Maokind,  from  the  Creation,  as 
they  are  found  in  the  Bible.

In  this  work,  which  appeared  without  bis  name.  Dr.  DaUny 
diseoven  a  very  considerable  portion  of  learning,  reaearch^  and 
aenteneu.  It  contaias  many  things  not  to  be  foundin  the  ordi- 
nary das*  of  ctHDmentatotB  ;  same  things  that  are  fimcifiil ;  and 
aome  thinga  not  in  unison  with  general  received  opinions.  Yo- 
kune  I.  containa  dinertationa  on  the  forbidden  Fruit ;  on  the 
Knowledge  of  the  Brute  World  conveyed  to  Adam;  on  the 
Knowledge  of  Marriage  given  to  him ;  on  his  skill  in  Language; 
«o  the  Rerelatitau  which  immediately  followed  the  Fall ;  on 
ume  difficulties  and  objections  which  lie  against  the  Mosaic  ac- 
count of  the  Fall ;  on  some  &rther  Difficulties  relating  to  the 
•Bine  Subject;  on  Sacrifices;  on  the  Corruption  of  Mankind 
which  occasioned  the  Deluge  ;  on  the  natural  Causes  of  Ihe  De- 
luge ;  on  the  Ends  which  Divine  Wisdom  answered  by  it ;  Ob- 
jeetions  to  the  Mosaic  account  of  it ;  on  the  concurrence  of  all 
Antiquity  with  that  account ;  on  other  Testimonies  relating  to 
it ;  on  some  difficulties  relating  to  Noah's  Ark. 

In  the  second  volimie,  there  are  eight  dissertations ;  on  the 
grant  of  Animal  Food  made  to  Noah  after  the  Flood ;  on  the 
Apostcdic  Decree  about  eating  Blood ;  (in  these  essays,  he  con- 
tends for  the  absolute  unlawfulneas  of  eating  blood ;  that  it  was 
prohibited  from  the  bi^inning ;  and  that  the  apostolic  deci;^ 
positively  and  permanentiy  forbids  it ;)  on  the  building  ctf  Ba- 
bel ;  on  the  Predictions  relating  to  Isbmael ;  on  Circumcision  ; 
on  the  Destruction  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah  ;^tm  the  command 
^ven  to  Abraham  to  sacrifice  his  Son  ;  a  Recapitulation  of  the 
IHCceding  Dissertation. 

The  third  volume  appesred  at  tiie  distance  of  thirty  years 
from  the  two  preceding,  and  is  less  interesting.  It  contains  es- 
says or  dissertations  on  the  fallowing  subjects:  an  attempt  to 
■how  that  the  World  was  blessed  with  divine  Revelations  frran 
the  beginning ;  on  the  natural  advantages  of  the  Sabbath ;  on 
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th«  Bleaungi  darivcd  to  Um  World  tlumigfa  Abraham ;  God'i 
bleasmg  to  Abraham  continued  to  Inac ;  an  Attempt  to  fbow, 
that  Socratea  waa  a  kind  of  Prophet  to  the  Gentiles,  and  that 
dirine  Inspiration  waa  not  confined  to  the  Jews ;  the  same  bleaa- 
Inga  D<uitinned  to  Jacob,  whose  Character  and  Conduct  are  ex- 
amined and  defended ;  a  abort  Account  of  the  great  Principles 
bf  which  Godgmrenu  the  Animal  World  in  the  ordinary  coarse; 
an  Introductim  to  the  Histoiy  of  Joseph,  and  his  Character  ;  on 
maaj  magnificent  Egyptian  Buildings  of  great  Antiquity,  now 
in  Rnina,  ascribed  to  Josei^ ;  on  the  Lake  Moeria  and  Joseph's 
Canal ;  on  his  fiiToar  to  Uie  ^yptian  Priesthood  ;  a  farther  Ac- 
count of  Joseph'a  Canal  and  Character;  on loBpiration  by  Dreams; 
aa  answer  to  the  cha^e,  that  Joseph  enslaved  the  Egyptians. 

The  reader  will  perceive,  that  these  three  yolumee  mnbraoe 
many  curious,  and  some  interesting  subjects  of  discussion.  The 
author  is  very  discursive  in  his  remaiks,  frequently  departs 
from  the  beaten  tract,  and  does  not  study  to  be  very  consist- 
ent with  orthodoxy.  His  imagination  is  not  always  under  the 
direction  of  his  judgment ;  but  the  work  will  fully  repay  the 
labour  of  a  diligent  perusal.

This  work  was  also  published  anonymously,  and  has  passed 
thiough  several  editions.  It  is  divided  into  three  books,  con- 
taining seventy-four  chapters.  In  these,  the  author  examines 
critically  almost  every  thing  of  importance,  good  and  bad,  which 
belongs  to  the  character  of  David.  He  manifests  a  very  laud- 
able seal  to  defend  him ;  and  periiaps  carries  the  defence  in  stsne 
particulars  a  little  too  fat.  It  is  not  a  work  of  so  much  variety 
and  information  as  the  former ;  but  it  discovers  both  learning 
and  genius  above  mediocrity.  Uniortunately  for  its  reputation, 
a  nmilar  life  of  David  by  Dr.  Chandler  provokes  comparison  ; 
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and  tmry  one  who  hu  read  tlie  two  perfbrmaoces,  will  have  iw 
hesitatioB  in  preferring  the  wvrk  of  Chandler  to  that  of  DeUny.' 
It  is  more  valuable,  both  as  a  book  of  Scripture  criticism,  and  of 
general  information. 

— Eighteen  Discoursea  and  Dissertations  upon  vari- 
ous very  important  and  interesting  Subjects.  I^nd. 
1766, 8vo. 

I  uotiee  thia  volume,  which  was  the  last  publication  (tf  Dela- 
nj,  and  the  only  work  of  importance  to  which  he  prefixed  hii 
name,  chiefly  on  account  of  the  two  diBsertations  at  the  end. 
One  of  them  is  on  the  disputed  passage,  1  John  v.  7,  in  which  the 
Dactw  eudcAVOurs  to  prove  its  genuineness,  fnta  the  tesdmony 
at  two  witnesses,  from  the  nature  and  genius  of  the  work,  £rom 
the  necessary  connexion  of  the  several  verses  of  the  text,  and 
from  the  character  of  the  writer.  This  essay  is  seldom  referred 
to  now,  in  the  celebrated  controversy  concerning  the  testimony 
of  the  heavenly  witnesses.  The  writers,  on  both  sides  ai  the  con- 
troversy, seem  to  attach  little  importance  to  the  kind  of  reason- 
ing  which  it  employs  on  such  a  subject.  The  other  dissertation 
cuiaiders  the  objectiwis  to  the  account  nf  the  Evangelists  and 
Apostles  being  inspired  by  the  Holy  Ghost  with  the  gift  of 
languages.  This  is  more  judicious  and  satis&ctory  than  the  for- 
mer. Delany  wrote  many  other  theological  and  political  pieces  ; 
bat  these  are  all  which  are  entitled  to  a  place  in  this  work.  He 
was  a  man  of  ability  and  leamiug ;  disposed  occasionally  to  use 
his  fancy,  and  to  reason  confidently  on  doubtful  or  disputed  pre- 
mises. There  is  also  a  great  lack  of  evangelical  sentiment  in  his 
writings. 

Deloado,  Isaac,  a  Jewish  teacher  ^the  He- 
brew language.

The  object  of  this  work  is  to  correct  the  present  translation, 
whenever  it  deviates  from  the  genuine  sense  of  the  Hebrew  ex- 
pres^ons,  where  it  renders  obscure  the  meaning  of  the  text,  or 
when  it  occasions  a  seeming  contradiction.    Mr.  Delgado  mo- 
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destly  tells  us,  that  his  tfDrk  b  highly  useful,  and  had  nerer  befiire 
been  attempted.  He  hu,  no  doubt,  corrected  eome  inistnuula- 
tions  in  our  venion  ;  but  the  work  altogether  is  not  equal  to  its 
pretensions,  and  both  the  translatitoi  and  the  notes  discarer  the 
influence  of  Jewish  prejudices.  Geddea  calls  him  "  a  learned 
London  Jew,  who  has  ^ven  some  good  observations  on  the  Pen- 
tateuch."

These  works,  though  not  strictly  biblical,  are  justly  entitled 
to  a  place  among  books  of  this  class,  consid^ing  how  often  the 
wcffks  of  God  are  referred  to  in  the  Scriptures,  and  the  import- 
ance of  a  proper  knowledge  of  these  works,  to  the  judidom 
interpretation  of  many  parts  of  the  sacred  oracles.  Few  mea 
have  had  more  accurate  and  extensive  acquaintance  with  nature, 
in  ita  grandest  and  minutest  features,  than  Dr.  Derham.  He 
was  equally  at  home  when  travelling  among  the  stars,  and  when 
sojourning  among  the  insects  that  flit  in  the  breese.  "  The 
beasts  of  the  earth,  the  fowls  of  the  air,  the  fishes  of  the  sea, 
and  the  creeping  thing  that  (svepeth  on  the  earth,  as  well 
as  the  tree  yielding  seed,  and  every  green  herb,"  were  well 
known  to  this  laborious  inquirer ;  who,  in  all  the  operations  of 
nature,  delighted  to  trace  the  hand  of  nature's  God.  The  work 
on  Phyaico-Theolt^  is  the  substance  of  the  author's  Boyle  Lec- 
tures ;  the  numerous  notes  and  curious  observations  being  after- 
wards added.     Both  these  works  have  been  very  often  reprinted.

Thu  is  one  of  tlie  most  cnriotu  worka  on  any  part  of  the  Old 
Testament.  The  aathor  was  a  considerable  Hebrew  *ch<dar 
and  philologist,  and  evidently  bestowed  vast  pains  on  this  pio- 
dnction.  He  is,  however,  too  fond  of  philosophical  reasonings, 
and  &r-fetcbed  interpretations;  and  not  onfreqnently  forces 
meanings  on  the  words  of  Solomon,  of  iriiich  It  is  probable  the 
myal  writer  nevca"  thought.  Still,  it  well  deserves  the  consider- 
ation of  those  who  wish  to  examine  the  design  and  meaning 
of  this  difficult  portion  of  Scripture.  There  is  first  a  long  dis- 
aertation  on  the  design  of  the  book,  and  the  doctrine  contain- 
ed in  it ;  then  the  book  itself,  arranged  in  three  columns ; 
the  first  containing  the  common  English  version;  the  second 
the  author's  new  translation ;  and  the  third  an  analytical  para- 
[dirase.  Then  follow  his  philological  and  critical  observations, 
divided  into  three  books.  In  the  first,  containing  twenty-three 
diapters,  the  various  readings  are  examined,  and  the  genuine 
wies  made  ont  from  the  circumstances  <d  every  passage,  without 
partiality,  either  to  the  Maaoretic  text,  or  to  any  of  the  ancient  in- 
terpreters. In  the  second  book  he  examines  the  most  remarkable 
tarns,  phrases,  figures,  and  tropes,  which  occur  in  the  Ecclesiaa- 
tes,  and  explains  the  paasagee  to  which  they  belong.  The  third 
book  contains  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  Hebrew  words  explained 
in  the  two  former,  and  remarks  on  such  difficult  words,  phrases, 
and  passages  as  had  not  before  been  examined.  The  critical 
Ofunions  of  the  author  are  not  always  correct,  and  aacae  of  his 
theological  views  are  also  liable  to  objection ;  bat  he  deserves 
well  of  all  the  lovers  of  sacred  literature  for  the  pains  which  h« 
has  taken  to  elucidate  one  of  the  darkest  ports  of  Scripture. 
He  appears  to  have  been  a  foreigner,  (though  I  know  not  of  what 
country,)  as  he  tells  us  he  was  twenty-fbor  years  of  age  beCwa 
he  conld  speak  a  word  of  English.  The  wwk  appeared  in  Car- 
man at  Halle,  1764,  4to.

A  particular  account  of  the  multi&rious  contents  of  this  volu- 
tninous  and  learned  work  would  occupf^  more  room  than  can 
with  propriety  be  appropriated  to  it  here.  Even  a  syllabua  of 
its  contents  would  fill  many  pages.  It  contaios  two  hundred 
and  thirty-one  dissertations,  some  of  them  of  considerable 
'  length,  on  difficult  passages  of  Scripture,  on  various  theological 
and  critical  subjects,  and  on  some  points  relating  to  church  his- 
tory. It  proposes  to  solve  doubts,  reconcile  contradictions,  an- 
swer objections,  and,  in  short,  to  vindicate  the  word  and  ways  of 
God.  The  erroneous  sentiments  of  Grotius,  Spinoaa,  Hobbes,  Si- 
mon, Huet,  Le  Clerc,  Hardt,  and  others,  are  very  frequently  attack- 
ed and  refuted.  The  author  was  far  from  being  unfit  for  such  an 
undertaking.  His  learning  was  extensive,  his  sentiments  ortho- 
dox, and  his  diligence  worthy  of  a  German  divine.  Heisanadmir- 
able  specimen  of  the  minuteness  and  prolixity  for  which  this  class 
of  theoli^cal  writers  is  distinguished.  He  tells  us  every  thing 
which  "  critics  now  alive,  or  long  since  dead,"  have  written  on  the 
point  in  hand;  exposes  their  mistakes,  and  replies  to  them 
with  great  form  and  show  of  argument  and  learning.  Thus  the 
Obtervatkmes  enable  a  writer,  if  he  be.  so  disposed,  with 
very  little  labour,  to  display  a  great  deal  more  literature  than 
he  possesses.  The  cheapness  of  paper,  and  of  the  labour  of  the 
press  on  the  continent,  and  the  ready  access  to  innumerable  books 
in  the  vast  libraries  of  Germany,  encourage  a  prolixity  in  treating 
even  trifles,  which  dare  not  be  attempted  in  this  country.  The 
volumes  of  Deyling  are,  however,  worth  consulting ;  and,  fron 
the  extensive  indices  which  accompany  them,  the  power  of  am- 
suiting  them  is  greatly  facilitated.  The  first  volumes  have  goae 
throu^  several  editions,  and  on  the  continent  the  work  is  held 
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n  than  moat  hooka  in  tba  nma  ^mb  ct  tbMtj

Dr.  Dick  conteada  for  tbe  plenary  inspiration  of  the  words, 
«  well  BB  the  thoughts  of  the  sacred  writers,  and  enpports  this 
view  of  the  subject  with  ability.  It  is  altogether  the  best  eaaay 
in  the  language  on  the  subject  of  inspimtioa.  His  Lectures  on 
the  Acts  of  the  Apostles  are  well  written,  though  not  critical, 
and  fomisli  respectable  qiecimena  of  pulpit  exposition.

In  this  learned  uid  curious  tract,  the  author  endeaTOurs  to 
prove,  that  the  Greeks  borrowed  the  story  of  the  Pythian  ApoUo, 
and  all  that  rendered  the  oracle  at  Delphi  famous,  from  the 
Holy  Scriptnres,  and  partJcularly  from  the  bo<^  of  Joshua.  He 
diMOvers  a  very  considerable  acquaintance  with  t^  Hebrew, 
Arabic,  and  Greek  langoages,  and  a  |HY>fbund  knowledge  of  an- 
tiquity. He  is  oonmended  by  Carpzov  as  a  writer  deserving 
to  be  consulted  on  the  book  of  Joshua;  on  various  parts  of  which 
he  throws  same  light.  There  is  also  added  to  the  treatise,  a 
DiwcitKtian  on  the  coming  of  Noah  into  Italy,  and  the  namca 
fay  which  he  was  known  among  the  heathen.  There  u  anothtt 
on  tbe  origin  a!  the  Dmida.  Prefixed  to  the  work  ia  a  lettM 
addressed  to  Dickinson,  bj  Zachaiy  Bogan,  a  man  of  very  eon- 
'  ddeiable  phihdogical  atttunments,  which  is  full  of  learned  ex- 
tnieta  In  support  of  th«  opinions  contained  in  the  tracts.    While 
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tluB  work  has  obtaiiied  a  very  considerable  repatation  both  at  borne 
and  abroad,  (having  been  repeatedly  printed  on  the  continent,) 
it  is  a  curiouB  &ct,  that  it  was  not  the  production  of  Dr.  Dick- 
inson, hut  of  Henry  Jacob,  a  learned  puritan,  and  the  author 
of  several  works  somewhat  similar  in  their  natnre.  The  story 
of  this  literary  theft,  told  by  Anthony  Wood,  is  worth  extract- 
ing. 

"  Before  I  go  any  farther,  the  reader  is  to  understand,  that 
this  our  author,  Jacob,  being  ejected  in  1648,  from  Mertoo  Col- 
lege, and  so  consequently  from  his  chamber,  wherein  he  had  left 
a  trunk  full  of  books,  as  well  written  as  printed,  left  Ozon. 
And  taking  no  care,  or  appointing  any  friend  Cor  its  security, 
his  chamber  door,  before  an  year  was  expired,  was  broke  open 
for  a  new  comer,  who  finding  the  trunk  there,  did  let  it  remain 
in  its  place  for  a  time.  At  length,  when  no  inan  inq^nired  after 
it,  as  the  then  poBsessor  thereof  pretended,  he  secured  it  for  his 
own  use,  broke  it  open,  and  therein  discovered  a  choice  trea- 
sure of  books  :  one  of  them  being  a  manuscript,  and  fit  for  the 
press,  he  disguised  and  altered  it  with  another  style ;  and  at 
length  after  he  had  learned  Hebrew,  and  the  Oriental  languages 
to  blind  the  world,  and  had  conversed  ojfealy  with  those  most 
excellent  in  them,  aa  Pococke  and  Bogan,  and  any  Grecian  or 
Jew  who  came  accidentally  to  the  University,  he  published  it 
under  this  title,  '  Del{dii  Phoenidzantes,' "  &c  (Athene  Oxon. 
vol.  ii.  p.  90.)  Thus  far  Wood,  whose  account,  I  believe,  is 
entitled  to  credit.  Dickinson  was  the  author  of  several  other 
performances,  wlu<A  deeerve  not  to  be  mentioned  in  connexion 
with  the  Bible,  the  author  having  been  guilty  of  such  a  piece 
of  knavery.  Henry  Jacob,  the  real  author  of  the  above  work, 
after  stru^ling  with  poverty  and  many  evils,  died  at  Canterbury 
in  the  year  1652,  in  the  44th  year  of  his  age.

"  Mr.  Didcaon,"  rays  OtUies,  (Hist.  C<d.  i.  S96,)  "  was  con- 
cerned in,  and  I  am  ready  to  think,  one  principal  mover  of  that 
concert  among  seTeral  worthy  ministerB  of  the  Scots  diorch, 
fat  paUiahing  diort,  plun,  and  pnictical  expositiona  upon  the 
whole  BiUe.  I  cannot  recover  all  their  names ;  bat  1  know 
Hr.  Robert  Douglas,  Mr.  Rutherford,  Mr.  Roheit  Blair,  Ur.  G. 
Hutcheson,  Mr.  James  Fei^uson,  Mr.  Alexander  Nisbet,  Mr. 
James  Dnrham,  Mr.  Jt^m  Smith,  had  particular  books  allotted 
to  them."  The  plan  was  never  completed,  nor  did  all  the  abore 
indhidoats  periorm  their  task.  Mr.  Dickson  seema  vwj  dili- 
gently to  have  applied  to  his  portion,  and  haa  left  a  Tery  good 
t^iecimen  of  what  he  was  capable  of  doing  according  to  the  pro- 
posed adieme.  The  woi^  on  the  Psalms  was  published  in  three 
separate  vMumes,  esdi  containing  fifty  Psalms.  The  exposi- 
tacm,  though  brief,  is  not  bo  short  as  to  be  unsatis&ctory.  Scarce- 
ly any  thing  of  a  critical  nature  occora  in  it ;  but  there  ii  mvcb 
-piety,  sound  judgment,  and  correct  interpretation.  The  small 
work  on  the  Hebrews  is  not  so  satis&ctory  as  that  on  the  Psalms. 
It  was  the  earliest  effort  of  the  author  as  an  expositor,  and  de- 
signed to  induce  others  of  his  brethren  to  publish  some  short 
cmnmentaries  on  the  Scriptures.  None  of  the  puritanical  expo- 
■itors  of  the  period  during  which  Mr.  Dicluon  lived,  is  supe- 
rior to  him  ;  and  in  distinctness  of  method  and  language,  and 
point  and  condensation  of  sentiment,  be  is  equal  to  any  of  them. 
Poole  represents  his  expoeirions  as  brief,  but  perspicuous,  mge- 
niouB  and  judidoua.  He  was  the  author  of  several  other  thao- 
logieal  works ;  Therapeutica  Sacra,  a  work  oa  oases  of  con- 
science, and  Truth's  TicttHry  over  Error,  which  have  been  long 
popular  in  Scotland. 

DiEU,  Lewis  de,  a  learned  protestant  minister, 
and  profintnd  oriental  scholar,  Prfjfeasor  in    the 
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WaUotm  College  at  Leyden ;  bom  m  1590 ;  died  m

The  greats  part  ef  this  learned  woric  had  been  printed  befive 
ift  detached  parts,  which  were  first  collected  together  jn  this 
edition.  Tlie  authOT  had  the  honour  of  first  editing  the  Sfijao 
veraiop  of  the  Apocalypse  with  a  Latin  translation  in  16S7-  He 
wm  profoundly  skilled  in  the  Arabic,  Sfriac,  Persic,  and  Ethior 
pic  languages.  He  deserve^  to  be  ranked,  according  to  Walcfa 
imd  Calmet,  ainong  the  most  learned  and  skiliiil  interpreters  gf 
ths  word  of  God.  I  possess  a  very  beautiM  editioa  of  th^ 
Life  of  Christ,  ia  PeraiCj  by  Xavier,  with  a  Latin  tnuulatioa  bf 
De  Di^u,  and  some  valuable  animadversiona  at  the  end. 

DiHOCK,  Henry,  a  clergyman  af&ie  Church  of 
England.- — Critical  and  Explanatory  Notes  on  Oe-

lliese  notes  are  almost  entirely  critical ;  and  indeed  chiefly 
ncoufaed  with  the  rarions  readings  of  Hebrew  MSS.  and  the  aa- 
.ideat  TarKons.  They  may  prove  very  useful  in  the  erent  of  a 
new  raitical  edition  of  the  Hebrew  Bible,  as  Mr.  Dimock  has 
•vidently  bestowed  a  good  deal  of  labour  on  the  collection.  The 
Dissertations  on  Jeremiah  xriii.  14,  Amos  r.  S6,  and  Uark  xi. 
IS,  and  his  misceUanaous  remarks  on  the  worship  of  tJie  serpent 
-  contain  some  ingenious  criticiBms.  The  wwk,  on  the  wfaiJe, 
does  credit  to  the  learning  of  the  author,  and  affords  some  aid  in 
jfrterpredng  the  Bible.

The  Dotea.of  Diodati  are  seldom  critical,  but  generally  sound 
ftod  jadicimis.  Considerable  use  was  made  of  tbem  in  the  work 
called  the  Aasembly's  AnnotationB ;  so  that  the  possessor  of  these 
need  not  seek  after  Diodati. 

DiTTON,  Humphrey,  a  respectable  maihejnqii- 
cian;  bom  at  Saluibury,  1675;  died  1715. — ^A

This  is  a  very  respectable  book,  in  which  Ditton  argues  the  ne- 
cessity of  inquiring  into  the  truth ;  states  the  nature  of  moral 
evidence ;  and  alleges,  with  much  force,  the  proo&  of  the  feet 
of  the  Saviour's  reBuirection.  In  an  Appendix,  he  examines 
whether  consciousness  and  thought  can  be  the  result  of  mere 
matter  and  motion  ;  and  offers  some  reflections  on  the  nature  of 
God,  of  human  souls,  and  on  the  universe  in  general.  As  a 
proof  of  the  estimation  in  which  the  work  was  held,  it  was 
translated  into  several  of  the  continental  languages.  It  is  also 
mentioned  with  great  respect  by  Bishop  Watson.  Tindal,  Col- 
lins, and  some  others,  opposed  the  work ;  to  whom  Ditton  had 
b^pjn  an  answer :  but  his  friends,  on  revising  it  after  his  death, 
found  it  too  imperfect  for  publication. 

DoBBOWSKY,  Jos£PH,  a  teamed  Poliek  writer. 
— DeAntiquis  Hebraeorum  Characteribus  Diseerta- 
tio.

This  learned  treatise  goes  folly  into  the  inquiry  concerning 
the  antiquity  of  the  present  square  Hebrew  letters ;  and  shows, 
satisiactorQy,  that  the  Samaritan  was  the  original  Jewish  alpha- 
bet. According  to  Bishop  Marsh,  it  is  the  latest  and  most  use^ 
M  work  on  this  subject. 

DoDD,  William,  LL.  D.  an  unfirtanaie  Eng- 
lish clergyman;  horn  in  1719;  died  in  1778. — A 
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CoxameiAaxy  on  the  Books  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testament.     Lond.  1770,  8  vol.  fol. 

This  is  mofltly  a  compiUdoa,  tlie  chief  value  of  which  connsta 
in  notes  furnished  from  the  (niginal  papers  <tf  John  Liocke,  Dr. 
Waterliuid,  Lord  Clarendon,  Gilbert  West,  and  some  others. 
Great  me  ia  also  made  of  H»ne  of  the  printed  and  long-establish- 
ed commentaries  on  Scripture,  such  as  Calmet,  Hoatugant,  and 
Doddridge.  Dr.  Adam  Clarke  aays,  rather  hyperbolicaUjri 
that  it  is  oa  the  whole  by  &r  the  best  comment  that  has  yet 
.  appeared  in  the  Englith  langnage.  It  ia  a  curioua  &ct,  iJiat 
the  notes  which  are  ascribed  to  Locke  do  not  belong  to  him, 
but  to  Dr.  Cudworth.  The  Doctor  left  his  papen  to  thecareof 
his  dau^t^.  Lady  Masham.  After  her  death.  Lord  Masham 
sold  a  number  of  vtdumes  of  ancient  learning,  which  had  heai 
bequeathed  to  the  family  by  Mr.  Locke,  together  with  the  ^f SS. 
of  Dr.  Cudworth,  to  Davis,  a  bookBeller  in  Piccadilly,  who  ap- 
pears to  have  thon^t  that  they  were  all  Mr.  Locke's.  About 
the  same  time,  he  got  possession  of  some  MS.  notes  by  Dr. 
Waterland.  To  turn  the  whole  to  the  best  account,  he  employ- 
ed Dr.  Dodd  to  compile  a  Bible  from  them.  When  the  Bible 
was  completed,  he  carried  the  MSS.  down  to  his  country  resi- 
dence at  Barnes,  in  Surrey,  where  they  were  thrown  into  a  gar- 
ret, and  lay  for  many  years.  About  the  year  1 777,  a  gentleman, 
iriio  had  a  great  veneration  for  the  name  of  Mr.  Locke,  went  to 
see  these  MSS.  and  being  assured  by  Davis  that  they  were  the 
compositions  of  the  philosopher,  purchased  the  whole  for  forty 
guineas.  The  purchaser  discoyering,  in  the  course  of  the  inres- 
tigatiou  of  the  papers,  that  they  were  not  Mr.  Locke's,  but  Dr. 
CudwOTth's,  returned  them  ;  but  at  the  same  time  recommended 
them  to  the  curators  of  the  British  Museum,  by  whom  they 
were  purchased,  and  they  are  now  safely  d^msited  in  that  noble 
repository.  Such  is  the  account  given  by  Dr.  Kippis  in  the  Biog. 
Britannica,  of  the  fate  of  the  Cudworth  MSS.  Dr.  Dodd's 
Bible,  when  complete,  contains  a  Dissertation  on  the  Pentatendi, 
prefixed  to  the  first  volume,  and  another  on  the  inspiration  of 
the  New  Testament,  in  the  third. 
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DoDDBiDOE,  Philip,  D.  D.  an  eminent  t^sent- 
ing minister  aud  tutor,  who  died  1751. — TheFamily 
Kzpositor ;  or  a  Paraphrase  and  Version  of  the 
New  Testament ;  with  Critical  Notes,  and  a  prac- 
tical imjMrovement  of  each  section.  Lond.  1799- 
1756,  4  vol.  4to.  besides  various  other  editions  in 
4to.  and  8vo. 

Of  a  book  to  well  known,  and  so  generally  esteemed,  as  the 
Family  Expontor,  it  is  scarcely  necessary  to  speak.  It  is  ad- 
mirably adapted  to  the  object  which  the  anthor  had  chiefly  in 
view ;  and  no  book  can  be  read  in  a  Christian  &mily  with  more 
advantage.  The  piety  of  Doddridge  was  elevated  and  sincere ; 
hia  kaming  above  mediocrity ;  his  diligence  most  exemplary ; 
and  his  taste  el^ant  and  highly  improved.  The  translation  fre- 
quently cwrecta  the  received  varalon ;  but  the  paraphtaee  ia  often 
too  diffuse,  and  in  the.  notes  he  sometimes  discovers  an  anxiety  to 
press  a  fine  thought  into  the  meaning  of  the  sacred  writer.  His 
Harmony,  which  must  have  cost  him  great  labour,  ia  often  unaa- 
tisfactory,  has  too  many  tianspoeitionB,  and  is  not  so  judidoos  in 
the  arrai^ement  as  Macknight's.  "  In  reading  the  New'  Testa- 
ment," says  the  Bishop  of  Durham,  "  I  recommend  Doddridge's 
Family  Expositor  as  an  impartial  interpreter  and  &ithful  moni- 
tor. Other  expositions  and  commentariea  might  be  mentioned, 
greatly  to  the  honour  of  their  respective  authors,  for  their  several 
exceUendes ;  such  as,  el^ance  of  exposition,  acuteness  of  illus- 
tntioQ,  and  copiousness  of  erudition  ;  but  I  know  of  no  exposi- 
tor who  unites  so  many  advantages,  whether  you  regard  the  fide- 
lity of  his  version,  the  fulness  and  perspicuity  of  his  composition, 
the  utility  of  his  general  and  historical  information,  the  impar- 
tiality of  his  doctriiial  comments,  or  lastly,  the  piety  and  pastoral 
eaniestnesa  of  his  moral  and  religious  applications.  He  has 
made,  as  he  professes  to  have  done,  ample  use  of  the  commenta- 
tors that  preceded  him  ;  and,  in  the  explanation  of  grammatical 
difficulties,  he  has  profited  much  more  from  the  philological  wri- 
ters Ml  the  Greek  Testament  than  could  almost  have  been  ex- 
pected in  so  mnltiftrious  tin  undertaking  as  the  Family  Expoai- 
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tw/'    The  other  worlu  of  Doddridge,  nod  his  character,  are 
well  koown. 

DoDsotJ,  Michael,  an  EtiglUklawtfer:  bom  in 
Wiltshire,  1788 ;  died  1799.— A  New  TranBlation 
of  Isaiah,  with  Notes  Bupplementaiy  to  those  of  Dr. 
Lowth  ;  and  containing  remarks  on  many  parts  of 
his  Translation  and  Notes,  by  a  Layman.  Lond. 
1790,  8vo. 

Mr.  Dodson  possessed  a  respectable  acquaintanoe  with  biblical 
literature ;  and  thought  he  discoveied  numerous  and  rery  oral- 
aiderable  mistakes  and  defects  in  Bishop  Lowth's  yersion.  Theae 
he  endeavouia  to  correct  and  supply  chiefly  by  following  the 
Septuagint.  He  does  occasionally  catch  the  Bishop  tripping; 
but  his  censures  on  the  orthodox  renderings  of  some  important 
ex[Heasioiis  savour  more  of  the  school  of  Sodnus,  than  of  the 
sound  principles  of  criticism.  Lowth  wss  defended  immediately, 
in  a  very  able  and  spbited  pamphlet,  entitled  Sivrt  Retnarit  on 
a  New  Trantlalion  of  Itaiah.  By  John  Stniges,  LL.D.  This 
was  followed  by  A  Letter  to  the  Rn.  Dr.  Sturget.  By  Michael 
DodsoD.  A  good  deal  of  acuteness  and  candour  are  displayed 
ia  the  pamphlets  on  both  aides. 

DoDWELL,  Henry,  a  nonjuring  '  clergyman  ; 
bom  in  Dublin,  1641  ;  died  1711. — ^An  Epistolary 
Discourse,  proving,  from  the  Scriptures  and  first 
Fathers,  that  the  Soul  is  a  principle  naturally  mor- 
tal ;  but  immortalized  actually  by  the  pleasure  of 
God  to  punishment,  or  to  reward,  by  its  union  with 
the  divine  baptismal  spirit.  Wherein  is  proved,  that 
none  have  the  power  of  giving  this  immortalizing 
spirit,  since  the  Apostles,  but  only  the  Bishops. 
Lond.  1706,  8vo. 

If  the  judgmrat  of  Dodwell,  and  his  freedom  from  supersti- 
tion, had  at  all  corresponded  with  hia  learning  and  industry,  he 
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mi^  have  produced  wKnetbiiig  highly  htniounbLe  to  binuelf,  and 
naefiil  to  the  worid.  But  sncb  was  the  influence  of  his  high  ^iio^ 
pal  prejndicee,  thtit  he  adopted,  and  calmly  defiended,  some  of  tba 
most  extrevagant  paradoxes  that  ever  were  attempted  to  be  prop^. 
gated  in  the  world.  Of  these,  the  one  stated  in  the  title  of  the 
e|Matolsry  discoorae  is  deserving  of  the  first  place.  Its  absurditif  . 
is  M  evident,  that  only  the  duiracter  of  Dodwell,  and  the  aeri- 
oosness  and  labonr  with  which  he  defended  it,  could  persuade  ua 
to  think  that  he  believed  it  himself.  The  work  is  very  curious, 
as  a  apeciiaen  of  the  bMture  to' which  a  corrupted  creed  or  syston 
is  eapable  of  putting  the  Scripturee.  It  contains  some  singular  re- 
marks on  the  scriptural  distinction  between  toul  and  fpirit,  which 
is  the  foundation  of  his  whole  hypothesis.  It  is  a  remarkable  Act 
that  Joseph  Hallett,  amanof  averyoppoutecreediromDodwdli 
held  a  similar  sentiment,  that  all  who  were  not  circumcised  un- 
der thto  law,  and  who  are  not  baptised  under  the  gospel,  are  oon- 
demned  to  annihilation,  or  to  suffer  eternal  sleep.  Extrnvagant 
as  Dodwell's  sentiments  were,  they  met  both  with  supporters 
and  opposers.  Among  the  latter,  the  most  distinguished  was 
Dr.  Samuel  Clarke,  whose  answer,  is  a  letter  to  Mr.  Dodwell, 
went  through  a  number  of  editions.  It  was  also  refuted  by  Mr. 
Edmund  Chiihull,  Mr.  Joh&  Ncnris,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Hills,  af- 
terwards Bishop  of  Waterford  and  Lismme. 

DoEDEBLEiN,  Jo.  Chbist.  Prqfettor  qf  Divi' 
nity  in  tite  university  of  Jena ;  horn  1746 ;  died 
1792. — ^Esaias  ex  Recensione  Textus  Hebraei,  ad 
fidem  quorumdam  codicum  MSS.  et  versionum  anti- 
guaruiD.  Latine  rertit  notasque  varii  ar^menti 
subjedt  Jo.

Professor  Doederlein,  in  these  works,  follows  the  principles  of 
Dathe,  in  his  translation  of  the  Old  Testament.  In  his  notes, 
he  investigates  the  meaning  of  the  words,  and  the  object  of 
tho  prophet.     They  discover  profound  and  el^^nt  learning,  and 
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great  power  both  of  judgment  and  geniiu.    Such  is  the  eulogi- 
um  pronounced  on  his  iBoiah  by  the  younger  BmenmiUler. 

Doughty,  John,  D.  D.  an  EtigUsh  theologian ; 
Canon  qf  fVestminster  ;  waa  bom  in  1598  ;  diedin 
1672' — ^Analecta  Sacra,  give  Excutsub  Fhilologici 
breves  super  divOTsis  8.

TUb  wwk  o:^  the  learned  Doughty  has  been  often  printed 
on  the  continent.  In  169S,  it  was  published  at  Amsterdam  in 
the  same  volume  with  the  Latin  edition  of  Sir  Norton  Knatch- 
bnll'B  AnimadTeruoni.  Doughty  endearoun  to  illuBtrate  rari- 
OUB  parts  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament  by  the  manners  and 
customs  of  the  ancient  Gentiles.  He  was  well  acquainted  with 
them ;  but  is  more  soccessfbl  in  elucidating  the  Old  than  the 
New  Covenant  Scriptures. 

D'Oyly,  Robert,  a  clergyman  of  the  Church 
<^  England. — Four  Dissertations  :  Of  God's  per- 
mitting tbe  Fall  of  Adam  ;  of  the  extraordinary  As- 
sistances vouchsafed  to  the  first  Publishers  of  the 
Gospel ;  of  prophetical  Revelation  ;  of  the  Resurrec- 
tion of  the  same  bndy.

This  !s  a  book  which  contains  some  original  and  curious  dia- 
qnisitions,  but  not  always  in  accordance  with  received  opinions. 
The  discuaaions  are  conducted  in  a  manner  somewhat  similar  to' 
those  of  Delany. 

Drummond,  the  Right  hon.  Sie  William, 
a  Scotish  baronet — Oedipus  Judaicus.  Lond.  1814, 
8vo. 

This  is  without  doubt  one  of  the  strangest  books  that  has  ap- 
peared in  modem  times.  I  know  not,  indeed,  whether  I  ou^t 
to  introduce  iC,  as  it  was  printed,  but  not  published ;  intended, 
according  to  the  author,  not  for  "  the  mob,  but  for  tbe  learned 
tbeist."    Still,  as  the  book  has  come  abroad,  it  may  not  be  the 
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less  greedilf  eoi^ht  after,  because  it  is  of  difficult  access ;  and 
as  it  presents  a  great  display  of  oriental  leamiog,  and  professes 
to  interpret  the-Bible,  I  shall  be  excused  for  noticing  it.  After 
a  pre&ce,  and  some  other  preliminary  matter,  in  which  Sir 
William  uses  language  as  low  and  unhallowed  about  the  God  of 
Israel  as  any  where  occurs  in  the  writings  of  Payne,  and  which 
brought  down  on  that  IndiTidual  the  vengbancc  of  the  gorem- 
ment,  follow  six  Dissertations :  (m  the  xlixth  chapter  of  Genesis  ; 
on  the  xivth  chapter  of  Genesis ;  on  the  Tabernacle  and  Temple  ; 
on  the  Book  of  Joshua ;  a  sketch  of  a  OMnmentary  on  the  Book 
of  Judges ;  and  on  the  Paschal  Lamb.  The  learned  barmet 
gravely  maintains  that  the  whole  Old  Testament  is  all^orical ; 
and  that  a  great,  if  not  the  leading  object  of  it,  is  to  teach  a  cor- 
rect system  of  astronomy.  Jacob's  prophecies  respecting  the  &tea 
of  his  sons,  according  to  him,  are  illustrations  of  the  twelve  signs 
of  the  Bodiac.  The  battle  of  the  kings,  in  Gen.  xiv.  are  allegorical 
representations  of  the  contentions  about  the  changes  in  the  calen- 
dar. The  tabernacle  and  temple,  he  maintains,  were  types  of  the 
universe,  but  never  the  dwelling-places  of  God.  All  its  devices 
and  ornaments  were  of  an  astronomical  nature.  The  Red  Sea,  or 
im-tuph,  signified,  not  a  receptacle  of  waters,  but  the  concave 
vault  f^  heaven.  The  passover  was  instituted  as  a  memorial  of 
the  transit  of  the  equinoctial  sun  from  the  sign  of  the  bull  to  that 
of  the  ram  or  lamb ! 

Such  are  some  of  the  sublime  discoveries  respecting  the  design 
of  revelation  siade  by  Sir  W.  Drummond.  He  mnat  be  an 
Oedipus  indeed,  who  can  find  them  in  the  Scriptures.  Nobody 
can  imagine  that  the  author  believes  them  himself.  The  most 
disritable  construction  that  can  be  put  upon  them  is,  that  mudi 
learning  has  made  the  author  mad ;  or  that  he  has  been  making 
a  philosophical  experiment  to  discover  how  many  mad  people  are 
in  the  cotmtry.  An  answer  was  published,  by  the  Sev.  Geo^ 
IVOyly,  in  Letters  to  Sir  W.  Drummond,  1613,  8vo.  To 
these  letters  Sir  W.  condescended  to  reply.  He  is  the  author 
of  several  learned  works,  besides  the  above,  among  which  is  Aa 
Essay  on  a  Punic  Inscription,  4to.  which  includes  a  variety  of 
biblical  critidsm.

This  learned  writer  was  the  aatlior  of  many  critical  works 
on  the  Scriptures  ;  the  oluef  of  which  are  marked  abore.  I'he 
eharscter  of  all  these  works  stands  rerjr  high  among  the 
continental  critics.  The  greater  part  of  tbem  were  republished 
in  the  Critici  Sacri,  «ai.  are  incorpontted  in  the  Synopsis  of 
VfnAa.  The  treatise  on  Sacred  Prorerbs  was  republi^ed  alcmg 
with  Walton's  Prolegomena,  by  Heide^er,  in  1673- 

Duncan,  Robert,  a  minuter  of  the  Church  ^ 
Scotltmd,  who  died  young. — An  Exposition  of  tbe 
EjHstle  to  the  Relnews.     Edinb.  1731,  Sro. 

This  volume  was  published  after  the  death  of  the  author,  who 
appears  to  have  been  a  man  of  rery  respectable  talents.  It  may 
be  considered,  however,  rather  as  an  abridgment  of  Owen  on  the 
Hebrews,  than  as  an  original  work.  It  is  not,  indeed,  a  pr»> 
leased  abridgment ;  but  it  everywhere  shows  the  use  tbat  the 
author  had  made  of  that  elabomte  and  valuable  work. 

Du  Pin,  Lewis  Ellies,  a  learned  French 
writer.  Doctor  qf  the  Sorbonne,  and  ^rafetaor  qf 
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Divinity  at  Paris;  bom  1657;  d«frfl719.— ANew 

History  of  Ecclesiastical  Writers ;  containing  an 
account  of  the  authors  of  the  several  books  of  the 
Old  and  New  Testament ;  of  the  lives  and  writings 
of  the  primitive  Fathers  ;  an  abridgement  and  ca- 
talogue of  their  works ;  their  various  editions-,  and 
censures  determining  the  genuine  and-  spurious. 
Together  with  a  judgment  upon  their  style  and 
doctrine.  Also,  a  Compendious  History  of  the 
Councils ;  with  Chronological  Tables  of  the  whole. 
Translated  from  the  French.  Dublin,  1732^1724, 
3  vol.  fo). 

ThJB  is  the  beat  edition  in  Enj^ish  of  an  exceedingly  valnable 
book.  It  is  scarcely  pomible  to  efltimate  the  labour  which  it 
mnst  have  coat.  Same  title  pages  promiBe  more  than  the  wmIu 
to  which  they  are  prefixed  perform.  This  is  not  the  case  with 
the  Bibliotheque  of  Dn  Pin.  Its  ample  title  is  very  faithAilly 
and  ably  supported.  Beajdes  being  an  excellent,  and,  on  the 
whole,  an  impartial  church  history,  it  is  literally  a  library  of  the 
ecclesiaatical  and  theolt^cal  writers  of  antiquity ;  containing 
almost  every  thing  of  importance  concerniiig  the  authors ;  what 
they  really  wrote,  and  what  has  been  falsely  ascribed  to  them  ; 
the  best  editions  of  their  wortts,  and  ample  details  of  the  sub- 
jects which  they  embrace,  with  judicions  criticism  on  their  man- 
ner ojf  treating  them.  In  a  Preliminary  Dissertation,  he  givea 
a  brief  but  correct  account  of  the  several  writers  of  the  Old 
Testament,  and  of  the  canonical  books  which  compose  it ;  a  his- 
tory of  the  Hebrew  Text,  and  of  the  Septuagint,  and  the  othef 
Greek  versions  of  the  Old  Testament ;  notices  of  some  anthori 
whose  works  have  a  relation  to  the  Old  Testament,  such  as  J(h 
nphus,  Philo,  Justus,  Aristeas,  Sec,  An  account  of  the  writers 
of  the  New  Testament,  and  the  writings  which  compose  it,  con- 
dades  these  Prolegomena.  The  work  itself  is  brought  down 
only  to  the  sixteenth  century.  He  published  in  French  an  ae- 
eonnt  of  the  writers  of  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  centuries. 
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who  HjMntted  from  the  Church  of  Rome ;  but  this  has  not  «p< 
peared  in  Engliah.  Hia  Bibliotheqn«  tru  ftttacked  with  great 
acrimony  by  Father  Simon,  a  writer  fiilly  equal  to  Du  Pin  in 
learning  and  acuteneas,  but  far  inferiOT  to  him  in  personal  chs' 
racter.  The  liberality  of  his  opinions  was  greatly  beyond  that 
of  the  church  to  which  he  belonged  ;  the  weight  of  whose  ven- 
geanee  he  was  in  danger  of  feeling.  The  English  tranaktion  of 
this  great  work  appears  to  have  been  a  joint  undertaldng,  in 
which  Dr.  W.  Wotton  perfcmned  a  principal  part.  He  had  the 
last  revision,  and  wrote  the  prefaces  and  dedication.  Du  Pin 
wrote  many  other  works,  aome  of  which  were  on  the  Scriptures. 
The  only  other  production  of  his  that  ought  to  be  mentioned  here 
is,  A  CompIeteMethodof  BtudyingDivinityjor  a  r^ular  Course 
of  Theological  Studies  digested  into  a  New  Method.  Trans- 
lated from  the  French.  Lend.  I7S0,  8to.  This  work  is  divided 
into  twenty-e^ht  chapters,  ia  which  are  discussed  a  greet  va- 
riety of  important  topics  relating  to  theology.  At  the  end  ther« 
ia  a  great  number  of  questions  on  the  subjects  of  the  p«ceding 
chapters,  with  a  reference  to  the  best  authors  in  which  the  sub- 
jects are  more  fully  treated.  It  is  a  respectable  and  candid 
work,  considered  as  the  production  of  a  Catholic;  and  the  bd- 
thors  to  whom  he  refers  are  indiscriminately  Catholica  and  ho*

CoUege ;  a  native  qf  Jersey ;  bom  17S8  ;  died

Many  of  the  observatioiu  in  tliese  volumes  are  of  considerable 
value.  Dr-  Durell  was  a  bold  critic,  and  dealt  freely,  and 
HRnetimm  Buccesafdlly,  in  emendations  of  tbe  text,  and  in  new 
afrangetneats  of  the  words  and  lettera.  He  contends  for  the  mo- 
dern origin  of  the  book  of  Job,  thinks  that  the  Song  of  Solomon 
is  an  epithalamium  on  the  marriage  of  Solomon  with  Pharaoh's 
daughter,  considers  the  imprecative  Psalms  merely  as  the  wmk- 
ii^  of  the  natural  passions  of  the  writers,  and  is  an  advocate  for 
ft  new  translation  of  the  Scriptures.  His  works  deserve  a  place 
in  every  critical  library.

Hie  expository  worka  of  Durham  are  highly  respectable,  not 
for  tbdr  disjday  of  learning  la  critical  knowledge ;  but  for  their 
good  aense,  enlightened  piety,  and  practical  acquaintance  with 
the  Scriptures.  The  amall  work  on  Job,  which  I  insert  an  the 
authority  of  Watt's  Bibliotheca,  was  a  part  of  the  plan  by  some 
Scotish  ministera  for  explaining  the  Scriptures,  repeatedly  no- 
ticed in  this  work.  His  exposition  of  the  Song  has  long  been  a  ia- 
voorite  waA  with  those  persons  who  enter  fully  into  the  mysti- 
cal design  of  the  sacred  writer,  and  approve  of  its  entire  appli- 
catitm  to  Christ  and  the  church.  His  Commentary  on  the  Re- 
velation afibrded  more  opportunity  for  displaying  the  varied  in- 
fonnation  of  the  writer.  He  shortly  interprets  the  text,  endea- 
voura  to  point  oat  the  application  of  the  distinct  propheciea,  and 
supports  his  views  by  lustorical  references.  He  also  occasion- 
ally indulges  in  conjecture  respecting  the  future.  It  is  the  sub- 
stance of  many  lectures  delivered  in  public,  and  is  tberefitre 
somewhat  diffuse,  but  contains  much  valuable  practical  instruc* 
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DwioHT,  TiHOTHT,  a  duHngutahed  Amerietm 
divine  <}f  the  congregational  order;  bom  at  North- 
ampton in  MassaehuBetta,  May  14tth,  1752  ;  became 
Principal  of  Yale  College  in  1795 ;  and  died  in 
1815. — Theology  Explained  and  Defended,  in  a 
series  of  Sermons.  Middletown,  Connecticut,  print- 
ed. Lend,  reprinted,  1833,  5  vol.  8to.  besides  se- 
veral editions  in  other  places. 

No  production  of  the  trana-atlantic  press  has  met  with  bo 
fevourable  a  reception  in  this  country,  and  experienced  so  ex- 
tensive a  circulation  as  this  work  of  President  Dwight.  Nor  is 
its  popularity  likely  to  be  ephemera).  It  bears  the  impress  of 
a  most  powerful  mind,  and  will  pass  down  to  posterity  both  in 
the  old  and  the  new  world,  as  the  work  of  one  of  the  master 
spirits  of  the  Christian  church.  As  a  system,  the  arrangement 
is  liable  to  very  powerhl  objections.  It  is  too  artificial,  and 
dwells  too  long  on  some  points,  while  others  are  very  slightly 
touched,  or  entirely  omitted.  As  pulpit  discourses,  ,the  reason- 
ings are  often  rather  intricate  and  metaphysical.  On  a  few 
doctrinal  pvintsalso,  Dwight  differed  from  most  of  his  brethren 
of  the  same  school  of  theology  with  himself.  In  every  other  re- 
spect, the  work  is  entitled  to  no  ordinary  portion  of  praise.  It 
is  more  original  than  most  systems  of  theology  ;  and  in  the  qua- 
lities of  bold  and  manly  eloquence,  lucid  and  powerful  reason* 
,ing,  with  great  richness  of  imagination  and  felicity  of  language, 
there  are  f&w  works  belonging  to  the  preaeat  age  of  the  same 
extent,  which  will  bear  to  be  compared  with  it.  It  is  matter  of 
r^ret  that  it  does  not  contain  a  lai^r  ptntion  of  scriptural  ex- 
position ;  as  what  it  does  contain  is  in  general  very  judiclousi 
and  the  numerous  allusions  to  Scripture  fkcts  and  phrases  show 
how  familiar  the  word  of  God  was  to  the  mind  of  Dr.  Dwight. 
Above  all.  the  tone  of  spiritual  feeling  and  fervid  piety  which 
pervade  the  discourses,  with  the  correct  and  luminous  views 
of  Christian  doctrine  and  practice  with  which  they  abound,  are, 
under  the  divine  blessing,  powerfully  calculated  to  subserve  the 
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gnat  finds  ef  the  minutiy  of  tbe  Goapel,  to  noke  men  wiss  un- 
to sslration  by^  taiih,  which  is  in  Christ  Jesna. 

Edwards,  John,  D.D.  a  voluminous  writer  of 
the  Church  qf  England;  bom  1687;  died  1716.

These  aie  but  a  selection  of  the  writings  of  Edwards ;  ^t>^gh 
they  contain  all  that  pn^terly  enter  into  our  plan.  It  is  impo»- 
•iUe  to  psnue  any  of  them  without  being  pleased  with  tbe  ear- 
neataew  with  which  tbe  writer  devoted  himself  to  tbe  interpre- 
tation of  tbe  Scriptures.  He  was  a  mas  of  piety  and  Ganfdderabla 
leannng,  aod  b;  no  means  destitute  of  acutenes.  A  very  gnat 
number  of  difficult  passages  are  examined  in  the  above  woilcs, 
and  he  most  be  no  ordinary  scholar  who  does  not  find  instruction 
in  them.  If  we  cannot  adopt  all  bis  criticisms,  and  sometimes 
think  be  creates  isther  than  removes  a  difficulty,  still  much 
remaios  for  which  every  lover  of  the  Bible  will  feel  himself  in- 
debted to  Edwards.  I  cannot  hdp  thinking  that  it  is  a  proof 
that  biUical  learning  is  not  yet  in  the  state  it  should  be  in  this 
eoontry,  that  the  above  volumes  are  so  little  regarded  as  often  to 
be  obtained  for  a  mere  trifle.  Edwards  was  a  very  volumiuooa 
writer,  and  left  behind  bim  nearly  as  much  in  manusoipt  as  he 
had  before  printed.  His  body  of  divinity,  or  what  be  caLLs  Theo- 
lo^  Befinraata,  or  the  Subatanoe  and  Body  of  the  Chiistiai) 
Religion,  was  published  by  himsdf ,  Loud.  1733,  8  vol.  Mio; 
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and  teo  yean  after  hia  deatL  a  third  roltune  appeared.  It  is 
worth  remarking,  that,  though  a  decided  Episcopalian,  be  was 
the  Mu  of  the  noted  Thomas  Edwards,  the  author  of  '■  Gan- 
grena,"  the  most  violent  PresbTterian  of  the  violent  period  in 
which  he  lived.  Notwithstanding  the  multitude  of  books  he 
wrote,  it  is  said  he  never  poese«8ed  a  library  of  his  own. 

Edwards,  Jonathan,  an  eminent  American 
divine.  President  of  the  CoSege  of  New  Jersey  ; 
bom  1703  ;  died  1758— Works.  Edited  by  the  late 
Dr.  WiUiame  of  Rotherham.  Lond.  1817,  8  vol. 
8vo. 

Jonathan  Edwards,  as  a  philoeopher,  as  weO  as  a  divine,  had 
&w  equals,  and  no  superior  among  his  oontemporariee.  HIa 
works  will  live  as  long  aa  powerfiil  reMcming,  genuine  religion, 
and  the  science  of  the  human  mind  continue  to  be  objects  of  re- 
spect.  Dr.  Erskine,  an  excellent  judge  of  men  and  books,  pa- 
trtHiized  both  the  author  and  his  writings,  by  first  introducing 
several  of  them  to  the  Bridsli  public ;  and  declared,  that  he 
did  not  think  our  age  had  produced  a  divine  of  equal  judgment 
or  genius.  The  History  of  the  Work  of  Redemption  shows 
the  author's  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  plan  of  Heaven,  and 
how  well  he  could  illustrate  its  progressive  deveh^nnent.  The 
Treatise  on  Religions  Aflfections  discovers  his  profound  ac- 
quaintance with  the  nature  of  genuine  religion,  and  with  all  the 
'deceitful  workings  of  the  human  heart.  The  Inquiry  into  the 
Freedom  of  the  Human  Will  displays  the  talents  of  the  authm 
Eis  a  metaphysician,  and  his  accurate  knowledge  of  the  Arminian 
and  Calvinistic  controversy.  His  Defence  of  the  Christian 
Doctrine  of  Original  Sin,  designed  partly  as  an  answer  to  a 
work  on  that  subject,  by  Dr.  John  Taylor  of  Norwich,  disoovera  ~ 
the  same  hi^  qualities  which  belong  to  his  former  works,  with 
a  greater  portion  of  excellent  critical  interpretation  of  the  Scrip- 
tures. His  style,  it  is  to  be  regretted,  repel  many  from  the  ex- 
amination of  his  writings ;  but  a  little  perseverance  and  atten- 
tion will  render  it  familiar  to  a  diligent  student,  and  the  efiect  of 
his  dose  andconvtncing  reasoning  will  prove  eminently  beneficial 
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t*  the  ondentaading.  "  Ab  k  schoUrj"  said  Dr.  Erakiae,  "  hi* 
iatellectual  fVimitiire  exceeded  ^riut  is  common,  under  the  di»- 
adnMtagee  we  laboar  in  thia  remote  conwr  of  t^  world.  He 
very  early  diacorered  a  genius  above  the  ordinary  aiae ;  which 
giaduallif  ripened  and  expanded  by  daily  exertico  and  applica- 
tioa.  He  wxs  renurkable  for  the  penetrntien  and  extent  of  His 
■ndaratanding,  for  his  powers  of  criticiiD]  and  aoenrate  distinc- 
tim,  qnicknen  of  thought,  solidity  of  judgment,  and  fince  of 
raaaoning.  By  nature,  he  was  fimued  for  a  logician,  and  a 
metaphysician ;  but  by  qieculatian,  obsemtion  and  conrerae, 
greatly  improrecL  He  bad  a  good  insight  into  the  whole  circle 
of  liberal  arta  and  aciences ;  poasesaed  a  very  valuable  stock  of 
daaeifwl  teaming,  philooophy,  mathematics,  history,  and  chro- 
nology."

These  worka  contain  a  defence  and  illustration  of  Bisb<^ 
Hare's  prindples  of  Hebrew  metre,  wbidi  have  had  fbw  advo- 
cates since  the  publieatian  of  Lowth'a  Lectures  on  the  Hebrew 
Poetry,  and  hia  Isaiah.     The  translation  of  the  Paalma  afiords 
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mcbmomI  neriBtanco  for  audenta&ding  then^  and  contains  t»- 
riouB  Bin«ndBtioiu  <^  the  Hebrew  text,  soggetted  hj  the  metra. 
Tlie  Latin  fhralegomeaa,  whidi  defend  Hare  and  attack  Lowlii, 
ire  BomeCitiiea  ingenioua,  but  wldoni  Mtia&ctiKy.  Dr.  Edwarda 
WB«  evidently  a  man  of  learning  and  talents.  He  thus  tnns- 
lates  the  Sd  and  6th  venn  of  Psalm  ex.  "  A  Tolnntajry  molti- 
tnde  of  poople  will  be  with  thee  upon  the  holy  mountains,  in 
tie  ^Kf  of  thy  amament;  thy  young  oooTcrta  will  be  as  nu- 
msroos  as  the  drops  of  the  nmniing  dew."—"  He  will  exocnta 
JKdgment  unong  the  heathsn;  he  will  fill  them  with  dead 
bodiee;  he  will  crush  the  heads  of  bis  wemies  in  great  mom- 
ben  against  Hm  «ailh." 

—The  Doctrine  of  irresistible  Grace  proved  to  have 
no  foundation  in  the  writings  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment.

I  mention  this  work,  not  on  account  of  its  theology,  which  is 
incorrect,  but  of  its  criticism,  which  is  sometimes  valuable;  as  it 
goes  over  a  greet  number  of  passages  in  the  New  Testament 
critfoally,  a&d  places  maaa  of  diem  in  new  and  advantageooi 
lights. 

EiCHHORN,  John,  God.  Profetsor  of  Divinity 
in  the  university  ofGSttingen;  waa  barn  in  1752. — 
Einleitnng  ins  Alte  Teetamait,  etc  An  Introduc- 
tion to  the  Old  Testament.  Leipzig,  1 787-1 795>

Professor  Eichhorn  is  the  Geddea  of  modem  Germany ;  and 
has  perfomied  for  the  Old  Testament  what  Midiaelis,  whim  be 
succeeded,  did  for  the  New.  Possessing  the  erudidoo  and  dili- 
genoe  of  his  celebrated  predecessor,  and  all  the  bold  firee-thiok- 
ing  of  the  Catholic  heresiarcli,  his  work  introduces  the  Old 
Testament  by  demolishing  its  authority,  denying  its  inspiration^ 
and  calling  in  question  the  antiquity  sf  its  dtief  historical  docu- 
mests.  Repeated  iotinurtionB  hare  been  made  of  intended  trans- 
lations of  this  wmk  into  English ;  but  noae  has  yet  made  its 
appewance.     Many  of  the  autlMr's  oftnions  would  meet  with  few 
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mpporten  in  this  eonntry,  except  amMig  diow  vho  Ktrogita 
the  title  of  rational  divinea.  A  notice  of  the  work  is  inMitcd 
here,  on  account  of  ka  celebrity  in  Germany.  The  niunerons 
mitiiigs  of  Eichhoni  have  done  much  to  injure  the  cause  of 
biblical  truth  in  that  country. 

Ellis,  Sib  Richard,  Baronet,  a  learned  Eng- 
Uth  dusenier,  who  died  in  174S. — Fortuita  Sacra :

Thia  learned  work  was  publiihed  without  the  authcr'a  nalaa, 
but  is  asoertuaed  to  have  been  Sir  Richard's  production,  bam 
tke  dedicatory  pre&ce  by  GnmoTins  to  the  edition  of  Aelian'fl 
far.  Hitl.  publithed  at  Anuterdam  in  1731.  It  contains  illns- 
trations  of  twenty-four  pntinignn  of  Scripture,  which  incidentally 
occurred  to  the  author,  and  which  diBOorer  very  c(H>«id«sbls 
critieal  talents,  and  great  aoqnaintance  with  the  langoagee  of 
the  Bible.  Among  these  are  dissertations  on  the  Battadogia, 
Matthew  vi.  7 ;  on  the  Herodiana ;  on  the  Unknown  God  of 
the  Athenians,  and  on  baptism  for  the  dead,  I  Cor.  xv.  39. 
The  worthy  baronet  was  a  decided  Christian,  the  friend  and 
oorrcspoudent  of  Boston  of  Etterick  ;  in  the  appendix  to  whose 
Memoirs,  sevnal  letters  that  passed  between  them  will  be  found. 
The  essay  on  the  cymbals  of  the  ancients  diacovera  very  con- 
uderable  classical  attainments.  Suicer's  Thesaurus,  published 
at  Amsterdam  in  1 738,  is  dedicated  to  him,  and  contains  a  high 
mtuxacter  of  his' learning. 

ELSLEy,  J.  a  clergytaan  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land, Vicar  of  Bnrenstone. — Annotations  on  the 
Four  Gospels,  and  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles  ;  com- 
piled and  abridged  for  the  use  of  Students.  Lond.

Mr.  Elaley  first  published  two  volomea  on  ikt  Goqiela,  with- 
out his  name,  in  1799.  He  added  Annotatioiu  on  the  Acta,  in 
the  next  editJMij  in  1613;  and  the  work  has  been  carried  tfaroogfa 
the  Epixtles,  on  the  lame  plan,  and  with  the  same  dengn,  hj 
Mr.  Slade.  Aa  a  compilation,  it  is  a  my  reipectable  wwIe,  and 
fitted  to  be  useful  to  the  junior  atudents  of  the  New  Teatament, 
or  those  who  cannot  purchase  many  critical  books-  The  authon 
chiefly  quoted  are,  Beaa,  Beauaobre,  Calmet,  Le  Clerc,  Du  I^n, 
Doddridge,  Bowyer,  Dr.  Henry  Owen,  Gilpin,  Eraamns,  Vata- 
balns.  Father  Simon,  Madtnight,  Grotins,  Lightfiwt,  and 
Whitby.  The  notea  are  almost  entirely  critical  and  philological. 
Besides  the  Annotations,  there  is  an  Introductiini  of  consider- 
able length,  containing  some  account  of  the  authors  who  hare 
written  on  the  geography  and  history  of  Palestine,  of  the  state  of 
the  Greek  text  of  the  New  Testament,  and  of  the  beet  mtical 
edidona  of  it,  and  various  other  matters.

The  Obso'vations  of  Eisner  explain  and  illustrate  many  dif- 
ficult passages  of  the  New  Testament,  by  quotations  from  the 
Greek  writers.  With  these  he  seems  to  have  had  an  extensive 
and  very  accorate  acquaintance.  Harwood  calls  it  one  of  the 
very  beat  books  of  sacred  aritidsm.  Emesti  prommnces  Eisner 
the  very  best  of  the  dftasical  critics  on  the  New  Testament, 
and  yet  intimates  his  donbts  whether  he  has  ten  remarks  of  any 
consequence.  Michaelis  questions  the  justice  of  this  sentence. 
The  Obeervatitms  are  entirely  of  a  grammatical  nature,  and  sel- 
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dMn  enter  deeply  into  the  examination  of  tbe  scope  or  design  of 


With  the  character  of  the  work  on  Matthew  and  Mark  I 
am  not  acquainted ;  but  any  work  of  Elmer,  ao  &r  aa  phiblo- 
gy  ia  ceaoemed,  mnst  be  valnaUe. 

Elzevirs,  a  Jamiltf  of  celebrated  Dutch  prin~ 
tert,  who  Jtourithed  jrom  about  1595  to  1680.—

These  are  the  principal  editions  of  the  Greek  Kew  Testament 
printed  hy  thia  distingmshedfemily;  but  of  which  the  editmvre- 
main  entirely  unknown.  The^rtt  edition  of  16S4,  besides  being 
Tery  beautifully  printed,  deserves  attention,  says  Bishop  Marsh, 
"  becaoae  the  Greek  text,  which  had  fluctuated  in  the  preceding 
editions,  acquired  in  this  a  comistency,  and  seemed,  during 
upwwda  of  a  century,  to  be  exposed  to  no  further  alterations. 
It  has  acquired  the  title  of  Editio  Recepta ;  and  the  expre»- 
eiim  TexUu  ah  omnxhu*  receplus,  of  which  the  editors  boast 
in  their  preface,  has  been  really  prophetic ;  but  that  it  deserves 
not  the  title  of  Textut  Receptut,  is  evident  frcnn  the  critica) 
edition  of  Griesbach."  For  the  critical  value  of  |the  Elsevir 
editions,  the  reader  may  consult  Grieabach'a  Prolegomena,  sect. 

Ehlyn,  Thomas,  a  learned  dissentiii^  minuter 
^Dyhlin,  where  he  offered  shameJuUy  on  account

This  pamphlet  was  addressed  to  the  two  houses  of  convocation 
then  sitting,  which  the  sotkcv  gravely  entreats  to  get  the  passage

ing  tlie  folly  of  this  propoaiticHt,  an  accurate  Btatexoent  of  the

This  is  an  acute  and  able  tract,  in  which  the  autbtv  diaeoren 
a  greet  acquaintance  with  the  writings  of  the  Fathers,  aa  well 
as  with  the  cridciKin  of  the  New  Testament.  Mr.  Martjiii 
howeyflt,  published  an  examination  of  the  answer  to  his  Dia- 
sertotion,  which  brought  out  Emlyn  again  in

Erasmus,  Desiderius,  bom  in  Rotterdam,  1467;

This  is  the  first  edition  of  the  entire  New  Testament  in  the  nri- 
nnal  language  that  was  printed  and  published  separately.  The 
New  Testament  had  been  printed  in  the  Complutensian  Polyglot 
inlS14,  but  it  WHS  not  published  till  1SS3.  "  Natural  abilities, 
piofound  learning,  a  readiness  in  detecting  erroia,"  says  Biabop 
Marsh,  "  with  every  qualification  that  ia  requisite  to  produce 
critical  sagacity,  Erasmus  possessed  in  the  very  highest  degree  : 
and  perhaps  there  never  existed  a  more  able  editor  of  the  New 
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T«Btainent.''  He  axec«t«d  the  first  editKm  in  five  monthB,  bung 
oMiged  by  the  bookseller  to  prepare  a  sheet  every  day.  He  pnb- 
lulled  during  his  life  other  four  editions,  in  1519,  1532,  1227, 
and  1 535,  all  printed  at  Basil  by  Frobenioe.  In  the  first  and  se- 
cond editions,  the  disputed  passage  in  1  John  v.  1,  is  omitted. 
He  introduced  it  into  the  other  three  on  tbe  authority  of  one 
maauscript.  The  fint  edition  is  the  scarcest,  the  fifth  the  moit 
accurate.  AJl  of  them  are  now  rare  and  valuable.  Tbe  edi- 
tioHB  which  hare  been  printed  &om  the  text  of  Erasmus  do  not 
alwKya  follow  it  very  scrupulously. 

His  translation  ia  better  Latin  than  the  Vulgate,  and  more 
conibraiable  to  the  Greek  text.  He  retains,  however,  more  of 
the  old  eyleeiaatical  words  and  phrases  than  the  Protestant  trans- 
laboa.  Walch  says  his  annotations,  with  a  few  exceptions,  are 
excellent,  and  discover  not  only  the  erudition  of  the  author,  but 
fais  great  knowledge  of  the  art  of  criticism,  and  show  that  he  was 
not  so  mde  a  theologian  as  many  suppose.  Ernesti  remarks, 
that  they  prepared  the  way,  and  laid  the  fonndation  fur  all  who 
have  since  excelled  in  interpreting  the  Scriptures,  though,  he 
alleges,  Erasmus  often  em,  chiefly  through  his  ignorance  of  He- 
Ivew.  A  host  of  adversaries  appeared  against  hia  translation  and 
notes ;  among  whom  were  Edward  Ley  an  Englishman,  who  dis- 
covered much  more  learning  than  most  of  his  brethren  then  pos- 
sessed ;  Peter  Sutor,  Jacob  Lopes  Stunica,  Sapaniard,  and  Nat^ 
lis  Beda.  Erasmus  stoutly  defended  himself,  and  the  controversy 
was  fiiroorable  to  the  progress  both  of  religion  and  literature  at 
the  time. 

It  is  to  be  feared,  that  the  fame  of  Erasmus  rests  more  upon  his 
literary  acquirements  and  labours,  than  upon  the  decision  or  pro- 
priety <tf  his  religious  character.  In  1546,  the  clergy  of  England 
were  enjoined  to  procure  the  New  Testament  in  Latin  and  Eng- 
lish, with  the  paraphrase  of  Erasmus  on  it,  for  their  better  in- 
struction in  the  sense  and  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures ;  and  in 
1550,  it  was  ordered  to  be  set  up  in  all  the  churches  that  the 
pM^e  mi^t  have  the  t^portunity  of  reading  it.  It  was  pub- 
lished in  black  letter,  with  this  title.  The  Paraphrases  of  Eras- 
mus upon  the  New  Testament,  containyng  the  Fower  Evange- 
lists with  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles  eftsones  conferred  with  the 
Latin.

This  is  one  of  the  rery  best  works  we  have  on  the  prindplea 
of  biblical  interpretation.  The  first  edition  waa  published  in 
1761 ;  but  the  best  edition  is  the  above,  published  hy  Profuaar 
AmmoQ  of  Erlangen.  Emesti  was  a  very  el^[ant  biblical  scho- 
lar,  who  devoted  many  years  and  a  highly  cultivated  mind  to 
the  punuits  of  sao^  literature.  His  InttUutio  contains 
pral^omena,  and  three  parts;  the  first  of  which  is  divided 
into  what  he  calls  the  coHtentfiiatme,  or  concerning  the  meaning, 
kinds,  and  uses  of  words ;  and  the  preceptive,  or  mles  for  aa- 
certaining  and  defining  their  meaning:  the  second  treats  on  the 
making  and  judging  of  versions  and  commentaries :  and  the 
third  on  the  nature  and  proper  use  of  the  critical  apparatus  for 
interpreting  the  New  Testament.  The  last  occupies  the  great- 
et  part  of  the  volume,  and  is  the  most  important  of  the  whole. 
'<  If  the  reader,"  says  Dr.  Magee,  "  should  be  desirous  of  seeing 
the  style  of  the  New  Testament  fully  and  satisfactorily  handled, 
I  refer  him  to  Emesti."  An  English  translation  of  this  import- 
ant work,  accompanied  with  notes,  was  putdtshed  last  year  in 
America  by  Professor  Stuart  of  Andover.

Of  this  work  Mr.  Home  says,  "  These  Academic  Lectures  of 
Emesti  were  delivered  by  that  eminent  scholar  and  divine  while 
he  was  professor  of  Divinity  at  Leipsic.  They  have  been  re-edited 
firom  his  corrected  copy,  with  various  important  additions,  by 
Profieasor  Dindorf,  who  now  fills  the  Hebrew  chair  at  Leipsic 
These  are  included  between  brackets,  with  the  initial  letter  D. 
On  some  of  the  earlier  chapters  there  are  also  some  moiginal 
observations  of  an  anonymous  pupil  of  Emesti's,  which  are  dis- 
tinctly marked.  Altogether  this  may  be  pronounced  the  most 
cwnjdete  critical  commentary  on  the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews 
that  u  extant."    While  the  views  of  Emesti  are  generally  cor- 
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net,  and  his  dissertatioiiB,  where  they  occur,  useful  and  import- 
ant, the  notes  of  ProfemOT  Dindorf  require  to  be  read  whh 
caution,  oving  to  his  incorrect  views  of  the  person  of  Christ.

Tliese  Opuscula  contain  many  learned  and  interesting  di»- 
quisitiona  on  critical,  philological,  and  theolt^cal  subjects.  Er- 
nest! was  by  no  means  so  imbued  with  the  irreligious  sentiments 
and  spirit  of  modem  GermonT  as  many  of  his  contemporaries. 
This  cannot  be  said  of  Ammon,  the  editor  of  some  of  his  w<n'ks, 
who  is  exceedingly  free  in  bis  religious  opinions.  All  the  works 
of  a  man  "  whom  few  will  dispute,"  says  Dr.  Pye  Smith,  "  to 
have  been  the  moat  erudite  and  el^ant  scholar  of  modem  Ger- 
many," must  deserve  to  be  consulted  by  the  biblitsl  scholar. 
The  substance  of  Emesti's  philological  obserrations  on  the  New 
Testament,  with  his  principles  of  interpretation,  is  collected 
in  an  important  yolume,  by  Kuttuer,  entitled  Upomnemata  in 
Nimtm  TetUmatlum,  Lipeiae,  1760,  Sro.  The  entire  New 
Testament  is  illustrated,  chiefly  by  excerpts  from  Emeati.

These  are  the  chief  publications,  exclusively  of  two  volumes  of 
sermons,  of  a  clergyman  who  wae  an  honour  to  religion  and  to 
his  country  for  many  yean.  The  Theological  Disaertatioos  are 
on  the  following  autgects :  the  nature  of  the  Sinai  covenant ; 
the  character  and  privile^^  of  the  apostolic  churches,  with  an 
examination  of  Dr.  Tayltv's  Key  to  the  Epistlea ;  the  nature  of 
saving  ^th  ;  the  Uw  of  nature  sufficiently  promulgated  to  the 
heathen ;  an  attempt  to  promote  the  frequent  dispensing  of  the 
Lord's  Bopper.     Whether  the  reader  shall  agree  or  disagree  with 
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Dr.  Enldne  in  all  the  new*  of  Scripture  truth  which  theae  ttu- 
■atatiofU  oootain,  it  is  tmpOMible  but  be  must  admire  the 
shrewd  sense  which  they  display,  and  their  familiar  oad  exten- 
sire  acquaintance  with  the  Bible.  Dr.  Erslune  was  a  kind  of 
Warburtonian  respecting  the  Jewish  dispensation,  but  he  very 
ably  expoaes  the  fimlish  and  nnacriptural  views  of  Dr.  Taylor. 
He  held  the  views  of  Sandeman  on  the  subject  of  faith,  but  he 
expresses  himself  more  guardedly  than  that  writer,  and  objects 
to  some  of  the  accompaniments  of  his  sentiments. 

The  Sketches  of  Church  History  discover  tjie  author's  ex- 
tensive acquaintance  with  the  modern  Dutch  and  German  wri- 
ters, and  famish  many  curious  extracts  from  books  that  are 
little  known  in  this  country.  These  are  the  more  interesting, 
when  it  is  known  that  the  author  studied  Dutch  and  German 
without  the  aid  of  a  teacher,  after  he  was  sixty  years  of  age. 
Had  he  been  a  little  more  particular  in  his  account  of  many  of 
the  books  and  their  authors,  it  would  have  added  conud^vbly 
to  the  value  of  his  own  work.

These  small  but  interesting  and  beautifully  written  vdumea 
diseover  a  mind  of  no  ordinary  acnteness  and  intelligence,  deep- 
'  ly  impressed  with  the  importance  of  religion,  and  most  iatimatdy 
acquainted  with  it.  The  argument  from  the  int^iul  evidence 
of  religion,  in  support  of  its  truth  and  suitableness,  is  very 
powerfully  supported,  though  the  author  uses  the  phrase  nalural 
religion  rather  ambiguously.  Many  of  the  illustrations  are  ex- 
ceedingly striking  and  apprc^riate,  and  the  general  views  of 
Christianity  are  calculated  to  be  highly  beneficial.  The  Essay 
on-  Faith  is  written  in  an  easier  style  of  ai^nment,  and  contuns 
more  of  scriptural  statement  and  explanation.  Both  works  are 
much  fitted  to  be  useful.  I  hope  I  shall  be  foi^ven  by  the  au- 
thor, if  this  should  meet  his  eye,  for  expreanng  my  earnest  de- 
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sin,  in  which  I  know  I  am  joiaed  b^  numj,  that  be  wouU 
aoon  &roar  the  world  with  hia  intended  critical  wnk  on  the 
whole,  or  part  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Romans.  Those  who  know 
Bfr.  Eiakine's  talentS)  and  hia  acquaintance  with  Greek  md 
biblical  literature,  aie  able  to  estimate  the  value  of  inch  a  wwk 
fntta  hia  pen.

Eatins  is  one  of  the  most  respectable  of  the  CathoHc  exposi- 
tors. He  discovers  learning,  judgment,  and  indnstry.  He  en- 
deavours in  general  to  find  out  the  literal  meaning  of  the  Scrip- 
toree,  and  frequently  illustrates  it  very  happily.  Dr.  Macknight, 
it  is  said,  was  very  partial  to  the  Commentaries  of  Estiua.  His 
work  on  the  more  difficult  passages  of  Scripture,  which,  as 
well  as  his  Exposition  of  the  Epistles,  hss  passed  through  many 
editions,  is  not  the  production  of  Estiua  himself,  but  adeertaria 
coUeeted  by  him.  They  are,  as  might  be  supposed  therefore,  of 
various  value.     Both  works  are  c<muneaided  by  Wslch. 

EnsEBlus,  Pamphylius,  a  celebrated  Greek 
writer  and  ecclesiastical  kistorioin.

These  are  the  principal  works  of  this  celebrated  author,  who 
has  been  called  the  &ther  of  ecclesiastical  history.     Hia  History 
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of  the  Church  ia  the  chief  soorce  oS  our  infwnutioD  reapectiag 
the  first  three  centnries  of  Christianity  ;  but  it  caimot  alnvys 
be  depended  on.  He  wan  aometimes  misled  by  bb  credulity, 
and  at  other  times  ensnared  by  his  desire  to  please  the  Empenx' 
Constantine,  from  whom  he  experienced  rery  flattering  atten- 
tions. Still  it  is  a  very  valuable  book.  The  first  Latin  'trans- 
lation of  it  was  printed  so  early  as  1470.  The  Histories  of  So- 
crates and  ETagrius  are  Aequently  printed  along  with  Eusebius, 
the  whole  containing  the  history  of  the  church  for  the  first  six 
hundred  years.  A  poor  translation  of  these  writers  into  English 
was  made  by  Meredith  Honmer,  and  published  in  London,  1577. 
The  sixth  edition,  revised,  corrected,  and  enlai^^ed,  appeared  Id 
1663,  foL  The  best  English  translation  is  the  following:  The 
History  of  the  Chuidi,  as  written  in  Greelc  by  Eusebius,  So- 
rastes,  and  EvagTius ;  also  the  four  books  of  the  Life  of  Constan- 
tine, Constantine's  Oration  to  the  ConTention  of  the  Saints,  and 
Eusebius's  Speech  in  praise  of  Constantine.  Translated  from 
the  edition  of  H.  V&lesius,  with  a  trsjislation  also  of  Valesiua's 
notes,  and  his  account  of  the  lives  and  writings  of  tbaek  histori- 
ans. Lend.  l683,  1709,  ^l-  An  abridgment  of  Eusebius  and 
the  others  was  also  published  in  English,  by  Psrker.  Loud.

The  other  works  of  Eusebius  are  also  important ;  but  no  transla- 
tion of  either  of  them  has  sppeared  in  English.  The  Evsngeli- 
eal  Preparation  contains  fifteen  books,  in  which  he  attacks  pB> 
ganism,  and  endeavours  to  defend  the  truth  of  Christianity,  and 
the  divine  origin  of  its  sacred  books.  The  Evangelical  De- 
monstration originally  consisted  of  twenty  books,  of  which  only 
the  first  ten  have  been  preserved.  In  this  work,  he  chiefly  com- 
bats the  Jews  ;  endeavonring,  from  the  Old  Testament  Scrip- 
tures, to  demonstrate  the  Messiahship  of  Jesus,  and  the  truth  «f 
Christianity.  "  This  work,"  says  Dr.  Harwood,  "  is  a  treasure  of 
knowledge  and  good  sense,  and  contains  all  the  arguments  in 
fevour  of  the  credibility  and  divine  authority  of  the  Christian 
religion  that  have  been  advanced  by  Chandler,  LeUnd,  Benson, 
•  Butler,  Brown,  and  other  modem  advocates  of  Christianity 
against  the  Deists."  Eusebius  wrote  some  things  on  the  Scriptures, 
which  have  been  preserved ;  but  they  are  not  of  great  value. 
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He  appears  to  have  been  on  Arian,  though  this  has  been  de- 
nied by  some.

This  waa,  till  lately,  the  rally  Lexicon  for  the  entire  Gxtiek 
Scriptnies,  which  had  been  published  in  Greek  and  English. 
The  definitions  are  very  correct,  the  connesimi  of  the  wnds 
aocnrately  traced,  and  on  some  important  terms  there  are  criti- 
cal disquisitionB,  which  do  equal  credit  to  the  learning  and  judg- 
ment of  the  author.  It  is  both  more  convenient  for  consultation, 
uid  more  cmnprehensive  than  Farkhurst's.  The  Onunmar  also 
is  very  excellent.  A  third  and  enlarged  edition  has  been  pie- 
pared  for  the  press.  It  is  intended  to  comprehend,  besides  the 
Scriptures,  the  ordinary  classical  writers  in  Greek.

I  hope  it  will  not  be  supposed  that  the  partiality  of  personal 
friendship,  or  the  influence  of  religious  connexion  has  produced 
the  insertion  of  some  of  the  above  works.  I  consideT  all  of  them 
important,  independently  of  the  leading  objects  which  they  enji- 
braee.     The  Eways  addressed  to  Jews  were  written  at  the 
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request  of  the  DIrectwa  of  tlie  Landm  MiMitmaiy  Society. 
They  display,  particularly,  a  very  accurate  acquaititmice  with 
the  Old  Testament  Scriptnres,  and  place  many  passages  in  a 
new  and  often  interesting  light.  At  the  same  time,  there  seems 
evidence  in  the  work,  that  it  was  a  task  imposed  rather  than 
chosen;  as  it  is  not  written  with  so  much  ease  and  neatness 
as  some  others  of  the  author's  wtoks.  The  Attempt,  and  the 
Essay  on  Baptism,  I  mention,  not  to  pronounce  an  opinion  mi 
the  controversies  vhich  they  embrace ;  but  to  invite  the  reade/s 
attention  to  many  important  and  useful  criticisms  on  the  Scrip- 
tures. The  last  essay  contains  s  greater  portion  both  of  biblical 
and  classical  illustration  of  the  meaning  c^  the  terms  relating  to 
b^itism,  than  any  book  which  has  appeared  for  a  long  time. 
The  second  edition,  jnst  published,  is  considerably  enlarged. 
The  publication  b  likely  to  produce  a  lengthened  discussion  of 
the  important  controversy.  Whether  Mr.  Ewing's  views  shall 
be  adopted  or  rcjjected,  his  learning  and  ingenuity,  and  the  ftp!- 
Tit  in  which  they  are  maintained  wiU  command  respect.

The  substance  of  this  able  work  was  delivered  at  the  Bamp- 
ton  lecture  in  1801.  The  leading  object  of  it  is  to  establish  the 
authenticity  of  the  Pentateuch,  by  pointing  out  the  coincidence 
of  its  facts  and  statements  with  the  remains  of  profane  antiqui- 
ty, and  their  connexim  with  Christianity.  For  the  proeecntian 
of  this  undertaking,  the  author  was  peculiarly  qualified.  Few 
men  of  the  present  age  possess  so  extensive  an  acquaintance  with 
the  mythology,  the  traditions,  andthe'apirit  of  ancient  p^aniam; 
while  there  is  a  seriousness  in  the  tone  of  his  discussions,  which 
takes  off  the  camaliEing  tendency  of  his  speculations.  Whe- 
ther the  Horae  Mosaicae  be  considered  as  a  work  on  the  evidences 
of  Christianity,  or  as  furnishing  illustrations  of  varions  parts  of 
the  word  of  God,  itH  claims  are  eqnoUy  deserving  of  regard  front 
the  Christian  student.

Ttia  work,  though  not  so  strictly  in  our  department  as  tlie  for- 
mer, IB  yet  doeely  connected  with  it.  It  eetahlishes  the  justice 
of  the  TeaaA  made  on  the  anthor'i  profound  acquaintance  widi 
antiquity.  In  this  respect  it  is  aecond  only  to  the  Andeait 
Mycology  of  Bryant,  frtaa  whidi  it  differs  on  several  important 
pcants ;  on  which,  however,  Mr.  Bryant  hinnm^f  changed  hii 
mind  after  the  pubUcaticm  of  his  great  wtn-k.  There  are  many 
things  learned  and  curious,  and  many  things  also  ianoiful  in  the 
Mysteries  of  the  Cabiri.

This  is  the  last  production  of  Mr.  Faber's  pen,  and  partakes 
strongly  of  all  the  characteristics  of  his  writing ;— -strong  mascu- 
line sense,  extensive  classical  erudition,  and  a  hearty  love  of  hy- 
pothesis. There  is  a  great  deal  said  in  these  volnmea  that  anuf 
be  true,  modi  that  tnay  be  true,  though  not  proved  to  be  so,  and 
many  things  that  we  believe  not  to  be  true.  He  combats  Bishop 
Warburton  very  auccessfnlly.  His  idea  that  the  six  days  work 
of  creation  extended  to  thirty-six  thousand  years ;  hia  notion 
that  the  angels  who  kept  not  their  first  estate,  (mentioned  in 
Sd  Peter  and  Jnde,)  were  human  prophets,  or  apostate  ministers, 
children  of  Seth,  who  rebelled  against  Noah ;  and  his  hypothesfa 
respecting  the 'character  of  Job,  and  the  design  of  the  book,  ixe 
altogether  extravagant;  and,  however  ingeniously  supported,  wild 
speculations  on  the  plain  meaning  of  the  Bible.  In  many  other 
respects,  the  work  is  valuable,  and  abounds  with  soriptuial  sea-

The  £rat  two  of  these  worlu  by  Fabridns  have  long  enjoyed 
a  high  reputation,  though  they  hare  been  rery  much  superseded 
in  this  country  by  the  labours  of  Jones  and  Lardner.  They 
contain  a  collection  of  the  apocryphal  boolu  of  the  Old  and  New 
Corenanta,  in  Greek  and  Latin,  with  obseirations  on  their  cha- 
racter, and  the  nature  of  the  evidence  which  distinguishes  tbem 
iroDi  the  genuine  writings  of  inspired  men.  The  Select  Oboer- 
yations  are  not  the  production  of  Fabridus,  but  a  collection 
edited  by  him.  It  contains  tiie  notes  c^  Alex.  Moms,  Lauren- 
tius  Ramiresius,  and  Petms  Poksinua.  Some  of  the  notes  and 
illuBtrationa  of  these  learned  writers  are  very  useAil  aad  import- 
ant. These  are  but  a  small  part  of  the  labours  of  this  inde&-  ~ 
tigable  scholar,  whose  biblit^aphical  and  antiquarian  researches 
have  thrown  light  on  almost  everydepartment  of  knowledge.  His 
Lux  Evangelii  tot!  orbi  exoriens,  Hamb.  1731,  4to.  is  another 
work  held  in  great  estimation.  It  b  a  history  of  the  propaga- 
tion ai  the  gospel  in  the  world,  both  in  andent  and  modem 
times. 

Fabricy,  Oabriei.,  a  FreTich  dominican ;  bom 
1726 ;  died  1800.— Des  Titres  Frimitife  de  la  Re-

Tliis  learned  work  was  published  during  the  tiine  Kennioott 
was  mnVing  lug  coUatioos ;  and  was  designed  to  show  the  advan- 
tage which  religion  and  literature  niigbt  derive  from  the  edition 
itf  the  Hebrew  Bible  to  be  published  by  Kennioott ;  which  Fa- 
Iwiey  supposed  was  to  ctmtaia  not  merely  the  Tarions  readings  of 
Hebrew  MSS.  bat  also  the  readings  derived  from  the  Greek, 
Latiuj  and  oriental  versions.  He  is,  on  the  whtde,  a  friend  to 
the  Masoretic  system,  but  endeavours  to  avoid  the  extremes 
into  which  its  advocates  have  gone.  "  It  is,"  says  Mr.  Butler, 
"  a  work  replete  with  learning.  It  inclines  to  the  old  c^inions  ; 
the  author  shows  himself  a  sealous  and  able  advocate  fin-  them ; 
and,  in  every  part  of  the  work,  studiously  endeavours  to  ezdte 
the  wannest  sentiments  of  religious  respect  for  the  sacred  writ- 
ings, and  every  tope  of  literature  connected  with  them."  Bishop 
Marsh's  testimony  is  not  less  decided  in  favour  of  this  valuable 
productioD.

The  works  of  Farmer  are  among  the  most  ingenions  and  lenmed 
theological  productions  of  the  last  century.  They  contain  many 
things  worthy  of  consideration ;  but  at  the  same  time  they  re- 
quire to  he  read  with  caution.  They  form  a  closely  connected, 
and  powerAdly  reastmed  system,  the  leading  principle  of  whidi 
is,  that  God  has  never  delated  a  miracolous  power  w  authority 
except  to  agents  divinely  commissioned.  Hence  wicked  spi- 
rits possess  no  power  to  injure  men,  or  to  support  falsehood 
by  miraculous  acts.  Our  Lord's  temptation,  accOTding  to  Far- 
mer, was  a  divine  vision ;  the  demoniaca  cf  the  gospel  were 
merely  persons  strongly  affected  by  certain  diseasefl.  The  won- 
derful deeds  of  the  Egyptian  Magi,  and  others,  were  only  tricks ; 
and  the  many  thousand  god?  who  made  up  the  elegant  mytholo- 
gy of  Greece  and  Rome  were  the  spirits  of  departed  heroes. 
The  chief  opponents  of  Farmer  were  Worthington  and  Fell, 
who  were  both  men  of  learning,  but  not  equal  to  Farmer  in  acnte- 
sess  and  command  of  temper.  The  controversy  is  one  of  consi- 
derable interest  and  importance ;  and,  independently  of  the  chief 
points  at  issue,  the  writings  of  Farmer  furnish  many  important 
and  original  views  of  Scripture.  Some  of  his  leading  sentiments 
were  not  peculiar  to  himself,  or  brought  forward  for  the  fim 
time  by  him.  Wetenfels,  a  Dutch  divine,  advanced  something 
of  the  same  nature  on  the  subject  of  miracles ;  and  a  work  of  Le 
Moine,  a  French  protestant,  though  it  does  not  contain  precisely 
llie  same  views,  is  yet  closely  allied  to  them.  Other  English 
writers  also  had  previously  avowed  the  same  sentiments  with 
Fanner  on  demonology  ;  but  by  ncme  of  them  is  the  same  ability, 
research,  and  learning,  displayed  in  support  of  these  opinions.  I 
ought  to  include  In  my  list  the  fii^owing  pamphlet,  also  by  Far- 
mer:

Featley,  Daniel,  D.  D.  a  clergyman  ^f  tike 
Church  of  Erigland,  who  died  in  1645. — Clavis 
Mystica  ;  a  Key  opening  divers  difficult  and  Mys- 
teriouH  Texts  of  Holy  Scripture.  Lond.  1636, 
fol. 

This  work  contains  seventy  sermons,  which,  according  to  the 
author,  were  "  preached  at  solemn  and  most  celebrious  assem- 
blies,  upon  special  occasions,  in  England  and  France."  It  is  a 
singular  exhibition  of  the  kind  of  eloquence  and  instruction 
which  was  in  vogue  during  the  period  in  which  the  author  lived. 
Featley  was  by  no  means  destitute  of  learning  and  imagination  ; 
but  his  puna,  quaint  conceits,  numerous  distinctions  and  divi- 
sions, display  the  lamentable  wont  of  taste  and  good  sense  which 
prevailed.  A  number  of  the  texts  which  he  handles  are  difficult, 
and  some  of  them  plain  enough.  He  is  occasionally  very  inge- 
nious and  original  in  bis  remarks  on  passages ;  but  he  is  also 
often  ridiculous.  The  opening  sentence  of  the  first  sermon, 
entitled  The  Bruised  Reed,  preached  at  Lambeth,  before  his 
Grace,  and  the  rest  of  his  Majestie's  Commissioners  in  Caoees 
Ecclesiastical,  deserves  to  be  quoted  as  a  specimen.  "  Most 
Beverend,  &c.  I  would  not  presume  to  sound  a  bruised  reed,  or 
wiode  a  crack't  pipe  in  this  place,  destinated  and  appointed  for 
the  silver  trumpets  of  Sion ;  nor  blow  my  amoaking  flaxe  here, 
where  the  clearest  lights  of  the  sanctuary  usually  shine,  if  the 
texte  of  Scripture,  even  now  read  in  your  ears,  encouraged  me 
not  thereunto."  Daniel  Featley  was  a  redoubtable  champion  of 
the  church  against  all  the  sects  and  parties  of  that  mucb-agitated 
period.  A  specimen  of  his  powers  and  spirit  in  this  way  ap- 
peared in  a  ridiculous  book,  published  by  him.  The  Dippers 
Dipt,  which  gives  an  account  of  a  public  dispute  in  vrtiich  he 
was  engaged  on  the  subject  of  baptum.  His  Life  and  Death,  a 
curious  little  volume,  was  published  in  I66O,  by  his  nephew, 
who  stJbscribes  himself,  John  Fairclough,  vulgo  Featley.

Pell,  John,  Bishop  (^  Oxford ;  bom  1625 ; 
died  l686..~-Novi  Testameuti  Libri  Omnes  Graece, 
Sic-    Ozon.  1675, 8ro. 

This  edition  of  the  Nerr  Testament  was  undertaken  chiefly 
in  conaeqaence  of  the  objections  brought  against  the  various 
readings  in  Walton's  Polyglot.  It  is  the  first  separate  edition  oS 
the  New  Testament  with  various  readings  from  MSS.  and  an- 
cient TersiouB ;  and  was  reprinted  at  Frankfort  in  l€97i  Svtk  at 
Leipzig  in  170S,  6vo.  and  at  Oxford  in  1703,  in  tbl.  It  was  pos- 
sessed of  great  value  at  the  time;  but  has  long  since  been  su- 
perseded, though  Michaelis  speaks  of  it  as  an  indispensable 
woA  to  any  man  engaged  in  sacred  criticism.  The  text  is 
formed  on  that  of  the  Elsevirs  and  Stephens.  It  is  printed  in 
double  columns,  and  the  various  readings  from  the  editions  of 
Stephens,  Valeeius,  Curcellaeus,  and  a  great  number  of  Eng- 
lish, French,  and  Italian  MSS.  are  inserted  below. 

—A  Paraphrase  and  Annotations  upon  all  St.  Paul's 
EpisUes,  done  by  several  eminent  men  at  Oxford, 
corrected  and  improved  by  Bishop  Fell.  Lond.

This  work,  of  whidi  the  above  is  the  third  edition,  does  not 
appear  to  me  to  be  of  much  value ;  but  Doddridge  says,  "  Most 
of  Fell's  notes  are  wortliy  of  remark.  The  collection  of  parallel 
Scriptures  is  judicious,  and  the  translation  in  some  places  alter- 
ed  for  the  better." 

Fell,  John,  tutor  of  the  di»»enting  academy  at 
Homerton,  near  London ;  horn  1735 ;  died  1797- — 
Demoniacs :  an  Inquiiy  into  the  Heathen  and  Scrip- 
ture Doctrine  of  Demons ;  in  which  the  hTpothesis 
of  Mr.  Farmer  and  others  on  the  subject  are  par- 
ticularly considered.  I«Qnd.  1779.  8vo. — The  Ido-

Id  tbese  worlu,  Mr.  Fell  defends  the  oppoBite  sjstem  to  that 
of  Fanner,  which  is  generally  received.  Farmer'B  riews  of  de- 
monidogy  had  been  previously  brought  forward  by  Joseph  Mode, 
Lardner,  Dr.  Mead,  and  Syfces.  Fell's  reply,  both  tm  this  subject 
and  on  that  of  the  ancient  idolatry,  is  able,  and  acknowledged  by 
Dr.  Ki^)ia,  who  was  Aiendly  to  the  sentimeats  of  Farmer,  to 
contain  many  things  which  would  have  been  fonnd  deservitig  of 
OMiuderation  and  reply ;  but  the  temper  in  which  he  has  writ- 
ten has  been  justly  censored. 

Fenwick,  George,  a  Hutchinsonian  ditine  of 
tie  Church  of  England. — ^Thoughts  on  the  Hebrew 
titles  of  the  Psahns,  and  on  some  of  those  in  the 
Septuagint,  endeavouring  to  discover  the  meaning, 
and  to  point  out  the  use  of  them.

The  work  on  the  Hebrew  titles  is  a  cnrions  and  rather  intn- 
.  eating  production,  and  the  only  trestiae  on  the  subject,  I  sup- 
pose, in  our  language.  The  object  is  to  show  that  Christ  or  his 
church  is  the  burden  of  all  the  Psalms ;  and  that  this  is  indi- 
cated by  the  titles  of  many  of  them.  It  is  often,  no  doubt,  both 
&nciful  and  hypothetical,  and  lately  imbued  with  the  theotc^ 
of  his  master ;  but  the  book  contBins  both  learning  and  piety, 
and  will  reward  a  perusal. 

Frawick's  design  in  the  second  is  the  same  as  in  the  former 
work  %  and  the  remarks  made  m  the  one  arc  equally  applicable 
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to  tiie  other.  The  general  object  is  good ;  but  he  is  not  altrajs 
Buccessfol  in  his  attempts  to  promote  it.  There  is  added  a  plain 
translation  of  the  last  words  of  David,  with  a  few  notes. 

FEBatrsON,  James,  minuter  <^  KUmnnmgt  *»

These  short  expositioaB  are  nncranmonly  sensiUe,  and  display 
very  considerable  capacity  for  explaining  the  Bible.  They  are 
part  of  the  plan  of  expounding  the  Scriptures  which  was  fmned 
by  Dickson,  Hatcheson,  and  Fei^uson,  and  in  which  they  all 
perfinrned  a  part,  though  it  was  never  completed.  They  give 
a  favourable  view  of  the  state  of  public  instruction  dnring  a 
much-misrepreeented  part  of  Scotiah  history.  Their  authors, 
if  not  profound  critics,  or  men  of  elegant  taste,  were  by  no  means 
deficient  in  learning  and  good  sense.  They  were  t^e  minis- 
ters of  the  Mew  Testament,  and  well  qualified  for  ri^tly  di- 
viding the  word  of  tmth. 

Ferguson,  Robert,  a  ntUive  qf  Scotland,  a?td  a 
minister  among  the  Nonconformist*  in  England; 
died  in  1714. — The  Interest  of  Reason  in  Religion; 
with  the  Import  and  Use  of  Scripture  Metaphors  ;

This  Ttdume  is  part  of  a  controveny  in  which  the  author  and 
some  othns  were  engaged  with  Dr.  Sherlock  ;  who  was  const- 
dered  to  have  published  some  sentiments  nearly  allied  to  Socini- 
anism.  Ferguson's  wtvk  contains  some  judicious  rranarks  on  the 
use  of  reason  in  religion,  and  also  oa  the  metophorical  language 
of  Scripture.  The  whole,  howevw,  is  too  much  connected  with 
-  the  temporary  omtroversy  to  be  read  now  with  interest.     He 
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refen  ray  pn^ierlj  to  GlaMitu,  FladuB,  IlljricDB,  and  AUte- 
dina,  for  mare  extended  and  critical  views  of  the  different  kinds 
of  figures  and  tropes  emplajed  in  the  Bible. 

FiNDLAY,  RoBEBT,  D.D.  ProftssoT  Iff  Divtnity 
in  the  university  of  Glasgow ;  ipm  1731 ;  died 
1814. — VindicatioD  of  the  Sacred  Books,  and  of  Jo- 
sephus,  from  various  Misrepresentations  and  Cavils 
of  Voltaire.  Glasg.  1 770,  8vo. — The  Divine  Inspi- 
ration of  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  Testament  as- 
serted hj  St.  Paul.

Dr.  Findlaf  is  a  learned  bnt  not  an  inteesting  writer.  The 
above  are  his  principal  works,  and  contain  much  solid  critical 
diaqnisition.  The  reply  to  Dr.  Geddee  is  a  most  satisiactorf 
one  ;  and  both  Tindicatea  the  common  reading  of  S  Tim.  iii.  16, 
and  (upports  the  generally  received  views  of  inspiration.  Be- 
sides the  above.  Dr.  Findlay  was  the  author  of  several  anony- 
mous perfbnnances  of  some  value.  Among  these  are  A  Letter 
to  Dr.  Jebb  about  the  unlawfulness  of  religious  Addresses  to 
Jesus,  1778,  Svo.  and  Remarks  on  Mr.  Lindse/s  Dissertation 
on  praying  to  Christ,  I7&I,  6vo.  These  tracts  contain  impor- 
tant observadons  on  some  passages  of  Scripture  in  that  depart- 
ment of  the  Socinian  controversyi  He  also  wrote  Two  Let- 
tera  to  Dr.  Kennicott,  vindicating  the  Jews  from  the  charge 
of  corrupting  Dent,  zxvii.  1.  Lond.  1768,  6vo.  Tliey  were 
s^ned  Philalethes. 

Fischer,  J.  F.  a  learned  German  writer. — Pro- 
lusiones  de  Versionihus  Graeds  Librorum  Veteris 
Testament!.

The  learned  anthm'  of  these  works  was  the  editor  of  the  5th 
and  best  edition  of  the  Clavet  of  Stockius,  for  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments.    lips.

great  acquaintance  with  racred  philology.  The  second  in  particU' 
lar  is  very  valnable,  for  enabling  a  critical  scholar  to  form  a  correct 
judgment  of  the  rarions  lexicons  for  the  New  Testament  whidi 
had  been  previously  pablished.  In  poinUng  out  and  illuatrat- 
ing  their  faults,  he  does  not  indulge  in  a  csptious  mt  cenaorions 
spirit,  but  endeavours  to  throw  farther  light  on  the  difficult  wmds 
and  jdiraseology  of  the  New  Testament.  The  writings  of  Fischer 
are  often  referred  to  by  Michaelis,  Marsh,  and  Emesti. 

Fitzgerald,  Geeald,  Fellow  of  Trinity  Col- 
lege, Dub&n,  and  ProfeMor  of  Divinity  in  the  uiti- 
vergity. — ^An  Essay  on  the  Originality  and  Perma- 
nency of  the  Biblical  Hebrew,  &c.  Dub.  1796.  8vo. 

The  object  of  Dr.  Fitzgerald,  in  this  volume,  is  to  pove  the 
divine  origin  of  the  Hebrew  language,  and  that  its  letters  have 
undergone  no  change :  both  these  positions  are  brou^t  to  bear  on 
the  question,  whether  language  can  be  the  vehicle  of  divine  com- 
munication ?  There  are  considerable  learning  and  acuteness  dis- 
covered in  this  tract ;  bat  several  of  its  positions  will  not  be  as- 
aented  to  by  scholars ;  and  the  conclusion  for  which  the  author 
contends  is  by  no  means  dependent  on  his  premises. 

Flacius,  Matthias,  sumamed  Iixyricus,  & 
denote  the  counfyi/  qf  his  nativity ;  one  of  tJie  moat 
learned  qf  the  prote'stant  reformers ;  horn  1520  ;

This  teamed  and  elaborate  work  is  divided  into  two  parts.  In 
the  first,  the  words  and  fcmns  of  expression  used  in  the  Scrip- 
tures are  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  and  explained  after  the 
manner  of  a  dictionary.  The  second  contains  a  variety  of  tracts 
on  subjects  relating  to  sacred  literature :  on  the  means  of  ac- 
quiring a  knowledge  of  the  sacred  writings  ;  on  the  opinions  and 
rules  of  the  Fathers  on  this  subject ;  on  the  different  parts  of 
speech ;  cm  the  figures  and  metaphors  of  Scripture ;  and  on  the

pecoliaridea  of  its  style.  Considving  tbe  period  whm  tbiswork 
wu  published,  it  affords  a  strildng  proof  of  the  industry,  learn- 
ing, and  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures,  wkich  distingaislied  the 
author.  It  is  praised  bf  Walch  and  Mosheim ;  and  eren  Father 
Simon  hooours  it  with  a  ptotion  of  his  approbation.  Fladne  was 
the  author  of  many  other  works,  chiefly  of  a  controversial  nature. 
He  was  the  principal  writer  among  the  Msgdebn^  Centnri- 
■tors. 

Fleming,  Robert,  a  dissenting  minister ;  bom 
in  Scotland  lAout  1660  ;  died  in  London,  1716. — 
ClaiBtology.  A  Discourse  concerning  Christ :  being 
a  new  essay  towards  a  farther  revival  and  re-intro- 
duction of  Primitive  Scriptural  Divinity.  Lond. 
I705-I7O8,  3  vol.  8vo. 

This  work  is  now  rather  uncommon.  The  author  did  not 
complete  his  plan,  which  is  much  to  be  resetted ;  as  he  pos- 
sessed a  powerAil  and  very  original  mind.  Many  ingenious 
tbooghts  occur  in  the  Christology,  and  many  passages  of  Scripture 
are  placed  in  a  new  light :  and  though  the  reader  may  not  al- 
ways agree  with  him,  he  cannot  &il  to  be  pleased  with  his  inde- 
pendence of  thinking.  I  ought  to  renurk,  however,  that  Mr. 
Fleming's  leading  sentiments  are  strictly  orthodox,  though  he 
does  not  follow  the  beaten  tract  of  orthodoxy.  An  abridgment 
.  of  this  work  in  one  volume  Svo.  was  published  at  Edinburgh  in 
1795. 

Fletcher,  Joseph,  A.M.  a  disseuHng  minister, 
Jiyrmerly  of  Blackburn,  now  of  London. — Lectures 
on  the  Principles  and  Institutions  of  the  Roman  Ca- 
tholic Religion  :  with  an  Appendix,  containing  his- 
torical and  critical  lUustrations.  Lond.  1817,  Svo. 
As  a  few  of  the  older  works  connected  with  popery  are  no- 
ticed in  this  Bibliotheca,  chiefly  on  account  of  the  important 
points  relating  to  the  Scriptures,  which  the,popiah  controversy 
involves,  I  shall  perhaps  be  excused  for  noticing  this  production 
of  Mr.  Fletcher.     It  is  the  best  work  on  the  subject  that  has 
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latelj  ^peaied.  It  is  exceedin^y  well  written,  cond^uea  into 
a  narrow  oompass  a  large  portion  of  vslnable  infonnation,  and 
while  it  instructs  by  its  scriptnnd  reoaoninga,  it  edifies  by  H> 
warm  and  enlightened  piety.  It  ia  finn,  moderate,  and  candid. 
The  lectures  are  nine,  and  embrace  the  following  topics :  The 
anthtaity  of  the  dinrch  ;  oral  tradition ;  papal  supremacy;  ttan— 
subatantiation,  and  the  sacrifice  of  the  mau ;  the  sacraments  of 
the  church  of  Rome ;  the  inTocation  of  saints,  and  the  use  of 
images ;  purgatory  and  the  doctrine  of  merit ;  the  Roman  Ca- 
tholic hierarchy ;  the  genius  and  tendency  of  the  papal  religion. 

Fleury,  Claude,  a  French  ecclesiastic ;  bom 
1640 ;  died  17S8. — The  Maimers  of  the  ancient  Is- 
raelites, containing  an  Account  of  their  peculiar 
Customs,  Ceremonies,  Laws,  Polity,  Religion,  Sects, 
Arts,  Trades,  &c     Lond.  1809,  8vo.  3d  edit. 

This  is  a  Tery  elegant  and  accurate  little  work,  which  was  first 
translated  into  English  in  1756  by  Ellis  Famewortli.  For  the 
above  edition,  and  two  former  ones,  with  considerable  additions, 
the  public  are  indebted  to  Dr.  Adam  Clarke.  It  is,  however, 
better  adapted  to  young  persms  than  to  the  more  profound  adio- 
kr. 

Floyer,  Sir  John,  M.  D.  a  learned  En^isk 
j^ygiciftn ;  bom  about  1649 ;  ^d  1734. — The  Si- 
bylline Oracles  translated  from  the  best  Greek  co- 
pies, and  compared  with  the  sacred  Prophecies,  e8pe<- 
cially  with  Daniel  uid  the  ReTelations,  and  with 
so  much  history  as  plainly  shews  that  many  of  the 
Sibyl's  Predictions  are  exactly  fulfilled.  With  An- 
swers to  the  Objections  made  against  them.  Lond. 
1713,  small  8to. 

This  is  the  best  English  translation  of  the  Sibylline  Oradee, 
and  is  curious  notonlyasaversionofthese  singular  productiona, 
but  as  it  famishes  a  tolerably  accnrate  account  of  the  controver- 
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Kj  reqiectipg  their  truth  and  authenticity,  of  which  Sir  Jghn 
aj^iean  to  hare  been  a  firm  believer.  He  was  evidently  a  man 
<£  conaiderable  learning  and  iraseardi,  who  paid  a  good  deal  of 
attention  also  to  the  Bible.  His  comporiwia  between  the  oracles 
of  heaven,  however,  and  these  pious  frauds,  (fait  no  better,  after 
all  that  has  been  said,  can  they  be  coOBidered,)  was  not  much 
calculated  to  serve  the  cause  of  revelation.  WhlsfaKi,  who  loved 
every  thing  that  was  marvellous,  published  a  Vindication  of  the 
Sibylline  Oracles,  with  the  genuine  Oracles  themselves;  and 
Bish<^  Hwsley,  a  much  greater  man,  though  scarcely  less  fi)nd 
of  paradox,  takes  the  same  side. 

F0BBE8,  Duncan,  Lord  President  qf  the  Court 
^SeiMon;  was  bom  at  CuUodenin  16S5;  died  \747. 
— Thoughts  on  ReligioD,  Natural  and  Revealed; 
with  a  Letter  to  a  Bishop,  concerning  some  import- 
ant Discoveries  in  Philosophy  and  Religion.  Lond. 
1735>  4to.     OA%n  reprinted. 

Prendent  Forbes  was  a  considerable  Hebrew  scholar,,  of  the 
sdiool  of  Hntchinson.  The  system  of  that  BiDgular  writer  ap- 
pears to  greater  advantage  in  this  small  volume,  than  in  any  of 
fais  own  works,  or  those  of  his  other  followers.  It  was  translated 
into  French  by  the  celebrated  Father  Houbigant ;  which  is  no 
small  proof  of  the  estimation  in  which  it  has  been  held. 

FoEBES,  Patrick,  qf  Corse,  Bishop  qf  Aber- 
deen; bom  1564;  died  1635. — ^A  Commentary  upon 
the  Revelation  of  St.  John.     Lond.  l6l3,  4to. 

This  work  was  translated  into  Latin  by  his  son  SiAai  Forbes, 
and,  with  additional  notes,  was  published  at  Amsterdam,  l646, 
4ta.  To  tbis  is  added  another  work  by  the  fether,  A  De- 
fence of  the  Calling  of  the  Reformed  Ministers ;  on  the  Ori- 
gin  of  the  Roman  Apoetacy,  and  the  Antiquity  of  the  Re- 
fonned  Churches.  The  Commentary  is  brief,  but  discovers 
some  learning,  and  attention  to  the  meaning  of  the  Apocalypse. 
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The  aathor  wu  one  of  the  moat  reipectable  of  the  Scotish  diTines 
who  embraced  episcopacj.  The  son  of  Bishop  Forbes  b  better 
known  than  his  ftther.  His  works  have  been  repeatedly  printed 
on  the  ctmtinent.  The  best  port  of  them  is  the  Instmctiones 
HistoTico-Tbeolo^cae.  The  best  edition  of  the  Opera  was  pub- 
lished by  Heniy  Wetotein,  at  Anuterdam,  in  1708-1705,  2  vxA. 
All.    Dr.  John  Forbes  died  in  1646. 

FoasTEB,  John,  a  German  divine,  Prqfessor  qf 
Hebrew  in  &e  university  qf  Wittemberg;  bom  in 
1495 ;  died  1556. — Dictionarium  Hebraicum  No- 
vum, non  ex  Rabbinoniin  CommeutiB,  nee  nostra- 
tium  Dpctorum  etulta  imitatione  descriptum,  sed 
ex  ipsis  thesauris  Sacrorum  Biblionun,  et  eorun- 
dem  accurata  loconim  collatione  depromptum,  cum 
pbrasibus  Scripturae  Veteris  et  Novi  Testament! 
diligenter  annotatis.    Basil.  1557)  fol. 

This  Hebrew  Dictionary  contains  more  than  900  folio  pages. 
On  the  back  of  the  title,  which,  like  most  Hebrew  works,  is  at 
the  right  hand  of  the  book,  is  a  wooden  cut,  representing  the 
viva  imago  of  the  reverend  aathor  in  his  academical  robes ;  the 
fiir  of  which  and  his  immense  beard  seem  as  if  combined  to- 
gether. Then  follows  a  long  preface  on  learning  the  Hebrew 
language,  containing  a  kind  of  grammar.  Next  comerf  the  Dic- 
tionary itself.  The  roots  are  printed  on  the  margin,  and  all 
numbered,  to  the  amount  of  1758.  The  various  branches  from 
the  roots  are,  in  like  manner,  arranged  on  the  margin.  The  ex- 
planations of  words  are  often  very  extensive,  and  contain  nu- 
merous illustrations  of  their  meaning  from  the  ScriptnreB.  At 
the  beginning  of  every  letter  he  introduces  a  verse,  or  phrase, 
from  the  Scriptures  in  Hebrew.  The  author  was  determin- 
ed, if  possible,  to  throw  off  the  yoke  of  the  Rabbins  from 
the  Christian  church,  which  he  considered  as  intolerable  as  that 
of  Rome.  He  expresses  his  astonishmeDt  at  the  manner  in 
which  the  reformed  doctors  generally  deferred  to  the  authority 
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ef  J«wuli  onumentston,  in  their  interpretations  of  the  Hebrew 
Scriptures.  He  justly  represents  them  as  men  in  whom  there 
wss  no  light,  no  knowledge  of  God,  no  spirit,  no  correct  or  so- 
lid acquaintance  with  any  art  or  science,  not  even  ^th  the  He- 
brew tongue  itself.  Rejecting,  therefore,  the  Babylonish  con- 
fiuion  they  had  introduced  into  the  sacred  language,  he  endei^ 
TOOTS  to  establish  his  work  on  the  solid  basis  of  Moaes  and  the 
Prophets  alone.  He  deswves  to  be  remembered  for  bis  enlight- 
ened views,  and  energetic  exertions  to  drire  these  Vandals  from 
the  holy  ground,  which  they  so  long  profaned  rather  than  culti- 
vated. Forster  wss  a  disciple  of  Reuchlin,  or  Capnio,  assisted 
Lnther  in  bis  translation  of  the  Seriptures,  and  was  the  intimate 
friend  of  Melanchthon.  His  work  is  higlil]r  commended  by  Glas- 
das,  and  was  much  used  by  Kircher  iu  his  Greek  Concordance, 
and  also  by  Castell  in  the  compilation  of  his  Heptaglot  Lexicon. 
Father  Simon  speaks  of  it  in  his  usual  cynical  style,  representing 
it  as  undertaken  to  &vour  the  prejudices  of  Luther,  and  as  a 
work  above  the  author's  capacity  and  learning.  He  acknow- 
ledges, however,  that  rt  was  very  much  esteemed  by  many. 

Fox,  Feancis,  a  dergyman  of  the  Church  <^ 
England,  who  died  in  1738. — The  New  Testament 
explained ;  with  References,  marginal  Readings,  and 
NotcB.     Lond.  1722,  1743,  2  vol.  8vo. 

In  this  work,  the  references  are  all  given,  in  vmttta  at  fiiU 
length,  under  the  text ;  so  that  the  parallel  texts  may  be  all 
seen  at  one  view.  These  texts  were  taken  from  ibe  marginal 
references  that  were  then  annexed  to  the  large  Bibles ;  to  which 
a  number  were  added  by  Mr.  Fox  himself.  It  contains  also  a  few 
notes  on  some  difficult  pas8i4^s.  He  gives  Usher's  Cbronolc^, 
and  some  other  things,  which  render  the  work,  on  the  whole, 
very  useful.  I  think  I  hare  observed  a  new  edition  of  it,  or  a 
work  of  precisely  the  same  nature,  proposed  lately. 

Francis,  Anne,  Mrs.  a  learned  and  ingenious 
lady. — ^A  Poetical  Translation  of  the  Song  of  Solo- 
mon, from  the  Original  Hebrew ;  with  a  prelimi- 
nary  Discourse,  and  Notes  historical,  critical,  and 
explanatory.     Lond.  1781,  4to. 
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ThoDj^  Mn.  Fnnda  confines  henelf  to  the  literal  Knee  of 
the  poon,  which  gbe  considers  to  be  s  celebration  '■  of  that  holy 
wedded  love,  which  allowably  glows  in  the  chastest  bosoms,"  sh* 
believes  that  this  "  is  only  s  veil  to  shadow  that  divine  and  ten- 
der regard  which  subsists  between  the  Redeemer  and  the  souls 
of  men."  The  venification  is  smooth  and  lively.  The  plan  of 
the  poem  is  constructed  on  the  principles  of  Harmer's  Oudine, 
to  whom,  and  to  Parlchnrst,  she  is  indebted  for  many  of  her 
notes  and  illustrations. 

Franckk,  Aug.  Her.  an  excellent  German  theo- 
iog^ian;  bom  1663;  died  1727> — Manuductio  ad 
Lectionem  Scripturae  Sacrae.  Hallae,  1693,  12mo. 
Translated  into  English  by  William  Jacques,  un- 
der the  title  of  A  Guide  to  the  Reading  and  Study 
of  the  Holy  Scriptures.    Lond.  1815,  8vo. 

This  is  a  moat  valuable  little  wwlc.  The  good  sense  and 
rich  vein  ot  piety  which  mn  through  it,  together  with  the  rulea 
which  it  lays  down  for  reading  and  interpreting  the  ScriptDics, 
are  calculated  to  render  it  exceedingly  useful.  On  some  points 
the  peculiarities  of  Pietism  appear ;  and  some  of  the  distinctions 
are  rather  refined.  Francke  was  the  aathor  of  many  other 
works. 

Franzics,  Wolfgang,  a  learned  divine  of  WiU 
temberg,  where  he  wot  Prqfessor  of  Divinity ;  bom 
1564;  died  1638. — Tractatus  Tbeologicus  norus 
et  perspicuus  de  interpretatione  Scripturarum  ma- 
xime  legitima.  Vittemb.  1619,  1634,  1644,  1668, 
1693,  1708,  4to. 

This  is  a  work  of  immense  labour  and  learning,  little  inferior 
to  the  invaluable  production  of  Glossius.  It  contains  much  im- 
portant instruction  on  the  importance  of  the  knowledge  of  the 
original  languages  of  the  Scripturee ;  on  the  manner  of  reading 
than ;  and  on  the  prindplet  of  interpreting  them-  His  rules 
Mre  farther  eitplained  and  confirmed,  in  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
two  interesting  illnstrations  of  difficult  passages.     Like  most  of 
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the  early  performances  of  the  Oenuan  tdiool,  it  is  laboured  and 
massy ;  but  it  will  amply  repay  the  trouble  of  consultation  i  It 
V8S  first  printed  in  I619  ;  but  the  best  edition  is  that  of  1708. 

Fkaser,  Alexander,  amintster  qfthe  Church 
^Scotland,  in  Boss-shire. — A  Key  to  the  Prophe- 
cies of  the  Old  and  New  Testament,  which  are  not 
yet  accomplished.     Edinb.  179^9  8vo. 

This  is  a  work  of  some  merit.  It  contains  rules  for  the  ar- 
rangement of  the  unfulfilled  prophecies— obserrations  on  their 
dates—and  a  general  view  of  the  events  foretold  in  them.  In 
^e  statement  and  discnesion  of  these  subjectSjthe  author  dia- 
Gorers  a  great  ptntion  of  good  sense  and  moderation.  Some 
li^t  is  thrown  on  Scripture  pfaiaseoliigy ;  but  whether  all  the 
rulea  and  calculations  will  hold  good,  time  only  can  show.  Mr. 
Fraaer  was  also  the  author  of  the  following  work  on  Isaiah,  which 
discorera  much  sound  sense  and  scriptural  knowledge,  and  a  talent 
tor  critical  exposition,  which,  it  is  to  be  regretted,  the  author  did 
not  exercise  to  a  greater  extent :  A  Commentary  tin  the  Pro- 
phecy of  Isaiah  j  being  a  Faropiirase,  with  Notes,  shewing  the 
litwdi  meaning  of  the  Prophecy.     Edinb.  1800,  Svo. 

Fraser,  James,  a  minister  of  the  Church  of  Scot- 
land; bom  in  1700;  died  1769. — A  Critical  Ex- 
plication and  Paraphrase  of  the  Sixth  and  Seventh 
.  Chapters  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Romans,  and  the 
four  first  Verses  of  the  Eighth  Chapter.  Edinb. 
1774,  12mo. 

This  valuable  work  was  edited  by  Dr.  Erskine  of  Edinburgh, 
who  prefixed  to  it  a  short  account  of  the  author  and  his  &ther. 
It  is  one  of  the  ablest  expositions  of  this  difficult  portion  of 
Scripture  we  poasess ;  and  exposes,  with  great  ability,  the  mis- 
takes of  Grotiaa,  Hammond,  Locke,  Whitby,  Taylor,  Alexander, 
and  others.  The  doctrinal  views  of  the  author  will  not  be  re- 
lished by  those  who  are  violently  opposed  to  Calvinism ;  but 
the  critical  interpretations  on  which  they  are  founded,  it  will  be 
difficult  to  overthrow. 
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Peey,  J.  8.  C.  F.  a  Jew,  who  praf^tted  to  he 
converted  to  Christianity ;  note  in  America. — A 
Hebrew,  Latio,  and  English  Dictionary,  containing 
all  the  Hebrew  and  Chaldee  words  used  in  the  Old 
Testament,  including  the  proper  names  arranged 
under  one  Alphabet,  the  Derivates  referred  to  their 
respective  Roots,  and  the  significations  in  Latin  and 
English,  according  to  the  best  authorities  ;  witii  co- 
pious Vocabularies,  Latin  and  Hebrew,  and  English 
and  Hebrew.

Thid  IB  a  work  of  greater  pretension  than  merit.  The  aathor, 
at  least  in  regard  to  Hebrew  learning,  appears  to  have  conti- 
nued a  Jew.  He  ia  a  devoted  disdple  of  thelUbbina,  whom 
he  Menu  to  bave  considered  the  only  authorities  in  Hebrew  li- 
terature. Little  sppeOTs  in  his  writings  of  any  acquaintance 
with  the  modem  OTiental  scholars,  either  of  the  continrat  or 
Great  Britain.  As  a  large  vocabulary,  the  book  may  be  of  some 
use  to  a  learner  ;  bat  it  has  added  nothing  to  opr  stock  of  He- 
brew knowledge  as  a  dictionary.  It  was  originally  published  at 
£\,  16s. ;  it  is  now  reduced  to  £.1,  10.  Mr.  Frey  also  edited 
■n  edition  erf  Vanderhoogbt's  Hebrew  Bible,  published  in  Lon- 
don in  1S\2,  which  is  by  no  means  correct 

Fey,  John,  a  clergyman  <^the  Church  of  Eng- 
land.— Lyra  Davidis ;  or  a  New  Translation  and 
Exposition  of  the  Psalms ;  grounded  on  the  prin- 
ciples adopted  in  the  posthumous  works  of  the  late 
Bishop  Horsley  \  viz.  that  these  sacred  Oracles 
have  for  the  most  part  an  immediate  reference  to 
Christ,  and  to  the  events  of  his  first  and  second  Ad- 
vent.   Lond.  1819,  8vo. 

The  title  of  this  work,  which  I  bare  quoted  at  la^,  snffi- 
dently  expl^ns  its  nature  and  design.  The  love  of  system,  or 
hypothesis,  is  carried  in  it  to  the  utmost  length.  Mr.  Fry  is  a 
Hutdunamian,  or  Horsleyan,  to  the  very  core.     The  Pmlma 
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are  not  tmulated,  but  travestied.  The  opiiiion,  or  syRtem  of 
the  tiwasIatOT,  rather  than  a  version  of  the  Psalma,  is  constantly 
obtruded  on  us.  The  utmost  violeiice  is  often  done  to  the  mean- 
ing of  words,  to  the  construction  of  sentences,  and  to  the  design 
of  the  inspired  writer,  in  ord«r  to  support  a  useless  and  unground- 
ed hypothesis.  I'fie  book  contains  learning,  and  is  also  ortbi>- 
doz  ;  but  is  on  ^e  whole  an  indifferent  performance.  Mr.  Frj 
is  the  author  of  several  other  wwks. 

FuLKE,  William,  a  Puritan  divine ;  bom  about 
the  beginning  qf  the  l^tk  century;  diedlSSQ. — The 
text  of  the  New  Testament  of  Jesua  Christ,  trans- 
lated out  of  the  vulgar  Latin  by  the  Papists  of  the 
traiterous  seminarie  at  Rheims.  Whereunto  is  add- 
ed the  translation  out  of  the  original  Greek  com- 
monly used  in  the  Church  of  England ;  with  a 
confutation  of  all  such  arguments,  glosses,  and  an- 
notations as  contain  manifest  impietie,  heresy,  trea- 
son, and  slander,  etc.     Lond.  1617,  fol.  best  edit. 

This  work  may  be  said  to  imbody  the  whde  popish  oontro- 
versy  respecting  the  Scriptures.  And  as  it  gives  in  parsllel 
columns  the  Rhemish  translation  of  the  Vulgate,  and  the  Bishops 
Translation,  it  enables  the  reader  to  make  an  easy  comparison 
of  their  respective  merits.  At  the  end  of  the  volume  is  an  ela- 
borate defence  of  the  English  translations  of  the  Scriptures 
against  Gr^ory  Martin,  which  coataios  much  cnrious  and  learn- 
ed information.  Fulke  was  a  very  able  man,  and  his  work  Is 
entitled  to  a  pluce  in  every  critical  Ebraiy.  Mr.  Butler,  though 
a  Catholic,  very  candidly  recommends  it  as  very  curious  and 
deserving  of  attention. 

FuLLEE,  Andrew,  a  Baptist  minister  at  Ket- 
tering, in  NortkampUmshire ;  bom  in  1754;  and 
died  in  1815. — Expository  Discourses  on  the  Book 
of  Genesis,  interspersed  with  Practical  Reflections. 
Lond.  1806,  2  vol.  8vo. — Expository  Discourses  on 
the  Apocalypse,  interspersed  with  Practical  Reflec- 
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tioDS.  Ibid.  1815,  8vo. — The  Hannony  of  Scrip- 
ture ;  or  an  attempt  to  reconcile  various  passages 
apparently  contradictory.     Ibid.  1817*  8vo. 

A  biographer  of  Fuller  has  justly  remarbed  of  him,  that  he 
thonght  with  Oiren,  and  wrote  with  the  pointed  pea  of  Bax- 
ter. His  discourees  are  not  critictd,  (for  he  was  moetty  a  self- 
tan^t  maiij)  bat  they  are  shrewd,  instructive,  and  touching. 
He  seizes  the  principal  points  of  ths  passage,  and  often  illus- 
tratea  them  very  happily.  His  Genesis  is  superior  to  the  Apo- 
calypse ;  for  the  exposition  of  which,  he  had  neither  sufficient 
reading  nor  leisure.  The  Harmony  contains  some  judidous  ol>< 
serrations  on  fifty-fire  passages,  written  originally  for  the  nse  of 
a  private  friend. 

Fuller,  Nicholas,  a  canon  qf  Salisbury  Cathe- 
dral, and  one  of  the  best  gcriptural  critics  qfhia 
time;  horn  15S7;  died  in  1622. — Miscellaneonim 
Theologicorum,  quibus  non  modo  Scripturae  Divi- 
nae,  sed  et  alionim  Classicorum  Auctorum  plurima 
monumenta  explicantur  atque  illustraatur,  Libri 
sex. 

The  first  three  books  of  this  learned  work  were  published  at 
Heidelberg  in  l6l2.  The  whole  appeared,  first  in  4to.  at  Ley- 
den>  in  1()23.  The  best  edition  is  that  published  at  Strasbu^ 
in  1650,  8vo.  The  author  was  one  of  the  best  oriental  scholars 
of  his  time.  The  six  books  of  the  Miscellanea  include  a  consi- 
derable number  of  curious  and  important  discussions.  They 
were  republished  in  the  seventh  volume  of  Bee's  Critici  Sacri ; 
and  the  substance  of  those  which  relate  to  the  Bible  are  to  be 
found  dispersed  through  Poole's  Synopsis.  After  the  publication 
of  the  first  three  books,  Drusius  accused  him  of  being  a  plagia- 
rist. From  this  charge  he  successfully  defended  himself,  in  an 
Appendix  Apoli^etica  to  the  editions  of  16S3  and  1650.  The 
book  oun^t  to  have  a  place  in  every  critical  library.  Fuller 
made  a  Latin  translation  of  the  heads  of  Rabbi  Nathan's  Hebrew 
Concordance,  which  still  remains  in  MS.  in  the  Bodleian  Li- 
brarr- 
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Puller,  Thomas,  D.D.  Rector  qf  WaUham,  m 
Essex,  where  he  died  in  1 661. — ^A  Pisgah  Sight  of 
Palestine,  and  the  confines  thereof;  with  the  His- 
toiT-  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament  acted  theretm. 
Lond.  1650,  fol. 

This  is  one  of  the  moet  curious  books  ever  written  on  tbe 
Scriptures.  The  suthor  was  distinguished  for  his  learning ;  and 
not  more  T^mukable  for  vfit  and  quaintness,  than  for  the  felicity 
with  which  he  clothed  fine  thoughts  in  beautiful  language.  Un- 
fortunately be  could  not  resist  joking  even  on  the  moet  sacred 
subjects.  The  View  of  Palestine  is  not  «  mere  geographical 
work ;  it  contains  many  things  relating  to  Jewish  antiquities, 
and  to  the  manners  and  customs  of  tbe  people,  and  incidentally 
illustrates  a  number  of  passages  of  Scripture.  Take,  for  an  ex- 
ample of  bis  singular  maimer :  "  Remarkable  is  that  passage  of 
the  apostle.  Acts  xvii.  S6,  ■  And  hath  made  of  one  blood  all  n^ 
tions  of  men  for  to  dwell  on  all  the  face  of  the  earth,  aiid  hath 
determined  tbe  times  before  appointed,  and  the  bounds  of  their 
habitatiou.'  Wherein  we  may  see  Divinity,  the  Queen,  waited 
on  by  three  of  her  principal  ladies  of  honour,  namely,  skill  in— 
1.  Gentait^tf,  concerning  the  persons  of  men  and  their  pedi- 
grees — of  one  blood  all  nations.  2.  Chronology,  in  the  exact 
compntatioa  of— the  times  afore  appointed.  3.  Geography,  mea- 
suring out  the  limits  of  several  nations— and  the  bounds  of  their 
habitation."  The  work  is  accompanied  with  a  number  of  maps 
and  plans.  Fuller  was  the  author  of  many  wo^ ;  among  the 
rest,  of  a  Church  History  of  Britain,  Lend.  l6d5,  fblio,  and 
a  Commentary  on  the  Book  of  Ruth,  I^nd.  1654,  ISmo. 

Gale,  Theophilcs,  a  learned  N<mcoi\formitt ; 
bom  1628 ;  died  1678.— The  Court  of  the  Gentilea: 
or,  a  Discourse  touching  the  Original  of  Hiunan  Li- 
terature, both  Philologic  and  Philosophic  firom  the 
Scriptures  and  Jewish  Church,  etc.  In  five  parts.

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This  learned  and  elabontte  work,  aftv  falling  for  a  time  into 
obscurity,  is  now  in  great  repute.  The  leading  object  of  it  is, 
to  trace  all  human  learning,  philosophy,  and  religion,  to  the  an- 
cient  Scriptures  and  the  Jewish  church.  Oale  certsinly  carries 
his  ideas  too  ha ;  but  he  must  be  very  prejudiced  or  stupid  who 
does  not  see  that  the  substance  of  his  argument  is  made  out. 
The  style  of  the  work  is  clumsy  and  reibose,  the  numerous 
quotations  render  it  irksome  to  read,  and  the  reasonings  are,  in 
some  places,  obscure  and  very  metaphysical ;  but  it  is  a  work  of 
real  merit  and  learning,  and  will  repay  a  careful  examination  to 
those  who  are  partial  to  the  kind  of  subjects  which  it  discusses. 
The  fifth  part  is  very  scarce,  and  is  seldom  to  be  got  with  the 
other  four.  "  Our  countryman  Gale,"  says  Warburton,  "  is  lor 
deriving  all  arts  and  sciences,  without  exception,  from  the  Jews. 
Who  would  not  think  the  man  was  bantering  us,  had  he  not 
given  so  sad  a  proof  of  his  being  in  earnest,  as  the  writing  three 
bulky  volumes  in  support  of  these  wonderful  discoveries  ?"

It  is  not,  I  have 
reason  to  think,  a  book  of  any  importance.

Dr.  Garnett  contends  that  the  book  of  Job  is  an  allegorical 
drama,  designed  to  represent  the  fall  and  restoration  of  a  cap- 
tive Jew,  and  with  a  view  to  recommend  the  virtue  of  patience. 
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The  author  he  a&ppoees  to  have  been  Eieldel,  and  the  period  of 
its  production  autweqaent  to  the  Babylouish  captivity.  His  hy- 
pothesis is  nearly  allied  to  that  of  Warburton,  but  differently 
supported ;  and  the  Dissertation,  though  well  written  and  in- 
g^iioualy  reasoned,  only  adds  another  illustration  of  his  own  re- 
mark, "  that  the  hocJt  of  Job  has  proved  the  disgrace  of  the 
translators,  the  reproach  of  commentators,  and  the  plague  of  pa- 
raphrasts." 

Gataker,  Thomas,  one  ^f  ike  most  learned 
i^the  Nbneot^ormist  ministers ;  bom  in  1574 ;  died

The  critical  works  of  Gataker,  oolleeted  in  this  edition,  con- 
tain much  important  mattei'>  The  most  valuable  jaeces  are  his 
DUtertalio  de  Sii/h  Novi  Imtrumenli,  tint  published  at  London 
in  l648,  4to.  and  his  Advertaria  MitceUanea,  l65I,  completed 
by  His  son  in  1 659-  Gataker  vindicates  the  purity  of  the  Greek 
of  the  New  Testomeat  writers  firom  Hebraisms  and  barbariama 
against  Pfochenius  ;  and  illustrates  many  of  its  difficult  words 
and  idioms.  He  was  a  profound  Greek  scholar,  and  aj^lied  his 
knowledge  very  successfully  to  the  illustration  of  the  Scriptures, 
and  also  of  the  classics  ;  though  his  ideas  of  the  correctness  and 
d<^^ce  of  the  style  of  the  New  Testament  were  carried  to  an 
extreme.  Some  of  hia  English  writings,  as  his  Essay  on  the 
Nature  and  Use  of  Lots,  are  also  worth  reading.  The  testimony 
of  two  foreign  writers  to  the  merits  of  this  learned  Puritan  de- 
serve to  be  quoted.  Morhof  speaks  of  him  as  "  Vir  stupendae 
lectionis  magnique  judicii."  Paul  Colomesius  thus  eulogisea 
him  :  "  E  critids  omnibus  qui  hoc  saeculo  ad  poHtionun  liteni- 
rum  illustrationem  aliqnid  scripsere,  rix  ac  ne  vis  quidem  ul- 
Ins  iuvenietur,  qui  in  authoribus  diligenter  ac  accurate  tractan- 
dis  Thomae  Gatakero  palmam  praeripiat."

Dr.  Geddes  was  a  profound  and  general  scholar,  more  exten- 
sively read  in  biblical  literature  than  moat  men  of  his  age,  and 
possessed  of  a  masculine  but  rather  eccentric  mind.  His  prospec- 
tuB  created  a  strong  aenaatian  on  Bishop  Lowth  and  most  of  the 
learned  biblicists  of  that  period ;  but  fais  translatian  by  no  means 
fulfilled  the  high  expectations  which  had  been  previously  Fonn- 
ed.  No  lack  of  learning,  but  rather  a  superfluity  of  it,  appeara 
in  the  New  Traoalation  and  Critical  Remarks ;  but  there  is  of- 
ten a  want  of  taste,  aud  a  still  greater  want  of  piety.  He  uses 
too  much  freedom  with  the  original  texts,  and  is  fond  of  novel 
and  far-fetched  interpretations.  In  his  notes,  he  ev^y  now  and 
then  shocks,  not  the  prejudices  of  the  ignorant  and  weak  only, 
but  the  best  feelings  and  piety  of  the  most  enlightened  Christ- 
iana. His  philological  observations  are  often  excellent ;  and  it 
cannot  be  denied  that  he  has  greatly  improved  many  rugged 
and  difficult  passages.  It  is  a  book,  on  the  whole,  calculated  to 
injure,  certainly,  rather  than  to  benefit  the  cause  of  truth  ;  bat 
a  mind  capable  of  resisting  the  evils  of  its  scepticism  and  levity 
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may  pn^t  from  many  of  the  criticianu.  Geddes  did  not  live  to 
complete  bu  deugn.  The  work  extends  no  &rtber  than  to  the 
end  of  the  Chrotiicle»>  The  book  of  Psalms  was  left  imperfect, 
and  published  after  his  death ;  and  the  volume  uf  Remarks  only 
comprehends  the  Pentateuch.  It  Is  in  these  remarks  that  the 
-sentiments  of  the  tnuulator  are  most  offensiTely  atated.  All 
the  freedtnn  of  the  modem  continental  critics  is  used' with  the 
sacred  writings,  without  the  veil  of  a  ftHreign  language  interposed 
to  conceal  its  unsightlJneas.  In  Dr.  Mason  Good's  Life  of  Ged- 
des,  some  valuable  criticism  on  his  writings  occurs,  as  well  as 
other  interesting  information  to  the  biblical  student.

These  are  very  curious  books,  consisting  of  a  number  of  dis- 
courses on  particular  passsges,  full  of  allegorical  and  cabalis- 
tical  illustrations,  along  with  some  ingenious  and  solid  criti- 
cisms. Dr.  Gell  was  an  Arminian,  and  is  spoken  of  by  MT' 
Baxter  as  "  one  of  the  sect-makers"  of  the  time.  He  calls  his 
first  work,  though  a  considerable  folio,  "  a  skeleton  of  mere  cri- 
ticisms, clothed  with  moral  explications  and  applications,  need" 
fill  to  the  use  of  edifying."  He  seems  to  have  had  no  high  opi- 
nion of  the  translators  of  our  received  version,  but  a  very  high 
respect  for  the  worshipful  and  "  learned  societie  of  astrologers," 
before  whom  he  preached  a  Mngiilnr  sermon  in  1650.  From 
such  an  author,  works  of  a  curious  and  eccentric  nature,  rather 
than  useful,  were  to  be  expected.

These  works  are  all  iropOTtant  in  the  department  of  critical 
learning  to  which  they  belong.  Georgiua  was  a  very  Eealoiu 
defender  of  the  purity  of  the  Greek  style  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment. He  enters  the  lists  with  Gataker,  Vorstius,  Olearius, 
Sabnaains,  Pasor,  Leusden,  and  various  others,  who  maintained 
that  its  idiom  abounds  with  Hebraisms,  Latinisms,  etc.  No- 
thing could  satisfy  him  but  the  establishment  of  its  Attic  pu- 
rity. In  this  it  will  not  be  believed  that  he  has  always  succeed- 
ed ;  but,  in  the  course  of  his  extended  discussions,  he  has  ex- 
plained  and  iUnatmted  many  obscure  phrases  and  difficult  pa»- 
wge*. 

Gerard,  Gilbert,  D.  D.  Professor  qf  Divinity 
in  the  univerMty  of  Aberdeen  ;  died  in  1815. —

The  greater  part  of  the  first  edition  of  this  work  was,  I  be- 
lieve, lost  at  sea ;  so  that  there  has  been  properly  but  one  edition. 
"  Oi  general  and  e^nnenfary  treatises,  there  is  none,  says  Bishop 
Marsh,  which  ia  more  to  be  recommended,  either  for  perspicaity 
or  correctness,  than  the  Institutes  of  Biblical  Criticism,  by  Dr. 
Gerard."  No  one  can  deny  the  merit  of  accurate  learning  and 
judicious  arrangement  to  this  work  ;  but  it  certainly  is  one  <rf 
the  driest  and  most  uninteresting  books  ever  written  on  the 
Bible.  It  is  quite  a  skeleton,  destitute  alike  of  flesh  and  spirit. 
Being  the  heads  only  of  a  course  of  Lectures,  this  was  perhaps 
anarojdable ;  though  same  have  auppoaed  that  the  anther  waa 
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iadined  to  Sodnianum,  and  that  thia  psrtl;^  Mcoonta  tot  the 
cold  dwneter  ai  the  vuA. 

GiFPOKD,  Ms..

This  u  an  anonymoua  work,  asctibed  to  Mr.  GiSbrd,  by  Dr. 
Kippia.  The  writer  conudera  the  poem  as  a  paatoral,  composed 
by  Sdomon  for  the  amusement  of  his  lighter  houra,  shortly  after 
hia  nnptiala-  with  Pharaoh's  daoghter.  He  thinlu  it  was  cran- 
posed  in  the  gtuety  of  youth,  and  before  God  bestowed  upon  him 
that  divine  wisdom  for  which  he  waa  aftorwards  so  remarkable. 
This  idea  is  unfavourable  to  its  inspiration.  The  version  ia  in 
riiyme,  and  somewhat  el^ant. 

OiLL,  John,  D. D.  a  Baptist  minuter;  bom 
1697  ;  died  1771— An  Exposition  of  the  Old  and 

New  Testaments,  in  which  the  sense  of  the  sacred 
text  is  given  ;  doctrinal  and  practical  truths  are  set 
in  a  plain  and  easy  liglit ;  difficult  passages  explain- 
ed ;  seeming  contradictions  reconciled  ;  and  what- 
ever is  material  in  the  various  readings  and  the 
several  oriental  versions,  is  observed.  Lond.  1748, 
9  vol.  fol.

Had  Dr.  Gill  fulfilled  the  promise  of  his  title  page,  no  other 
commentary  on  the  Bible  could  bare  been  required.  But  he 
morea  through  his  exposition  like  a  man  in  lead,  and  overwhelms 
the  ins|nred  writers  with  dull  lucubrations  and  rabbinical  lum- 
ber. He  is  on  ultra-Calvioist  in  his  doctrinal  aentiments ;  and 
<Arai  spiritualizes  the  text  to  absurdity.  If  the  reader  be  in- 
clined tar  a  trial  of  bia  strength  and  patience,  he  may  procure 
the  burden  of  Dr.  GilL  He  was,  after  all,  a  man  of  undoubted 
Inaming.  and  ot  |»odigioua  labour.  He  pnUished,  besides  other 
things,  most  of  which  were  of  a  «mtraverual  nature^^ 
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— A  Dissertation  conceniiag  the  Antiquity  of  the 
Hebrew  Language,  Letters,  Vowel  Points,  and  Ac- 
cents.

This  is  also  a  laboured  exposidon  and  defence  of  the  doctrines 
of  the  Maaorets. 

Gillespie,  Geoboe,  <me  of  ike  minigtert  of 
EdiTiburgh,  and  a  commisgioner  from  ^  Church 
of  Scotland  to  the  Westminster  Assembly ;  died 
in  1648. — ^A  Treatise  of  Miscellany  Questions.

Thie  is  a  practical  and  controverBial  book,  but  contains  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  learned  discussion  respecting  the  meaning  of 
the  Scriptures.  The  author  was  a  man  of  very  considerable  ta- 
lents, who  supported  the  character  of  his  countrjr,  and  the  cause 
of  presbytery,  with  great  ability  and  seal,  during  the  stomiy 
period  of  the  civil  wars. 

Gillies,  John,  D.  D.  one  qf  the  ministers  of 
Ghugow;  horn  1712;  rfjerf  1796. — The  New  Tes- 
tament of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ ;

The  first  edition  of  this  work  was  published  at  different  times, 
long  before  the  second.  It  wanted  the  text  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment, which  rendered  it  rery  inconvenient.  The  second  edition 
was  edited  by  the  late  Dr.  Nichol  of  London,  who  prefixed  a 
short  memoir  of  the  author.  The  work  cmresponds  most  &ith> 
fiilly  with  its  title,  and  seems  to  reflect  in  every  page  the  piety 
and  h^h  devotional  spirit  of  the  author.  Such  a  book  may  be 
a  very  important  companion  to  many  of  the  dry  and  more  criti- 
cal volumes  recommended  in  this  Bibliotheca.  His  Historical 
Collections  relating  to  Remarkable  Periods  of  the  success  of 
the  Gospel,  published  at  Glasgow  in  1754,  in  S  red.  8vo.  with 
the  Supplement,  In  I761,  13ma  is  a  very  intereating  book,  and 
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well  deaerving  of  attention  from  the  lover  of  ChrUtianity,  and 
of  chnrch  hifltory.  A  second  lupplement  was  pnUisIied  hj  Dr.

GisBORNE,  Thomas,  a  highly  respectable  writer 
and  clergyman  of  the  Church  qfE?igland. — A  Fa- 
miliar Exposition  and  Application  of  the  Epistle  of 
SL  Paul  to  the  Colossians,  in  a  conrse  of  Eight 
Sermons  ;  including  an  examination  of  the  general 
nature  and  use  of  the  Epistles  of  the  New  Testa* 
ment.

TbiM,  as  appears  from  the  thle,  is  not  a  critioal  at  elaborate 
work;  bnt  a  practical  exposition  of  an  hDpmtant  e^stle.  It 
imbodies  an  evangdical  spirit',  and  affords  stmie  excellent  illus- 
tntions  both  of  the  doctrine  and  general  inflnence  of  the  gospel 
Plain  and  fiuniliar,  it  is  neT«  mean ;  aeoommodated  to  the 
minds  of  tlie  illiterate,  it  is  never  odfensire  to  the  most  refined 
taste-  It  snccessfully  combats  some  prevailing  ihistakee  re- 
■pectiBg  the  epistolary  part  of  the  New  Testament.  The  moral 
writii^  of  Mr.  Gisbome  are  well  known,  and  have  been  long 
h^hly  iffixed.

These  works  are  chiefly  controveraial ;  but  they  contain  fre- 
qnent  critical  discussions  of  the  meaning  of  Scripture  which  are 
worthy  of  attention.  His  tract.  The  Testimony  of  the  King 
<£  Martyrs,  though  its  leading  argument  may  be  disputed  by 
many,  contains  some  beautiful  illustrations  of  the  Bible ;  and 
the  v(Jume  of  Notes  on  Scripture  texts  shows  that  he  possessed 
no  inconsiderable  portion  of  learning  and  critical  sagacity. 
Glas's  works  also  contain,  what  I  do  not  know  is  to  be  found 
elsewhere,  an  English  translation  of  the  Discourse  of  Celsus, 
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M  for  as  it  can  be  gatliered  out  of  Origen's  d^t  hotHa  Bgutut 
him,  with  notes  on  that  discourse  bf  the  translator.

The  best  quarto  editiiHi  of  this  inestimable  work  is  that  of  1 71^^ 
published  at  Frankfort.  It  is  dirided  into  five  books,  which  seve- 
rally treat  of  sacred  criticism,  (or  the  state  of  the  Hebrew  text,} 
gtammHr,interpretation,andrhetoTic.  Inthese.Glassiusdiscuases, 
with  profound  lesming,  and  great  critical  acumen,  every  thing  re- 
lating to  the  state  of  the  original  texts  of  Scripture,  the  gramma- 
tical principles  of  the  Hebrew  language,  the  modes  and  figures  of 
Bpeedi  peculiar  to  the  Scriptures,  and  the  great  principles  of  bi- 
blical interpretation.  Moeheim  pronounces  it  "  an  inestimable 
and  immortal  work ;"  and  to  the  present  day  it  has  not  been 
superseded  by  any  thing  more  calculated  to  explain  and  eluci- 
date the  Bible.  In  1776,  it  was  partly  repubUshed  at  Leipxig, 
differently  arranged  and  modelled  by  Dathe,  and  completed  in 
179^  by  Bauer.  This  edition  is  entitled  Pkilologia  Sacra  Im 
temporibut  aecommodala,  S  toI.  Svo.  In  this  edition,  the  histmy 
and  present  state  of  the  sacred  text  are  treated  at  great  length,  the 
mistakes  of  Glassius  on  this  subject  are  corrected,  and  a  much  more 
-  luminous  and  satisfoctoryviewof  biblical  criticism  is  given.  There 
ore  many  improvements,  also,  in  the  other  books;  and  many  things 
are  left  out  and  brought  in  which  are  not  improvements.  The  sen- 
timents of  Glassius  were  strictly  orthodox,  those  of  Dathe  very 
different.  The  author's  own  edition,  therefore,  must  be  con- 
sulted for  his  religious  views ;  while  the  improved  one  of  Dathe 
and  of  Bauer  will  be  found  m<ve  suited  to  the  present  state  of  bi- 
blical literature.    Harwood  informs  us  that  the  greater  part  of 
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IS  tntitsUted  into  Er^iab  by  Dr.  Taylor  of  Norwich, 
bnt  what  became  of  the  MS.  he  knew  not.  Buddeua,  in  his  pre- 
&oe  to  the  edition  of  1 74S,  espreMe*  the  sentiments  of  the  learn-

This  edition  of  the  Opuscula  of  Glassius,  edited  by  Crenius, 
includes  what  he  calls  the  Mosaic  Christok^,  Davidic  Christo- 
logy,  the  names  applied  to  the  Messiah  by  the  Prophets,  and  an 
erplicatioii  of  Isaiah  Ixiii.  and  John  xvii.  It  is  pgrtty  an  exe- 
getical  and  partly  a  critical  work,  containing  a  great  deal  of 
learning  and  piety  ;  but  not  of  so  much  importance  as  the  for- 
mer. The  Meditationes  Sacrae  on  the  Bpistles,  Gospels,  and 
Fesats  of  the  whole  year,  published  at  Jena,  )636,  ISmo.  an 
of  a  practical  nature ;  bnt  still  discover  the  learning  as  well  as 
the  piety  of  Glassins. 

GoDWYN,  Thomas,  D.  D.  a  learned  En^iah 
clergyman ;  bom  in  1587 ;  died  1643. — ^Moses  aod 
Aaron  :  Civil  and  Ecclesiastical  Rites  used  by  the 
ancient  Hebrews,  observed  and  at  large  opened 
for  the  clearing  of  many  obscure  texts  through- 
out the  whole  Scripture.    Lond.  1614, 4to. 

Aa  an  evidence  of  the  popolarity  of  this  work,  the  first  edition 
appeared  in  l6l4,  and  the  et^th  edition,  now  before  me,  in 
l66S.  It  was  also  translated  into  Latin  by  Reis,  and  published 
with  his  notes  in  1&J9.  It  was  edited  in  1^,  by  the  celebrated 
Witsius,  wbo  added  two  dissertations,  one  on  the  theocracy  c^ 
Israei,  and  another  on  the  Rechsbites.  Hottinger  publidied 
it  with  considerable  additions  and  improvements,  in  I71O. 
It  appeared  in  Dutdi  in  1629.  CarpEov*!  Apparatus  of  Hebrew 
Antiquities  is  a  learned  commentary  on  it ;  and  Jennings's  work 
on  Jewish  Antiquities  is  of  the  same  nature.     It  is,  on  the 
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whole,  s  valiufale  tni  tccanLt«  work.  There  is  often  bound  up 
with  it  m  work  on  fioi&an  Antitpiities,  by  the  tame  writer,  and 
another  on  Grecian  Antiquities,  hj  Francia  Bona,  the  fbor  laat 
chapters  of  which  were  written  bjr  the  learned  Zachary  Began. 
The  whole  fwm  a  naefnl  and  not  expensive  body  of  antiquities. 

Good,  John  Mason,  M.  D.  a  physician  in  Lon- 
don, and  author  of  several  learned  works. — Song 
of  Songs,  or  Sacred  Idyle.  Translated  from  the 
Hebrew,  with  Notes,  critical  and  explanatory. 
Lond.  1803,  8vo. 

Dr.  Good  considers  the  Song  of  Solomon  neither  a  continued 
epithalamium  nor  a  r^ular  drama ;  but  a  collection  of  idyla  on 
a  common  subject, — the  loves  of  the  Hebrew  monarch  and  his 
fiur  bride.  Into  the  mystical  design  of  the  poem,  (though,  with 
Lowth  and  Harmer,  be  belieyed  it  to  have  one,)  he  enters  little  ; 
BO  that  the  spirituality  of  the  Bible  nowhere  appears  in  the  ver- 
u<ui  or  the  notes.  Admitting  hig  hypothesis  to  be  correct,  and 
considering  the  Song  of  Songs  merely  as  an  orient&I  collectian  of 
love  songs.  Dr.  Good's  version  cannot  be  denied  the  praise  of 
el^ance  snd  general  accuracy.  He  first  gives  a  kind  of  literal 
proee  translation,  and  then,  on  the  opposite  page,  a  metrical  Ter- 
•ion.  The  notes  follow  at  the  end,  and  display  a  great  profusion 
of  ancient  and  modem  learning.  As  far  as  religion  is  concern- 
ed, however,  the  reader  may  as  well  consult  the  odes  of  Horace 
at  the  pastorals  of  Vi^il. 

^The  Book  of  Job  literally  translated  firom  the 
Hebrew,  and  restored  to  its  natural  arrangement  :

This  is  a  much  more  valuable  work  than  the  former.  There 
is  more  of  religion,  and  less  of  what  is  calculated  to  carnalize  it. 
The  author  mentions,  in  his  introductory  dissertation,  that,  "  in 
endeavouring  to  obtain  the  meaning  of  every  disputed  passage, 
he  had  minutely  examined  the  text  and  comment  of  meet  of  the 
interpreters  of  meet  of  the  languages  of  Europe."    This  is  say-    , 
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iag  a  gnat  deal ;  bnt  the  aotea  to  the  book  »f  Job  taily  snpport 
the  declaration.  No  work  of  critidnn  in  the  language  affbrda 
■nch  a  display  o£  acquaintance  with  ancient  and  modem  lan- 
guages. The  dootrJiiesdefendedintliew<B'karemacliDioreorth»- 
dox  than  the  public  were  prepared  to  expect  from  the  biograpber 
and  admirer  of  Dr.  Geddei>  Dr.  Good  is  a  firm  believer  in  the 
antiquity  of  the  book,  contends  that  Moses  was  the  writer  of  it, 
and  that  it  contains  the  great  principles  of  the  patriarchal  iaith. ' 
The  introductory  dissertation  is  ingenious  and  raluable,  the 
distribution  of  the  several  parts  of  the  book  judicious,  and  the 
notes  learned  and  discursive,  though  not  always  accurate.  An 
able  though  severe  critique  on  the  work  appeared  in  the  Eclectic 
Review  for  February  1816.  With  this  critique  Dr.  Good  inti- 
mated his  dissatisfaction,  which  led  to  a  rejoinder  in  the  Decem- 
ber Number  for  1816,  in  which  many  of  the  mistakes  of  his  work 
were  pointed  out.  Notwithstanding  these,  his  Translation  is 
the  most  vduable  work  on  Job  in  the  English  language,  and  must 
materially  assist  any  individual  in  the  interpretation  of  that  diffi- 
cult book. 

Goodwin,  John,  a  celebrated  Noncot^ormist 
and  eottfroversial  writer ;  bom  1593 ;  died  1665. 
—The  Divine  Authority  of  the  Scriptures  assert- 
ed, etc.     Loud.  1648,  4to. 

This  work,  now  scarce,  though  the  production  of  a  naan  who 
bas  got  a  bad  name  as  a  sectary  and  a  republican,  is  possessed  <tf 
very  considerable  merit.  It  contains  more  originality,  and  inge- 
nions  biblical  interpretation,  than  most  books  of  the  period 
known  to  me ;  and  throughout  it  breathes  a  spirit  of  the  purest 
piety  towards  God,  and  of  good  will  towards  men.  The  Life  of 
Goodwin,  by  Mr.  Jackson,  lately  published,  contains  many  cu- 
rious particulars  about  the  author  and  his  times. 

CtoODwiK,  Thomas,  D.  D.  a  learned  Noncon- 
formist; horn  1600;  died  1679.— Works.  Loud. 
1681-1704,  5  vol.  fol. 

These  works,  besides  many  discourses,  include  an  expositicm 
of  part  ef  the  Epistle  to  the  Ephedans,  part  of  the  book  of  Re- 
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velation,  imd  aome  other  portioos  of  Scriptnre  ;  but,  from  dieir 
extent  and  prolixity,  they  are  not  likely  now  to  be  mach  oon- 
■olted.  Dr.  Goodwin  was  a  learned  man,  said  to  be  rather  hi^ 
in  his  CalTinistic  sentiments,  (though  I  have  not  observed  much 
of  thia,)  but  excelled  in  expounding  the  Scriptures.  He  delight- 
ed to  search  into  abstruse  and  difficult  texts.  The  least  particle 
of  speech  came  under  his  notice,  and  in  numerous  instances  he 
has  made  it  appear  how  much  depends  upon  the  connecting  par- 
ticles in  Scripttire,  which  are  generally  overlooked. 

Gordon,  James,  gumamed  Huntlaeds,  from 
his  connexion  with  the  nchle  Jamily  <^  Gordon: 
a  learned  Scotish  Jesuit ;  bom  1543  ;  died  1620. — 
Controversiamm  Fidei  Epitome,  etc.  1612-1630, 
8  vol.  8to. 

This  work  ia  entitled  to  a  place  here,  were  it  only  because  it 
partly  led  to  the  publication  of  the  PhiloU^a  Sacra  of  Glassius. 
In  one  of  the  tracts  which  it  contjunB,  De  Verho  Dei,  he  attacks 
with  great  vigour  and  acuteness  the  present  Hebrew  text,  and 
cxtc^s  exceedingly  the  Latin  Vulgate.  Dr.  Geddes  speaks  of  his 
style  as  clear  and  concise,  and  his  arguments  as  generally  ctm- 
clnsive.  He  endeavours  to  establish  the  chai^  of  corrupting 
the  Hebrew.  Scriptures  against  the  Jews ;  and,  at  all  events, 
that  they  had  suffered  ^m  the  carelessness  of  copyists,  and 
other  causes,  as  all  other  ancient  books  had  done.  Glassius  is 
vtxy  angry  with  him  on  both  these  grounds,  and  accuses  him  of 
great  audacity,  and  even  blasphemy.  The  weakest  part  of  the 
Fhilologia  Sacra  ia  that  on  the  integrity  and  purity  of  the  He- 
brew text.  Hence  this  tract  has  been  entirely  remodelled  in 
the  new  edition  by  Dathe.  The  learned  Jesuif  a  inference,  fi» 
which  he  very  keenly  contends,  that  the  original  text  ought  to 
be  corrected  by  the  Vnlgate,  is  foolish,  and  savours  of  the 
school  to  which  he  belonged. 

Gordon,  James,  -Lesmoraeds,  another  learn' 
ed  Scotish  Jesuit,  so  denominated  to  diattTigtiish  him 
Jrom  ike  Jbrmer,  and  to  point  out  his  reUUionskip 
to  the  Jamhf  qf  Lesmore ;  Rector  <f  the  Colleges 
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^  Toulmue  and  Bourdeaux,  and  con^s»or  to 
Louis  XIII. ;  wa»  horn  in  1553  ;  died  1641. — 
Commentaria  in  Sacra  Biblia  ad  sensum  litteralem 
et  explicationem  tempomm,  et  locorum  omnium, 
quae  in  sacris  litteris  habent  obscuritatem.  Paris. 
16S6,  S  vol.  fol. 

These  volumes,  according  to  Walch,  contain  many  thing! 
wliidi  may  be  read  with  profit.  He  is  the  author,  also,  of  Oput 
CArmiologicum,  1614,  fol.  It  is  not,  I  believe,  a  work  of  great 
value. 

Grabe,  John  Ernest,  D.  D.  a  learned  Prua~ 
Stan ;  bom  1666 ;  became  a  clergyman  qf  the 
Church  of  England,  and  Prt^fessor  of  oriental 
languages  at  Oi^brd;  and  died  in  1711. — Ad  Essay 
upon  two  Arabick  MSS.  of  the  Bodleian  Library, 
and  that  ancient  book  called  the  Doctrine  of  the 
Apostles,  said  to  be  estant  in  them.  Oxon,  1711,8to. 

This  tract  by  Grabe  is  intended  as  an  answer  to  some 
^  Whiston's  whimsical  speeulationg.  It  is  full  of  Arabic 
learning,  and  is  worthy  of  the  pen  of  its  distinguished  author. 
Dr.  Grabe  was  the  author  of  several  other  publications,  chiefly 
connected  with  the  Fathers ;  but  his  most  important  work  was 
the  editing  of  an  edition  of  the  LXX.  from  the  Alexandrine  MS. 
preserved  in  the  British  Museum.  He  only  lived  to  carry  two 
volumes  (the  first  and  the  last)  of  this  splendid  work  through 
the  press.  The  third  was  edited  by  Francis  Lee,  a  learned 
English  physician,  who  died  in  1719,  beibre  the  work  was  com- 
pleted. It  was  printed  in  four  volumes  folio,  and  ei^t  volumes 
8vo.  The  first  appeared  in  1 707  ;  the  last  in  1 790.  There  are 
useful  Prolegomena  belonging  to  the  work.  Grabe  intended  to 
add  laige  notes,  but  was  prevented  by  death.  It  was  reprinted 
by  Breitinger,  at  Zurich,  in  1730,  4  vol.  4to. 

Graves,  Richard,  D.D.  Fellow  qf  Trinity  Col- 
lie, DubUn. — Lectures  on  the  four  last  Books  of 
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the  Pentateuch,  derigned  to  show  the  Divine  Origin 
of  the  Jewiqh  Heligion,  chiefly  froni  Internal  Evi- 
dence.    Lond.  1807,  1815,  2  vol.  8vo. 

This  is  a  work  of  learning  andmerit.  Dr.  GrsTM  examiim 
very  minntel^  the  aoth«nticity  and  trutli  of  the  Monic  history, 
and  the  theological  and  moral  prindplea  cf  the  Jewish  law ,-  and 
replies,  at  great  length,  to  the  most  plausible  objections.  With 
Dr.  Geddee,  in  particular,  he  maintains  a  very  determined  con- 
flict, and  exposes,  very  snccessfully,  the  infidel  reasonings  of  that 
arrogant  writer.  He  also  frequently  combats  Le  Clerc  and 
Warbortoa.  Dr.  Grares's  Essay  on  the  Character  of  the  Apos- 
tles and  Evangelists,  designed  to  prove  that  they  were  not  En- 
thnuasts,  1798, 8vo.  is  a  book  which  deserves  to  be  consulted. 

GaAY,  Andrew,  D.D.  a  minitter  qf  the  Church 
Iff  Scotland,  at  Abemethy,  in  Fifeskire ;  died  in 
1779> — ^A  Delineation  of  the  Parables  of  our  Bless' 
ed  Saviour.  To  which  is  prefixed,  A  Dissertation 
on  Parables  and  Allegorical  Writings  in  general. 
Edinb.  1777,  1814,  Svo. 

This  a  very  sensible  work  on  the  Parables.  It  is  free  irom 
that  fiuidful  and  lioentious  mode  of  treating  the  allcf^col  ports 
of  Scripture,  in  which  many  writers,  with  a  show  of  piety,  hare 
moat  improperly  indulged.  Dr.  Gray  generally  endettvours  to 
ascertain  the  moral  ta  leading  truth  contained  in  esch  parable  ; 
to  the  illustratiou  of  which  be  directs  His  chief  attention. 
This,  thoo^  it  affords  lees  scope  to  genius  and  imagination,  is 
sorely  far  better  than  trying  to  say  all  tnumer  of  things  on  the 
minnte  drcumstances,  or  the  drapery  in  which  the  truth  is 
dotbed.  From  the  days  of  Ongm  to  the  present  time,  the  doo< 
trine  and  meaning  of  the  Bible  have  been  sadly  perverted  and 
abused  by  a  tribe  of  injudidous  mystery-hunters  and  aUq^- 
iaers.  lie  chief  fault  of  the  prdiminuy  Dissertation  is  its 
brevity.  -  It  ought  to  bare  been  rnnch  more  eitended,  and  to 
have  embraced  many  m<ve  topics.  It  is  valuable,  however,  as 
fu  as  it  goes.

It 
wu  designed  as  a  companion  to  Percy's  Key  to  the  New  Teata> 
ment,  bat  is  mudi  fuller  tbaii  that  woric.  Both  are  likely  Uf 
be  raperseded  by  the  nu»e  eztenBiTe  woric  of  Mr.  Hartwell   .

This  is  a  work  of  a  much  higher  order  than  the  former,  dl^ 
cohering  profound  and  el^ant  learning,  and  considMAble  talenta 
for  elucidating  the  minute  and  obscure  allusions  both  of  sa- 
cred and  pro^e  literature.  Much  had  been  done  before,  bat 
Dr.  Gray  has  shown  that  the  field  is  by  no  means  exhausted ; 
and  tliat  it  may  still  afford  both  flowers  and  fruit  to  those  who 
are  willing  to  cultivate  it.  More  mjgfat  even  have  been  madt 
of  the  knowledge  which  is  accumulated  in  these  vtdumes,  both 
for  the  confirmation  and  support  of  revelation. 

Green,  William,  a  clergyman  qf  the  Church 
of  En^iond. — ^A  New  Translation  of  the  Psalms 
from  the  Hebrew  original,  with  Notes  critical  and 
explanatory :  to  whidi  is  added,  A  Dissertation  on 
the  last  prophetic  Words  of  Noah.

Many  of  the  PBalms  are  considerably  improved  in  this  ver~ 
uon,  but,  as  a  whole,  it  is  inferior  to  the  next  work  of  the  au- 
tlior.  The  poetical  parts  translated  are,  the  Blessing  of  Noah, 
Gen.  ix. — of  Isaac,  Gen.  xivii. — of  Jacob,  Gen.  ilis— and  of 
Moses,  Deut.  Kzsiii. — the  Songs  of  Moses,  Exod.  xv.  and  Dent, 
xxxii.^-of  Deborah,  Judges  v. — of  Isaiah,  chap.  v. — of  the  Jews, 
Isaisli  xxvi.— the  Song  of  Solomon — the  Parables  of  Balaam — irf 
the  Jews,  Isaiah  xiv.— and  of  the  Nations,  Hab.  ii. — the  Thanks- 
givings of  Hannah,  1  Sam.  ii. — of  Hezekiab,  Isa.  xxxviii.— and 
of  Jonah,  chap.  ii. — the  Lamentations  of  David,  S  Sam.  ii. — 
and  of  Jeremiah — the  last  words  of  David,  2  Sam.  xxiii-.-and 
the  Prayer  of  Habakkok,  chap.  lii.  These  translations  are,  in 
general,  very  accurate  and  el^ant  specimena  of  biblical  inter- 
pretation. The  notes  are  not  numerous  or  extensive,  but  dis- 
cover much  good  taste  and  sound  criticism.  The  work  was 
translated  into  German  by  J.  F.  Boos-  Gessae,  1784.— Green 
also  published  a  Translation  of  Isaiah  lii.  and  liii.  with  Notes, 
in  1776  ;  and  some  minor  pieces  at  former  periods.  My  copy  of 
his  Poetical  Parts  of  the  Old  Testament  was  wiginally  the  pro- 
perty of  Archbishop  Newcome,  and  contains  a  few  notes  on  the 
margin  in  his  Grace's  handwriting. 

Gheenway,  Stephen,  a  clergytnan  of  the 
Church  of  England;  Ao«il713;  d*«/ 1789.— Ec- 
clesiastes,  in  three  Parts.  A  New  TranBlation,  with 
a  Paraphrase,  etc.     Lond.  1787.  8vo. 

This  volume  waapublishedatthree  separate  intervals.  Thelast 
part appearedin  1787-  The  author  wasnogreatHebrewBcholar,and 
a  great  adversary  to  craijectural  criticism ;  but  the  work  deserves 
to  be  Gonsnlted,  both  on  Ecclesiastes,  and  on  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  other  passages  aS  Scripture  On  which  the  writer  offers  re- 
marks. He  speaks  respectAilly  of  Lowth  and  Kennicott,  but  is 
very  much  displeased  with  Father  Houbigant.  The  book  is 
scarcely  ever  to  be  met  with  complete.  The  first  part  was  pub- 
lished at  a  penny,  and  the  second  at  threepence ;  in  consequence 
of  which  they  speedily  disappeared. 
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Gre£NHix.l,  William,  a  dtatenting  minitter 
at  Stepney,  London,  and  a  member  qf  the  West- 
minster AssertMy,  who  died  about  1667. — An  Ex- 
position upon  the  twenty-nine  first  Chapters  of  the 
Prophecy  of  Ezekiel.    Lond.  1641-1658,  4  vol.  4to. 

Tliis  elaborate  work  waa  ori^nally  delivered  in  lectures  to 
the  author's  caugr^ation,  and  was  published  at  different  times. 
Like  all  the  productions  of  the  Puritans,  it  is  evangelical,  and 
stored  with  the  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures ;  but,  like  the  moet 
of  them,  it  is  distinguished  by  its  sound  doctrinal  and  practical 
views,  rather  than  by  theelegance  of  the  composition,  or  the  cri- 
tical acumen  of  the  reasonings  and  illustrations. 

Geeooby,  John,  ^  Christ  Church,  Oi^ord ; 
bom  in  1607 ;  died  in  1646. — Works  :  in  two  Parts. 
The  first  containing  Notes  and  Observations  upon 
several  Passages  in  Scripture ;  the  second,  his  Post- 
fauma,  being  divers  learned  Tracts  upon  various 
Subjects.     Lond.  1671.  4to. 

This  T(dume  contains  things  learned,  curious,  and  fiinciful. 
The  author  possessed  a  considerable  portion  of  learning,  but  was 
very  eccentric  in  his  flights.  Some  of  the  notes  are  important, 
and  contain  a  good  deal  of  rabbinical  lore.  The  Dissertation, 
and  plates,  on  the  Boy-bishop,  and  the  Monk-fish,  are  curious, 
and  exhibit  some  of  the  follies  of  fbimer  times.  His  discussions 
on  the  Song  of  the  Bow,  the  Golden  Mice,  the  Silver  Shrines, 
and  Cain's  Thav,  or  mark,  show  how  much  erudition  may  be  need- 
lessly expended  on  very  trifling  subjects.  The  book  is  still  worth 
having,  bat  at  no  great  expense.

Dr.  Grey  was  a  disciple  of  Schulteiu  and  Hare.  In  bis  Jflb, 
be  adopts  the  traDslation  of  the  former,  and  the  metrical  ar- 
rangement of  the  latter,  and  defends  liis  viewB  of  the  book 
against  Warburton,  in  the  letter  of  remarks.  His  translation 
of  the  last  words  of  David,  2  Sam.  Kxiii.  is  ingenious  and  ele- 
gant, and  was  intended  as  a  apecioien  of  a  translation  of  the  poet- 
ical passages  of  the  Old  Testament ;  but  which,  I  believe,  was 
never  published.  The  Harian  syatem  is  too  artificial  to  render

G&iESBACH,  John  James,  B.  D.  a  dUHnguUhed 
critic,  and  editor  qflhe  New  Testament ;  was  horn  in 
1644  ;  was  Professor  of  Divinity  at  Jena,  in  Sax- 
ony, Jbr  thirty-six  years,  where  he  died  in  1812.

In  1774,  Griesbach  published  a  Synopsis  or  Harmony  of  the 
first  three  Gospels,  wiUi  an  amended  Text,  and  a  Selection  of  va- 
rious Readings— an  amended  Text  of  John  and  the  Acts  of  the 
Apoetlea,  with  a  Selection  of  Readings ;  and,  in  the  following 
year,  the  Epistles  and  Apocalypse  in  the  same  manner.  This 
may  be  considered  the  first  edition  of  Griesbach's  important 
work.  It  is,  however,  far  inferior  to  the  second  edition,  the 
first  volume  of  which  appeared  at  Halle  and  London  in  17^6, 
and  the  second  in  I8O6.  Part  of  the  expense  of  this  edition 
was  defrayed  by  the  late  Duke  of  Grafton.  A  third  edition  waa 
printed  very  beautifully  in  Lcmdon  in  I8O9,  and  another  in 
1S18.  This  is  universally  allowed  to  be  the  best  critical  edition 
of  the  New  Testament  that  has  ever  been  published.  Instead 
of  descrilnng  more  minutely  a  work  whidi  is  now  ao  easily  pro- 
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tvred,  and  go  generally  poBKaaed  by  sebolara,  1  think  it  of  mm* 
imporbmee  to  quote  Bishop  Manb'a  opinion  of  Griesbacb  and 
hit  work. 

"  That  Oriesbach  has  fultilled  the  dutie*  which  he  owed  the 
pnblic — that  his  diligence  was  unremitted — that  his  caution  was 
extreme— that  his  erudition  was  profound — and  that  his  judg- 
ment was  directed  by  a  sole  r^ard  to  the  eridence  before  him, 
will,  in  general,  be  alL^wed  by  those  who  hare  studied  his  edi- 
tion, and  are  able  to  appreciate  its  merits.  That  his  decisions 
are  almiyt  correct — that,  in  all  cotes,  the  evidence  is  so  nicely 
weired  as  to  produce  unerring  results— that  weariness  of  mind 
under  painful  inrestigBtion,  has  in  no  irutance  occaaioned  an 
important  oversight — that  prejudice,  ot  partiality,  has  no  nhere 
influenced  his  general  regard  for  critical  justice,  would  be  affir- 
mations which  can  hardly  apply  to  any  editor,  however  great  or 
good.  But  if  at  any  time  he  has  erred,  he  has,  at  the  same 
time,  enabled  those  who  are  competent  judges  to  decide  for  ' 
themselves,  by  stating  the  contending  evidence  with  clearness 
and  precision.  Emendations  founded  on  conjecture,  however 
ingenious,  he  has  introduced  not  in  a  single  instance :  they  are 
all  founded  on  quoted  authority.  Our  attention  is  even  acdicited 
and  directed  to  that  authority,  the  adopted  readings  being  al- 
ways printed  in  smaller  characters  than  the  rest  of  the  text ;  and 
with  reference  to  the  rejected  readings,  which  are  printed  in 
'  th^  inner  margin  in  the  same  letters  with  the  text,  while  both 
of  them  refer  to  the  respective  evidence,  which  is  produced  be- 
low. If  readings  are  added  where  none  existed  before,  or  ai« 
withdrawn  without  substitution,  the  changes  ere  marked  with 
equal  clearness,  and  are  equally  supported  by  critical  authority. 
When  the  evidence  is  not  sufficiently  decisive  to  warrant  an  al- 
teration in  the  text,'the  readings  worthy  of  notice  are  placed  in  the 
inner  ma^in,  with  different  marks  expressive  of  their  different 
claims."—"  The  edition  thus  minutely  described,  is  the  moat  im> 
portant  which  has  been  hitherto  published ;  mnr  is  it  probable  that, 
during  the  lives  even  of  the  youngest  of  my  hearers,  any  other 
critical  editicHi  should  supersede  it.  From  tha  exertions  which 
have  been  already  made,  it  is  not  likely  that  new  materials  of 
much  importance  should  be  brouf^t  to  %ht ;  and  even  if  then 
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abould,  h  is  atill  less  likely  that  another  sadi  editw  akmild  be 
fbimd  to  arrange  and  digest  tkem."  (Lectvret,  part  ii.  sect>  8.) 
The  most,  or  rather  the  only  hypothetical,  part  of  Griesbach's 
work  is  his  system  of  reCeosions,  or  classification  of  the  Greek 
MSS.  Against  this  some  ibnnidable  objections  have  been  pub- 
lished by  Dr.  Lawrence,  in  his  Remarks  upon  the  Systematical 
Classification  of  MBDoscripts  adoptedbyGriesbacli,  and  by -Nolan 
in  his  Enqniry  into  the  Int^rity  of  the  Greek  Vulgate.  Vide 
Lawrence  and  Molaa.  Dr.  Griesbach  published  several  other 
critical  works>  which  all  possess  great  value.  The  following  are 
necessary  to  complete  his  edition  of  the  New  Testament :

Grotius,  Hugo,  the  moat  distinguuked  scholar 
of  the  seventeenth  century ;  was  horn  at  Deyi,  in 
Holland,  1583 ;  died  in  1645. — Annotationes  ad 
Vetus  et  Novum  Testamentum,  etc. 

The  annotations  on  the  Old  Testament  first  appeared  at  Parts 
in  16M,  in  S  vol.  fol. ;  and  those  on  the  New  Testament  at  the 
sameplace,  inl641, 1646,  andl630,  in  3  more.  They  are  all  in- 
cluded in  his  works,  published  at  Amsterdam,  in  l679aRd  l69S, 
fbl.  and  at  Basil,  in  179S.  An  abridgment  of  them  was  pub- 
lished by  Samuel  Moody.  Lond.  1727,  2  vol.  4to.  They  are 
also  contained  in  the  Critici  Sacri ;  and  Poole  has  given  the  an- 
notations on  tJie  New  Testament  verbatim  in  his  Synopsis.  The 
notes  on  the  New  Testament  were  begun  when  Grotius  was  a 
prisoner,  finished  when  he  lived  in  private,  and  published  when 
he  was  an  ambassador.  The  Dutch  booksellera  prefixed  his 
head,  with  a  high  euli^um  on  him,  which  offended  him  so 
much,  that  he  tore  it  out  of  all  bis  own  copies.  On  a  waik  so  long 
and  BO  justly  cetelnated,  it  is  scarcely  necessary  for  me  to  say 
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any  thing.  The  anaotations  abound  with  displaya  of  el^^ont 
learning  and  acute  criticism.  The  Btorea  of  classical  emdition, 
which  were  at  the  command  of  Grotins,  are  liberally  poured  forth 
to  enrich  his  expositions  of  the  sacred  text.  He  is  a  rigid  ad- 
herent to  the  literal  sense  throoghont,  objects  to  the  double  de- 
sign of  prophecy,  is  rather  hostile  to  the  application  of  Old 
Testament  revelation  to  the  Messiah,  and  attaches  too  little  im- 
portance (to  speak  moderately)  to  the  peculiar  doctrines  of 
Christianity.  A  judicious  use  of  bis  Scholia  may  be  attended 
with  profit,  but  too  much  attachment  to  them  may  endanger 
both  the  doctrinal  sentiments  and  the  spiritual  feelings  of  his 
admirer.  Grotius,  says  Michaelis,  was  always  too  much  the 
man  of  learning,  and  too  little  the  man  of  reflection.  ProfessM" 
Gaussen  used  to  remark  to  his  students,  that  no  commentaton 
deserved  to  be  preferred  to  Erasmus  and  Grotius ;  but  he  alM 
added,  "  whoever  makes  use  of  their  writings,  let  him  know 
incidere  tuper  ignet  tupposilos  cinere  doloto  ;"  that  he  treada  on 
fires  overspread  with  iaithless  ashes. 

GciLD,  William,  D.  D.  a  minister  of  the  Scot- 
ish  Episcopal  Church,  Principal  and  Rector  of 
King's  College,  Aberdeen ;  was  bom  in  1586  ;  and 
died  in  1659- — Moses  Unveiled,  or  those  figures 
which  eerved  unto  the  pattern  and  shadow  of  hea- 
venly things  briefly  explained.  To  which  is  added, 
the  Harmony  of  all  the  Prophets,  etc.  Lond.  I6l9, 
8va  and  often  reprinted. — The  TTirone  of  David, 
or  an  Exposition  of  the  Second  Book  of  Samuel. 
Oxford,  1659,  4to. — Love's  Intercourse  between  the 
Lamb  and  his  Bride,  Christ  and  his  Church,  in  a 
clear  Explication  and  Application  of  the  Song  of 
Solomon.  Lond.  1658,  8vo. — An  Explication  of 
the  Book  of  Revelations.     Aberdeen,  1656,  l6to. 

Besides  these  works.  Dr.  Guild  wrote  a  number  of  controver- 
sial pieces.  He  was  one  of  the  most  respectable  of  the  Scotish 
ministers  who  embraced  episcopacy,  to  whid  the  generality  of 
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fai>  countrymen  were  ao  much  opposed.  Hii  Moaea  Unniled  ii 
a  short  expUiiation  of  all  the  typical  penoiu,  placea,  and  thingi, 
which  occur  in  the  Old  Testament ;  the  congmity  and  the 
di^Ktrity"  between  wbicK  and  their  antitypes,  he  Btatea  rery  mi- 
nutely. It  is  divided  into  fifty-five  sections,  and  is  not  remark- 
able for  Its  depth  and  judiciousness.  The  Harmooy  of  the  Pro- 
[dieta  is  a  selection  of  the  principal  passages  in  the  Old  Testa- 
ment  which  bear  testimony  to  the  character  and  undertaking  of 
Christ.  His  expository  works  are  now  scarce.  That  on  Second 
Samuel,  which  I  have  not  seen,  is  said  to  have  been  edited  by 
Dr.  John  Owen. 

GuYSE,  John,  D.  D.  an  English  Independent 
minister;  bam  1680;  died  1761. — The  Practical 
Expositor ;  or  an  Exposition  of  the  New  Testa^ 
ment,  with  occasional  Notes,  and  serious  recollec- 
tions at  the  end  of  each  chapter.  Lond.  1739-1753, 
3  vol.  4to.  and  in  several  editions  6  vol.  8vo. 

Dr.  Guyse  was  a  man  of  some  learning,  but  of  no  great  genius. 
His  Expositor  is  a  heavy  work.  In  the  paraphrase,  variaos  and 
often  discordant  senses  are  brought  together.  The  notes  do  not 
throw  much  light  on  the  text.  It  is  far  inferior  to  the  similar 
'mrk  of  his  ftiend  and  contemporary.  Dr.  Doddridge.  Messrs. 
Bogue  and  Bennett,  however,  say,  "  It  displays  sound  judgment, 
an  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  original,  considerable  critical 
acumen,  with  much  seriousness  and  zeal  for  truth." 

Haae,  Theodore,  P.  R.  S.  a  native  <^  the  Pa- 
latinate; homimS;  died  1690.— The  Dutch  An- 
notations upon  the  whole  Bible,  or  all  the  Holy 
Canonical  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ment, together  with  and  according  to  their  own 
translation  of  all  the  text ;  as  both  the  one  and  the 
other  were  ordered  and  appointed  by  the  Synod  of 
Dort,  1618,  and  published  by  authority,  1637.  Now

THia  work  is^edicated  to  Cromweli.  It  contaim  slso  an  ac- 
count of  the  Dutch  version  made  by  order  of  the  Synod  of  Dort. 
It  was  recommended,  along  with  Diodati,  by  parliament,  to  the 
authors  of  the  Aiaembly's  Annotations ;  and  is  very  similar  in 
its  plan  and  character  to  that  work. 

Hackspan,  Theodore,  a  Lutheran  divine  (ff 
AUdorf,  who  died  in  1663. — Dissertationum  Philo- 
lo^carum  et  Theologicarum  Sylloge.  Altorf.  1663, 
4to.- — Notae  in  varia  et  difBcilia  Scripturae  loca. 
Ibid.  1664,  3  vol.  ISmo. — Miscellanea  Sacra  libris 
duobus.    Ibid.  1660,  8to. 

These  rarioua  writings  of  Hackspan  are  all  valuable,  but  espe- 
cially his  Notes  on  difficult  passages.  They  are  divided  into 
three  parts,  and  conclude  with  the  Gospel  of  John.  The  au- 
thor was  an  excellent  Hebrew  and  oriental  scholar.  He  defends 
the  truth  in  many  places  against  the  Socioians,  aud  charges  the 
Jews  with  having  wilfully  corrupted  several  passages  of  the  Old 
Testament.  This  chai^  has  been  advanced  by  Kennicott  wpA. 
several  other  learned  men,  but  never  satis&ctorily  substantiated. 
The  works  of  Hackspan  are  highly  praised  by  Walcb,  Buddeus, 
and  Zehner ;  hut  they  have  bug  been  scarce. 

Haldane,  Robert,  Esq.  a  Scotish  gentleman, 
teeU  known  Jbr  hia  efforts  in  spreading  the  Gospel. 
— The  Evidence  and  Authority  of  Divine  Revela- 
tion :  being  a  View  of  the  Testimony  of  the  Law 
and  the  Prophets  to  the  Messiah,  with  the  subse- 
quent Testimonies.     Edinb.  1816,  S  vol.  8vo. 

This  is  a  very  excellent  book  on  the  necessity,  the  evidences, 
and  the  subject  of  revelation.  It  is  distinguished  from  most 
wwka  of  the  kind  .by  the  excellent  views  of  Ckristianity  which 
it  contains,  and  the  decided  numner  in  which   it  addressee 
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meo  coDcerniDg  the  salvation  of  the  gospel,  and  the  inGnite  im- 
portance of  attending  to  their  eternal  interests.  Its  chief  defect 
IB  the  omiuion  of  references,  when  quoting  the  testimony  of 
friends  and  enemies  in  support  of  the  truth  of  the  gospeL 

Hales,  John,  of  Eton,  commonly  called  the 
ever-memortAle ;  bom  1584;  died\%5%. — .Works. 
Now  first  collected  together.  Glasg.  1765,  3  vol. 
small  8vo. 

This  fine  edition  of  the  works  of  this  celebrated  writer  was 
published  by  Lord  Hailes.  The  value  of  his  writings  is  attest, 
ed  by  Lord  Clarendon,  Lord  Say  and  Seal,  Bishop  Pearson,  Dr. 
Heylin,  Andrew  Marvel,  Anthony  A.  Wood,  Bishop  Stilling- 
fleet,  and  Bishop  Hoadley.  They  are  of  a  very  miscellaneous 
nature,  including  paraphrases  of  portions  of  Scripture,  essays  on 
scriptural  subjects,  letters,  and  sermons.  Their  merits  are  un- 
equaL  The  best  seem  to  be  his  discourse  on  schism,  that  on  the 
abnse  of  hard  places  of  Scripture,  and  his  letters  to  Sir  Dudley 
Carleton,  from  the  Synod  of  Dort,  in  which  he  gives  a  good  ac- 
count of  that  far-famed  convention.  He  was  evidently  a  man 
superior  to  many  of  the  prejudices  of  his  age  ;  hut,  if  the  read- 
er's  expectations  are  raised  very  greatly  by  his  high-sounding 
title,  and  the  testimonies  referred  to,  he  will  probably  be  dis- 
appointed even  by  his  Golden  Remains. 

Hales,  William,  D.  D.  Fellow  of  Trinity  Col- 
lege, Dtiblin,  and  Professw  of  oriental  Icuiguages 
in  the  university. — A  New  Aqalysig  of  Chronology, 
in  which  an  attempt  is  made  to  explain  the  History 
and  Antiquities  of  the  primitive  nations  of  the 
world,  and  the  prophecies  relating  to  them,  on 
principles  tending  to  remove  the  imperfection  and 
discordance  of  preceding  systems.  Lond.  1809- 
1814,  S  vol.  4to. 

This  is  perhaps  the  moM  valuable  chronolc^cal  work  that  has 
ever  been  published.     PoMesaed  of  the  caution  of  Newton,  and 
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tlie  learning  aS  Uaber,  Dr.  Hales  proceeds  ou  better  data  than 
either  of  theae  dutinguished  chronologista  ;  and  poors  a  flood  of 
light  on  some  of  the  darkest  and  most  difficolt  points  in  sacred 
and  profsne  history.  The  first  Yolnme  contains  an  explanation 
of  the  new  system  of  chronology  adopted  by  the  author,  bother 
with  the  elonents  of  technical  chronology,  and  the  elements  of 
saa«d  geography,  which  are  illustrated  with  six  engravings. 
Volnme  second  contains  a  chronological  history  of  the  Old  Tes- 
tament, the  Apocrypha,  and  the  New  Testament,  and  of  the 
wht^e  range  of  prophecy.  His  translatimis  are  all  made  di- 
rectly from  the  coiginal  Scriptnrea.  In  the  third  yoliune, 
there  ia  a  chronological  history  of  the  Assyrians,  Babylonians, 
Medes,  Persians,  Lydians,  and  Egyptians,  etc.  adjusted 
tfirongfaout  to  sacred  chronology.  Dr.  Hales  adopts  the  lai^ 
cr  computation  of  the  antediluvian  and  patriarchal  times  con~ 
tained  in  the  Samaritan  and  the  Septuagint,  and  restores  and 
defends  the  genuine  numbers  of  Josephus.  The  quantity  of 
biblical  critidam  and  interpretation  interspersed  through  the 
wiffk  is  extrawdinary,  and  does  very  great  honour  to  the  learn- 
ing, research,  and  judgment  of  the  author.  Dr.  Adam  Clarke, 
who  makes  a  very  liberal  use  of  the  work  in  his  Commentary, 
bestows  on  it  the  highest  commendation. 

Hall,  Joseph,  Bishop  of  Norwich ;  was  bam 
in  1574,  and  died  in  I6d6. — Contemplations  on 
the  Principal  Passages  of  the  Holy  Story.  Lond. 
1612-1615,  3  vol.  8to.  and  in  various  editions  of 
his  Works ;  the  last  of  which  was  edited  by  Dr.  Pratt, 
and  published  at  London  in  1806,  in  10  vol.  8vo. 

There  is  a  great  variety  of  sentiment,  and  great  richness  of 
thought  and  expression,  in  these  Contemplations.  The  histori- 
cal passages  are  often  very  happily  illustrated ;  and  a  pure  and 
elevated  devotion,  combined  with  a  fine  imagination,  pervadee 
the  whole.  Doddridge  speaks  of  them  as  "  incomparably  vain- 
able,  for  language,  criticism,  and  devotion."  The  first  and  last 
terms  are  justly  applied,  but  not  the  middle  one ;  as  there  is 
very  little  criticism,  in  tbe  proper  meaning  of  the  term,  in  any 
of  the  works  of  Hall. 
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— A  Plain  and  Familiar  Explication,  by  way  of 
Paraphrase,  of  all  the  Hard  Texts  of  the  whole 
Divine  Scripture.  Lond.  1633,  fol.  3  vol.  8vo.  which 
constitute  the  3d  and  4th  of  Pratt's  edition. 

This  paraphrase  includes  many  texts  which  are  not  hard ;  and 
on  many  hard  tests  it  throws  little  light.  Occasionally  b,  critical 
remark  occurs,  and  frequently  the  point  and  enei^  of  a  particu- 
lar Bentiment  is  happily  noticed ;  but  the  reader  who  repairs  to 
these  volumes  for  the  solution  of  many  difficulties  in  the  lan- 
guage or  doctrine  of  the  Bible,  will  certainly  be  disappointed.  He 
who  undertakes  too  much  must  always  fail  to  afford  satisfaction. 
An  explication  of  all  the  hard  texts  in  the  Bible  was  too  rast  an 
undertaking,  even  for  Bishop  Hall,  though  his  learning  was 
greater  than  that  of  most  of  the  men  of  bis  age,  and  his  indus- 
try not  inferior  to  any. 

Hallett,  Joseph,  Jun.  a  dUaentijig  minister 
at  Exeter;  bom  1693;  died  in  1744. — A  Free 
and  Impartial  Study  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  recom- 
mended, in  Notes  on  Peculiar  Texts,  with  Dis- 
courses and  Observations,  etc.  Lond.  1729-1736, 
3  vol.  8vo. 

These  volumes  were  published  at  considerable  intervals,  and 
are  now  difficult  to  be  procured  complete.  They  contain  a  va- 
ried mass  of  curious  and  important  discussion  on  passages  of 
Scripture,  or  scriptural  subjects.  Among  the  latter  are,  essays 
on  the  quotations  from  the  Old  Testament  in  the  Apocrypha ; 
the  Septuogint ;  Christians  not  bound  by  any  authority  of  the 
law  of  Moses  in  the  ten  commandments  ;  the  dosology  at  the 
end  of  the  Lord's  prayer  ;  the  immortality  and  immateriality  of 
die  soul ;  list  of  errors  in  the  present  Hebrew  copies  of  the  Old 
Testament ;  the  Saviour's  miracles,  in  reply  to  Woolston  ;  the 
meaning  of  the  word  God ;  the  nature  of  sacrifice,  particularly 
that  of  Christ ;  the  origin  of  evil ;  the  Lord's  day  ;  the  agapae, 
OT  love  feasts ;  circumcision  and  baptism ;  schism  and  heresy ; 
the  restoration  of  the  Jews,  etc 
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WWher  the  reader  sliall  agree  or  differ  with  Hallett  in  many 
of  the  views  which  sre  stated  and  defended  in  these  volumes,  he 
will  not  deny  their  author  the  praise  of  deep  learning,  patient 
research,  and  originality  of  mind.  Hallett  was  an  Arian,  and 
suffered  conaiderably  on  account  of  his  sentiments.  His  Arian- 
ism,  however,  is  not  much  obtruded  in  these  volumes ;  though 
it  doubtless  influences  his  reasonings  on  several  points.  With 
attention  to  this  caution,  the  student  of  the  Bible  may  find  the 
works  of  Hallett  of  very  considerable  importance.  He  was  also 
the  author  of  a  work  in  Latin,  now  very  little  known,

This  index  gives  an  account  of  the  age  and  character  of  the 
MSS.  used  hy  Mill  and  Kuster,  which  they  had  omitted  t^  give 
in  such  a  form  as  to  admit  of  easy  reference.  Hallett  published, 
besides  the  above,  a  few  pamphlets  on  the  deistical  controversy. 

Halyburton,  Thomas,  a  'very  piotis  miniater 
<^the  Church  qf  Scotland,  Professor  qf  Divinity  at 
St.  Andrews;  horn  near  Perth,  1674  ;  died  1712. 
— Natural  Religion  insufficient ;  and  Revealed  ne- 
cessary to  Man's  Happiness  in  his  present  state, 
etc.     Ediub.  1714,  4to. 

This  is  a  work  of  importance  in  the  deistical  controversy.  It 
contains  a  very  able  examination  of  the  writings  of  \xitA.  Her- 
bert, and  demolishes  to  the  ground  the  strongholds  of  the  ene- 
mies of  Revelation.  The  author's  views, of  the  doctrines  of  the 
Bible  were  very  excellent ;  and,  making  a  little  aUowance  for 
tbe  style,  bis  work  is  one  of  the  best  books  we  hare  on  the  sub- 
ject. The  above  volume  includes  a  Latin  inaugural  oration, 
delivered  in  St.  Andrews  in  1710,  in  which  Halyburton  exa- 
mines a  sceptical  production  c^  the  celebrated  Dr.  Pitcaim. 
There  is  also  an  essay  on  the  nature  and  ground  of  f&ith,  in 
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which  the  anthor  nukes  smne  rnnark*  on  the  toitimenta  of 
Locke  on  this  subject,  u  expressed  in  some  passages  of  his  wcvk 
on  the  Human  Understanding.  There  is,  lastly,  an  inquiry  on 
the  subject  of  regeneration  and  justification. 

Hamilton,  George,  a  clergyman^  the  Chun^ 
of  Ireland. — A  Greneral  lotroduction  to  the  Study 
of  the  Hebrew  Scriptures ;  with  a  Critical  History 
of  the  Greek  and  Latin  versiooB  of  the  Samaritan 
Pentateuch,  and  of  the  Chaldee  Paraphrases.  Dub. 
1818,  8vo. — Codex  Criticus  of  the  Hebrew  Bible, 
wherein  Vander  Hooght's  text  is  corrected  from 
the  Hebrew  MSS.  collated  by  Kennicott  aud  De 
Rossi,  and  from  the  ancient  versions ;  being  an 
attempt  to  form  a  standard  text  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment.    Loud.  1821,  8ro. 

Both  these  works  do  great  credit  to  the  learning  and  applica- 
tion nS  Mr.  Hamilton.  Tlie  first  contains  much  important  and 
original  infonuKtion,  in  a  very  condensed  and  perspicuous  state. 
The  second  will  partially  supply  the  place  of  Kennicott  and  De 
BmsIj  as  the  most  valuable  of  the  various  readings  in  these  ex- 
trasive  works  u«  given.  It  has  also  prepared  the  way  fur  a 
moot  important  desideratum  in  biblical  literature,  a  corrected 
text  of  the  Hebrew  Scriptures.  Mr.  Hamilton^  leanings  are 
uniformly  of  the  cautious  kind.  Conjectural  criticiBm  he  alto- 
gether discards ;  and  though  he  may  not  perhaps  give  satisfac- 
tion to  every  critical  reader,  he  has  furnished  an  excellent  spe- 
dmen  of  a  critical  edition  of  the  Hebrew  Bible,  which  will  be 
thankfuUy  accepted  by  sduJars. 

Hammond,  Henry,  D.  D.  a  learned  divine  <^ 
the  Church  of  England,  who  died  in  1660. — A 
Paraphrase  and  Annotations  upon  all  the  Books  of 
the  New  Testament ',  briefly  explaining  all  the  dif- 
ficult places  thereof.  LoDd.  1653,  1671,  fol.  1702, 
fol.  best  edit. 
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HmnuDond  waa  s  man  of  very  orauiderable  lewning  and  pjetjr, 
alloyed  with  a  portion  of  snperatition.'  He  often  succeeds  in  il- 
Instrating  the  £wce  and  meaning  of  the  Greek  words  and  phrases 
of  the  New  Testament.  His  stock  of  "^flW'^l  and  rabbinical 
information  was  very  respectable,  and  fiimiBbed  him  with  aome 
Taluable  illostratians.  He  was  a  moderate  Arminian  in  doctrinal 
sentiment ;  a  great  stickler  for  the  divine  origin  of  episcopacy  ; 
and  held  scHne  peculiar  notions  abont  the  Gnostics,  to  whom  he 
snppoaes  there  are  many  more  allusions  in  the  New  Testament 
than  any  one  else  is  likely  to  find-  Le  Clerc  translated  this 
work  into  Latin,  and  added  a  supplement  of  his  own,  correcting 
some  of  Hammond's  mistakes,  which  was  published  in  English, 
Lond.  1699,  4to.  A  defence  of  Hammond  against  the  rude  and 
unjust  reflections  of  Le  Clerc  was  published  in  1699,  to  which 
Le  Clerc  replied. 

— Paraphrases  and  Annotations  upon  the  Book  of 
Psalms.     Lond.  1659,  1683,  fol. 

The  substance  of  the  remarks  on  the  New  Testament  is  ap- 
plicable to  the  Annotations  on  the  Fsalma.  There  is  a  great 
deal  of  very  dry  criticism,  which  does  not  interest  the  reader 
mod)  in  the  subject  of  these  sacred  compositions.  Hence  this 
woik  is  less  known  and  respected  than  the  former.  Yet  Walch 
says  of  it,  "  that  the  notes  are  most  learned,  and  embrace  many 
things  which  are  omitted  by  others,  on  which  account  Hammond 
is  to  be  reckoned  among  the  best  interpreters  of  the  Psalms." 
Bishop  Lowth  says,  "  I  think  his  plan  of  interpretation  is  the 
right  one;  he  endeavours  first  to  give  the  literal  sense,  and 
thence  deduces  the  mystical."  All  Hammond's  works  were 
published  in  Lond.  1674-1684,  i  vol.  fol. 

Hardt,  Samuel,  a  clergyman  of  the  ChurtA  of 
Ea^nd:  bom  1720 ;  died  1793. — A  New  Trans- 
lation of  St.  Paul's  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews,  with  ex- 
planatory Notes.  Lond.  1783,  8vo. — Novum  Tes- 
tamentum  Graecum ;  cum  Scholiis  Theologicis  et 
Philologicis.  etc.    Lond.  1820,  2  vol.  8vo. 
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The  alterations  of  the  common  translation  in  the  Teraion  of 
the  Hebrews  are  not  very  numerouB,  yet  tbey  are  sometimes  ra- 
ther free.     The  notes  are  short,  and  the  doctrine  orthodox. 

The  edition  of  the  New  Testament  is  designed  expressly  for 
the  use  of  the  junior  students  of  that  important  book.  The 
notes,  which  are  printed  at  the  foot  of  the  page,  are  all  very 
short.  They  are  mostly  selected  from  the  ancient  and  modem 
critical  writers.  Hardy  does  not  assign  them  to  their  respective 
authors,  and  the  doctrines  which  they  contain  are  not  always 
very  correct. 

HaHe,  Francis,  Bishop  of  Chichester ;  died  in 
1740. — Psalmorum  Liber  in  Versiculoe  Metric^  di- 
Tisus,  etc..    Loud.  1736,  2  vol.  8fo. 

This  work  does  more  honour  to  the  genius  and  industry  of  the 
author  than  to  his  judgment.  That  the  Psalms  are  poetical  is 
very  obvious,  but  that  they  are  constructed  on  similar  principles 
with  Greek  and  Latin  verse,  the  learned  bishop  has  failed  to 
prove.  The  true  pronunciation  of  Hebrew  is  irpecoverably  lost, 
and  the  discussions  of  Meibomius,  Gomarus,  and  Le  Clerc,  have 
thrown  little  light  on  it.  The  hypothesis  of  Hare  met  with 
an  able  antagonist  in  Bishop  Lowth,  and  a  defender  in  Dr.  Ed- 
wards. 

Harley,  Sir  Edward,  broker  to  the  Earl  of 
Oie/hrd. — An  EJssay  for  composing  a  Harmony  be- 
tween the  Psalms  and  other  Parts  of  Scripture,  but 
especially  the  New  Testament.  Lond.  1732,  8vo. 
2d  edit. 

This  is  a  book  of  piety  rather  than  of  leamiag.  It  was  pub- 
lished without  the  author's  name.  It  was  followed  by  The  Har- 
mony of  the  Four  Gospels,  etc.  Ibid.  1733,  Svo.  Both  works 
are  creditable  to  the  author's  acquaintance  with  the  Scriptures. 

Harmer,  Thomas,  a  dissenting  minister  in 
Suffolk;  bom  in  1715;  died  in  1788— The  OuU 
lines  of  a  New  Commentary  on  Solomon's  Song, 
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drawn  by  the  Help  of  Instructions  from  the  East 
Lond.  1768,  8to. 

This  is  an  imcommoiily  ingenious  work,  to  whidi  all  Bnbse- 
qnent  interpreters  ai  die  Soag  have  been  much  indebted.  H«r- 
mer  does  not  consider  it  as  an  epitbalatninm  properly,  but  as  re- 
latiiig  to  a  royal  marriage,  that  of  Solomon  to  the  dau|;fater  of 
Pharaoh  ;  and  this  event  as  designedly  symbolical  of  the  rejec< 
tion  of  the  Jews  and  the  calling  of  the  Gentiles.  This  idea  he 
supports  with  great  ingenuity,  and  certainly  throws  much  light 
on  various  parts  of  this  beautiful  but  difficult  portion  of  Scrip- 
ture. In  Remark  XI.  he  seems  to  intimate  that  it  is  not  the 
jmiduction  of  Solomon  ;  but  in  a  MS.  note  at  the  end  of  that 
ronark,  by  the  author  himself,  in  a  copy  in  my  possession,  he 
says,  "  After  all,  I  am,  upon  recollection,  inclined  to  pay  that 
regard  to  ancient  tradition,  as  to  suppose  Solomon  himself  was 
the  writer  of  this  Song.  In  truth,  if,  after  hjs  death,  it  was  ac- 
knowledged to  be  of  a  more  divine  nature  than  any  of  his  Songs, 
1  Kings  iv.  32,  by  one  whose  character  as  a  prophet  of  God  was 
not  disputed,  its  being  a  sacred  book  must  be  as  firmly  esta- 
blished,  at  least  as  if  written  by  a  prc^het  in  the  lifetime  of  his 
prince.  And  if  it  be  an  inspired  song,  it  is  undoubtedly  to  be 
understood  in  a  sense  worthy  of  the  prophetic  spirit." 

— Observations  on  Various  Passages  of  Scripture, 
placing  them  in  a  new  Light,  and  ascertaining  the 
meaning  of  several,  not  determinable  by  the  Methods 
commonly  made  use  of  by  the  Learned.  Fourth 
edition.  With  a  new  arrangement,  many  import- 
ant additions,  and  innumerable  corrections;  by 
Adam  Clarke,  LL.D.     Lond.  1808,  4  vol.  Svo. 

In  this  work,  the  ingenious  and  industrious  author  makes  an 
extensive  application  of  the  sane  kind  of  knowledge  which  he 
had  employed  to  illustrate  the  Song  of  Solomon.  The  first  edi- 
tion, in  1764,  was  in  a  single  vtJnme  octavo ;  the  next,  in  1777, 
was  in  two  volumes  octavo ;  to  which  two  more  were  added  in 
1787.  A  translation  of  the  first  edition  was  made  into  German, 
hv  John  Ernest  Faber,  and  published  with  notes  and  additions 
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of  his  own,  and  of  Professor  Seybt^d,  in  1772  and  1779,  in  two  ro- 
lumesoctavo.  A  third  volume  appeared  in  German  in  1776.  Thia 
&ct  Bho  vs  the  estimation  of  the  work  abroadi  which  all  classes  of 
persons  at  home  have  agreed  to  commend.  Although  the  diffi- 
culties which  it  contributes  to  remove  are  not  generally  of  the ' 
most  formidable  kind,  it  is  desirable  that  they  should  be  bx- 
plained  ;  and  as  many  persons  may  be  led  to  read  such  a  work, 
who  will  not  be  induced  to  examine  one  of  a  more  decidedly 
theological  cast,  some  benefit  to  revelation  must  result  fivm  it. 
There  are  also  ^fficulties  which  the  ordinary  critical  aids  cannot 
enable  us  to  remove,  on  which  the  volumes  of  Harmer  frequent- 
ly throw  considerable  light.  The  worthy  author,  perhaps,  at- 
tached too  much  importance  to  his  field  of  labour,  and  occasion- 
ally carries  some  of  his  illustrations  too  far ;  but  for  this  due 
allowance  will  be  made  by  every  liberal  mind.  It  would  have 
been  well  had  he  mixed  religious  reflections  more  frequently 
with  his  observations.  This  would  have  rendered  them  more 
beneficial,  and  counteracted  so  far-  the  earthly  tendency  of  the 
work.  Any  book  on  the  Bible,  which  does  not  distinctly  recog- 
nise its  spiritual  tdiaracter  and  design*  must  to  a  certain  extent 
injure  it.  This  remark,  though  made  here,  is  not  more  appli- 
cable to  the  volumes  of  Harmer  than  to  many  productions  no* 
deed  with  aj^robatitm  in  this  work. 

HAttRis,  8.  li.Ji.  professor  of  modem  history 
in  the  university  of  Cambridge. — A  Commentary 
on  the  fifty-third  Chapter  of  Isaiah.  Loud.  1739, 4to. 

This  is  a  curious  and  learned  hook,  which  is  commended  by 
Dr.  Doddridge.  There  are  three  dissertations-  in  it :  on  an 
advocate ;  on  generation ;  and,  on  the  ancient  method  of  pro- 
pounding important  points,  by  way  of  question.  There  is  also 
an  appendix  of  eighty-nine  queries,  on  ancient  religious  tradi- 
tions and  practices. 

Harwood,  Edward.  D.D.  anArian  dissenting 
minister;  horn  1729;  diedl794i. — The  New  Tes- 
tament, collated  with  the  most  approved  MSS.  with 
select  Notes  in  English,  critical  and  explanatory, 
etc.     Lond.  1776.  S  rol.  }2mo. 
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This  may  be  coiuideTed  a  critical  edititm  of  the  Greek  Testa- 
ment on  a  amall  scale.  The  Codex  Beeae,  and  the  Clermont  MS. 
are  the  principal  authtnitiea  followed.  Both  Michaelis  and 
Manh  speak  of  this  edition  in  terms  of  commendation.  The 
appendix  to  toI.  ii.  contains  a  useful  list  of  editions  of  the  New 
Teiitament,  and  of  critics  aud  commeatntors  on  it. 

— A  New  Introduction  to  the  Study  and  Know- 
ledge of  the  New  Testament  Lond.  1767-1771. 
3  vol.  8vo. 

In  this  Introduction,  many  of  the  topics  usually  treated  in 
BDch  books  are  discntaed  with  considerable  "ability.  On  the  doc- 
trines of  the  New  Testament,  and  the  life  of  Christ,  of  which 
the  doctor  treats,  he  is  very  deficient  and  heterodox.  But  on 
the  facts  of  the  New  Testament  history,  the  customs  and  man- 
ners referred  to,  and  the  style  and  manner  of  the  writers,  there 
are  many  ingenious  observations.  Bishop  Marsh  says,  "  As 
these  dissertations  display  great  erudition,  and  contain  much  in- 
formation illnstrative  of  the  New  Testament,  they  ate  certainly 
to  be  recommended  to  the  theological  student."  Dr.  Harwood 
promised  a  third  volume,  which  never  appeared. 

— ^A  Liberal  Translation  of  the  New  Testament ;  be- 
ing an  attempt  to  translate  the  Sacred  Writings,  with 
the  same  freedom,  spirit,  and  elegance,  with  which 
other  English  translations  have  been  lately  execut- 
ed :  the  design  and  scope  of  each  author  being 
strictly  and  impartially  explored  ;  the  true  signifi- 
cation and  force  of  the  original  critically  observed, 
and  as  much  as  possible  transfused  into  our  lan- 
guage ;  and  the  whole  elucidated  and  explained  upon 
a  new  and  rational  plan  ;  with  select  notes,  critical 
and  explanatory.     Lond.  1767,  3  vol.  8vo. 

The  preceding  work  was  designed  to  introduce  this  new 
and  liberal  version.  The  extended  title  page  which  has  been 
given,  leaves  little  necessity  for  enla^ng  on  the  nature  or  plan 
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of  the  work.  As  a  treoBlation,  it  is  rerboee,  affected,  and,  in- 
fact,  more  the  Mew  Testament  of  Dr.  Harwood  than  of  the 
apostles.  It  must  be  injudiciooa  and  improper  to  use  the  same 
freedoms  with  a  revelation  from  God,  aa  with  a  mere  human 
production.  The  opportunity  which  liberal  translation  affords 
fat  introducing  the  sentiments  of  the  translator  is  very  great, 
and  has  been  most  extensively  embraced  by  Harwood,  who  has 
Arianized  the  whole  New  Testament.  Those,  however,  who 
are  capable  of  judging  for  themselves  respecting  the  meaning  of 
the  original  text,  will  find  sometimes  a  very  good  English  ren- 
dering of  it.     Harwood  was  the  author  of  several  other  works. 

Haweis,  Thomas,  Rector  of  Aldwinkle ;  horn 
173S ;  ^ed  1 820. — ^A  Translation  of  the  New  Tes- 
tament from  the  original  Greek.  Lond.  1795,  8vo. 
,  This  work  contains  some  good  renderings,  and  others  which 
are  not  only  mistaken,  but  ludicrous.  No  notes  are  attached  to 
it,  which  renders  it  impossible  to  know  the  translator's  reasons 
for  many  of  his  deviations.  The  motives  of  Dr.  Haweis  in  under- 
taking this  work  were  good,  and  his  sentiments  correct ;  but  his 
qualifications  for  translating  the  New  Testament  were  not  equal 
to  the  task,  and  his  work  has  not  attracted  any  attention.  His 
Evangelical  Commentary  on  the  Bible,  in  two  volumes  folio,  is 
not  a  work  of  much  value.  He  is  also  the  author  of  a  Church 
History,  in  three  volumes  octavo. 

Hayes,  Charles,  Esq.  of  Grains  Inn ;  died  in 
1760,  in  the  eighty- second  year  t^his  age. — A  Vin- 
dication of  the  History  of  the  Septuagint  from  the 
Misrepresentations  of  the  learned  Scaliger,  Du  Pin, 
Dr.  Hody,  Prideaux,  and  others.  Lond.  1786,  8to. 
— ^A  Critical  Examination  of  the  Holy  Gospels  ac- 
cording to  St.  Matthew  and  St.  Luke,  with  regard 
to  the  history  of  the  birth  and  infancy  of  Christ. 
Ibid.  1788,  8vo. — ^A  Dissertation  on  the  Chronology 
of  the  Septuagint ;  with  an  Appendix  on  the  Chal- 
dean and  Egyptian  Antiquities.    Ibid.  1741>  8vo. 
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These  learned  and  ingenious  performances  were  all  published 
anonymously,  and  Bome  of  them  have  been,  by  mistake,  ascribed 
to  Sir  Richard  Ellis.  They  discover  a  very  profound  acquaint- 
ance with  chronology,  and  a  great  veneration  for  the  Scriptures. 

Heath,  Thomas,  a  learned  gentleman  of  Exe- 
ter.— An  Essay  towards  b  new  English  Version  of 
the  Book  of  Job,  from  the  ongiDal  Hebrew  ;  with 
a  Commentary,  and  some  Account  of  his  Life. 
Lond.  1756,  4to. 

This  is  one  of  the  numerous  productions  caused  or  occasioned 
by  the  Warburtonian  controversy.  The  author  believes  that 
Job  was  a  real  person,  who  lived  at  an  early  age  of  the  world ;' 
but  that  the  poem  was  written  at  a  much  later  period,  and  by 
a  person  utterly  unacquainted  with  the  doctrines  of  a  future 
state,  and  the  resurrection  of  the  body.  The  version  is  in  prose; 
and  the  notes  discover  considerable  acquaintance  with  sacred 
criticism,  and  with  the  numerous  writers  on  this  difficult  book. 
He  aliM  changes  the  order  of  some  passages  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  poem.  It  is,  on  the  whole,  a  respectable  performance, 
though  the  hypothesis  respecting  its  age  and  author,  and  some 
of  the  sentiments,  wlU  not  be  generally  adopted. 

Hebrew  Bibles. 

In  this  article  I  shall  give  some  account  of  a  few  of  the  rare, 
critical,  and  valuable  editions  of  the  Hebrew  Bible.  To  notice 
all,  or  even  a  great  number  of  them,  would  neither  be  compa- 
tible with  the  limits,  nor  correspond  with  the  design,  of  this 
work.  If  the  reader  desire  more  extended  information  on  the 
subject,  he  may  consult  Le  Long,  Bib.  Sac.  vol.  i.  p.  96—134, 
edit.  1709;  Walcb,  Bib.  Theol.  vol.  iv.  p.  4>— 13;  Kennicott's 
English  Dissertation  on  the  State  of  the  Hebrew  Text,  and  his 
Diss.  Gen.  appended  to  voL  ii.  of  his  Bible.  Notices  of  other 
critical  editions  of  the  Hebrew  Bible  will  be  found  in  this  work, 
nnder  the  names  of  their  respective  editors. 

— Biblia  Hebraica  cum  punctis.    Soncini,  14<88,  fol. 

This  is  generally  considered  the  first  printed  edition  of  the 

wh(^e  Hebrew  Scriptures.     Prior  to  this,  the  Psalms  had  been 
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pinted  in  1477,  the  Pentateuch  in  1462,  the  Prophets  in  1486, 
and  the  Hagiographa  at  Naples,  in  1487-  According  to  Kennicott, 
this  Hagiograpba  is  only  part  of  an  edition  of  the  whole  Scrip- 
tures printed  that  year.  The  only  copy  of  it  in  existence  is  in 
thelibrary  of  Eton  College.  The  edition  ia  supposed  to  have  been 
bomt  by  the  Jews,  because  it  is  not  strictly  maaoretical.  Of 
the  edition  of  1488,  copies  are  to  be  found  in  the  ^rberini  li- 
brary at  Rome,  the  Laorentian  Library  at  Florence,  and  the 
library  of  Exeter  College,  Oxford.  It  was  edited  by  Abraham, 
the  son  of  Rabbi  Chaitn,  and  completed  in  the  eleventh  month 
of  the  year  S48,  according  to  the  lesser  compntation,  corre- 
■ponding  with  the  year  of  Christ  1488. 

— ^Biblia  Hebraea.     Brixiae,  1494,  8vo. 

This  is  the  edition  used  by  Luther  in  malung  bis  German 
translation.  The  Refcnraer's  own  copy  is  deposited  in  the  Royal 
Library  at  Berlin,  and  was  collated  by  Professor  Schulse  for 
Dr.  Kennicott. 

— Biblia  Hebraea  nuda,  (vel  sine  punctia.)  Pisae, 
1494,  fol.  et  4to. 

This  ia  the  firit  edition  of  the  Hebrew  Bible  without  points, 
and  is  represented  as  very  correct.  Other  unpointed  editiona 
appeared  in  157S,  l6l0,  1631,  1639,  iS9*,  170S,  etc 

— Biblia  Hebraica  Rabbinica.  Venetiis,  1526,  4  vol. 
fol. 

This  is  sometimes  called  Bomberg'e  Bible,  from  the  name  of 
the  printer,  and  sometimes  Rabbi  Ben  Chaim's  edition,  because 
he  was  the  editor.  It  contains  the  Chaldaic  paraphrases,  and  the 
chief  commentaries  of  the  Rabbins  on  the  text.  It  ia  the  basis 
of  aU  the  masoretic  editions.  Rabbi  Jacob  Ben  Chaim  prefixed 
a  long  pre&ce  to  this  edition  in  Rabbinical  Hebrew,  a  Latin 
translation  of  which  Kennicott  has  inserted  in  his  dissertation 
on  the  Hebrew  Text,  (p.  £39—844,)  fma  a  MS.  in  the  Bod- 
leian Library.  It  is  very  curious.  The  Bombei^  editions,  of 
which  there  are  fire,  are  all  printed  without  any  division  of 
chapters  or  verses,  which  renders  them  inconvenient.    They 
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contain,  however,  the  Rabhinical  oonunents  of  Aben  Ezra,  Jar- 
chi,  Kimchi,  Levi  Ben  Genitam,  Abrabanel,  and  Abenmelech. 

— BibUa  Ebraea.     Hamburg.  1587,  fol. 

This  edition,  edited  hj  Hutter,  and  printed  by  Jacob  Locins, 
ia  carious,  as  all  the  servile  letters  are  printed  with  a  hollow 
type,  by  which  they  appear  white,  and  are  thus  distinguished 
from  the  radicals,  which  are  all  black. 

— Biblia  Hebraea  Accuratissima,  etc.     Amst.  1667, 
2  vol.  8vo. 

Thia  is  the  third  edition  of  Joseph  Athias,  a  Jewish  printer, 
all  of  which  were  edited  by  the  celebrated  Leusden.  "  This  sa- 
premely  masoietic  edition,"  says  Kennicott,  "  appeared  to  their 
High  Mightinesses  the  States  General,  so  particularly  meritorious, 
that  Athias,  the  typographer,  waa  presented  with  a  chain  of  gold, 
and  a  gold  medal  pendant.  But  was  it  not  an  act  of  superabun- 
dant goodness,  thus  to  reward  a  Jew  for  an  edition,  in  which  John 
Leusden  (thongh  a  Christian)  confesses,  that  he  permitted  the 
Latin  contents,  here  added  in  the  margin,  to  explain  sway  some 
of  the  prophecies  relating  to  the  Messiah  1"    Diss.  p.  481. 

— Biblia  Hebraea.     Berolini,  1699,  4to. 

To  this  edition  there  is  prefixed  a  learned  and  valuable  pre- 
face by  the  editor,  Daniel  Ernest  Jablonski,  in  which  he  first 
lays  a  regular  foundation  for  the  reformation  of  the  printed  He- 
brew text,  by  pointing  out  the  fact  of  the  various  readings,  and 
recommending  an  accurate  examination  of  the  MSS. 

— Biblia  Hebraica.     Amst.  1705,  8vo. 

This  is  the  celebrated  edition  of  Vander  Hooght,  lamed  for 
the  accuracy  of  its  test,  and  the  beanty  of  its  typc^aphy ;  and 
yet  Dr.  Geddes  remarks,  that  it  has  many  more  errors  than  the 
earliest  printed  editions.  Kennicott  states,  that  the  variationa 
between  it  and  tfae  first  edition  of  14S8  amount  to  12,000. 
It  is,  however,  the  text  frcon  which  Houbigant  and  Kennicott 
printed  their  splendid  editions.

The  editor  of  this  critical  edition  was  John  Henry  Michaelis. 
It  is  the  first  Hebrew  Bible  which  contains  any  various  readings 
collected  by  a  Christian  editor.  The  notes  on  the  HagiographA, 
intended  for  this  edition,  were  printed  separately,  in  3  vol.  4to.

This  edition,  as  &r  as  I  can  ascertain,  is  the  first  Hebrew 
Bible,  excepting  that  in  the  Polyglot,  printed  in  England.  It' 
is  without  points,  and  does  credit  to  the  taste  and  attention  of 
its  editor,  Nathaniel  Forster.  He  was  a  learned  clergyman  of 
the  Churchof  England,  who  was  bom  in  1717,  and  died  in  175?.

This  is,  beyond  all  comparison,  the  most  splendid  edition  of 
die  Hebrew  Scriptures  ever  published.  It  was  patronized  by 
moat  of  the  crowned  heads  of  Europe.  Above  f  9000  was  sub- 
scribed to  procure  the  collation  of  MSS.  It  occupied  its  learn- 
«d  editor  in  preparation  or  actual  labour  more  than  thirty  years. 
More  than  six  hundred  MSS.  and  editions  were  collated  for  it, 
in  all  parts  of  Europe.  The  text  is  that  of  Vander  Hot^bt, 
without  the  points.  The  Samaritan  Pentateuch,  where  it  differs 
from  the  Hebrew  text,  is  printed  in  parallel  columns  in  the 
Hebrew  character.  The  various  readings  are  almost  innumer- 
able, and  occupy  in  general  the  largest  half  of  every  page.  The 
Dissertatio  Generalis,  annexed  to  the  second  volume,  is  invalu- 
able for  the  information  which  it  contains  respecting  the  state  of 
the  original  text,  and  the  sound  principles  of  criticism  which  it 
exhibits.

This  work  does  very  great  honour  to  its  editor,  printer,  and  au- 
dior.  The  text  is  very  distinctly  printed.  The  notes  are  not 
often  original,  as  the  author  professes  to  give  only  a  selection 
from  the  works  of  the  best  biblical  scholars  j  but  they  are  gene- 

'  rally  very  judicious  and  appropriate.  It  is  probably  the  most 
useful  Hebrew  Bible  that  has  been  published  for  common  use. 
Though  not  always  quite  accurate,  it  is  sufficiently  so  for  gene- 
ral purposes,  and  as  it  contains  'much  matter  that  is  dispersed 
through  Toluminous  and  expensive  works,  it  is  adapted  to  a  wid- 
er circulation.  When  shall  we  see  a  corrected  text  of  the  He- 
brew Bible  f  The  honour  of  producing  such  a  work  is  reserved 

'    for  some  future  Wetstein  or  Griesbach. 

Heidegger,  John  Hensy,  a  Stcu^  theologian; 
bom  1633  ;  died  1698. — De  Historia  Sacra  Patriar- 
charum  Exercitationes  Selectae.  Amst.  1667,  2  vol. 
4to. 

This  learned  and  elaborate  work  contains  forty-seven  disserta- 
tiona  on  the  most  difficult  and  interesting  points  of  patriarchal 
history.  They  are  examined'  with  great  care  and  minuteness, 
and  must  have  cost  the  author  vast  labour ;  but  kw  will  now 
undergo  the  toil  of  plodding  through  his  laborious  researches.    I

Heinsius,  Daniel,  a  Dutch  Calvimtt,  Pr^es- 
tor  of  hiitory  in  the  university  of  Leyden ;  died 
in  1655.

The  ExercitatioDB  are  distributed  into  twenty  bot^,  bendea 
the  Prolc^mena.  They  examine  and  explain  many  passages  of 
the  New  Testament.  The  Arutarchui  ramtains  diuertations  on 
Nonnns's  paraphrase  of  John's  Gospel,  in  which  he  compares  his 
explanations  with  the  words  of  the  evangelist.  Heinsios  doea 
not  hold  a  fint  place  among  commentators.  Some  of  his  views 
wereoppoeed  by  Grotius,  Salmaaius,  and  Croios. 

Henry,  Matthew,  an  excellent  ditseniiTtg  mi- 
nister at  Chester  and  London ;  bom  1663 ;  died 
1714. — ^An  Exposition  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ment. Lond.  1710,  fol.  and  often  since  reprinted 
in  fol.  and  4to. 

The  author  died  when  he  had  brought  his  work  to  the  end  of 
the  Acts  of  the  Apostles.  The  Epistles  and  Hevelation  were 
finished  by  several  of  pie  English  dissenting  ministers.  The 
it^owing  is,  I  believe,  an  accurate  list  of  the  contiauators  :  The 
Rev.  John  Evans,  Romans;  Simon  Brown,  1st  Corinthians; 
Daniel  Mayo,  2d  Corinthians,  and  lat  and  2d  Thessalonians ; 
Joshua  Bayea,  Galatians;  Ssmuel  Rosewell,  Ephesians;  William 
Harris,  Pbilippians  and  Coloeaians;  Ben.  And.  Atkinson,  1st 
and  Sd  Timothy;  Jeremiah  Smith,  Titus  and  Philemon;  Wil- 
liam Tong,  Hebrews  and  Hevelation  ;  Samuel  Wright,  James ; 
Zechariah  Merril,  Ist  Peter ;  Joseph  Hill,  Sd  Peter ;  JiAn  Rey- 
nolds, the  three  Epistles  of  John ;  John  Billingsley,  Jade.  Hr. 
Henry's  work  has  long  enjoyed  a  high  and  deserved  reputation. 
The  work  is  distinguished,  not  for  the  depth  <rf  its  learning,  ot 
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tlie  originidity  of  ha  views ;  but  tm  the  sound  practical  piety,  and 
lai^  measare  of  good  Benee,  which  it  diocovers.  The  author 
was  well  acquainted  with  the  character  and  the  ways  of  God, 
and  |Mvfbundly  veraant  in  the  science  of  human  nature  j  so  that, 
from  his  own  experience,  he  very  often  instructs  and  edifies  his 
reados.  He  often  leaves  difficulties  unremoved,  and  even  un- 
noticed ;  and  there  is  a  peculiar  quaJntness  in  the  turn  of  many 
of  hia  renmrlta,  which  renders  his  work  somewhat  repulsive  to 
persona  of  fastidious  taste ;  but  few  books  of  such  extent  on  the 
Bible  contain  go  much  writing  to  the  purpose,  or  are  so  well  fitted 
'  to  promote  the  general  good  of  men.  The  continuators  are  not 
all  equal  to  ^e  original ;  which,  is  easily  accounted  for,  as  .they 
accommodated  themselves  to  the  manner  of  their  predecessor,  in 
which  no  man  could  excel  but  himself. 

Hefbviln,  James  Bokatentuba,  a  Scotchman, 
celebrated  Jbr  his  oriental  attainments ;  bom  in 
Haddingtonshire,  1573;  became  a  convert  Jrom 
Protestantism  to  Popery ;  and  died  at  Venice  abottt

I  insert  this  work,  without  knowing  its  Latin  title,  aa  the  pro- 
duction of  a  countryman,  who  made  a  distinguished  figure  in  He- 
brew learning  for  the  time  at  which  he  lived.  He  enjoyed  the 
confidence  of  Pope  Paul  V.  who  gave  him  the  keeping  of  all  the 
oriental  books  and  MUS.  in  the  Vatican  Library. 

Hodges,  Walter,  D.  D.  Provost  of  Oriel  Col- 
lege,  Oxford;  a  Hutchinsonian  divine. — ^Elihu;  or 
an  Enquiry  into  the  principal  Scope  and  Design  of 
the  Book  of  Job.  Lond.  1750,  4to.  1756,  12mo. 
third  edition. 

The  chief  design  of  this  cAiious  work  is  to  show  that  Elihu  is 
the  son  of  God ;  a  discovery  which  the  author  imagines  throw* 
great  light  on  the  whole  book,  and  solves  fdl  the  controversies 
which  hare  been  agitated  respecting  its  doctrines.  This,  with 
the  Hutchinsonian  reveries  which  pervade  it,  will  give  the  reader 
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some  ides  of  wbat  be  may  expect  from  Euhu.  Tlie  obaer- 
r&tions  of  Warburton  on  Job's  commentatonr  in  whicb  he  intro- 
duces Hodges,  tbougb  more  profane  than  became  a  cfanrchman, 
deseire  to  be  quoted,  as  somewhat  cbaraGteristic  of  the  sereral 
writers  :  "  Poor  Job  !  it  was  bis  eternal  fote  to  be  persecuted  by 
his  friends.  His  tliree  comforters  passed  sentence  of  condem- 
nation on  him,  and  he  has  been  executing  in  ^^igie  ever  since. 
He  was  first  bound  to  the  stake  by  a  long  catena  of  Greek  Fa- 
thers ;  then  tortured  by  Pineda ;  then  strangled  by  Caryl ;  and 
afterwards  cut  up  by  Wesley,  and  anatomised  by  Gamett. 
Fray  don't  reckon  me  among  his  hangmen.  I  tmly  acted  the 
tender  part  of  his  wife,  and  was  for  making  short  work  with 
him.  But  he  was  cnrdained,  I  think,  by  a  &te  like  that  of  Pro- 
metheus, to  lie  still  upon  his  dunghill,  and  hare  his  brains  suck- 
ed out  by  owls.  One  Hodges,  a  head  of  Oxford,  now  threatens 
us  with  a  new  auto  dafe."  ( Warburton's  LetUrt  to  Hard,  p.  22.) 

Hodgson,  Besxard,  LL.D.  Principal  qfHert- 
Jbrd  College. — Solomon's  Song.  Translated  from 
the  Hebrew.     Oxford,  1785,  4to. 

This  is  one  of  the  numerous  versions  of  this  book  which  are 
entirely  confined  to  the  literal  sense,  and  the  illustration  of  its 
poetical  beauties.  The  learned  Doctor  considers  it  an  epithala- 
mium ;  the  name  of  the  bride's  mother  he  discorers  in  chap.  viii. 
2,  to  hare  been  Talmadni  ;  and  the  chariots  of  Amminidab  he 
renders  "  the  chariots  of  my  loyal  people."  I  do  not  know  that 
mnch  service  is  rendered  to  the  Bible  by  illustrations  from  Ana- 
creon.

The  sacred  books  on  which  Dr.  Hodgson  has  exerted  his  criti- 
cal powers  present  many  difficulties.  The  remoteness  of  their 
allusions,  the  singularity  of  some  of  the  sentiments,  the  abrupt- 
ness of  the  transitions,  and  the  peculiar  point  and  axiomatical 
brevity  of  the  phraseology,  render  it  no  easy  task  to  explain  the 
writings  of  the  royal  teacher.     The  translstions  of  the  learn- 
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ed  Principal  throw  light  on  maiiy  passages.  He  s«ld<»ii  deviates 
unnecessarily  from  the  common  version ;  and,  where  he  does,  ha 
generally  assigns  satisfactory  rsaSMU.  The  notes  are  neitJier 
lirag  nor  numerous,  and  are  almost  wholly  philological.  The  vo- 
lumes are  worthy  of  a  place  in  the  series  of  English  versions  of 
the  Scriptures. 

HoDV,  HuMPHEBY.  D.  D.  an  EngUgh  clergy- 
man, Pi-qfeMor  of  Greek  in  Oaef^d ;  bom  1669  ;

The  dissertation  against  the  history  of  Aristeas  was  written 
in  <^positiioD  to  Isaac  Vossius,  and  completely  snoceeda  in  de- 
stroying the  credit  of  the  lying  fMe  of  the  Jew,  respecting  the 
Septuagint.  Bishop  Marsh  calls  tbe  second  perform^ce  the 
clattical  work  on  the  Septuagint.  It  examines  with  great  acca- 
lacy,  and  discusses  with  much  learning  and  ability,  every  ques- 
tion relating  to  the  age,  the  authors,  the  character,  and  progress 
of  that  celebrated  version.  All  subsequent  writers  have  been 
greatly  indebted  to  this  wtn'k  of  Hody. 

Hoffmann,  Imanuel,  Professor  of  Greek  in 
the  university  qf  Tubingen ;  bom  1710 ;  died  1783.

The  object  of  this  work  is  to  compare  the  passages  quoted 
from  the  Old  Testament,  with  the  quotations  in  the  New.  It  is 
something  of  the  same  nature  with  the  work  of  Bandtdph,  but 
much  more  extensive.  It  is  lull  of  learning,  and  in  general 
very  judicious.  Hofimann  was  the  author  of  a  number  of  philolo- 
gical and  critical  dissertations  on  the  Scriptures,  besides  this 
work,  which  was  edited  by  Professor  Hegelmaier. 

Hog,  William,  a  Scotchman. — Paraphrasis  in 
.  Jobum  Foetica.     Lond.  1683,  ISmo. 
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This  18  a  Bmall  poetical  version  of  the  Book  of  Job,  intbout 
note  or  comment.  The  author  digcoren  ume  talent  for  Latin 
reraification,  which  Bereral  of  his  countrymen  then  cultivated. 
His  work  is  hailed  by  a  trio  of  contemporary  bards,  Ramtay, 
Davis,  and  Munro.  Prefixed  is  a  rude  engraving  of  the  pKDi- 
arch,  covered  with  sores,  sitting  on  the  dunghill,  and  lurronnd- 
ed  by  his  wiie  and  friendij  in  the  attitude  of  addressing  him. 

HoLDEN,  George,  M.  A.  a  clergyman  qf  the 
Church  of  Ev^nd. — ^Au  Attempt  towards  an 
Improved  Translation  of  the  Proverbs  of  Solomon, 
froni  the  original  Hebrew,  with  Notes,  critical  and 
explanatory,  etc.  Lond.  1819.  Svo. — An  Attempt 
to  illustrate  the  Book  of  Ecclesiastes.  Ibid.  182S, 
Svo. 

These  two  works  are  among  the  ablest  pieces  of  biblical  il- 
lustration with  which  we  have  lately  been  furnished.  The  au- 
thor is  evidently  an  excellent  Hebrew  scholar.  He  does  not 
onnecessarily  deviate  from  the  common  translation ;  and  always 
when  he  does  so  assigns  satisfactory  reasons  for  his  departure. 
His  theological  views  seem  generally  correct,  and  his  attention 
to  the  scope  and  design  of  the  inspired  writers  most  praise- 
worthy. He  aj^lies  the  ei^tb  chapter  of  the  Proverbs  to  tbe 
aeccmd  person  in  the  Godhead.  Many  able  writers  doubt  the 
propriety  of  this,  except  as  an  accommodation. 

HoLDEN,  Lawrence,  a  Unitarian  dissenting 
minister  at  Maldon,  in  Essex;  bom  1710;  died 
1778. — A  Paraphrase,  with  Notes,  on  the  Books  of 
Job,  Psalms,  Proverbs,  and  Ecclesiastes.  Lond.

This  is  one  of  the  worst  epecimens  in  the  English  language  of 
paraphrastic  interpretation.  The  author  was  not  destitute  of 
learning,  but  very  destitute  in  that  faculty  of  rendering  it  intel- 
ligible and  interesting,  which  is  so  important  to  an  interpreter  of 
the  word  of  God.  He  uses  so  many  words,  that  he  both  weakens 
the  sentiment  of  the  original  text  and  renders  it  remarkably  ob- 
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■cure-  The  pUinest  paasages  are  diluted  and  darkened,  till  it  is 
t^ten  impiMsible  to  tell  from  the  paraphrase  what  is  the  text 
which  it  professea  to  explain.  The  book  may  often  be  got  for  a 
trifle,  but  is  of  little  use. 

Hollow  AY,  Benjamin,  LL.  B.  a  clergyman 
^tke  Church  qfEngland, — Letter  and  Spirit ;  or. 
Annotations  upon  the  Holy  Scriptures,  according  to 
both.     Lond.  1753,  8vo. 

This  work  is  Hutchinsoniaiusm  and  Origenism  in  perfection. 
The  whole  volume  la  occupied  with  the  book  of  Genesis,  every 
word  of  which  it  spiritualizes  to  absurdity.  It  is  needless  to 
wonder  at  the  Fathers  or  the  Mystics,  when  such  elaborate  pro- 
ductions as  this  and  the  Divine  Originals,  1751,  2  vcd.  8vo. 
by  the  same  author,  have  appeared  in  our  own  time. 

HoMBERGK,  John  Frederic,  a  learned  lawyer 
afMarpurg,  Hesse. — Parerga  Sacra,  sen  Observa- 
tiones  quaedam  ad  Nov.  Test.  Traj.  ad  Rhen. 
1713,  4to. 

Homber^'s  manner  of  writing,  says  Calmet,  is  not  ill  suited 
to  the  title  of  his  work,  Parerga.  He  seems  to  throw  out  his 
thoughts  at  random.  They  are,  however,  well  digested,  and 
very  subtle ;  snch  as  could  proceed  only  from  great  applicaticn 
to  tlie  study  of  the  sacred  text,  and  grent  knowledge  of  the 
Greek  authors. 

Homes,  Nathanael,  D.  D.  a  Noncoitfitrmutt 
and  j^th-mfmarchy  man. — The  Resurrection  Re- 
vealed ;  or  the  dawning  of  the  Day  Star  about  to: 
rise  and  radiate  a  visible  incomparable  glory  upon 
the  universal  church  on  eartli  for  a  thousand  years, 
etc    Lond.

This  is  far  from  being  a  contemptible  book,  though  the  author 
naked  among  the  visionaries  of  his  time.  It  has  the  imprima- 
tur of  Caryl,  and  a  commendatray  pre&ce  of  Peter  Sterry.  The 
kamii^  irf  the  author  was  evidently  extensive,  and  his  knon-- 
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ledge  of  the  Scriptorea,  porticuliirly  of  the  propliecies,  very  ooa- 
ndM&ble.  A  great  deal  of  discoBsion  respecting  the  meaning  of 
maay  difficult  passages  occurs  in  the  book,  which  will  sometimes, 
perhaps,  amuse,  bat  may  very  often  instruct  the  reader.  He  is 
for  from  being  so  carnal  in  his  views  as  his  leading  sentiment 
would  prepare  us  to  expect. 

Hopkins,  William,  Fic€ir  qf  Solney ;  a  S^)cin- 
ian  clergyman ;  bom  1706  ;  died  1786. — Exodus, 
a  corrected  translation,  with  Notes,  critical  and  ex- 
planatory.   Lond.  1784, 4to. 

The  chief  value  of  this  transIatitMi  is,  that  it  gives  all  the  ad- 
ditions and  variations  of  the  Samaritan  and  Septuagint.  The 
author's  heterodoxy  is  offensively  avowed,  both  in  the  preface  and 
notes.  He  wrote  many  other  tlungs,  chiefly  political  and  oon- 
troveraiaL 

HosME,  George,  BUhop  <if  Norwich  ;  born 
17S0 ;  died  1792- — ^A  Commentary  on  the  Book  of 
Psalms  ;  in  which  their  literal  or  historical  sense,  as 
they  relate  to  king  David,  and  the  people  of  Israel, 
is  illustrated ;  and  their  application  to  Messiah,  to 
the  church,  and  to  individuals  as  members  thereof, 
is  pointed  out.  Oxford,  1776,  S  vol.  4to.  Often 
since  reprinted  in  8vo.  and  ISmo. 

Bishop  Home  was  a  Hutchinsonian,  and  wrote  several  tracta 
relating  to  that  system.  His  Commentary  on  the  Psalms  is  his 
capital  performance,  and  by  which,  he  will  be  known  so  long  as 
piety  and  elegant  learning  are  loved  in  England.  It  is  altogether 
a  bcAutifid  work.  The  preface  is  a  masterpiece  of  composition 
and  good  sense.  The  exposition  implies  more  learning  and  re- 
search than  it  displays ;  and  the  views  of  Christian  doctrine  con- 
tained in  it  are  generally  very  correct.  Perhaps  he  carries  his 
applicatioDB  to  the  Hessiali  and  his  idiuich  occasionally  rather 
hii  but  this  is  Ices  hortAil  than  the  opposite  extreme,  which 
haa  more  geaersUy  been  adopted. 
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I  have  Men  a  cnrioiu  anonTDUHU  pamphlet,  which,  I  beliere, 
WM  written  by  Bishop  Home,  though  not  acknowledged,  Spi- 
dl^nm  Shnckfordianum,  1754,  8to.  It  in  an  attack  on  Shudi- 
ford's  Diaoonne  on  the  Creation  and  Fall  of  Man,  and  on  part  of 
Biaht^  Gamett's  Disaertation  on  Job.  Some  of  Bishop  H<nme'a 
discourees,  also,  are  ingenious ;  bat  they  contain  more  Hutchin- 
aonianism,  and  less  of  evangelical  sentiment,  than  might  have 
been  expected.  His  whole  works,  with  bis  life,  were  published 
in  London,  1795,  6  rol.  6vo. 

HoRNE,  Thomas  Habtwell,  a  clergyman  <^ 
the  Church  ofEn^nd. — ^An  Introduction  to  the 
Critical  Study  and  Knowledge  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures. Lond.  1823,  4  vol.  8vo.  4th  and  best  edi- 
tioD. 

The  rapid  drculation  of  (bnr  large  impressions  of  this  exten- 
sive work  in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  is  strong  evidence  of  ita 
value,  and  of  the  estimation  in  which  it  is  held.  The  plan  of 
the  work  is  considerably  altered  since  the  publication  of 
the  first  edition.  It  is  now,  on  the  whole,  exceedingly  well 
arranged,  and  contains  a  larger  body  of  information  than 
any  introductory  work  to  the  Scriptures  in  the  English  lan- 
guage. Its  merit  consists  chiefly  in  its  being  a  very  full  and  accu- 
rate compilation  from  many  scarce  foreign  and  British  works  in 
every  department  of  biblical  literature.  The  second  and  fourth 
volumes,  which  contain  Scripture  criticiBm,  and  sn  analysis  of 
all  the  books  in  the  Bible,  are  the  most  valuable.  The  first  vo- 
lume, oa  ita  inspiration  and  authority,  is  too  bulky  and  minute 
for  an  introductory  work,  and  the  third  volume,  which  treats  of 
sacred  geography  and  antiquities,  contains  a  great  deal  which  is 
in  the  bands  of  every  reader.  The  rules  of  Scripture  interpre- 
tation are  iar  too  numerous,  and  the  distinctions  are  sometimes 
vlcnlated.  to  perplex  rather  than  guide.  The  faulta  of  the  work, 
however,  are  trifling,  when  compared  with  its  merits.  The  in- 
fwmadon  which  it  contains  Is  varied  and  important,  and  ita  nn- 
mesmia  engtavinga  and  fius-nmiles  are  exceedingly  accurate  and 
beantiAiL    The  list  of  books  wbidi  is  inserted  in  the  appendix 
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to  T<daiiie  tecaai  is  tder^ly  extensive,  and  the  noticea  ore  ge- 
nerally correct  and  important.  This,  as  might  be  expected,  it 
not  the  caae  with  them  all.  To  that  list  I  have  been  aometimea 
indebted,  which  I  know  Mr.  Home  will  readUjr  excose.

Tfiia  small  work  improTes  aeventl  parts  of  the  important 
epistles  which  it  tranglateB.  The  notes  do  not  contain  much 
criticism,  but  are  sometimes  worthy  of  attention.  The  writer's 
sentitnents  appear  to  be  orthodox  on  the  grand  doctrines  of 
Christianity. 

HoRSLEY,  Samuel,  Bishop  of  St.  Asaph's; 
bom  1738 ;  died  1806. — Hosea,  translated  from 
the  Hebrew  ;  with  Notes,  explanatory  and  critical. 
Lond.  1801,  4to.  Ibid.  1804,  4to.  second  edition, 
corrected  and  enlarged. 

This  is  one  of  the  ablest  pieces  of  criticism  on  a  portion  of 
Scripture  in  the  English  language.  The  preface  is  admirably 
written,  and  contains  the  soundest  principles  of  biblical  inter- 
pretation, as  well  as  excellent  views  of  the  particular  book  to 
which  it  is  prefixed.  The  version  is  nervous,  and  often  charac- 
teristic of  the  translator's  mind,  as  well  as  of  the  prophet's  style. 
The  critical  notes  display  great  knowledge  of  Hebrew,  though 
occasionally  they  discover  that  Horsley  was  partial  to  novelty 
and  paradox,  and  in  some  degree  influenced  by  his  Hutchinson- 
ian  predilections.  Few  books  are  more  worthy  of  the  attention 
of  the  biblical  scholar.

This  is  a  posthumous  work,  and  &r  inferior  in  merit  and  im- 
portance to  the  former.  '  Not  above  half  the  Fsahns  are  trans- 
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loted.  On  the  greater  number  there  are  no  notes,  and  these  for 
the  most  part  are  short  and  imperfect.  Moat  of  the  Psalms  the 
Biahop  applies  to  the  Messiah,  in  which  he  merely  follows  the 
doctrines  of  Hutcliinsoa.  As  Horslejr  never  wrote  what  did  not 
deserve  to  be  read,  even  his  fragments  and  hints  are  calculated 
to  be  of  service  to  the  student  of  the  Bible ;  though  such  a  work 
as  this  on  the  Psalms  would  never  have  been  published  bf  the 
learned  prelate  himself. 

. — Biblical  Criticism  on  the  First  Fourteeo  Histori- 
cal Books  of  the  Old  Testament,  and  also  on  the 
First  Nine  Prophetical  Books.

These  volumes  include,  besides  what  are  specified  in  the  title, 
Hosea,  a  Dissertation  on  Isaiah  xviii.  and  one  on  the  first  three 
chapters  of  Genesis,  which  had  been  published  in  the  Bishop's 
lifetime,  and  a  few  other  pieces  of  criticism.  The  remarks  made 
on  the  Psalms  are  quite  as  applicable  to  all  that  is  in  these  vo- 
lumes. As  a  critic,  Horsley  was  learned,  but  dogmatic.  Stem, 
bold,  dear,  and  brilliant,  often  eloquent,  sometimes  argument 
tative,  always  original,  he  was  too  often  led,  by  his  disdain  of 
what  is  common,  into  hazardous  speculations  and  hasty  conclu- 
a<ni8,  and  not  unfrequently  into  confident  assertions  of  dubious 
and  paradoxical  points.  Hia  tracts  in  controversy  with  Dr. 
Priestley,  which  have  been  several  times  reprinted,  and  his  Dis- 
cooraes,  aj«  also  worthy  of  attention.  Had  the  piety  of  Horsley 
been  as  evident  and  decided  as  his  talents,  his  works  would 
have  afforded  more  pleasure  to  a  Christian  mind.

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These  an  but  small,  though  important  porta  of  the  niime- 
rouB  works  of  Hottinger,  all  of  which  an  ralnable  far  the  quan- 
tity of  oriental  learning,  and  the  valuable  information  on  biblical 
topics,  with  which  they  abound.  In  hia  Exerdtations,  he  de* 
fenda  the  Hebrew  test  against  the  cfaai^;es  of  corrnptioD  prefer- 
red by  Morinus,  and  endeavours  to  disprore  his  allegatioiu  re- 
spectii^  the  ralue  of  the  Samaritan.  Hia  Philolagical  Thesau- 
ms  contains  a  great  deal  of  discuasion  about  Judaiam,  Samaritan- 
JMin,  Cbristianity,  Mahomedanism,  and  Paganism ;  about  theolo- 
gy and  theolf^ans  ;  about  the  word  of  God,  written  and  tradi- 
tional ;  about  the  various  MSS.  and  copies  of  the  Scriptures ;  the 
int^i^rity  of  the  Hebrew  text,  and  various  things  relating  to  it ; 
about  the  Targums,  the  Chaldaic  paraphrases,  the  Syriac,  Ara- 
bic, Persic,  Greek,  and  Latin  versions ;  about  the  Masors  and 
Kabbala,  etc.  etc  The  side  which  he  took  in  Hebrew  literature 
is  evident  from  some  things  in  the  above  enumeration.  Father 
Simon  acknowledges  his  learning,  but  accuses  bim  of  too  great 
haste  in  the  composition  of  his  works  ;  which  must  have  been 
the  case,  considering  their  number,  and  that  he  died  in  his  47tb 
year.  Calmet  says,  his  reputatien  was  so  great,  that,  notwith- 
standing his  being  a  Calvinist,  the  learned  wrote  to  him  from  all 
parts  to  consult  him. 

HouBiGANT,  Chables  Francis,  u  leomed

Tlda  splendid  and  valuable  critical  edition  and  translatiim  of 
the  Scriptures  can  be  enjoyed  but  by  a  small  number  of  persons, 
as  only  three  hundred  copies  of  it  were  printed.  The  expense 
was  defrayed  by  the  Fathers  of  the  Oratory,  who  spared  no  cost 
to  render  it  worthy  of  their  establisbmeut.  Thongh  the  work 
itself  is  scarcely  to  be  procured,  every  thing  valuable  in  it  was 
afterwards  published  in  a  less  expensive  manner.  The  Ptolegt^ 
mena,  and  notes  on  the  Hebrew  Bible,  were  published  at  Frank- 
fort in  I777>  in  S  vol.  4to. ;  and  the  translation  by  itaelf  appear- 
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ed  at  Paru,  in  nss,  in  8  roL  Sro.  Houbiguit  ma  a  very  daring 
critic,  bold  in  conjectural  criticism,  and  free  in  his  remarks  on 
Scripture.  The  translation  is  in  tolerable  Latin,  and  often  im- 
proves on  the  Vulgate ;  and  yet  it  preserres,  in  a  considerable 
d^ree,  the  style  of  venerable  antiquity  which  belongs  to  the 
Bible.  Honbigant  is  often  referred  to  by  Kennicott,  Lowth, 
NewGome,  Geddes,  and  other  distinguished  critics  of  modem 
times.  Bishop  Watson  says,  "  He  anticipated,  in  some  measure, 
the  labours  of  Kennicott.  The  Latin  rersion,  from  its  conftmni- 
ty  to  the  idiom  of  the  Hebrew  language,  is  esteemed  inelegant ; 
but  it  may  not,  on  that  account,  be  less  useful."  The  Pope  sent 
Honhigant  two  gold  medals  as  a  testimony  of  his  approbation  of 
the  work.  This  said  a  great  deal  for  the  liberality  of  his  Holi- 
ness, considering  the  freedom  with  which  the  father  speaks  of 
the  Vulgate.

Erery  r«iader  of  theolf^  is  acquainted  with  the  character  and 
merits  of  Howe's  writings.  Possessed  of  the  learning  of  Cud- 
worth,  the  evangelical  piety  of  Owen,  and  the  ferronr  of  Bax- 
ter, with  a  mind  of  larger  dimensions  than  what  belonged  to 
any  of  these  distinguished  individuals,  every  thing  which  fell 
trota  his  pen  is  worthy  of  immortality.  He  delights  while  he 
instructs,  and  impresses  while  he  enlightens.  His  Living 
Tem]de,  the  Blessedness  of  the  Righteous,  Of  Delighting  in 
God,  the  Redeemer's  Tears,  are  among  the  Sneat  productions 
of  uninspired  genius,  and  mast  be  read  with  high  gratification  by 
every  Christian.  His  style  is  occasionally  ru^ed  and  inbarmo- 
nions,  bat  the  sentiment  will  richly  repay  the  trifling  annoyance 
of  its  harsh  and  involved  structure.  The  octavo  edition,  by  Mr. 
Hunt,  is  much  fuller  than  the  &lio  one  by  Calamy,  as  it  contains 
a  nnmber  of  pieces  never  before  published.  It  is  to  be  r^retted 
that  a  mon  complete  lifle  of  Howe  could  not  be  given.

Tliese  aza  the  principal  works  of  one  of  the  mwt  learned  and 
industrious  schoUra  of  bis  day.  The  first.  On  the  principles  f£ 
interpretation  or  translation,  is  carried  on  in  the  form  of  a  dia- 
logac ;  in  which  the  interlocutors  discuss  the  laws  of  translation 
in  general,  and  the  particular  rules  to  be  obaerred  in  translating 
writingBof  different  classes.  In  the  second  book  of  it,  the  advan- 
tages  and  disadvantages  which  have  accrued  to  literature  from  the 
practice  of  translating  are  considered ;  a  concise  account  is  given 
of  eminent  translators,  of  which  those  of  the  Scriptures  occupy 
the  first  place.  There  is  then  notices  of  the  Arabic,  Hebrew, 
Sfriac,  and  Greek  translations,  and  various  other  important 
matters.  It  is  an  elegant  and  valuable  work,  which  ought  to  be 
studied  by  every  translator  of  the  Scriptures. 

His  Evangelical  Demonstratifm  is  a  work  on  the  evidences  of 
Christianity,  in  which  he  maintains  that  its  truth  may  be  proved 
by  that  kind  of  demonstration  whith  is  not  leas  certain  than  geo- 
metrical demonstrations.  It  is  learned,  elaborate,  and  ingeni- 
ous, but  frequently  ianciful  and  injudicious.  His  title  is  bor- 
rowed &om  the  celebrated  work  of  Eusebius,  to  which  It  bears 
some  resemblance. 

Hunt,  Thomas,  D.  D.  Laudian  Professor  of 
Artdnc,  Regius  Professor  of  Hebrew,  and  canon 
of  Christ  Church,  Oi^ford ;  bom  1696;  died  177*. 
— Observations  on  Several  Passages  in  tbe  Book  of 
Proverbs,  witb  two  Sermons.     Oxford,  1775.  4to. 

These  observations  embrace  only  twenty-six  passages  of  tbe 
book  of  Proverbs,  which  discover  the  oriental  learning  and  sound 
judgment  of  Dr.  Hunt.  Part  of  this  work  was  printed  befi>re 
his  death,  and  the  rest  was  edited  by  Or.  Kennicott.  The  emen- 
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dadons  a£  the  tnmalatioD  pnqraeed  in  this  volume  ore  generally 
important,  and  throw  tnucli  light  on  some  passages  which  are 
attended  with  considerable  difficulty.  Dr.  Hunt  waa  also  the 
anthor  of  two  Latin  diMertationa ;  one  on  the  utility,  elegance, 
^d  antiquity  of  the  Arabic ;  the  other  on  the  use  of  the  ori- 
ental dialects,  especially  of  the  Arabic,  in  the  interpretation  of 
the  Hebrew  Scriptures.  His  ideaa  on  this  subject  are  carried 
sufficiently  far.

The  discourses,  which  form  this  introduction,  were  delivered 
at  the  Warburtonian  lecture,  and  have  enjoyed  an  extensive  re- 
putation. Dr.  Hurd  was  a  correct,  rather  than  a  vigorous  writer ; 
the  opposite  in  these  respects,  as  well  as  in  the  milder  virtues, 
to  his  contemporary  and  correspondent  Warburton.  He  con- 
tends for  the  double  sense  of  many  of  the  prophecies.  On  this 
subject,  and  on  various  other  principles  essential  to  the  right  in- 
terpretation of  the  prophetic  Scriptures,  his  work  well  deserves 
to  be  consulted.  The  whole  works  of  Bishop  Hurd  were  pub- 
lished in  London  in  1611,  8  voL  8vo.

Mr.  Hurdis  contends  that  the  above  word,  wherever  it  occnni, 
signifies  the  crocodile,  and  makes  some  ingenious  remarks  on  the 
various  passages  in  which  it  is  to  be  found.

Hutcheson  was  one  of  the  oModation  of  Scotish  ministers  for 
publishing  short  expositions  on  the  Scriptures ;  aud  produced 
the  first  two  artidiee  m«itioned  above  as  bis  part  of  the  plan. 
Dr.  Edmund  Cahuny,  who  writes  a  preface  to  both  these  works, 
calls  Hutcheson,  by  way  f£  compliment,  another  David  Dickson. 
He  is  not  quite  so  brief  as  some  others  of  the  class,  u  the  works 
(01  the  minor  Prc^hets,  and  John,  make  a  considerable  fidio  vo- 
lume. They  are  very  excellent  pieces  of  compoaition,  as  doc- 
trinal and  practical  works,  in  which  department  all  the  writers 
of  this  class  excelled. 

Hutchinson,  John,  a  learned  and  ginffular 
writer;  bom  1674  ;  died  1737. — Philosophical  and 
Theological  Works.     Lond.  1748,  12  vol.  8vo. 

The  works  of  Hutchinson  are  entitled  to  notice,  as  their  au- 
thor was  the  founder  of  a  school. of  philosophy  and  theolt^  to 
which  some  of  the  most  celebrated  men  of  the  last  centtuy  b&. 
Icmged.  However  absurd  many  of  its  speculations  seem  to  be, 
there  must  be  a  plausibility  in  the  leading  principles  of  a  system 
which  engsged  the  attention  and  support  of  such  men  as  Presi- 
dent Forbes,  Bishop  Home,  Mr.  Parkhurst,  and  Bishop  Horsley. 
The  leading  idea  of  Hutchinson  is,  that  the  Hebrew  Scriptures 
oontaia  the  elements  of  all  rational  philosophy,  as  well  as  of  ge- 
nuine religion.  That  philosophy  he  opposes  to  the  Newtonian ; 
and  hence  he  nrote  his  Moses  Prindpia,  or  a  commentary  on  the 
Mosaic  account  of  the  creation  and  the  deluge.  His  Moses  sine 
Principio  contains  an  account  of  the  &1I,  and  of  other  subjects  con- 
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nepted  with  it.  Hia  work  oa  the  conftaimi  of  tongues  is  rery  in- 
ganiona ;  in  wliich  he  attempta  to  prore  that  it  was  not  a  divendty 
of  language,  but  of  religicKi,  which  took  jJace  at  BabeL  Hia 
Trinity  of  the  Gentiles  gives  a  view  of  ancient  mythology  and 
idolatry,  considered  chiefly  as  a  corruption  <^  the  true  religion. 
In  the  Covenant  of  the  Cherubim,  he  gives  a  view  of  the  per- 
fection of  the  Hebrew  Scriptures,  and  of  the  Covenant  of  the 
Divine  Three  for  the  redemptioa  of  man.  Hutchinson  is  an 
obscure,  and  at  the  same  time,  a  moBt  dogmatical  and  abu- 
aive  writer.  It  is  often  exceedingly  difficult  to  ascertain  his 
meaning,  and  still  more  difficult  to  acquiesce  in  it  when  ascer- 
tained. That  he  and  his  scholars  have  cimtributed  consider- 
ably to  the  interpretation  of  the  Bible,  it  would  be  wrong  to  de- 
ny. They  hare  done  a  good  deal,  at  the  same  time,  to  injure 
and  dog  the  science  of  criticism.  Their  favourite  position,  that 
,  the  Scriptures  teach  philosophv  as  well  as  theolc^ — their  r^ard- 
ing  Hebrew  etymologies  as  ^e  guide  to  knowledge — their  views 
of  covenant  engagements  among  the  persons  of  the  Trinity— 
their  general  belief  in  the  purity  of  the  Hebrew  text,  and  (^po- 
aition  to  the  aids  of  the  ancient  versions  aiul  oriental  dialects, 
are  indefensible  ;  and  discover  a  greater  love  of  hypothesis  than 
ia  consistent  in  those  who  desire  only  to  know,  that  they  may 
follow,  the  truth.  I  do  not  mean  these  remarks  to  apply  to  all 
the  persons  who  adopted  some  of  Hutchinson's  principles.  To 
the  writers  mentioned  in  this  article  they  will  apply  but  to  a 
very  limited  extent. 

The  uniform  edition  of  Mr.  Hutchinson's  works,  in  12  voL 
8va.  was  edited  by  Julius  £ate  and  Robert  Spearman,  Esq.  both 
most  ardeiit  admirers  and  devoted  disciples  of  Hutchinson. 
There  was  also  published,  in  a  12mo.  vol.  1755,  An  Abstract 
from  the  Works  of  John  Hutchinson,  Esq. ;  being  a  Summary  of 
his  Discoveries  in  Philosophy  and  Divinity.  I  know  not  by 
whom  this  abstract  was  furnished,  if  not  by  the  editors  of  his 
works.  It  supplies  a  very  condensed  view  of  the  multifarious 
subjects  discussed  by  Hutchinson,  and  may  be  nsed  either  as  a 
substitute  far  his  works,  or  as  a  key  to  them.  The  Edinburgh 
Reviewers  speak  of  Hutchinson  as  "  possessed  of  some  ability, 
the  founder  of  a  sort  of  schoolj  and  who  seems  to  have  inspired 
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his  pupils  with  considerable  enthusiasm."  They  at  the  same 
time  speak  justly  of  his  "  insolence  to  Newton,"  and  of  his 
"  di^usting  arTogance  oa  almost  every  subject." 

JABLONSKI,  Dan.  Eenest,  a  learned  Pole, 
Bishop  of  the  Bohemian  and  Moravian  brethren ; 
alto  head  chaplain  and  eceletiastical  eounaeUor  to 
the  king  of  PrutMa ;  bom  at  Dantzig,  1660 ;  died 
174,l._Biblia  Hebraica.     Berolini,  1699, 8vo. 

This  ia  a  very  excellent  edition  of  the  Hebrew  Scriptnies. 
The  text  is  after  that  of  Athias,  published  in  166? ;  bat  the, 
editor  corrected  it  by  the  editions  of  Bomberg,  Arias  Montanos, 
Buxtorf,  Hutter,  Manasseh  Ben  Israel,  and  others.  He  also  ex- 
amined some  manuscript  ct^es.  His  preface  is  learned  and  im- 
portant, and  strongly  urges  the  necessity  of  correcting  the  printed 
Hebrew  text  by  a  careful  examinaHon  of  MS3.  A  smaller  edi- 
tion of  the  Hebrew  Bible,  by  the  same  editor,  appeared  at  Ber- 
lin in  1711-  He  was  the  author  of  several  Lstin  works  relating 
to  the  Scriptures,  besides  translating  into  Latin  Bentley's  Ser- 
mons at  the  Boyle  Lecture. 

Jablonsei,  Paul  Ebxest,  son  of  the  preceding, 
and  Prtfessor  of  Divinity  at  Frankfort;  bom

Egyptian  mythology  and  antiquities  are  an  exbaostless  source 
of  conjecture,  disputation,  and  mystery.  Their  gods,  their  hie- 
roglyphics, their  monuments,  their  language,  have  occupied  in- 
numerable heads,  and  called  forth  the  exertions  of  iannmerable 
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pnu.  Tbe'  connexion  between  these  and  many  things  relating 
to  the  Scriptures  is  obrioiu  ;  and  few  have  treated  them  wiA 
greater  ingenuity,  learning,  and  impartiality,  than  the  younger 
Jablonski,  in  the  above-mentioned  works. 

Jackson,  Arthue,  a  venerable  Noncmfbrmist 
divine,  who  presented  a  Bible  to  Charles  II.  on  his 
Jirst  entering  the  city  <{f  London  afier  the  Restora^ 
tion;  born  1593;  died  in  1666. — Annotations  on 
the  Historical  Part,  of  the  Old  Testament,  etc.^ 
Camb.  1643-1646,  2  vol.  4to. 

These  annotations  are  not  prolix,  or  critical ;  bat  they  are  in 
general  very  much  to  the  pnrpose.  Considering  the  period  in 
which  the  author  lived,  they  are  tolerably  well  written  ;  and,  as 
works  on  the  historical  parts  of  the  Old  Testament  ore  not  very 
numerous,  Mr.  Jackson's  help  ought  not  to  be  despised.  The 
-  anttior  left  Annotations  upon  Isaiah,  which  were  published  by 
his  son,  Lwd.  1682,  4to. 

Jackson,  John,  an  English  clergyman ;  bom 
1686;  died  1763. — Chronological  Antiquities;  or 
the  Antiquities  and  Chronology  of  the  most  ancient 
kingdoms,  from  the  creation  of  the  world,  for  the 
space  of  five  thousand  years.    Lond.  1752,  3  vol.  4to. 

This  is  a  work  which  partly  belongs  to  onr  class,  and  partly  to 
literature  and  history  in  general.  Great  labour  has  been  be- 
stowed on  it,  as  the  nature  of  the  subject  requbed,  and  the  very 
extent  of  the  performance  shows.  It  was  translated  into  Ger- 
mas,  and  appeared  at  Erlangen,  1756,  3  rol.  4to.  The  author 
wrote  a  number  of  theoli^cal  works  besides  the  above.  He  dis- 
tinguished himself  in  the  deistical  controversy  with  Morgan,  and 
also  in  the  Warburtonian  and  Middletonian  debates.  He  was  a 
disciple  of  Dr.  Samuel  Clarke  on  the  subject  of  the  Trinity.  His 
work  on  chronology  is  recommended  by  Bishop  Watson. 

Jahn,  Johannes,  a  Roman  Catholic  clergyman  ; 
Professor  of  dogmatic  theology  and  bibUcal  an- 
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UquUieg  in  the  univernt^  t^f  Vienna. — ^Archaeologia 
Biblica  in  compendium  redacta.  Viennae,  1805, 
8vo. — Enchiridion  Hermeneuticae  Generalie  Tabu- 
larum  Veteris  et  Novi  Foederis.  Ibid.  1812,  8vo. 
— Appendix  Hermeneuticae  sen  ExercitationeB  Exe- 
geticae.     Ibid.  1813,  2  fasciculi. 

These  works  of  the  learned  Catholic  profeaaor  are  full  of  im- 
portant and  ToriouB  leorniiig.  His  Compendium  of  Biblical  An- 
tiquities is  exceedingly  well  arranged,  and  comprehends,  in  nar- 
row compass,  erery  thing  of  importance  in  that  department.  He 
dirides  them  into  three  classes,  domestic,  civil,  and  aacred. 
There  is,  at  the  end,  a  waapectus  of  the  whole,  canprisuig  a  sfr- 
ries  of  qnestitou,  and  referring  to  the  preceding  parts  of  theworic 
for  aiawen.  His  Enchiridion  discovers  an  extensive  and  enlight- 
ened acquaintance  with  the  principles  of  biblical  criticism  and 
interpretation.  And  the  two  fasciculi,  published  by  way  of  ap- 
pendix, contain  some  important  ezpositions  of  the  prophecies  re- 
lating to  the  Messiah. 

James  the  Sixth  of  Scotland,  and  First  of 
England,  a  theologian  and  a  poet;  was  bom  in  the 
Castle  of  Edinburgh,  on  the  \9th  ^  June,  1566; 
^ed  on  the  Z7th  of  March,  1625.— The  Works  of 
the  Most  High  and  Mighty  Prince,  James,  by  the 
Grace  of  God,  King  of  Cb^at  Britaine,  France,  and 
Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  etc.  Published  bjr 
James  Bishop  of  Winton,  etc.  Lond.  1616,  fol. — 
Supplement  to  ditto.     Ibid.  1620. 

As  the  number  of  kingn  who  have  written  on  the  Bible  is  so 
very  small,  it  would  be  wrong  to  deny  the  mighty  Prince  James 
a  place  in  this  vdume.  The  works  of  King  James  then,  besides 
varijHia  other  things,  include  a  Paraphrase  upon  the  Revelation 
<^  the  Apostle  St.  John  ;  ane  fruitful  Meditation,  containing  ane 
ploine  and  facile  Exposition  of  the  xxth  chap,  of  the  Revelation: 
in  ftmne  of  ane  Sermon ;  ane  Meditation  upon  the  96th,  S7th,

and  S8th  T«nee  of  the  ZTth  chap,  of  the  tint  fanke  of  the  Chn>. 
niclei  of  the  Kings.  Some  of  these  works  appeared  sIm  in  Freochj 
and  were  all  translated  into  Latin  hj  Bishop  Montague.  His 
Majesty  was  exceedingly  proud  of  his  polemical  talents  and  hla 
learning.  Nor  were  they  altogether  despicable.  But  they 
were  sadly  spoiled  by  the  flattery  of  his  courtiers,  and  his  own 
overbearing  disposition.  His  character  as  a  man  unfortunately 
adds  no  weight  to  his  sentiments  ae  an  expositor ;  and  his  works 
would  long  ago  have  been  forgotten,  had  they  not  been  the  pro- 
duction of  a  royal  author.  I  ought  not  to  omit  his  Majesty's 
poetical  translation  of  the  Psalms  of  Darid ;  a  poor  poduction 
&om  a  scholar  of  Buchanan. 

Jauesox,  William,  lecturer  on  kistory  in  the 
university  of  Glatgow.  He  tctu,  J  have  under- 
etoody  blind  Jrom  hie  tn/bncy.— Spicile^aAntiquito- 
tum  Egypti  atque  ei  Vicinarum  Gentium.  Glasg. 
1730,  8vo. 

This  work  contains  occasional  illustrations  of  the  Scriptures, 
and  discovers  considerable  acquaintance  with  ancient  literature, 
and  with  the  geography  of  Palestine  and  Egypt.  Had  it  been 
published  on  the  continent,  it  would  probably  have  procured  for 
the  author  the  titles  of  doctistdmuB  et  eruditissimns,  etc. 

Jamieson. 
— ^A  Critical  and  Practical  Exposition  of  the  Pen- 
tateuch ;  with  Notes  theological,  moral,  philosophi- 
cal, critical,  and  historical.

This  work  has  no  name  prefixed  to  it,  but  is  usually  ascribed 
to  that  mentioned  at  the  top  of  this  article.  It  is  in  a  great 
measure  a  compilation  from  various  authors.  Some  of  the  notes 
are  good ;  but  others  are  trifling.  The  work  has  never  enjoyed 
much  reputation.  ~. , 
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Jaui£son,  John,  D.  D.  a  minister  ^ihe  Seeeg- 
sion  Church  in  ScoUmtd. — A' Vindication  of  the 
Doctrine  of  Scripture,  and  of  the  primitive  Faith 
concerning  the  Deity  of  Christ.

Tbese  volomeB,  though  written  with  less  tact,  ami  enjoTuig  a 
BinaUer  portion  of  celebrity  than  the  well-known  tracts  of  Hey- 
day on  ^e  same  controversy,  contain  a  large  man  of  valuable 
matter  relating  both  to  the  meaning  of  Scripture  and  the  testi- 
mony of  Christian  antiquity.  I  am  inclined  to  think,  the  inqol- 
rer  will  find  more  satiBfaction  in  Dr.  Jamieeon  than  in  Bi^t^t 
Horaley. 

~-The  use  of  Sacred  History;  especially  as  illustrat- 
ing and  confirming  the  great  Doctrines  of  Revela- 
tion.

This  work,  though  displaying  less  learning,  is  very  important, 
and  calculated  to  be  very  nsefiil.  The  dissertations  on  the  aa- 
thenticity  and  inspiration  of  the  books  of  Moaes  are  very  excel- 
lent ;  and  the  views  of  the  nature,  design,  and  spiritual  tm-  ■ 
port  of  Old  Testament  history,  are  generally  correct.  The  doc- 
trine of  types  is  perhaps  carried  too  iwe  occasionally ;  but  the 
Doctor's  good  sense  never  &ils  to  appear. 

Jaechi,  Solomon  Ben  Isaac,  or  Rashi,  a 
learned  Jewish  Rabbi ;  bom  in  France,  1 104 ;  died 
1180. 

He  wrote  learned  commentaries  on  the  Old  Testament ;  of 
which  the  completest  edition  in  Latin  was  published  by  Fred. 
Breithaupt,  with  notes,  in  8  vol.    Oothae,  1?10, 1719,  4to. 

Jasfis,  God.  Sioismumd,  evening  preacher  to 
the  university  of  Leipxig. — Versio  Latiua  Epistola- 
rumNoviTestamenti  Perpetua  Annotatione  illustra- 
ta.    Lips.  179»-1797.     2d  edit.  1821,  2  vol.  8vo. 

This  work  is  highly  commended  by  the  learned  and  accom- 
plished Pnrfeast^  Tittmann,  which  is  suffident  to  semre  attention 
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to  It  Anmi  the  faiblicol  Bcholar.     The  aecraid  edidon  oontaina  the 
Book  of  RereUtion,  which  was  not  in  the  first. 

Jebb,  John,  now  Sishop  qf  CUmfert. — Sacred 
Literature ;  comprising  a  review  of  the  Principles 
of  CompositioD,  laid  down  hj  the  late  Bishop  Lowth 
ID  his  PraelectioDS  and  Isaiah  :  and  an  application 
of  the  principles  so  reviewed  to  the  illustration  of 
the  New  Testament,  etc.    Lond.  18S0,  8to. 

In  thU  learned  and  d^ant  win-k,  the  antlu^  controrerta  scnnfl 
of  Lowth'B  views  of  Hebrew  poetry,  and  (qiplies  others  of  them 
to  tlie  interpretation  of  many  paasage*  in  die  New  Testament. 
He  Utavn  that  the  Hebrew  parallelism  is  to  be  A)nnd  in  many 
of  the  prose  parts  of  Scripture  as  well  as  in  the  poeticaL  This  no 
Toan  proves  the  prooe  to  be  poetry,  than  the  triplets  of  Johnson, 
and  the  musical  sentences  c^  Gibbon,  prove  that  these  learned 
writers  wrote  in  numbers.  Independently  of  the  hypothesis 
adopted  by  Bishop  Jebb,  however,  hia  work  fdmisfaes  many  im- 
portant and  beantiM  illustrations  of  Scripture.  It  sometimes 
rectifies  or  establishes  the  received  text ;  it  removes  gnunmati- 
cal  difficulties,  disentangles  intricades  of  construction,  throws 
considerable  li^t  on  some  obscure  passages,  and  explains  several 
kss  obvious  proprieties  of  expression.  No  book  of  criticism  has 
lately  appeared  more  worthy  of  attention  fma  the  biblical  sdio- 
lar,  Qt  more  calculated  to  recommend  the  study  of  the  Scrip* 

Jeneim,  Robeet,  D.D.  Lady  Mm-garet  Prf^ea- 
sor' of  ZHvini^,  and  Matter  ^  St  John's  College, 
Cambridge:  horn  1656;  c^ierflTST.— The  Reason- 
ableness and  Certainty  of  the  Christian  Religion.

Dr.  Jenldn's  work  is  now  less  known  and  attended  to  than  it 
deserves.  It  contains  a  very  considerable  portion  of  correct  and 
useful  information,  and  shows  that  the  author  was  a  man  both 
of  learning  and  research.     On  the  antiquity,  the  iuspiration,  the 
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■tyle,  the  canon,  the  rariooa  ipadings,  the  chronology,  the  olMca- 
rity,  etc.  of  the  Scriptures,  his  leaaoninge  and  statement!  are  wdl 
deserving  of  attention.  The  arrasgenient  of  the  work  is  periiaps 
objectionable,  and  in  all  the  doctrinal  views  of  Jenldn  1  profem 
not  to  Bg;ree ;  but  the  book  as  a  whole  posaesses  considerable 
merit. 

Jennings,  Datid,  D.  D.  a  respectable  disaent- 
ing  tutor;  horjt  1691;  died  1762. — Jewish  Anti- 
quities ;  or  a  course  of  Lectures  on  the  three  first 
books  of  Godwin's  Moses  and  Aaron.  To  which  is 
annexed,  a  dissertation  on  the  Hebrew  language.

Of  the  merits  «rf  Godwyn's  work  we  have  spoken  under  that 
article.  Dr.  Jennings  is  a  very  jadidaus  cwnmentator.  The 
lectures  were  read  to  his  students,  and  were  published  after  his 
decease  by  Dr.  Fumeaux.  They  are  much  fuller  of  course  than 
Godwyn,  and  occasionally  differ  a  little  froqi  him.  Some  of  the 
notes  of  Hottinger  and  Witsius  are  given  by  the  editor.  Under 
the  three  heads  of  Jewish  pertaru,  placa,  and  tiwa,  most  things 
relating  to  the  sacred  antiquities  of  the  Old  Testament  are  in- 
troduced. In  the  essay  on  the  Hebrew  language.  Dr.  Jennings 
appears  to  have  been,  on  the  whole,  a  disciple  of  Capellus,  sod 
gives  ap  the  doctrines  of  the  Masorets. 

Jentns,  Soame,  Esq.  M.  P.  and  one  ^the  Lords 
Commissioners  for  TVade  and  Plantation* ;  bom 
1704  ;  died  1787. — The  Works  of  Soame  Jenyns, 
including  several  Pieces  never  before  published.  Sd 
edit.  Lond.  1792,  4  vol.  8vo. 

I  mention  the  works  of  Jenyns  chiefly  on  account  of  two  pieces, 
n^ich  are  now  more  easily  to  be  met  with  in  this  collectian  than 
separate.  These  are,  the  View  of  the  internal  Evidences  of  the 
Christian  Religion,  and  short  and  cursory  Observations  on  several 
paasages  in  the  New  Testament.  The  first  is  a  work  of  very 
considerable  shrewdness  and  originality,  in  which  many  striking 
views  of  Christianity  are  adduced  in  snpport  of  its  heavenly  ini- 
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gin.  Tbe  aaeood  cantaiiu  iUiutntiouB  of  &  munber  of  paas^eB. 
It  is  lew  interesting  th&n  tbe  former ;  but  still  shows  thst  tbe 
writer  tbonght  for  himself  cm  Teligioue  subjects.  It  is  deeply  to 
be  r^retted  that  tbe  mind  of  Jenyna  was  so  imperfectly  imbued 
witb  the  evangelical  spirit  and  doctrine  of  tbe  gospel.  He  was 
fi>nd  of  paradox,  and  fearless  in  speculation  ;  a  writer  of  poetry, 
not  r^narkable  for  its  chasteness,  and,  I  iW,  a  lover  of  tbe 
pomps  and  vanities  of  this  world. 

Jessey,  Henry,  a  BapU$t  Noncoj^brmist  mi- 
nuter;  bom  I6OI ;  died  in  1663. — An  English- 
Greek  Lexicon  ;  containing  the  derivations  and  va- 
rious significations  of  all  the  words  in  the  New 
Testament.    Lend.  1661,  8vo. 

This  Lexicon,  though  designated  by  Jessey's  name,  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  composed  by  bitn.  He  recommends  it, 
along  with  gome  others,  in  tbe  title  page  and  in  tbe  pre&ce, 
and  annexes  to  it  an  alphabetical  table.  It  is  (me  of  the  first 
lexicons  to  the  New  Testament  in  English,  and  must  have  beeil 
very  useful  at  the  time  it  was  published,  though  now  supersed- 
ed by  larger  and  more  accurate  works. 

JuHNSTON,  Arthur,  M.  D.  a  digtinguisAed  La- 
tinpoet;  horn  n&ir  Aberdeen,  1587;  died  164<1.^ 
Psalmorura  Davidis  Faraphrasis  Poetica,  et  Canti- 
corum  Evangelicorum.  Aberdeen,  1637,  13mo. 
Often  reprinted. 

This  is  a  very  beaatiAil  Latin  versian  of  the  Psalms,  wbit^ 
occasioned  a  good  deal  of  controrersy  respecting  the  comparatire 
merits  of  Buchanan  and  Johnston.  A  high  eulc^um  is  pr». 
nounced  upon  him  by  Morhof:  "  Artnros  Jonstonus,  in 
Psalmwum  Versione,  qnemadmodntn  et  in  operitras  ceteris, 
nbique  purus  et  tersos  estjUt  ^o  quidem  nihil  inillo  desiderara 
possim."  Johnston  was  tbe  editor  of  the  DeUciae  Poelarvm 
Scotomm,  l6S7,  S  vol.  I3mo.  It  contains  some  pieces  of  bis 
own,  and  many  beautiful  eSnsions  by  a  number  of  bis  distin- 
gnished  Gonntrymen.     He  was  the  author  also  of  a  Translation 
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«$  Solomon's  Song,  into  Latin  el^ac  Tene.    L<md.  l6SS,  dfn 
It  is  frequentlf  annexed  to  his  Psalsu. 

Johnston,  Bryce,  D.  D.  a  minister  of  (he 
Church  qf  ScoOand;  bom  1747  ;  died  1805.— A 
Commentary  on  the  Revelation  of  St.  Jobn.  EdiuU 
1794,  a  vol.  8vo. 

This  exptwtion  is  distinguished  bj  the  good  sense  and  intelli' 
gence  of  its  author.  It  is  a  popular  rather  than  a  critical  book. 
He  considers  the  last  chapters  to  be  descriptive  of  the  millennia 
glory  of  the  church,  not  of  its  heavenly  state.  The  Popedom, 
and  tbe  secular  affiurs  of  the  church,  occupy  rather  too  prominent 
a  place  in  the  commentary. 

Jones,  Jebehiah,  a  disgentit^  minister  in  GloU' 
cesterahire  ;  bom  1693  ;  died  1724. — A  Vindication 
of  the  former  part  of  St.  Matthew's  (rospel  from  Mr. 
Whiston's  charge  of  dislocation.  Lond.l719,8vo. — ^A 
new  and  fiill  Method  of  settling  the  canonical  autho- 
rity of  the  New  Testament.    Ibid.  17S6,  3  vol.  8vo. 

Both  these  works,  particularly  the  last,  are  very  raluable. 
Jones  examines  all  tbe  eminent  testimonies  respecting  the  canon 
of  the  New  Testament.  He  collects  aH  the  apocryphal  books 
which  hare  been  thou^t  canonical,  and  gives  an  English  trans- 
lation of  them,  and  refutes  their  pretensions  in  a  very  able  man- 
ner. It  is  acknowledged  by  all  parties  to  be  a  book  of  authority. 
His  examination  of  Whiston's  hypothesis  was  republished  at 
the  Clarendon  press  in  1802. 

Jones,  John,  a  Unitarian  writer. — Illustrations 
of  the  Four  Gospels,  founded  on  circumstances  pe- 
culiar to  our  Lord  and  the  Evangelists.  Lond. 
1808,  8vo. 

Though  the  reader  will  often  differ  from  Mr.  Jones  in  the 
theolc^cal  opinions  expressed  in  this  work,  he  will  frequently 
admire  the  ingenuity  which  it  displays,  and  regret  that  so  much 
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talent  and  learning  ai«  so  iU  directed.  Mr.  Jones  wrote  aeveral 
other  worksj  which  require  to  be'  mentioned  here : 

— The  Epistle  to  the  Romans  Analyzed,  from  a  de- 
yelopement  of  those  circumstances  by  which  it  was 
occasioned.  Lend.  1801,  8vo. — Ecclesiastical  Re- 
searches ;  or  Philo  and  Josephus  proved  to  he  histori- 
ans and  apologists  of  Christ,  of  his  followers,  and  of 
bis  Gospel.  Ibid.  1813,  Svo. — Sequel  to  the  Re- 
searches ;  in  which  the  origin  of  the  introductory 
chapters  in  Matthew  and  Luke  are  brought  to  light 
from  Josephus,  etc.  Ibid.  1813,  Svo. — A  New  Ver- 
sion of  the  first  three  chapters  of  Genesis.  1819, 8vo. 
Hub  last  work  u  said  to  be  by  Eiseniu.  It  is  accompanied 
by  dissertations  on  the  &11  of  man,  the  principle  of  eril,  and 
the  plagues  of  Egypt ;  besides  strictures  on  Bellamy's  transla- 
tion ;  whom  he  partly  opposes  and  partly  vindicates.  It  disco- 
vers the  genius,  and  also  the  distressing  perrersity,  of  the  learn- 
ed writer.     He  is  also  the  author  of 

— A  Greek  and  English  Lexicon;  intended,  not 
only  for  the  use  of  learners  in  private,  and  in  the  pub^ 
lie  schools,  but  also  for  those  who,  after  ibe  usual 
periods  of  education,  seek  to  acquire  a  more  accurate 
and  extensive  acquaintance  with  the  language  and 
literature  of  ancient  Greece.    Lond.  1883,  Svo. 

This  is  a  very  valuable  addition  to  the  means  of  acqubing  a 
knowledge  of  Greek,  not  only  of  the  classic  writers,  but  of  the 
Scriptures.  It  contains  all  the  words  of  the  New  Testament, 
and  of  the  Septnogint.  It  affords  a  better  view  of  the  connexion  ' 
*  between  Greek  and  the  oriental  languages  than  the  general- 
ity of  leiicons,  and  contains,  occasionally,  stone  good  and  inge- 
nioos  explanations  of  passages  of  Scripture.  It  is  a  work  of 
very  great  labour,  and  discovers  an  enthusiastic  attachment  to 
Greek  learning.  As  it  brings  it  within  the  reach  of  the  mere 
English  scholar,  it  deserves  encouragement  from  all  the  lovers  <^. 
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profitne  and  sacred  titeratnre.  It  is  perhaps  not  altogether  free 
of  the  bias  of  the  author's  theological  creed.  The  above  is  not 
a  complete  enumeration  of  Mr.  Jones's  works;  and  he  promiBes 
to  produce  wveral  others. 

Jones,  William,  a  clergyman  ^fhe  Church 
qfEn^nd;  horn  I7S6  ;  died\%OQ. — ^Lecturea  on 
die  Figurative  Language  of  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
etc.    Lend.

From  the  circulation  of  tluB  work  it  may  be  inferred  that  it 
enjoys  s  considerable  reputation.  The  author  was  imbued  with 
the  theolf^  of  Hutchinson ;  but,  though  learned  and  ingeniooa, 
he  certainly  carries  his  mode  of  interpreting  the  Old  Testament 
figures  and  symbols  too  tax.  His  rules  are  either  ambiguous  or 
indefinite  ;  and,  according  to  his  principles,  a  lively  imagiuatioa 
may  make  any  thing  out  of  the  plainest  parts  of  Scripture. 
More  satis&ction  will  be  found  in  a  single  section  of  Glassiua 
than  in  the  whole  of  Mr.  Jones's  volume.  His  whole  wwk> 
were  collected  and  published  in  Londoa  in  1801,  IS  voL  8to. 
They  contain  many  things  learned/  ingenious,  and  &ncifal. 

JosEPHUS,  Flavius,  the 'celebrated  Jewtsh  His- 
torian ;  who  died  about  A.D.  93. — Opera  ab  Amol- 
do  Arlenio.    Basil.  1544,  fol. 

This  is  the  first  edition  of  the  works  of  the  celebrated  Jew  in 
the  original  Greek,  which  Huwood  pronounces  one  of  the  no< 
blest  and  most  venerable  old  books  he  ever  saw.  It  was  publish- 
ed in  Greek  and  Latin  by  Gelenius  in  1611,  and  by  Ittigius 
in  1691.  The  best  editions  in  Greek  and  Latin  are  that  publish- 
ed by  Hudson,  at  Oxford,  in  17!!0,  £  vol.  fol.  and  that  by  Ober- 
thur,  at  Leipzig,  in  1783-1785,  3  voL  8vo.  It  was  first  trans- 
lated into  English  by  Thomas  Lodge  j  and,  from  I602  to  I67O, 
seven  editions  of  this  translation  were  published.  It  was  also 
translated  by  Sir  Roger  L'Estrange  in  1 70S,  and  several  editiona 
of  bis  version  have  been  published.  But  the  best  English  trans- 
lation is  that  by  Whiston,  which  first  appeared  in  fed.  in  17S7i 
and  has  often  since  been  reprinted.  A  new  English  v««ion,  by 
a  clergyman  of  the  Chordi  ot  England,  has  just  been  announced. 
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If  well  executed,  it  will  prove  a  very  acceptable  work,  aa  all  the 
listing  translationa  stand  cona^erably  in  need  of  ameadment. 

The  Jewish  Wsra  of  Joaephus  are  much  more  intereating 
than  hia  Jewish  Antiquities:  the  former  supplies  important  in- 
formation nowhere  else  to  be  found,  but  the  latter  is  Aill  of  fa- 
bles, except  where  it  closely  adheres  to  the  Scripturea.  The 
language  of  Josephug,  being  not  only  about  the  same  age  with 
the  New  Testament,  but  in  style  and  structure  very  similar  to 
it,  much  adrantage  may  be  derived  from  it  in  the  interpretation 
of  the  New  Testament.  "  Otiua  and  Krebs,"  says  Michaelia, 
"  men  of  real  learning,  hare  set  a  very  laudable  example,  in  se- 
lecting passagea  from  Josephus  with  a  view  of  illustrating  the 
New  Testament ;  yet,  what  is  veiy  extraordinary,  this  author  is 
in  general  Defected,  though  he  really  furnishes  the  very  best 
commentary  on  the  Gospels  and  the  Acts.  I  am  persuaded, 
that,  if  the  works  of  Josephus  were  made  the  subject  of  public 
lectures  in  our  nnirersities,  the  theolc^cal  student  would  reap 
much  greater  benefit  than  from  all  the  lectures  on  polemical  di- 
vinity, of  which  the  greater  part  of  the  clergy  can  make  Httle 
nee." 

Junius,  Francis,  a  disHnguisked  scholar,  and 
Prqfeesor  (^Divinity  at  Leyden  ;  horn  1545 ;  died 
1602. — Sacrorum  Farallelonim  libri  tres.  I^ond.

This  is  one  of  the  earliest  and  most  accurate  of  the  works  which 
discuss  the  subject  of  the  quotations  made  from  the  Old  Testa- 
ment in  the  New.  The  first  book  examines  the  passages  which 
occur  in  the  Evangelists  and  the  Acts ;  the  second  those  which 
are  to  be  found  in  the  thirteen  epistles  of  Paul ;  and  the  third 
contains  a  commentary  on  the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews.  The 
work  discovers  the  very  extensive  leamiDg  of  the  authtff,  and 
his  accurate  acquaintance  with  the  Scriptures.  Junius  was  joint 
translator  of  the  Old  Testament  into  Latin  with  TremelUus,  and 
is  well  known  from  the  work  which  goes  under  their  joint  names. 
An  English  translation  of  a  work  of  his  on  the  Apocalypse  ap- 
peared at  London  in  159^,  4to.  He  was  a  very  piona  as  well  as  a 
learned  man. 
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Junius,  Fbancis,  M^  son  of  the  preceMng ;  an 
eminent  CroHUc  scholar;  horn  at  Heidelberg  in 
1589  ;  £edat  Windsor  1677-— Evangelia  Gothice 
et  Anglo-Saxonice,  4to.  n.  d. 

This  is  a  very  beautiful  edition  of  the  four  Gospels,  in  Gothic 
and  An^o-Soxon,  in  parallel  columns.  At  the  end  there  are 
critical  observations,  first  on  the  Gothic  and  then  on  the  Angl»- 
Saxim,  by  Thomaa  Manhall.  Jonius  was  the  author  of  several 
other  works  connected  with  Gothic  and  Anglo-Saxon  literature. 
Marshall,  also,  was  a  considerable  scholar.  He  was  bom  in 
Leicestenhire,  in  l6SI,  became  Dean  of  Gloucester  in  1681, 
and  died  in  1665.  The  above  edition  of  the  Gothic  and  Anglo- 
Saxon  Gospels,  though  without  date,  was,  I  believe,  printed  at 
Dort  in  1665.  It  was  afterwards  reprinted  in  Roman  characters, 
as  a  kind  of  Polyglot,  accompanied  with  the  Icelandic,  the 
Swedish,  and  the  Latin  Vulgate,  at  Stockholm,  in  1671. 

JuRiEu,  Peter,  minister  <jf  the  French  church 
at  Rotterdam,  and  celebrated  for  Ms  opposition  to 
Boyle ;  bom  1637 ;  died  1713.— A  Critical  History 
of  the  Doctrines  and  Worships  (both  good  and  evil) 
of  the  Church,  from  Adam  to  our  Saviour.  Lond.

This  work  is  translated  from  the  original  French  of  the  an- 
thor,  by  J.  C.  It  contains  Jewish  and  Pagan  antiquities  ;  expl&. 
nations  of  the  rites  of  the  true  religion,  and  of  the  idolatries  and 
corruptions  of  the  &lse,  and  nimierous  Ulustrations  of  the  facts 
and  opinions  recorded  in  Hebrew,  Grecian,  and  Latin  literature. 
It  is  alti^ther  a  very  curious  book.

This  work  is  an  extended  attack  on  the  papacy,  and  goes  over 
the  greater  part  of  the  prophecies  of  Daniel,  Paul,  and  John, 
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wbich  refer  to  that  subject  Unfortunately  for  the  sagacity  of 
Monsieur  Jorieu,  he  predicted  that  the  overthrow  of  Anti-Chri»- 
tianism  would  take  place  between  1710  and  171S. 

Keach,  Benjamin,  a  BapHH  minister  who  mf- 
fered  considerably  fir  h%»  principles ;  bom  1640 ; 
died  1704. — rponoAoriA,  or  a  Key  to  open  Scrip- 
ture Metaphors.  Lond.  1683,  1779,  2  vol.  fol— 
Gospel  Mysteries  Revealed  ;  or  an  Exposition  of  all 
the  Parables,  and  many  express  Similitudes  contain- 
ed in  the  Four  Evangelists.  Ibid.  1704.  fol.  1815, 
4  vol.  8vo. 

The  author  of  these  elaborate  works  was  a  man  of  conaiderable 
note  among  his  brethren.  Though  in  a  great  measure  self- 
taught,  he  was  a  poet,  a  coatroversialist,  and  an  expositor.  The 
learning  displayed  in  some  of  his  works  was  supplied  by  others, 
which,  however,  he  ingenuously  acknowledged.  It  may  easily 
be  supposed  that,  without  some  portion  of  leanung  and  culti- 
▼ated  taste,  the  author  was  not  likely  to  do  justice  to  the  meta- 
jdicHTB  and  parables  of  Scripture.  Both  require  to  be  treated 
with  great  care  and  judgment ;  otherwise  the  finest  portions  of 
the  word  of  God  may  be  rendered  ridiculous.  That  Mr.  Keach 
possessed  a  very  familiar  acquaintance  with  the  Bible  is  obvious. 
The  above  works,  however,  are  for  Awn  judicious.  He  frequent- 
ly fails  in  distinguishing  things  that  differ ;  and  often  confounds 
together  the  things  which  ought  to  be  distinguished.  He  carries 
his  illustrations  too  &r, — the  common  fault  of  metaphor  hunters 
and  parable  preachers.  His  works  may  be  useful,  liut  they  are 
liable  to  be  very  much  abused.  If  the  reader  is  partial  to  this 
kind  of  interpretation,  he  would  do  well  to  consult  the  Rheto- 
ricB  Sacra  of  Glassius,  in  the  improved  edition  by  Dsthe.

Besides  these  and  his  celebrated  edition  of  the  Hebrew  Bible, 
noticed  in  another  part  of  this  work^  Dr.  Kennicott  was  the  au- 
thor of  some  smaller  perlbnnances,  mostly  of  a  critical  nature. 
His  Disaertatio  Generalis  was  republished  by  itself  at  Bruns- 
wick, in  1763,  by  Professor  Bmns,  who  assisted  him  in  his  col- 
lations. The  English  wwlca,  of  n^iich  I  have  given  the  titles  at 
length,  are  aU  important  and  useful.  The  object  of  the  first  is  to 
show,  that  the  tree  of  life  was  not  an  individual  tree,  but  a  species 
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«f  tnM  whieb  grew  in  Wndiw,  whidi  be  Menu  to  make  out  ~ 

MtiafMbviiy.  Mil  denga  in  the  wctmd  ia  to  prore  that  Cain's 
oUation  wm  only  a  bread  or  thank  offering ;  while  Abel's  was 
both  that  and  a  aacrific«,  or  peace  offering.  His  disaertationa  on 
the  state  of  the  Hebrew  text  throw  a  good  deal  of  light  on  ts,- 
rlooB  parts  of  it,  and  also  completely  prove  his  main  position,  the 
eocruptions  which  have  got  into  it.  He  is  probably  mistaken  in 
his  defence  of  the  Samaritan  reading  of  Dent,  zxrii.  4,  and  in 
Mooe  others  of  his  news  in  that  oontrorersy.  His  remarks  on  the 
Old  Testament  contain  many  nse^  hints.  Kennicott  was  a 
learned  and  most  diligent  scholar ;  but  his  &me  must  rest  chiefly 
on  his  labours  as  a  collector  of  Hebrew  MSS.  He  does  not  now 
rank  in  the  first  line  of  Hebrew  or  oriental  scholars ;  and  many  of 
his  criticisms  in  the  abore  works  have  been  disputed  by  writers 
of  distinction.  But  the  eulc^nm  pronounced  on  Kennicott  and 
his  edition  of  the  Hebrew  Bible,  by  the  learned  Dr.  Henry 
Owen,  ieatrvea  to  be  quoted.  "  It  is  a  work,"  be  says,  "  which 
contains,  with  all  its  imputed  defects,  a  rast  treasure  of  Hebrew 
learning ;  which  judiciously  applied,  will  contribute  more  to  rec- 
tify and  restore  the  Hebrew  text  than  all  the  methods  hitherto 
practised.  I  r^ard  my  friend's  memory  with  reverence ;  and 
posterity,  whatever  the  present  generation  may  think,  will  doubt- 
less revere  tt  too,  and  doubtless  do  it  justice."  His  great  under- 
taking, while  in  progress,  was  attacked  by  the  Abbe  *  *  *,  pro. 
fiessor  in  the  oniveisity  of  '  *  ',  in  two  Letters  in  French. 
The  real  author  was  Dnmsy,  an  nnprindjded  Jew,  who  pretend- 
ed to  be  converted  to  Christianity.

This  is  a  very  beautifol  little  wtvk.  It  is  dedicated,  in  a  poe- 
tical epistle,  to  the  Marquis  of  Bowmrat,  son  to  the  Duke  of 
lUsbai^,  the  head  of  the  &niily  of  Ker.    There  is  then  a  long  . 
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fsehfie,  giving  aoine  aocoant  of  the  opinicms  entertained  of  tlie 
Soag,  of  the  attemptB  which  had  been  made  to  tranalate  and 
explain  it,  and  of  the  origin  of  Mr.  Ker's  translation.  Then 
follow  the  two  veniona ;  the  first  a  kind  of  irr^nlar  vene  ;  the 
second  in  lapphic  numbers.  The  notes,  which  are  partly  philo- 
logical, and  partly  explanatory,  are  inserted  at  the  foot  of  the 
page  of  both  versions.  The  poem  is  dramatically  divided  and 
arranged.  I  am  sarprised  that  Dr.  Mason  Good,  in  his  elegant 
veTHonof  the  Song,  takes  no  notice  of  the  work  of  the  ingenious 
Scotchman  ;  though  he  speaks  of  a  number  of  others,  both  Britisli 
and  foreign.  Nor  is  it  mentioned  by  Williams,  who  gives  an  ac- 
count of  a  great  number  of  writers  on  the  Song. 

Keuchenitjs,  Petrus,  a  learned  Dutch  theolo-

This  woric  is  excellent  as  a  philc^ogical  commentary  on  the  New 
Testament.  Great  use  is  made  of  the  Septna^t  and  the  Chal- 
dee  par&phrast,  in  ascertaining  the  mesning  of  the  words  of  the 
sacred  wiiten.  Dr.  Smith  speaks  of  Kendien  as  "a  critic  in  the 
first  rank  for  learning,  judgment,  and  mental  independence." 
Albeiti  also,  in  the  preface  to  the  edition  of  nSS,  pronounces  a 
high  eulogium  on  him. 

Khell,  Joseph,  Prq/essor  of  Divinity  and  in~ 
terpreter  (if  Scripture  in  the  university  of  Vienna.

These  twenty  illustrations  of  Scripture  discover  considerable 
learning  and  fi«edom  of  discussion,   especially  for  a  Catholic

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Kiddei^B  notes  are  short,  and,  th<n^b  in  general  correct,  of  no 
great  value.  They  were  intended  chiefly  for  familiea  and  un- 
learned persons,  and  therefore  no  display  of  learning  appears, 
though  Uie  Bishop  vas  well  fitted  to  write  on  the  most  profound 
and  critical  subjects.  The  dissertation  on  the  writer  of  the 
Pentateuch,  and  the  introductions  to  each  of  the  books,  are  un- 
commonly good,  and  embrace  ijmost  every  topic  oi  importance 
relating  to  their  respective  subjects.

This  very  able  work,  vidiich  was  partly  delivered  at  the  Boyle 
Lecture,  is  divided  into  three  parts.  The  first  part  is  chiefly  a 
statement  of  various  particulars  respecting  the  Messiah  ;  the  se- 
cond is  chiefly  a  defence  of  Christianity  against  Jewish  ohjec- 
tiMts ;  and  the  third  an  exposure  of  Jndaism,  and  of  the  futility 
nf  Jewish  reaaonings.  The  whole  votk  discovers  more  than  or- 
dinary acquaintance  with  the  Scriptures,  and  with  every  thii^ 
relating  to  the  Jewish  controversy ;  and  abounds  with  judidous 
criticism  on  numerous  important  and  difficult  passages.  An  air 
«f  seriousness  and  eameetness  pervadei  the  whole,  which  greatly 
.  enhances  the  value  of  the  work.  Though  controreraial,  it  is 
calm,  practical,  and  consolatory.  It  is  calculated  to  win  the 
enemy,  and  to  enli^ten  the  friend  of  Christianity.

The  Remarks  are  communicated  in  a  letter  to  Sir  Peter  King, 
and  discover  the  same  solid  learning  and  good  sense  which  dis- 
tinguish the  larger  works  of  the  Bishop.  Many  of  the  tjbaerva- 
tions  rdate  to  Castalio'a  translation  of  the  Scriptures,  the  defects 
of  which  the  Bishop  points  out.

A  second  and  supplemental  part  of  this  work  was  published  in 
1800,  in  4to.  and  at  the  same  time  the  whole  was  republished, 
in  8  W.  6to.  That  Mr.  King  was,  according  to  hia  own  accountj 
"  a  very  ainoere  and  disinterested  layman,"  there  is  eyery  reaaon 
to  believe.  That  he  was  also  very  learned  and  ingenious,  well 
acquainted  with  Greet,  and  versont  in  modem  science  and  |M- 
loH^y,  these  volnmes  abundantly  demonstrate.  l%at  he  haa 
rendered  any  important  service  to  revelation  in  his  Munda  is 
anther  question.  They  embrace  a  considerable  variety  of  tapct, 
and  these  ore  treated  in  a  very  original  as  well  as  critical  and 
philosophical  manner.  They  are  on  such  subjects  as,  the  mean- 
ing of  the  word,  heaven ;  die  Septnagint  translation  of  the  first 
dapter  of  Genesis ;  on  the  future  coming  of  oar  Lord ;  rai  the 
wmd  •^»K> ;  the  light  of  the  snn  j  the  creation  of  the  stars ;  tfae 
word  ainf ;  the  sabbatical  era,  etc.  etc.  etc.  Mr.  King's  object 
was,  doubtless,  very  diff«a%nt  from  that  of  Sir  William  J>nim- 
numd,  in  hia  Oedipus  Judoicns  ;  bat  the  kind  of  reasoning  which 
parades  both  works  is  nearly  the  same.  It  is  impoanble  to  be- 
lieve that  the  inspired  writers  contemplated  such  things  as  the 
anthOT  frequently  presses  into  his  intopretadona  of  thdr  wwda 
■nd  phrases.  His  criticisma  are,  in  general,  little  more  than 
philosfqiiiical  dreams  or  romances ;  in  which,  while  we  occasion* 
ally  admire  the  beauty  of  the  visioii,  or  the  splendoor  of  the 
imagery,  we  wonder  that  the  author  shonld  have  believed  Us 
aerial  &brics  had  any  foundation  in  the  word  of  Ood.  It  was 
not  in  vain  that  the  apostle  warned  Christians  against  being  led 
away  "  by  a  vain  and  deceitful  philosophy." 

King,  Sir  Peter,  Lord  Oakham,  a  learned 
lawyer,  and  »ome  time  Lord  GianceUor  ijf  Eng~ 
lajid;  bom  1669;  and  died  1733. — ^An  Enquiry 
into  the  Constitution,  Discipline,  Unity,  and  Wor- 
ship, of  the  Primitire  Church,  that  flourished  with- 
in the  first  three  hundred  years  after  Christ.

Botb  these  worka  were  pablifilied  anonymously,  and  contain  a 
luge  portion  of  ralnable  and  accurate  learning.  The  original 
aothoritieB  were  always  consulted  and  quoted,  and  great  candour 
and  impartiality  are  invariably  displayed.  Mr.  Locke  was  Lord 
King's  uncle,  and  left  him  the  half  of  his  library ;  and  he  eri- 
dently  inherited  a  large  portion  of  the  penetration  and  liberality 
of  mind,  aa  well  as  t&e  books,  of  the  philoeopher.  Few  works 
are  more  WMthy  of  being  consulted  cm  varieus  points  of  early 
eccleeiasdcal  history  than  these. 

KiFLiNO,  Thomas,  D.  D.  Dean  &f  Peter- 
boroagk.

This  is  a  splendid  fac-eimile  of  the  Codex  Bezae,  which  was 
given  by  that  reformer  to  the  Univeraity  of  Cambridge.  It  is  in 
Greek  and  Latin,  and  contains  only  the  Gospels  and  the  book 
of  Acts.  The  MS.  is  very  ancient,  but  its  readings  are  not 
considered  of  great  value.  The  fac-simile  is  uncommonly  well 
executed,  and  a  preiace  is  prefixed  by  the  editor  which  does 
credit  to  his  judgment  and  learning.  A  good  account  of 
the  MS.  and  also  a  specimen  of  the  printed  work,  will  be  found 
in  Home's  Introduction,  voL  ii.  p.  60,  93.  The  prdace  of  Dr. 
Kipling  was  attacked  in  a  pamphlet  by  Dr.  Edwards,  in  179S, 
which  displays  more  personal  spleen  than  it  detects  eTTors, 
though  a  few  of  these,  in  the  fee-simile,  and  in  Dr.'  Kipling's 
Latinity,  are  pointed  out.  Profeesor  Person  spoke  of  Dr.  Kip- 
ling as  the  fittest  person  in  the  world  for  this  work :  "  He  has," 
he  adds,  "  from  his  earliest  youth,  applied  himself  diligently  to 
all  sorts  of  critical  learning,  but  most  diligently  to  sacred  criti' 
cism ;  and,  irom  a  long  acquaintance  with  MSS.  aided  by  natu- 
ral  sagacity,  is  became  such  an  adept  in  Greek  phraseology,  as 
few  know,  and  few  would  believe."

This  TalnaUe  wm-k  ccmtauis  fourteen  diraeitationa,  wbicb, 
says  Niemeyer,  "  for  sc^d  learning,  hicid  and  forcible  reasoning, 
and  parity  of  diction,  place  tbeir  anthor  in  the  first  rank  of 
biblictil  critics."  Among  the  biblical  subjecta  are  treatiaee  on 
Christ  sitting  at  the  right  hand  of  God.— on  tLe  Holy  Spirit  and 
Christ  as  Comforters — on  the  different  modes  of  teaching  foith 
and  woriu,  by  Christ,  Paul,  and  James — on  the  cwinexion  be- 
tween die  resurrectioD  of  Christ  and  the  resiirrection  of  the 
dead — and  on  various  difficult  passages  of  Scripture. 

Knatchbuli.,  Sill  Norton,  a  learned  Engiuh 
Baronet,  teho  died  in  1684,  tn  the  eighty-^rd  year 
qfin»  age. — ^Annotatioiia  upon  some  difficult  Texts 
in  all  the  Books  of  the  New  Testament.

This  learned  work  first  aj^teared  In  Latin  in  1659,  and  wsa 
twice  reprinted.  The  Englbh  translation,  which  is  more  com- 
plete than  the  Latin  work,  u  by  the  author  himself.  Dr.  Camp- 
bell calls  him,  "  a  learned  man,  but  a  hardy  critic."  The  work 
is  entirely  ori^nal,  being  the  &ait  of  the  Baronet's  own  devoted 
examination  of  the  Greek  Testament.  He  deals  rather  ireelj 
in  conjecture,  and  ases  a  good  deal  of  liberty  with  the  construe 
tion  and  punctuation  ;  but  he  has  rendered  very  considerable 
service  to  sacred  literature,  andhis  work  well  deserves  to  be  care^ 
fuUy  studied  by  all  who  would  ondMstaDd  the  sacted  vduine. 

KoECHER,  John  Christopher. — ^Analecta  Phi- 
lolc^ca  et  Exegetica  in  Quatuor  Evangelift.

This  is  a  continuation  of  Wolf's  Curae.  It  supplies  some  of 
the  desiderata  of  that  work,  and  brings  down  the  account  of  the 
sentiments  of  the  modem  writers  on  the  Gospels  to  the  period 
of  its  publication.  The  admirers  of  Wolf  will  be  pleased  with 
this  continuation. 
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Koolhaas,  William,  a  IhitcA  divine  ^  the 
last  century.

In  this  Wume  there  is  a  comiderable  number  of  raliuble 
expository  and  critical  remarkg  on  passages  of  the  Hebrew 
Scriptures.  The  author  seems  to  have  been  well  acquainted 
with  the  Hebrew  language,  and  pays  particular  attention  to  the 
naooda  and  teases  of  the  Hebrew  verbs ;  in  the  rendering  f£ 
which  great  diversity  prevails  among  translators.  The  fiiculty 
of  Utrecht  testi^,  that  the  work  contains  nothing  contrary  to 
tlie  doctrines  of  the  reformed  chon^,  and  that  it  illiutratee  the 
meaning  of  the  sacred  text  The  author,  in  his  prefaoe,  speaks 
of  GnunmaticO'Sacrae  Dissertatiraee,  published  some  time  be- 
fore, which  I  hare  not  seen. 

KopPE,  John  Ben.  Pn^fessor  qf  Divinity  in 
the  univerdiy  (^  Gottingen;  died  about  1784.— 
Novum  Testamentum  Graec^  perpetua  Annota- 
tione  illustratam.     1791-181^  9  vol.  8vo. 

My  account  of  this  work,  thoagh  somewhat  extended,  is  taken 
&om  a  very  excellent  article  in  the  Christian  Monitor  for  October, 
1823.  Its  length  will  be  excused  by  its  judiciousness,- especially 
as  it  includes  notices  of  several  continental  critics  besides  Koppe. 
That  critic,  who  was  "  a  man  of  very  extensive  and  accurate 
learning,  published  a  plan  of  a  new  edition  of  the  New  Testa, 
ment,  with  a  corrected  text,  short  critical  notes,  and  somewhat 
more  extended  philological  ones,  in  the  year  1776 ;  and  at  the 
same  time  gave  a  specimen,  in  the  Epistles  of  Paul  to  the  Gal»- 
tians,  Ephesians,  and  Thessalonians,  which  was  to  form  the  sixth 
volume  of  the  projected  work.  He  lived  only  to  add  another  vo- 
lume, inscribed  the  fourth,  on  the  Epistle  to  the  Romans,  which 
appeared  in  1783.  Since  that  period,  at  very  irregnlar  iatar- 
v^,  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  in  two  ports,  forming  the  third 
volume ;  the  Epistles  to  the  Philippians,  Colossians,  Timothy, 
Titus,  and  Philemon,  in  two  parts,  forming  the  seventh  volume ; 
the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews,  in  one  part,  forming  the  eighth  v»* 
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lame  ;  and  the  Apocalypse,  in  two  ports,  fbrmiiig  the  tenth  vo- 
lume, hare  been  pabliahed  by  Heiurichs ;  and  the  Epistle  of 
Jomea,  and  the  Epistles  of  Peter,  have  been  published  by  Pott ; 
so  that,  to  cmnplete  the  work,  there  are  still  wanting  three  vo- 
lumes, two  for  the  four  Evangelists,  one  for  the  Epistle  to  the 
Corinthians,  and  the  third  part  of  the  ninth  volume,  to  omdude 
the  Epistles  of  John  aud  Jude.  It  is  nndentood  that  Pott  haa 
pledged  himself  to  edite  the  Epistles  to  the  Corinthians,  as  well 
as  to  complete  the  catholic  Epistles ;  and  that  the  Gospels  also 
are  undertaken  by  persons  whom  Heinrichs  declares  to  be  every 
way  fit  for  die  task. 

"  The  plan  of  the  wmrk  appeals  to  as  excellent.  There  is, 
first  of  all,  at  thebead  of  tlie  page,  a  corrected  text,  agraeil^ 
for  the  most  part  with  Orieabach,  divided  into  paragraphs  ac- 
cording to  the  sense,  while  the  OTdinary  notation  of  diaptets  and 
verses  is  given  in  the  margin.  Then  there  are  hiief  noteai 
strictly  critical,  ■■ipgm'iig  the  reasons  for  the  variations  &om  the 
texltu  nceptut ;  and  then,  at  the  bottom  of  the  page,  there  are 
,  notes  of  a  philological  nature,  considerably  extensive.  These 
notes  are  precisely  of  the  kind  that  are  to  be  found  in  the  best 
editions  of  the  claisiGS.  Their  sole  object  is  to  enable  the  reader, 
distinctiy  and  accurately,  to  apprehend  the  meaning  of  the  ori- 
ginal writers.  To  illustrate  a  phrase  of  doubtful  meaning,  first 
of  all  are  brought  forward  the  passages  where  the  writer  uses 
the  same,  or  a  umilar  mode  of  expression  ;  then  the  other  New 
Testament  writers  are  appealed  to ;  then  the  Greek  translaton 
of  the  Old  Testament  are  called  in ;  then  the  apocryphal  writers, 
Joeephus  and  Philo ;  and,  last  of  all,  the  danical  authors  are 
referred  to.  All  doctrinal  discussions  are  carefully  avoided. 
To  each  book  are  prefixed  prolegomena,  in  which  questions  re- 
lating to  their  anthora.  their  authenticity,  ete.  are  discussed  ; 
and  to  each  book  are  subjoined  short  dissertations,  or  Excurnu, 
on  particular  passages  of  extraordinary  obscurity,  or  on  phrases 
of  frequent  occnrrence,  or  which  are  used  in  a  particular  sense 
by  the  inspired  writers. 

"  As  to  the  execution  of  the  plan,  we  must  speak  in  somewhat 
more  measured  terms.  Koppe's  two  volumes  appear  to  us  by 
mnch  the  best  of  the  series.  He  appears  to  us  a  remarkably 
cautious  critic,  and  judicious  interpreter.    We  cannot  extend 
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tlie  same  praise  to  Amrnon,  the  editor  of  bis  seoond  edition  of 
the  work  on  the  Romans,  wbo,  though  obrioosly  profoundly 
learned,  is  as  (Avioualy  very  rash  as  a  critic,  and  very  tuuoniid 
as  a  commentator.  His  notes,  howeyer,  are  not  numerous,  and 
they  are  carefully  distinguished  irom  Koppe's.  Heinricha  and 
Pott  are,  in  their  theological  seatimeiits,  considerably  &rther 
from  the  trath  than  Kc^pe,  though,  from  the  plan  of  the  work, 
these  appear  but  incidentally. 

"  Thmm^  the  Epistles  to  the  Corinthiana  have  not  yet  ap* 
peared  in  the  Etqtpian  edition.  Annotations  on  both  Epistlea, 
after  the  manner  of  Koppe,  have  been  published ;  on  the  first  \y 
Krause,  and  on  the  second  by  Leun.  Neither  of  these,  perhaps, 
particularly  the  last,  is  equal  in  merit  to  the  work^  noticed. 
Krause's  work  is,  however,  very  respectable,  and  contains  mors 
of  the  information  necessary  to  the  right  interpretation  of  its 
subject  than  can  easily  be  found  in  the  same  compass."

Spealdng  of  Krebs  and  Corpzov,  Michaelis  says*  '■  They  have 
both  contributed  largely  to  biblical  criticism,  and  both  frequent* 
ly  agree  with  Wetstein  in  Ae  result  of  their  critical  ioquiriei, 
titough  they  had  not  the  opportunity  of  consulting  each  other." 
Kreba  also  published  a  very  excellent  and  concise  lexicon  to  the 
New  Testament,  Lips.  1765,  Svo. 

KuiNOEL,  D.  C.  J.  a  Uving  German  theohgioHf 
Praf^sMT  qf  Divinity  at  Leipxig. — Commentarius 
in  Libros  Not!  Testamenti  Hietoricos.  Lipsiae, 
1807-1818,  4  vol.  8ro. 

This  wwk  comprehends  the  four  Evangelists  and  the  Acts  of 
the  Apostles.  It  is  one  of  the  beet  of  the  modem  philolc^cal 
works  on  the  New  Testament  which  has  issued  from  the  Ger- 
man preas.  The  orthodoxy  of  I^vfessor  Kninoel,  however,  is 
not  very  marked,  nor  are  his  interpretations  always  to  be  relied 
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1X1.  Bnt  lie  has  fimuBhed  abstmctB  fnHn  the  abkst  refiitstioin 
of  tbe  infidel  theology  of  Germany,  wUch  may  be  of  conader^ 
able  nse  in  counteiacting  its  progreea  in  his  own  conntry.  Hia 
Observationes  ad ,  Novum  Teatamentnm  ex  libiis  Apocryphis, 
1794'j  8to.  deserve  to  be  consulted. 

KusTER,  LuDOLFH,  a  learned  German  critic 
and  theologian;  bom  m  WestphaUa  1670;  died

This  edition  of  the  New  Testament,  by  Knster,  is  a  rqviut 
of  Mill's,  enriched  with  the  various  readings  of  twelve  additional 
MSS.  nine  of  which  were  Parisian,  and  the  three  remaining 
belonged  to  Carpzov,  Seidel,  and  Bonner.  It  also  incorpo- 
rates in  their  proper  places  the  readings  which  Mill  was  obli- 
ged to  insert  in  an  Appendix.  It  is  not  so  correct,  however,  as 
Mill's,  and  thoee  whicb  have  the  date  of  17SS  diffa  only  in  the 
title  page. 

KYPEEi  Geokoe  Datid,  a  learned  German  di- 
vine; bom  1724;  died  1779. — Observationes  Sa- 
crae  in  Novi  Foederis  Libros.

These  obeervationa  are  executed  on  a  ramilar  plan,  bat  more 
extensive  than  that  of  RajAel.  They  were  published  soon  af- 
ter Wetstein's  New  Testament,  bnt  the  author  had  not  seen  it 
befwe  the  publication  of  his  own  remarks  ;  yet  he  and  Wetstein 
vtuia  harmonise  in  their  critjcisms.  "  Of  all  the  expositions  <^ 
the  New  Testament  conducted  on  principles  like  these,"  says 
Michaelis,  "  I  know  of  none  that  sre  superior,  or  indeed  equal, 
to  tboee  of  Kypke.  They  are  written  without  pedantry,  or  an 
affectation  of  learning,  and  contain  all  that  is  important  without 
being  encumbered  with  extraneoas  matter." 

Lakemacheb,  John  Gothofred,  JPr^e»*or  <^ 
Greek,  and^tite  oriental languagea at JSelmstadt; 
bom  1695;  died  1736.; — Observationes  Philolo- 
gicae,  etc.     Hehnstad.

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TheK  two  rcdumes  are  divided  into  six  parts,  each  of  which 
contains  several  dissertatitms.  Among  these  the  following  sub- 
jects are  discussed  at  considerable  length  :  The  time  when  tlie 
sect  of  the  Pharisees  arose;  on  Jacob  seeing  the  face  of  Eaau  as 
the  face  of  God  ;  Paul's  thcnn  in  the  fled) ;  ca  the  gate  of  the 
temple  called  Beaatifal;  on  the  daily  sscrtfice  of  the  high- 
priest,  Heb.  vii.  S7 ;  on  the  tenderness  which  is  vulgarly  ascrib- 
ed to  the  eyes  of  Lesh  ;  on  the  Cherethites  and  Pelethites  ;  tm 
the  tongues  distributed  among  the  Apostles,  Acta  ii.  S ;  Elymas 
the  Btxtceier ;  on  the  light  shining  in  a  dark  place,  S  Peter  i.  1^

It  is  evident  that  the  learned  Professor's  talents  are  not,  in 
this  work,  devoted  to  the  moat  impcfftant  subjects ;  but,  if  the 
reader  wish  to  see  how  much  erudition  may  be  expended  on 
Leah's  sore  eyes,  and  Paul's  thorn,  and  Judas's  death,  he  will 
not  be  disappointed  in  consulting  Lakemacher.

Lampe'a  Commentary  on  John  is  botb  extensive  and  valuable. 
The  aentimenta  of  the  author  were  aound,  and  Ub  knowledge  of 
hit  subject  very  extenaiTe.  The  words  and  phrases  of  the  Eran- 
gelist  are  accurately  analysed,  and  the  order,  scope,  and  design, 
Tery  closely  investigated.  Walch  justly  pronounces  it  an  excel- 
lent work ;  full  of  extensive  and  varied  erudition,  and  deserving 
of  the  first  plaoe  among  the  expositors  of  John.  Learned  pro- 
l^omena  are  prefixed  to  it,  in  which  every  thing  relating  to  the 
life  and  writings  of  John  is  diligently  collected.  The  work  was 
translated  into  German  in  I7S9)  with  the  addition  of  new  monl 
annotations.  The  two  vtdnmes  of  dissertations,  mentioned  above, 
and  whidi  wen  published^  aft^  the  death  of  Lampe,  with  a 
pre&ce  by  Oerdes,  professot  of  divinity  at  Groningen,  are  neces- 
sary to  complete  the  work  on  John.  Beddes  other  thi^s,  diey 
contain  elaborate  dissertations  <m  the  eternity  of  future  punisb- 
ment,  (which  were  translated  into  English  by  Joseph  Robertsoo 
til  Edinburgh,  1796,  ISmo, ;)  on  the  Holy  Spirit ;  on  the  inspi- 
ration of  the  sacred  writers ;  on  the  title  of  the  gospel  by 
Jtdin ;  on  Jacob's  ladder  ;  on  the  bosom  of  the  Father  ;  on  the 
ic^neration  by  water  and  the  Spirit ;  on  the  Logos ;  on  the 
production  of  true  tmih,  and  various  others.  They  are  r^ 
plete  with  learning  and  information,  bnt  unnecessarily  minute 
and  tedious.  Human  life  is  too  short  for  the  nerer-ending  de- 
tails and  illnatrationg  of  German  divines. 

Lamy,  Bernard,  a  learned  priest  qf  the  Ora- 
tory; homin  1640;  and  died  in  1715. — Apparatus 
Biblicus ;  or  an  Introduction  to  the  Holy  Scriptures.

This  work  was  first  published  in  Latin,  and  went  through 
several  editiona  at  Leyden  and  Amsterdam  hefon  it  was  pub- 
lished in  French,  in  the  state  in  which  it  was  translated  into 
English  by  Bundy,  and  published  in  1723*  4ta;  and  in  lliS,  in 
2  ToL  Svo.    Lamy,  in  this  Introduction,  treats  i^  Hit  origin. 
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history,  and  antiquities  of  the  Jews ;  of  the  canon,  authors,  ori- 
ginal texts,  rersions,  editions,  and  interpretations  of  the  Scrip- 
tures ;  of  the  felse  gods,  animals,  precious  stones,  diseases,  and 
public  sports,  mentioned  in  the  Bible.  It  contains  also  an  ex-> 
planation  of  scane  of  the  proper  names  which  occnr  in  Scripture, 
and  a  new  method  of  reading  the  Scriptures.  It  is  illustrated 
by  thirty-two  engraTJngs.  Though  it  is  neither  a  profound  nor 
a  very  accurate  introduction  to  the  Bible,  it  is  a  good  popular 
book,  and  will  supply  important  information  in  the  absence  of 
mart  learned  performances.  .  The  plan  is  obviously  defective  ; 
various  tt^cB  are  omitted  which  ought  to  have  been  inserted, 
and  other  things  have  found  a  place  which  are  of  small  import- 
ance. The  part  on  Jewish  antiquities  is  the  best.  Both  Dr. 
Watson  and  Bishop  Marsh  speaL  well  of  the  work.  The  Ei^ 
lish  translation  is  a  considerable  improrement  on  the  Frendi 
editions,  as  Bundy  has  inserted  many  passages  from  the  learned 
work  of  the  author,  next  mentioned.

There  are  two  ports  in  this  wivk :  The  fbnner  contains  the 
Harmony,  and  Ctonmentary  on  it ;  the  latter,  a  Chronological  . 
and  Geographical  Apparatus  to  it.  Many  learned  discussions  oo. 
cur  in  this  work  :  such  as,  on  the  Genealogy  of  Christ ;  on  tlie 
word  Ar/H ;  on  the  form  of  the  Books  nsed  in  the  Synagogues, 
etc  Id  the  Harmony,  Lamy  follows  the  order  of  Matthew  and 
John,  as  pureons  who  heard  the  discourses  and  saw  the  actions 
which  they  record ;  but  pays  less  attention  to  the  narratives  ot 
Mark  and  Luke,  as  they  were  not  personally  acquainted  with 
the  &ct8.  John  the  Baptist,  he  thinks,  was  twice  cast  into  pri- 
■oa ;  Christ  did  not  eat  the  paschal  lamb  in  the  last  supper ;  and 
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the  two  Maries,  and  the  one  called  the  aimer,  veie  the  same 
person.  These,  and  some  other  sentiments,  occasioiied  b  consi- 
derable controversy  in  France  with  the  author.

XM.NIOAN,  John,  an  Irishman  by  birth ;  Pro- 
Jessor  qfDivinitif  in  the  university  ^Pavia. — ^Insti- 
tutionuni  Biblicanim  Pars  prima.

This  is  a  very  respectable  work  flrtim  the  pen  of  a  Catholic 
FrofesBor.  His  phut  was  to  occupy  three  parts,— the  history  of 
the  sacred  books ;  biUical  antiquities  j  and  hermeneutics.  Only 
the  first  part  has  been  published.  The  rest,  it  is  said,  has  been 
suppressed,  in  consequence  of  the  freedom  of  the  autht»''s  ap.- 
nicms.  The  nine  chapters  into  which  this  volume  is  distributed, 
contain  mnch.  valuable  matter  rdating  to  the  circomstancea  and 
literatureof  the  Hebrews,  and  the  authority  of  tJieirsaczedboc^s. 

Lahdner,  Nathaniel,  D.  D.  an  eminent  dis- 
senting minister,  qf  ^  Unitarian  profession: 
bom  1684 ;  died  1768.— Works,  with  Life,  by 
Dr.  Kippis.

The  services  which  Dr.  Lardner  rendned  to  the  cause  of 
Christianity  are  well  known  and  very  considerable.  His  exten- 
uve  and  accurate  inrestigationB  into  the  credibility  of  the  gospel 
'  history  have  left  scarcely  any  thing  more  to  be  done  or  desired. 
Subsequent  writers  on  the  evidences  of  Christianity  have  gene- 
rally availed  themselves  of  Lardner's  collection  of  testimonJea, 
deeming  it  useless  to  veriiy  his  quotations,  tn-  add  to  their  nnm* 
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ber.  Hb  sentiments  on  tibe  doctruud  part  of  Christianity  did 
not  iaJDre  his  reasonings  as  an  historian,  bnt  they  probity  in- 
fluenced hia  selection  of  qnotations  from  the  early  Christian 
writers.  The  History  of  the  Writers  of  the  New  Testament 
Bijhop  Watson  republished,  in  the  second  Tolume  of  his  Tracts. 
The  first  part  of  the  Credibility  was  translated  into  Latin  by  the 
celebrated  Wol£na.  It  was  also  translated  into  Dutdi  and  Ger- 
man. Wah:h  enlogiaes  it  as  "  insigne  opus."  The  last  Tidnme 
of  his  ooUected  works  containa  his  tracts ;  the  rindicattDn  of 
tJiree  of  the  miracles  of  Christ  ;  on  the  Logos  ;  the  two  epistlea 
ascribed  to  Clement ;  on  the  Mosaic  account  of  the  ftU ;  on  Dr. 
Ward's  disaertatiani ;  on  Hac^ighf  s  Harmony,  and  srane  minor 
laeoes.  They  discover  his  uanal  reaearch  and  accuracy,  uid  show 
bow  iar  he  departed  from  the  orthodox  belie£

AH  these  productions  discoyer  great  learning  and  critical  acnte- 
ness.  The  reBectiona  on  the  Unitarian  veni>m  are  severe  and 
pointed,  but  generally  correct  and  well  snppMted.  His  renuirks 
on  Griesbach's  classification  certainly  shake  the  foundation  (^ 
that  learned  critic's  fabric  of  recensiona,  though  they  do  not  ma- 
terially affect  the  text  or  various  readings  which  he  has  furnish- 
ed. They  are  also  occasionally  nncandid  and  severe.  A  very 
able  critique  on  this  pamphlet  will  be  found  in  the  Eclectic  R&- 
view.  New  Ser.  vtd.  iv.  p.  1  and  173.  The  translations  from  the 
Ethiopic  of  the  two  apocryphal  books  are  exceedingly  carious, 
and  bring  to  light  two  very  interesting  documents.

This  is  a  clever,  but  not  an  orthodox  book,  and  is  mentioned 
here  chiefly  on  account  of  the  appendix,  which  contains  an  in- 
quiry into  the  use  of  the  word  soul  in  Scripture,  and  the  state  of 
the  dead  there  described  ;  the  abject  of  which  is,  to  deny  an  in- 
termediate Btate,  and  to  establish  the  doctrine  of  materialism. 
It  was  attacked  by  Messrs.  Goddard  and  Stefl^,  and  defended 
by  Archdeacon  Blackbume  and  Mr.  Pickard.  The  oontroversy- 
WHB  carried  on  with  considerable  vigonr  during  the  middle  of 
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last  centmy,  am)  tended  to  adrance  the  progresa  of  Socinianimn, 
both  in  the  church  and  among  the  dissenters.

These  works  of  the  late  worthy  professorj  were  chiefljr  intend' 
ed  ibr  the  instruction  of  Christians  in  the  ordinary  walks  of  life. 
They  are  pious  and  sensible,  full  of  sound  doctrine,  and  salutary 
admonition  and  instruction.  There  is  rarely  any  thing  of  a  cri- 
tical nature  to  he  found  in  them,  which  indeed  was  not  the  writ- 
er's object ;  bnt  they  ererywhere  discover  a  minute  acquaint- 
ance with  the  Bible  and  the  human  heart,  and  a  deep  concern 
to  profit  the  reader. .  The  style  is  plain,  and  the  illustrations  go- 
neially  very  brief.

These  notes  are  generally  short,  hut  very  jadicions.  As  an 
evidence  of  the  estimation  in  which  they  have  been  held,  they 
were  translated  into  Latin  by  Arnold,  and  published  at  Leipzig

Both  these  works  io  great  credit  to  the  learning  and  diligence 
of  the  worthy  baronet.    Few  men  of  hia  time  prolrahly  possessed 
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a  larger  or  iaor«  accurate  acquaintance  with  tbe  original  languages 
of  Scripture.  Aa  lexicwaa  they  are  imperfect ;  but  they  may  be 
frequently  consulted  with  advantage.  Farkhunt  refers  to  them 
vitb  respect ;  and  on  the  continent  they  hare  been  oft«n  reprint- 
ed. The  Observationes  in  Noram  Tettamentum  Wolfburgii, 
I717>  were  intended  aa  a  anpplement  to  Leigh's  Critics  on  the 
New  Testament.  The  original  work,  with,  the  English  parts 
translated  into  Latin,  was  edited  by  Henry  Middock.  Amster- 
dam, 1678  and  1696,  fol.  It  was  also  translated  into  French  by 
Wolaogue,  1703,  4to.  Leigh  was  the  author  of  various  other 
works  on  theology,  which  are  not  unworthy  of  the  attention  of  a 
student  of  the  word  of  God.

This  is  by  &r  the  beat  edition  of  the  valuable  works  of  Leigh- 
ton,  and  the  only  one  that  can  be  said  to  hare  undeigone  a  com- 
plete revision.  None  of  them  was  published  by  himself;  and 
the  former  editors  either  printed  carelessly  from  the  MS.  or  found 
the  task  of  correction  too  difficult  and  laborious.  Doddridge, 
who  edited  his  expository  works  in  ni6,  from  the  first  |ndnted 
edition,  pronounced  them  the  most  iaulty  piece*  ctf  printing  that 
had  issued  from  the  press ;  bat  even  his  diligence  and  lore  for  the 
author  iailed  to  make  his  works  sufficiently  correct.  The  autlm 
of  this  Bibliotheca  knows,  that  the  last  editor  was  peculiarly  well 
qualified  for  the  task,  and  is  happy  to  bear  testimony  to  his  suc- 
cess. Leighton  now  appeara  in  a  dress  worthy  of  his  talents 
and  eminent  piety.  Perhaps  there  is  no  expository  work  in  the 
English  language  equal  altt^ther  to  the  exposition  of  Peter. 
It  is  rich  in  evangelical  sentiment  and  exalted  devotion.  The 
meaning  is  seldom  missed,  and  often  admirably  illustrated.  There 
is  learning  without  its  parade,  theology  divested  of  systematic 
stifiiiesH,  and  eloquence  in  a  beautiful  flow  of  unafiected  language 
and  approjniate  imagery.  To  say  more  would  be  unbecoming, 
and  less  could  not  be  aaid  with  justice.

Tliis  vettaoD  of  the  Scriptures  into  Latin  is  conuoonlf  called 
tlie  Tigurine,  or  Zurich  Bible.  The  principal  translator  was 
L«i  de  Judah.  He  was  assisted  by  Theod.  BiUiander  and  Con. 
Pellican  in  the  Old  Testament,  and  by  Peter  Cfaolin,  and  Ralph 
Gautier  in  the  New.  It  is  printed  in  parallet  columns  with  die 
Vnlgate,  and  acoompuiied  with  ahtnt  notes  in  the  mai^n  and 
«t  the  bottom  of  the  page. 

Less,  Godfrey,  Professor  of  IHvinibf  in  the 
university  <^  Gottingen. — The  Authenticity,  uncor- 
mpted  Preeervation,  and  Credibility  of  the  New  Tes- 
tament; translated  from  the  Grennan,  by  Roger 
Kingdon.

Leas  ori^nally  doubted  the  truth  of  Christianity  himself,  and 
this  wtffk  containa  a  view  of  the  evidence  which  aatiafied  his 
mind.  It  is  less  prolix  than  the  work  of  Lardner ;  but  ctrntains 
aome  testimonies  omitted  bj  him,  and  reasons  on  the  whole  in  a 
very  luminous  manner.  The  translator  quotes  the  opinion  of  the 
original  work  giren  by  Michaelia  and  Marsh ;  and  justly  ob- 
serves, "  That  which  has  obtained  the  praise  of  Michaelis,  and 
the  recommendation  of  Marsh,  needs  no  further  pan^yric." 

Leusden,  John,  Prq^ssor  of  Hebrew  at  Ut- 
reeht;  was  bom  in  1624 ;  aad  died  in  1699. — Cla- 
ris Hebraica  Veteris  Testamenti,  etc.  Ultraj.  1683, 
4to.  3d  edit. 

In  this  work,  Lensden  analyzes  all  the  more  diScult  words  in 
the  Old  Testament,  so  that  it  forms  a  grammatical  commentary 
on  the  entire  Hebrew  Bible.  It  is  better,  however,  for  the  student 
to  be  well  acquainted  with  the  principles  of  the  language,  than  to 
depend  too  much  on  such  a  book  as  this,  thongb  it  may  occasion- 
ally afford  valuable  assistance.

In  theee  wwlu  the  learned  author  treats  of  a  great  Tarietjr  of 
Rubjects  relttting  to  the  books  and  hmguagea  irf  the  Old  and  New 
Teitament.  The  versiona  which  have  been  made  of  the  stcred 
books  at  different  times— the  Tarioua  readings  of  maniucripta 
and  printed  editionB— the  style  and  manner  of  the  writaia,  aie 
all  the  subject  of  examination.  They,  indeed,  craHtitute  very 
valuable  introductions  to  the  knowledge  of  the  original  Scrip- 
tures, and  not  the  less  valuable  because  they  are  not  so  prolix  as 
many  of  the  productions  of  Dutch  pens.  These  three  pliil<da- 
gical  worts  were  frequently  printed  after  the  author's  death. 
Lensden,  besides  these  works,  edited  edititms  of  the  Hebrew 
Bible,  and  the  Gredc  Testament,  which  are  generally  eeteeoied 
OD  account  of  their  correctness.  He  also  edited  the  works  of 
Pochart,  in  S  vol.  folio,  and  died  while  editing  the  Syriac  New 
Testament,  completed  by  Schaaf  in  1708.  He  wrote  also  seve- 
ral other  works  of  a  philological  and  critical  nature.  Of  his  va- 
rions  biblical  works  to  the  year  1685,  he  gives  some  account  in 
the  Preface  to  his  Philologns  Hebraeo-Graecus.  He  was  an 
coninent  scholar,  and  better  acquainted  with  rabbinical  and  orien- 
tal literature  than  most  of  the  men  of  his  age.  "  Leusdenii 
metita,"  SAya  Pritius,  "  in  artem  philolc^cam  notitov  sunt, 
quam  at  mea  oommemoratione  et  laude  indigeant:  quis  enim 
(linsdem  phildogum  Ebraeo-Graecum  nesdt?"

This  work  gives  an  account  of  all  the  English  translationa  of 
the  Scriptures,  both  in  manuscript,  and  which  bad  been  printed 
to  the  time  of  its  appearance.  It  is  a  dull  but  important  bo*^, 
as  it  affords  a  chronological  view  of  the  progress  of  the  word  of 
God  in  our  native  country,  with  biographical  notices  of  many  of 
the  translators.  Lewis  published  the  first  edition  of  Wiciif's 
New  Testament,  to  whidi  the  above  voik  was  first  prefixed. 
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Lead.  17Slf  toL  Ha  wu  the  author  of  varums  other  worla, 
hiatiffical  and  controversial.  The  third  edition  of  the  Histoiy, 
puUiehed  in  1818,  contains  some  additions  from  Newoome,  and 
a  coatinnation  by  another  hand. 

Lewis,  Thomas,  A.  M. — Origines  Hebraeae : 
The  Antiquities  of  the"  Hebrew  Republic.  Loud.

In  this  elabwate  work,  a  full  examination  will  be  found  of  the 
civil  utd  eccleeiasticol  government  of  the  Hebrews ;  their  placea 
of  worship  and  religious  ceremonies ;  their  idolatries  and  munici- 
pal laws ;  their  private  manners ;  and  the  state  of  learning  and 
the  arts  among  them,  etc.  Besides  examining  many  of  the  rab- 
binical writings,  the  autlunr  diligently  explored  the  works  of 
Bertram,  Sigoniue,  Cnnaeus,  Buxtorf,  Outram,  Lightfoot, 
Schickard,  Menochius,  Leusden,  Hospinian,  Reland,  etc.  etc. 
It  i«  by  &r  the  most  complete  work  in  our  hmguage  in  this  de- 
portment, and  is  recommended  by  the  Bishop  of  Landaff  as  "  a 
laborious  compilation  from  the  most  distinguished  writers,  whe- 
ther Jews  or  Christians." 

Lbydeker,  Melchiok,  a  learned  Duteh  di- 
vine. Pressor  of  Divinity  at  Utrecht;  bom  1652 ; 
died  1721. — De  Repuhlica  Hebraeonun  Libri  XII.

This  immense  work  treatsat  large  of  the  origin  of  the  He- 
brew nation,  and  its  state  in  Egypt ;  of  tiie  miraculous  provi- 
dence in  its  establishment ;  of  die  theocracy ;  of  the  country  and 
cities  i^ich  it  occupied ;  of  its  pt^tical  government,  and  public 
and  private  religious  polity ;  of  its  various  fates  tJuring  the  go- 
vernment of  judges  and  kings,  and  especially  of  its  state  when 
divided  into  the  kii^oins  of  Israel  and  Jadah,  and  duri^  the 
Assyrian  and  Babylonish  captivities  ;  of  its  restoration  by  Cyms, 
and  condition  till  the  time  of  Alexander  the  Great.  It  is  a 
very  Dutch  performance. 

Lightfoot,  John,  D.D.  a  diatmguished  He- 
brew  scholar;  bom  in  St(^ordahire  tn  1602;  died

The  works  of  Dr.  Lightfoot  have  been  long  and  extenuTely 
known  among  theologiana,  especiaUy  those  attached  to  rabbinical 
literature.  He  was  more  -profoundly  skilled  in  this  department 
than  any  Englishman  of  his  day ;  and,  from  hia  collectiona,  most 
of  those  who  have  since  treatedof  it  have  borrowed  lately.  The 
two  folio  volumes  of  his  works  contain  a  harmonj  of  the  Old 
Testament,  and  another  of  the  New;  four  parts  (tf  a  harmony  of 
tiie  four  Evangelists ;  obaerratJons  upon  Geneais ;  a  handful 
of  ^eanioga  out  of  the  book  of  Exodus ;  a  commentary  upon 
the  Acts  of  the  Apostles ;  the  temple  service,  as  in  the  days  of 
our  Saviour ;  miscellanies ;  and  the  temple  described  as  it  stood  in 
the  days  of  our  Saviour.  In  the  second  volume,  are  the  Hcnue 
Hebraicae  et  Talmudicae,  or  Hebrew  and  Talmudical  exerdta- 
tions  upon  the  Four  Gospels,  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  stnae  chap- 
ter* of  the  Epistle  fo  the  Romans,  and  on  the  first  epiatle 
to  the  Corinthians.  The  rest  of  the  volume  is  occupied  with 
sermons.  The  second  volume  is  edited  by  the  -well-known 
Strype,  who  furnished  the  life  of  Lightfoot,  prefixed  to  the 
work.  Strype  also  edited  the  octavo  volume  of  his  itemains, 
to  which  is  prefixed  some  additional  particulais  respecting 
his  life  and  times,  of  rather  a  curious  description.  That  vo- 
lume contains  three  tracts ;  rules  for  a  student  of  the  Scriptures  ; 
meditationB  on  some  abstruse  points  of  divinity,  and  explanations 
of  aome  difficult  passages  of  Scripture ;  and  an  exposition  of 
two  articles  of  the  creed.  Besides  these,  I  am  in  possession  of  a 
cniious  controversial  tract  by  Lightfoot,  under  the  name  of  his 
brother  Peter,  "A  Battell^vith  a  Wasp's  nest."  Lond.  1649>  4to- 

The  harmonies  of  Scriptnre  contained  in  the  works  of  Light- 
fiMt  are  the  result  of  great  labour  and  learning ;  that  on  the 
Four  Gospels  was  never  completed.  The  observations  on  passages 
of  Scripture  discover  the  author's  minute  attenticm  to  the  Bible  ; 
Hion^  they  are  not  all  so  important  or  correct  as  might  tiave 
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been  expected.  The  TBlmndical  ^:etcitatioiu  partake  laifiely 
of  tLe  luufttisfiactOTineas,  and  even  aiUineaa,  <d  rabbinical  learn-' 
ing,  to  ivliicfa  Lightfoot  attached  more  importance  than  he 
ought,  for  aasistance  in  interpreting  the  New  Testament.  If 
any  man  could  have  made  a  good  use  of  the  wotIcb  of  ancient  and 
modem  rabbina,  for  illustrating  the  Bible,  Lightfoot  certainly 
Waa  the  man.  But  even  in  his  hands  the  material  is  rery  on- 
productire ;  and  though  we  are  grateful  to  him  for  the  ct^ecticMU 
which  he  haa  made,  we  can  scarcely  -help  r^pretting  that  ao 
much  labour  bos  been  expended  to  m  little  purpose.  All  that' 
is  really  valuable  in  them  might  be  put  into  a  small  compen- 
dium. The  works  of  Lightfoot  were  translated  into  Latin, 
and  published  at  Rotterdam,  in  2  vol.  fbl.  1686.  A  third  volume 
was  published  by  Leusden,  at  Utrechtj  in  1399.  His  Chorognu 
phicol  Observations  are  part  of  the  Prolegomena  to  Walton's 
Polyglot,  to  which,  as  well  as  to  Castel's  Lexicon,  he  afforded 
various  and  important  Hssistanee.  Poole  speaks  of  his  wmks  as 
"  singnlari  doctrinS  conscripta."  A  new  edition  of  his  wtnks  is 
now  passing  through  the  press,  edited  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pitman. 
It  is  designed  to  be  completed  in  twelve  volumes  octavo. 

Lively,  Edwabd,  Prqfessor  ^  Hebrew  and 
Divinity  in  the  university  of  Cambridge ;  died  in 
1605, — ^Adnotatiouea  in  Hoseam,  Joelem,  Amoa, 
Abdiam,  et  Jonam.     Lond.  1587.  8vo. 

These  short  annotations  were  republished  in  the  Critici  Sacri, 
and  are  highly  extolled  by  Poole,inthepreface  to  thethird  volume 
of  the  Synopsis.  Simon  sneers  in  his  usual  way,  at  the  atten- 
tion which  Lively  pays  to  the  literal  meaning.  He  has  not, 
however,  overlooked  the  spiritual  design  of  the  priqihectea. 
Lively  was  appointed  one  of  the  translators  of  our  present  Eng- 
lish version.

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Locke,  like  his  great  contempwaiy  NewteOi  amidst  tbe  udaar 
of  philow]ducal  puTSoit,  did  not  forget  tb«  stady  of  the  Scrip- 
tures. He  loved  and  renerated  the  word  of  God,  and  probably 
thongfat  himself  no  less  hcAoored  by  his  commentary  aa  the 
Epistles,  than  by  his  treatise.  Of  the  Human  Understanding. 
What  ia  true  of  the  latter,  howerer,  is  no  less  true  of  the  former 
work.  It  contains  modi  important  truth,  and  some  very  conai- 
d^^ble  errora.  Locke  read  St.  Paul  with  great  attention,  and 
yet  missed  his  meaning  on  some  leading  sabjeets.  His  ideas  of 
the  person  of  Christ,  of  the  doctrine  of  justification  by  faith, 
and  tlie  character  and  privileges  of  the  Christian  cbnrch,  are 
grossly  erroueons.  But,  apart  from  his  theological  errora,  his 
^ork  possesses  very  considerable  merit.  He  set  the  example,  in 
English,  of  a  style  of  criticising  the  New  Testament  which  was 
afterwards'  followed  by  Pierce  and  Benson ;  who,  in  a  series  of 
similar  works,  completed  the  epistolary  part  of  the  New  Cove- 
nant. Of  these  works  some  account  wilt  be  found  under  their  re- 
spective names.  The  work  of  Locke  was  tnnslated  into  German 
by  Hoffmann,  and  published  in  two  volumes  quarto,  1763. 

Long,  James  le,  a  learned  I'^rench  bibliogra- 
pher, and  one  of  the  fathers  qfthe  Oratory  ;  bom 
1665  ;  died  in  consequence  qf  excessive  apjdica^n, 
1721. — Bibliotheca  Sacra  seu  Byllabas  omnium  fer- 
me  Sacrae  Scripturae  editionum  ac  vereionum,  etc. 
Paris.  1709, 2  vol.  8vo. 

In  the  same  year  it  was  republished  at  Leipzig  and  Antwerp, 
with  additions,  by  C.  F.  Boemer,  professor  of  humanity  in  the 
university  of  Leipzig.  In  1733,  it  was  published  in  two  volumes 
folio,  at  Paris ;  and  in  1778]  it  began  to  be  published  at  Halle 
by  Dr.  Andrew  ftlasch,  superintendent  of  Stargard.  He  com- 
pleted his  undertaking  under  great  discouragements,  in  1790. 
The  whole  of  this  edition  is  contained  in  six  440.  parts  or  volumes. 
It  contains  an  account  of  all  the  editions  of  the  Hebrew  Biblei 
of  the  Greek  New  Testament,  of  the  ancient  versions,  and  of 
the  modem  Latin  versions,  which  had  been  previously  puUisli- 
ed.  It  is  iar  more  complete  in  these  departments  than  the  an- 
gixMlwivk  j  but  it  does  not  give  any  account  of  the  origiiul  HSS. 
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or  of  the  tntulftdons  of  tKe  Scriptorea  into  tbe  modern  Ungnages, 
iriiich  Le  Long  gives  in  his  own  editiona.  Tbe  rarioua  editions 
contain  much  cariona  information  relating  to  the  editiona  of  the 
Sctiptnres,  and  are  invaluable  acqniaitiona  to  the  biblical  scholar. 

Lookup,  John,  Esq.  a  Sutchinmnian  writer. — 

Berasheth,  or  the  First  Book  of  Moses,  called  Gene* 
sis  ;  translated  from  the  original.  Lond.  1740,  8ro. 
This  is  a  cnrioua  specimen  of  Hutcbinsonian  theology,  in  which 
Ehhim  is  always  translated  "  the  Gods  ;"  heaven,  "  the  namee," 
etc  There  are,  notwithitaoduig  its  general  nnconthness,  a  few 
good  rendaingB.  Lookup  was  the  anthM*  also  of  a  work  in  8vo. 
on  the  Erroneous  Translations  in  the  vulgar  Venions  rrf'  the 
Scriptinee,  1789.  Geddea  says,  "  He  seems  to  have  studied 
with  attention  tbe  genios  of  the  original,  and  in  smne  places  has 
well  expressed  its  meaning."  His  tentiments  on  the  doctrine  of 
the  Trinity  were  not  correct. 

LowHAN,  Moses,  an  EngUsh  dissenting  mini- 
ster; bom  1679;  died  1753. — ^A  Paraphrase  and 
Notes  on  the  Reyelation  of  St.  John.  Lond.  17i5, 
4to.  Sd  edit 

This  is  a  respectable  work  of  tbe  same  class  with  Locke,  Ben- 
son, and  Pi»ve,  to  whose  doctrinal  sentiments  tbe  author  was 
inclined.     Tbe  notes  are  few,  and  not  very  profound.

This  work  was  published  af^r  tbe  learned  author's  death  by 
Drs.  Chandler,  Lardner,  and  Mr.  Saundercock.  It  contains  a 
good  deal  of  learning  and  research  on  the  pecoliar  topics  of  which 
it  treats.  It  is  rather  difficult  to  ascertain  the  precise  views  of 
Mr.  Lowman  on  the  connexion  between  these  appearances  and 
the  person  and  character  of  Christ.  He  seems  on  the  whole  to 
dive^  from  tbe  Scripture  doctrine  on  that  subject.  Lowman 
was  the  author  of  several  other  works  of  importance  andreseardi: 
A  Rational  of  the  Ritual  of  the  Hebrew  Worship,  Lond.  1 748, 8vo. 
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and  a  Dissertation  aa  the  Civil  GoTemment  of  the  Hdiiews, 
ibid.  17i5,  Svo.    Lovmanhad  ftgieat  knowledge  of  Jewish  kflain. 

LowTH,  Robert,  Buk<^  of  Lond(m:  died  m 
1787- — Lectures  on  the  Sacred  Poetry  of  the  He- 
brews.   Lend.  2-Tol.  8to. 

This  work  was  published  in  Latin,  in  1753,  by  the  Bishop. 
It  was  translated  into  Hnglish  by  G.  Gregory,  1787,  8  vid- 
Svo.  It  was  republished  at  Gottingen  by  Michaelis,  in  1758, 
who  added  notes  of  his  own.  The  best  of  these  were  trans- 
lated, and  incorporated  into  Gr^ory's  work,  besides  notes  by 
himself  and  Henley ;  so  that  the  version  is  really  more  valuable 
than  tbe  original.  It  is  an  elegant  and  interesting  book,  though 
somewhat  calculated  to  lead  the  mind  to  admire  the  poetical 
beauties  of  Scripture  rather  than  their  spiritual  tendency  and 
design.  It  is  not  distinguished  so  much  for  its  philologtcal  cri- 
ticisms,  as  for  the  felicity  of  its  illustrations. 

— Isaiah.  A  new  translatioa  ;  with  a  preliminary 
DiBsertation,  and  Notes  critical,  philological,  and 
eiplanatory.

Isaiah  was  an  admirable  subject  for  the  pen  of  Bishop  Lowth. 
He  was  himself  a  poet,  and  deeply  veraant  in  the  poetry  of  the 
Hebrews,  as  appears  from  his  former  work,  as  well  as  in  the  po- 
etical writers  of  Greece  and  Rome.  No  former  translator  hasez- 
pressed  the  meaning  and  spirit  of  the  evangelical  prophet  so  fe- 
Ldtonsly  as  Lowth.  In  the  preliminary  dissertation,  he  diBcnas- 
es  the  nature  of  Hebrew  metre,  mentions  the  rules  he  prescribed 
to  himself  in  translating,  and  states  his  views  (tf  the  ori^nal  text, 
and  of  the  other  subsidiary  means  resorted  to  for  interpreting 
the  prophet.  The  notes  for  the  most  part  relate  to  the  beantiea 
of  Isaiah's  diction,  and  his  poetical  imagery.  Lowth  is  per- 
haps too  partial  to  conjectural  criticism  ;  and  the  version  is  too 
highly  wrought  for  common  use  ;  but  it  is  a  valuable  specimen 
of  sacred  criticism,  and  indispensable  to  the  interpretation  of  Is- 
aiah. It  was  scarcely  published  in  English  when  it  appeared  in 
German,  from  the  pen  of  Koppe,  professor  of  divinity  in  the  uni- 
versity of  Gottingen.  Thelst  vtdumeappearedin  1779,  theSd 
and  3d  in  178O,  and  the  4th  in  1761.     In  this  translation  there 
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•re  note*  and  diBquimtions  by  the  translattv  himself,  which  Ro- 
Mtimiiller,  to  iriiom  I  am  indebted  for  this  notice,  saya  are  wor- 
thy of  being  combined  with  thooe  of  LfOwth. 

LowTH,  William,  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of 
England,  andjather  qfSishop  Lowth  ;  horn  1661 ; 
diedm  1732. — A  Commentaiy  upon  the  latger  and 
lesser  Prophets ;  being  a  continuation  of  Bishop 
Patrick.  Lond.  1739i  fol.  and  rarious  editions  in 
fol.  and  4to. 

Lowth  is  one  of  the  most  judicious  commentstora  on  the  pro- 
phets.  He  never  prophesies  himself,  adheres  strictly  to  the  li- 
teral meaning  of  the  inspired  writer,  and  is  yet  generally  eran- 
gelical  in  his  int«ipretatioiu.  Tb«re  is  not  much  appearance  of 
criticism ;  but  the  original  text,  and  other  critical  aids,  were 
doubtless  closely  studied  by  the  respectable  author.  It  is  often 
quoted  by  Scott,  and  along  with  Patrick  and  Whitby,  (with 
whom  he  is  associated,  though  a  writer  of  more  spirituality  than 
either,)  ia  pronounced  by  Bishop  Watson  the  best  c<»ninentary 
in  the  JEuglish  longuage-

This  is  a  very  excellent  little  treatise,  and  calculated  to  assist 
very  beneficially  in  the  reading  of  the  word  of  God.  Eren  those 
whose  acquaintance  with  the  Scriptures  is  extensive,  may  derive 
some  nsefitl  hints  from  it. 

Lyttelton,  George,  Lord,  a  nobleman  of  con- 
tiderable  eminence  Jbr  his  literary  talents  and  pro- 
ductions ;  horn  1709  ;  diedl779' — Observations  on 
the  Conversion  and  Apostleship  of  St.  Paul,  in  a 
Letter  to  GQbert  West,  Esq.  Lond.  1747,  8vo. 
Often  reprinted. 
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The  object  of  this  tract  is  to  show,  that  the  conrenioii  of  Paul 
was  of  itself  a.  demoostratian  nifficient  to  prove  the  truth  of 
Christianity.  He  successfiilly  shows,  that  Paul  was  not  an  im- 
potlor,  aoi  an  eulhutiaH,  and  that  he  could  not  have  been  deceiv- 
ed himself.  From  all  which,  hia  Lordship  infers  the  certainty 
of  his  conv-ersion  and  call  to  the  apostleship,  and  conseqaentlf 
the  divine  origin  of  the  GoepeL  It  ia  a  well-reasoned  and  acuta 
pamphlet,  and  discovers  considerable  acquainOmce  with  the  Scrip* 

MaCABAEUS,  or  M'BeE,  orMACALPINE.'JoHN, 
D.D.  a  learned  Scotchman,  who,  embraciTig  the  Re- 
JbrmaHon,  fled  to  England  in  1532 ;  afterward* 
retired  to  Denmark,  and  was  made  PrqfesMr  <^ 
Divinity  in  Copenhagen,  where  he  died  1557. — 
Enarratio  in  JDeuteronomium  Doctoris  Job.  Mac- 
chabei  Alpioatus.     Lond.  1563,  8vo. 

My  notice  of  Macalpine,  or  Macabaeus,  is  takm  from  M'Crie'a 
Life  of  Knox ;  but  the  above  title  is  ccq>ied  from  Bishop  Wtl- 
Idns's  list._  It  would  seem  that  Dr.  M'Crie  was  not  aware  of  the 
existence  of  this  work.  He  refers  to  Annot.  in  Mstthaeum  of 
his,  but  is  uncertain  whether  they  were  in  MS.  or  printed.  The 
last  word  of  the  title  I  have  quoted  shows  the  descent  of  the 
writer,  and  corroborates  Dr.  M'Crie's  account  of  him. 

Macculloch,  Robebt,  D.D.  a  mimtter  of  the 
Church  (^Scotland,  atDairsie,  in  Ftfeshire. — Lec- 
tures on  the  Prophecies  of  Isaiah.  Lond.  1791- 
1805,  4  vol.  8ro. 

TheM  large  volumes  are  proofs  of  Dr.  Macculloch's  laboriona 
diligence  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office.  Popular 
lectures  on  such  a  book  as  the  Prophecies  of  Isaiah,  are  not  per- 
haps the  most  satis&ctory  books  to  those  who  desire  to  be  criti- 
cally satisfied  respecting  the  meaning  of  the  Scriptures.  Many 
things  must  be  omitted  or  assumed  in  addresses  or  expositions 
to  a  promiscuous  andience,  iriiich  are  necessary  tar  the  satisfac- 
tion of  a  learned  inquirer.     How  Jar  Dr.  Macculloch  is  qualified 
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for  i^odiimiig  &  work  of  sach  a  desciiptjoii,  it  is  aeedleM  to  in- 
qnire ;  aa  this  was  not  liis  object  in  the  present  andertaking. 
He  has  made  a  liberal  use  of  Vitringa :  of  wboae  learned  work, 
indeed,  these  Lectures  may  be  considered  a  tolerable  abridg- 
ment, or  epitome  in  English.  He  has  also  occasionally  referred 
to  Lowth.  But  there  is  little  evidence  of  such  an  acquaintance 
with  the  Hebrew  language,  and  other  critical  aids  as  are 
essential  to  the  correct  interpretation  of  this  sublime  but  diffi- 
cult book.     The  Doctor  is  very  evangelic^  in  his  sentiments. 

Mace,  William,  a  Presbyterian  dissenting  mi- 
nister qf  the  Arian  persuasion. — The  New  Testa- 
ment in  Greek  and  English,  CDntainiDg  the  original 
text,  corrected  from  tiie  authority  of  the  most  au- 
thentic MSS. ;  and  a  new  version  formed  agree- 
ably to  the  illustrations  of  the  most  learned  commen- 
tatore  and  critics,  etc.    Lend.  1729,  2  vol.  8vo. 

The  text  and  translation  of  this  edition  both  use  very  unwar- 
rantable liberties  with  the  original.  The  author  appears  to  have 
been  influenced  by  his  theological  opinions,  both  as  an  editor 
and  a  translator,  and  was  altogether  unfit  for  such  a  work,  from 
sentiment,  feeling,  and  taste.  Dr.  Doddridge  frequently  refers 
to  his  translation  and  notes  with  disapprobation.  It  is  a  beau- 
tifully printed  hook..  Even  Dr.  Geddee  pronounces  it  a  ridicu- 
lous and  profane  work ;  and  a  very  extended  and  valuable  re- 
view of  it  was  published  by  Dr.  Twells: — A  critical  examination 
of  the  late  text  and  version  of  the  New  Testament.  Lond,  1732, 
S  voL  Svo.  Mace's  work  was  published  without  a  name ;  but 
it  was  dedicated  to  Lwd  King.  Wolfius  was  bo  much  pleased 
with  Dr.  Twells's  vindication  of  the  authority  of  the  Apocalypse, 
that  he  translated  and  inserted  it  in  the  Prolegomena  to  that 
book.

Macknioht,  Jahes,  D.D.  a  minister  <^  Me 
Church  ^  Scotland,  who  died  in  1800. — ^A  Har- 
mony of  the  Four  Gospels,  in  which  the  natural 
order  of  each  is  preserved.

This  is  the  most  nluable  vork  of  its  kind  in  the  English 
language.  Leas  violence  is  done  to  the  text  of  the  Evtuogeliata, 
than  by  most  harmonies ;  and  the  evuigelical  narratives,  hj  be- 
ing minutely  oomporetl,  often  very  happily  illuatrete  one  an- 
other. Many  of  the  discouraes  and  miiaclesj  which  an  usually 
considered  as  the  same,  though  differing  in  some  circumstances, 
according  as  they  are  described  by  the  several  writers,  Mac- 
knight  considers  as  really  different.  In  a  number  of  instances, 
however,  the  similarity  is  so  great,  that  he  fails  to  produce  con- 
viction that  the  &ct8  were  different.  His  preliminary  obsora- 
tions  cmitain  useful  infttnnation  ;  his  notes  are  seldom  profound; 
and  the  paraphrase  occasionally  contains  sentiments,  which  do 
not  accord  with  the  doctrine  of  the  Evangelists.  A  }^ttn  trans- 
lation of  the  Harmony  was  published  at  Bremen  in  177S.  Dr. 
Lardner  addressed  a  letter  to  Macknigbt,  containing  atmie  ob- 
servations on  the  Harmony.  In  the  introduction  to  it  he  very 
gravely  says,  "  If  my  thoughts  are  somewhat  different  &om 
yours,  I  do  not  know  that  you  have  any  good  reason  to  be  of- 
fended."    It  occurs  in  the  last  volume  of  Lordner's  works.

This  b  one  of  the  most  useful,  and  of  the  most  dangerous 
botdcs  on  the  New  Testament ;  which  has  thrown  considerable 
light  on  the  Epistles,  and,  at  the  asme  time,  has  propagated  most 
pemicioua  views  lit  their  leading  doctrines.  With  the  eiceptioa 
of  the  divinity  and  atonement  of  Christ,  scarcely  any  other  doc- 
trine is  properly  stated  by  this  learned  writer.  His  views  of 
justification  are  subversive  of  the  grace  of  Christ,  and  affect  all 
his  reasonings,  and  many  of  his  criticisms  on  the  Epistles.  His 
doctrinal  system,  if  it  deserves  this  appellation,  is  quite  peculiar 
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to  himKlf.  If  it  be  cftUed  Arminian,  it  ia  certainly  the  clum- 
siest Arm  in  inn  inn  in  the  language.  It  w&nta  the  merit  <^  cor- 
rectnesa  and  cooaistency,  and  yet  is  constantly  obtruded  on  the 
render's  attention. 

Ai  a  critical  work,  it  is  entitled  to  rank  ht^.  The  Pre&ces 
to  the  Epiatles,  and  the  view  and  jlluBtratiim  of  the  &cta  and 
arguments,  prefixed  to  the  several  chapters,  are  generally  admi- 
rable. Great  attentioa  is  oniformly  paid  to  the  scope  and  de- 
sign of  the  inspired  writer.  What  he  calls  the  Commentary,  is, 
in  fact,  a  paraphrase,  which  commonly  engrosses  the  words  of 
the  text,  and  is  seldom  so  diffiiae  and  tautolt^cal  as  the  gene- 
rality ctf  paraphrases.  His  notes  discover  very  considerable  ac- 
quaintance with  sacred  criticism ;  and,  had  they  contained  less 
of  his  erroneous  theoh^,  would  have  been  very  valoaUe.  The 
translation  is  too  literal  to  be  always  correct,  and  is  frequently 
not  good  English ;  too  much  latitude  of  meaning  is  given  to  the 
Greek  particles  and  prepoaitionB ;  and  too  many  supjJements  are 
sometimes  employed.  A  well-informed  Christian  may  be  matfr- 
riatly  assisted  by  Macknight ;  but  an  imperfectly  enlightened 
me  will  either  be  sadly  perplexed  by  his  discussions,  or  led  to 
adopt  the  most  injurious  mistakes.  Parkhnrst  speaks  of  it  as  a 
"  luminous  and  valuable  work  ;"  and  the  British  Critic  repre- 
sents it  as  "  a  work  of  thcolc^cal  labour  not  often  pamlleled, 
and  an  ample  storehouse  of  observations,  to  exercise  not  only  the 
student  but  the  adept  in  divinity." 

Maclaurin,  John,  one  qfthe  minUters  ofGhu- 
gow,  and  brother  ^  Colin  Maclaurin,  the  celebrat- 
ed foathemaHdan ;  bom  in  Argyleshire,  169S; 
(fierf  1754. — An  Essay  on  ttie  Prophecies  relating 
to  the  Messiah,  etc.     Edinb.  1778,  8vo. 

This  work,  of  a  moat  powerful  and  accomplished  mind,  affords 
much  assistance  for  undnstanding  the  numerous  predictions  erf 
the  Old  Testament  relative  to  the  Messiah  and  his  times.  There 
are  subjoined  to  it  three  sermons,  and  an  important  inquiry  into 
happiness.  His  sermon  on  the  cross  of  Christ  and  smaller  esssya 
have  long  been  known  and  deservedly  celebrated.  Of  these  a 
very  neat  edition  in  S  vcd.  12mo.  was  pnUisfaed  at  EdiDbtu^  ia

My  opinion  of  this  wtnk  may  be  given  in  an  extnct  from  a 
review  of  it,  fumiahed  by  me  for  a  Londcm  periodical  work 
In  July  I8I9.  "  We  are  acquainted  with  no  exposibwy  work 
in  our  language,  which,  within  so  snuUl  a  compass,  contains  so 
much  valuable  matter,  and  truly  scriptural  iUnstratitni.  It  is 
not  a  work  of  imaginatitKi,  but  of  judgment.  It  does  not  deal  in 
ccM^ecturea  or  random  interpretations;  but  in  solid  judicious  in- 
vestigation. It  discovers  no  fondness  for  novelty,  nor  any  silly 
attachioeiit  to  the  mK'age  of  andqnity.  It  is  umfinmly  calm, 
.  serious,  and  Bcriptural.  The  illustrations  of  the  divinity,  the 
sacrifice,  the  priesthood,  and  the  covenant  of  our  Lord  Jeenii 
Christ,  are  most  exceUent,  though  on  some  points  he  differs  from 
expositors  of  established  reputation.  Some  of  the  subjects  on 
which  he  rather  dissents  from  very  generally  received  opinions, 
are  taken  up  in  an  appendix  to  the  second  volume.  It  nmtaina 
an  essay  on  the  double  sense  of  prophecy  ; '  one'  on  the  admini- 
stration of  angels  previous  to  Christ's  resurrection  and  exaltation, 
and  another  on  the  exercise  of  his  |»iestly  office  in  heaven."

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This  is  an  able  anonymvos  tract  by  a  man  of  learalng  and  ta- 
lents. It  was  intended  as  a  reply  to  a  pamphlet  on  the  same 
subject  in  which  the  prophecy  <^  Daniel  was  applied  wholly  to 
the  Jens.  Dr.  Maoqaeen  was  the  author  of  Letters  on  Hume's 
History  of  Ei^land,  which  hare  been  often  referred  to  with  high 
approbation. 

Macaae,  David,  a  licentiate  preacher  in  the 
iSkoHsh  Established  CSturch,  who  died  a  Jew  years 
ago.

This  is  a  curious  rathn  than  a  valuable  book.  The  author's 
xeal  for  a  new  translation  was  greater  than  his  capacity  and  his 
learning.  His  interpretation  is  mixed  up  with  bis  version,  and 
both  together  sometimes  make  a  very  curious  medley.  Tlie 
ftJlowing  specimen  will  illustrate  his  manner,  and  show 
how  short  work  be  make*  with  the  difficulties  of  Scripture. 
Judges  V.  S6^40 :  "  And  she  said  to  him,  My  father,  do  to  me 
according  as  thou  hast  vowed  to  the  Eternal,  since  he  has  taken 
vengeance  of  thine  enemies  the  Ammonites,  only  allow  me  two 
months  to  walk  on  the  mountains  witb  my  companions,  bewailing 
my  perpetual  celibacy,  in  being  devoted  to  tbe  service  of  the  ta- 
bernacle, to  do  female  work  therein.  And  be  said.  Go  as  thou 
bast  said ;  and  she  went.  And  at  the  end  of  two  mraiths  she 
retomed  to  her  fiuber,  and  he  devoted  her  as  he  had  vowed. 
And  it  was  the  custom  of  the  daughters  of  Israel  to  converse 
with  Jephtboh's  daughter  four  days  yearly." 

MADAN,MAnTiN,D.D.  a  clergyman  qftke  Church 
^England,  Chaplain  to  the  Lock  Hospital ;  bom

I  nodce  this  book,  not  on  account  of  its  subject,  or  as  ap- 
proving the  views  of  tbe  writer,  but  on  account  of  the  quantity 
of  discussion  respecting  the  meaning  of  many  parts  of  Scriptnre 
vfiiich  is  to  be  found  in  it.  The  author  was  a  learned  and  able 
man,  and  well  read  in  tbe  Scriptures ;  but  took  up  a  very  un- 
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suitable  subject,  especially  for  s  ChriBtiaii  minister.  The  con- 
troversy whicli  hia  book  occasioned  lasted  long,  and  was  carried 
on  with  great  keenness-  Among  tliose  who  distingnislied  tbem- 
selves  in  it  were  Sir  Richard  Hill,  Dr.  Hsweis,  and  the  Rev. 
James  Penn. 

Magdebueg  Centubiatoes. — Ecclesiastica 
Historia,  integram  Ecclesiae  Christi  ideam,  quantum

This  important  work  b^^an  to  be  published  in  1S59  in  foJia, 
and  was  completed  as  fiu-  as  it  went  in  1574-  It  was  also  re- 
published in  1624  at  Basil ;  but  this  edition  is  said  not  to  be  so 
valnable  aa  the  first.  It  is  called  the  Centurialorr,  because  the 
authors  go  over  the  subject  by  centuries,  and  devote  a  volume 
to  each  century  ;  and  because  the  first  volumes  were  compiled 
at  Magdeburg,  though  the  work  was  published  at  Basil,  Magde- 
burg is  genendly  added  to  the  description.  It  consists  of  thir- 
teen volumes,  and  consequently  breaks  off  at  the  end  of  the 
thirteenth  century.  The  chief  author  or  compiler  was  Matthew 
FlaciUH,  commonly  called  Illyricus,  professor  of  divinity  at  Jena. 
He  was  assisted  by  Nicholas  Gallus,  John  Wigandns,  and  Mat- 
thew Judes,  ministers  of  Magdeburg,  and  by  a  number  of  other 
learned  men,  both  lay  and  clerical. 

Each  century  is  divided  into  sixteen  chapters ;  the  ^rtt  ex- 
hibits a  tabular  view  of  the  whole  century  ;  the  second  details 
the  progressive  enlargement  of  the  church  ;  the  third  treats  of 
its  persecutions  or  tranquillity,  and  uf  the  punishment  of  its 
persecutors  ;  the^/ourf  A  exhibits  the  doctrine  of  the  church  ;  the 
,^k  the  errors  and  heresies  that  sprung  up ;  the  nxth  ita  rit^ 
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and  cereuoniea ;  the  Mcentk  it*  government,  in  widak  are  iadnd- 
-  ed,  accounts  of  libraries,  schools,  power  of  magistrates,  discipline, 
popes ;  the  eighth  gives  on  account  of  the  schisms  which  took 
place ;  the  ninth  of  the  councils  which  were  held ;  the  tenth 
contains  lives  of  bishops  and  doctors  ;  the  eleventh  of  heretics  ; 
the  ttveijlh  of  martyrs  ;  the  thirteenth  treats  of  miracles  and  pro- 
digies ;  the  fourteenth  of  the  state  of  the  Jews ;  the  Jifleenik 
of  the  state  of  religion  without  the  church  ;  and  the  ttxleenth 
discusses  the  political  changes  in  the  empire. 

Such  is  a  general  view  of  a  prodnctiouj  which  Moeheim,  no 
inadequate  or  prejudiced  judge,  pronounces  "  that  immortal 
work,  which  restored  to  the  light  of  evidence  and  truth,  the 
iacts  relating  to  the  rise  and  pn^ress  of  the  Christian  diorch, 
which  had  been  covered  with  thick  darkness,  and  c<m-npted  by 
innumerable  fables."  It  displays  incredible  industry,  great 
fidelity,  and  general  accuracy  of  arrangement,  with  great  per- 
^icuity  of  statement.  These  excellences,  says  Walch,  hare 
secured  for  the  Centnriators  the  highest  estimation  among  all 
who  value  history  from  its  truth.

This  is  one  of  the  ablest  critical  and  polemical  works  of  modem 
times.  Archbishop  Magee  is  truly  a  malleux  hereHcomm.  He 
is  on  excellent  scholar,  an  acute  reasoner,  and  is  possessed  of  a 
moat  extensive  acquaintance  with  the  wide  field  of  argument 
to  which  his  volumes  are  devoted.  The  plan  of  the  work  is  ob- 
jectionable.  There  ore  two  discourses,  an  extended  series  of 
elaborate  notes,  with  postscripts,  appendices,  and  notes  upon  the 
appendices.  There  is  also  a  spirit  of  stem  severity  occasionally 
discovered,  which  is  calculated  to  repel  rather  than  conciliate  an 
adversary.  But  the  profound  biblical  information,  on  a  variety  of 
topics,  which  the  archbishop  brings  forward,  must  endear  his  name 
to  all  the  lovers  of  Christianity.  On  one  or  two  points  connect- 
ed with  the  design  of  the  atonement  of  Christ,  a  decree  of  ob- 
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scurity  hangs  vret  the  laogaage  of  the  work,  which  a  chiM  at- 
tention to  Rom.  ill.  25,  S6  would  remove.

This  is  &  reqtectable  work,  by  a  learned  and  pioiu  minister  of 
Perth,  which  is  now  Msrcely  known.  It  consists  of  177  pages,  and 
^-wntaina  on  analysis  of  the  different  parts  of  the  Acts,  with  il- 
InstrBtions  of  the  narratire,  and  practical  obserrationa  thron^- 
ont.  At  the  beginning  are  several  poetical  addresses  to  the  an- 
tbor ;  and,  among  the  rest,  the  following  lines,  by  the  well- 
known  Andrew  Melville  i

The  modest  author  of  these  notes  goea  over  the  booke  of 
Scripture  in  their  r^olor  order ;  amending  the  reading,  and 
correcting  the  tnuulation  of  a  considerable  number  of  obscure 
and  difficult  passages.  The  book  is  now  scarce,  but  is  very  well 
deserving  of  being  consulted.  There  was  a  reply  to  it  pnblish-. 
ed  shortly  after  iU  appearance : — Objections  to  the  Critical  Notes 
on  some  Passages  of  Scripture.  By  £.  Langford.  Lond.  1747* 
8vD.  Mr.  Mfanne  was  also  the  author  of  a  Latin  Dissertation  aa 
The  True  Years  of  the  Birtband  Death  of  Christ.  Lond.  17S8, 
8vo.     He  was  evidently  a  man  of  considerable  learning.

These  works  are  entirely  philolo^cal,  and  coatain  niuneroiu 
extracts  from  the  classical  writers,  to  illustrate  the  phraseoIog7 
of  the  New  Testament.  Van  Marie  is  very  similar  to  Palairet, 
Init  follows  slowly  after  Raphelios  and  Eisner. 

Marsh,  Herbert,  D.  D.  Siskop  qf  Peterho- 
rot^A. — ^Letters  to  Mr.  Arcbdeacon  Travis,  etc, 
Leipzig,  1795,  8vo. 

These  letters  belong  to  the  controrersy  respecting  the  hea- 
venly witnesses,  I  John  v,  7,  and  contain  a  learned  and  master- 
ly reriew  of  Travis's  vindication  of  the  passage,  and  a  satisfiw- 
tory  demonstration  that  it  is  an  interpolation.  There  is  much 
curious  and  minute  criticism  in  the  volume,  which  hosltmg  been 
scarce. 

— A  Course  of  Lectures,  containing  a  description 
and  systematic  arrangement  of  tfae  several  branches 
o£  divinity ;  accompanied  with  an  account,  both  of 
the  principal  authors,  and  of  the  progress  which  has 
been  made  at  diffi^^nt  periods,  in  theological  leam- 
'ing.  Camb.  1810,  8vo.  The  sevmth  part  was 
published  in  18S3. 

The  coui'se  which  this  important  work  embraces  is  not  yet 
completed.  Od  every  thing  relating  to  biblical  criticism.  Inter- 
pretation, and  the  history  of  theology,  the  learned  author  is  quite 
at  home.  These  lectures  are  e^iceedingly  valuable,  and  have 
furnished  many  of  the  remarks  on  books  which  are  inserted  in 
this  Bibliothecs.  It  would  be  indecorous  in  me  to  pronounce  on 
the  literary  or  theolf^cal  qualifications  of  the  translator  of 
Michaelis,  whose  numerous  writings  ore  well  known  to  every 
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Mabsham,  Sib  Jobn,  a  learned  but  *eeptieal 
English  baronet;  died  1673. — Chronicus  Canon. 
Aegyptiacus,  Hebraicus,  Graecus,  etc  Lond.  1673, 
foL    Lips.  1676, 4to.    Franek.  1696. 4to. 

TfaeK  is  a  vast  deal  of  curious  learmng  in  this  work,  with 
very  little  method  or  arrangement.  The  tendency  of  it  is  to  de- 
stroy confidence  in  the  Scripture  chronolr^,  and  to  induce  the 
belief  that  all  the  Jewish  rites  and  ceremonies  were  of  Egyptian 
migin.  Witsius,  who  replied  to  it,  allowa  it  to  be  a  work  of 
Talae,  discovering  much  reading  and  thought,  snd  calculated  to 
aid  the  inquirer  in  pursuing  the  obscnre  and  perplexing  labyrinths 
of  antiquity. 

Maktin,  Datid,  vUnieter  qf  the  Protestant 
Church  at  Utrecht:  bom  1639 ;  diednU^-A  Cri- 
tical DisBertation  upon  the  seventh  verse  of  the 
fifth  chapter  of  St.  JohnV  First  Spistle.  Trans- 
lated from  the  French.

These  two  tracts  contain  a  considerable,  portion  of  information 
on  the  controversy  respecting  the  heavenly  witnesses,  for  whose 
testimony,  in  1  John  v.  7,  the  author  very  earnestly  but  unsuc- 
cessfully contends.  His  statements  are  ftequently  incorrect,  and 
his  reasonings  consequently  inconclusive.  The  substance  of  his 
pamphlets  was  republished  in  1 809,  by  Mr.  Pharez,  in  a  critiqne 
on  an  article  in  the  Eclectic  Review ;  to  which  s  very  able  answer 
was  returned,  in  an  article  inserted  in  vol.  vi.  pp.  62  and  155. 

— A  Second  DiBSertation,  by-Mr.  Martin,  in  Defence 
of  the  Testimony  given  to  our  Saviour  by  Josephus.

We  must  applaud  the  zeal,  though  we  cannot  always  approve 
the  wisdom  of  this  worthy  defender  of  Christianity.  The  testi- 
mony of  Josephns  to  Christ  he  has  defended  with  considerable 
learning  and  acuteness.    The  same  view  of  the  testimony  of  the 
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learned  Jew  haa  been  giren  by  Doabuz,  Whieton,  Huet,  Lwd- 
ner,  Bryant,  Dr.  Jones,  and  Mr.  Hartwell  Home.  Mr.  Martis 
vss  the  author  of  a  French  translation  of  the  Bible,  with  short 
'  notes,  which  enjoys  a  respectable  character.  It  appeued  at  Am- 
sterdam in  1707,  in  2  vol.  fol. 

Mather,  Samuel,  an  Etigluh  disaenting  mi- 
nuter at  Witney. — ^A  Vindication  of  the  Holy  Bi- 
ble, wherein  the  Arguments  for,  and  Objections 
against,  the  Divine  original  Purity  and  Integrity  of 
the  Scriptures  are  proposed  and  considered.  Lond. 
1728,  8vo. 

There  is  a  lai^  portion  of  very  useful  iniwniation  in  this 
work,  which  is  divided  into  six  books,  and  these  ageia  into 
many  chapters.  Mather  had  a  respectable  acquaintance  with 
the  literature  of  the  Bible.  In  Hebrew,  he  is  of  the  old  school, 
and  defends  the  Masorets  and  Buxtorfs  with  a  good  deal  of 
keenness. 

Matthai,  Christian  Fbederic,  Prqfesaor  ^ 
Greek,  Jhrmerly  at  Moscow,  afterwards  at  Wiiiem- 
berg.

This  edition  of  the  Greek  Testament  was  formed  fttim  MSS. 
found  by  Professor  Matthai  in  the  Moscow  libraries.  Michaelis 
•ays,  "  He  has  made  his  collection  of  varioas  readings  with  great 
labonr  end  diligence;  he  found  in  his  MSS.  a  confirmation  of 
many  readings,  which  I  should  have  hardly  expected,  because 
they  are  MSS.  of  a  different  kind,  and  of  a  different  country 
from  thorn  which  he  used  :  nay,  even  those  of  the  western  edi- 
tion, of  which  he  speaks  with  the  utmost  contempt,  he  has  cor- 
roborated by  the  evidence  of  his  Moscow  MSS.  This  edition  is 
absolutely  necessary  for  every  man  who  is  engaged  in  the  criticiBm 
of  the  Greek  Testament."     Notwithstanding  this  testimtoiy. 
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Michiielii  declare*  that  he  considered  Uatthai,  when  he  b^an 
his  work,  "  at  leaat  an  age  behind  the  rest  of  Germany  in  the 
knowledge  of  sacred  criticism." 

Mead,  Rtchapd,  an  eminent phyaician,  andson 
^an  EngUth  Nonco^itrmiat  minuter ;  bom  1673  ; 
died  1754. — Medics  Sacra;  or  a  cominentary  on 
the  diseases  mentioned  in  hol^  Scripture.  Lend. 
1755,  8vo. 

This  is  a  trafialation  from  tlie  Latin  original  of  Mead  hy  Dr. 
Stark,  under  the  author's  own  eye.  It  contains  manyttiinga 
worthy  of  attention  on  the  diaeasea  of  Scripture,  and  ia  the  only 
work  id  the  English  language  on  this  subject  Dr.  Mead  con- 
tends that  the  demoniacal  poeseesiona  were  a  spedea  of  disease. 

Mede,  Joseph,  FeUow  of  Chritfs  CoUege, 
Cambridge:  horn  in  1586  ;  died  in  1638.— -Works. 
Lend.  1678,  fol. 

Mede  was  one  of  the  most  teamed  and  laborious  men  of  a 
learned  and  laborioua  age.  His  works,  which  were  first  publish- 
ed in  detached  parts,  and  after  his  death  collected  into  one  folio 
Vtdnme,  contain  mnch  elabmate  exposition,  and  a  great  variety 
of  learned  and  ingenious  criticism.  There  are,  first,  fifty-three 
discourses,  most  of  them  critical  expoaitiona  of  so  many  passages 
Oi  Scripture.  The  second  book  contains  sereral  treatises  on 
misceDaneoos  subjects.  The  third  book  embraces  his  apocalyptic 
key  J  an  exposition  of  3  Peter,  chap.  iii. ;  the  apoetacy  of  the 
latter  times ;  Daniel's  weeks,  and  some  other  things.  All  sub- 
sequent writers  have  either  been  indebted  to  Mede's  Key,  or 
have  found  it  necessary  to  combat  hia  views.  The  fourth  and 
fifth  books  contain  letters  and  miscellanies.  An  English  trans- 
lation of  the  Clavis  was  pabliibed  in  l643,  4to.  The  tenth  of 
Bishop  Hurd's  discourses  is  chiefly  occupied  with  an  examina- 
tion of  it,  in  which  he  describes  its  author  as  a  "  tuhUme  geituu, 
who  arose  in  the  b^:inning  of  the  last  century,  and  Borprised  the 
learned  world  with  tliat  great  desideratum,  a  key  to  the  fievela- 
tions."  Mede  regards  the  seven  epistles  to  the  Asiatic  churches 
as  prqdieticaL    The  great  object  of  the  key  is  to  point  out  the 
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wdcr  of  th«  Mveral  prophecies,  and  what  he  call*  the  Bynchron* 
iiiiis  of  the  Beveral  Miiea  of  predictioiu  and  ereats.  In  both,  he 
is  certainly  very  successAil.  He  wua  a  ™illatmi-iaTi,  or  a  beberer 
in  the  fint  reBorrectioa,  and  in  the  personal  reign  of  Christ  1000 
yean  before  the  general  resurrectitm.  The  labours  of  Mede, 
through  the  popish  tendency  of  the  court,  met  irith  a  very  poor 
reward.  "  His  notions  about  bowing  to  the  altar,"  he  tells  Dr. 
Twiaae,  "  would  have  made  another  man  a  dean,  or  a  prebend,  or 
stnnething  else.  But  die  point  of  the  Popes  being  antichrist,  as 
a  dead  fly,  marred  the  savour  of  that  ointment." 

Meibohius,  Marcus,  a  Dutch  divine,  who  died 
in  1710. — ^Davidia  Psalmi  duodecim  et  totidem 
Sacrae  Scripturae  Veteris  Testamenti  Integra  capita, 
quae  novi  speciminis  loco  biblicarum  suarum  emen- 
dationum  et  interpretationum  prisco  Ebraeo  metro 
restituit  et  cum  tribus  iutetpretationibus  adparere 
roluit  Marcus  MeibomiuB,  qui  et  multiplices  suas  in 
plurima  sacri  codicis  Ebraei  loca  obeervationes  et 
notas  interaperait.

Meibomias  appears  to  have  been  a  kind  of  literary-theological 
qnack.  He  supposed  that  he  had  discovered  the  long-lost  se- 
cret of  Hebrew  versification ;  and  that,  through  his  means,  by 
divtne  dettiny,  two  great  discoveries  were  about  to  break  fwth  on 
the  world ;  namely,  the  science  of  Hebrew  metre,  and  a  more 
perfect  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  tongue,  than  had  been  poeaesfr- 
ed  by  the  Alexandrine  translaton,  and  by  the  whole  body  of  in- 
ter^«tere  since  their  time.  His  secret,  however,  he  determined 
not  to  discover  without  an  ample  pecuniary  recompense ;  and 
meeting  neither  patron  nor  purchaser  at  home,  he  passed  over 
fixm  Belgium  to  England,  in  fruitless  quest  of  applause  and 
money.  His  reasonable  propossls  were,  that  when  As.  thousand 
snlMcriberB(hiBOwnword8are"sex  millia  cuiiosivum  hominum") 
shoold  give  in  their  names  and  subscriptions  at  five  pounds  ster- 
ling  for  each  copy,  he  would  go  to  press.  He  forwarded  addresses 
Ml  the  subject  to  the  diffoent  sovereigns  of  Europe ;  and  pub- 
lished specimens  of  his  work  ;  the  first  in  I678,  the  last  (noticed 
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■bore)  is  1698 ;  Ixtt  the  man  of  hU  importtuit  Beoret  he  cxrried 
to  tlie  grave.  Posterity  may  contentedly  endnte  the  depriratiiHi ; 
the  absurdity  erf  hie  speccneiiB,  we  are  told  by  competent  wit- 
nesses, was  equalled  only  by  their  arrogance,  and  by  the  re- 
proaches which  he  dared  to  fling  npon  the  sacred  text.  He  was 
■everely  chastised  by  J.  H.  Mains,  fi.  H.  Gebhardi,  and  J.  J. 
ZentgraviuB.  Such  is  Bishop  Jebb's  acconnt  of  this  curious 
work.  (Sac.  Lit.  p.  II.)  It  is  supported  by  the  statements  of 
Walch.  If  the  reader  wish  to  examine  the  writers  on  Hebrew 
poetry  or  versificatioii,  be  will  find  an  excellent  guide  to  them  in 
Jebb's  valuable  woik  on  Sacred  Literature,  Atim  page  9  to  14. 

Melyille,  Andbew,  a  distinguished  ruinister 
f^  the  Church  of  Sa^and;  bom  1546;  died  in 
exile  at  Sedan,  16SSI.

"  The  Carmen  Mosis,"  says  Dr.  M'Crie,  "  is  unqnestitHiably 
the  finest  poem  in  the  collection,  or,  perhaps,  of  any  that  Mel- 
ville wrote.  It  is  worthy  of  the  scholar  of  Buchanan,  and  de- 
serves  a  place  among  the  productions  of  those  modem  writers 
who  have  attained  great  excellence  in  Latin  poetry.  The  au- 
thor did  not  propose  to  transfuse  the  peculiar  beautiea  of  the 
original  into  his  partqibrase.  The  different  genius  of  the  two 
q>ecies  of  poetry  rendered  this  impracticable.  Its  merits  must 
therefore  be  estimated  according  to  the  principles  of  Latia,  and 
not  of  Hebrew  poetry.  The  language  is  classically  pure,  and 
at  the  same  time  not  unsuited  to  the  sacredness  of  the  theme; 
the  versification  Is  correct  and  smooth;  and  the  imagery  is  man^ 
ed  with  boldness  and  delicacy." 

This  work,  I  may  add,  is  inserted  in  the  selection  of  Latin 
poetry  by  Scotchmen,  published  under  the  direction  of  Arthnr 
Johnston — Delitiae  Fo&tanun  Sootwum,  torn.  ii.  Melville  was 
the  author  of  snne  other  poetical  versions  (rf  Scripture ;  among 
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iriiidi  is  a  metrical  panphnae  ef  the  whole  Epistle  to  tJie  H»- 
bsewB,  iriiidL  atill  remains  in  MS.  in  the  British  Musenm. 

Merbick,  James,  Fellow  of  Trinittf  CoU^re, 
Oxford;  bom  in  1718 ;  and  died  in  I769. — The  . 
I^talms,  translated  or  paraphrased  in  English  rerse. 
Reeding,  1765,  4to.  1766,  ISmo. — ^Annotations  on 

the  Psalms.  Ibid.  1768,  4to. — Annotations,  Criti- 
cal and  Grammatical,  on  the  Gospel  according  to 
John.    Ibid.  1764,  8vo. 

Menidc's  rersian  of  the  Psalms  is  nndoubtedly  the  most  poeti- 
cal translation  of  these  sacred  poems  in  the  English  language, 
ft  is  too  poetical  for  ordinary  public  worship ;  but  is  highly  gra- 
tiding,  for  prirate  nse,  to  persons  of  cultivated  taste.  Not- 
withstanding the  high  poetical  dress  with  which  the  Hebrew 
odes  are  dotiied,  the  author,  as  evidently  appears  ftxim  the  an- 
notations which  he  afterwards  published,  studied  the  sense  very 
dosely.  These  annotations  contain  a  great  deal  of  el^ant  cri- 
ticiBm,  though  perhaps  too  la^e  a  portion  of  daBsical  illustra- 
tion.  More  attention  is  manifested  in  pointing  out  the  cl^anca 
of  the  sacred  poet,  than  in  exhibiting  the  spiritual  grandeur  of 
his  subject.  Bishop  Lowth  supplied  the  author  with  many  r»- 
marks,  which,  together  with  those  of  a  learned  anonymoos  friend, 
•nppoaed  to  be  Archbishop  Seeker,  are  inserted  under  their  re- 
spective cbaiacters.  In  an  Appendix,  several  learned  and  in- 
geuioos  dissertations  are  inserted.  These  were  mostly  supplied 
by  the  anonymous  writer,  the  author,  and  Kennicott.  The  small 
work  on  John  extends  tmly  as  far  as  the  end  of  the  third  chap- 
ter, and,  as  well  as  the  work  on  the  Psalms,  is  now  scarce.  It 
also  abounds  with  classical  illustrations,  and  was  designed  toit 
the  use  of  young  persons  as  an  introduction  to  the  study  of  the 
New  Testament.  Merrick  was  also  the  author  of  a  Dissertation 
on  Proverbs  ix.  1,  6 ;  which  I  have  not  seen. 

Meuschex,  John  Geehahd,  a  German  divme; 
bom  1680 ;  died  in  1743. — Novum  Testamentum 
ex  Talmude  et  antiquitatibos  Ebraeonim  illustra- 
tum.

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Bendes  Mensdien's  own  productions,  whidi  ore  the  misUMt 
part,  this  work  contains  varioiiu  diaaeTtatioiu  by  Danziu*,  Rhen- 
ferdtis,  and  Scheidiua,  some  of  them  printed  form^ly.  The 
«ul{ject  of  Jewish  proselyte  baptism  is  treated  at  ootuidersble 
length,  though  the  views  of  the  author  hare  been  disputed  by 
subsequent  writers.  Many  other  subjects,  which  beh>ng  to  the 
Christian  dispensation,  are  illustrated  with  conuderable  learning 
and  genius,  from  the  ancient  rites  of  the  Mosaic  economy,  or 
the  doctrines  of  the  modem  Jews.  The  work  is  in  high  reputa- 
tioB  with  those  who  attach  importance  to  the  kind  of  writing 
which  it  contains. 

MicHaelis,  Christ.  Ben.  Prqfessor  qf  He- 
brew at  Halle,  in  Saxony. — ^Notae  Uberiores  in 
Hagiographa.     Hake,  1735-17dl,  3  vol.  4to. 

This  is  not  exclusivety  the  production  of  C.  B.  Michaelis. 
J.  H.  Michaelis  wrote  the  notes  on  the  first  book  of  Chronicles, 
the  Psalms,  Job,  and  the  Song  of  Solomon.  Rambach,  Professor 
of  Divinity  at  Giessen,  wrote  those'  on  the  second  book  of 
Chronicles,  Ruth,  Esther,  Nehemiah,  and  Ecclesiastes ;  and  C. 
Ben.  Midiaelis  Aimished  those  on  the  Proverba,  the  Lfunenta~ 
tion  of  Jeremiah,  and  Daniel.  This  collection  of  notes  is  almost 
entirely  of  b  philolc^cal  nature,  and  of  unequal  merit ;  and,  as 
some  of  the  portions  of  Scripture  on  which  they  are  written  are 
not  very  fruitful,  they  are  frequently  uninteresting.  C.  B.  is 
also  the  author  of  a  scarce  and  valuable  Latin  tract,  on  the  ra* 
nous  readings  of  the  New  Testament,  on  which  his  son,  John 
David,  built  bia  admirable  chapter  on  that  subject,  and  which 
renders  the  work  of  the  fether  unnecessary.  It  was  published 
at  Halle  in  1749.  His  son  ranks  it  as  the  best  of  his  father's 
productions.  The  third  place  he  assigns  to  his  Notae  Uberiores 
on  the  ProYCTbs. 

Michaelis,  John  David,  the  son  of  Christ. 
Sen.  and  the  most  distinguished  of  this  celebrated 
Jiamily ;  bom  at  Halle  in  1717  ;  and  died  at  Giit- 
Ungen,  where  he  was  Professor  qf  PhUosopky,  in 
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1791.— Introduction  to  the  New  Testament,  trans- 
lated from  the  fourth  edition  of  the  German,  and 
considerably  augmented  with  notes,  explanatory  and 
BUpplemental.  By  Herbert  Marsh.  Camb.  1793- 
1801,  6  vol.  870. 

Of  the  learning  and  researcli  displayed  in  this  valuable  work, 
both  by  its  anthor  and  by  the  accompliBhed  translator,  it  is  im- 
possible to  speak  in  too  strong  terms.  On  the  canonical  autho- 
ritr,  the  critidsm,  the  ancient  rerslons,  and  the  interpretation  of 
the  New  Testament,  no  book  supplies  so  much  important  in- 
struction. The  theological  opinions  of  Michoelis,  however,  are 
by  no  means  to  be  tmsted.  He  was  deeply  tinctured  with  the 
modem  theology  and  philosophy  of  Germany.  He  respected 
the  books  of  the  sacred  penmen,  but  not  the  contents  of  them  as 
he  ought.  There  is  abundance  of  learning,  but  little  appearance 
of  piety  or  seriousness  in  his  writings.  He  intimates  or  starts 
doubts  on  many  important  points,  to  which  he  affords  no  effectu- 
al reply.  His  translator  has  frequently  endeavoured  to  cwrect 
him ;  bat  still  the  book  is  better  adapted  to  an  esublisbed 
Christian  than  to  an  inquirer  or  young  student.  These  Wews 
partly  led  to  a  pamphlet  of  Remarks  on  Micbaelis's  Introduc- 
tion, by  way  of  caution  to  Students  of  Divinity,  which  was 
ascribed  to  Dr.  Randolph,  Bishop  of  Oxford.  Dr.  Marab  re- 
plied somewhat  indignantly,  in  a  Letter  to  the  anonymous  author. 
The  remarker  justly  objects  to  Micbaelis's  views  of  inspiration, 
and  endeavours  to  show  that  Marsh's  hypothesis  of  the  origin 
and  composition  of  the  first  three  Gospels  is  neither  well  found- 
ed ma  consistent  with  itself.  This,  I  suppose,  is  the  opinioti 
now  generally  entertained.  Dr.  Marsh's  notes  extend  only  to 
(he  first  part  of  the  work. 

— Commentaries  on  the  Laws  of  Moses,  translated 
from  the  German,  hy  Alexander  Smith,  D.  D.  Lond. 
1814,  4  vol.  8vo. 

The  title  of  this  work,  which  is  alle^  to  have  been  the  ch^ 
ioettvrt  of  Michaelis,  conveys  but  an  imperfect  idea  of  its  na- 
ture.   As  it  is,  however,  earily  to  be  procured,  it  is  scarcely  ne- 
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CMSCuy  to  describe  it  miniitely.  Perhaps  the  best  title  of  it 
would  have  been  tm  imitation  of  the  celebrated  work  of  Mon- 
tesquieu,— The  Spirit  of  the  Mosaic  Lawa.  It  contains  theo* 
^ogy  i  but  theology  of  a  philosophical  or  political  nature.  It 
discovers  great  compass  of  knowledge  and  power  of  thinking, 
and  throws  considerable  light  on  the  wisdom  and  design  of 
many  of  the  peculiar  laws  of  Moses.  But  I  do  not  consider  it  a 
book  fitted  to  do  service  to  religion.  There  is  a  levity,  a  secu- 
larity,  and  a  grossnesa  in  it,  which  are  calculated  to  do  infinite 
mischief.  Some  parts  of  it  are  rather  tike  the  sportings  of  a 
debauched  anatomist,  than  the  grave  discussions  of  a  ^iloeophi- 
cal  Professor  on  the  laws  of  God.  Yet  qncb  is  the  state  of 
Germany,  that  Michaelis  could  deliver,  in  the  vernacular  lan- 
guage, from  the  professorial  chair,  what  Dr.  Smith  durst  not 
print  in  English. 

Besides  these,  Michaelis  was  the  author  of  many  other  works 
in  German  and  Latin.  Amoi^  the  most  important  in  the  lat- 
ter language  are  his  Spicileginm  Geographiae  Hebraeorom  ex- 
terae  poet  Bochartum,  in  two  parts,  1769-I7SO,  4to.  and  his 
Supplements  ad  Lexica  Hebraica,  in  six  parts,  17B4-179S,  4to. 
His  works  on  the  Chaldaic,  Syriac,  and  Arabic  languages,  are  all 
very  valuable.     There  was  also  published  in  England,  by  him,

These  letters  were  addressed  to  Sir  John  Pringle,  and  contain 
some  ingenious  but  rather  singular  views  of  the  celebrated  pro- 
phecy of  Daniel. 

Michaelis,  John  George,  a  connexion  qf  the 
samejamily;  Prt^essor  of  Diviitity  at  Halle. — 
ObservatioQcs  Sacrae.  Ultraj.  1728, 12mo.  Amst. 
1752. 

These  dissertations  are  on  the  heart  and  brain  of  victims  of- 
fered in  sacrifice ;  on  cutting  on  account  of  the  dead  i  on  the 
conduct  of  Elisha  to  the  children  of  Bethel ;  on  the  dog  as  a 
prophetic  symbol ;  on  the  cloven  tongues  of  fire ;  on  the  ehew- 
bread,  and  on  one  or  two  other  subjects.  They  are  not  of  great 
importance,  and  the  volume  has  long  been  scarce. 
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MiCHAELis,  John  Henry,  another  learned 
theologian  of  the  aamejamity;  born  in  1668;  died 
1738. — Biblia  Hebraica  ex  aliquot  JVISS.  et  complu- 
ribus  impressis  codicibus,  etc.  Halae,  I7S0,  S  vol. 
8to. 

This  is  a  very  ezcellent  edition  of  the  Hebrew  Bible-  It 
contaiiu  the  first  collection  of  Tarious  readings  by  a  Christian 
editor  of  the  Hebrew  Scriptures.  There  are  aXso  prolegomena 
and  abort  marginal  notes  by  the  editor.  Almost  all  the  celebrated 
men  of  this  name  were,  on  the  whole,  attached  to  orthodox  senti- 
ments ;  and  discovered  a  seriousness  of  diapasition  throughout 
their  critical  punuits.  This  remark,  however,  will  not  apply  to 
Sir  John  David,  with  whom  the  name  of  Michaelis  is  now  almoct 
exclusively  associated. 

MiDDLETON,  C0NYEE8,  D.  D.  a  celebrated  di- 
vine qf  the  Church^qf  Ertg^nd ;  horn  1683  ;  died 
1750. — ^A  Free  Inquiry  into  the  Miraculous  Powers 
which  are  supposed  to  have  subsisted  in  the  Cbristr 
ian  Church,  from  the  earliest  ages  through  several 
successive  centuries,  by  which  it  is  shewn,  that  we 
have  no  sufficient  reason  to  believe,  upon  the  autho- 
rity of  the  primitive  Fathers,  that  any  such  powers 
were  continued  to  the  Church  after  the  days  of  the 
Apostles.     I^nd.  1749>  4ito. 

This  work  produced  one  of  the  most  extraordinary  controver- 
■iea  which  was  agitated  in  England  during  the  last  century. 
Middleton's  attacks  on  the  Fathers  were  supposed  to  be  levelled  ^ 
indirectly  against  Christianity  itself,  and  to  be  subversive  of  its 
truth.  He  was  repulsed  without  mercy  or  justice ;  and  there  is 
some  reason  to  fear,  that,  if  the  controversy  did  not  find  him  an 
infidel,  it  left  him  one.  In  1747,  he  published  an  Introductory 
Discourse  to  a  larger  work,  concerning  the  miraculous  powers. 
This  was  immediately  attacked  by  Dr.  Stebbing,  in  Obeervft- 
tiona  on  a  Book  entitled.  An  Introductory  Discourse,  and  by 
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Dr.  Ciukpmui,  in  the  JeBuit  Cabal  &rther  opened.  Both  these 
pnblicatioDB  were  ononpnous.  Dr.  Middleton  replied  to  them, 
in  Remarkfl  on  two  Pamphlets  l&tel;f  published.  Then  appear- 
ed his  Free  Inquiry.  This  was  replied  to  by  I>r.  Parker,  in 
The  Expediency  of  the  Miraculous  Powers  of  the  Christian  Fa- 
thers ;  by  Dr.  Church,  in  A  Vindication  of  the  Miraculous  Pow- 
ers which  subsisted  in  the  first  three  centuries  of  the  Christian 
Church ;  by  Dr.  Brooke,  in  An  Examination  of  Dr.  Middleton's 
Free  Inqairy ;  by  Dr.  Church,  a  second  time,  ia  An  Appeal  to 
the  Serious  and  Unprejudiced  ;  by  Dr.  Dodwell,  in  A  Free  An- 
swer to  Dr.  Middleton's  Free  Inquiry ;  and  by  Mr.  JackB(m,-in 
Remarks  on  Dr.  Middleton's  Free  Inquiry.  Various  other 
writers  were  slso  engaged  in  the  controversy.  Middleton  left  a 
reply  which  was  published  after  hu  death.  It  was  entitled,  A 
Vindication  of  the  Free  Inquiry  ftom  the  Objections  of  Dr. 
Dodwell  and  Dr.  Church.  The  Doctor  was  defended  by  Mr. 
Yates  and  Mr.  Toll.  The  discossion  is  worthy  of  attention ;  tor, 
though  the  combatants  on  both  aides  carried  matters  too  fer, 
considerable  infOTmadon  may  be  collected  fwto  them,  on  the 
chamcter  and  testimony  of  the  Fathers,  the  nature  of  miraclesi 
and  of  the  evidence  which  is  necessary  to  authenticate  them, 
and  on  other  points  closely  connected  with  the  Christisn  reve- 
lation. 

MrDDLETON,  T.  F.  Btahop  qf  Calcutta;  died 
1822. — The  Doctrine  of  the  Greek  Article  applied 
to  the  Criticism  and  Illustration  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment.    Lend.  1808,  8vo. 

'  This  is  a  book  of  profound  learning,  and  most  masterly  criti- 
cism. The  first  pnrt  of  it  is  occupied  with  an  inquiry  into  the 
nsture  and  uses  of  the  Greek  article,  and  the  second  contains  the 
application  of  the  views  previously  established  to  the  interpreta- 
tion of  many  passages  in  the  New  Testament.  The  extenave 
jdiilological  attainments  of  the  learned  writer  are  made  most 
happily  to  bear  on  a  number  of  difficult  texts,  and  especially  on 
some  in  which  the  doctrine  of  the  divinity  of  Christ  is  contain- 
ed. This  path  of  criticism  was  first  opened  by  the  excellent 
Granville  Sharp ;  but  none  has  prosecuted  it  with  so  much  abt- 
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litj  and  indnttiy  u  Dr.  Middleton.  The  Eclectic  renever  of 
this  work  thus  conclndea  a  very  abia  article:  "We  r^ard 
Dr.  Middtetoo'a  second  part  as  a  more  original,  and  a  more  ser- 
viceable acceasion  to  the  treaaores  of  biblical  philology  than  the 
oonflessedlj  merlbnions  labours  of  Bos,  Elsnv,  and  Raphelins." 

Mill,  John,  a  clergyman  qf  the  Church  of 
JEngland;  a  celebrated  Greek  scholar,  and  editor 
^thel^eiD  Testament:  bom  1645;  died  1707.— 
NoTum  Testamentum  Grraecum  cum  Lectionlbus 
Tariantibus  MSS.  etc.     Oxon.  1707,  fol. 

The  Tarioiu  readings  of  this  critical  edition  are  reckoned  about 
S0,000.  Tlie  learned  editor  apent  nearly  thirty  years  on  the 
work,  and  died  within  fourteen  days  after  it  was  completed.  The 
text  is  that  of  Robert  Stephens's  edition,  1 550.  The  ancient 
venions  and  Fathers,  as  well  aa  MSS.  were  ransacked  by  Mill 
ftr  variona  readings.  The  prol^omena  and  notes  are  very  va* 
loaUe ;  but  he  leaves,  in  general,  to  fiatnre  critics,  the  applica- 
tion of  the  mamials  which  he  provided  ibr  the  amendment  of 
the  text.  Dr.  Whitby  attacked  the  work  in  bis  Examen  Millii ; 
but  MichaeUs,  Marvh,  Harwood,  and  indeed  every  critical  sdM>- 
lar,  speak  strongly  of  its  merits. 

The  following  are  the  principal  objections  to  Mill,  most  of 
which  admit  of  a  sufficient  answer,  or  a  very  satisfactory  apcJo- 
gy.  He  is  painiiilly  accurate  in  regard  to  trifles,  and  readings 
that  are  evidently  mere  errata.  He  pays  too  much  attentioa  to 
the  Vulgate  Tersion.  .  His  opinions  in  the  prol^omena,  and  in 
the  various  readings  ulidcr  the  text,  of  particular  MSS.  are  often 
incomplete  and  erroneous.  In  his  extracts  from  the  oriental  ver- 
aiou,  he  baa  recoarse  to  the  Latin  translations  of  them  in  Wal- 
tmt's  Polyglot.  He  frequently  gives  sn  opinion  where  it  is 
superfluous,  and  decides  positively  in  cases  where  neither  of  the 
readings  has  a  manifest  superiority  of  evidence. 

Milton,  John,  the  celebrated  author  of  Para- 
dise Lost;  bom  in  London,  1608  ;  died  in  1674. — 
Prose  Works,  with  Life  by  Toland.  Araet.  1698, 
3  vol.  fol. — The  same,  with  Life  by  Birch.     Lend.

That  tlie  autlior  of  Paradise  Lost  «u  wdl  ocqiuinMd  irit& 
Hm  Scriptures,  is  abondantlf  evident  from  that  inuaortal  pnH  ' 
dDction  of  bia  mnse.  His  prose  writings  atUl  farther  illustrate 
this  &ct.  Those  of  tfaem  rdating  to  the  Scriptures,  which  have 
been  published,  are  chiefly  of  a  coutroTersial  nature.  The  chief 
of  these  are.  The  Doctrine  and  Discipline  of  Divorce ;  Tetnichn^ 
don,  or.  Expositions  upon  the  four  chief  places  in  Scripture 
which  treat  of  marriage  or  nullities  in  mahriage ;  Ci^terion, 
or  ft  reply  to  a  nameless  answer  against  the  Doctrine  and  Disci- 
pline of  Divorce ;  the  Judgment  of  Martin  Booer  omoenung 
divorce ;  of  Refonnation  teaching  C3inrcb  DiacipliDe  in  Eng- 
land ;  the  Reaaona  of  Chnrdi  Government.  Few  readers  will 
agree  with  the  poet  in  the  positions  found  in  the  fiHmer  daaa  of 
these  writings,  and  many  will  differ  from  him  in  the  latter.  All, 
however,  will  acknowledge  the  power  of  bis  writing,  and  the 
poetical  ardour  with  which  he  puisnes  every  tc^c  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  work  lately  discovered  in  MS.  De  Cuitti  Dei,  will 
speedily  appear.  It  will  probably  contain  less  contraversy,  and 
more  of  that  serious  and  softened  piety,  which,  it  would  be  gra- 
tifying to  find,  distinguished  the  latter  days  of  the  afflicted  and 
noble-minded  bard.  As  the  advocate  of  the  rights  of  consdence, 
and  the  ever-intrepid  defender  of  iiis  coontry's  wrongs,  notwith- 
standing his  faults,  he  is  entitled  tonotice  in  every  work  relating 
to  the  liberties,  the  learning,  or  the  religiou  of  En^and. 

MiNTERT,  Petee,  a  learned  Dutch  fkeologian, 
who  died  about  the  hegiiining  qfthe  last  century. —

This  is  a  valuable  lexicon  to  the  New  Testament,  and  was 
more  appealed  to  than  any  other,  previously  to  the  publicatiim 
of  Scbleusner.  The  above  edition  is  preiaced  by  Pritins.  The 
references  to  the  Helnvw  Scriptures  and  the  Septuagint  are  ex- 
ceedingly numerous.  It  supplies  the  place  of  a  concordance,  at 
well  as  of  a  lexicon. 
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MONTPAUCON,  Bebnabd.de,  a  French  JBe- 
netUctine  Monk;  horn  1655;  died  1741.— Hex- 
aplonun  Origenis  quae  supersunt,  multis  partibus 
auctiora,  quam  a  Flaminio  Nobili  et  Joanne  Dni- 
sio  edita  fuerint.     Paris.  1713.  2  vol.  fol. 

Thia  is  a  splendid  and  most  elaborate  n-ork.  It  contains  all 
the  remains  of  Origen's  celebrated  Hexapla,  with  a  great  appa- 
ratus of  learning  to  explain  and  illustrate  it.  There  is  a  large 
preliminary  discoane,  aomeraas  critical  notes,  a  Hebrew  lexicon,  . 
a  Gteek  Lexicon,  and  every  thing,  in  short,  which  is  necessary 
to  enable  the  reader  to  understand  the  fragments  of  which  it  ia 
the  collection.  Professor  Bshrdt  published  an  improved  and 
much  more  conyenient  edition  of  this  learned  work,  in  S  vol.  Sni.

The  olgect  of  these  Exercitations  is  to  show,  that  the  He- 
\aew  Bible  and  Greek  Testament  have  descended  to  posterity 
in  a  very  imperfect  state ;  not  that  the  Jews  had  nt^uUy  cat~ 
mpted  the  sacred  writings,  but  that  they  had  transcribed  them 
so  lugtigently  aa  to  have  lost,  in  Very  num^ttos  instances,  the 
original  and  genuine  text.  To  estaUish  this  position,  Morinus 
«ppee3s  to  the  difierencee  between  the  Hebrew  and  the  Samari- 
tan texts  in  the  Pentateuch,  and  to  the  differences  between  the 
Hebrew  and  the  Septuagint  in  the  other  ports  of  the  Bible. 
He  prefers  both  the  Samaritan  and  the  Septuagint  to  the  He- 
brew text,  and  carries  his  anti-Masoretic  zeal  much  too  far. 
He  was  attacked  by  Simon  de  Muis,  in  his  Asseitio  Veritatis 
Hebraicae,  l€34,  andinhis  Castigatio  Animadveraionum  Morini, 
l6S9-  Morinus  and  Capellus  were  the  great  antagonists  of 
the  Hebrew  verity,  and  of  the  other  Masoretic  doctrines,  and 
were  opposed  by  the  Bnxtor&,  and  their  disdples.  Morinus.  ' 
however,  is  very  silly  and  extravagant,  when  he  would  refer  ua 
for  the  correction  of  the  sacred  text  to  the  Latin  Vulgate.

■ini  Spicil^um  Evangelicum.  Both  these  Utter  works  ara 
valuable.  The  notes  of  Monuj  which  are  almost  wholly  philo- 
logical, are  fall  of  learning.  He  was  well  acquainted  with  He- 
Ivev  and  Greek  literature,  and  paid  great  attention  to  the 
meaning  of  words.  The  author  is  well  known  from  his  quarrel 
with  Milton.

This  i«  an  exceedingly  valuable  book,  edited  by  Professor 
Eichstadt  of  Jena.  It  treats  on  all  the  usual  principles  of  bibli- 
cal interpretation  applicable  to  the  New  Testament  with  great 
accMTacy  and  learning.  It  is  invaluable  as  a  companion  to  Er- 
nesti.  Dr.  Smith  speaks  of  Professor  Moms  as  "  eminently 
learned  and  judicioos."  Beaides  this  important  work,  the  learned 
author  wrote,  under  different  titles,  philological  and  critical  ex- 
podtionB  of  most  of  the  books  of  the  New  Testament,  which  are 
all  highly  deserving  of  attention  from  those  who  are  attached 
to  the  sound  principles  of  biblical  learning.

These  are  tlie  two  moat  celebrated  worka  of  Moeheiin,  which 
bare  long  been  known  to  every  etudent.  The  first  gives  a 
very  luminouB  and  correct  History  of  the  corruptions  of  the  cbuTch, 
Atber  than  of  the  church  itsel£  The  second  supplies  some 
very  important  particulars,  which  he  coold  not  treat  at  length 
in  his  general  history,  and  contains  aome  good  morsels  of  biblical 
interpretation.  Both  works  are  well  translated.  The  former 
has  notes  by  the'traiuilatoi,  but  not  the  latter.  Both  are  indis- 
pensable in  the  department  of  chnrch  history.  Mr.  Vidal 
baa  used  leas  iTeedom  with  his  original  than  Dr.  Maclaine,  who 
has  given  his  own  sentiments  in  the  text  sometimes  instead  of 
Mosheim's  ;  and,  in  his  notes,  has  occasionally  ctmtradicted  him 
rather  unceremoniously.  The  critical  works  of  Mosheim  are 
■  entitled  to  an  honourable  place  among  works  of  this  class : —

This  Toltime  has  just  been  publiahed.  The  treatises  are.  On 
the  State  of  Judea  and  the  neighbouring  Countries  at  the  Com- 
mencement of  the  Christian  Era ;  On  the  Chronol<^  of  the  Life 
of  Christ ;  and,  On  the  Period  of  the  Publication  of  the  Gospels. 
They  appear  to  have  been  intended  to  form  part  of  a  consider- 
able vtak  projected  by  the  aathor,  but  which  he  did  not  live  to 
oomplete^on  the  Historical  Evidences  of  Christianity.  What 
he  has  published  discovers  very  oonsiderable  learning,  research, 
and  OTJgiiiality. 

Napier,  John,  Baron  of  Merchiaton,  in  Scot- 
land;  the  inventor  of  the  logarithms;  bom  in  1550  ;

This  curious  worh  appears  to  have  produced  a  great  Bensation 
when  it  was  first  published.  This  was  not  owing  to  the  philo- 
sophical celebrity  of  the  author  ;  as  the  ivork  in  which  his  di»- 
eovery  of  the  logarithms  was  tirst  announced  did  not  appear  till 
l6l4.  It  was  translated  into  French,  and  published  at  R«chelle, 
in  l603  and  1607,  and  at  Geneva  in  1642 ;  into  Dutch,  and 
published  at  Middleburg  ia  1607 ;  into  German,  and  publish- 
ed at  Leiprig  in  1611 ;  Frankfort  in  \6l5,  1627,  etc.  He  pur- 
posed to  publish  it  in  Latin  himself;  but  did  not  accomplish  it. 
His  account  of  the  origin  of  the  work  is  curious :     "  In  my  t«i- 
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der  years  and  bameoge  in  St.  Andrews  at  the  schools,  having  on 
the  one  pairt  contracted  a  loving  &miliarity  with  a  certain  gentle- 
man, a  papist ;  and,  on  the  other  pairt,  being  attentive  to  the 
sermona  of  that  worthy  man  of  God,  Maister  Christopher  Good- 
man, teaching  upon  the  Apocalyps,  I  was  so  moved  in  admira.^ 
tion,  agunst  the  blindness  of  papists,  that  could  not  most  evi- 
dently see  their  seven-hilled  dtie  Rome  pointed  out  there  ao 
lively  by  St.  John,  as  the  mother  of  all  spiritual  whoredome, 
that  not  only  bursted  I  oat  in  continual  reasoning  against  my 
said  fomiliar,  but  also  from  thraiceforth  I  determined  with  my- 
self, by  the  assistance  of  God's  Spirit,  to  employ  my  study  and 
diligence  to  search  out  the  remanent  mysteries  of  that  holy 
booke."  Among  the  mysteries  which  the  learned  Baron  thoo^t 
he  discovered  is,  that  the  latter  day  would  fall  in  the  year 
1688,  or  at  any  rate  between  that  and  17OO !  Though  it  is 
very  evident  from  this  that 'Napier  was  no  prophet,  considering 
the  period  at  which  he  wrote,  the  work  is  highly  respectable, 
and  discovers  considerable  learning,  and  profound  research  into 
tba  meaning,  as  well  as  great  reverence  for  the  word  of  God.

The  "  improved  version"  of  the  Sodnians,  as  it  has  been  osten- 
tatiously and  not  truly  designated,  has  called  forth  various  ani- 
msdvetsioiis.  The  work  of  Dr.  Nares  is  a  very  able  and  valu- 
able diacussion  of  its  .merits.  The  author  possesses  all  the  learn- 
ing and  critical  acumen  which  are  necessary  in  such  an  under- 
taking. He  goes  over  the  subject  of  the  various  readings  of  the 
New  Testament,  of  which  Unitarians  often  make  an  unwarrant- 
able use,  and  shows  how  very  few^of  them  affect  any  point  of  vital 
importance.  He  also  exposes  thejr  nus-renderings  of  many  pas- 
sages. The  second  edition  of  the  work  is  considerably  enlarged, 
by  the  republication  of  a  letter  to  the  Rev.  Francis  Stone,  in  re- 
ply to  his  Visitation  Sermon,  which  contained  such  an  avowal 
ot  Socinianism  as  led  to  his  deprivation  of  orders.

In  this  work,  the  author  endearoon  to  show,  £rom  the  atate- 
m«ntB  of  the  evangelists,  that  the  character  of  Jesiu  could  not  hare 
been  invented,  and  that  all  the  marks  of  Teradtj'  appear  in  the 
Statements  and  nuumer  of  the  sacred  historians.  The  character 
and  ministry  of  John  the  Baptist ;  the  birth,  infancy,  baptism, 
and  public  ministry  of  Jesus ;  the  calling  of  the  apostles,  and 
his  miracles,  parables,  and  jvc^hodes  form  the  subject  of  distinct 
•eedouB.  Though  not  profiiund,  it  is  in  general  an  accurate  and 
well-written  production,  and  not  undeserving  of  consultation  on 
the  points  above  menticmed. 

Newcome,  William,  ArckhtJikop  of  Armagh, 
and  Primate  qf  IrelaTid;  died  in  1800. — ^An  Har- 
mony of  the  Gospels,  in  which  the  original  text  is 
disposed  after  Le  Clerc's  general  manner,  with 
such  various  readings  at  the  foot  of  the  page,  as 
have  received  Wetatein's  sanction  in  his  folio  edi- 
tion of  the  Greek  Testament.  Observations  are. 
subjoined,  tending  to  settle  the  time  and  place  of 
every  transaction,  to  establish  the  series  of  facts,  and 
to  reconcile  seeming  inconsistencies.  Dublin,  1778, 
large  folio. 

Bishop  Watson  says,  "  many  other  Hannonies  of  the  Gospels 
have  been  published,  but  none  preferable  to  this."  It  was  pub- 
lished in  English  in  180S,  Svo.  and  throws  much  light  on  many 
passages  in  the  evangelists.  In  the  exercise  of  a  very  amiaUe 
candour.  Dr.  Newcome  published,  in  1791.  "  A  Review  of  the 
diief  difficultiiss  in  the  Ooapel  History,  relating  to  our  Lord's 
resurrection ;  intended  to  retract  some  errors  contained  in  the 
author's  Greek  Harmony,  and  to  show  that  Dr.  Benson's  hyp»- 
thesis  is  unsatisfactory."  This  pamphlet  is,  of  oourse,  necessary 
to  complete  the  Harmony.

The  edition  last  mentitmed  cfHituns  also  a  cranparison  of  the 
diief  Tarioua  renderings  of  Dr.  Horsley  on  Hoses,  aud  Dr. 
Blayney  on  Jeremiah.  The  work  is  a  continuation  of  Lowth  and 
filayney's  translations  of  the  prophets.  The  task  was  Adly  more 
difficult  than  that  of  the  two  former  writers,  as  the  minor  pnn 
phets  are  often  uncommonly  obscore.  It  was  not  to  be  expected 
that  this  obscurity  should  be  entirely  removed ;  but  the  learned 
prelate  has  done  much  towards  it.  His  verrion  is  always  dis^ 
tinct ;  his  notes  are  chiefly  verbal,  but  contain  many  <'liw<i<'«l 
allusions.  The  last  edition,  from  its  imbodying  the  notes  i£ 
Blayney  and  Horsley,  is  most  valuable  ;  and  is  also  the  cheapest.

The  pre&ce  is  very  valuable,  and  deserves  to  be  read 
along  with  Lowth's  preliminary  dissertation  to  Isaiah.  "  In- 
stead of  lavishing  most  explanation  ou  what  is  moat  intelligible," 
Bays  the  Monthly  Review,  "and  betraying  the  pride  of  erudition 
where  erudition  is  least  necessary,  he  successfully  employs  his 
solid  judgment  and  efiectual  learning  in  the  elucidation  of  a 
writer,  who  has  been  called  the  Aeschylus  of  Hebrew  poetry."

tors. At  the  end  there  is  a  valuable  list  of  the  English  trans- 
lations of  the  Scriptures  down  to  1790.

'  What  the  learned  prelate  modestly  calls  an  attempt  is  a  very 
valuable  accession  to  the  means  of  interpreting  the  Scriptures. 
The  alterations  on  the  phraseok^  of  the  established  version 
are  only  where  the  sense  evidently  requires  them.  It  is  not  so 
literal  as  Macknight,  or  so  liberal  as  Campbell.  It  contains 
more  of  the  antique  than  the  latter,  and  is  less  uncouth  than 
the  ftnmer.  The  notes  are  for  the  most  part  short,  but  generally 
jndicioua  and  useful.    The  character  of  this  work  has  been  ma- 
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teriallf  injured  by  the  w  called  "  Improved  Veisiun"  of  the 
Unitarians,  pretending  to  be  placed  on  the  bads  of  Archbishop 
Newcome's  ;  by  which  it  is  basely  insinuated  that  the  primate 
WBS  a  Socinian.  Nothing  can  be  more  &iae.  The  work  is 
strictly  orthodox  on  all  the  great  points  relating  to  the  divinity 
and  atonement  of  Christ.  The  critical  labours  of  Newcosie  are 
all  very  respectable,  and  do  credit  both  to  his  feelings  as  a 
Christian,  and  his  understanding  as  a  scholar.  They  axe  all  de- 
■erring  of  a  place  in  every  good  theoli^cal  library. 

Newton,  Sir  Isaac,  the  most  celebrated  philo- 
aopker  qf  ancient  or  modem  times ;  was  bom  at 
Wbolslrcpe,  in  Lincolnshire,  in  1642;  and  died  in 
1727. — Observations  upon  the  ProphecieB  of  Da- 
niel, and  the  Apocalypse  of  St.  John.  Lend.  173S, 
4to. 

This  work  contaida  fourteen  sections  on  Daniel,  and  three  on 
the  Apocalypse.  Out  of  mathematics,  Newton  was  an  ordinary 
man.  These  observations,  however,  show  that  he  studied  the 
Bible  with  attention,' was  well  acquainted  with  its  pbraseolt^, 
and  had  a  high  veneration  for  its  authority.  Sir  Isaac's  acquaint- 
ance  with  ancient  history,  as  appears  from  his  work  on  chrono- 
logy, was  very  respectable,  and  he  avails  himself  of  it  in  explain- 
ing parts  of  these  mystical  books.  It  reflects  no  discredit  on  his 
talents  or  sagacity  to  say  that  his  fame  depends  on  his  philosophi- 
cal discoveries,  not  on  his  espoaitions  of  prophecy.  Dr.  Zachary 
Grey  wrote  an  Examination  of  the  Fourteenth  Chapter  of  Sir 
Isaac's  Observations  on  Daniel,  1736,  8vo.  The  Observations 
themselves  were  translated  into  German  by  Sudemann,  and  pub- 
lished at  Amsterdam  in  1737'     Sir  Isaac  was  also  the  author  of

These  letters  contain  a  considerable  display  of  learning,  in 
opposition  to  the  received  readings  of  these  important  texts.

bom  in  1703 ;  died  1783.^ — Dissertationa  on  the 
Prophecies  which  have  remarkably  been  fulfilled, 
and  at  this  time  are  fulfilling  in  the  world.  Lend. 

— The 
Works  of  TTioraas  Newton,  D.  D.  with  some  Ac- 
co\mt  of  his  Life,  and  Anecdotes  of  several  of  his 
friends.

The  Bishop's  work  on  the  prophecies  is  well  known,  and  has 
been  much  esteemed.  He  may  be  more  safely  trusted  on  the 
prophecies  of  the  Old  Testament  than  on  those  of  the  New.  In 
the  interpretation  of  the  latter,  he  is  far  too  much  influenced  by 
secular  riews.  On  the  Revelation,  he  is  altogether  unsatisfiu^- 
tory.  His  works  contain  thirty  dissertations  on  some  parts  of 
the  Old  Testament,  and  sixty  chiefly  on  some  parts  of  the  New. 
These  are  seldom  profound  or  original,  though  they  contain  oc- 
casionally some  correct  views  of  Scripture ;  but  they  also  show 
that,  on  several  important  points,  the  Bishop  was  not  a  believer 
in  the  doctrines  of  his  own  church.

These  exposiUons  are  part  of  the  plan  formed  hy  some  of  the 
Scotish  ministers  of  the  seventeenth  century,  for  publishing  short 
explanations  of  the  whole  Scriptures,  the  fruits  of  which  have 
been  already  repeatedly  noticed.  Nisbet  appears  to  have  been 
one  of  the  most  judidous  of  the  class.   The  work  on  Eocleaiaates 
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is  krger  than  that  on  the  two  eputles  of  Peter ;  bnt  both  abotmd 
with  correct  and  wholesome  espoeitioDs  of  the  divine  nacleB.  The 
Ecclesiastes  wns  published  long  after  the  aathor's  death,  and  ap- 
pears to  have  been  delayed  on  account  of  some  assertions  on 
diap>  viii.  4,  respecting  suhmission  to  the  sapreme  powers. 
These  durst  not  be  risked  at  the  time,  though  ia  themselves 
both  just  and  hannless.  It  is  rather  niTigiilftr  that  Dickson, 
Hutcheson,  and  Niabet  shonld  all  have  been  ministerB  at  Irvine. 
Pat.  Warner,  afterwards  minister  of  the  same  parish,  notices 
this  in  on  introductory  epistle  to  Ecclesiastes,  and  also  speaks  of 
several  other  respectable  ministers  who  had  laboured  in  the  same 
place.

The  greater  part  of  both  these  works  ia  devoted  to  the  illus- 
tration of  difficult  texts  of  the  New  Testament,  in  which  the 
author  greatly  excels.  In  the  former  work,  great  attention  ia 
paid  to  the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews.  The  latter  contains  ten 
collie  diasertaticms  on  scriptural  subjects.  Noesselfs  senti- 
ments on  aome  doctrinal  subjects  are  rather  free.

This  work  was  written  in  oppoidtion  to  Griesbach's  system  of 
<Jasaification ;  and,  with  the  production  of  Dr.  X<awreDce,  has 
done  a  good  deal  to  shake  the  &bric  which  that  celebrated 
scholat  had  so  long  laboured  to  rear.    The  Inquiry  discovers 
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great  application,  leamingt  and  diacriinination.  It  funuBhes 
much  curioos  and  impmrtant  information  respecting  the  Greek 
MSS.  the  ancient  versions,  particularly  the  old  Italic,  and  the 
state  of  the  received  text.  I  may  add,  however,  that  its  reason- 
ings do  not  so  much  affect  the'text  or  readings  which  Griesbadi 
has  adopted  as  the  processes  of  argument  from  which  they  have 
been  derived.

The  editions  of  Bengel,  Griesbach,  Alter,  Bowyer,  Harwood, 
ore  texts  formed  ftwn  collections  of  MSS.  and  printed  codices, 
and  not  fbnnded  on  aay  of  the  above  editions. 

Under  the  names  of  the  principal  editors,  the  reader  will  find 
in  this  work  every  thing  of  importance  respecting  their  editions 
of  the  New  Testament.  Those  who  wish  a  detailed  discussion 
on  their  respective  and  various  merits,  mnst  apply  to  the  works 
of  Le  Long,  Walch,  Michoelis,  Dibdin,  or  the  more  accessible 
volumes  of  Mr.  Hortwell  Home,  where  much  valuable  inibrma- 
tion  respecting  them  is  condensed  into  comparatively  little  room. 
For  common  purposes,  any  of  the  good  editions  will  answer  suf- 
ficiently. For  the  critical  interpretation  of  the  New  Testament, 
Griesbach  is  inttar  ommum.  "  All  the  modem  editions,"  says 
that  learned  writer,  "  follow  that  of  the  Elzevirs ;  it  was  taken 
from  the  editions  of  Beza,  and  the  third  of  Stephens.  Beza  also 
copied  the  third  of  Stephens,  except  in  some  places,  where  he 
arbitrarily,  and  almost  without  authority,  differed  from  it.  The 
third  of  Stephens  closely  follows  the  fifth  of 'Erasmus,  a  very 
few  places  in  the  Apocalypse  excepted,  in  which  he  prefers  the 
Ounplutensian  to  Erasmus ;  but  Erasmus  was  obliged  to  fi>rm 
the  text  as  he  could,  from  a  few  mannscripts,  and  those  of  mo* 
dem  date,  destitute  of  all  other  aid  except  an  interpolated  edi- 
ticm  of  the  Vulgate,  and  a  few  inaccurate  editions  of  the  Fathers."

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Tliis  work  was  deaigiie4  for  a  compftnion  to  Doddridge's  £x« 
position  of  the  New  Testament ;  but  falla  far  iliort  of  ita  pre- 
decessor. As  the  author  was  inclined  to  Arianiam,  varioiu  pas- 
sages derive  a  colour  from  that  system,  and  altogether  there  is 
a  want  of  reference  to  the  great  doctrines  of  Christianity  through- 
out the  work.

The  A^uments  aad  Reflections  were  translated  into  English 
by  Chamberlayne.  Lond.  1749>  S  rol.  Svo.  There  are  many 
nsefiil  things  in  them,  though  it  is  by  no  means  a  profound  work, 
and  the  sentiments  are  occasionally  incorrect.  It  is  now  entire- 
ly superseded  by  Home's  Introduction,  which  contains  a  very 
Aill  and  accurate  analysis.

At  the  end 
of  the  volume  Ott  mentions  a  number  of  articles,  which  the 
Jewish  historian,  under  improper  influence,  has  passed  over.

Of  this  learned  work  a  translation  was  published  by  Mr.  Allen. 

The  first  book  or  dissertation  treats  on  all 
the  sacrifices  of  the  Jews,  with  remarks  on  some  of  those  of  the 
heathen ;  the  second  is  on  the  sacrifice  of  Christ.  Scone  of  the 
beat  discussions  on  the  subject  of  sacrifice  is  to  be  found  in  this 
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worlc ;  and  in  no  work  is  the  tjpical  relation  of  the  ancient  sa- 
crifices to  the  nature  and  design  of  the  death  of  Christ  more  satis- 
ftctorily  explained.  The  EngLsh  translation  is  respectably  exe- 
cnted,  and  has  made  the  work  accessible  to  alL 

Olave, 
London;  was  bom  in  171»;  and  died  in  1795. —

Oven  was  an  elegant  and  acnt^  scholar,  well  acqnainted  with 
biblical  literature,  and  especially  with  the  Septuagint.  Bishop 
Marsh  says  Ids  brief  account  of  it  should  be  read  by  every  man 
who  wishes  to  be  acquainted  with  the  history  of  the  Septuagint. 
Indeed  all  the  publications  above  enumerated  will  amply  repay 
a  careM  penuaL   He  was  one  of  the  great  promoters  ^  the  col- 
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lationofthe  Greek  MSS.  of  the  LXX.  which  was  nndertakea, 
though  not  completed,  by  his  friend  Dr.  Holmes.  The  work 
on  the  Modea  of  Quotation  is  valuable,  though  it  does  Hot  pve 
all  the  passages  cited  from  the  Old  in  the  New  Testament.  Mr. 
Home  has  made  considerable  use  of  it  in  hia  valuable  chapter 
on  this  subject.

This  is  the  most  valuable  exposition  of  the  Epistle  to  the  He- 
brews ever  published.  The  preliminary  exercitations  which  oc- 
cupy the  first  two  volumes  of  the  octavo  edition,  supply  aa  im- 
mense mesa  of  learned  information  on  all  the  important  points 
of  the  Jewish  controversy.  The  exposition  itself,  though  prolix, 
is  not  tiresome,  and  judiciously  combines  criticism,  exposition, 
and  practical  instruction.  This  is  the  only  e&poBitory  work  of 
any  extent  published  by  Owen ;  but  several  of  his  other  writ- 
ings well  d^erve  a  careful  perusal  for  the  light  they  throw  on 
the  Scriptures ;  such  as  his  Vindidae  EvangeLcae ;  his  work  on 
the  130th  Psalm,  and  his  work  on  the  Spirit.  For  extended 
notices  of  all  his  writings,  I  b^  to  refier  the  reader  to  Memoirs 
of  the  Life,  Writings,  and  Religious  Connexions  of  Jt^n  Owen, 
D.D.  Lond.

Palairet,  Elias,  minister  of  the  French  Pro- 
testant Church  at  Tournay  in  Flanders. — Obser- 
vatiooes  Philologico-Criticae  in  Sacros  Novi  Foede- 
ris Libros.

This  work  belongs  to  the  same  class  with  Eisner  and  Baphel. 
It  appears  recommended  by  Alberti,  Schuttens,  Bern,  de  Moor, 
and  other  members  of  the  theological  faculty  at  Leyden ;  bat 
it  is  not  equal  to  the  classical  illustrations  of  the  more  celebrat- 
ed writers  referred  to.     The  observations  are  generally  short. 
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contain  a  great  display  of  eniditHMi  to  explain  many  thinga  which 
little  require  it,  and  find  many  more  evidences  of  purity  of 
style  in  the  New  Testament  than  the  wiitera  of  it  themselves 
would  hare  been  diapoeed  to  contend  for.  Here  and  there  a 
useful  ohaervation  occurs.  He  printed  at  London,  in  17^5,  a 
Specimen  of  Pfail(dogical  and  Critical  Observations  on  the  New 
Testament,  in  which  he  proposed  to  publish  by  snbscription, 
a  work  of  the  same  nature  in  four  or  five  vtdomes  on  the  whole 
New  Testament.  It  is  probable  the  encouragement  was  too 
small  to  induce  him  to  proceed,  as  the  work  never  appeared. 
On  the  title-page  of  this  tract  he  describes  himself  as  "  Pastor 
Ecdes.  Anglicano-Gallicae  OrenovicensiB."

Of  the  Evidences  of  Christianity  it  is  unnecessary  to  spenk, 
and  the  Moral  and  Natural  Philosophy  of  Paley  do  not  belong  to 
our  plan.  The  Horae  Paulinae  is  more  a  biblical  work  than  the 
others,  and  is  truly  original  in  its  subject,  in  its  construction,  and 
in  its  details.  In  it  he  traces  a  new  species  of  internal  evidence 
for  the  authenticity  of  Paul's  Epistles,  by  observing  the  un- 
designed and  less  obvious  coincidence  of  allusions  and  expres- 
sions, with  the  narrative  in  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles.  In  his 
statement  of  the  value  of  this  species  of  argument,  he  is  clear 
and  judicious.  In  pointing  out  the  several  passages  which  Air- 
nish  the  proof,  he  shows  a  most  intimate  acquaintance  with 
Paul's  writings.  He  is  singularly  ingenious  in  hitting  on  a 
casual  argument,  where  a  comnion  mind  would  have  overlooked 
it.  He  makes  his  deduction  just  as  far  as  that  instance  bears 
him  out,  and  no  farther ;  and,  on  proper  occasions,  be  presses 
his  reasonings  with  convincing  force.

pmerred  at  Berlin  had  beea  referred  to  as  containiiig  the  di(> 
pated  clause.  Pajrpelbauin  has  pat  an  end  to  this  part  of  th» 
eontrorersy,  by  proving  beyond  a  donbt  that  the  Rarian  HS. 
is  a  mere  copy  of  the  Greek  text  in  the  Ctmiplutensian  Bible, 
The  Examen  contains  addenda  to  Wetatein's  collations,  and  a 
letter  sent  to  Arcfadeaoon  Travis,  but  not  formerly  published.

The  expository  works  of  Pareus  are  very  nnmerous,  and  were 
long  highly  esteemed  on  the  continent.  They  were  all  collect- 
ed together  and  pnblished  several  times  in  f(dio  at  Geneva  and 
Frankfort.  He  was  a  decided  Calvinist ;  and  by  some  senti- 
ments thrown  out  in  the  Epistle  to  the  Romans,  on  the  subject 
of  kingly  authority,  he  so  enraged  James  I.  that  he  ordered  the 
vork  to  be  burned  by  the  hangman.  What  a  mercy  the  author 
was  not  in  the  hands  of  his  M^csty. 

Parker,  Samuel,  a  learned  nonjuror,  and  >on 
<tf  Bishop  Parker;  bom  1680;  died  1730.— Bib- 
liotheca  Biblica ;  being  a  Commentary  upon  all  the 
Books  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament,  gathered  out 
of  the  genuine  writings  of  Fathers  and  ecclesiastiT 
cal  historians,  and  Acts  of  Councils,  down  to  the  year 
of  our  Lord  451.    Comprehending  the  proper,  alle- 
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gorical  or  myBtic,  and  moral  import  of  the  text,  as 
delivered  in  the  writings  and  monuments  aforesaid. 
To  which  are  added,  Introductor]^  Discourses  on  the . 
Authors  and  Authenticity  of  the  Books,  the  time  of 
their  being  written,  etc  etc.  Oxford,  1720-1785, 
6  vol.  4to. 

This  extennve  and  curious  worlc,  wbich  was  published  anany- 
Bonsly,  proceeded  only  to  tlie  end  of  Denteronrany.  It  eonuitu 
much  that  is  useless  and  uninteresting.  But  those  who  wish  to 
know  the  opinions  and  expoeitt^  ^entt  of  the  Fathers,  and 
who  have  not  the  means  <^  consulting  their  own  writings,  will 
find  in  it  numerons  specimens  both  of  their  wisdom  and  their 
folly.  Besides  the  Commentary,  there  ore  numerous  diegertarioas 
distributed  through  the  work,  most  of  which  bare  been  ascribed 
to  Dr.  Thomts  Haywood :  many  of  these  are  an  the  most  curious 
and  uncommon  subjects.  There  is  a  vast  display  of  learuing, 
and  altogether  the  Bibliotheca  must  have  cost  its  author  or  ao- 
diors  great  labour. 

As  no  particular  notice  is  token  of  the  Fathers  in  this  work,  I 
take  this  opportunity  of  recoDuneuding  to  those  who  wish  to 
know  about  them.  Da  Pin's  History  of  Ecclesiastical  Writers, 
Cave's  Historia  Literaria,  Walch's  Patristica,  the  works  of  Lard- 
ner,  and  Dr.  Adara  Clarke's  Succession  of  Sacred  Literature. 
Any  account  which  could  have  been  given  of  them  in  this 
work,  would  have  been  very  meagre  and  uninteresting.  Be- 
sides, they  aie  in  general  inaccessible  to  biblical  scholars;  a  pri- 
Tation  which  is  less  to  be  regretted,  as  no  doubt  can  be  enter- 
tained of  the  justice  of  Bishop  Watson's  remark,  that  they,  are 
£u  inferior  to  the  modems  as  interpreters  of  Scripture.

The  services  of  no  writer  of  the  last  ceiitur3r  hare  been  of  so 
much  importance  to  the  EngUali  biblical  student  as  those  of  Mr. 
Paikhurat.  His  Lexicons  are  an  invaluable  treasure  of  sacred 
criticism  and  sound  learning.  They  discover  a  profound  know- 
ledge of  the  Bible,  and  of  the  most  distinguished  writers  on  it ; 
particularly  the  philological,  both  ancient  and  modem.  And 
they  are  not  less  marked  by  the  tone  of  piety  and  correctness 
of  Christian  sentiment  which  pervade  them,  than  by  their  learn- 
ing and  accuracy.  Parkhurst  was  of  the  school  of  Hutchinson, 
and  Capellns.  With  the  former,  he  considered  the  Hebrew 
Scriptures  the  fountain  uf  philosophy  and  science,  and  defended 
his  views  of  the  covenant  in  Trinity,  and  of  the  Trinity  of  na- 
ture. With  the  latter,  while  he  rejected  the  doctrines  of  the 
Masorets,  he  availed  himself  of  th&  aids  of  the  ancient  versions, 
and  every  other  legitimate  means  of  criticism  to  help  him  in  dia- 
covering  the  mind  of  God  in  the  Scriptures.  As  lexicons,  they 
are  unsuitable  for  a  mere  learner  of  the  languages,  as  the  atten- 
tion is  too  much  taken  off  from  the  simple  meaning  of  the  term, 
to  illustrative  digressions  and  quotations.  His  Hebrew  work, 
especially,  is  too  strongly  marked  by  his  Hotchinsonian  peculi- 
arities. But  with  all  their  defects  or  imperfections,  (faults  to 
which  lexicons  are  peculiarly  liable,)  they  will  seldom  be  con- 
sulted on  a  difficult  word  or  phrase  altogether  in  vain.  The 
autbOT  always  endeavours  to  interest  the  inquirer  in  the  doc-  ' 
trines  and  heavenly  tendency  of  the  Bible ;  and  he  haa  made 
not  a  few  capable  of  reading  the  original  Scriptures,  who  must 
have  remained  ignorant  of  them,  in  consequence  of  the  know- 
ledge of  Latin  which  is  necessary  for  the  consultation  of  the 
greater  part  of  biblical  lexicons. 

Pabb,  Elnathan,  a  learned  Puritan  minUter 
at  Palgrave  in  Suffotk—Tht  Works  of  that  faith- 
ful and  painful  preacher,  Elnathan  Parr,  Bachelor 
in  Divinity.  The  fourth  edition,  corrected  and  en- 
larged by  the  author's  own  hand.    Loud.  1651,  fol. 
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These  works  contain  a  commeiitary  on  the  Eomans  of  conai- 
denble  extent ;  and  a  treatise,  which  he  calls  the  Grounds'  of 
Divinity,  a  kind  of  theological  catechism.  Dt.  Williams  just- 
ly characterizes  the  exposition  of  the  Romans,  as  equally  remark- 
able for  soundness  of  sentiment,  familiarity  of  illustration,  and 
want  of  taste  in  style  and  composition. 

Paton,  James,  D.D.  minister  qf  Craig,  Ttear 
Montrose. — An  Attempt  to  shew  that  the  Know- 
ledge of  God  has  in  all  ages  been  derived  from  Re- 
velation or  Tradition,  not  from  Nature.  Glasg. 
1773,  8vo. 

This  book  has  been  by  mistake  sometiines  ascribed  to  Dr. 
Findlay  of  Glasgow.  It  is  very  learned  and  ingenious,  and 
seems  very  satisfactorily  to  establish  the  point  contended  for. 
The  subject  of  natural  religion  has  occasioned  many  disputes, 
which  would  have  been  gretttly  shortened  had  the  scriptural 
views  of  Dr.  Paton  been  more  generally  adopted. 

Patrick,  Simon,  Bishop  qfJBly ;  horn  in  1626 ; 
died  in  1707. — A  Commentary  on  the  Historical  and 
Poetical  Boc^s  of  the  Old  Testament.  Lond.  9  vol. 
4to.  3  vol.  fol. ;  various  editions  ;  of  which  the  folio 
are  to  be  preferred. 

Patrick  is  one  of  the  most  sensible  and  useful  commentators 
on  the  Old  Testament.  He  had  a  competent  measure  of  leam- 
ii^  for  the  undertaking,  of  which  he  never  makes  any  ostenta- 
tious display.  The  elder  Lowth  completed  the  work  on  the  Old 
Testament,  and  the  whole  set,  with  Whitby  on  the  New  Testa- 
ment, makes  six  volumes  folio.  Neither  Patrick  nor  Lowth  has 
BO  mud)  ArminianiBDi  as  Whitby,  though  they  all  belong  to  the 
same  theological  schooL  Whitby  was  superior  to  both  in  acute- 
ness  and  research ;  hot  if  the  reader  do  not  find  in  them  the 
same  talent,  he  will  be  exposed  to  less  injury  from  specious 
and  sophistical  reasonings  against  some  important  doctrines  of 
Christianity.  Patrick  wrote  several  works  besides  his  Comi 
mentary. 
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Papl,  the  Apostle,  the  Epistles  of,  trans- 
lated from  the  Greek,  and  arranged  in  the  order  in 
which  they  were  probably  written.  Part  First. 
With  Explanatory  Notes.     Edinb.  1819>  8vo. 

Of  this  anonymous  vork,  only  the  first  part  lias  been  publiali- 
ed;  which  containa  the  Epistles  to  the  ThessoloiUAiw,  Otkdaiu, 
Corinthians,  and  Romans.  The  alterations  of  the  conunon  trau- 
lation  are  not  very  numerous,  Sotae  of  the  notes,  though  in 
general  short,  are  very  excellent,  and  the  tendency  of  the  whole 
is  good. 

Paxton,  George,  a  minister  qf  ihe  Secession 
Church  in  Scotland. — Illustrations  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures.     Lond.  1819)  2  vol.  8vo. 

These  illustrations  are  drawn  &om  the^eography  of  the  east ; 
firom  the  natural  history  of  the  east ;  and  from  the  customs  of 
ancient  and  modem  nations.  They  contain  a  large  accamnlatioa 
of  varions  and  useful  knowledge  on  the  difierent  topics  on  which 
they  treat.  The  work  deserves  to  be  placed  by  the  side  of  Har- 
mer  ;  and  will,  though  imperfectly,  supplytbe  place  of  Bochart,  to 
whose  learned  works,  it  is  alleged,  Mr.  Patton  has  not  made  all 
the  acknowledgments  which  the  benefit  his  volumes  have  derived 
from  them  demanded.  A  second  edition  of  the  work  is  just  an- 
nounced for  publication. 

Peaece,  Zachaby,  Bishop  of  Rochester ;  bom 
in  1690  ;   died  in  1774. — A  Commentary,  with 

Notes,  on  the  Four  Evangelists,  and  the  Acts  of  the 
Apostles ;  together  with  a  New  Translation  of  St. 
Paul's  First  Epistle  to  the  Corinthians,  with  a  Pa- 
raphrase and  Notes.  To  which  are  added,  other 
Theological  Pieces.     Lond.  1777,  2  vol.  4to. 

Bishop  Pearce  was  an  elegant  scholar,  and  devoted  mudi  at- 
tention both  to  the  classical  writers  of  Greece  and  Rome,  and 
to  the  New  Testament.  Of  his  acquaintance  with  the  former, 
amj^  eridence  ia  afforded  in  his  editums  of  Longinus  De  Sublimit 
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tiU^uid«fCiceroDeOratoK,aiidDeOfficii«.  The wwk, quoted 
abore,  contain*  many  uae&l  observations  on  the  style  and  senti- 
ments of  the  inspired  writers.  The  notes  are  generally  short ; 
and,  thoQ^  occasionally  injudidoua,  throw  considerable  light  on 
the  text.  His  theological  sentiments  are  not  very  marked;  bat 
an  all  important  paints,  I  "suppose  they  were  otvrect.  From 
some  quotations  made  by  Dr.  Smith,  ia  the  second  Tolume  of 
his  Seriptm«  Testi^nony,  it  would  appear,  that  among  the  con- 
tiaental  writers,  the  literary  reputation  of  Pearce  does  not  stand 
very  high.  Their  opinion,  howerer,  relates  to  his  "'BtwriAB'  la- 
boors,  not  to  His  work  on  the  Scriptures,  in  which  he  was  pro- 
bably more  at  home.  There  is  a  life  of  Bishop  Pearce,  by  tb« 
Rer.  J<An  Derby,  prefixed  to  the  Commentary.  It  was  partly 
written  by  the  bishi^  himself,  and  completed  by  Mr.  Derby. 
At  the  end  of  vol.  ii.  is  the  fifth  edititm  of  the  Miracles  of  Jesos 
Vindicated  ;  a  work  tn  r^y  to  Wodston.  There  are  also  two 
letten  to  Dr.  Waterland,  on  the  Eucharist ;  and  two  Latin  let- 
ters addressed  to  Professor  F.  V.  at  Amsterdam.  In  the  finrt 
of  these,  he  discusses  Bentley's  prc^iosed  critical  edition  of  the 
New  Testament.  In  the  second,  he  pn^wses  a  nnmber  of  ccsr- 
reettons  of  tiie  text  of  the  New  Testament.  Both  these  letters 
are  deserving  of  attention. 

Pearson,  Johv,  Bishop  of  C^tt^;  Jor»16ia; 
died  1686. — ^An  ExpoBition  of  the  Creed.  Lond. 
1659,  4to.     Ibid.  1SS4,  8vo. 

This  is  a  work  of  great  learning  and  merit.  It  contains  a 
system  of  theology,  a  good  deal  of  controversy,  and  a  large  por- 
tion of  biblical  exposition.  On  the  last  account,  it  is  entitled  to 
a  place  in  this  work,  and  will  repay  an  attentive  perusal.  To 
the  edition  of  the  LXX.  printed  by  Field  at  Cambridge,  1665, 
then  is  a  learned  PrefiKe  of  nineteen  pages  prefixed,  by  Bishop 
Pearson,  which  deserves  the  attention  of  the  biblical  scholar. 

Feirce,  James,  a  dissenUng  miniater  at  Exeter, 
who  died  tn  1726,  in  the  fifty^hird  year  of  his  age. 
—A  Paraphrase  and  Notes  on  the  Epistles  oS  Paul 
to  the^Colossians,  Pbilippiana,  and  Helvews,  after 
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the  manner  of  Mr.  Locke.  To  which  are  annexed, 
several  critical  Dissertations  on  particular  texts  of 
Scripture.  With  a  paraphrase  and  notes  on  t^e 
three  last  chapters  of  the  Hebrews,  left  unfinished 
by  Mr.  Peirce ;  and  an  Essay  to  discover  the  author 
of  the  Epistle,  and  language  in  which  it  was  writ- 
ten. By  Joseph  Hallett,  Lond.  1733.  4to.  best  edit. 

Peirce  is  by  hr  the  ablest  of  the  continuAtors  of  Locke  ixi  the 
Epistles.  Like  that  great  man,  he  was  unfortunately  an  Arian  ; 
but,  except  on  particnlar  passages,  his  nuatakea  opintons  do  not 
appear.  He  rather  aeeks  to  conceal  than  to  expose  his  theologi- 
cal creed.  Very  few  men,  perhaps,  hare  studied  the  Scripture* 
with  so  much  care  and  ability  as  Peirce.  He  seldom  overlooks 
a  difficulty  ;  and  when  he  examines  it,  he  generally  succeeds  in 
removing  it.  On  the  quotations  made  tnta  the  Old  Testament 
he  is  particularly  excellent.  His  learning  was  profound,  his 
judgment  mature,  and  hie  application  inde&tigahle.  Had  his 
views  of  the  character  of  Christ  been  correct,  he  would  have 
1^  scarcely  any  thing  to  be  desired,  on  those  parts  of  Scripture 
on  which  he  wrote. 

His  work  on  the  Hebrews,  with  Hallett's  additions  and  prefitce, 
was  translated  into  Latin  by  Michaelis,  and  published  at  Halle 
in  1747.  To  this,  as  to  his  translation  of  Benson  on  James, 
Michaelis  added  many  of  his  own  notes.  He  speaks  in  the 
highest  terms  of  admiration  of  the  profound  learning  and  acute 
discernment  of  Peirce.  Hallett's  prefece  was  also  translated 
into  Latin  by  the  learned  Wolf,  and  is  published  at  the  end  of 
hit  fourth  volume  of  the  Curae.  Peirce  wrote  a  number  of 
things  relating  to  the  dissenters,  and  to  the  Arian  ctmtroversy. 

Fellican,  Conrad,  a  learned  Cferman  divine; 
bom  1478 ;  died  1556. — Commentarius  in  Libros 
Veteris  ac  Novi  Testament!.  Tiguri,  1532-1540, 
7  voL  fol. 

Pellican  wrote  on  all  the  books  of  Scripture  except  the  pT»- 
pbecietof  Jonah,  Zechariah,  and  the  Apocalypse.   Walch  speaks 
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of  Mm  a§  thtf  first  among  the  Protestants  who  undertook  an  ex- 
poaitioo  of  all  the  sacred  books,  and  who  wrote  usefiilly  on  them. 
He  often  corrects  the  Latin  Vnlgate,  and  throws  light  on  many 
obscure  phices.  His  works,  howeTer,  are  now  very  rarely  to  be 
met  with,  except  in  old  public  libraries. 

Femble,  William,  a  Puritan  minister ;  Fel- 
low qf  Magdalen  CoUege,  Oxford;  bom  1591; 
died  1623.. — .The  Works  of  that  late  learned  mini- 
ster of  God'g  holy  word,  Mr.  William  Pemble ;  con- 
taining sundry  treatises  and  expositions,  before  ex- 
tant in  several  tracts,  and  now  gathered  into  one  ' 
entire  volume.    Lond.  I63d,  fol.  Sd  edit. 

tn  this  Tolume,  there  is  a  treatise  on  grace  and  faith ;  one  on 
justification  ;  another  on  the  providence  of  God ;  an  analytical 
exposition  of  the  book  of  Ecclesiastes ;  an  explanation  of  some 
obscure  passages  of  Scripture ;  an  exposition  of  the  first  nine 
chapters  of  Zechariah,  and  some  other  pieces.  It  is  unneces- 
sary to  mention  the  doctrinal  system  of -Pemble, — Calvinism  of 
the  old  school.  He  is  by  no  means  a  tedious  writer.  He  ap- 
pears to  have  been  a  good  Hebrew  scholar,  and  employs  his 
learning  very  advantageously,  particularly  in  expounding  the 
book  of  Zechariah. 

Penn,  James,  A.  B.  Under- Grammar  Master 
<^  Christ  Church  Hospittd ;  afterwards  Vicar  ^ 
Clavering,  in  Essex. — ^Varioiis  Tracts,  etc.  Lond. 
1756,  8vo. 

These  tracts  contain  remarks  on  Mr.  Hutchinson  and  his  fol- 
lowers ;  an  essay  on  the  insufficiency  of  human  reason ;  critical 
observations  on  some  of  the  angelic  appearances  ;  Saul  and  the 
witch  of  Endor ;  on  the  remarkable  words  of  Nebuchadnezzar, 
Dan.  iii.  25,  and  some  other  things.  Mr.  Penn  discovers  some 
reading  and  thinking  in  these  essays.  There  is  not,  however, 
'much  of  valnable  interpretation  of  the  Scriptures;  and  hx  too 
lai^  a  portion  of  a  controversial  spirit. 
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Percy,  Thomas,  D.  D.  Buhop  oflhimorei 
horn  1728;  died  in  1811. — ^The  Song  of  Solomon, 
newly  translated  from  the  original  Hebrew ;  with 
a   commentary   and    annotatione.

This  work  was  pnblisbed  anonymously,  bat  came  to  be  known 
as  tbe  production  of  Dr.  Percy.  It  is  very  elegant,  and  is  on  tbe 
plan  whicli  was  afterwards  much  followed,  of  considering  the 
Song  of  Songs  chiefly  as  a  celebration  of  the  earthly  lores  of  So- 
lomon. Viewing  it  thus,  the  Bisht^  is  perh^is  as  happy  aa  most 
<^  hia  successors  of  the  same  school.  If  the  views  of  these 
critics  be  correct,  the  wisdom  of  God,  in  placing  such  a  produc- 
tion in  the  sacred  volume,  remains  to  be  shown.  An  anonymons 
pamphlet,  occasioned  fay  the  Bishop's  work,  was  published  at 
Edinbuigh  in  177fi,  under  the  title  of — The  Song  of  Solomon 
Paraphrased :  with  an  introduction,  containing  some  remarks  on 
a  late  new  translation  of  this  sacred  poem;  also  a  commentary 
and  notes,  critical  and  practical.  8vo.  This  work  contains  ««as 
very  just  reflet^ons,  both  on  the  poem,  and  on  Dr.  Percy's  ver- 
aion.  It  combines  a  literal  application  of  the  Song  to  Solooion 
and  his  bride,  with  an  ultimate  application  to  the  spiritual  af- 
fection which  obtains  between  Christ  and  his  people. 

Besides  the  works  on  Solomon's  Song  mentioned  in  this  BiUio< 
theca  under  the  names  of  their  respective  authors,  the  reader 
may  consult  an  Essay  on  the  Song,  by  the  learned  and  eccentric 
Willian)  Whist<Hi,  inserted  in  his  Essay  towards  reatorit^  the 
true  Text  ttf  the  Old  Testament  In  the  Fr^ments  to  Calmet'a 
Dictionary,  also,  there  is  an  ingenious  attempt  to  arrange  the 
Song  of  Solomon,  and  to  illustrate  it  by  means  of  engravings. 
There  is  also,  in  tbe  appendix  to  tbe  fifteenth  volnme  of  the 
Critical  Review,  1795,  a  literal  En^sb  version  of  a  Datdi 
translation  of  the  Song,  by  J.  C.  Doederlein,  with  a  few  notes.

Perkins,  William,  a  disHaguished  Puritan, 
wko  died  in  1603. — The  Works  of  that  famous  and 
worthy  minister  of  Christ,  in  the  unirersi^  of 
Cambridge,  Mr.  William  Ferkins.  Land.  1608- 
1610,  S  vol.  fol. 

The  wturlu  of  Perldna  are  distitigDiahed  for  their  piety,  leaia- 
iag,  ezt«udve  knovledge  of  the  Sd^ptnres,  and  atrong  Calvi- 
niatic  a^n  mentation.  They  contain  a  nnmber  of  contiOTenial 
and  doctrinal  treatises,  and  an  elaborate  commentary  on  the  first 
fire  chapters  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Galatians,  which  is  completed 
Ity  Bodolfe  Cudworlhe,  B.  D.  The  works  of  Perkins  were 
highly  esteemed  by  Job  Orton,  thon^  far  from  being  a  thorongjt 
Calrinist  himself. 

Peters,  Charles,  A.  M.  a  clergyman  (^  the 
Church  ^E^land. — A  Critical  Dissertation  on  the 
Book  of  Job ;  wherein  the  account  given  of  that 
book  by  the  author  of  the  Divine  Legation  of  Moses 
demonstrated,  ia  particularly  considered ;  the  anti- 
quity of  the  book  vindicated,'  the  grand  text  (chap.- 
xix.  25,)  explained ;  and  a  future  state  shewn  to 
have  been  the  popular  belief  of  the  ancient  Hebrews. 
Lond.  1751,  4to. 

This  work,  as  appears  Awn  the  title,  and  the  anthor*B  pre&ce, 
was  occasicmed  chiefly  by  Warbnrton's  Legation.  It  ia  not, 
howerer,  s  regular  reply  to  that  work,  nor  indeed  is  it  prindpnl- 
ly  devoted  to  it.  It  contains  a  large  portion  of  critical  learning, 
and  throws  much  light  on  all  the  subjects  which  it  investigates. 
The  learned  anthor  contends  that  Job  himself  was  the  writer  of 
the  book ;  a  poeition  in  which  he  will  now  perhaps  have  few 
AiUowers.    Besides  illnstrating  the  poem,  many  passages  of  the

Hebrew  Scriptures  are  critically  cKainined  and  explained ;  and 
the  views  of  a  future  state  which  were  entertained  by  the  Jewa 
fiilly  inquired  into.     It  is  altogether  a  valuable  book. 

Pfeiffer,  Augustus,  D.D.  sometime  Professor 
of  Divinity  in  the  university  of  Leipxig,  afterwards 
Superintendent  qfljubeck ;  born  1610  ;  died  169S.

1704,  2  vol.  4to. 

The  Philological  Worka  of  ProfesBor  Pfeiffer  contain  four  hun- 
dred remarks  on  difficult  passages,  or  what  he  calls  Dubia  vex- 
ftta  Scripturae.  Many  of  these  are  good.  He  first  gives  Sen- 
tentiae  Variantes,  then  the  Decisio,  and  last  of  all  the  Pro- 
baiio.  There  are  ten  larger  dissertations  on  difficult  subjects  ; 
a  treatise  on  henneneutics,  and  one  on  sacred  criticism,  both 
of  which  are  useful ;  a  treatise  on  Hebrew  accentuation,  and 
one  on  Jewish  and  Miriiammedan  theology,  and  another  on  select 
Hebrew  antiquities.  There  are  also  some  other  less  important 
discussions.  Pfeiffer  does  not  deserve  to  rank  in  the  first  class 
of  biblical  writers;  yet  bis  works  discover  both  research  and 
acuteness ;  and  as  they  do  not  fetch  a  high  price,  tbey  will  be 
found  not  unworthy  a  place  in  a  theolt^ical  library.  Walch 
speaks  respectfully  of  his  writings. 

Pfeiffee,  Joach.  Ehhen,  D.  D.  Profess&r  of 
£)ivimty  at  Halle. — Institutiones  Hermeneuticae 
Sacrae  Teterum  atque  recentionim  et  propria  quae- 
dam  praecepta  complexa,  etc.    Eriangae,  1771,  8vo. 

This  thick  volume  of  more  than  eight  hundred  pages,  discusses 
in  fifteen  ohapters  the  numerous  topics,  and  all  the  important 
principles  of  biblical  interpretation.  It  belongs  to  the  modem 
school  of  continental  criticism,  as  some  of  the  sentiments  which 
it  expresses  are  very  free  and  unguarded. 

Philalethes,  an  anonymous  author. — The 
Epistles  of  St.  Paul  to  .the  Colossians,  to  the  Thes- 
salonians,  to  Timothy,  and  to  Titus,  and  the  Ge-

neral  Epistle  of  St.  James :  a  New  Version  from 
the  Greek,  and  chiefly  from  the  text  of  Griesbach.

Considerable  attention  has  evidently  been  devoted  to  this 
version.  In  many  places  the  common  translation  is  much  im- 
proved. The  idioms  of  both  languages  have  been  carefully  at- 
tended to ;  though  some  will  perhaps  think  too  much  fireedom 
has  been  used  with  the  sacred  text. 

Phillips,  John,  qfKingsl^,  in  Cheshire. — The 
Greek  of  the  Epistle  of  St  Paul  to  the  Thessaloni- 
ans  explained.     Lond.  1751,  4to. 

This  work  contains  the  Greek  text,  but  no  translation.  The 
notes  are  very  considerable.  They  are  philological,  critical,  and 
theological.  It  was  designed  as  a  specimen  of  a  work  on  all  the 
epistles,  bnt  which  was  never  completed.  It  is  exceedingly 
scarce. 

PiLKiNGTON,  Matthew,  LL.  B.  Prebendary 
qf  Lichfield. — Remarks  upon  several  Passages  of 
Scripture ;  rectifying  acme  errors  in  the  printed 
Hebrew  text ;  pointing  out  several  mistakes  in  the 
versions,  and  shewing  the  benefit  and  expediency 
of  a  more  correct  and  intelligible  translation  of  the 
Bible.    Camb.  1759,  8vo. 

These  remarks  contain  a  considerable  portion  of  valuable  mat- 
ter. The  author  was  a  man  of  good  sense  and  good  information 
on  the  subjects  on  which  he  wrote.  The  work  is  divided  into 
thirty-four  sectitms,  in  each  of  which  some  principle  of  criticism 
is  established,  some  corruption  or  mistake  exposed,  or  some  pas- 
sage of  Scripture  explained.  Most  of  his  positions  are  satisfac- 
torily made  out ;  bnt  his  object  is  as  unlikely  to  be  attained  as 
ever.  The  book  has  now  become  scarce.  PiUdngton  was  the 
author  of  a  work  on  the  Gospels  of  some  valne,  entitled.  The 
Evangelical  History  and  Harmony.     1747,  fol.     He  composed 
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ftlM  what  he  calls  A  Rational  Coneardanee,  or  aa  Index  t»  the 
Bible.    Notting.  1740,  4to. 

FiRiG,  Alexander,  a  Scotuh  diuenting  am- 
nis^r  qf  the  congregational  denomination;  died 
at  Neivburgh,  in  Fife,  in  1804. — The  Miscella- 
neous and  Fosthiunous  Works  of  the  Rev.  Alex- 
ander Pirie,  minister  of  the  Gospel,  Newbui^h, 
Fife.  Ediab,  1805-1806,  6  vol..  12mo.— A  Disser- 
tation on  the  Hebrew  Roots,  intended  to  point  out 
their  extensive  influence  on  all  known  languages. 
Ibid.  1807,  ISmo. 

The  anthor  of  these  worlu  waa  deficient  neither  in  learning 
nor  genius.  Both  were,  however,  superior  to  his  judgment.  He 
evidently  looked  into  the  Bible  with  the  desire  to  tuA  things 
new  and  strange ;  and  what  be  discovered  be  was  fond  to  telL 
The  subjects  on  which  he  treats  are  verjr  various ;  some  of  them 
he  had  discussed  in  separate  treatises  at  pamphlets,  long  before 
they  were  collected  tc^therinto  these  rolumea.  They  also  con- 
tain a  number  of  original  pieces.  The  first  volume  treats  al- 
most exclusively  of  matters  relating  to  the  Jews ;  their  present 
state ;  their  restoration  ;  their  conversion  ;  the  battle  of  Arma- 
geddon ;  the  day  of  judgment ;  the  millennium.  On  all  these 
topics  there  are  many  ianci^  and  visionary  speculations.  In 
Tcdume  second,  there  are  some  rather  carious,  and  well^written 
essays  on  the  primitive  condition  of  man.  -  Volume  third  con- 
tains, among  other  matters,  a  number  of  observations  on  difil- 
cult  passages,  some  of  which  deserve  attention.  The  fourth 
volume  is  chiefly  occupied  with  an  essay  on  creation  week  and 
its  symbolical  intention,  in  which  the  author  often  indulges  his 
ftncy.  The  fifth  vtdume  contains  controveraial  dissertations  of 
considerable  ability  on  baptism,  and  the  Sinai  covenant.  In 
the  last  volume  are  several  lectures,  and  one  or  two  things  on 
the  Socinian  controversy.  The  separate  dissertation  marked 
above  is  curious,  and  affords  no  proof

The  mind  of  Pirie  wm  too  fertile ;  and  thoDgh  the  mder  will 
often  be  unnsed  by  hia  etymologies  and  analogies,  he  will  u  of- 
ten be  dinadsfied,  and  reffttt  that  his  indoBtry  and  talents  were 
ao  mnch  employed  about  trifles  or  things  of  a  fancifiil  nature. 
He  was  capable  of  producing  something  more  osefiil  and  pei- 
Bument  than  any  of  his  works  are  likely  to  be.  Pirie  wrote,  b»< 
sides  the  above,  s  number  of  controversial  punphletSj  which  re- 
late to  his  religious  changes.  He  was  originally  an  Antibui^her, 
then  joined  the  Belief,  and  finally  beouiie  an  Independent.  He 
did  not,  I  believe,  ftilly  agree  with  any  religious  community.. 

PiscATOR,  John,  a  German  dimjie.  Professor

These  esegeUcal  works  of  Piscator  were  at  first  published  in 
sin^  volumes  or  psits,  in  octavo,  during  a  long  course  of  years ; 
and  when  cxanjdeted  in  this  manner,  were  ooUected  and  publish- 
ed in  folio,  as  noticed  above.  'He  first  gives  the  argument  or 
■01^  and  design  of  the  book.  He  then  goes  over  each  chapter 
■eriatim  ;  famishing  first  a  translation,  then  a  logical  analysis  of 
it,  then  a  few  notes  of  a  critical  nature,  and  finally  some  obser- 
vations of  a  practical  and  spiritnal  nature.  They  are  very  re- 
qiectable  works,  couMdering  the  time  at  which  they  were  writ- 
ten. PiscatOT  also  executed  a  German  translation  of  the  Scrip- 
tures.

In  this  work,  which  is  of  a  controversial  nature,  the  author 
<^^>oaes  Socinians,  Papists,  Arminians,  in  general ;  and  Curcel- 
laens.  Moms,  Boll,  Sherlock,  and  Baxter,  in  particular.  There 
is  a  good  deal  of  learning  and  acuteness  displayed  in  the  book ;

PococK,  Edward,  D.  D.  Professor  qf  Hebrew 
and  Arc^ick  in  the  universitt/  of  Oxford;  bom 
1604;  died  1691— The  Theological  Works  of  the 
learned  Dr.  Pocock ;  containing  his  Porta  Mosis, 
and  English  Commentaries  on  Hosea,  Joel,  Micah, 
and  Malachi.  To  which  is  prefixed,  an  account  of 
his  Life  and  Writings.     Lond.  1740,  2  vol.  fol.. 

Dr.  Pocock  was  one  of  the  finest  oriental  scholars,  and  cer- 
tainly the  first  Arabic  scholar  of  his  age.  His  residence  at 
Aleppo  and  Constantinople  was  most  diligently  employed  in  the 
cnltiTation  of  eastern  literature,  till  he  spoke  and  wrote  Arabic 
like  a  native.  It  also  enabled  him  to  procure  some  valoable 
Arabic  MSS.  which  greatly  assisted  his  future  studies,  and  ea- 
abledhim  to  afford  important  aid  to  the  London  Polyglot.  The 
Porta  Mosis  is  an  Arabic  work  by  the  celebrated  Jew,  Rabbi 
Maimonides,  containing  certain  dissertations  of  his  on  various 
parts  of  the  Misnah  or  Talmudic  text,  which  open  the  way  to 
,  almost  the  whole  Jewish  system.  To  the  test,  which  is  giveu  in 
Hebrew  letters,  and  the  Latin  translation,  a  lai^  body  of  curious 
miscellaneous  notes  are  added  by  Pocock  himself.  They  contain 
illustrations  of  many  passages  of  Scripture  from  the  ancient  ver- 
sions, and  from  commentaries  of  Jews  written  in  Arabic,  or  in 
rabbinical  Hebrew.  The  Commentaries  on  the  four  prophets  are 
in  English,  and,  though  they  contain  much  learning  and  piety, 
are  exceedingly  prolix  and  heavy ;  particularly  that  on  Hosea, 
which  occupies  the  entire  second  volume,  of  more  than  700  folio 
P^es.  No  part  of  the  Bible  is  illustrated  by  such  a  variety 
and  extent  of  oriental  learning.  The  Life  of  Pocock,  by  Twells, 
which  is  prefixed,  contains  much  important  information' about 
the  literary  pursuits  of  the  professor,  and  the  interesting  literary 
objects  which  were  prosecuted  during  the  period  in  which  he

This  great  and  valuable  work  was  b^un  and  carried  tbroogh 
tbe  press  at  tlie  expense  of  Cardinal  Ximenes,  whom  it  is.said 
to  have  cost  about  50,000  ducate.  It  was  begun  in  150e,  and 
finished  in  1517>  but  not  published  till  152S ;  the  church  of 
Rome  being  donbtfnl  for  a  odnsiderable  time  whether  the  work 
-  ought  to  be  allowed  to  onne  abroad.  It  ia  cniiou«  that  even 
Ximenes  himself  seems  to  have  had  no  great  inclination  to  en- 
courage sacred  literature ;  for  when  it  was  proposed  to  translate 
the  Bible  into  Spanish  to  convert  the  Saracens,  he  opposed  it, 
as  he  tbonght  men  might  become  Christians  without  reading 
the  Bible.  The  Complntensian  Polyglot  contains  in  the  first 
finir  volumes  the  Hebrew^  Vnlgate,  and  Greek  texts  of  the  Old 
Testament,  in  parallel  colomus ;  and  the  Chaldee  paraphrase 
at  the  bottom  of  the  page,  with  a  Latin  translation.  The  Latin 
Tulgate  is  placed  between  the  Hebrew  and  Greek,  which  the 
Cardinal  in  his  prologue  ridiculously  and  impiously  compares 
to  Christ  crucified  between  two  thieves  I  The  fifth  rtdnme 
contains  the  Greek  New  Testament  and  the  Vulgate  Latin 
version.  The  last  contains  a  Hebrew  and  Chaldaic  vocabu- 
lary, and  some  tracts  of  an  introductory  and  grammatical  na- 
ture. This  is  among  the  scarcest  of  the  large  Polyglots ;  only 
nz  hundred  copies  having  been  thrown  off.  It  is  now  valued 
chiefly  because  it  contains  the  first  printed  edition  of  the  New 
Testament  in  Greek.

This  is  aometiines  called  the  Bojral  Polyglnt,  because  it  wu 
pnblished  tX  the  expense  of  Philip  II.  of  Spain.  Five  hundred 
copies  were  printed,  many  of  which  were  lost  in  the  ship  vhich 
carried  them  to  Spain.  The  work  was  edited  by  Arias  Mon- 
tanus,  and  printed  by  Plantin,  who  had  the  merit  of  projecting 
it.  Besides  all  that  was  in  the  Complutensian,  this  Polyglot 
contains  a  part  of  the  Chaldee  paraphrase  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment omitted  by  Ximenes,  and  a  literal  Latin  translation-  by 
PagninuB  improved  by  Arias  Montanus.  There  is  also  a  Syriac 
version  of  the  New  Testament,  not  in  the  former,  with  a  Latin 
translation  of  it  by  Boderianus.  The  last  two  volumes  are  oc- 
cupied with  grammars,  lexicons,  indices,  and  various  treatiaea. 
It  is  exceedingly  rare  and  expensive.  The  biblical  apponttos 
of  this  work  is  considerably  greater  than  that  of  the  former,  but 
far  inferior  to  those  which  followed.

The  Parisian  Polyglot  of  Le  Jay,  the  highly  meritoriouB  in- 
dividual at  whose  expense  chiefly  it  was  published,  besides 
what  was  contained  in  the  former  Polyglots,  contains  tiie  Sama- 
ritan Pentateuch,  and  a  Samaritan  version  of  it  first  printed; 
an  Arabic  translation  of  the  whole  Scriptures,  and  a  Sjriac 
translation  of  the  Old  Testament.  There  are  also  Latin  trans- 
lations of  all  the  oriental  versions.  It  ie  the  most  sumptuously 
printed  of  all  the  Polyglots,  and  ruined  its  disinterested  patron. 
The  volumes  are  of  an  immense  size,  and  the  text  and  versious 
cannot  be  examined  without  consulting  two  of  them  together. 
Some  Dutch  bookseUers  during  the  pontificate  of  Alexander  VII. 
endeavoured  to  pass  it  off  under  his  auspices.  They  prefixed  a 
new  dedication,  and  printed  another  title-page : — Biblia  Alex- 
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ftndriiu  Septaglotta,  anspleiis  S.  D.  AlezBsdri  VII.  otmo  leaiJ' 
otoM  ejos  xji.  feljciter  inchoata.

This  most  valuable  and  convenient  work  is  greatly  saperior 
to  all  ita  predecessors.  Besides  all  the  languages  in  wUdi  the 
Scriptures  had  been  pabliahed  in  the  fornm  Ptdyglots,  it  con- 
tains the  Psalms,  Solom<Ri's  Song,  and  the  New  Testament  in 
Ethlopic,  and  tlie  four  gospels  in  Persic  The  Chaldee  para- 
phrase also  is  more  complete  than  in  any  former  publication.  Wal- 
ton was  assisted  in  his  laborious  ondertakiiig  by  a  number  of  the 
most  learned  men  of  the  age,  of  whom  his  biographer,  Mr.  Todd, 
bas  lately  fomished  some  account.  Prefixed  to  the  first  volume 
is  a  valuable  apparatus  of  dissertations  and  tables,  famished  by 
Walton,  Capellus,  Brerewood,  and  Lightfoot.  The  sixth  vo- 
lume is  entirely  occupied  with  appendices,  various  readings,  lists, 
and  other  critical  matters.  The  invaluable  Lexicon  of  Castell 
generally  accompanies  the  Bible,  and  makes  np  ei^t  vdnmes 
massy  fc^o ;  being  to  this  day  the  richest  collection  <£  the  sacred 
writings  in  existence. 

The  following  more  particular  description  of  the  London  Po- 
lyglot,  from  the  Bibliographical  Dictionary  of  Dr.  Adam  Clarke, 
who  has  paid  great  attention  to  the  subject,  will,  I  doubt  not,  be 
acceptable  to  the  reader.  The  words  inclosed  within  brackets 
are  additions  by  myself. 

"  Thejint  volume,  besides  very  learned  and  useful  Prblego- 
nena,  [including  various  maps,  plans,  and  other  engraviiiga,3 
contains  the  Pentateuch.  Every  sheet  exhibits  at  one  view,  1st, 
the  Hebrew  text,  with  Mtmtanns's  Latin  version  [interlined^ 
very  correctly  printed ;  8.  The  same  verses  in  the  Vulgate  La- 
tin Qtheedition  of  Clement  VIII.;]  3.  The  Creek  version  of  the 
Septuagint,  according  to  the  Vatican  MS.  Q)rinted  at  Rmne  in 
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1S6T^  wHh  a  literal  Latin  traoBlation  by  FlamuiiiiB  Nobilia,  inul 
the  wicnis  readings  of  the  Alexandrine  MS.  added  at  th«  bottom 
of  the  column;  4.  The  Syriac  rersion,  with  a  collateral  lAtin 
tranBlation ;  5.  The  Tai^m,  or  Chaldee  paraphrase  of  Onltelos, 
with  a  Latin  trsnalatian ;  6.  The  Hebraeo-Samaritan  text, 
which  is  nearly  the  some  with  the  unpointed  Hebrew,  only  the 
character  is  different ;  and  the  Samaritan  version,  which  differs 
vastly  from  the  other  as  to  language,  though  the  sense  is  pretty 
nearly  the  same ;  and  therefore  one  Latin  tranalation,  ^with  a 
few  notes  added  at  the  bottom  of  the  column,^  serves  for  both  ; 
7>  The  Arabic  version,  with  a  collateral  Latin  tranalation,  which 
in  general  agrees  pretty  much  with  the  Septuagint. 

"  The  tecond  volume  contains  alt  the  historical  books,  from 
Jothua  to  EMiher,  in  the  same  languages  as  above,  the  Samaritan 
excepted,  which  goes  no  farther  than  the  Pentateuch,  and  the 
Ta^nm  on  the  boolcs  of  Chronicles,  which  was  not  found  till 
alter  the  Polyglot  was  in  the  press,  but  has  been  since  publish* 
ed  Mpant«ly  by  Mr.  David  Willdns,  at  AUBterdam,  in  4to. 
with  a  good  Latin  version.  Without  this  work,  the  Polyglot 
may  be  considered  as  incomplete.  This  Targnm  was  compoeed 
by  Rah.  Joseph,  sumamed  the  blind,  ruler  of  an  academy  in 
Syria,  who  flourished  in  the  fourth  century.  The  MS.  from 
which  this  work  was  printed  was  found  by  Dr.  Clarke,  in  the 
university  of  Cambridge.     Wilkins't  edition  it  very  naree. 

"  The  third  volume  comprehends  all  the  poetic  and  prophetic 
books,  from  Job  to  Malachi,  in  the  sane  languages  as  before, 
(mly  that  there  is  an  Ethiopic  version  of  the  Book  of  Psalms, 
[and  of  the  Song  of  Solomon^  which  is  so  near  akin  to  the  Sep- 
tuagint, that  the  same  Latin  translation  serves  for  both,  with 
only  a  few  exceptions,  which  are  noted  in  the  margin. 

"  The  Jourlh  contains  all  the  apocryphal  books  in  Greek, 
Latin,  Syriac,  and  Arabic,  with  a  twofold  Hebrew  text  of  the 
book  of  TiAit ;  the  ^rtl  from  P.  Pagius,  the  second  from 
Seb.  Monster.  After  the  Apocrypha,  there  is  a  threefold  Tar- 
gum  of  the  Penialevck ;  the  first  is  iu  Chaldee,  and  is  ascribed 
to  Jonathan  Ben  Uzaiel ;  the  second  is  in  Chaldee  also ;  it  takes 
in  only  select  parts  of  the  law,  and  is  commonly  called  the  Je- 
nisalem  Taigum  ;  the  third  is  in  Persic,  the  work  of  one  Jacob 
Tawees,  or  Toosee,  and  seema  to  be  a  pretty  literal  version  of  the 
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Hdirew  t«xt.  Each  of  these  has  a  csoUatend  Latin  traiulstion. 
The  two  fiiBt,  though  they  contain  many  &blea,  are  exceedingly 
useful,  because  they  exjdain  many  worda  and  cttstoms,  the 
meaning  of  which  is  to  be  found  no  where  else ;  and  the  latter 
will  be  found  very  useful  to  a  student  in  the  Persian  language, 
though  it  contains  many  obsolete  phrases,  and  the  language  is 
fay  no  means  in  the  pure  Shirazian  dialect. 

"  The^A  volume  includes  all  the  books  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment. The  various  languages  are  here  exhibited,  as  in  the 
others.  The  Greek  text  atanda  at  the  head,  with  Montonus'a 
interlineary  Latin  tnmslatiou ;  the  Syriac  text  next ;  the  Persic 
third ;  the  Vulgate  fourth ;  the  Arabic  fifUi ;  and  the  Ethiopic 
sixth.  Each  of  the  oriental  veraions  has  a  collateral  Latin  tranfl< 
latimi.  The  Persic  veraioi)  Qwhich  Dr.  Clarke  is  wmrinced  was 
the  w(ffk  of  a  Catholic  Christian^  only  takes  in  the  four  Go»- 
pela ;  and  tat  this  the  Part  Altera,  or  Persian  Dictionary,  in 
Castell's  L^con,  was  peculiarly  calculated. 

"  The  lixlh  vtdume  is  made  up  of  varioiu  reatUngt,  and  criti- 
cal remarks  on  all  the  preceding  versions,  and  concludes  with 
an  explanation  of  all  the  proper  names,  both  Hebrew  and  Greek, 
in  the  Old  and  New  Testaments.  The  characters  used  for  the 
several  oriental  versions  are  dear  and  good ;  the  Hebrew  is  ra< 
ther  the  worst.  The  simjde  reading  of  a  text,  in  the  several 
versions,  often  throws  auae  lif^t  on  the  meaning  of  the  aacred 
writer  than  the  best  commentators  which  can  be  met  with."  For 
Castell's  Lexicon,  see  CasI'xll. 

It  appears  that  Dr.  SaTDuel  Clarke  had  prepared  a  sermth 
volume,  containing  some  important  additions ;  but  which  was 
never  published,  and  what  became  of  his  materials  is  unknown. 
Dibdin  says  this  volume  is  is  the  Bodleian  Library.  In  ad- 
diticm  to  this  article,  the  reader  will  do  well  to  consult  Todd's 
Life  of  Bishop  Walton,  which,  though  too  much  of  a  party  book, 
contains  some  curious  and  interesting  inibrmatian  about  ibe  Po- 
l^ot,  and  also  respecting  the  state  and  progress  of  oriental  lite- 
rature in  Great  Britain.  The  critical  remarks  of  Father  Simon 
on  the  Prolegomena  to  Walton's  Polyglot,  which  occupy  the  last 
four  chapters  of  the  third  book  of  his  >vark  on  the  Old  Testa- 
ment, deserve  to  be  read  with  care.  That  celebrated  man  pro- 
posed a  polyglot  on  a  less  expensive  plan,  which  has  been  snb- 
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Btantlally  cairied  into  effect  in  the  very  beaatiAil  quarto  PtAjf^ 
lately  ptiblu'i^  ^J  Bagstw.  The  chief  defect  of  thi«  laat  wnk 
is  the  Bmallnesa  of  ita  type.  The  Polyglota  of  Hatter,  Reinecci- 
hb,  VatabloB]  aad  Wolder,  are  now  rarely  to  be  met  with,  and 
are  seldom  aought  after,  except  by  collector*,  and  are  all  infbiw 
in  naefulness  to  those  above  enomerated.  Those  who  are  cmriona 
in  bibliographical  research  will  find  much  to  gratiiy  them  respect- 
ing the  Polyglots  in  Di-  Clarke's  Dictionary,  and  in  the  last  edi- 
tion of  Dibdin's  Introdncdon  to  the  Classics.

Copies  of  both  these  works  are  in  the  Adrocates  Library, 
Edinburgh.  Their  author  had  evidently  studied  both  sacred 
and  pro&ne  chronology  with  great  attention.  He  appears  to 
have  been  a  man  of  very  condderable  learning  and  industry. 
The  two  works  mentioned  above  are  quite  distinct  fnaa  each 
other.  Dr.  M'Crie,  in  his  Life  of  Melville  (voLii.  p.  315)  after 
Charten,  speaks  of  the  work  De  Sabhalu,  as  distinct  from  that 
De  Sahbaticontm,  etc.  whereas  they  are  only  different  parts 
of  the  title  of  the  same  work.  Pont  wss  stm-in-law  to  John 
Knox. 

Poole,  Matthew,  an  eminent  Noncot^ormtt 
divine;  horn  1624;  ^d  tU  Amsterdam,  1679. —

Several  editions  of  this  great  work  were  also  published  on  the 
continent ;  at  FraiikfiKt,  in  1679 ;  at  Utrecht,  in  1686,  under 
the  care  of  Lensden ;  at  Frankfort,  but  very  incarrectly,  with  a 
prefitce  by  Maitu,  in  l694i;  and  at  the  same  place  again,  in 
1712,  with  a  preface  by  Pridiu. 

The  object  of  the  Synopsia  is  to  condense,  combine,  and  ezhi- 
tnt  at  one  view,  the  interpretations  of  Scripture  dispersed 
^trough  the  Critici  Sacri,  previously  published  by  Bee.  The  au- 
thorhas  dtmethisverysuccesBfally.  He  has  omitted  much  that  ii 
useleas  io  that  work,  abridged  many  prolix  discussions,  and  add- 
ed muiy  other  writers  to  those  contained  in  the  Sacred  Critics. 
He  generally  qnotea  all  the  important  ancient  and  modem  trans- 
lations ;  though  the  oriental  versions  in  the  Polyglot  he  only 
quotes  through  the  mediom  of  theu  translations.  He  baa  add- 
ed, also,  the  works  of  Cornelius  a  Lapide,  Toatatus,  Francis 
Junius,  Fiscator,  Jo.  Boxtorf,  Bochart,  Er.  Schmidt,  Gerhard, 
GlassiuB,  Geierus,  Bezs,  Lightfbot,  Hammond,  and  other  Eng- 
lish writers.  It  is  much  more  convenient  than  the  Critici  Sacri, 
and  contains,  in  a  moat  accessible  form,  the  views  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  ajtd_0ly  writers  on  the  Scriptures.  It  conse- 
quently serves  instead  of  many  books,  now  difficult  to  be  obtain- 
ed. The  reader  will  occasionally  be  perplexed  by  the  multipli- 
city and  variety  of  interpretations ;  bat  he  will  seldom  consult 
it  in  vain,  at  often  find  it  hard  to  make  up  his  mind  as  to  the 
view  he  should  adopt.  I  can  also  say,  from  a  long  acquaintance 
with  it,  that  a  vast  deal  of  what  is  important  in  the  works  of 
modem  critics  will  be  found  in  the  learned  volumes  of  the  Sy- 
nopsis. In  bis  pre&ces,  the  author  gives  an  account  of  the  se- 
veral writers  whose  works  he  introduces,  with  characters  of 
than  which  deserve  to  be  consulted  with  attention.

This  work  wm  not  cconpleted  bj  the  learned  aathor,  who  died 
when  he  had  got  aa  far  aa  the  58th  chapter  of  Isaiah.  Hia  Non- 
coniwraist  brethren  finiahed  the  AunottUiona.  The  59th  and 
60tb  chapters  of  Isaiah  were  done  by  Mr.  Jackson  of  Moulsef. 
On  the  rest  of  Isaiah,  Jeremiah,  and  Lamentations,  Dr.  Odlim 
furnished  the  annotadona.  Ezekiel  and  the  minor  propbeta 
were  aapplied  hj  Mr.  Hurst ;  Daniel  by  Mr.  Cooper ;  the  four 
Gospels  by  Dr.  Collina  ;  the  Acts  by  Mr.  Vinke  ;  the  Romans 
by  Mr.  Mayo  ;  the  Epistles  to  the  Corinthians  and  the  Galatians 
by  Dr.  Collins;  the  Epheaians  by  Mr.  Vetd;  the  Philippiana 
and  Ccdosaians  by  Mr.  Adams ;  the  Epistles  to  the  Thesaalonians 
by  Mr.  Barker ;  those  to  Timothy,  Titus,  and  Philemon  by  Dr. 
Collina;  the  Hebrews  by  Mr.  Obadiah  Hngbes;  the  Epistles 
of  James,  Peter,  and  Jade,  by  Mr.  Veal ;  the  Epistles  of  John 
by  Mr.  Howe ;  and  the  Book  of  Rerelation  by  Dr.  CoUIns. 
These,  as  may  be  sappoaed,  are  of  various  merits,  though  all  are 
of  a  useful  and  practical  nature.  Poole's  own  part  is  scarcely 
equal  to  what  might  have  been  expected  from  the  author  of  the 
Synopsis.  There  i^  not  much  criticism  in  it,  which  perhaps  he 
thought  sufficiently  supplied  in  the  Latin  work.  The  various 
readings  noticed  in  the  title  are  the  various  readings,  not  of  MSS. 
but  different  renderings  of  the  original  words.  A  German  trans- 
lation of  this  work  was  undertaken  by  Augustus  TitelUus,  and 
a  firat  part  of  it  published ;  but  it  waa  never  completed.  ■

Theee  letters  on  the  disputed  text,  1  John  v.  7,  8,  were  wi- 
ginally  published  in  the  Gentleman's  Magazine  for  I789,  I79O. 
They  are  twelve  in  number,  and  discover  the  profound  learning, 
prodigious  acuteness,  and  el^ant  wit,  for  which  Porson  was  dis- 
tinguished above  all  his  contemporaries.     A  degree  of  levity. 
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howerer,  and  a  scowling  contempt  fix'  Itia  opponent,  pervade 
them  i  wMch  are  very  unsuitable  in  such  a  controveny.  A  va- 
luable preface  of  thirtj-fiTe  pages  introduces  tbe  subject,  and 
contains  some  admirable  remarks  (m  Gibbon.  Tbe  spirit  of  tbe 
letters  is  ancbristian ;  but  tbe;  are  admirable  spedmena  of  learn- 
ed and  acute  ai^umentation.  Had  the  moral  and  religious  cha< 
racter  of  Ponon  been  equal  to  his  learning  and  talents,  be  would 
have  rendoed  more  important  services  to  theology  and  criticism, 
than  he  has  done  by  tbe«e  letters,  or  by  his  notes  on  Greek  plays.

These  discourses  are  not  strictly  expository ;  nw  do  they  enter 
very  deeply  into  the  doctrinal  part  of  Christianity.  They  dis- 
cover a  very  amiable  temper  of  mind,  and  a  strong  desire  to  do 
good,  and  on  many  topics  deserve  to  be  consulted.  But  it  is 
very  singular  that  the  Bisht^  should  not  have  entered  more  fully 
into  tbe  doctrine  of  the  atonement,  when  professedly  expounding 
the  sufferings  of  Christ.  That  he  was  a  believer  in  it,  no  doobt 
can  be  entertained ;  but  how  to  account  for  his  silence  respect- 
ing it,  I  know  not.  The  Apostle  determined,  in  all  his  mini- 
strations, to  know  only  Christ,  and  him  crucified ;  how  a  Chris- 
tian Bishop,  professing  to  follow  his  example,  could  deliver  and 
publish  two  vcdumea  of  exposition,  ham  which  it  is  scarcely  pos- 
sible to  extract  a  complete  view  of  the  salvatitHi  of  the  gospel, 
must  be  left  to  others  to  explain.

The  numerous  allusions  in  the  New  Testament  to  tbe  man- 
ners and  custMns  of  Greece,  show  the  impwtance  of  an  acquaint- 
ance with  them.  Archbishop  Potter's  work  affords  every  infiw- 
mation  on  these  topics,  and  is  illustrated  by  numerous  engrav- 
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Feice,  or  Pbicaeus,  Johk,  att  EngUthman, 
who  at  first  belonged  to  the  Church  of  England, 
but  died  in  thejiuth  ^jRome,  1676. — CommeDtarii 
in  Varios  Novi  Testameuti  LibroB,  etc.  His  acces* 
senmt  adnotationes  in  Psabnorum  libnim.

The  works  on  the  Psalms  and  the  books  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment, had  been  published  separately  before:  They  also  appear- 
ed in  the  Critid  Sacri.  The  notes  are  brief,  but  learned  and 
judicious.  Dr.  Harwood  says,  "  this  is  a  book  of  great  diarac- 
ter  abroad ;  it  contains  many  valuable  observations,  particalariy 
iUnstrating  the  modes  of  diction  which  occur  in  the  sacred 
classics,  from  profane  writers." 

pRiDEAUX,  Humphrey,  D.  D.  Dean  ^  Nor- 
wich; bom  1648;  died  1724.— The  Old  and  New 
Testaments  coDnected ;  in  the  History  of  the  Jews, 
and  neighbouriDg  nations,  from  the  declensions  of 
the  kingdoms  of  Israel  and  Judoh,  to  the  time  of 
Christ.

Of  a  wwk  whieh  has  long  been  in  the  hands  (tf  every  student, 
and  iriiich,  in  1808,  had  gone  tbrougb  sixteen  editions,  it  cannot 
be  necessary  to  speak  at  length.  It  contains  a  large  mass  of 
erodition  and  accurate  infiMmation  on  every  topic  of  Jewish  his- 
tory and  antiquities ;  and,  on  all  the  links  which  connected  that 
peculiar  people  with  the  surrounding  nations.  It  is  indispen- 
sable to  die  biblical,  and  interesting  to  the  general  scholar.  A 
critical  examination  of  it  was  published  by  Le  Clerc,  wliich 
was  translated  into  English  in  1732.  From  this  it  appears  that 
the  wnrk  was  translated  into  French  and  Dutch.  Le  Clerc's 
exceptions  are  not  of  great  importance. 

Priestley,  Joseph,  LL.  D.  a  very  celebrated 
Unitarian  writer ;  bom  near  Iteeds,  in  1733  ;  died 
in  America,  in  1804.

This  ni&y  be  considered  an  Englidi  translation  of  the  Greek 
HamuHiy,  which  Priestley  published  three  years  before.  It  con- 
tains the  same  pre&ce  and  dissertations ;  but  has  a  paraphrase 
and  notes  which  were  wanting  in  the  former.  The  greatest  pe- 
culiarity in  this  Harmony  is  the  reducing  of  our  Lord's  ministry 
to  little  more  than  a  year ;  on  which  subject  the  author  and  Arch- 
biah(^  Newcome  had  a  correspondence.  The  notes  are  not  all 
by  Dr.  Priestley  ;  some  of  them  are  supplied  by  Mr.  Tomer  of 
Wakefield,  and  others  by  Dr.  Jebb.  They  were  all  of  the  same 
mind  on  doctrinal  subjects ;  and  wherever  any  topic  of  import- 
ance occurs,  Socinianlam,  of  courw,  is  avowed.  Not  a  few  of  the 
notes,  however,  are  valuable,  and  wtffthy  of  oonsideratiou.

Many  of  these  notes  relate  to  the  geography,  eiuoD<Aogy,  and 
natural  history  of  the  Bible,  on  which  subjects  Dr.  Priestley 
was  very  much  at  home.  On  these  points,  therefore,  it  may  be 
safely  and  profitably  consulted.  On  the  devotional  parts  of 
Scripture,  the  notes  are  dry  and  meagre  ;  and,  on  the  doctrinal 
parts,  the  anthor  never  loses  sight  of  the  peculiarities  of  his 
creed.  Priestley's  Index  to  the  Bible,  in  which  the  various 
subjects  which  occur  in  it  are  alphabetically  arranged,  1805, 
12mo.  is  a.  nseful  and  very  accurate  book.

The  first  edition  of  this  important  work  was  published  by 
PrittinI704.  ItwasrepubUshedby himinl728,Bndl724i, with 
additions  by  Rapp.  On  the  death  of  the  suthw,  a  much  en- 
larged edition  was  published  by  HoAnann  of  Leipzig,  which  was 
still  farther  Improved  in  the  edition  of  1764^  Perhaps  no  bot^ 
of  the  same  size  contains  so  much  important  and  accurate  in- 
Anmation  on  what  relates  to  the  int«rpretatioi)  of  the  New  Tes- 
tament as  .this  work  of  Pritt  and  Hofinann.  It  is  iull,  but  not 
tedious ;  systematic,  but  not  stiff  or  fonaaL  Bishop  Marsh  says, 
"  it  deserves  to  be  purchased  by  every  student  in  divinity ;" 
and  Bishop  Watson  declares,  that  "  be  had  never  met  with  any 
book  superior  to  this  as  an  introduction  to  the  New  Testament." 

PuRVER,  Anthony,  a  Quaker;  bom  in  1702;

The  author  of  this  singular  work  was  originally  a  shoemaker, 
and  taught  himself  Hebrew,  Greek,  and  Latin,  in  order  that  he 
might  understand  the  Bible.  The  translation  is  the  frutt  of  his 
learning  and  labours,  and  was  sumptuously  printed  at  the  ex- 
pense of  Dr.  Fotheigill.  Unfortunately  it  is  calculated  to  be  of 
little  use.  It  is  often  iingrammatictd,  and  as  frequently  unin- 
telligible. The  notes  are  very  similar  to  the  text ;  and  vdiat  is 
worse,  full  of  pride  and  ill-nature.  Notwithstanding  these 
prominent  and  pervading  defects,  Purver  sometimes  gives  a 
better  rendering  than  occurs  in  our  version  ;  and  those  who  are 
curious  in  translations  of  the  Bible,  will  not  fail  to  add  the 
Quaker's  version  to  their  stock.  Dr.  Geddes  says  very  justly 
of  it,  "  It  is  a  crude,  incondite,  and  unshapely  pile,  without  or- 
der, symmetry,  or  taste." 

PcRVEs,  James,  a  schoolmaster  in  Edinbur^  ;

It  contains  more 
of  genuine  Christianity  than  many  of  the  books  which  hare  been 
written  on  this  obscure  portion  of  the  word  of  God.

The  work  on  the  Old  Testament  is  a  kind  of  abridgment  of 
Pfltridc,  and  is  considered  by  Doddridge  infericv  to  Pyle's  wwk 
on  the  Epistles.  The  latter  was  designed  as  a  continuatiMi  of 
Clarke's  work  on  the  Gospels.  The  volume  on  the  book  of  Reve- 
lation is  written  with  more  care  than  the  liMiner,  and  contains 
many  good  things.

This  is  the  best  edition  of  a  very  valuable  book,  with  a  pre- 
fiice  by  the  learned  Dr.  Francis  Buddeus,  who  recommends  it 
most- warmly.  The  work  Is  divided  into  fonr  books,  besides  the 
Pndegomena,  in  which  the  author  goes  over  very  minutely  all 
the  usual  topics  of  biblical  interpretation.  In  the  established 
German  method,  he  illustrates  many  passages,  and  refers  to 
many  writers.

— The  Prophecies  and  other 
Tests  cited  in  the  New  Testament,  compared  with 
the  Hebrew  Original,  and  with  the  Septuagint  Ver- 
eion.

This  very  raluable  tract  is  now  beomie  exceedingly  scarce. 
It  jNresents  at  one  view  the  Hebrew  text,  the  quotation  in  the 
Greek  New  Testament,  and  the  Septnagint  version  of  it.  The 
comparison  can  of  course  be  made  at  once,  and  the  agreement 
or  discrepancy  easily  discovered.  There  ore  also  a  few  oaefbl 
notes.     The  substance  of  it  is  given  in  Home's  Introduction.

This  work  contains  histwical  illustratiims  of  scone  passages  ia 
the  Old  Testament,  and  philological  explanations  of  many  pas- 
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sages  in  tlie  New,  chiefly  taken  from  Xenopkon,  Poly  bins,  Ar> 
rian,  and  Herodotus.  Of  its  character,  it  is  sufficient  to  quote 
the  testimony  of  Micliaelis :  "  Baphel  affords  an  excellent  ex- 
ample to  those  who  would  make  collections  firom  the  pure  Greek 
writers  with  a  view  of  ilinstrating  the  New  Testament ;  and  the 
remarks  which  he  has  drawn  firom  Xenophon,  Polybius,  Arrian, 
and  Heiodotnsj  are  classical  in  their  kind."  He  is  often  quoted 
by  Wolf,  and  referred  to  by  Parkhurst ;  and  the  substance  ai 
many  of  his  illustrations  is  given  in  the  notes  to  Wetstein's 
Greek  Testament.  Ernesti,  however,  seems  to  have  considered 
many  of  the  quotations  made  from  classical  writers  to  explain 
the  New  Teatament  by  Baphel  and  others,  as  of  very  little  im- 
portance. It  is  certain  the  phrases  quoted  are  often  dissimilar 
in  some  important  points;  and  it  should  never  be  fb^;ott«n, 
that  as  the  Greeks  were  totally  destitute  of  many  of  the  ideas 
peculiar  to  Christianity,  the  classical  writers  must  consequently 
affi>rd  little  aid  in  explaining  the  most  difficult  words  and  idioms 
at  the  New  Testament. 

The  above,  which  is  the  best  edition  of  the  Annotations,  is 
edited  by  the  son  of  the  author,  who  writes  a  preface  and  a  Life 
of  his  father.  Annexed  to  vol.  ii.  are  some  additional  philologi- 
cal  annotations  collected  tftrm  Eusebins.  There  are  also  tiie 
Greek  Homilies  of  Chrysostom  on  the  Epistle  to  Philemon ; 
with  a  Latin  translation  and  a  few  notes.  The  whole  collection 
finnis  an  excellent  and  valuable  work  on  the  Scriptures.

The  Butgecta  of  this  work  are  arranged  in  alphabetical  order. 
It  is  a  dictionary  of  every  thing  relating  to  the  theology,  na- 
tuial  history,  morality,  rites  and  cCTemonies,  etc.  of  the  Scrip- 
tures ;  in  short,  a  kind  of  Protestant  Calmet.  The  work,  how- 
ever, is  far  inferito'  to  that  of  Calmet.  It  is  heavy,  technical, 
and  full  of  redundancies.  The  plainest  snbjectg  are  loaded  with 
explanations,  and  encumbered  with  logical  definitions  and  di»- 
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tinctiona.  It  is  at  the  same  time  a  book  which  diaeoven  ntt 
reading,  and  a  most  minute  attention  to  the  Scriptures.  It  ia 
also,  I  believe,  one  of  the  fiist  works  of  the  kind  published  by  a 
Protestant.

The  writings  of  Ra;  are  well  known  to  all  who  study  the 
works  of  nature.  He  was  one  of  the  first  botanists  and  ornitho- 
logists of  the  age,  and  published  many  things  relating  to  these 
interesting  sciences.  The  first  wort  mentioned  above  has  gone 
through  many  editions,  and,  as  well  as  the  works  of  Derham, 
furnished  Pdey  with  many  of  the  illustrations  in  his  Natural 
Thefdogy.  The  second  vnsrk.  is  more  closely  connected  with 
the  Scriptures,  and  thou^,  like  every  other  hypothesis  relating 
to  the  creation  and  destruction  of  the  world,  it  presents  many 
doubtfiil  poiuta,  those  who  have  examined  such  writers  as  Bur- 
net and  Whiston,  will  be  gratified  with  the  work  of  Ray.  His 
Persuasive  to  a  Holy  Life,  1  have  added,  to  show  that  Ray  ne- 
ver melted  the  Christian  in  the  philosopher  ;  and  that  he  found 
the  highest  wisdom  to  consist  jn  the  cordial  reception  of  the  re- 
vealed will  of  God,  and  in  unfeigned  subjection  to  it.

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'  This  work  contains  an  English  translatitm  of  the  Apologiea  of 
Justin  Martyr,  Tertullian,  and  Minutius  Felii ;  with  the  Com- 
monitoiy  of  Vincentins  Lirinenais,  concerning  the  primitire 
rale  of  &ith.  There  are  also  a  number  of  notes  by  the  trans- 
lator, and  a  long  prefabny  dissertation  on  the  right  use  of  the 
Fathers.  The  translatiHi  of  these  interesting  documents  of  pri- 
mitive antiquity  is  generally  perspicuous  and  faitbfiil.  The 
notes  contain  a  good  deal  of  learning,  and  frequently  illustrate 
the  meaning  where  it  is  obscure.  The  preliminary  dissertation 
may  be  considered  an  answer  to  tbe  valuable  work  of  Daim  oa 
the  same  subject.  Mr.  Reeves  contends  for  an  authority  and 
usefulness  to  the  Fathers,  to  which  they  are  by  no  means  en- 
titled, and  which,  happily,  they  have  long  ceased  to  enjoy. 

Reichakd,  Hem.  God.  A.  M.  a  learned  Ger- 
man divine.

Both  these  works  discover  great  learning,  and  extensive  ac- 
quaintance with  the  principles  of  biblical  interpretation,  and 
with  the  difficulties  attending  the  translating  (^  the  Scriptures. 
The  translation  is  £ree  rather  than  dose,  and  is  not  atjcranpaaied 
with  notes. 

Reid,  John,  M.  D.  a  member  of  the  faeuUy  qf 
physidtme  and  mrgeons,  Gla^ow. — The  Book  of 
Psalms,  without  points  ;  corrected  from  the  edition 
of  Vander  Hooght ;  with  a  Key,  Grammar,  Literal 
.  English  Version,  and  Lexicon,  upon  an  improved 
plan.     Glasg.  1831,  8vo. 

This  work  is  chiefly  designed  by  Dr.  Reid  to  assist  in  the  ao 
quisition  of  the  Hebrew  language.  The  Hebrew  text  is  very 
beautifully  and  accurately  printed,  and  does  credit  to  the  uni- 
versity press  of  Glasgow.  Tbe  English  version  is  very  literal, . 
and  is  printed  on  the  opposite  page.  The  peculiar  mode  of 
SB 
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ptuBting  adopted  by  the  author,  tiimg  with  the  extreme  doefr- 
nen  of  the  tramlaticHi,  must  tend,  I  fear,  to  perpl^  a  learner^ 
iftther  1h""  to  aid  him  in  many  inatances.  The  Lexicou  com- 
iwehends  all  the  wwds  in  the  Hebrew  Bible ;  but  aa  the  words 
nnder  each  letter  form  but  one  paragraph,  instead  of  being  pn^ 
perly  divided,  it  is  too  tronbleacaae  for  nmsnltation. 

Reisek,  John  James,  Prq^ssor  qf  Arabic  in 
the  university  qf  Leipxig ;  horn  1717  *,  ^ed  177*. 
— Conjecturae  in  Jobum  et  Proverbia  Salomonis.

Reiske  was  an  Arabic  scholar  of  the  school  of  Schultena.  The 
above  edition  of  bis  learned  notes  and  conjectures  was  published 
after  his  death,  by  Ids  widovr.  There  ia  added  to  it  an  oration 
on  the  study  of  Arabic  As  conjectnrea,  they  possess  no  other 
authority  than  what  may  appear  to  be  involTed  in  their  plausibi- 
lity or  probable  accordance  with  truth.  The  best  thing  that  can 
be  said  of  many  of  them  is,  that  they  are  ingenious ;  some  are 
unnecessary,  end  athers  are  trifling.  The  Bible  is  not  a  suitable 
field  for  conjecture,  which  ought  only  to  be  resorted  to  when  all 
other  means  &il. 

Re  LAND,  'H.AXiV.ixv,  ProfeMor  qf  orie^ai  lan- 
guages and  ecclesiastical  history  at  Utrecht ;  horn 
in  1676 ;  ^d  in  1718.

This  is  one  of  the  most  elaborate  and  valuable  works  on  bibli- 
cal geography  that  has  ever  been  published.  It  is  divided  into 
three  books.  The  first  treats  of  the  names,  situation,  boundaries, 
divisuHiB,  rivers,  mountains,  and  plains  of  Palestine ;  the  sectrnd 
of  the  distances  of  the  principal  places ;  and  the  third  of  the 
cities  and  villages.  Almost  every  thing  in  sacred  and  pro&ne 
history  relating  to  his  subject  is  brought  forward  by  this  labori- 
ous writer.  The  work  is  illustrated  with  some  excellent  maps, 
tables,  and  engravings  of  coins.  It  is  reprinted  in  the  sixth  vo- 
lume of  Ugolino's  Thesaurus  Antiquitatum  Sacrorum.

Both  these  small  but  learned  works  contain  a  great  deal  of 
curious  learning,  on  a  vast  variety  of  subjects.  In  the  latter,  the 
author  examines  the  situation  of  Paradise  ;  the  Red  Sea ;  Mount 
Gerizsim;  Ophir;  the  gods  of  the  Cabiri;  the  ancient  lan- 
guage of.  India ;  the  Samaritans  ;  the  remains  of  the  ancient 
Persic  language ;  and  various  other  things.

This  el^ant  compendium  of  sacred  antiqnidea  is  dirided  into 
four  boi^,  ia  which  the  author  discusses  briefly,  but  accurately, 
sacred  places,  persons,  things,  and  times.  Under  these  heads, 
he  introduces  almost  every  thing  of  importance  in  this  depart- 
ment.  The  work  b  highly  recommended  by  Walch,  and  is  ad- 
mirably fitted  fir  a  text-book  to  a  theological  lecturer.  Reland 
wrote  many  works  besides  the  above. 

Reuchlin,  John,  otherwise  Capnio,  /Ae  first 
promoter  qf  Hebrew  learning  among  Christians ; 
was  horn  in  Pkorca,  a  town  qf  Baden,  in  1454 ; 
died  in  1522. — In  Septem  Psalmos  Poenitentiales 
Hebraicos  Interpretatio  de  verbo  ad  verbum,  et 
super  eisdem  commeDtarioli  sui  ad  discendum  lin- 
guam  Hebraicam  ex  rudimentis.  Tubingae,  1512,

This  small  work,  of  which  I  happen  to  possess  a  copy,  is  de- 
serving of  notice,  as  the  first  pcotion  of  the  Hebrew  Scriptures 
printed  by  a  Christian.  Reuchlin  was  a  most  zealous  promoter 
of  Hebrew  literature.    Shortly  before  this,  he  published  the 
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first  priated  grammar  of  that  language ;  and  the  present  work 
IS  chiefly  designed  to  assist  in  learning  it.  The  version  is  quite 
literal,  and  the  commentary  entirely  grammatical.  In  the  pn- 
hee,  he  speaks,  of  the  incredihle  labour  which  his  rudiments  had 
cost  him,  and  of  the  great  trouble  and  expense  of  the  printing. 
Rosenmiiller,  in  his  Historia  Interpretatiania  Librorum  Sacro- 
ruin,  bears  honourable  testimony  to  the  merits  of  Reachlinj  who, 
he  says,  "  rendered  the  same  service  to  the  Old  Testament  that 
Erasmus  did  to  the  New."  The  Hebrew  Grammar  was  publish- 
ed in  1506.  It  has  no  title  or  description  in  front,  but  merely  a 
direction  how  to  use  the  book. 

Reusch,  John  William,  a  German  diinne  qf 
Woyerstadt. — Syrus  Interpres  cum  fonte  Novi 
TestameDti  Graeco  collatus.    Lips.  1743,  ISmo. 

This  comparison  of  tbe  Syriac  version  with  the  Greek  text,  is 
of  essential  importance  to  all  who  endeavour  to  acquire  an  en- 
lightened acquaintance  with  the  Syriac  translation.  It  goes  over 
the  whole  of  the  New  Testament. 

Rhenferdus,  Jacobus,  a  learned  Dutch 
writer,  and  Prqfessor  of  oriental  language*  in  the 
university  of  Franeker;  bom  1654;  died  1718. 
— Syntagma  Dissertationum  Philologico-Theol<^- 
carum  de  Btylo  Novi  Testamenti,  etc  Leovardiae, 
1702,  4to. 

This  important  collection  contains  tracts  respecting  the  style 
of  the  New  Testament,  by  Olearius,  Boeder,  Pfochenius, 
Cocceius,  Bebelius,  Solanus,  Cheitomaeus,  Hottinger,  Lensden, 
VorstiuB,  Kesler,  Jungius.  There  are  at  tbe  end  also  two  disser- 
tations by  Rhenferd  himself,  who  collected  the  tracts,  and  wrote 
a  preface  to  the  whole.  It  is  a  convenient  bodt,  as  it  brings  to- 
gether so  many  scarce  and  learned  treatises  on  an  important 
subject.  Rhenferd  was  the  author  of  many  other  works,  full  of 
oriental  and  rabbinical  learning  ;  in  wHch  it  has  been  said  that 
his  great  object  wss  to  say  nothing  that  had  been  said  before. 
The  reader  will  believe  this,  when  he  is  told  that  one  of  them 
gravely  discusses  the  baptism  of  Adam. 
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RicCALTON,  Robert,  a  minuter  qf  the  Church 
^Scotland;  was  horn  in  1691 ;  died  1769. — The 
Works  of  the  late  Reverend  Robert  Rit^alton,  mi- 
nister of  the  Gospel  at  Hobkirk.  Edinb.  1771,  3 
vol.  8vo. 

These  workd  were  edited  hj  the  Rev.  Robert  Walker,  of  the 
High  Chunsh  of  Edinburgh.  Few  men,  perhaps,  have  possessed 
a  stronger  or  more  origintd  mind  than  Riccalton.  His  works 
ctmtain  essays  on  human  nature ;  on  several  of  the  doctrines  of 
revelation  ;  a  treatise  on  the  general  plan  of  revelation  ;  on  the 
Christian  life  ;  and  notes  and  observations  on  the  Epistle  to  the 
Galatians.  In  all  the  sentiments  expressed  in  these  essays  and 
commentaries,  I  do  not  agree ;  but,  in  the  writings  of  Riccalton 
there  is  great  depth  of  Christian  and  metaphysical  acuteness, 
an  original  mode  of  thinking  and  expression,  and  no  ordinary 
acquaintance  with  the  word  and  ways  of  God.  The  late  Rev. 
John  Newton  of  London  used  to  express  the  most  unqualified 
admiratioD  of  Riccalton's  works.  "  I  think  if  boasting  were 
lawful,"  he  says  in  one  of  his  letters,  "  Scotland  might  boast  of 
Mr.  Riccalton,  not  less  than  of  Hume,  Robertson,  and  Blair. 
He  was  certainly  a  man  of  a  strong,  comprehensive  mind  ;  and 
if  not  an  elegant,  he  was  a  masterly  writer.  His  metaphysics 
are,  I  think,  a  good  besom  to  sweep  away  the  fine-spun  cobweb, 
sceptical  metaphysics,  which  at  present  are  too  much  in  feahion 
in  both  kingdoms."  Riccalton  wrote  several  controversial  pieces 
which  are  not  included  in  the  three  volumes  of  his  works.  As 
they  are  aniuiymous,  thongh  they  do  not  enter  into  my  plan,  1 
insert  their  titles  :  A  Sober  Enquiry  into  the  grounds  of  the 
present  Differences  in  the  Church  of  Scotland.  I7SS,  ISmo. 
An  Inqtury  into  the  spirit  and  tendency  of  letters  on  Theron 
and  Aspaaio,  etc  Edinb.  I76S,  ISmo. 

RiCHABDSON,  John,  D.D.  Bish^  ^  Ardagh ; 
died  in  1654. — Choice  Observations  and  Explana- 
tions upon  the  Old  Testament,  containing  in  them 
many  remarkable  matters,  either  not  taken  notice  of, 
or  mistaken  by  most ;  which  are  additionals  to  the 
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large  annotations  made  by  some  of  the  Assembly  of 
Divines :  to  which  are  added,  some  further  and 
lai^er  observations  upon  the  whole  Bo(^  of  Genesis. 
Lend.  1655,  fol. 

This  is  a  title-page  of  condderable  promise.  The  work,  bow* 
erer,  it  wiU  be  obaetved,  was  posthnmoiis.  The  Bishop  was  a 
very  respectable  man ;  well  acquainted  with  the  Scriptnies,  and 
with  sacred  chnmolt^.  He  tiimiahed  the  remarks  on  Eaddel, 
Daniel,  and  the  lesser  prophets,  which  were  published  in  the 
tecmtd  edition  of  the  Assembly's  Annotatioas.  His  employment 
on  that  work  seems  to  have  extended  big  attentitm  to  the  rest  of 
the  Old  Taatament.  Archbishop  Usher  published  his  Harmony 
of  the  Four  Gospels  in  bis  Chronological  Annals ;  and  calls  him 
"  that  learned  man,  and  much  exercised  in  the  studies  of  the 
Holy  Scriptares." 

Richardson,  John,  B.  D.  FeUow  qf  Emanuel 
College,  Cambridge. — The  Canon  of  the  New  Tes- 
tament vindicated ;  in  answer  to  the  objections  of 
J.  T.  in  his  Amyntor.    Lond.  1701,  8vo.  Sd  edit. 

Tfdaad,  the  infidel,  published  a  life  of  Milton  in  1699;  to 
which  he  Rfterwards  annexed  Atnyntor,  or  a  defence  of  Milton'a 
Life.  In  this  work,  among  other  things,  he  introduces  a  cata- 
logue of  books  attributed,  in  the  primitive  times,  to  Jesus  Christ, 
his  apostles,  and  other  eminent  persons ;  with  several  important 
remarks  relating  to  the  canon  of  Scripture.  Toland's  avowed 
object  was,  to  defend  himself  against  a  charge  of  Mr.  O^pring 
Blackball,  who  declared,  in  a  sermon  before  the  House  of  Com- 
,  mons,  that  he  was  opposed  to  the  authority  of  the  books  of  the 
New  Testament.  His  real  object  evidently  is,  to  esUbUsh  the 
justice  of  this  charge,  by  undermining  the  authority  of  the  sacred 
books.  Mr.  Richardson  takes  ap  his  objections,  to  the  number 
of  ten,  and  answers  them  all  in  a  very  judicious  and  satis&cttwy 
manner.  It  was  one  of  the  best  books  in  English  on  the  snbject, 
before  the  appearance  of  Lardner's  invaluable  works. 

Ridley,  Glocester,  D.  D,  a  learned  clergy- 
man qf  the  Church  (^England;  bom  in  170S; 
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died  in  1774. — ^De  Syriacarum  Novi  Foederis  Ver- 
stonum  indole  atqueusuDissertatio>  etc.  Loud.  1761, 
4ta 

Thia  learned  dissertatioii  of  a  very  accomplished  b^oIbt  eza- 
mines  tHe  Syriac  language  and  ita  dialects ;  the  purity,  nse,  and 
annplidty  of  the  siinple  Syriac  venion ;  compara  it  with  the 
writings  of  the  ancient  Syrian  Fatlms ;  inquires  ^riiether  it  is 
more  ancient  than  the  Latin,  and  compares  it  with  the  Latin. 
It  then  inreedgates  the  character  and  value  of  the  Philoxeniaii 
Syriac,  and  gires  a  particiilar  account  of  two  MSS.  of  this 
▼enion. 

RoBERi^s,  Francis,  a  Puritan  minister ;  bom 
1609 ;  died  1675.— dlavis  BibUorum.  The  Key  of 
the  BiUe,  unloddiig  the  Richest  Treasure  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures.    Edinb.  1649,  ISmo. 

This  is  a  small  work,  bnt  (tf  consideraUe  value.  In  an  intro- 
dnctoiy  chapter,  or  advertisement,  as  he  calls  it,  some  very  ex- 
cellent rules  are  laid  down  for  the  right  nuderstanding  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures.  He  then  goes  over  the  books  of  the  Old  and 
New  Testament  in  their  order,  and  treats  of  each  respectively 
onder  the  heads  of  name,  time,  penman,  occasion,  scope,  and 
piindpal  parts.  It  thus  fanuakes,  in  very  small  compass,  a 
oomjdete  analysis  of  the  whole  Bible.  I  think  it  is  the  same 
wtffk  which  tfie  author  published,  enlarged.  Lend.  1675,  fol. 
He  also  wrote  The  Hysterie  and  Harrow  of  the  Bible.  Lend. 
1657,  fol.    It  is  a  kind  of  system  f£  divinity. 

Roberts,  Peter,  A.  IS.,  a  dergynum  (^  ike 
Church  of  England.— A  Harmony  of  the  Epistles 
of  the  Holy  Apoetlea  ;  to  which  is  added,  a  Sum- 
mary of  the  Entire.     Camb.  1800,  4to. 

This  is  rather  a  singular  work,  the  object  of  which  is  "  to 
dispose  the  ideas  of  the  apostles  in  their  own  language,  bo  as  to 
form  a  system."  There  is  first  a  coUatum,  or  arrangement  in 
parallel  columns,  under  ibur  beads,  the  prefatory,  doctritud, 
practical,  and  conclunve  matter  of  the  epistles ;  then  "  a  sum- 
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mary  of  tlie  doctrine  compiled  From  the  preceding  harmony." 
In  tbe  last  place  are  tlie  notes,  which  discover  considerable  learn* 
ing  and  reseaich.  The  plan  of  the  author  will  probably  find 
tew  admirers,  as  the  inspired  writers  will  be  best  understood 
when  allowed  to  speak  according  to  their  own  arrai^ement  of 
their  thoughts.  Mr.  Roberts  seems  to  lean  to  the  Anninian 
ude  of  doctrine  in  his  sentiments ;  but  he  is  candid  and  serious, 
and  the  work,  on  the  whole,  is  calculated  to  do  good.  "  He 
deserves,"  says  the  Britiah  Critic,  "  the  highest  comtpendatitm 
for  his  zeal  and  diligence  in  thus  illustrating  the  epistle*,  and 
few  the  attention  and  acuteness  manifeated  in  digesting  their 
various  contents."  In  1618,  Mr.  Roberts  published  a  Manu- 
al of  Prophecy,  Lend.  6vo.  which  contains  a  short  comparative 
view  of  the  prophecies  contained  in  Scripture,  and  of  the 
events  by  which  they  were  fulfilled.  It  also  professes  to  ofler 
some  new  observations  <m  a  few  difficult  passages  in  Isaiah  and 
Daniel. 

Roberts,  W.  H.  D.D.  Provost  of  Eton  College. 
— Correctione  of  Various  Paesages  in  the  English 
Version  of  the  Old  Testament,  upon  the  authority 
of  ancient  manuscripts  and  ancient  versions.  Pub- 
lished by  his  son.     Lond.  1794,  8vo. 

The  leading  object  of  Dr.  Roberts  in  this  publication,  seems 
to  have  been  that  of  lessening  the  number  of  Italic  supplements 
which  occur  in  our  version.  They  are  frequently  unnecessary, 
where  the  sense  is  complete  without  them ;  and  where  they  are  re- 
quired to  give  meaning  to  the  original  text,  it  is  absurd  to  consi- 
der them  as  supplements.  Dr.  Campbell  of  Aberdeen  first  be- 
gan to  exercise  his  critical  powers  by  striking  them  out,  and  try- 
ing how  the  text  would  read  independently  of  them.  The  reader 
will  generally  be  pleased  with  the  learning,  ingenuity,  and  can- 
dour of  Dr.  Roberts. 

Robertson,  James,  D.  D.  Professor  of  oriental 
languages  in  the  university  of  Edinburgh. — Clavis 
Pentatenchi,  etc.   1770,  8vo. 
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Thia  key  to  the  Pentateuch  contains  an  analysis  of  the  He- 
brew words  in  it,  in  the  order  of  the  chapters  and  verses,  with  a 
X^tin  and  English  version  of  them ;  and  notes,  critical  and  phi- 
lological, in  Latin.  It  is  a  useful  book  for  a  learner  ;  and  even 
to  the  more  advanced  scholar,  the  remarks  of  Dr.  Robertson 
will  frequently  be  of  service.  His  knowledge  of  Arabic  and  of 
Jewish  antiqaities  was  considerable  ;  though  be  was  a  thorough 
disciple  of  the  Masoreta,  whose  views  he  defends  against  Ca- 
pelluflj  Walton,  Masclef,  Hutchinson,  and  others.  He  wrote  . 
one  or  two  other  things  relating  to  Hebrew  literature. 

Robertson,  William,  A.  M.  a  Scotsman,  dts- 
tinguiahed  Jhr  his  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  lan- 
guage, which  he  long  taught  in  London. — Novum 
Testamentum  Hebraice,  etc.  Loud.  1661,  small  Svo. 

This  Hebrew  translation  of  the  New  Testament  was  publish- 
ed from  the  version  of  Hntter ;  which  Robertson  revised,  cor- 
rected, and  purified  in  many  places.  Hutter's  version  was  made 
very  hastily,  and  stood  much  in  need  of  amendment.  Robert- 
son's edition  is  very  scarce,  as  a  great  part  <4  it  was  destroyed 
by  the  fire  of  London.

The  natore  of  tluB  work  is  sufficiently  indicated  by  the  title. 
It  is  designed  to  answer  both  fto'  a  Lexicon  and  a  Concordance 
to  the  Hebrew  Scriptures.  It  is  not  complete  enough  for  a 
Concordance,  and  too  cumbrous  for  a  convenient  Lexicon.  He 
was  the  author  of  several  Hebrew  grammatical  works,  and  seems 
to  have  been  a  very  zealous  rabbinical  scholar. 

RoLLOCE,  Robert,  a  minister  of  the  Church  of 
Scotland,  ta^d  first  Principal  qf  the  university  of 
Edinburgh;  bom  1555;  died  1598. — Ckimmen- 
tariufi  in  selectos  aliquot  Psalmos  Davidis.  Gen. 
1599, 1610,  ISmo In  Danielem.  Edinb.  1591, 4to.

I  gire  these  titles  merely  as  specimens  of  the  expository  works 
of  RoUock,  which  extended  to  many  others  of  the  books  of  Scrip- 
tare.  Bollock's  writings  appear  to  have  enjoyed  considenble 
zepQtation,  as  they  were  frequently  reprinted.  They  are  sel- 
dom prolixj  always  sensible  and  pious.  Considering  that  the 
author  died  in  his  forty-third  year^  it  is  surprising  that  he  should 
have  done  so  much  and  written  so  well.  Beza  and  other  foreign 
divines  warmly  commended  his  commentaries.  According  to  Dr. 
M'Crie,  "  they  are  not  distinguished  for  critical  learning,  (al- 
though they  contain  occadonal  remarks  on  the  original,)  nor  do 
they  discover  deep  research  ;  but  they  are  perspicuous,  sucdnct, 
and  judioouB."

He  was  the  author  of  other  theolo^cal  works  both 
in  Latin  and  English.

Ijugtnmt  in  Saxony ;  was  horn  in  17S7 ;.  and  died 
in  1803.—- An  Exposition  of  such  of  the  Prophedea 
of  Daniel,  as  receive  their  accomplishment  under  the 
New  Testament ;  together  with  a  CompariBon  be- 
tween them  and  the  Apocalypse,  as  explained  by 
the  late  Dr.  Bengelius.

The  author  of  this  work  was  evidently  a  devout  and  well-in- 
formed man.  It  is  not,  however,  a  very  interesting  book.  The 
details  are  too  minute,  and  some  i£  the  views  not  likdy  to  be  r^ 
ceived.  Towards  the  conclusion,  however,  he  says  very  beau- 
tifully, "  By  the  stndy  of  the  prophetic  word,  the  heart  is  wean- 
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ed  ttoBi  tbe  world,  placed  apmi  celeatisl  objedSt  and  prepared 
for  entering  on  the  enjoyment  of  pnre,  uninterrupted  and  ete^ 
nal  bliss."

I  class  these  works  together,  ss  they  are  the  productions  of 
the  father  and  the  son,  are  Bubstantially  of  the  same  description, 
and  constitute  a  complete  series  of  notes  on  the  Scriptnres.  The 
&tlier  was  the  author  of  tbe  Scholia  on  the  New  Testament ; 
and,  on  tbe  whole,  was  considerably  more  orthodox  than  his  son ; 
though,  in  oriental  learning,  the  son  appears  to  have  been  tbe 
tether's  superior.  Both  works  are  rather  of  the  nature  of  compi> 
lations  than  originals,  and  contain  the  views  of  many  of  the  man 
modem  continental  writers  on  the  Scriptures.  The  anther*  are 
not,  however,  servile  compilers,  as  their  own  judgments  were  al- 
ways exercised  in  making  the  selection.  They  certainly  bring  for- 
ward much  valuable  matter,  both  philological  and  ex^etical ;  but, 
on  account  of  the  &eedom  of  their  doctrinal  sentiments,  especi- 
ally on  the  Old  Testament,  they  require  to  be  read  with  caution. 
On  the  cuitinenti  their  characters  as  critics  stand  very  high ;  and 
the  Scholia  have  gone  through  several  editions.  As  they  do  not 
Gommtmly  supply  tbe  text  of  the  Bible,  the  Latin  translation  of 
Dathe  may  be  considered  as  the  version  with  which  the  Scholia 
most  frequently  agree.  Dr.  Middleton  often  refers  to  the  work 
of  the  tether  with  approbation.  His  remark,  however,  is  not 
altogether  correct,  that,  "  in  the  explanations  which  he  offers,  he 
has,  in  genaral,  no  other  merit  or  demerit  than  that  of  the  selec- 
tion."

It  is  veiy  aingulur  that  the  author  of  this  work  is  called 
Ahrahame  on  the  title-page,  while  he  sabscribes  it  twice  in  the 
work  itself,  Alexattder.  There  is  no  doubt  that  he  is  the  Alex- 
ander Roas  celebrated  by  Hudibras,  who  wrote  the  accoont  of  all 
religions,  and  a  number  of  other  things.  The  small  work  men- 
tioned above,  which  is  now  exceedingly  scarce,  is,  on  the  whole, 
very  judicious ;  and,  as  a  catechism,  was  fitted  to  impart  infor- 
mation on  that  part  of  the  word  of  God  of  which  it  treats.

M.  de  Rossi  was  the  friend  of  Kennioott,  and  an  ardent  co- 
operator  with  him  in  the  great  and  difficult  work  of  collating 
HelB«w  MSS.  The  first  work  qnoted  above  is  an  important 
companion  to'the  Dissertatio  Generalis  of  Kennicott.  The  se- 
cond, besideB  other  curious  matter,  contains  a  historico-cridcal 
appendix  to  Masch's  edition  of  Le  Long's  Bibliotheca  Sacra. 
The  third  contains  the  various  readings  of  73]  Hebrew  MSS. 
and  310  editions,  some  of  which  were  unknown,  and  others  very 
little  Icnown.     Only  a  small  part  of  these  codices  had  been  cul- 
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lated  by  pr.  Kennicott.  The  introductioa  to  this  volame 
contaim  much  important  injbniiation  on  the  nilee  and  principles 
of  sacred  criticism.  TLe  whole  number  of  MSS.  collated  in  part 
or  entirely  by  Kennicott  and  De  Rowi  is  1346;  and  of  editions 
352 ;  making  a  grand  total  of  I698  ;  containing  various  readings 
to  the  amonnt,  probably,  of  sereral  hundred  thousand  ;  and  yet 
not  one  doctrine  or  precept  of  revelation  is  affected  by  them.

These  are  among  the  first  works  in  Hebrew  literature  pub- 
lished in  Scotland.  Row's  Hebrew  Institutes,  or  Grammar,  ap- 
peared  while  he  was  in  Perth.  It  was  combined  with  the  Vo- 
cabulary in  the  second  edition.  The  grandfather  of  the  Prind- 
pal,  one  of  the  Scotish  reformers,  first  introduced  the  knowledge 
of  Hebrew  into  Scotland,  and  in  this  family  it  seems  greatly  to 
have  flourished.  He  was  deprived  of  his  office  of  Principal  by 
the  episcopal  government  of  Charles  II.  in  I66I,  and  died  some 
time  after,  above  seventy  years  of  age.

'  The  nature  of  that  religicm  which  is  acceptable  to  God  baa 
seldom  been  better  stated,  than  in  the  thirty  letters  which  the 
two  volumes  of  Mr.  RusseU  include.  His  views  of  the  doctrines 
of  Scripture  are  very  admirable ;  his  acquaintance  witli  the  Biblu 
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very  exteiuire  and  aocimte ;  Bnderery  thing  is  made  to  be«r  ao 
ht^tpily  on  the  fiwming  and  matuiing  of  the  chancter  for  eternal 
lifbi  that  the  reader  of  this  notice  will  ne^ect  hia  own  intereata 
if  he  do  not  piocare  and  stady  them.  The  Eaaay  w^n^ainf  much 
more  than  the  Letten,  of  theological  argument,  on  a  oMiieaaedlf 
important  and  difficult  snbject.  If  the  premiaes  of  the  author, 
respecting  the  Adamic  covenant,  be  admitted,  (and  1  do  not  p«- 
oeive  how  they  can  be  refuted,)  his  concluaioiia  necessarily  follow. 
I  regret  that,  in  consequence  of  a  deficiency  in  the  arrangement 
of  the  work,  the  strength  and  conclusireness  of  the  reasoninga 
are  somewhat  injured ;  but  am  snre  that  an  attentive  ezamiiu- 
tiott  of  the  treatise  will  be  amply  repaid.  Some  of  the  author's 
views,  both  in  the  Letters  and  the  Essay,  are  original ;  but  they 
are  always  stated  with  great  modesty,  and  with  an  ardent  desire 
to  benefit  the  reader.

Dr.  Rutherforth,  in  these  letters,  proves  himself  to  have  been 
a  learned  and  acute,  but  at  the  same  time  a  captious  dispntant. 
That,  in  prosecuting  his  extensive  and  difficult  researches  into 
the  state  of  the  Hebrew  MSS.  and  editions.  Dr.  Kennicott  should 
have  iallen  into  some  mistakes,  is  only  what  might  have  been 
expected.  In  the  detection  of  them,  no  candid  adversary  would 
triumph.  Dr.  Rutherforth,  however,  follows  his  steps,  with  the 
evident  determination  to  allow  no  blunder  to  pass  nnnoticsd ; 
and  wherever  he  discoveTB  him  tripping,  seems  to  feel  a  malkioua 
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jdeanmj  not  is  sappartiiig  Um,  but  in  pnihing  him  down.  Still 
the  Lett«n  deaerro  to  be  read  akog  with  Keanicotf  s  I}iBMTt&> 
timu,  u  they  jnttly  correct  same  of  die  inaccuracies  which  occur 
in  these  learned  performoooes.  Dr.  Rntherfbrth  was  the  author 
af  leTCTal  other  theological  prodnctiona,  and  of  same  pamphlets 
in  the  oootroTerdea  prodooed  by  Dr.  Middleton  and  Archdeaoon 
Blackbome.

Iliese  notes  are  brief,  but  learned  and  judidona.  They  were 
aereral  times  rejninted;  besides  appearing  in  ISSi,  with  the 
Scholia  of  Mariana;  and  in  I5i3,  in  the  great  Bible  of  De  la 
Haye. 

Saluasiug,  or  Saumaise,  CLAUDiua,  aleta-ned 
French  tonter ;  bom  1588 ;  died  1653. — Hellenis- 
tica,  Commentarius,  controversiam  de  Lingua  Hel- 
lenistica  deadens,  et  plenifisime  pertractens  origi- 
nem  et  dialectos  Graecae  linguae.

These  worka  oontain  a  fuU  view  of  the  controversy  respect- 
ing the  Hellenistic  Greek,  which  Salmasins  contended  against 
Heinsius  was  merely  a  dialect  peculiar  to  the  synagogue.  Scbo- 
lars  are  now  generdly  agreed  respecting  the  dialect  of  the  New 
Testament ;  and  much  of  the  learned  dust  raised  by  the  con- 
tTorersies  req>ectiDg  it,  has  long  since  blown  away.  Salmadus 
was  a  very  violent  writer,  who  dealt  in  hard  wcffds  as  often  as 
in  powerf^  at^uments.  His  numerous  wotIch  are  rapidly  hasten- 
ing into  oblivion.    He  ^till  long  be  remembered  by  the  castiga- 
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tioDS  which  he  receired  from  Milton,  who  was  quite  a  tnatdi  for 
him  in  words,  and  more  than  a  match  in  arguments.

The  original  work  in  French  consisted  of  bIx  volumes  fidio,  or 
eleven  volumes  octavo.  Only  the  first  three  vtdnmea  were 
finished  by  Saurin,  the  rest  were  produced  after  his  death  hy 
different  writers.  The  work  was  undertaken  at  the  desire  of  a 
Dutch  merchant,  who  expended  an  immense  sum  on  the  engrav- 
ings which  adorn  it.  Not  more  than  ooe  volmue  appeared  in 
English.  The  Dissertaticms  oonttun  many  ingenions  thoo^its, 
and  display  very  considerable  research.  The  eloquence  of  Sau- 
rin, however,  was  superior  to  the  extent  of  Iiia  knowledge,  and 
the  accuracy  of  his  biblical  information. 

ScAKLETT,  Nathaniel,  a  bookseller  in  London.

This  is  neither  a  literal  nor  a  iree  version  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment. A  good  deal  of  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  idiomati- 
cal  proprieties  of  our  own  language,  and  in  many  instances  it 
succeeds  in  giving  a  better  turn  to  the  Greek  word  or  phrase. 
The  work,  however,  is  defi»med  with  the  perpetual  prefixing 
of  the  speaker  or  writer  to  their  respective  subjects ;  much  in 
the  same  way  with  the  dramalU  permtae  of  a  play.  The  authw 
(or  authors,  for  he  was  "assiated  by  men  of  pietyand  literature,") 
v/a»  a  Universalist,  and  his  opposition  to  everlasting  punlshmrat 
has  carried  liim  to  the  absurdity  of  always  using  the  word  aion 
or  aeonian  for  everlasting.  Hence  we  have  aeonian  life,  aamuin 
punUhmenl,  aeonian  peridilion,  etc.  Let  him  who  is  profited  by 
such  jargon  rejoice. 
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ScATTEEOOOD,  Anthony,  D.  D.  a  clergyman 
of  ike  Church  <if  England;  Rector  of  Winwick  and 
Yeherton,  Northamptonshire.  He  was  living,  ac- 
cording to  Anthony  Wood,  in  1681,  aged  70  years 
or  more. — ^Aunotatlonea  In  Vetua  Teetamentum,  et 
in  Epistolam  ad  Ephesioe.  Incerto  auctore.  Cantab.

Scattergood  was  merely  the  editor  of  these  notea,  which,  in 
the  pre&ce,  he  says  he  found  in  the  library  of  Dr.  John  Wil- 
liams, archbishop  of  York.  He  does  not,  however,  say  that  they 
were  the  production  of  the  archbishop.  They  are  generaUy  very 
shcnt,  but  jndicioiu  and  useful.  They  were  reprinted  in  the 
Critid  Sacri,  and  the  substance  of  them  will  be  found  also  in 
Poll  Synopsis.  Scattei^ood  says  of  them,  "  Breves  utique  snnt, 
nee  obscurae,  utiles  simul  et  dulces,  piae  non  minus  quam  eru- 
ditae."  Scattergood  published  an  edition  of  the  received  Eng- 
lish venion  of  the  Bibleat  Cambridge,  in  1678,  with  the  addition 
of  many  parallel  texts,  which  are  still  reprinted  in  the  margin 
of  the  la^  Bibles. 

ScHAAF,  Chables,  tt  leomed  German ;  bom 
1646  ;  died  in  1729. — ^Lexicon  Syriacum  Concor- 
dantialeNovi  Testament!.

This  Syiiac  Lexicon  to  the  New  Testament  was  published  at 
the  same  time  with  the  very  accurate  edition  of  the  Syriac  Tes- 
tament, edited  by  Leusden  and  Schaaf.  Michaelis  pronounces 
the  New  Testament  "  the  very  best  edition  that  had  been  pub- 
lished." "  The  very  excellent  Lexicon,"  he  adds,  "  which  is 
annexed  to  it,  will  ever  retain  its  value,  being,  as  &r  as  r^ards 
the  New  Testament,  extremely  accurate  and  complete,  and  sujh 
plying  in  some  measure  the  place  of  a  concordance."  -  Schaaf 
also  published  in  1686,  what  he  calls  Opiu  Aramaeum,  a  Chaldoic 
and  Syriac  Grammar,  with  selections  &om  the  Targums,  and  a 
Chaldoic  Lexicon. 

ScHARBAC,  Henk-y,  o  Ijutheron  minister  qflM- 
heck.

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ThiB  w(M-k  contains  several  ingenions  dissertatJoiu;  on  the  cone 
of  the  earth ;  on  Moees  being  alow  of  speech ;  on  Paul's  desire 
to  visit  Jerusalem  at  Pentecost;  on  the  crowing  of  the  cock 
at  Peter's  denial  of  Christ,  and  some  others  of  the  same  sort. 
The;  abound  in  learning  and  in  German  minutenees.  Scharbsn 
vrote  several  other  works. 

ScHEUCHZER,  JoHN  James,  a  learned  Swiss 
physician  ;  horn  in  1672  ;  Prqfissor  qf  mathema- 
tics and  natural  phUosf^hy  at  Zurich,  where  he 
died  in  1733.-:— Physica  Sacra,  hoc  est,  Historia  Na- 
turalis  Bibliae,  etc.  Augsburg.

This  is  a  most  elaborate  work  on  the  natural  history  of  the 
Bible.  It  contains  750  engravings  by  the  best  artists.  It  was 
published  in  German  at  the  same  time  in  which-  it  appeared  in 
L«tin ;  and  was  also  published  in  French  at  Amsterdam,  I7SS- 
I7S6,  4  vol.  fol.  The  work  is  sometimes  done  up  in  six,  and 
even  in  eight  volumes. 

ScHiHHELPEMNiKCE,  Mary  Anne,  a  Uterary 
la^  residing  inSristoL — Biblical  Fragments.  Lond. 
1821-182£,  2  vol.  8vo. 

So  few  ladies  have  been  critical  students  of  the  Bible,  though 
many  of  them  have  eminently  adorned  its  doctrines,  that  it  is 
Angularly  gratifying  to  meet  with  one  who  possesses  a  very  re- 
spectable portion  of  biblical  learning.  The  first  volume  of  this 
work  is  very  properly  and  politely  dedicated  to  the  British  ladies ; 
to  whom  also  she  pefises  on  introductory  address,  in  which  she 
recommends  to  those  of  her  own  sex,  who  have  opportunity  and 
talents  for  it,  the  cultivation  of  biblical  literature.  The  con- 
tents of  the  volumes  are  very  miscellaneous.  They  discover  a 
considerable  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language,  evidently  de- 
rived in  a  great  measure  from  Hutchinsonian  resources.  Sm 
also  acknowledges  her  obligations  to  the  French  Port  Royal 
writers,  of  whose  labours  she  speaks  ia  the  strongest  tenns.  ^le 
is  rather  partial  to  nllegorisring,  and  discovers  spiritual  meaninga. 
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iriieve  perhaps  nothing  of  this  nattire  ia  intended ;  but  justice 
requires  that  it  should  be  said  that  Mrs.  Schimmelpeoniiick  in- 
variably endeavours  to  promote  the  great  end  of  revelation— the 
pvctical  influence  of  the  character  of  God  upon  the  hearts  of 
the  diildrea  of  men.  Though  the  interpretations  are  not  al- 
ways correct,  the  volumee  are  worthy  of  consultation.  Mrs. 
Schimmelpenninck  is  the  author  of  various  other  works  ni^  of  a 
biblical  nature.

The  British  editions  are  more  el^ant  than  the  foreign  ones, 
and  contain  a  translation  of  the  Germau  words ;  but  ScUensner, 
in  his  own  last  edition,  expresses  himself  in  great  displeasure  at 
die  reprints  in  this  country.  Of  this  Lexicon  it  will  be  sufficient 
to  transcribe  the  accouat  which  has  beeb  given  by  Dr.  Marsh  in 
his  notes  on  Midiaelis.  "  This  work  contains  a  treasure  of 
knowledge,  with  whidi  no  student  in  theology  can  dispense ;  it 
unites  the  most  valuable  observations,  which  Lightfoot,  Schoett- 
gen,  and  Meuschen  have  made  from  the  works  of  Hebrew 
and  rabbinical  writers  ;  those  which  Carpzov  and  Krebe  have 
made  from  Philo  and  Joeephus ;  those  which  Baphel,  Boa,  Al- 
bert!, Eisner,  Kypke,  Palairet,  and  Miinthe  have  made  from 
the  Greek  classics ;  together  with  an  immense  number,  which 
the  author's  own  profound  erudition  supplied.  The  different 
aenses  of  the  words  are  investigated  with  the  utmost  philologi- 
cal precision  ;  they  are  illustrated  by  the  principal  passages  of 
the  Greek  Testament ;  and  the  whole  is  arranged  in  the  most 
perspicuous  manner." 

With  these  strong  recommendations,  I  think  it  right  to  con- 
nect tiie  very  judicious  advice  of  Bishop  Jebb.  "  I  would  earnest- 
ly exhort  those  biblical  students,  who  may  happen  to  use  (as,  nith 
proper  cauium  all  advanced  students  will  find  it  their  advantage 
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to  lue)  the  Lexicoiu  of  Spohn  and  Schleuaner  fiv  the  New  T«»- 
tament,  and  tboae  of  Schletuaer  and  Bretschneider  tor  the  Sep- 
toagint  and  Apocrypha,  to  be  particiilarly  (m  their  guard  againflt 
alleged  identity  of  meaning,  in  words  whose  ordinary  accqitation 
is  any  thing  bnt  synonymouB.  In  such  cases,  let  the  cited  paa- 
■agea  be  carefully  examined ;  and  I  yenture  to  affirm,  that,  in- 
stead of  synonyme,  there  will  ^most  uniTersally  be  found,  ao 
important  variation  of  meaning  between  the  related  members : 
commonly  a  progress  in  the  sense ;  bnt  always  such  a  variation 
as  will  quite  supersede  the  necessity  of  resorting  to  an  untuuat, 
mneh  leas  an  unpreetdented  acceptation  of  the  tenns  employed. 
I  had  selected  many  examples  of  erroneous,  and,  as  1  think,  dan- 
gerous interpretation,  from  Schleuaner  and  Bretscbneidnr ;  bnt 
a  necessary  attention  to  brevity  in  this  work  has  determined  me 
to  suppress  them."    Sacred  Literature,  p.  31. 

Schmidt,  Eeasmus,  a  learned  German  divine 
and  critic ;  Pro/essor  of  Greek  at  Wittemberg ;  bom 
1560;  died  1637.— Versio  Novi  Testamenti  nova 
ad  Grtaecam  veritatem  emendata,  et  Notae  ac  Ani- 
madversiones  in  idem.     Norimb.  1658,  fol. 

This  is  a  posthnmoos  wnk  of  the  learned  anthor,  of  which  I 
have  given  bnt  a  part  of  the  title.  It  ocmtsina  the  Greek  text, 
the  Latin  Vulgate,  and  a  new  Latin  version  of  the  New  Tes- 
tament- The  vernon  is  Besa's,  but  so  altered,  improved  and 
ctHTected,  that  it  may  be  called  a  new  work.  At  the  end  also 
is  a  learned  dissertation  on  the  Sibyls  and  Sibylline  books- 
Schmidt  was  a  man  of  eminent  piety,  a  distinguished  Greek 
scholar,  and  well  known  from  his  Concordance  to  the  Greek  New 
Testament.  The  notes  and  animadversions  are  philological,  cii* 
tical,  and  polemical.  They  are  sometimes  valuable,  but  not  al- 
ways correct. 

ScHNUBRER,  C.  F.  Professor  of  oriental  lan- 
guages, and  Chancellor  qfthe  university  qf  TiUnn- 
gen.

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lliese  dissertatmiB  are  fifteen  in  uomber ;  on  the  difficult;  of 
determining  the  sge  of  tiie  Hebrew  MSS. ;  on  the  Song  of  i>e- 
bonb  ;  on  a  Polyglot  Arabic  Pentateuch ;  on  particular  passages 
in  Job,  Isaiah,  the  Psalms,  etc.  etc.  StJuiurrer  Is  more  correct 
in  his  sentiments  thsa  many  of  his  brethren.  He  is  a  very  con- 
■idenible  orioital  scholar,  of  which  the  above  wwk  effbrdsauple 
proof.  The  learned  Professor  is  also  antbor  of  sereial  other 
works,  beaides  a  Bibliotheca  Arabica,  which  contains  an  account 
of  all  printed  books  relating  to  the  Arabic  language  and  liters- 
tore.

ScHOETTOEM,  CHRISTIAN,  hom  Mt  1682 ;  died 
about  1751.

In  this  work,  the  learned  author  fbllows  the  example  of  hia 
great  predecessw  in  this  walk  of  thecdogy.  Dr.  Lightfbot.  He 
goes  over  the  same  books,  which  he  had  illustrated,  but  superfi- 
cially, and  supplies  what  was  wanting  on  the  epistles  and  the 
Berelation.  In  the  opinion  of  Wolcb,  Schoettgen  is  superior  to 
Li^tfbot.  He  prmiounoee  his  work  to  be  one  of  great  erudi- 
tion, industry,  and  use-  Sereral  dissertations  are  supplied  by  a 
Gabriel  Gooddeck.  Sdioettgen  pnblished  another  work  some- 
what similar.  The  Ancient  and  Orthodox  Doctrine  of  the  Jewa 
respecting  the  Messiah  illustrated  from  the  Talmuds.  It  was 
published  in  Mo.  Leipsig,  174S.    He  was  also  the  author  of

This  Lexicon  was  enlaiged  and  corrected  bj  Krebs,  in  1765 ; 
tod  still  farther  enlaced  by  Spohn,  who  published  it  at  Leip- 
zig in  1790.  This  was  oonudered  the  best  lexicon  to  the  New 
Testament  preriously  to  the  publication  of  Schleusner's ;  and  is 
still  a  work  of  merit.  Scbleusner  very  often  quotes  Schoettgen 
in  his  own  lexicon. 

ScHOTT,  Hen.  Aug.  Profemsr  qf  Divinity  eU 
Jena;  and  WiNZER,   Fred.   Jul.  Pr^sgor  qf 
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Divinity  at  Leipxig. — Libri  sacri  Autiqui  Foede- 
ris ex  Sermone  Hebraeo  in  Latinum  translati,  etc.

Of  tliia  joint  -wtak  I  bare  seen  only  the  firat  ndmne,  whidi 
contains  the  Pentateuch.  The  tnnalation  is  Teipectably  execut- 
ed. The  notes  are  neither  nnmeTonB  nor  long,  and  entirely  phi- 
lidogical. 

ScHOTTUS,  Andrew,  a  Dutch  Jesuit;  horn  tn 
1552 ;  died  1636.— Adagialia  Sacra  Novi  Testa- 
menti,  etc.  Antwerp.  1629. 4to.  Oxon.  1655,  ISmo. 

This  work  on  the  Sacred  Prorerba  possesses  considerable 
merit,  and  is  often  referred  to.  Casaubon  prononnced  the  an- 
ther to  be  a  nmn  of  deep  erodition. 

ScHULTENS,  Albebt,  a  celebrated  orientai 
scholar;  Pressor  <^  oriental  languages  at  Ley- 
den  :  was  bom  in  1680,  and  died  in  1750. — Ori- 
gines  Hebraeae,  eive  Hebraeae  Linguae  antiqiussi- 
ma  Natura  et  Indoles,  ex  Arabiae  penetralibus  rero- 
cata.

These  works  exhibit  the  system  of  Scbnltens,  whom  Michaelts 
prononnces  to  have  been  the  greatest  master  of  oriental  learning 
in  his  age,  and  also  his  applicadoo  of  it.  He  maintains  that  the 
true  nature  of  the  Hebrew  langu^^,  and  the  meaning  of  many 
of  its  words  and  idioms,  are  to  be  found  chiefly  in  the  Arabic; 
With  the  latter  language,  he  was  profoundly  acquainted ;  and 
he  has  made  good  use  of  ite  immense  treasures  to  illustrate 
the  Scriptures,  particularly  the  book  of  Job  and  tbe  ProTerbs. 
Different  opinions  are  entertained  of  the  correctnesa  of  his  views, 
and  also  of  his  success  in  applying  them  ;  but  it  ia  now  general- 
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ly  admitted,  that  be  carries  Iub  notioiu  of  the  adranta^  of 
Arabic  leaming  to  the  interpretation  of  the  Scriptures  too  &r. 
"  That  Schnltena,"  says  Parkhimt,  "  has  from  the  Arabic  hap- 
pily and  satisfactorily  illustrated  some  very  obscure  and  difficnit 
words  of  the  Hebrew  text,  most,  I  think,  be  acknowledged  by 
every  impartial  inquirer  after  truth.  But  it  seems  equally  evi- 
dent, on  the  other  hand,  that  this  great  man  carried  his  regard 
to  the  Atcoranish  Arabic  much  too  tax ;  and  that,  being  conti- 
nually conversant  with  the  florid  and  highly  figurative,  not  to 
say  bombast,  style  of  the  Arabian  writers,  he  has  resolved  some 
strictly  just,  proper,  or  philoeopbical  expressions  of  the  Hebrew 
Bible  into  tropes  and  figures,  and  has  often  called  in  his  &von- 
rite  Arabic  to  explain  (<xr  shall  I  aay  perplex  f)  the  meaning  of 
the  Hebrew  wbrare  its  aid  was  by  no  means  wanted." 

Schwartz,  John  Conkad,  Doctor  and  Pro- 
jk»9or  ofJUmmiy  at  Leipgig,  in  the  beginning'  qf 
hut  century. — Commentarii  Critici  et  Philologici 
Liiiguae  Graecae  Novi  Foederis  Diviui.  Lips. 
1736,  4to. 

This  is  a  very  accurate  and  valuable  lexicon,  from  which 
Schkusner  must  have 'greatly  profited  in  his  learned  labours. 
Sdiwartz  does  not  deal  so  much  in  dissertation  as  Schleusner ; 
and,  when  he  does,  it  is  frequently  thrown  to  the  foot  of  the 
page,  which  is  less  distracting  than  when  it  is  incorporated  with 
the  definitions  of  words.  He  gives  also  the  parts  of  the  verba 
and  nouns,  somewhat  after  the  manner  of  Schrevelios,  which 
renders  the  book  useful  to  learners.  His  explanations  of  terms 
are  commonly  very  good,  and  his  iUustrati(Mis  of  Scripture  fre-' 
quently  happy  and  pertinent. 

Scott,  Daniel,  LL.  D.  a  learned  dissenter  qf 
the  Baptitt  denomination,  tcho  resided  chiefly  at 
Colchester,  where  he  diedin  1759. — A  New  Version 
of  St.  Matthew's  Gospel :  with  select  Notes,  where- 
in the  version  is  vindicated,  and  the  sense  and  pu- 
rity of  several  words  and  expressions  in  the  origi- 
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ual  Greek  are  settled  and  illuBtrated  from  authors 
of  established  credit.     Lond.  1741,  4to. 

The  scholar  who  compiled  the  Appendix  to  Stflphena's  Thesau- 
ms  must,  u  ^  as  learning  is  concerned,  have  been  able  to  trans- 
late any  part  of  the  aacred  books.  The  work  on  Matthew  con- 
tains also  a  review  of  Dr.  Mill's  notes  on  that  evangelist,  in 
which  Dr.  Scott  corrects  his  errors,  and  sappliea  his  omissitais. 
He  wrote,  also.  An  Essay  towards  a  Demonstration  of  the  Scrip- 
tare  Trinity,  anonymons,  17**,  3d  edit.  From  this  work  it  ap- 
pears that  Dr.  Scott  was  an  Arian.  Doddridge  calls  him  "  the 
learned,  ingenious,  candid,  and  accnrtde." 

Scott,  John,  D.  D.  a  clergyman  of  the  Church 
qf  England. — Notes  and  Observations  upon  the 
three  first  Chapters  of  Genesis.    Lond.  1758, 8vo. 

This  work  is  Hutchinsonian  to  the  very  core.  It  is  equally 
metaphorical,  obscure,  and  absurd  with  the  wildest  speculstionB 
of  the  founder  of  the  system.  The  garden  of  Eden,  according  to 
Dr.  Scott,  represented  man's  body,  the  trees  his  senses,  the  river 
that  watered  it  his  spirit.  The  tree  of  life  signified  ipirituol 
faith ;  and  the  tree  of  knowledge  of  good  and  evil,  deceiving  and 
destructive  faith !  Satit. 

Scott,  Thouas,  a  learned  Arian  dusenting 
minister  ai  Ipswich, — The  Book  of  Job,  in  English 
Terse ;  translated  firom  the  original  Hebrew :  with 
remarks,  historical,  critical,  and  explanatory.  1771) 
4to.  1773,  8vo. 

This  is  an  elegant  work,  displaying  no  ordinary  measure  of 
acquaintance  with  Hebrew  literature,  and  a  poetical  taste  consi- 
derably above  mediocrity.  A  metrical  version  is  not  favourable 
to  very  accurate  translation ;  yet  Mr.  Scott  often  succeeds  very 
happily  in  conveying  the  meaning  and  spirit  of  the  (ffiginal- 
The  notes  are  not  in  general  long,  but  they  are  always  sensible, 
and  generally  accurate.  Scarcely  any  thing  of  a  doctrinal  na- 
ture occurs  in  them.  Mr.  Scott  was  the  author  of  some  critical 
papers  in  Priestley's  Theological  Repository. 
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Scott,  Thomas,  a  highly  respectable  clergy- 
man qf  ike  Church  qf  England;  Rector  qf  Aston 
San4ford,  Bucks;  bom  1747;  died  1821.— The 
Holy  Bible,  containing  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments ;  with  original  notes,  practical  obserrations, 
and  copious  marginal  references.  London,  1822, 
6  rol.  4to. 

On  a  work  u  well  known,  and  bo  generally  esteemed  as  Scott's 
Commentary  on  the  Bible,  it  cannot  be  necessary  for  me  to  say 
mncb  in  tbe  way  of  commendation.  The  author  was  a  man  of  a 
very  Tdgarons  and  independent  mind,  richly  stored  with  evange- 
lical tmth,  capable  of  inde&tigable  application  ;  and  who  ac- 
complishedj  through  many  difficolties,  one  of  the  most  extensive 
undertakings  of  modern  times.  The  first  edition,  which  began 
to  be  published  in  1788,  and  was  completed  in  1792,  consisted 
of  fire  thousand  copies;  the  second  in  1805,  completed  in  1 8O9, 
of  two  thousand ;  die  third  in  1810,  of  tbe  same  number ;  the 
fourth  in  181S,  of  three  thousand;  the  last,  mentioned  above,  is 
stereotyped.  Between  the  first  and  later  editions  of  this  wwk, 
there  are  great  differences.  The  first  edition  was  hastily  com- 
posed, and  had  no  marginal  references.  More  leisure  was  after- 
wards enjoyed  for  the  revising,  indeed  the  recomposing  of  the 
work,  which  became,  in  the  hands  of  the  author,  almost  a  new 
creation.  The  Commentary,  as  a  whole,  is  distinguished  for 
many  in^wirtant  qualities,  and  is  not  likely  to  be  soon  super- 
seded. A  ridi  vein  of  evangelical  piety  and  sentiment  pervade 
it ;  tbe  sterling  good  sense,  independence  of  thinking,  and 
Christian  candour  which  charactoized  the  author,  are  every- 
where displayed;  and  there  is  an  invariable  combination  of 
pointed  practical  instruction  with  doctrinal  illustration.  If  the 
reader  apply  to  it  for  the  solution  of  minute  critical  difficulties, 
or  the  removal  of  obscurities  which  attach  to  many  of  the  terms 
and  phnses  of  Scripture,  he  will  often  be  disappointed.  The 
scope  of  a  difficult  paragraph  is  often  sabstantislly  given,  when 
the  minor  difficulties  are  n^ected.  Indeed,  no  man  who  writes 
a  commentary  on  the  Bible  can  be  expected  to  do  justice  to  all  its 
parts ;  or  to  study  the  innumersble  allusions,  idJo&is,  and  other 
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peculiarities,  which  belong  to  ao  extensive  and  so  varied  a  oom- 
poeition  as  the  Scriptnres.  If  the  reader  wish  a  view  of  the 
difficulties  of  theological  authorship,  he  would  do  well  to  ocmsalt 
Mr.  Scott's  Life,  by  hia  son,  where  the  discouragementB  and 
Tezatione  which  attended  the  publication  of  his  Commentary 
ore  very  interestingly  detailed.  If  he  should  belong  to  tlu 
Christiao  ministry,  that  life  will  present  higher  clalnu  to  hia 
attentive  cfnuiderotion. 

SctJLTET,  Abraham,  Professor  of  Divinity  at 
Heidelberg ;  bom  in  Silesia,  1565  ;  died  1624. — 
Exercitationes  Evangelicae.     Amst.  1624,  4to. 

These  Exercitations  illostntte  successfully  some  obscure  pas- 
sages in  the  EvangelistB.  The  author  wrote  sereral  treatises  on 
other  books  of  Scripture.  Calmet  says,  "  he  hod  read  antiquity 
very  much,  was  a  good  critic,  an  excellent  preacher,  an  honest 
man,  and  a  lover  of  peace." 

Selden,  John,  a  celebrated  English  lawyer  and 
antiquary ;  was  horn  in  1584  ;  and  died  in  1654.— 
The  History  of  Tithea ;  that  is,  the  practice  of 
payment  of  them  ;  the  positive  htws  made  for  them ; 
and  the  opinions  touching  the  right  of  them.  1618, 
4to. 

This  learned  work  gave  great  offence,  because  the  author  ques- 
tioned the  divine  right  of  .tithes,  and  put  them  on  a  different 
footing.  The  work  contains  a  great  detd  of  curione  learning, 
both  of  a  scriptural  and  historical  nature ;  and,  though  often 
attacked,  and  the  author  compelled  to  make  an  apology  fiv 
writing  it,  has  never  been  answered.  Hib  doctrines  on  the  sub- 
ject are  now,  I  believe,  very  generally  received.

This  learned  work  treats  of  the  Jewish  laws  respecting  mar- 
riage  and  divorce  in  three  books.    It  contains  every  thing  curi- 
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ona  and  tueM,  and  f oolub  to  be  found  in  the  Jewish  writen  mi 
these  Bubjects ;  and  to  which  all  subsequent  autbon  who  have 
disctuaed  them  have  been  indebted.

Theae  treatiBes  also  diaplay  great  reaearcfa  and  discriminatiui, 
in  which  Selden  was  greatly  aided  by  his  profound  l^al  know- 
ledge. In  the  latter,  there  is  a  cnrioua  table  of  the  Tariona  bodi- 
ly defocts  which  the  Jews  conud»«d  exdnded  the  subject  from 
the  prieatbood.  Two  are  mentioned  as  belonging  to  the  ear, 
three  to  the  eyelids,  eight  to  the  eye,  three  to  the  nose,  six  to 
the  mouth,  twelve  in  vtuU  temnariit,  six  to  the  hands  and  foet, 
four  to  the  skin,  etc  etc.     So  much  for  Jewiah  trifling. 

The  works  of  Selden,  on  the  Gods  of  Syria,  on  the  Law  of  Nt^ 
ture  and  Nadons,  according  to  the  Hebrew  system,  on  the  Sanhfr 
drim,  and  the  Civil  Year  of  the  Jews,  are  all  fiill  of  the  most  pro- 
foand  emditjon.  All  these  treatises  were  published  separately 
at  first,  and  most  of  them  frequently  afterwards,  and  were,  with 
many  other  productions  of  his  pen,  collected  into  his  works  pub- 
lished by  Dr.  Wilkins,  at  London,  in  I7S6,  in  six  volumes  folio. 
His  Life,  by  Dr.  Aikin,  contains  much  inibrmation  about  his 
writings.  Calmet's  account  of  Selden  is,  "  he  was  a  man  of  very 
great  learning,  extremely  well  versed  in  the  Jewish  laws  and 
antiquities  ;  the  oriental  languages  were  familiar  to  him  ;  and 
the  wotIu  which  he  has  published  upon  the  Greet  antiquities 
demonstrate  that  his  knowledge  was  as  eminent  in  this  way  as 
in  the  antiquities  of  Scripture :  but  he  'is  a  negligent,  obscure, 
and  perplexed  writer.  He  often  leaves  the  matter  in  hand,  and 
foils  into  digressions ;  and  there  is  very  little  order  <a  method 
in  his  works." 

Seuler,  John  Sal.  Professor  qf  Divinity  at 
Halle,  where  he  died  in  1791. — ^Apparatiis  ad 
liberaletn  Veteris  Testamenti  Interpretationem.

ProfesBW  Semler  was  one  of  the  most  celebrated  of  tlie  Ger* 
man  critics  and  philologists  of  the  last  centuif.  He  was  r^ard- 
ed  as  the  leader  of  the  new  or  liberal  school  of  that  countty  from 
which  many  learned  but  mischievous  works  have  proceeded.  As 
a  specimen  of  his  liberal  opinions,  I  may  mention,  that  he  rejecta 
the  Song  of  Solomon,  Ruth,  Chronicles,  Ezra,  Esther,  Nehemiah ; 
objects  considerably  to  Daniel ;  doubts  as  to  the  Books  of  Joshua, 
Jndges,  Samuel]  and  Kings ;  and  leaves  nothing  inviolate  ex- 
cept the  writings  of  Moees,  the  Psalms,  and  the  Prophets ;  and 
objects  to  various  passages  in  them  as  not  inspired.  His  opinions 
on  doctrinal  subjects  seem  to  have  been  as  free  as  those  on  criti- 
cal questions.  How  iar,  therefore,  the  following  eulogium  of 
Dr.  Marsh  on^t  to  be  admitted,  1  am  at  a  loss  to  say  :  ''  The 
original  genius"  (he  had  just  before  called  him  the  immortal 
Semler)  "  of  this  great  critic  and  divine,  permitted  him  in  no 
case  to  be  a  blind  follower  of  the  opinion  of  others  ;  be  ascended 
ccmstantiy  to  the  source  itself;  examined  with  Ms  own  eyes; 
and  made  more  discoveries  in  sacred  criticism  and  ecclesiastical 
history  than  the  euvy  of  bis  contemporaries  has  been  willing  ta 
admit."  Notes  on  Michaelis,  vol.  ii.  p.  6S9. 

Moras  also  bestows  very  unqualified  praise  on  Semler  in  bis 
Her.  Sac. ;  and  Noesselt  pefixes  to  his  Paraphrase  ou  the  Ist 
Epistie  of  Jc^,  an  account  of  Semler,  in  which  he  eulogises 
him  in  the  strongest  terms,  and  defends  him  against  what  be 
conceives  to  have  been  the  calumnies  of  his  adversaries.  The 
tendency  of  his  numerous  writings  seems  to  be  univosal  scepti- 
cism in  r^iard  to  the  most  essential  doctrines  and  facts  of  Re- 
velation. The  same  remark  is  more  or  less  applicable  to  the 
works  of  Bahrdt  of  Halle,  Damm  of  Berlin,  Jerusalem,  Loeffler, 
superintendent  of  Gotha,  Cramer,  Rupert,  Pott,  Teller,  Pro- 
fessor Paulus  of  Jena,  Ammon  of  Erlangen,  Eichhom  of  Got- 
tingen,  and  some  others  mentioned  in  this  work.    Happily  their 
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writii^  ore  dther  in  GermBn  or  in  a  gi'eat  me^sore  confined  to 
GermBoy,  where  they  have  prodnced  the  most  htfnefiil  effects. 
It  is  not  my  object  to  extend  their  notoriety,  but  to  guard  the 
biblical  inquirer  against  ordering  books  from  the  continent,  the

This  edititm  was  from  the  celebrated  press  of  Aldus,  and  in 
regard  to  its  publication  was  pritn*  to  the  Complutensian ;  the  text 
is  also  much  more  correct.  From  this  text  other  editions  were 
printed;  at  Strasburg  by  Cephalaens,  in  15S6;  Baale,  1545, 
1550,  and  1582  ;  and  Frankfort,  1597. 

— The  Roman  or  Vatican,  1587. 

Published  trom  the  celebrated  Vatican  MS.  by  order  of  Six- 
tna  V.  It  has  receired  the  oommendationB  of  all  learned  men, 
from  Morinus  to  Masch.  Editions  of  it  were  printed  in  1628, 
at  Paris  ;  at  London  in  1653,  and  in  the  Folygot,  (657  ;  Cam- 
Imdge,  1665  ;  Amsterdam,  I68S  ;  Leipzig,  I697  ;  Franekef,

— The  Alexandrine. 

First  published  frvm  the  MS.  of  that  name  in  the  British

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Svo.     It  was  republished  by  Breitiager  io  4  vol.  4to.  at  Zurich 
in  1730-1733.     This  ia  the  bmt  edition  of  tbe  Septuagint 

—Holmes's. 

Tbis  splendid  edition  ia  not  yet  completed-  Tbe  bodi  of 
GeneuB  was  published  in  1793,  and  the  Pentateuch  wai  <xm- 
pleted  in  1801.  Dr.  Holmes  died  in  1805,  after  having  pub- 
lished the  bo(^  of  Daniel.  Since  then,  the  work  has  been  com- 
mitted to  the  Rev.  J.  Parsons,  who  has  finished  tbe  second  t»< 
lame,  and  is  now  in  progress  with  the  last.  About  £7000  were 
subscribed  to  assist  in  procuring  the  collation  of  MSS.  in  every 
part  of  Europe  ;  and  fourteen  years  were  spent  in  this  prepara- 
tory process.  To  the  Pentateuch  is  prefixed  a  valuable  preface, 
giving  a  fiill  account  of  the  nature  of  the  undertaking.  When 
finished,  it  will  be  the  most  perfect  work  of  its  kind,  and  leave 
nothing  to  be  desired  but  the  formation  of  a  critical  text  from 
the  treasure  of  ita  collected  readings.  An  extended  account  of 
thia  edition  is  given  in  volume  second  of  the  first  series  of  the 
Eclectic  Review.

All  theM  works  of  Sliarp  contain  much  important  and  cimaas 
nutter.  Their  anthor  powessed  genius  as  well  as  learning,  and 
both  were  devoted  to  the  noblest  purpoees.  In  all  his  senti- 
ments, few  readers,  perhaps,  will  concur ;  but  all  must  admire  the 
modeaty  and  Ingennlty  of  the  anthor.  Thb  first  of  the  abore-men- 
tioned  tracts  was  anonftnons,  and  exposes  some  mistakes  of  Dr-  • 
Keniueott.     The  Remarks  on  the  Propheciei  contain  some  va- ' 
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liuble  obserratiotu  on  Isaiah  vii.  13, 16,  snd  some  other  paasagM. 
The  irork  on  the  Greek  article  fiimishes.an  important -new  of 
that  difficult  subject,  and  led  to  the  more  elaborate  treatises  of 
Middleton  and  Wordsworth.  The  tracts  on  Hebrew  Syntax  con- 
tain a  valuable  dissertation  od  the  power  <d  the  conversive  ran 
in  Hebrew,  for  which  the  author  is  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  every 
Hebrew  scholar.  The  other  productions  of  his  pen  are  learned 
and  curious,  but  not  equally  important  with  those  now  mention- 
ed. Very  few  men  hare  been  honoured  to  do  more  for  the  canse 
of  God  and  humanity  than  Granville  Sharp.  His  labours  as  a 
philanthropist  can  never  be  forgotten ;  his  exertions  as  a  Christ- 
Ian  scholar  also  entitle  him  to  everlasting  remembrance.

The  principal  pablicatiohs  of  a  biblical  nature  by  Dr.  Sharp, 
included  in  these  volumes,  are.  Two  Dissertations  concerning 
the  etymology  and  Scripture  meaning  of  the  Hebrew  words 
Elohim  and  Berith;  Review  of  the  two  Dissertations;  Defience 
of  the  Review ;  Discourses  on  the  Antiquity  of  the  Hebrevr 
Tongue  and  Character ;  Hutchinson's  Exposition  of  the  Cheru- 
bim, and  his  hypothesis  concerning  them  examined.

The  fint  of  tihese  worlu  has  sometimes  hy  mistake  been  a»- 
cribed  to  Riccaltoun  of  Hobkirk.  It  is  very  well  reasoned,  aai 
deserreB  to  be  ranked  witb  Lyttelton  on  the  couTemon  of  Paul, 
find  Boaai  on  the  conduct  of  Jadas  Iscarjot.  The  Histofy  and 
Philost^y  of  Judaism  is  a  defence  of  the  Mosaic  system  against 
some  of  the  charges  and  iusianadons  of  David  Hume.  It  bean 
•tnne  reaemhlance  to  the  cmnmentaries  of  Mtchaelis ;  to  which, 
however,  it  is  very  inferior,  both  in  research  and  aignment.  The 
last  work  is  a  large  book  on  a  small  sobject,  which  the  author 
laboarv  nnsucceasfnlly  to  render  interesting  and  convincing.

It  is  not,  however,  equal  in  talent  or 
interest  to  Prideaux,  and  the  reader  will  find  it  necewary  to  exa- 
mine Dr.  Shuckford's  t^uions  with  care ;  especially  in  his  Dis- 
sertation on  the  Creation  and  Fall  of  Man.

Tbe  Hebrew  Bible  edited  by  Simon  is  very  Mcnrately  priat- 
ed.  ■  He  has  added  to  it  an  analysia  and  expknatitKi  of  the  M»- 
soretic  readings  Keri  and  Kethib.  Tbere  is  lilcewise  annexed,  a 
compendious  dictionary  of  all  the  Hebrew  and  ChaldaJc  wwda 
in  the  Old  Testament.  It  is  a  usefgl  edition  to  a  learner  of  tli« 
language.  The  (homatHea  are  learned  philological  treatiaea  on 
the  proper  names  which  occni  in  the  Old  and  New  Testamraits, 
and  the  apocryphal  books.  He  endeavours  to  explain  them,  to 
trace  their  etymologies,  and  their  varied  applications.  They  are 
the  most  learned  and  accurate  works  whidi  have  been  published 
on  this  subject.  His  Hebrew  and  Chaldaic  Dictioiiary,  as  pub- 
lished by  Eichhom,  is  a  my  excellent  and  much  approved  work' 

Simon,  Richard,  «  priest  <^  ike  Oratory  at 
Parig,  and  one  of  the  most  learned  critics  <^  his 
time ;  bom  in  1638 ;  arid  died  in  1T13-— A  Critical 
History  of  the  Old  Testament,  in  three  books. 
Translated  firom  the  French.    Lend.  16S9.  4to. 

The  nature  of  Father  Simon's  work  is  not  very  ctfieotly  de- 
scribed in  the  elaborate  Fnglwh  title  of  his  learned  production. 
The  first  part  of  it  contains  a  critical  history  of  the  Hebrew 
text,  from  the  time  of  Mooes  to  our  own  times.  The  second 
discusses  the  merits  of  the  several  versions  of  the  Old  Tes- 
tament made  in  early  or  in  later  ages;  and  the  third  is  de- 
voted to  the  exposition  of  the  principles  of  .biblical  interpre- 
tation. To  this  part  is  added,  a  list  of  the  prindpol  editions  of 
the  flebrew  Scriptures,  and  of  the  ancient  versions ;  and  a  c»- 
talf^e  of  the  writers  (mostly  Jewish)  referred  to  in  the  Critical 
History.  €imon  was  a  man  of  profound  learning  and  great 
acateness;  liberal  in  his  mode  of  thinking,  and  yet  professedly 
devoted  to  all  the  dogmata  of  popery.  He  ia  equally  &ee  iu  his 
■trictnres  on  the  divine  original,  on.  the  protestant  translationB, 
and  on  the  Latin  Vulgate  j  so  that  it  has  been  doubted  whether 
he  ought  to  be  classed  among  freethinhers  or  fenatics.  His 
learning  and  shrewdness  would  place  him  among  the  formOT, 
while  bis  supentitions  devotedneas  to  the  anthocity  of  the 
Church,  whether  real  ta  pretended,  entitles  him  to  a  place  among 
the  latter.     This  work  produced  so  strong  an  impression,  and 
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led  to  M>  extended  a  controrersy,  that  the  reader  will  perhapi 
excuse  a  slight  departure  from  the  plan  of  this  tVork  to  give  him 
some  account  of  it. 

The  Critical  Hirtory  of  the  Old  Testament  was  fint  published 
in  French  at  Paris,  in  I678 ;  bat,  for  various  reasons,  this  edition 
was  soon  after  BUppressed  by  the  authority  of  Chancellor  Tellier. 
However,  in  168O,  it  appeared  at  Amsterdam  under  a  twofold 
title ;  some  copies  being  entitled,  A  Critical  Histwy  of  the  Old 
Testament,  and  others,  A  History  of  the  Religion  of  the  Jews. 
By  this  means,  and  by  the  omission  of  some  things  in  the  first 
edition,  the  work  was  more  easily  got  into  France.  Simon  had 
originally  written  the  work  in  Latin,  and  Intended  the  French 
translation  merely  as  a  compendium  and  specimen  of  what  he 
Intended  to  pablish  at  greater  length  in  that  language.  A  Latin 
translation,  however,  appeared  at  Amsterdam  in  I68I ;  whether 
at  his  su^estion,  or  oader  his  direction,  is  doubtful.  It  also 
has  a  double  titie.  In  the  one  it  is  designated,  A  Critical  His-< 
tory  of  the  Old  Testament,  by  Natalia  Albertns  Veraeus ;  in 
the  Other,  after  the  prefiice  by  the  snppoeed  tnuulator,  Versens, 
vboae  name  it  bears,  it  is  called,  A  History  of  the  Religion  of 
the  Jews,  hy  R.  Moia  Levi.  Thia  is  very  like  one  of  the  triclu 
of  Simon,  by  which  he  contrived  to  involve  the  whole  controversy 
in  dust.  This  Latin  edition  waa  published  several  times ;  at  Am- 
sterdam in  1605 ;  at  Praneker  in  I69S  ;  and  at  Irenop<diB  (Am- 
sterdam) in  1700.  The  French  edition  was  also  republished  at 
Rotterdamin  ]68j;  and  it  was  wretchedly  tnmslated  into En^ 
liah  in  168S. 

ArtiUay  of  evory  caliber  was  soon  pointed  against  the  reve- 
rend Father,  who  proved  a  very  tough  and  resolute  defender. 
Charles  Maria  de  Veil,  a  teamed  convert  from  Judaism,  first  at- 
tacked the  Critical  History  in  a  letter  to  the  Hon.  Bohert 
Boyle,  dated  the  14th  May,  1678.  The  ol^ect  of  this  epistle  was 
to  shoW  the  fallacy  of  Simon's  leading  argnment— that  there  is 
noAing  clear  vt  certain  in  Christianity  unlees  you  adhere  to  the 
authority  of  tradition.  To  this  letter,  Simon  replied  in  the  syme 
year,  under  the  name  of  D«  Idsle.  It  waa  answered  by  De 
Veil  in  a  Letter  to  Maimbouig,  in  1685.  A  Letter  to  a  Friend, 
in  French,  appeared  in  1679,  1^  Ezeldel  Spanheim ;  thou^ 
smne  supposed  it  was  hia  brother  Frederic  who  wrote  the 
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epistle.  The  object  of  it  is  to  show  that  Simon,  nnder  the  pre- 
tence of  supporting  the  traditionB  of  the  church,  and  maintain- 
ing  the  uncertainty  of  ascertaining  the  truth  or  meaning  of 
Scripture  otherwise,  designed  to  undermine  the  aathority  of 
Christianity  alt<^ether.  This  adversary  Simon  endearoured  to 
repel  the  same  year,  in  French,  in  an  Answer  to  Mr.  Spanhdm, 
or  A  Letter  from  a  Divine  of  the  Faculty  of  Paris  to  hia  Friend, 
giving  on  account  of  tKe  Critical  History  of  the  Old  Testa- 
Simon,  in  the  Critical  tlistary,  had  made  some  strictures  on 
the  work  of  Isaac  Vossiua,  De  Septuaginta  Interpretibus.  This 
led  Voesius  to  publish,  in  l680,  an  answer  to  the  objections  of 
the  late  Critici  Sacri.  Simon  defended  himself  against  him  by 
publishing  anonymously  in  Latin,  Critical  Enquiries  into  the 
various  Editions  of  the  Bible,  printed  in  divers  places  and 
at  several  times ;  bother  with  aniniadTersions  upon  a  small 
treatise  of  Isaac  Voasius,  concerning  the  Sibylline  Oracles,  and 
an  Answer  to  the  Objections  of  the  late  Critici  Sacri.  This 
work  was  translated  into  English  in  1684,  and  contains  some 
carious  and  important  information.  These  Animadveraions  ap- 
peared also  in  Latin  next  year  at  Edinbur^,  in  4to.  under  the 
title  of  Simonis  Opuscula  Critica  adversus  Vossium.  Vaesius 
replied  in  a  work  entitled,  Responsio  ad  iteratas  Simonis  Ob- 
jectiones,  to  which  Simon  replied  under  the  assumed  name  of 
Jerome  le  Camus,  a  Parisian  divine.  This  work  was  also 
published  at  Edinburgh,  in  l685.  Vosaius  published  a  final  re- 
joinder to  the  third  objections  of  Simon. 

Besides  these,  there  appeared  against  Simon,  The  Sentiments 
of  some  Dirines  of  Holland,  on  the  Critical  History.  Amst. 
l6fi5.  This  work  was  generally  ascribed  to  Le  Clerc.  It  both 
attacks  and  defends  Simon.  To  this  work  the  wary  Father 
published,  in  l€8€.  An  Answer  to  the  Sentiments  of  the  Di- 
vines of  Holland,  by  the  Prior  Boleville.  An  answer  to  this,  in 
defence  of  the  Dutch  divines,  was  pnbliahed  that  same  year. 
Simon  again  published,  in  answer  to  this,  and  on  the  inspiration 
of  the  sacred  books,  under  the  same  designation  of  Boleville. 
On  this  work  Bsekiel  Spanheim,  Frassenius,  and  Du  Pin,  pub- 
lished strictures- 
Peter  Ambrun  published,  or  was  supposed  to  have  published. 
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An  Examination  of  the  Method  of  the  French  Clei^.  This  is 
by  some  considered  altogether  a  fictitious  work,  which  Simon 
himself  feigned  to  hare  been  written  against  him,  in  order  that  he 
might  hare  a  pretence  to  publish  another  deftnce  t£  his  critical 
history ;  which  he  aorawdingly  did  under  the  title  of,  An  Answer 
to  Father  Ambmn.     Roterodami,  1685,  4ta. 

Michael  le  Vassor  published,  in  1688,  a  French  Paraphraae 
on  the  Gospel  of  Matthew,  intimating  on  the  title,  that  it  was 
accompanied  with  Animadvetsions  on  the  Critical  History  of 
Mr.  Simon.  Though  these  vere  not  added  to  the  work,  they 
led  Father  Simon  to  publish,  in  1689,  An  Apology  for  the  author 
of  the  Critical  History. 

Besides  by  all  these,  Simon  was  attacked  by  Paul  Colomeaios, 
Matthew  Honcamp,  John  Ben.  Carp»r,  Hdd^er,  Witsiua, 
Meyer,  Salden,  Basnage,  Mains,  Loescher,  and  I  know  not  how 
many  others.  The  contioreray  is  a  very  curious  one,  and  was 
carried  on,  as  the  reader  must  perceive,  with  great  cunning,  as 
wdl  as  persererance  oa  the  part  of  the  learned  and  subtile 
priest.     He  produced,  in  16S9  and  I69O,

This  work  is  translated  into  English  in  the  same  imperfiect 
and  barbarous  manner,  as  the  former.  Though  it  still  contains 
many  free  and  many  doubtful  sentiments,  it  is  by  no  means  so 
objectionable  as  that  on  the  Old  Testament,  and  is  well  deserving 
of  a  repeated  and  careful  perusal  by  the  biblical  scholar.  It  dis- 
covers great  knowledge  of  his  subject,  and  a  prodigious  qnick- 
sightedness  into  the  errors  of  others,  which  are  as  freely  and 
plainly  exposed.  A  third  port  of  this  work.  The  History  of  the 
Principal  Commentators  on  the  New  Testament,  appeared  in 
1693  i  and  in  IGQS,  New  Dissertations  on  the  Text  and  Versions 
of  the  New  Testament  were  given  to  the  public  Neither  of 
these,  as  &r  as  I  know,  baa  been  translated  into  English.  The 
admirable  strictures  of  Dr.  Campbell  on  the  critical  prindplee  of 
Pere  Simon,  in  his  third  Preliminary  Dissertation,  I  b^  leave  to 
recommend,  along  with  the  perusal  of  the  Father's  works.  Camp- 
bell pronounces  him  "  a  very  eminent  critic,  and  probably  the 
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greatest  oriental  sdiriar  of  las  ^e ;"  and  he  juUy  remariu,  tlut 
"  the  Critical  Histwy  kas  iveen  tibaervad  to  produce  two  ewitnrjr 
effects  on  readers  of  afipaaite  idiaractem.  Of  the  weak  and  timid,  • 
it  c&en  makes  impHcU  beHeotrt ;  of  the  iiiteilie«it  and  daring, 
it  vakeajree  thatkert."  Bieh<^  Mareti,  q)eddng  of  the  Critical 
History,  says,  "  I  venture  to  anert,  it  confiuBs  rery  Ttlnafale 
inAinaslion  in  r^ard  ta  the  optician  both  ef  the  Hebrew  Bible 
and  of  the  Greek  Teatantent."

Of  both  these  works,  I  poaseas  tlie  English  traoalatioc,  which 
ia  in  small  octavo.  The  account  of  the  Greek  and  Armenian 
diurdiea  diacorers  the  learning  and  research  of  the  author; 
though  it  is  tinctured,  as  might  be  eq)ected,  by  his  RtMuiBh  pre* 
judices.  Tbe  other  work  is  said  to  have  been  directed  against 
a  Benedictine  Society,  and  was  first  published  under  the  assum- 
ed name  of  Jeavme  Acoeta.  It  is  also  entitled  to  attention  in 
every  investigation  of  ecclesiastical  history.  The  author  is  by 
no  means  nncandid  in  his  account  of  the  way  in  which  the  church 
acquired  much  of  her  wealA,  or  of  the  use  which  she  made  of 
it.  It  is  not  equal  in  the  extent  of  its  inlbrmation,  but  is  very 
much  of  the  same  nature,  with  Father  Paul's  History  of  Eccle* 
uastical  Benefices  and  Revenues;  a  work  which  does  great 
honour  to  the  talents  snd  character  of  its  amiable  author.  If  to 
these  be  added  Bishop  Bumef  s  History  of  the  Rights  of  Princes 
in  the  disposing  of  Ecclesiastical  Benefices  and  Chorch  Lands, 
1682,  Svo.  the  reader  will  h&ve'a  tolerably  fiur  and  full  view  of 
an  important  branch  of  the  history  of  the  corruptions  of  Christ-

A  good  character  of  tht 
Toraion,  however,  is  given  bj  the  writers  of  the  Works  of  the 
Learned,  publiijied  at  Ldpaig  in  1704,  as  quoted  by  X^e  L««ig. 
Simon  often  corrects  the  Vnlgate  hj  the  Greek  text,  and  intro- 
duces the  Tsrions  readings  of  MSS.  and  Fatfaera.  An  English 
tran^tion  of  diis  Teraian  was  published  by  W.  Webster,  in 
1730,  4to.  In  this  vendos,  Fathn  Simon  commits  the  same 
faults,  if  they  be  faults,  of  wliidi  he  had  so  pointedly  accused 
others  ;  departing  fnm  the  Vnlgate,  using  freedoms  with  the 
original  text,  and  sporting  norel  and  contradjctwy  (pinions.  Thia 
translation,  CampbeQ  says,  is  a  good  one ;  bnt  it  will  not  bear 
to  be  tried  by  his  own  rolee  and  maxims.  Many  other  works 
proceeded  &um  his  pen,  which  do  not  fall  under  my  plan  to 
notice.  This  extended  article  will  be  excused,  if  the  extnordl'- 
nary  diaracter  of  this  man  be  considered,  that  he  produoed  a 
zeal  for  biblical  literature  in  his  own  church,  and  a  greater  ge- 
neral impression  respecting  its  importance,  than  any  man  of  the 
age  in  which  he  lived.  The  critical  merits  of  Simon  are  very 
ably  discussed  by  Dr.  Campbell.    IVel.  Diaa.  xi.  part  1.

He  object  of  this  work  ia  to  illustrate  the  various  subjects  of 
Mtursl  history  mentioned  in  the  Scriptures.  It  treats  of  the 
animals,  fowls,  fiilies,  reptiles,  insects,  etc  The  author  was 
evidently  not  a  Bochart,  nor  is  his  wvk  another  Hierozoicon ; 
but  it  contains  some  curious  learning,  and  no  small  portion  of 
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{ancj.  He  tells  us  every  thing,  true  tind  fabuloiu,  that  he  eoold 
collect  abont  the  snbject ;  and  moralixea  on  eveiy  thing  na  be 
goes  slmig.  The  foUowing  tmnslatioii  of  his  article  en  the  F^ 
lican  will  give  a  tolerable  idea  of  this  cnriooB  work.  The  piety 
of  aoate  of  the  reflections  will  be  more  admired  than  their  wi»- 
dom. 

Of  the  Pelican.    Isaiah  zxrir. 

"  The  pelican  (aiMMMf )  is  im  ^[yptian  bird,  flMiad  chiefly  in 
the  deserts  of  the  river  Nile.  There  are  two  kinds  of  it,  the 
<«>e  flying  in  the  air,  the  other  inhabiting  the  wnter.  Them 
birds  are  said  to  kill  their  yoong  with  their  bill,  and  to  lament 
them,  while  they  lie  dead  in  the  nest,  for  three  days ;  after  which, 
it  is  said,  the  mother  wounds  herself  deeply,  and  pours  out  the 
blood  upon  her  young;  when  they,  being  sprinkled  with  it, 
stra^twBy  revive. 

The  fi^owing  acoount,  which  I  have  obtained  from  the  moat 
ancient  and  approved  anthma,  givea  me  mme  satisftctioa.  Je- 
nnne,  in  his  Ejastlea,  affirms  that  the  pelican,  when  its  yotmg 
have  been  deitn^ed  by  the  poison  of  the  serpent,  restores  than 
to  life  by  its  own  blood.  Mw.  The  pelican  is  here  a  figure  of 
Jeam  Christ,  who  saves  through  his  blood  thoae  whom  Satan 
hath  destroyed  by  the  poison  of  sin ;  as  those  who  were  bittoi 
by  the  fiery  serpents  were  healed  by  looking  to  the  brasen  ser- 
pent in  the  wilderness. 

The  bird  being  thus  weakened  by  loss  of  blood,  is  nonriah- 
ed  by  its  yoong,  of  which  those  that  have  been  grateful  are  re- 
warded by  it  on  its  recovery.  Those  again  whom  it  discovera 
to  have  been  otherwise  are  thrust  out  of  the  neat.  Mor.  Chil- 
dren who  are  disobedient  to  their  parents  deserve  to  be  dUdnbe- 
rited.  To  the  first  class  of  persons,  (the  grateful)  Christ  shall 
say,  I  was  an  hungered,  and  ye  gave  me  meat ;  but,  to  the  otfaent 
D^iart  from  me  ye  cursed,  fat  1  was  an  hungered,  and  ye  gave 
me  no  meat. 

The  gier-eagle  feeds  on  worms  ;  the  pelican  and  the  swan  (a 
fidies ;  the  ibis  on  serpents.  Mor.  Not  many,  but  almost  all, 
passing  by  the  things  of  heaven,  pursue  earthly  objects;  and,  ne- 
glecting the  culture  of  divine  pnrsnita,  seek  after  worldly  grati- 
fications, on  whid)  they  fsed :  whether  it  be  on  worms  wi^  the 
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■Taridoiu ;  or  on  fishes,  vhich  afford  little  nonriBhmeiit,  with 
those  who  paraie  fblly  and  vanity ;  w  on  serpents,  with  the  spite- 
iul,  who  feast  upon  the  poisons  of  malice. 

The  pelican,  a  mean  bird,  lajs  her  e^s  upoa  the  ground,  ' 
while  the  ea^e  bnilds  her  neat  in  the  highest  rocks.    Mor.  Ah  I 
how  fooliah  are  those  who  n^lect  the  things  above,  and  to  the 
great  loss  of  them  and  theirs,  involve  themselves  in  worldly  spe- 
culations. 

Though  it  be  a  mean  bird,  yet  hath  it  such  conrage,  that  when 
the  nest  in  which  its  young  lie,  is  set  fire  to  by  the  sh^herds, 
it  advances  boldly,  despises  the  vehemence  of  the  flames,  thou^ 
the  heat  penetrate  through  its  members ;  and  retreats  not  Stota 
its  station  nor  is  the  least  terrified,  though  almost  wholly  con- 
sumed ;  while  the  lion,  the  bravest  of  animals,  at  the  sight  at  a 
small  torch,  is  put  into  great  consternation.  Mor.  Christ  is  as- 
suredly that  pelican,  who  to  sare  us,  threw  himself  into  the  fur- 
nace of  the  divine  indignation,  that  we  might  be  delivered  from 
wrath.  The  Egyptian  priests  represent  the  pelican  on  the  top 
(tf  a  cross ;  an  image  of  Christ  hanging  on  that  cross. 

Lanretns  Honachns,  in  his  collection  of  Allegories,  tells  ns, 
that  the  pelican  lives  upon  poiaonous  snbstances.  Mor.  Here- 
in is  the  sinner  prefigured,  who,  in  the  desert  of  this  world, 
captivated  by  its  allurements,  takes  delight  in  the  poistms  of 
vice. 

The  pelican  loves  solitude.  Mor.  So  good  men  avoid  ostenta- 
tion, and  the  ear  of  the  multitude,  and  in  retirement  hold  con- 
verse with  God.  Elias  fled  to  the  desert,  as  did  John  the  Bap- 
tist, David,  and  other  holy  men.    Vide  Hebr.  xi. 

It  holds  by  the  head  such  birds  as  it  makes  its  prey.  Mor. 
Thus  Christ  attacks  the  head,  not  the  tail  of  the  serpent,  that 
he  may  bruise  it ;  because  in  it  is  the  life  of  the  deviL  The  teed 
^ihe  woman  thaU  bruite  the  head  ^ihe  terpeni." 

Mr.  Simson  waa  also  the  author  of  an  En^iah  Commentary 
on  the  Second  Epistle  of  Peter,  which  was  published  at  Lcmdoa 
in  l€SS,  4ito.

"  The  works  of  Patrick  SimMn,"  uys  Dr.  M'Crie,  "  contain 
a  Htccinct  Hisbxy  <tf  the  Chriatiaa  Chordi,  written  in  a  Btjle 
which,  though  not  correct,  is  spirited,  and  breathes  a  clttasical 
air."  He  wrote  sereral  other  worka  besides  his  History  of  the 
Chnrch ,-  all  of  which  are  now  scarce,  and  are  regarded  diiefljr 
as  objects  of  cnriosit]'.

The  subject  of  Hebrew 
accents  is  not  a  common  one,  which  shows  that  the  author  mast 
have  made  considerable  progress  in  oriental  lettming.  See  an 
extract  from  him  under  the  article  Webubs,  Jobn.

That  Mr.  Smart  was  a  eonsidorable  sdiol&r.  Is  evidant  tnm 
his  prose  translation  of  Horace.

His 
Tersion  of  the  Psalms  is  verj  unequal.  Some  of  them  are,  on  the 
whc^,  happily  rendered.  Is  others,  "  Stenihold  hims^  is  oot- 
Stemholded."  Besides  the  above  work,  he  turned  inta  Terae^ 
tmoeotitYKrf  doggerel.

Smith,  Elizabeth,  an  amiable  and  aceom- 
pUthed  lady ;  born  1776 ;  died  1806.— The  Book 
of  Job;  translated  from  the  Hebrew.

This  H  »  good  EngUali  Tsnion  of  Job,  produced  chiefly  by  the 
kid  of  Farl(hant'B  Lexicon ;  m  which  ahtioet  all  the  pecoliw 
renderings  of  Miss  Smith's  reniou  will  be  found.  Her  own 
notes  are  few,  and  chiefly  verbal ;  those  of  her  editOT  are  of  no 
groat  value.  Both  he  and  Dr.  Magee  speak  too  strongly  of  the 
merits  of  the  work ;  thongh  it  is  certainly  a  great  proof  both  of 
die  diligmce  and  talents  of  its  author. 

Smith,  John,  .  M.  D.  member  tff  the  Boyal  Coi- 
l^e  of  PhymdoM,  London ;  bom  about  1630 ; 
died  in  1679.— The  Portrait  of  Old  Age.  Wherein 
ia  contained,  a  aacred  anatomy,  both  of  soul  and 
body,  and  a  perfect  account  of  the  infirmitiee  of 
age  incident  to  them  both.  Being  a  paraphrase 
upon  the  six  former  verses  of  the  xiith  chapter  of 
Eccteaiastw.  JUond.  1666.  8to.  3d  edit  Ibid.l7d2, 
19mo. 

This  is  a  very  cnrions  critico-anatomical  book.  Dr.  Smith 
was  both  a  contdderable  biblical  Bcholar,  and  well  acquainted  with 
his  own  profession.  In  Interpntii^  the  different  parts  of  the 
aboTO  passage  «f  Eceledtvrtes,  and  aj^ying  them  to  the  buman 
body,  he  endeavours  to  shew  that  SoImhou  was  profoundly  ver- 
>ant  ia  all  the  discoveries  of  anatomy,  and  that  even  the  drcn- 
lation  of  the  blood  was  not  unknown  to  him.  The  following 
passage  on  this  sabject  deserves  to  be  extracted.  After  ezphiin- 
ing  the  Harveian  theory  of  the  circulation,  he  thus  proceeds : 
"  This  is  the  true  doctrine  of  the  excellency  and  motion  of  the 
blood,  and  of  the  use  of  the  heart,  and  the  parts  appertaining 
thereunto ;  all  which  were  perfectly  known  to  Solomon,  as  will 
abundantly  appear  anon,  in  the  explication  of  the  aymptoinH  we 
txe  DOW  about.  Yet  it  pleased  the  Lord  that  this  Imowledge 
should,  with  the  possessor  of  it,  sink  into  dust  and  darkness, 
where  It  lay  buried  for  S500  years,  at  the  least,  till  It  was  r^ 
stored  thencefrom  by  the  wisdom  and  Industry  of  that  Incom- 
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poraUe,  and  for-eTer-to-be-renowned  Dr.  WiUuun  Harrey,  tlie 
greaXeBt  honour  of  our  nation,  and  of  all  sodatiea  of  wliich  be 
was  a  member."  Mattheir  Poole,  in  whose  houae  Dr.  Smith 
died,  speaks  in  the  highest  terms  of  his  learning,  and  of  the 
Talue  (^  his  work,  the  substance  of  which  he  introdooea  into  the 
Synopsis. 

SuiTH,  John  Pye,  D.  D.  theolqgieai  tutor  of 
tie  distenHng  academy  at  ffomerton.

This  is  one  of  the  most  important  works  that  has  been  pub- 
lished in  England  for  many  years.  The  eztensire  acqnaintaoce 
with  andent  and  modern  writers  which  it  diacorers,  the  depth 
and  accuracy  of  the  learning  which  it  displays,  the  amiable 
apirit,  combined  with  the  powerful  a^ument,  by  which  it  is  per- 
raded,  place  it  in  the  very  first  rank  of  critical  and  polemical 
performances.  The  second  volume  is  consideraUy  saperior  to 
the  firat ;  but  both  contain  a  treasure  of  Christian  instraction> 
with  which  no  Cfariatian  minister  ought  to  dispense.

Dr.  Smith  was  an  excellent  oriental  scholar.  He  redded  a 
considerable  time  at  Constantintqde,  as  chaplain  to  the  English 
ambassador,  which  afforded  a  valuable  opportunity  of  improving 
his  acquaintance  with  the  eaatern  languages.  The  fruits  of  this 
residence  appeared  in  the  accounts  of  the  Greek  Church,  and  of 
the  Seven  Churches  of  Asia,  which  he  published.  The  Latin 
Miscellanea,  mentioned  above,  contain  an  answer  to  Simon  on 
the  subject  of  transnbstantiation  ;  a  dissertation  on  I  John  v.  7, 
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in  which  he  endnToan  to  maintun  the  integrity  and  aathenti- 
dty  of  the  rettding  of  the  receired  text  j  a  defence  of  that  dis- 
sertation ;  and  a  commentary  (ki  the  Second  Epiatle  of  Peter.

Thia  commentary  embraces  chapter  i.  iv.-xri.  and  chap.  zx. 
7—15,  together  with  three  diBsertadoni ;  one  on  the  ibur  beaitg ; 
another  oa  the  Joor  and  twenty  elders ;  and  a  third  on  the  nom- 
ber  of  the  hnait  Dr.  Snodgiaaa  wta  a  man  who  thon^t  for 
himself,  whose  views  were  evangelical,  and  whose  expositioiis 
<^  the  prophecies  are  characterised  by  sobriety  aa  well  as  ind^ 
pendence  of  thinking.  The  disseitations  are  ingeniouB,  if  not 
satis&etory.

Spanheim  the  elder  was  a  man  of  profound  learning,  and  the 
Ibtmder  of  a  learned  and  distinguished  family.  This  work  is 
both  an  exq^cal  performance,  m  which  the  tme  meaning  is 
attempted  to  be  given  <d  many  passages  in  the  Gospel  of 
Matthew,  and  a  polemical  defence  of  the  mlbodox  views  of 
many  doctrinal  and  disputed  pmnts,  against  infidels.  Pagans, 
Jews,  Samosatenians,  Anabaptists,  Catholics,  and  all  other  sects. 
The  doctrines  of  Geneva  eoenpy,  as  mi^t  be  expected,  a  pro- 
minent place.  Very  many  important  discussions  are  to  be  found 
in  the  rolomes,  and  some  of  less  mranent.  None  of  them  is 
dismissed  briefly  or  carelessly.  Philosophy,  history,  and  antiqui- 
ties are  all  brought  to  bear  on  the  argument,  and  made  hand- 
maids to  theology.  He  digresses  occasionally,  and  labours  as 
much  in  stating  the  difficulty  as  in  removing  it ;  but  those  who 
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bave  padenoe  to  tnv«l  throng  his  ehtborata  reuoniiigB  nOEnercc 
be  altogether  disa]^oint«d.

lesming,  bst  an  straiigty  tinctived  witk  tb»  puidplss  mmI 
spirit  of  the  sohooit  to  which  the  saAar  belonged.  Speam»*h 
opinion  of  the  Septnagiat  was  low  anA  incorrect ;  but  he  Ins 
soma  sensible  remaiks  on  the  qsotations  from  it  in  the  New 
Testament.  He  considers  all  the  mythology  of  the  beoth^i  ta 
hare  been  originally  derired  &om  revelation.  His  philosophy, 
like  that  of  his  master,  is  opposed  to  the  Newtonian,  asd  has 
now  very  few  admirers.  Parkhurst  frequently  refers  to  him 
with  Inspect.  Speonnan  assisted  Julius  Bate  in  editing  die 
wmks  of  Hntcbinaon,  ia  \%  'r<il.  8vo. ;  to  which  ha  pablishwl, 
by  way  of  supplement,  an  Index,  with  platee,  ia  VJQS,  Svo.

In  this  work,  Spencer  treats  very  la^;ely  of  the  orig^  of  t^ 
crifices ;  of  purificatlans ;  of  new  moons ;  of  the  ark  and  the 
cherubim ;  of  the  temple  ;  of  the  Urim  and  Thununim ;  of  the 
scape  goat ;  of  circumdsion ;  of  clean  and  unclean  meats ;  (tf 
iddatry  ;  and  of  the  Jewish  theocracy.  To  an  edition  of  the 
work  published  at  T&bingen  by  Professor  Pfaff,  there  is  prefixed. 
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ft  Dissertatioi)  on  the  life  of  Spencer,  on  the  merits  and  demerits 
of  the  book,  and  on  the  aathon  who  wrote  against  it.  It  is  « 
very  lenrned,  but  a  very  dangerous  work ;  the  great  object  of 
which  ia  to  show  that  the  Hebrew  ritual  ^vas  almost  entirely 
borrowed  from  the  Egyptians,  and  accommodated  to  the  taste 
and  prejudices  which  the  Jews  had  acquired  among  that  people- 
The  same  hypothesis  had  been  stated  by  MaimonJdes,  a  phlloeo- 
phizing  Jew,  in  his  Mors  Nerochim,  and  was  greedily  laid  hold 
of  by  Sir  Joba  Manham,  in  his  Canon  Chronlcus  A^yptiacns. 
A  masterly  refntation  of  the  work  of  Spencer  was  furnished  by 
WitsiuB,  in  his  A^yptiaca ;  and  Shnckfbrd,  in  hia  Connections, 
auppliee  also  many  arguments  on  the  same  side.  Warburton 
partly  espoused  the  system  of  Spencer,  and  replied  to  Witsius, 
for  which  he  is  very  properly  censured  by  Dr.  Magee,  in  his 
work  on  the  atonement.  Socinians  and  infidels  have  made  very 
liberal  use  of  the  work  and  arguments  of  Spencer.

These  works,  particularly  the  Essays,  contain  some  very  in- 
teresting and  learned  discussion.  Bishop  Squire  maintains  the 
credit  of  the  ancient  Greek  chronolt^  in  opposition  to  Sir  Isaac 
Newton  and  others.  His  Chmnolt^cal  Synopsis  is  chiefly  ex- 
tracted from  the  Parian  Marbles,  Eusebius,  Usher,  Petavius, 
Newton,  and  MarshalL  On  the  origin  of  the  Greek  language 
he  ascends  to  the  remotest  antiquity,  and  endeavours,  with  con- 
siderable Buccesa,  to  show  ita  oriental  nativity,  or  Hebrew  pa- 
rentage. His  argument  is  ably  supported,  and  well  deserving 
of  attention.  Dr.  Hodges,  the  Hutchinsonian,  published  some 
remarks  on  part  of  these  essays  in  an  ananymous  pamphlet,—

Stackhouse,  Thomas,  A.  M.  on  EftgUsk  clergy- 
flum;&oml680;  c^uk/IT^S.— A  History  of  the  Holy 
Bible,  from  the  beginning  of  the  world  to  the  esto* 
bliahment  of  Christianity ;  with  answers  to  infidel 
objections,  dissertations  on  the  most  remarkable 
passages,  and  most  important  doctrines,  and  a  roO' 
nection  of  the  profane  with  the  sacred  writings.

This  elaborate  work  was  more  esteemed  on  its  first  publica- 
tion than  afterwards ;  though  the  additional  notes  and  disserta- 
tions  of  Dr.  Gleig  hare  rather  revived  its  reputation.  The  hift< 
tory  is  not  written  in  an  interesting  manner ;  it  is  minute  on 
trifling,  and  brief  on  important  points.  The  infidd  objectiui  is 
often  strongly  stated,  and  weakly  answered.  Tbe  critidsms  va 
passages  of  Scripture  are  seldom  original  or  profound.  Patrick, 
Poole,  Le  Clerc,  Heid^ger,  and  Parker's  Bibliotheca  supply  the 
greater  part  of  the  notes.  The  the<^ogical  sentiments  are  neither 
correct  nor  constatent ;  and  as  a  view  of  the  connexion  between 
sacred  and  pro&ne  history,  it  is  decidedly  inferior  to  Shuckford 
and  Prideaux.  Gleig's  editiov  is  certainly  mwe  valuable  than 
tbe  ftirmer  ones ;  but  several  of  the  above  renuq-ks  are  applicable 
to  bis  additions,  as  well  as  to  tbe  (»'iginal  work. 

Stanhope,  Ggorge,  D.D.  JDeant^  Canterbury; 
bom  in  1660 ;  died  in  1728. — A  Paraphrase  and 
Comment  upon  the  Epistles  and  Gospels.  Loud. 
1705,  4  vol.  8vo.  several  times  reprinted. 

Dean  Stanhope  enjoyed  considerable  reputation  for  learning 
and  piety,  and  was  the  author  of  several  original  works,  as  well 
as  tbe  translator  of  Thomas  a  Kempis,  the  Meditations  of  St. 
Augustine,  and  Epictetus.  Tbe  above  performance,  on  the 
Epistles  and  Gospels  of  the  Church,  is  a  work  of  devotion  rather 
than  of  learning  and  criticism-     In  tbe  former  respect  it  would 
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hare  been  more  nsefdl  had  the  learned  dean  atndled  Paul  mora 
than  Kempis,  and  infiued  the  doctrine  a£  the  ctom  of  Christ 
-with  greater  freedom  Into  hia  practical  and  spiritnal  exhortations. 

Stehelin,  John  Peteh,  P.  R.  S.  a  learned 
German  dergyTitan,  resident  in  England. — The 
Traditions  of  the  Jews,  or  the  Doctrines  and  Ex- 
positions contained  in  the  Tahnud  and  other  rabbi- 
nical writings.  Translated  from  the  High-Dutch.

From  the  pre&»  to  thia  vrork,  it  appears  that  the  original, 
of  which  it  ia  a  translation,  was  the  production  of  Dr.  Elsen- 
menger,  professor  of  oriental  languages  in  the  unireisitj  of  Held- 
elbei^.  It  was  published  in  German  at  Konigsbe^  in  1711, 
2  Tol.  4to.  under  the  title  of  Jndaism  Diacovered.  It  does  not 
appear  that  Stehelin  was  the  translator  of  the  work ;  but  he  ia 
the  writer  <rf  a  long  pr^ace  to  it.  There  u  alao  an  appendix  on 
the  religions  cnstoms  and  ceremonies  of  the  Jews  from  the  Latin 
«f  Bnxtorf.  The  whole  work  is  certainly  very  cnrious,  and  rerjr 
melancholy.  More  conrindng  proofs  and  iJlnstrations  of  the 
blindness  which  hath  happened  to  Israel  are  nowhere  to  be 
found.  Their  traditions  are  a  mass  of  absurdity  and  supersti- 
tion, not  exceeded  by  any  thing  in  popery  or  paganism.  The 
boA  is  scarce.  John  Andrew  Eisemnengw,  the  original  author, 
wasbomat  Hanheim  in  1654;  and  died  at  Heidelhe^in  1704. 

Stephens,  Robert,  a  celebrated  printer,  and 
head  (^the  distinguished  JamHy  of  printers  of  that 
name;  bom  at  Paris,  1503;  removed  to  Geneva  on 
account  qfhis  reformed  princ^)les  in  1552,  where 
he  died  1559. — ^Novum  Testamentum  Graece.  Paris. 
1546, 1549,  ISmo.  1550,  fol. 

The  edition  of  1550  is  the  critical  edition  of  Robert  Stephens, 
whidi  has'  long  excited  the  admiration  of  the  curious  for  its 
splendour,  and  of  the  learned  for  its  accuracy.  It  contains  various 
readings  in  the  margin  from  sixteen  MSS.  includii^  the  Com- 
plutensian  edition ;  from  which  itdiffers  in  about  thirteen  hundred 
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places.  The  disciusiotu  retpecting  the  MSS.  emjAt^ed  in  it  have 
been  very  extennre,  for  which  Griesbach's  PnJ^rauena  may  be 
consalteil,  and  the  opinions  of  its  critical  merits  are  somewhat  dis- 
cordant. It  is  now  considered  chiefly  as  a  reprint  of  the  sixth 
edition  of  Erasmus.  Bentlcy  says  of  it,  "  although  the  text 
stands  as  if  an  apostle  had  been  the  compositor,  its  errors  are 
numeTous.' 

The  editions  of  1546,  1319,  are  called  the  O  Mirtfieam,  from 
the  first  words  of  the  preface,  referring  to  Francis  I.  They  were 
compOed  chiefly  from  the  Complutensian  edition,  and  from  MSS. 
collected  by  Stephens  and  his  son  Henry.  The  edition  of  1549 
differs  from  the  first  in  sixty-serea  places.  Tliey  are  uncom- 
monly beautiful  specimens  of  typ^^raphy*.  Stephens's  edition 
of  the  New  Testament,  Geneva,  1551,  ISmo.  is  the  first  Greek  ' 
Testament  divided  into  verses.  His  son  Henry  says  this  di- 
vision was  made  by  hia  &ther,  when  on  a  journey  fhnn  Paria  to 
Lyons,  inter  equiiandum,  on  horseback,  or  during  the  intervals  <tf 
rest  on  the  journey.  What  a  pit'y  he  did  not  take  more  time  1 
The  editions  printed  firom  the  Stephanie  text  are  very  numeroas. 
The  critical  value  of  it  is  largely  discussed  by  Griesbach.  Proleg. 
pp.  27-40. 

STILLINGFLEET,    EdWAED,     D.  D.    Btshcp   ^ 

Worcester ;  bom  1685  ;  (ferf  1699. — Originea  Sa- 
crae  ;  or,  a  Rational  Account  of  the  Christian  Faitii, 
as  to  the  truth  and  divine  authority  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, and  the  matters  therein  contained.  Loud. 
1663,  4to.  and  often  reprinted. 

This  is  a  very  learned  and  valuable  work,  in  which  the  author 
ably  vindicates  the  authenticity  and  sacred  authority  of  the 
Scriptures,  and  the  divine  nature  of  the  truths  which  they  con- 
tain. Bishop  Stillingfleet  was  a  very  vdnminons  writer.  Hia 
principal  publications  besides  the  above  are,  Irenicum,  in  whidi 
he  endeavoured  to  make  peace  between  the  church  and  t^  dia- 
senters ;  a.  Bational  Account  of  the  Grounds  of  the  Protestant 
Religion,  in  which  the  main  points  of  the  popish  controversy  are 
taken  ap ;  a  Discourse  on  the  true  reason  of  the  Sufferings  of 
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Christ,  in  whicli  he  engages  the  Sodniaiu ;  and,  Origiiies  Bri- 
tannicae,  or  the  Antiqnities  of  the  British  Churches,  in  which 
he  tracee  the  early  introduction  of  Christianity  into  Britain,  and 
its  progress,  to  the  oonrersJon  of  the  Saxons.  Hia  whde  works 
were  published  in  London  in  1710,  6  voL  fol. 

Stock,  Chkistian,  a  learned  German .-  Profes- 
sor of  Divimty  at  Jena  ;  bom  1673  ;  died  1733.

This  is  the  best  edition  of  two  very  valuable  Lezioona  for  the 
Hebrew  and  Greek  Scriptnres.  They  comprehend  the  sub- 
stance of  the  most  celebrated  Lexicons  which  had  been  previ- 
ously published  far  the  Old  and  New  Testaments.  Stock  was 
a  ponctist,  but  a  man  of  liberal  sentiments  and  eztenaive  learn- 
ing. 

Stock.  Joseph,  D.  D.  Bishop  (f  KiUaUa—Tht 
Book  of  the  Prophet  Isaiah,  in  Hebrew  and  Eng- 
lish ;  with  notes,  critical  and  explanatory.  Lond.

Dr.  Stock  contends  for  a  metrical  arrang^nent  of  the  Hebrew 
proae,  as  well  as  of  the  Hebrew  poetical  writings.  In  his  Isaiah  he 
often  alters  the  renderings  of  Lowtb,  but  seldcnn  improves  them. 
Some  of  the  notes,  however,  contain  critical  and  philolt^cal 
matter  worthy  of  consideration.  His  translatitm  of  Job  was  the 
work  of  six  weeks  !  Magee  describes  it  as  "  executed  with'  a 
haste  that  nothing  can  excuse,  abounding  with  errors  both  of 
reasoning  and  interpretation,  presuming  upon  slight  and  fancied 
theories  to  new-mould  the  raiginal  text,  and  an  entire  congeries 
of  precipitances,  mistakes,  and  mutilations."  An  extended  and 
judicious  critique  on  this  translation  is  to  be  found  in  the  second 
vokune  of  the  archbishop's  valuable  work  on  the  atonement. 

Stonabd,  John,  D.  D.  Rector  of  Aidingham, 
Lancashire. — A  Commentary  on  the  Visioo  of  Ze-

I  mention  this  wtnrk  vithout  being  able  to  pre  any  acconiit  of 
it,  B8  it  has  just  iagned  from  the  press.  Zechariah  is  an  intsrest- 
ing  prophet,  but  lie  presents  many  difficulties  to  the  critical  ex- 
podtoT.

These  are  bat  a  selection  of  the  nnmeroos  works  of  Professor 
Storr,  vho  was  Mie  of  the  few  theolc^isos  in  Germsny  dnrii^ 
the  Iflst  centmry,  who  combined  evangelical  sentiments  aad  a 
devotional  qiiiit  with  sonnd  learning  and  el^ant  critidam.  His 
inaugural  dissertation  on  the  operation  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in 
oar  minds,  whidi  is  now  before  me>  discovered  at  an  early  period 
hia  extensive  acquaintance  with  the  doctrine  of  Scripture,  aad 
his  e^erience  of  its  power  aa  his  own  mind.  All  his  works  may 
be  consulted  with  rafety  and  profit.  Professor  Storr  has  done 
mach  to  give  a  better  direction  to  the  German  school  irf  criti- 
cism. The  strength  of  his  mind  and  the  superiority  of  his  U- 
blical  learning  have  given  him  an  influence,  which  is  likely  to 
render  his  writings  eminently  serviceable  to  the  cause  of  Chiiat- 

Steano,  John,  D.  D.  Principal  of  the  univernty 
t^Glci^QW,  who  died  in  1654. — De  Interpretatione

Though  this  wtaV  is  the  production  of  a  countryman,  I  btve 
not  been  able  to  procure  a  sight  of  it.  It  was  published  after 
the  writer's  death,  with  an  account  of  him  prefixed  to  it,  with 
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Uie  initials  of  Principal  Baillie'a  name.  Dr.  Strang  was  tibe 
author  of  anotlier  work,  which  I  have  met  with,  of  a  metaphy- 
seal nature;  De  Votuittale  et  Actitmibm  Dei  circa  Peccatvm. 
Amst.  1668,  4to.  The  dedication,  pre&ce,  and  poems,  prefixed 
to  tliis  last  Tolume,  were  written  by  the  celebrated  Alexander 
Moms.  The  learned  productions  of  Scotchmen,  about  this  pe< 
riod,  were  almost  all  published  in  Holland ;  and,  from  their 
great  scarcity  in  this  country,  I  snppcee  few  copies  came  badi  to 
Britain.  None  of  Str&ng's  publications  is  mentioned  in  Watt's 
Bibliotheca.  Stnne  notice  of  them  occurs  in  Dr.  Irring's  Dis- 
sertation on  the  Literary  History  of  Scotland,  p.  145. 

Street,  Stephen,  a  clergyman  qf  the  Church 
(if  Bngland.r—A  New  Literal  Veraion  of  the  Book 
of  Psalms ;  with  a  preface  and  notes.  Lond.  1790, 
a  vol.  8to. 

A  close  literal  version  of  the  Book  of  Psalms  may  exhibit 
something  of  the  meaning,  but  must  be  destructive  of  the  spirit 
and  beauty  of  these  inimitable  compositions.  With  the  princi- 
l^es  of  translation  Mr.  Street  was  tolerably  acquainted ;  but  of 
the  cognate  Hebrew  dialects  he  was  almost  entirely  ignorant.' 
Many  of  the  psalins  appear  to  much  more  advantage  in  this, 
tlian  in  the  common  version.  The  meaning  of  particular  words 
is  examined  with  great  care,  the  force  of  the  connecting  particles 
duly  attended  to,  and.  the  scope  of  the  psalm  closely  followed. 
The  first  volume  contains  the  translation,  and  the  second  the 
notes.

Strigelins  'wrote  notes  or  observations  on  many  of  the  books 
of  the  Old  Testament ;  but  this  work  on  the  New  is  conudered 
his  best.  Dr.  Harwood  says  "  this  is  another  of  the  most  va- 
luable books  of  sacred  criticism.  The  observations  are  neati  the 
Latinity  pure,  and  the  critical  judgment  of  V.  Strigelius  excel- 
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lent"  Emesti  also  greatly  praises  Strigelius,  as  inlenoi  only  to 
Enmans  in  Greek  learning,  but  greatly  bis  superior  in  Hebrew. 
Of  this  I  hare  now  befbfe  me  an  excellent  specimen  in  a  trans- 
lation, with  notes,  of  leaioh,— Condones  Esaiae  Prophetae  ad 
Hebraicam  veritatem  recognitse,  etc  Upa.  1565,  12mo.  At 
the  end  there  is  a  very  usefnl  index  to  the  book  which  he  had 
translated.  Mr.  Home  is  mistaken  in  saying  that  Strigelins 
wrote  notes  on  all  the  books  of  Scripture,  with  the  exception  of 
Itaiah.  Part  of  a  work  of  bis  on  the  Pssbng  was  early  translat- 
ed into  English,  under  the  quaint  title  of.  The  Harmony  of 
King  David's  Harp,  by  Robinson.

Stukeley,  William,  M.  D.  a  celebrated  anti-  - 
guary,  and  clergyman  qf  the  established  church ; 
bom  1687;  rfted  1765. — Palaeographia  Sacra;  or. 
Discourses  on  the  MoDumenta  of  Antiquity  that  re- 
late to  Sacred  History.    No.  I.    Lond.  17S6,  4to. 

This  learned  work  was  not  prosecuted  by  the  author  beyond 
the  first  number,  which  be  dedicated  to  Sir  Richard  Ellis,  Bart. 
Dr.  Stukeley  endeaTours  to  show  how  heathen  mytbolt^  is  de- 
rived from  sacred  history,  and  that  the  Bacchus  of  the  poets  is 
no  other  than  the  Jehortdi  of  Scripture.  His  own  account  of  it 
in  a  letter  to  a  fiiend  ia  worth  quoting.  "  In  the  progress  of 
this  work,  one  of  my  views  is  an  attempt  to  recover  the  faces  or 
resemblances  of  many  great  personages  in  antiquity,  mentioned 
in  the  Scriptures.  If  novelty  will  please,  I  need  not  fear  of  suc- 
ce« ;  but  it  will  not  appear  so  strange  a  matter  as  it  seems  at 
first  sight,  when  we  have  once  ascertained  the  real  persons  cha- 
ractOTized  by  the  heathen  gods  and  demi-gods."  On  this  prin- 
ciple. Dr.  Stukeley  apjdiea  the  1 9th  ode  of  the  second  book  of 
Horace  to  the  Messiah.

lliia  is  B  most  valuable  book.  It  iUoatrates,  in  the  order  ctf 
the  alphabet,  the  phrases,  rites,  doctrines,  heresies,  etc.  used  or 
referred  to  by  the  andent  nriters,  Greek  &thers,  and  ecclesias- 
tical hiBtorians,  together  with  a  vast  number  of  words  and  expres> 
■ions,  mostlf  omitted  by  lexicographers.  It  was  the  labour  of  many 
years  to  the  learned  and  indefatigable  author,  and  affords  most 
important  aid  in  ascertaining  the  meaning  of  many  things  con- 
tained  in  Scripture,  as  well  as  in  the  writings  of  antiquity.  Eve- 
ry page  of  it  displays  the  profound  learning  and  research  of  the 
author,  whose  work  has  been  a  rich  store-house  of  inibrmation 
and  reference  to  all  subsequent  critical  writers.  The  second  edi- 
tion, published  in  1728,  is  very  considerably  enlarged  and  im- 
proved, particularly  by  a  supjdement  and  additions,  by  John 
Henry  Soicer.  Walch  pronounces  it  a  workof. great  labour  and 
great  utility.  Suicer  was  the  author,  besides  other  works,  of 
Observationes  Sacrae.  Tigur.  1665,  4to. 

Sttrenhusius,  GuliELMDS,  ^(^essor  of  He- 
brew (£nd  Greek  at  Amsterdam,  and  a  teamed 
rabbinical  writer  qf  the  last  century. — muren  nno  ' 
flive  BIBAOS  KATAAAAras,  in  quo  secundum  veterum 
theologorum  Hebraeorum  formulas  allegandi,  et 
modes  interpretandi,  conciliantur  loca  ex  Vetere  in 
Novum  Testamentum  allegata.    Amat.  1713,  4to. 

This  is  a  work  of  great  labour  and  learning,  and  fiill  of  im- 
portant information  on  the  modes  and  principles  of  the  quota- 
tions from  the  Old  Testament  which  occur  in  the  New.  All 
the  passages  are  carefully  examined,  and  many  more  are  occa- 
sionally illustrated.  No  man  possessed  a  greater  acquaintance 
with  rabbinical  learning  than  Professor  Suienhuaius,  as  appears 
firom  his  edition  of  the  Misnah,  with  a  Latin  translation,  in  aix 
volumes  folio,  published  at  Amsterdam  in  1698-1703.  The  work 
on  the  quotations  shows  that  he  could  turn  it  to  good  account. 

Sykes,  ARTHtjR  Abhley,  D.  D.  an  Arian  cler- 
gyman of  the  Church  qf  England;  horn  1684 ; 
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died  1756.— A  Paraphrase  and  Notes   upon  the 
Eldstle  to  the  Hebrews.

An  ezpoddoD  of  tlie  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews,  which  explodes 
uid  exposes  the  doctrines  of  the  deitj  and  aton^nent  of  Christ, 
must  be  s  very  unsatis&ctocy,  or,  if  learned,  a  very  dangerous 
performance.  Thpre  are  indications  both  of  learning  and  inge- 
nuity in  this  work  ;  but  poor  Dr.  Sylces  wrote  under  the  influ- 
ence of  a  very  perverse  blindness  to  the  (^ory  of  the  Gos- 
pel. He  was  the  author  of  many  other  publications,  of  which 
the  following  contain  some  things  deserving  of  attention.— An 
Enay  on  the  Nature,  Design,  and  Origin  of  Sacriiices,  1748, 
8vo.— The  Scripture  Doctrine  of  the  Redemption  of  Man  by 
Jesus  Christ,  1755,  Svo.

Syhonds,  John,  LL.D.  Prqfe^sbr  qf  modem 
hufory  in  the  univern^f  of  Cambridge;  diedinlSQ7. 
— Observations  upon  the  Expediency  of  revising  the 
present  English  Version  of  the  Four  Gospels  and 
Acts  of  the  Apostles.  Camb>  1789)  4to. — The  same 
on  the  Epistles.    Ibid.  1794.  4to. 

These  works  <tf  Dr.  Symouds  are  both  very  valuable,  and  dis« 
cover  an  indmate  acquaintance  with  the  original  Scriptures,  and 
with  the  most  crarect  principles  of  translation.  Many  mis- 
takes  in  our  common  version  are  pointed  out,  and  easy,  and  of- 
ten important  corrections  suggested.  The  volumes  deserve  to 
be  consulted  by  all  future  translators  and  expoeitors  of  the  Bible. 

Talbot,  Matthew. — An  Analysis  of  tlie  Holy 
Bible ;  containing  the  whole  of  the  Old  and  New

This  work  I  have  not  seen,  but  Dr.  Williams  says  it  is  a  cu- 
rious and  useful  publicatiMi ;  and  Mr.  Hwne  quotes  the  British 
Critic,  which  characterises  it  as  "  a  book  of  good  airangement 
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and  conTenieiit  refereiioe,  and  calculated  to  angment,  b^  varj 
easy  application,  our  stores  of  sacred  knowled^."  It  is  dinded 
into  thirty  books,  which  are  snbdivided  into  265  chapters,  and

Tabnotius,  Paul,  Prqfossor  qf  IHvmitjf  at 
Sostoci.

These  are  Tslnable  works,  fay  a  man  of  piety,  learning,  and 
flnlai^ed  acquaintance  with  the  Scriptures.  The  work  on  John 
is  not  so  elaborate  as  that  of  Lampe  on  the  same  book,  but 
scarcely  less  valuable.  The  Exerdtations  contaiu  critical  re- 
marks and  illustrations  of  many  difficult  passages  in  the  Old  and 
New  Testaments,  and  a  Diasertation  on  the  Persererance  of  the 
Saints. 

Taylor,  John,  D.  D.  tutor  of  Divinity  in  the 
dissenting  academy  at  Warrington  ;  bom  1694  ; 
died  1761.— >-A  Paraphrase  and  Notes  on  the  Epis- 
tle to  the  Romans  ;  to  which  is  prefixed,  a  Key  to 
the  Apostolic  Writings,  or  an  Essay  to  explain  the 
Gospel  scheme,  etc.     Lend.  1745,  4to. 

This  wnk  made  considerable  nidse  when  it  was  first  publish' 
ed,  and  is  still  held  in  estimation  by  those  who  are  attached  to 
Socinian  or  Arian  sentiments.  It  would  be  wrong  to  deny  that 
it  contains  marks  both  of  learning  and  genius,  and  that  several 
ttiii^  in  it  are  worthy  of  attention.  But  its  complete  perver- 
dw  of  scriptural  doctrine  on  the  most  important  topics,  and  the 
latitude  of  its  piindjdes  of  interpretation,  render  it  a  very  dan- 
gerous bo<dc.  Dr.  Doddridge  said  very  justly  of  it,  that  Dr. 
Taylor  had  IwtJu  his  k^  in  Paul's  epistles.  Certainly  if  his 
hypothesis  be  correct,  the  New  Testament  is  a  very  labyrinth, 
vbich  this  Arian  professor  has  BtUl  farther  confounded,  instead 
of  enabling  ns  to  thread.  The  book  has  gone  through  several 
editions.    The  Key  Bishop  Watson  has  placed  among  his  tracts. 
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Ti^lor  is  the  author  o(  several  other  periimtiaiices,  bemdes  his 
Hebrew  Concordance. 

Tell.ee,  L.  Rom.  Pro^sxor  of  Divinity  in  tie 
university  of  Z-eijizig. — DisBertationum  sacranun 
ad  Catissas  Hermeneuticas  spectantium  Decas.

These  Dissertatione  are  on — The  mark  which  God  put  np- 
oa  Cain— the  phrase.  Thou  shalt  not  turn  aside  to  the  right 
hand  or  to  the  left — He  who  bath  ears  to  hear,  let  Mm  hear^ 
the  Perfection  of  the  New  Corenant— the  Definition  ^ven  of 
Faith,  Heb.  xi.  1. — and  rarions  oUier  subjects,  which  are  treated 
in  a  rery  Christian  and  sensible  manner. 

Telleb,  William  Ab.  Prqfessor  of  Divimty 
at  Helmstadt,  in  Srungivick,  and  q/ierwards  eht^ 
of  the  consistory  at  Berlin  ;  bom  1734 ;  died  1804.

Teller  was  one  of  the  German  Liberals,  or  Socinians ;  and 
published  several  works,  the  tendency  of  which  is  to  explode  all 
the  distinguishing  doctrines  of  revelation.  The  above,  though 
almost  entirely  critical,  display  the  same  hostile  feeling.  He 
discovers  Shiloh  in  the  4dth  of  Genesis  to  be  n  placf,  and  that 
it  contains  no  prophecy  of  the  Messiah.  This  interpretation 
greatly  delighted  Dr.  Priestley,  and  is  quoted  as  very  ingenious 
by  Dr.  Geddes. 

Thomson,  Andrew,  D.  D.  minigter  qf  St. 
George's,  Edinbur^. — Lectures,  Expository  and 
Practical,  on  select  Portions  of  Scripture.  Edinb. 
1816,  3  vol.  8vo, 
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These  Lectures,  ot  Expositions,  sre  tweoty-fire  in  number. 
The  passages  selected  are  all  in  the  Gospels  and  the  Acts  of  the 
Apostles.  They  contain  little  or  notbing  of  &  critical  nature  j 
which  was  not  indeed  the  author's  intention ;  but  they  abound 
with  sound  and  striking  views  of  Christianity  ;  of  the  opposition 
of  men  to  its  evangelical  truths ;  and  of  its  important  practical 
indaence  on  those  who  receive  it.  They  may  be  considered  as 
sermona  on  large  tests,  rather  than  elucidations  of  difficult  pas- 
.  sages ;  as  such,  they  do  credit  to  the  talents  of  the  author,  and 
are  worthy  of  attenti<m. 

Thomson,  Chables,  late  secreiarp  to  &te  Con~ 
gress  of  the  United  States. — The  Old  Covenant, 
commonly  called  tbe  Old  Testament,  translated  from 
the  Septuagint.  The  New  Covenant,  translated 
from  the  Greek.

This  transatlantic  work  is  creditable  to  America,  and  to  the 
learned  author.  It  is  the  only  English  version  of  the  SeptnH' 
gint,  and  is  therefore  worthy  of  attention,  as  well  as  for  the  fide- 
lity with  which  it  is  executed.  The  New  Testament  contains 
many  improved  renderings  and  arrangements.  The  notes  are 
in  general  neither  long  nor  profound.  Mr.  Thomson  is  also  the 
author  of  another  work  of  some  importance  i-^-A.  Synopsis  of  the 
Four  Evangelists ;  or,  a  r^ular  history  of  the  conception,  birtb, 
doctrine,  miracles,  death,  resurrection,  and  ascensitm  of  Jesus 
Girist,  in  the  words  of  the  Evangelists.   Philadelphia,  1815, 8vo. 

Thomson,  Robert,  a  geTitleman  connected  with 
the  law  in  Edinburgh. — Diatessitron  ;  or  the  Gos- 
pel History,  from  the  text  of  the  Four  Kvangelists, 
in  a  connected  series  ;  with  notes,  critical  and  ex- 
planatory.   Edinb.  1808,  8vo. 

This  is  not  a  work  of  much  value.  The  text  is  mostly  taken 
from  Dr.  Campbell's  Translation  of  the  Gospels.  The  Harmony 
is  not  greatly  different  from  some  others,  and  the  notes  are  nei- 
ther numerous  nor  original. 
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Thomson,  William,  A.M.  nuTUsier  of  Ochil- 
tree, in  Ayrshire. — The  New  Testament,  translat- 
ed from  the  Greek ;  and  the  Four  Gospels  arrang- 
ed in  Harmony,  where  the  Parts  of  each  are  in- 
troduced according  to  the  natural  Order  of  the  Nar- 
rative, and  the  esact  Order  of  Time.  With  some 
preliminary  observations,  and  notes  critical  and  ex- 
planatory.    Kilmarnock,  1816,  3  vol.  8vo. 

Mr.  Thornton  is  entitled  to  respect  for  his  attempt  to  trana- 
late  the  New  Testament,  whatever  opinion  may  be  fimned  of 
his  success.  If  a  prdbnnd  acquaintance  with  i-lgiw'"'!  and  bib- 
lical Greek,  solidity  of  judgment,  great  nicety  of  taste,  and 
acntenesB  of  discenunent,  together  with  a  command  of  pore  and 
easy  phraseol^^  in  onr  native  tongue,  be  essential  to  a  good 
translation  of  the  Bible,  this  work  will  not  stand  the  test.  The 
authw's  attainments,  in  all  these  respects,  were  very  moderate. 
Hie  version  is  "  studiously  made  as  literal  as  possible."  The 
English  idiom  is  continually  sacrificed  to  the  Greek  i  so  that 
grammatical  propriety  is  often  violated,  and  the  desire  to  render 
the  translation  very  fiuthiiil  and  very  clear,  has  often  made  it 
obscure  and  incorrect.  He  never  departs  ttom  the  received  text 
in  a  single  instance  ]  so  that,  for  him.  Mill  and  Wetstein  and 
Giiesbach  have  all  laboured  in  vain.  The  preliminary  obser- 
vations contfun  some  feeble  criticism  on  Dr.  Campbell's  Disser- 
tations. The  notes  to  the  work  are  numerous,  and  sometimes 
long ,-  but  they  rarely  discover  much  ability.  The  piety  of  the 
author,  and  his  attachment  to  the  leading  doctrinee  of  the  Goft- 
pel,  are  very  apparent ;  and,  with  all  its  defects,  some  of  the 
renderings  are  good,  and  many  remarks  occur  which  are  worthy 
of  attention. 

Til,  Sal.  Van,  a  learned  Dutchman;  Pr<^eMor 
qf  Divinity  in  the  university  qf  Leyden. — Commen- 
taria  Analytica  in  varios  Libros  PropheticoB,  etc.

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This  work  ctmtaina  an  lUaBtntion  of  the  Song  of  Moses, 
Deut.  xxxii. ;  the  Prc^hecy  of  Habakknk  ;  the  Book  of  Malo- 
dii ;  with  Dissertations  on  the  Beginning  of  the  Gospel ;  on  the 
Ministry  of  John  the  Baptist ;  on  his  Imprisontoents ;  on  the 
second  Ssbbath  after  the  first ;  on  the  Site  of  the  Terrestrial 
Paradise  ;  on  the  Year,  Month,  and  Day  of  the  Birth  of  Christ ; 
and  cm  some  other  subjects.  These  are  bnt  a  small  part  of  the 
vtdaminouB  writings  of  Van  Til,  which  are  all  very  learned,  bnt 
very  heavy.  The  Dissertation  on  the  situation  of  Paradise  con- 
tains some  very  valuable  information  respecting  the  geography 
of  Mesopotamia,  wheie,  he  maintains,  the  garden  of  Eden  was 
placed. 

TiLLOCH,  Alexander,  LL.D.  edilor  of  the 
London  Phtloaopfacal  •/ourao/.— r-Dissertations  In- 
troductory to  the  Study  and  right  underBtanding  of 
the  Language,  Structure,  and  Contents  of  the  Apo- 
calypse.   Loud.  1823,  8to. 

This  work  contains  seven  Dissertations  on  the  Allowing  sub- 
jects i—On  the  Opinions  delivered  by  Ecclesiastical  Writers, 
respecting  the  Date  of  the  Apocalypse ;  on  the  Evidence  fur- 
nished by  the  £jJ8tles,  respecting  the  time  when  it  was  writ- 
ten; (m  its  Language  and  Structure;  on  various  Names  by 
which  the  Creator  of  the  Universe  is  designated  in  the  Scrip- 
tures, and  the  proper  mode  of  translating  them ;  on  the  Hebrew 
name  Jehovah,  and  the  Greek  expression  KTFIor  O  d£0£, 
commonly  rendered  the  Lord  God ;  on  certain  combinations  of 
O  eEO£,  the  Omnipotent ;  on  certain  combinations  of  nouns 
of  personal  description,  which  are  found  in  the  Apocalypse.  In 
these  Dissertations,  the  reader  will  lind  a  large  portion  of  very 
cnrioos  and  ingenious  disquisition.  Dr.  Tilloch  labours  to  show, 
thonghlthink  unsuccessfolly,  that  the  Apocalypse  was  one  ofthe 
earliest  written  books  of  the  New  Testament,-  and  that  most  of 
the  Epistles  omtain  allusions  to  it.  On  the  Hebrew  and  Greek 
names  of  God,  and  some  of  their  combinations,  and  on  the  style 
of  the  Apocalypse,  he  is  very  happy  in  many  of  his  remarks  and  ^ 
illustrations.  The  work  is  deserring  of  a  candid  examination, 
and  it  would  be  gratifying  were  the  author  to  publish  the  larger

This  work  is  an  exception  to  the  general  ran  of  modem  Ger- 
man commentaries,  the  sentinenta  of  it  being  very  scriptoral, 
and  the  feeling  which  pervades  it  serious  and  devout.  The  cri- 
ticism is  accurate  and  profound,  and  blended  with  much  valua- 
ble argument  on  the  most  important  points  of  the  Christiaa 
iaitb.  It  is  among  the  most  exquisite  pieces  of  an  expoaittny 
nature  that  have  ever  been  'published  on  the  Scriptures.  Tit- 
mann  is  also  advantageously  known  on  the  continent,  as  the  au- 
thor of  a  volume  of  Theological  Tracts,  chiefly  critical,  in  which 
■ome  difficult  passages  of  Scripture,  and  some  important  points 
(tf  theology,  are  discussed  with  great  ability.  It  was  published 
in  8vo.  at  Leipzig  in  1803,  under  the  title  of,  Opuscula  Theolo- 
gies. It  contains  a  Commentary  on  the  first  four  chapters  of 
John's  Gospel ;  on  Essay  on  the  meaning  of  the  word  Prietl  ia 
the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews ;  and  another  on  the  Comparison  of 
Christ  with  Angels  in  that  Epistle.  It  discusses  also  the  views 
of  James  respecting  faith  and  works ;  the  terms  employed  in 
the  New  Testament  relating  to  the  economy  of  salvation  ;  the 
work  of  the  Spirit ;  the  work  of  Christ ;  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead  by  Christ ;  tbe  injuries  which  Christianity  has  sustained 
{naa  ignorance  of  the  original  languages  of  the  Scriptures.

The  fimner  of  these  works  vu  occasioned  by  Mr.  BeUamy 's 
Translation,  and  Sir  J.  B.  Bnrges's  Defence  of  it.  Mr.  Todd 
occasionally  carries  hid  de&rence  to  the  aulkorwed  version,  and 
its  aulhoriiaiive  recommendation,  rather  fer  j  but  his  work  con- 
tains some  valuable  information,  and  a  good  de^  of  research. 
The  same  remark  is  applicable  to  his  Memoirs  of  Bishop  Wal- 
ton. It  comprehends  notices  of  Walton's  coadjutors  in  his  great 
work ;  of  the  cultivation  of  oriental  learning  in  this  countrv 
during  his  time  j  and  of  the  traiislAtars  of  the  anthorijEed  Eiw- 
lish  version  of  the  Bible.  The  second  volume  is  entirely  occu- 
pied with  Walton's  Conddenttor  Considered,  or  the  Vindication 
of  the  Polyglot  against  the  attack  of  Dr.  John  Owen. 

ToiNAHD,  Nicholas,  a  learned  Frenchmfm ; 
bom  1627;  died  170G. — Harmonia  Graeco-Latina.

This  Harmony  of  the  Evangelists  was  originally  written  only 
for  private  use.  A  part  of  it  was  printed  before  the  Bather's 
death,  and  distribated  among  his  friends,  whom  he  leqnested  to 
publish  it  after  his  death.  It  includes  the  Greek  text  of  the 
Evangelists,  with  as  abstract  of  their  narrative  in  Latin.  It  ia 
a  work  of  much  labour,  and  discovers  great  attention  to  the  mi- 
note  drcumatances  which  tend  to  illustrate  and  reconcOe  the 
writers  of  the  Gospels.  Charles  Caton  de  Court  wrote  the 
notes,  and  M.  Flenri,  Canon  of  Chartres,  furnished  part  of  the 
Prolegomena.

This  is  a  weU-meaning,  but  not  a  judidoua  book.  The  aa- 
thor  is  a  Hutchiiuoniaii,  who  loada  liia  pages  with  the  autborltio 
of  Bate,  Catcott,  Romaine,  Jones,  and  others  of  the  same  schooL 
He  gives  new  traoslations  of  a  great  number  of  passages,  some 
of  which  are  good,  though  not  new,  and  others  are  far  from  im- 
provements  of  the  authorized  version.  In  the  notes  his  juety 
appears  more  conspicuous  than  his  taste  or  judgment ;  fi>r  tbey 
are  often  exceedingly  confused  and  onsatis&ctory.

Stock  and  Tcr- 
ahel  appear  to  have  united  their  efforts  to  produce  a  jcdnt  weA 
on  the  last  of  the  prophets.  It  is  reorauuended  by  Bishop  Wil- 
kins ;  but  Dr.  Williams  says,  the  matter  of  it  is  better  than  the 
manner.  T%e  Hannony  of  the  Scriptures,  whidi  he  propaaed 
to  publish,  never  appeared.  His  plan  aeema  to  have  been  ■

Tbew  volnmea  appeared  without  the  name  of  «nth«,  printu, 
or  place  of  publication.  Tbxj  are  on  good  authoiitj  now  rs> 
cribed  to  Mr.  Towers.  The^  contain  explanations  of  many 
piedictioni  whicli  occur  in  Isaiah,  Daniel,  the  EvangeliBta,  and 
the  Revelation.  In  these  piedictions  the  French  Rerolntioa  is 
auppoeed  to  be  ftwetold,  together  with  its  &ronrable  influence  on 
the  interests  of  mankind.  There  are  also  nianf  things  reepecU 
ing  the  overthrow  of  papal  power,  and  of  ecdesiasdcal  tyranny ; 
the  down&l  of  dvil  despotism,  and  the  snbaeqaent  meliora- 
tion of  the  world.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  fteedom  and 
boldness  in  the  work,  and  too  laige  a  portion  of  political  feeling 
to  leave  the  author  capable  of  doing  justice  to  the  prophetic  tea- 
timony.  It  was  written  during  a  period  of  alarm  and  excite 
ment,  and  is  said  to  have  so  impressed  Mr.  Pitt  that  he  did  every 
thing  in  his  power  to  suppress  the  publication.  The  stndioos 
concealment  of  all  the  nances  connected  with  the  work,  affords 
atnmg  evidence  that  the  authcn-  did  not  consider  It  safe  to  a^ 
knowledge  it. 

Towif  LEY,  Jahes,  a  respectable  minuter  among

In  1813,  the  author  published  a  small  volume  of  Biblical 
Anecdotea,  which  may  be  regarded  aa  the  geim  of  his  larger 
wtffk,  which  must  have  been  the  labour  of  many  years.  It  is 
unpoasifale,  without  examining  the  work,  to  form  any  idea  of  the 
extensive  and  varied  infimnation  which  it  contains.  As  a  lite- 
rary  history  of  the  Bible,  it  gives  a  luminous  and  compreheDsiTe 
view  of  its  progress  through  all  agee  and  countries;-it  enf^Jiea 
short  but  accurate  notices  of  the  persons  who  were  employed  in 
translating  and  circulating  it ;  and  details  the  difficulties  whidi 
impeded  its  progress,  and  the  triumphs  which  it  accomplished.

with  the  ScriptuKa,  it  is  moet  raluBUe.  Aa  &r  as  1  bave  been 
sble  to  collate  it  with  the  authoritiea,  ita  accuracy  may  ge- 
ner&Uy  be  depended  on.  It  doee  not  enable  the  reader  to  form 
an  estimate  of  the  value  or  merits  of  the  reapectJTe  Tendoiu ; 
which  in  so  extensive  an  inquiry  was  perhaps  impossible.  It  is 
also  deficient  in  the  account  of  the  modem,  and,  what  may  be 
called,  private  reraions  of  the  Scriptures  in  Enfpiah.  Ilie  lUiu- 
tratima  of  Biblical  Literature  entitle  Mr.  Townley  to  the  warm- 
est thanks  of  all  the  lovers  of  the  word  of  God.

.  There  are  flaw  harmonies  of  the  Old  Testament,  compared 
with  those  which  have  been  published  of  the  New.  The  labour 
and  difficulty  of  such  an  attempt  are  very  great,  arising  both 
ttma  the  extent  of  the  matter,  and  the  imposBibility  of  ascertain- 
ing  many  dfttefl  with  any  thing  even  approaching  to  accuracy.  Of 
the  importance  of  such  an  undertaking,  different  opinions  will 
be  entertained.  Dr.  Lightfoot's  work,  which  Mr.  Townsend 
has  made  the  basis  of  his  plan,  displays  his  well-known  learn- 
ing and  research.  It  is  by  no  means,  however,  an  attractive 
part  of  his  works.  Mr.  Townsend  divides  his  arrangement  into 
eight  periods,  which  are  again  subdivided  into  chapters  and  aeo- 
tiona.  There  is  also  an  introduction,  and  a  number  of  naefnl

In  this  elaborate  wiffk,  Mr.  TDwnsend  propoeea  to  elucidate 
the  character  of  Moses  tm  an  historian,  by  cotuideriiig  the  Penta- 
teuch as  containing  the  history  of  mankind  in  the  early  ages 
of  the  world  ;  a  code  of  laws  designed  fcv  one  particular  people, 
chosen  and  cherished  aa  worshippers  of  the  great  Creator,  and 
goardians  of  the  oracles  of  truth;  prophecies  relating  to  this 
chosen  race,  fi^nn  their  entrance  into  E^pt  to  their  final  ezpnl- 
rion  frtnn  the  Land  of  Promiw.  In  the  discnssion  of  these  to- 
pics, he  has  entered  deeply  into  mythological  and  mineralogical 
details.  His  first  chapter  is  on  the  gennineness  of  the  Pentateoeh, 
and  he  has  some  additional  remarks  in  his  second  diapter,  prov 
ing  the  credibility  of  the  Moeaic  history  from  internal  evidence. 
Then  follows  his  examination  of  the  creation,  the  septenary  di- 
vision of  time,  the  state  of  innocence  and  the  &11,  sacrifices, 
tithes,  and  the  deluge.  These  subjects  occupy  the  first  volume ; 
the  second  is  almost  entirely  filled  with  philological  discua- 
SJona  on  the  affinities  of  languages,  in  support  of  the  veradty 
of  Moses  in  recording  events  subsequent  to  the  deluge.  The 
author  is  evidently  a  very  considerable  scholar,  and  profoundly 
acquainted  with  natural  history ;  but  many  of  bis  views  and  re^ 
sonings  have  only  a  remote  bearing  on  the  truth,  the  aatluwity,  or 
the  meaning  of  Scripture.

The  most  valuable  part  of  Townson's  works  are  his  Disooor- 
■es  on  the  Four  Gospels,  whidi  were  published  by  themselves  in 
1778  and  I786>  They  contain  smne  ingenious  and  original 
views.  They  were  characterised  by  Bishop  Lowtk  <m  thur 
lint  appearance  as  "  a  capital  perfbnnance,  which  sets  every 
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|iart  of  the  anbject  it  treats  of  in  &  more  clear  mnd  oonrliiciiig 
Ij^it  dun  h  eT«r  appeared  in  befitre."  Hia  Disooune  n  the 
ETangelical  Hiatory,  from  the  Interment  to  the  Aacenaion,  ia 
■worth  conniltiiig. 

Trapp,  John,  a  Puritan  minister,  and  Ficar  qf 
Westtm  upon  Avon,  tcho  died  tn  1660. — Commen- 
tariea  upon  the  Books  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa^ 
ment.

Theae  oommentaries  were  not  printed  in  a  unifbrm  editioaj 
nor  have  they  all  the  lame  title.  The  author  was  a  mas  of  some 
vigoor  of  mind,  but  hia  language  is  often  exceedingly  quaiat  and 
nacouth.  Hia  works  are  now  rarely  to  be  met  with.  I  am  not 
Bsre  that  they  include  ererypait  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments. 
I  know  that  they  embrace  the  Pentateuch,  the  poetica]  bo<^  of 
ibe  Old  Testament,  the  minor  pn^hets,  and  the  New  Teat»- 
ment. 

TSAPP,  Joseph,  D.  D.  grandson  of  the  preced- 
ing; a  dergyman  of&te  Church  ofETtgland;  bom 
1679;  died  1747* — Explanatory  Notea  upon  &e 
Four  Gospels,  in  a  new  method,  for  the  use  of  all, 
but  especially  the  unleamed  Knglish  Reader.  In 
two  Parts ;  to  wliich  are  prefixed  three  Discour- 
ses.   Lend.  1747-1748,  8vo. 

The  new  method  purgned  in  thia  work  is  the  noticing  and  ex- 
plaining  only  of  difficult  passages  in  the  Evangeliata.  The  author 
frequently  omrecta  the  tranalation,  endeavours  to  rranore  appa- 
rent contradictions,  and  to  clear  up  obscurities.  In  these  re- 
spects the  work  is  calculated  to  be  usefdl,  though  much  m<we 
might  have  been  done.  The  three  discourses  prefixed,  explain 
•ome  iUnstrioos  i»<^>hecie8  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament,  par- 
ticularly those  of  the  former,  which  are  interpreted  in  the  lat- 
ter i  with  remarks  on  the  peculiar  geains,  turn,  and  cast  of  the 
prophedefl  in  generaL  Dr.  Trapp  was  the  writer  of  a  great 
ntunber  of  pampbleti  and  diaconrses  on  miscellaneous  subjects.

"  The  three  witnesses,"  says  Gibbon,  in  bis  Decline  and  Fall, 
"  have  been  eatablished  in  our  Greek  Testamenta  by  tbe  pm- 
dence  of  Erssmtu;  the  honest  bigotry  of  the  CnnpIntenBian 
editors ;-  the  typographical  band  or  error  of  Robert  Stephens  in 
[dgang  the  crotchet;  and  the  deliberate  &laehood  or  strange 
raisapineheiiauHi  of  Theodnre  Besa."  Tliis  curious  but  chano- 
teristic  sentence  produced  the  letters  of  Travis,  and  led  to  soma 
moet  impcwtant  critical  discuBdmu.  The  first  three  were  print- 
ed in  the  Gentleman's  Magazine  for  1782 ;  the  other  two  were 
added  when  the  whole  were  published  separately.  The  author 
vindicates  the  characters  of  the  editwa  of  the  New  Testament 
bam  eranipt  motives,  but  iails  to  establish  the  authority  of  the 
diapnted  text.  The  controveny  was  prosecuted  with  profound 
learning  by  Porion  and  Manh.  The  &maei  first  attacked  the 
ardideacon  through  the  same  magazine  in  which  his  letters  ori- 
'  ginally  appeared,  and  then  published  on  octavo  volume.  It  con- 
tains twelve  letters,  which  will  remain  a  perpetual  monument  of 
the  erudition,  acumen,  and  wit  of  the  celebrated  but  tiitibrtan- 
ate  Porson.  Travis  replied  indirectly,  by  the  republication  of  hi> 
lettws  in  1794 ;  and,  in  the  following  year.  Dr.  Marsh  pabliab^ 
ed  a  series  of  letters  to  him  on  the  same  side  with  Porson. 
These  volumes  may  be  considered  as  exhausting  the  omtroversy, 
and  leave  little  doubt  in  the  mind  of  the  biblical  scholar  of  the 
■pnrionsness  of  the  disputed  text.  Pcoson's  opinion  of  Travis's 
mirk  ia  extravagantly  severe :  "  For  intrepidity  of  assertion,  di»- 
ingenuousness  of  quotation,  and  defectiveness  of  conclusion,  it 
has  no  equal,  stands  aloof  beyond  all  parallel,  as  far  as  my  read* 
ing  extends,  either  in  ancient  or  modern  times."

These  prelections  were  traiudated  from  the  Frend  into  Ia- 
tin,  and  published  after  the  author's  death,  on  acoonnt  of  their 
superior  excellence.  They  are  preceded  by  aome  learned  prole- 
gomena  on  Tarioua  matters  necesaary  to  the  right  understanding 
of  tlua  important  epistle.  The  following  works  by  Tnrretin  are 
also  important : — ConmientariuB  Thewedco-Practicua  in  Episto- 
laa  ad  Theaaalonicensea.

Al- 
phonsDs  Tnrretin  was  one  of  the  first  of  the  Geneva  deigy  iriio 
diveiged  widely  from  the  &ith,  and  laid  the  fbnndation  of  the 
Sodnianiam  and  infiddity  iriiich  have  Itmg  prevailed  in  that 
quarter. 

TwELLS,  Leonaed,  D.  D.  Rector  of  St.  Mat- 
t&ea^g,  Friday  Street,  London ;  who  died  in  1742. 
— ^A  Critical  Examination  of  the  late  New  Text 
and  Version  of  the  New  Testament,  in  Greek  and 
EngUsh.

The  New  Testament,  examined  by  Dr.  Twells,  was  publish- 
ed anonymously  by  Dr.  Mace,  who  used  very  unwarrantable  free- 
Aamt  vrith  the  Greek  text,  and  in  translating  it.  It  is  very  ably 
examined,  and  many  of  its  critidsms  justly  exposed  in  this  work. 
It  is  divided  into  three  parts.  The  Vindication  of  the  Apocalypse 
was  translated  into  Latin  by  Wdfius,  and  is  inserted  invdome 
fifth  of  the  Curae  Philologicae.  The  Vindication  of  Matthew,  I 
have  not  aeen.  On  the  subject  of  the  Demoniacs,  he  hdds  the 
generally  received  doctrine,  in  opposition  to  the  views  of  Mede, 
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Sykes,  Lardner,  and  Farmer.  Th«  Inquiry  to  whicli  he  replied 
ma  written  by  Dr.  Sykes.  In  oppoiition  to  him,  Dr.  Twells 
endeavonTB  to  prare  that  the  demons  apokbn  of  in  Scripture 
were  &llen  angelc,  and  that  the  demoniacs  were  persons  really 
ptMHeued.  He  examines  the  pasaagee  in  the  Old  Testament, 
which  Dr.  Sykee  had  quoted  in  support  of  hia  hypothesis,  also 
the  testinKmy  of  Josephus  and  Justin  Martyr ;  brings  forward 
in  support  of  his  own  views  the  testimony  of  Tatian  and  Ter- 
tullian,  and  reasons  at  considerable  length  on  the  passages  in  the 
New  Testament  which  treat  on  the  subject.  Various  persons 
about  this  time  engaged  in  the  demoniacal  controversy.  Among 
these  were  Mr.  Whiston,  Dr.  Church,  Dr.  Gregory  Sharpe,  Mr. 
Pegge,  and  Dr.  Mead.  It  was  afterwards  revived  by  Mr.  Hugh 
Farmer.

This  is  a  work  of  consideraUe  research  on  the  various  classes, 
^ee,  and  auUiorities  of  Helvew  MSS.  The  author  is  one  of  the 
few  modem  oriental  scholars,  who  have  remained  attached  to 
the  school  of  Buxt«f.  and  defended  the  integrity  oS  the  ««irting 
Hebrew  text.  His  sentiments  on  the  topics  which  this  ccmtro* 
versy  involves  were  confuted  by  Professor  Hassencamp. 

Unitarian  Version  (^the  New  Testament.-^

OF  this  improved  version,  Mr.  Belshambaagenraallybeennn- 
dentood  to  be  the  editor.    The  admirers  of  Sodnian  theology 
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and  criticittB,  will  perhape  comdder  it  an  improreueirt ;  bat  tUs 
t^ltuoa  will  be  entertained  by  tew  others.  It  maoglea  and  mi*- 
repreeents  the  original'  text,  pa^erts  tlie  meaning  of  its  most 
importaiit  terms,  and  explaios  sway  all  that  is  valuable  in  the 
doctrinal  Byrtem  of  Christianity.  Several  able  writers  have  folly 
examined  the  merits  of  this  work.  Amoi^  these  are  Dra. 
Nares,  Laorence,  and  Magee,  Mr.  Rennell,  and  the  British  and 
Eclectic  Reviews.  After  the  freedoms  used  with  the  inspired 
writers,  it  is  useless  to  be  surprised  at  the  use  made  of  Ardi- 
bishop  Newccnae's  name  on  the  title-page.  A  small  edition  oi 
the  woffkj  without  the  critical  notes,  was  published  the  same 
year.

Usher  adi^ita  the 
nvmbera  of  the  preset  Hebrew  text,  and  does  nothing  to  ob- 
viate the  difficulties  which  belong  to  that  enumeration.  It  con- 
tains a  r^olar  series  of  Scripture  histMy,  and  also  a  harmony  of 
the  Goepela.  The  beet  edition  of  his  Latin  Annals  is  that  pub- 
lished at  Geneva  in  I7S2,  Ad.  The  Chroaokgy  of  Uaheriathat 
which  is  placed  in  the  margin  of  onr  English  BibUa.

This  learned  wwk  was  edited  by  Henry  Wharton,  and 
displays,  m  much  as  any  of  the  other  writings  of  Usher,  his  very 
extensive  erudidtm.  Its  great  object  is  to  show  that  it  was  the 
ancient  and  uniTersal  practice  of  Christians  to  read  the  holy 
Scriptures  in  their  retnacular  tongues.  It  consists  of  numerous 
detracts  from  ecclesiastical  writers  of  all  ages  and  countries. 
There  are  two  dissertations  in  it,  the  one  on  the  writings  of  the 
Fsendo-Dimydus,  the  other  on  the  epistle  to  the  Laodiceans. 
These  are  but  a  small  part  of  the  numerous  and  valuable  writ- 
ings of  Usher.

This  work  contains  many  valuable  philological  notes  by  a  very 
aecompliihed  Greek  scholar  ;  and  selected  con  amore  by  a  mudi 
ettadied  disciple.  Bishop  Jebb  speaks  of  the  notes  of  Valcken- 
aer  aa  learned,  and  of  the  author  as  &r  superior  to  Wakefield  as 
a  scholar.  To  the  second  volume,  the  editor,  Wassenbei^ 
has  prefixed  a  dissertation  respecting  the  trajections  ofien  neces- 
sary hi  the  New  Testament.  The  dissertation  is  learned,  but 
exceedingly  dogmaticaL  He  has  another  dissertation  also,  De 
Gloesis  Novi  Testamenti. 

Valpy,  Edwakd,  fi.D.  a  clergyman  at  Norwich,

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This  IB  a  reapecUble  edition  of  the  Gredi  New  Tectameat, 
with  a  «»uidereble  quantity  of  uaefiil  annotation.  The  ^dlo- 
logical  notes  are  better  than  the  theologica],  and  are  chiefly  taken 
from  Grotius,  Baphel,  Eisner,  PaWet,  Kypke,  and  Hoaen- 
miiller.  It  therefore  partly  Buppliea  the  place  of  tbeae  writen;, 
or  Wetstein.    The  text  is  for  the  most  part  that  of  Grieabach. 

Vansittakt,  William,  Ficar  <^  White  Wal- 
iham,  Serbs. — ^A  New  Translation  of  the  l^th 
Psalm :  with  remarks,  critical  and  philological,  on 
Leviatiiaii,  Job  4lBt.

This  tranBlation  was  contained  in  a  sermon  preached  before 
the  unirenity  of  Oxford.  The  psalm  is  a  very  difBcoIt  one, 
which  Mr.  Vansittart  has  evidently  examined  with  great  critical 
■ttentioB.  His  translation  yery  much  improves  the  common 
one.  The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  41st  chapter  of  Job,  where 
he  contends  that  the  trocodJle  is  intended.  The  ingenious  au- 
thor has  just  published  another  critical  dissertation, — Cam  and 
Lomech ;  or  the  comparatire  numbers  of  seven  and  seventy 
times  seven,  illustrative  of  the  15th,  the  23d,  and  the  24th 
verses  of  the  4th  chapter  of  Genesis.

Vacteollieb,  Thomas,  a  French  printer, 
who  resided  some  time  iu'  Scotland,  but  chiefly  in 
Liondon  during  the  reign  ^ Elizabeth ;  and  died  in 
1588. — ^NoTum  Testamentum  ad  editionem  H.  Ste- 
phani  impreasum,  et  nunc  cum  ultima  dectissimi 
Theodori  Bezae  editione  diligenter  coUatmn,  etc.

Stephens  and  Beza.  An  address  from  Stephens  to  the  reader 
fbllowa  the  preiace  ;  and  there  are  remarks  in  Latin,  and  paral- 
lel passages  in  the  margin.

All  these  expository  works  of  this  learned  and  excellent  man 
bare  long  been  scarce  j  bat  they  poBsess  considerable  value. 
He  was  well  acqaainted  with  Hebrew  and  rabbinical  learning, 
and  possessed  an  acute  and  el^ant  mind.  His  work  on  the 
minor  prophets,  especially,  is  very  valuable.  The  work  on  the 
Acts,  of  which  the  English  translation  is  by  himself,  and  very 
inferior  to  the  ek^ance  of  the  Latin  onginal,  contains  also  mudt 
useful  instruction.  Though  a  literal  interpreter,  he  is  not  a  cold 
one,  or  ever  indifferent  to  the  great  doctrines  of  the  Gospel. 
His  history  is  very  singular.  From  a  Jew  he  became  a  Ra> 
man  Catholic  ;  popery  he  abjured  for  the  Church  of  England  ; 
and  the  latter  he  left  before  he  died,  and  joined  the  Baptists, 
among  whom  he  preadied  till  he  died.  His  first  edition  of  the 
work  OD  Matthew  and  Mark  was  published  when  a  Catholic ; 
the  second  after  he  became  a  Protestant ;  in  the  preface  to 
which,  he  gives  an  account  of  his  change  of  sentiment.  The 
wwk  on  the  Acts  was  written  after  he  had  become  Baptist,  and 
etmtaiiu  his  sentiments  oa  that  subject  at  considerable  length.

dentanding  of  the  word  of  God.

These  diBsertatioiu  were  chiefl;^  designed  to  establish  the  doc- 
trine of  a  future  reaurrection  kvim  the  passage  examined,  of 
Trhit^  be  give*  a  new  Latin  version.  The  author  was  well  ac- 
quainted with  Hebrew  literature,  and  discuases  various  ques- 
tions relative  to  the  book  of  Job,  and  the  meaning  of  particular 
passages  in  it,  with  conuderable  acuteness  and  pietj.  Vdthn- 
>en  was  the  author  of  two  other  small  critical  pamphleta  in  Eng- 
lish. He  also  united  with  Euinoel  and  Rapeit  in  editing  Om- 
maUaiionet  Tluolopcae,  which  appeared  at  Leipsig  in  six  vo- 
lumes 8vo.  from  1794  to  1799-  This  collection  containa  manj 
valuable  tracts.

Venema  is  an  orthodox  writer  of  the  Dub^  adiool.  His  work 
on  the  Psalms  ia  considered  valuable  by  those  who  can  bear  its 
prolixity.  Dr.  Adam  Clarke  says  of  it  what  David  ^d  of  Go- 
liah's  BWtHd,  "  there  is  none  like  it."  Besides  the  above,  Vene- 
ma wrote  on  Daniel,  Malachi,  and  many  other  subjects.  I  have 
sees  a  collection  of  his  works  in  twenty-five  thick  yolnmes  4to.

Tboe  an  aho  spe<aiBeiia 
frran  the  Coptic  and  Pa^c  A.  Wood,  mys  "  tiie  book  doth 
plainly  demotutrate  that  he  was  a  moat  admirable  linguist,  and 
the  best  for  the  oriental  languages  in  his  thne."  Mr  Todd  also 
epeaks  of  it  as  a  most  cariouB  as  well  as  learned  work.  The 
ofuniMi  of  Wfllcb,  howerer,  I  conceive  to  be  nearer  the  truth. 
''It  is  not  a  book  of  great  munent,  orof  great  use  on  the  Psalms. 
The  author  had  a  greater  knowledge  of  languages  than  judg- 
ment in  the  use  of  them."  He  has  been  often  confounded  with 
John  Vicars,  a  violent  Presbyterian,  fiuned  by  the  intemper- 
ance of  sane  of  his  writings,  and  celebrated  by  Hudibnis.  lliey 
were  qnite  different  perstma,  though  much  leas  is  known  of  the 
authw  ot  the  Decapla  thui  of  the  other.

These  are  only  part  uf  the  theological  writingB  of  this  labo- 
rious scholar;  and  yet  they  would  seem  sufficient  to  have  occu- 
pied the  life  of  an  ordinary  man.  Devoted  to  theology  fn»n  bis 
iniaiicy,  and  enjoying  every  possible  advantage  from  education 
and  circumstances;  being  professor  of  Hebrew,  and  afterwarda 
of  divinity  and  ecclesiastical  history  in  the  university  of  Fra- 
neker ;  his  whole  life  was  spent  in  the  examination  and  illna- 
tration  of  the  sacred  writings.  I  hare  mentioned  the  principal 
of  his  exegetical  and  critical  works,  which  were  published  in  La- 
tin, not  in  the  order  of  their  publication,  but  in  which  it  may  be 
most  convenient  to  notice  them. 

Hia  chief  performance  is  the  Commentary  on  Isaiah,  which 
has  long  maintained  a  high  and  deserved  celebrity.  It  contains 
a  critical  investigation  of  the  import  of  the  original  words,  an 
explanation  of  the  doctrines,  and  a  full  examination  of  the  bo- 
complisliment  of  the  prophecies  of  Isaiah.  The  history  and  di' 
cnmstances  of  the  neigbbooring  nations,  the  Babylonians,  Sy- 
rians, Moabitea,  Egyptians,  Arabians,  etc  are  introduced  to  il- 
Inatrate  the  prophet  or  confirm  the  view  given  of  the  fulfilment 
of  bis  predictions.  In  Prol^pmena  at  the  beginning  he  treats  of 
the  author,  the  era,  the  snbject,  the  style,  the  authority,  the 
scope  and  use  of  the  book,  and  the  order  in  which  it  is  placed 
among  the  sacred  writings. '  Walch  assigns  him  the  first  place 
among  the  interpreters  of  Isaiah.  To  this  work,  he  says,  he 
brought  all  the  aids  of  philology,  criticism,  and  history  ;  and  his 
commentary  exhibits  prodigious  eradition,  extraordinary  strength 
of  judgment,  and  very  great  industry  and  correctness.  He  f(A- 
Jnyn  partly  the  plan  of  Cocceius,  in  regard  to  the  mystical  sense, 
but  never  n^ects  the  literaL  The  testimony  of  tbe  younger 
BoienmiUler,  who  was  of  a  very  different  school  from  Vitringa 
and  Walch,  is,  notwithstanding,  highly  honourable.     "  Vitringa 
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left  all  the  intoin-eten  of  Itauh  who  had  preceded  Uni,  far  be- 
bind  him."  Buhop  Lowth  speaks  re§pectfiiUy  of  it,  and  Bishop 
Wataon  introduces  it  into  his  list  of  books.  The  workj  howerer, 
ia  exceedingly  prolix,  coataining  more  than  1 700  double  colmtmed 
folio  pagea.  It  is  aUcfw  too  systematic  and  minute  in  ita  arrange- 
inents  and  divisinu  ;  bnt  those  who  hare  time  and  perseverance 
to  toil  tlirongh  it  will  require  to  read  very  little  else  on  the  pro- 
idiedea  of  Isaiah. 

The  Obtervaiumet  have  been  frequently  reprinted,  and  cmitain 
an  immense  mass  of  miscellaneous  and  learned  diseertation  mi 
difficult  passages  of  Scripture,  and  on  questions  of  sacred  criti- 
dam,  theology,  and  antiquities.  Even  a  list  of  the  subjecta 
would  occupy  more  nxMu  than  can  be  spared  in  this  work ;  but 
they  are  all  treated  with  great  learning,  and  often  with  cona- 
derable  originality.  Some  of  the  sentiments,  howerer,  are  not 
strictly  correct,  and  perhaps  prepared  the  way  for  the  greater 
aberrationa  of  the  modem  German  theologians.  Walch  com- 
maids  the  OiwrtiaftonM  as  specimens  of  exquisite  erudition. 

The  jlrchuynagogHt  and  De  Si/nagoga  Vetere,  are  full  of  rab- 
binical  learning,  and  treat  of  every  thing  relating  to  the  mlera, 
elders,  servants,  serricea,  origin,  structure,  etc.  of  the  syna- 
gogues. The  author  also  endeavours  to  show,  that  the  form  of 
government  and  service  in  the  ancient  synagogue,  was  the  plst- 
ferm  cm  which  the  rule  and  ministrations  of  the  Christian  cburd 
were  constructed.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  research  and  inge- 
nuity displayed  in  these  volumes ;  there  are  alao  much  conjeo* 
tnre  and  hypothena. 

The  Cmnmentariea  on  the  Song  of  Moses,  and  the  Prt^eciea 
of  Zechariah,  were  posthumous,  and  published  by  Professor  Ve- 
nema.  The  latter  is  incomplete,  Vitringa  having  died  without 
finishing  it.  It  goes  no  farther  then  the  sixth  verse  of  the 
fburth  chapter.  * 

What  he  calls  bis  AnacrittM  of  the  Apocalypse,  is  an  analysis 
and  exposition  of'the  book  of  Revelation  on  the  same  plan  with 
his  work  on  Isaiah-  It  contains  also  a  defence  of  the  Protestant 
•dieme  of  interpreting  and  applying  various  parts  of  it  to  Rome, 
in  opposition  to  the  attempt  of  Boeauet  to  explain  them  differ^t- 
ly.  Walch  praises  the  accuracy  of  his  method,  his  solid  and 
learned  exposition  of  words  and  thii^,  the  modesty  of  his  jodg- 
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nunt  ooneBTtang  otkar  interpreterif  and  hi*  modente  'W'lHtwiiM 
of  thoM  things  whicli  ue  olMcara  <a  itill  fntnre. 

Vitringa  wu  certainly  a  great,  and,  there  ia  every  reascm  to 
believe,  alio  a  good  man.  Hit  work  on  the  spiritnal  liiiB,  of 
whic^  I  have  a  French  tnuulation,  affords  a  ftTonraUe  view  of 
hia  piety  and  attachment  to  the  great  doctrines  of  the  Goep^ 
Serend  of  his  learned  works  have  been  translated  into  Gennan, 
but  ncHie  (tf  thwi  hu  speared  in  English.  Their  extent  has 
{Hobttbly  deterred  from  the  attempt  Thoe  ia  another  per- 
formance of  Vitringa,  which  I  hare  not  obeerred  generally 
mentioned  al«ig  with  his  works :— £xerdtatioiua  in  diffidlins 
kwa  prioris  Epiahdae  Pauli  ad  Corintkioa.

The  raiginal  work  is  smaU,  but  the  aisth  edition,  edited  by  Ua

.  den,  1761-17761  is  very  volnminoni.  Hy  copy  of  it,  which 
oonaiati  of  a%  voliunea  Mo.  is  incomplete.  It  ia  an  extensiTe 
^atem  of  divinity,  the  notes  to  which  contsin  re&rencea  to  an* 
thwB  Innnmerable.

These  dissertationB  were  edited  by  Venenu,  and  are  worthy 
of  the  son  of  Vitringa.  They  contain  various  esaaya,  both  ori> 
tical  and  theological ;  anch  as,  on  the  dialocation  of  Jacob's 
thigh ;  on  the  Old  Serpent,  Oen.  ii ;  on  the  feast  of  taboo 
nacUs ;  on  the  title  of  the  Epistle  to  the  E^dtesianB ;  on  the 
nature  ctf  ain,  and  on  the  spirit  and  letter  of  religion.  He  seems 
to  have  been  a  man  of  great  ptnnisej  bat  was  early  lemoved  to 
flonriah  in  a  better  country.

A  msm  object  of  this  vork  ii  to  ahmr  that  th«  Greek  of  the 
New  Teatament  abonnda  with  Hebrew  idioma,  wliicli  render  H 
mgged  and  obecnre.  The  jonnger  Vitrisga  pnblislied  anlmad* 
veniona  on  tliia  wwk,  in  wliich  be  pointa  oat  the  extreme  to 
whidi  Vorathu  carried  hit  viewa.  Many  phtaaea  be  conaidered 
Hebraiama,  iridch  have  been  prored  to  be  good  Greek.  On  the 
other  hand,  a  very  unneceaaary  zeal  baa  been  diaplayed  by  many 
writers  to  prove  that  the  apostle*  were  elegant  Greek  scholars.

He  was  a  warm  and  indiscriminate  admi- 
rer of  that  ancient  vergion.  in  an  appendix  of  CatHgatmia,  he 
attacka  Horn  and  smne  other  writers  <ai  the  age  of  the  world, 
and  was  very  smartly  answered  by  Dr.  Hnmphrey  Hody  in  his 
mric.

Of  thia  celebrated  Yeniaa  of  the  Scripturea,  the  earliest  edi- 
tion is  Buppoaed  to  have  been  printed  by  Faust  about  the  yter 
1450.  A  copy  of  it,  in  fine  preserration,  is  to  be  found  in  the 
Adrocstes  Library.  The  edition  of  1462  is  thooght  by  many 
.to  be  the  first ;  it  was  printed  by  Fanst  and  Schoefer  at 
Henti.  The  subsequent  editions  of  it  kave  been  so  nnmoons, 
that  it  would  be  fUly  to  attempt  ennmeiatiiig  even  a  iwl'yti'ffi 
of  tben.  For  commwi  purposes,  few  of  the  printed  editions  wiU 
be  found  inadequate.  Sixtos  V.  published  one  at  Borne  in 
.  -three  ToL  fill.  15S0;  in  the  boll  prefixed  to  which,  lie«zc(anmn- 
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nicates  all  who,  in  repribtiiig  tlie  work,  abould  make  any  altera- 
tion in  the  text !  It  wat  bo  incorrect,  however,  that  his  Bucoea- 
lor,  Gregory  XIV.  entirely  suppreased  it;  and  Clement  VIII. 
who  succeeded  Grt^ory,  published  a  corrected  edition.  The 
differences  between  these  two  editions  amount  to  soma  thou- 
sands ;  the  chief  of  which  were  noticed  and  judiciously  com- 
mented on  by  James  in  his  Bellum  Papale.  The  edition  usual- 
ly ininted  is  that  of  Clement  VIII. 

In  a  critical  view,  the  Vulgate  is  of  great  importance,  on 
account  of  its  antiquity.  "  It  assists  in  aacertaioing  the  read- 
ings of  the  Hebrew  and  Greek  MSS.  about  the  time  in  whidt 
it  was  made.  It  may  reasonably  be  pronounced,  upon  the 
whole,  a  good  aad  faithful  version.  That  it  is  unequal  in 
the  style,  in  respect  both  of  purity  and  perqiicuity,  is  very  evi- 
dent ;  nay,  to  such  a  degree,  as  plainly  to  evince  that  it  has  not 
all  issued  from  the  same  pen.  Considered  in  gross,  we  have  rea- 
scm  to  think  it  greatly  inferior  to  Jerome's  translation,  as  made 
by  himself.  Its  language,  barbarous  as  it  often  is,  has  its  oae  in 
assisting  us  to  understand  more  perfectly  the  Latin  ecclesiasti- 
cal writers  of  Ok  early  ages."  On  the  history  'and  importance 
of  the  Vulgate,  the  reader  may  consolt  Campbell's  10th  PreL 
Diss.partS;  and  his  11th  Diss,  part  1.  Simon's  Crit.  Hist,  of 
the  Old  Test,  book  ii.  chap.  1 1 — 14.  Marsh's  Michaelis,  vol.  ii. 
part  1,  sections  21— SO.  HamQton's  Introduction  to  the  He- 
brew Scriptures,  chap.  vii.  ThefoUowingisa  translation  of  the 
decree  of  the  council  of  Trent,  respecting  the  authenticity  of  the 
Vulgate.  "  The  holy  council  taking  into  their  consideration  that 
the  church  of  God  would  receive  no  small  advantage,  if,  of  the 
several  Latin  editions  at  this  day  to  be  seen,  it  were  known 
which  ought  to  be  admitted  as  authentic  ;  it  orders,  declares,  and 
determines  that  the  ancient  and  common  edition  which  has  been 
approved  by  the  church  by  long  use  for  so  many  ages,  ought  to 
be  held  as  authentic  ;  that  it  ought  to  be  received  as  authentic 
in  the  public  lessons,  disputations,  preaching  and  theological  ez- 
plications,  and  will  not  allow  that  any  ahall  be  so  bold  as  to  re- 
ject it  on  any  pretence  whatever."  The  reasoning  of  Calmet 
and  other  Catholics  on  this  decision,  seems  tolerably  fiur,  that 
the  council  does  not  intend  to  compare  the  Vulgate  with  the  ori- 
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fpnah,  for  that  was  not  the  question,  but  wlti  the  olker  Laiim 
TeniaiiB  then  circulated. 

VariooB  Eugliah  Terdons  of  the  VuJgate  have  made  their 
appearance.  They  are  all  exceedingly  literal,  and  striKigly 
tinctured  with  the  dogmas  of  popery.  A  translation  of  the 
New  Testament,  in  one  toL  4to.  was  first  published  at  Rheibis 
in  1582,  snd  wss  followed  by  the  Old  Testament  at  Douay  in 
160^1610, 2  Tid.  4to.  The  authtvs  of  this  rersion  were  Cardinal 
Allen,  Dr.  Stappleton,  Dr.  Biistow,  and  Dr.  Gregory  Martin. 
Dr.  Fnlke  reprinted  the  New  Testament  in  1589,  idong  with 
the  Bishops  Bible  in  parallel  cdnmns.  The  notes  are  extensiTe 
ssd  valuable.  Eren  Mr.  Butler,  who  is  a  Catholic,  calls  it  "  a 
curious  performance,  which  very  mnch  deserves  the  attention  of 
those  who  study  the  subjects  in  controversy  between  Roman  Ca- 
tholics and  Protestants,  particularly  such  as  torn  on  scriptural 
interpretation."  Dr.  Cornelius  Nary  published  a  translation  of 
the  New  Testament  in  8vo.  in  1719 ;  so  did  Dr.  Wetham,  IVe- 
ndent  of  the  English  CoU^  of  Douay,  in  S  vol.  8vo.  1730. 
The  notes  are  me^ra  and  unsatisfactory.  He  foolishly  at- 
tempts to  prove  that  the  Vulgate  is  more  correct  than  the  Greek 
text  J  Dr.  Challooer,  vicar  apostolic,  published  the  whole  Bible 
of  the  Rhemish  and  Douay  version,  in  174C>-X750,  in  5  voL  8vo. 
This  is  a  little  improved.  Webster  published  a  translation  of  Fa- 
ther Simon's  French  version  of  the  Vulgate  in  1 730,  in  8  vo}.  4to. 
A  ttereotyped  edition  of  the  Rhemish  New  Testament,  published 
at  Dnblhi  in  18S0,  now  lies  before  me.  It  professes  to  have 
been  newly  revised  and  corrected  according  to  the  Clementine  edi- 
tion of  the  Scriptures,  and  has  the  imprimatur  of  Dr.  Troy,  the 
Cathcdic  archbisht^.  It  has  no  notes,  and  retains  all  the  mis- 
translations, and  obscure  technical  phraseology  of  the  (nriginal 
edition.  Another  English  edition  has  just  issued  bam  the  pcss 
of  Bagster.  It  is  very  neatiy  printed  in  8to.  uniformly  with  the 
polyglot  works  published  by  Mr.  Bagster.  There  are  a  few  pa- 
rallel passages  and  notes ;  and  an  histcuical  index  prefixed.

The  latter  u  a,  collection  and  oonfiitatimi  of  the  most  violent 
of  the  rabbinical  writings  and  calnmniea  againit  Christianity. 
The  hook  is  often  tefened  to  in  controveisieB  with  the  Jews.

This  volume  contttins  tranalationB  of  the  epistles  of  Clement, 
of  Polycarp,  and  of  Ignatius ;  a  relati<ai  of  the  martyrdom  of  Ig- 
natius; the  Epistle  of  the  Church  of  Smyrna  concerning  the  mar- 
tyrdom of  Polycarp,  the  Epistle  of  Bamabas,  the  Shepheid  of 
HenoBs,  and  the  r^nains  of  St.  Clement's  second  Epistle  to  the 
Corinthians.  All  theee  documents  are  exceedingly  interesting; 
and,  with  the  exception  of  the  Shepherd  of  Hermas,  discover 
evidences  of  the  earL'est  Christian  antiquity.  A  good  deal  of 
the  phraseology,  porticulariy  of  tJie  Epistles  of  Clement,  is  le- 
msrkably  like  the  language  of  the  New  Testament  The  tian». 
Ictitra  seems  to  be  &ithfully  executed.  In  the  p*»limin»ry  dis-

Waesfield,  Gilbert,  a  celebrated  unUarian 
writer;  bom  1756 ;  died  1801.— Silra  Critica :  sire 
in  Auctores  sacroe  pro&nosque  Commentarius  PM- 
lologus.

The  SUtb  Critica  contains  a  consideTable  portion  of  ingeniona 
and  elegant  criticism  on  nnmerons  passages  in  the  Greek  and 
Roman  classics,  as  well  as  In  the  New  Testament.  The  prin- 
cipal design  of  the  rranarks  is  to  elucidate  rerbal  obacnritieB,  to 
oonect  supposed  errors,  or  to  point  out  latent  beauties.  General 
criddanis  on  the  works  of  the  andents,  end  obsemtions  on  the 
Scrtptnrea,  merely  theological,  seldom  oecur.  Some  of  the 
emendations  are  too  coDJectural,  and  discover  the  natural  bold- 
neas  at  the  author ;  but  his  criticismB  often  aSbrd  a  dear  and 
happy  solatito)  of  difficulties  which  have  hitherto  proved  Insu- 
perable.    The  ocnnplete  work  ia  now  become  scarce.

Wakefield  published  a  new  traaslatioii  of  the  First  Epistle  to 
the  Theasalmiians,  in  1781.  Then  he  published  a  new  traiula* 
ti<ui  of  Matthew,  with  notes,  in  178S  ;  next,  a  new  translation 
of  those  parta  only  of  the  New  Testament  which  are  wroni^y 
translated  in  oui  common  venion,  in  1789;  and,  lastly,  his  new 
translation  of  the  whole  New  Testament,  in  179S,  S  voL  6to. 
He  was  a  good  classical  and  English  scholar;  hut  a  daring  critic, 
and  a  man  of  a  most  impetuous  mind.  His  translation  general- 
ly jffeservee  the  vernacular  idiom  <^  the  language ;  but  is  never 
to  be  depended  tfa  where  the  peculiar  doctrines  of  Christianity 
are  concerned.

This  is  a  valuable  work,  which  explains  many  difficult  ex- 
I^esBioaB.  The  Hebrew  text  is  corrected  in  many  places  from 
the  ancient  veraians,  eqiedsUy  the  LXX.  with  which  the  an- 
ther was  well  acqoaiated.  The  notes  are  generally  short  and 
oitical,  but  very  apposite.  He  was  not  a  Hebrew  scludar,  but 
assumed  that  our  EaglisH  translation  gives  a  correct  veni<B>  <rf 
the  originaL  This  is  not  always  the  case.  Dr.  Wall  distin- 
goished  himself  in  the  controversy  respecting  in&nt  bapdam  ; 
of  which  he  wrote  an  elabwate  historical  defence,  which  was  an- 
smied  by  Gale.  Both  the  works  of  these  learned  writers  ea 
this  subject  are  worthy  of  esamination,  on  accoont  of  the  learn- 
ing and  knowledge  of  ecclesiastical  history  which  they  contain.

■This  wwk,  in  which  it  has  been  said,  learning  aj^iears  in  her 
natural  character,  supplying  such  arms  to  genius  as  only  genius 
could  ivield,  was  enlarged  and  altered  in  all  the  subsequent  edi- 
tions published  during  the  author's  life ;  but  was  never  completed. 
It  is  deserving  of  attention,  both  on  account  of  the  learning  and 
acnteueas  which  it  discovers  j  and  also  because  it  led  to  one  of 
the  most  extended  controversies  of  the  last  century.  It  ooca- 
akmed  the  publication  of  a  multitude  of  books,  many  of  which 
are  noticed  in  this  work,  and  elicited  much  interesting  illustr»- 
tion  of  the  meaning  of  the  Bible.  Warburton's  love  of  parados 
b  well  known.  His  levity,  dogmatism,  and  surliness,  have  often 
been  exposed.  His  love  of  notoriety,  and  of  the  marvellous,  was 
certainly  stronger  than  his  attachment  to  truth.  While  his  ta- 
lents  will  always  be  admired,  his  character  will  never  be  re- 
q>ected.  His  services  to  theological  science  are  of  a  very  doubt- 
ful nature ;  and,  connected  with  religion,  they  have  been  decid- 
edly injurious.  Parts  of  his  system  are  true,  and  important,  and 
well  supported ;  but  his  main  principle  is  a  &llacy.  unfounded 
in  itself,  and  incapable  of  demonstrating  the  divine  l^ation  of 
Moees,  were  it  even  true.  Had  he  maintained  and  illustrated 
the  Jewish  theocracy  on  proper  principles ;  had  he  perceived  its 
bearings  on  the  Christian  economy,  and  acted  consistently  with 
its  spiritual  prerogatives,  he  could  not  have  written  his  Alli- 
ance, nor  would  he  ever  have  been  Bishop  of  Gloucester.  The 
ablest  recent  view  of  the  Warburtonian  controversy  will  be  found 
in  the  Quarterly  Review,  vol.  ii.  p.  401.

These  Diasertations  are  on  a  nnmba  of  emjooa,  and  aome  of 
them  interesting,  subjecta.  Profesaor  Ward  must  have  studied 
the  Scriptores  with  very  conaiderable  attention  ;  and  be  every- 
where discovera  the  greateat  veneration  for  the  anthority  aad 
the  doctrines  of  revelation.  Dr.  Lardner  pnbliihedj  in  nGt,  e 
pamphlet  of  Rranarka  on  his  Diaaertationa,  iriiich  is  reprinted 
in  the  laat  vcdnme  of  hia  works.  In  this  production,  Lard- 
ner, while  he  aometimea  differa  from  Ward,  and  at  other  timet

As  it  is  all  expressed  in  the  words  of  the 
Scriptures,  its  complete  orthodoxy  is  necessarily  secured.  There 
are  a  few  notes  at  the  bottom  of  the  pages,  and  occasionally  a 
remark  at  the  end  of  a  chapter.  The  work  discovers  considen^ile 
judgment,  and  may  afford  s«mie  assistance  to  the  young  student 
or  inquirer.

In  theae  rolaines,  the  reader  will  find  unie  of  the  ablest  dis- 
csmoD  on  the  subjectB  erf  the  imitairinn  controversj  whidi  hu 
^^teared  /ot  many  j-ears.  They  are  aot  mentioDed  here,  how- 
erer,  as  polemical  wcska,  but  aa  ooataiaiag  many  Toluable  criti- 
djoaa  aod  expository  remarks.  In  the  two  volumes  by  Dr. 
Wardlaw,  every  passage  of  Scripture  of  importance  relating  to 
the  deity  and  atonement  of  Christj  ia  brought  forward,  illustrat- 
ed with  great  deameaa,  and  defended  with  great  fnlmnofm  uul 
ability.  The  other  side  has  not  been  weakly  defended  by  Mr, 
Yates.  On  which  side  the  trath  lies,  the  author  of  this  work 
eBtaztains  no  deobt.

This  is  a  very  eldest  and  nlaable  commentary  on  an  ex.' 
ceedingly  difficolt  portion  of  Scripture.  As  lectures  addressed 
to  s  popular  audience,  they  necessarily  abound  in  doctrinal  and 
practical  illustration,  and  contain  little  matter  of  a  critioal  na- 
ture. That  Dr.  Wardlaw  has  stored  all  the  difficulties  of  Eccl»- 
dastes,  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  expect ;  but  he  has  dm* 
much  to  remove  many  of  them,  and  has  ^own  that  they  are  less 
foimidable  than  is  generally  supposed.  Few  men  could  have  in- 
troduced the  great  topics  of  Christianity  into  such  a  work  so  ad- 
mirably as  Dr.  Wardlaw  has  done.  What,  in  the  hands  of  others, 
has  generally  been  a  dry  field  (rf  mere  moral  exhortation,  and 
caumon-plaoe  maxims  of  life  and  manners,  under  his  culture  is 
T""-^«^  with  erangelical  tmthi,  and  bloMu  with  the  frnita  of 
Chiittiaa  piety  aiidknre.

TUb  is  fin  important  work,  whid)  contains  many  very  excel- 
lent obwrrationa  and  critieiBmB  on  nmnenms  passages  of  tLtfbld 
Testament.  Dr.  Waterlaod  distingnlshed  hinuelf  in  the  trini- 
torian  controversy.  Tlie  above  work,  however,  which  is  now 
scarce,  is  of  much  mwe  importance.  It  waa  attacked  by  Dr. 
Middleton  in  an  anonymous  Letter  to  Dr.  Waterland,  17^1,  Svo. 
This  produced  Remarks  on  a  Letter  to  Dr.  W.  by  Philobiblictu 
Cantabrigiensia,  1731,  Sro.  This  was  followed  by  Celsns  Tri- 
nm^tns,  or  Mosee  Vindicated,  in  answer  to  tlie  Letter  to  Dr. 
Waterland,  by  Edward  Underbill,  17SS,  Sto.  Di.  Zacbaiy 
Peorce  also  produced  a  Beply  to  the  letter  to  Dr.  Waterland, 
17SS,  6vo.  Middlet«n  published  A  Defence  of  his  Letter,  1732, 
Svo. ;  to  which  Pearce  produced  A  Reply,  1782-  This  led  to 
Scone  Remarks,  17SS,  by  Dr.  Middleton  ;  and  was  fallowed  by 
Reflections  on  the  Letter  and  its  Defence,  173S.  The  contro- 
versy  is  very  curious,  and  was  carried  on  with  great  vigour  by 
the  distinguished  persons  wbo  engaged  in  it.  Tbe  sceptidsm 
and  snbtilty  of  Middleton  are  strikingly  displayed  on  the  one 
aide,  and  very  aUy  met  and  exposed  on  the  other.

Hiese  Tracts,  with  a  few  exceptions,  are  of  a  very  liberal 
charaoter,  as  theological  productions.  Tboee  of  them  which  pn^ 
perly  belong  to  our  plan  are  noticed  under  the  names  of  their 
respective  authors.  The  list  of  books  at  the  end,  though  badly 
arranged^  contains  many  valuable  publications,  with  a  few  scanty 
notices  of  their  character.  The  Apolt^'es  for  Christianity  and 
the  Bible  are  well  known,  and  the  best  of  the  Bishop's  writings. 
His  auto-biography  affwds  a  singular  display  of  great  taleatsi 
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high  independence,  and  diaappointed  pride.  Blahop  Wataon 
wonld  not  allow  thst  lie  vaa  a  Socinian  himself ;  bnt  neiU)« 
would  he  admit  that  a  Sodnian  waa  not  a  Christian.  So,  though 
he  did  not  write  Sociman  boohs,  he  republished  those  of  others, 
and  recooimeDdBd,  in  his  list,  the  most  celebrated  of  the  Fratrtt 
Pcioni.  It  is  necessary  to  put  the  inquirer  on  his  guard  in  re- 
ference to  the  Bishop's  reprints  and  recommendations. 

AVedderburn,  Alexander,  aSeotuh  writer  <^ 
the  aeventeenth  century. — Radii  Augustiniani ;  sire 
Praedpuae  S-Tatris  Augustini  is  Sacrae  Scripturae 
locoa  Annotationes,  ex  omnibus  ipsius  operibus  col- 
lectae,  et  juxta  SS.  libronun,  capitum,  et  rersuum 
ordiBem  digestae.

The  nature  of  this  small  work  is  sufficiently  evident  from  the 
title,  which  I  hare  inserted  at  length.  The  extracts  are  mostly 
ef  a  moral  or  practical  natnre,  and  appear  to  have  been  collected 
with  considerable  labour.  As  the  vdume  is  exceedingly  scarce, 
the  only  copy  I  have  seen  being  in  the  Advocates  Library,  it  is 
rather  an  object  oS  curiosity  than  otherwise  of  importance.

Theee  are  the  principal  works  of  a  man  who  possessed  very 
condderaUe  learning  and  infmnatitHi.  He  was  well  acquainted 
with  the  original  Scriptures,  with  Jewish  manners  and  antiqui- 
des,  and  triib  the  b^  mode  of  interpreting  the  Bible.  The 
style  is  quaint,  but  always  intelligible.  Prefixed  to  the  Christ- 
ian Synagogue  is  an  address  by  William  Symson,  minister  of 
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Daabartou,  and  tanthac  of  ft  w(»k  on  the  Halwaw  aettaU,  ia 

whicL  be  nja,  "  The  Nithor,  besides  the  most  ftpproved  ^  the 
Greek  and  LatiD  writers,  hath  well  read,  with  deliberatkm  kIm^ 
the  ancieat  customs  of  the  Jews  in  their  own  Babbinet,  and  hsth 
mentioned  so  many  of  them,  as  give*  no  small  li^t  for  the  no- 
derstoading  of  the  text,  and  lihewiae  hath  had  coniarence  open 
the  same  things  with  the  most  approved  scholars  of  the  Ida^ 
dom."  The  work  is  divided  into  three  books.  The  first  treats 
of  the  means,  "  both  inward  and  outward,  for  ascertaining  the 
meaning  of  the  Scriptures."  The  second  "  unfolds  the  true 
sense  of  the  Scripture  itself,  and  the  way  of  gathering  doctrines 
from  any  text."  The  third  "  teaches  the  true  manner  of  con- 
firming, illustrating,  and  applying  the  doctrines  collected  &am 
the  Scriptures."  His  Divine  Exercitationa  are  nineteen  in  nun^ 
ber ;  mostly  on  the  int^rity,  the  style,  and  the  excellency  of  the 
Scriptures.  The  works  on  the  Laws  of  Moses  ccmtain  many 
things  that  are  useful  and  curious,  together  with  a  good  deal  of 
fancy  and  nAibinical  trifling;  The  writings  of  Weeuse,  tboo^ 
aw  greatly  supeneded^  are  not  unworthy  of  being  remembscd. 

Wells,  Edward,  D.  D.  a  clergyman  qf  ^ 
Church  of  England,  who  died  in  1727. — &icred

This  ia  a  very  useful  wwk  on  the  places  mentitmed  in  Scrip- 
ture. It  is  recommended  by  Dr.  Henry  Owen  ;  and  was  trana- 
lated  into  German  by  Panzer,  and  published  at  HwctSiAt^ 
with  numerous  additions,  in  1764.

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tboogfa  it  eontsias  wme  dungs  that  may  be  oaefiiL    A  ftUl  ana- 
hftaa  of  its  contents  ia  given  by  Ur.

Wemtss,  Thomas,  a  literary  gentleman  belongs 
ing  to  Scotland,  now  rending  in  Yorlc. — Biblical 
Gleanings.

This  work  coDtaina  a  large  coUection  of  paraagee  of  Scripture, 
tbat  hare  been  generally  considered  to  be  miatranalated  in  the 
cranmon  En^jligli  venion,  with  proposed  conectioos.  It  notices 
abo  the  important  TBrions  readingB,  and  varions  other  things  cal- 
colated  to  throw  light  on  the  Scriptures.  It  is  a  very  vUuable 
compilation,  and  would  hare  been  still  more  useful  had  the  au- 
thiv  preserved  a  more'r^;uUr  arramgemeat  of  the  patsages,  and 
given  a  reference  to  the  authorities  on  which  the  corrections  ore 
founded.  A  person  who  possesses  few  critical  helps  will,  how- 
ever, find  thla  a  book  of  importance.

Werenfiela  waa  a  lahniotu  and  a  learned  man.  His.  treatises 
m  ths  "'"cW  of  Scripture,  and  on  the  Logtmiachies  of  the 
learned,  several  others  of  his  dissertations,  and  his  philolo^- 
cal  remarks  on  passages  of  Scriptnie  contuned  in  his  wra'kB,  are 
all  deMTvii^  of  an  attenttve  perusal.  He  was  a  man  who 
tbon^  £at  himaelf,  and  at  the  same  time  knew  how  to  nve- 
leuce  the  doctrines  and  authority  of  the  word  of  God. 

Weblet,  John,  the/bunder  of  the  Methodiete ; 
bom  1703 ;  died  1791— Notes  on  the  Old  and  Nev

"  The  Notes  on  the  Old  Tcatament,"  says  Dr.  Clarke,  "  are 
allowed  «■  all  hands  to  be  nHagie  and  nnsatisfiuTtmy.  Those 
«B  the  New,  which  have  gone  throng^  several  aditioiia,  are  of 
a  widely  difierent  dtatripdon :  though  short,  they  are  always

judicioiu,  accnrate,  spiritnal,  tene,  and  impreasiTe ;  and  possess 
the  happy  and  rare  property  of  leading  the  reader  to  God  and 
hia  own  heart."

It  is  chiefly  curious  ba  the  portrait  of  the  pa- 
triarch with  which  it  is  adorned.  This  is  not  an  original  idea. 
H«^  a  Scotish  poetical  paraphrast  on  the  bo(^,  had  beibre  fur- 
nished an  engraving  of  Job  :  Hog,  however,  represents  him 
in  his  distress,  Wesley  in  his  honour.  The  author  possessed 
considerable  learning,  and  some  poetical  talent ;  but  neither 
his  conjectures  nor  his  illustrations  throw  mnch  light  on  diis 
andent  poon.

This  is  one  of  the  acutest  and  best  reasoned  works  whid 
have  appeared  in  English  on  the  resurrection  of  Christ.  The 
different  acctnuits  of  the  Evangelists  are  accuratdy  ^wmiiw^l 
and  compared  together ;  and  the  apparent  discrepances  in  their 
testimony  recondled,  or  shown  to  strengthen  the  general  body 
of  evidence.  There  are  likewise  some  very  excellent  maaikm 
of  a  critical  nature  on  some  of  the  terms  and  phrases  employed 
by  the  Evangelists.  In  a  dissertation,  by  the  same  anthor,  on 
the  Olympic  games,  srane  of  the  allnsi(»u  in  the  New  Testament 
to  these  andent  sports  are  very  happily  illustrated.

and  if  he  has  lieqnently  fiulad,  it  has  been  where  succees  and 
sadafutioo  are  peAapa  not  to  be  attained.  Mr.  Weston  is 
known  as  one  of  tboM  ytiut  fnndBhed  some  of  the  notes  in  Bow- 
jar's  Conjectures  on  the  New  Testament.  He  is  a  very  consi- 
deraUe  ariental  adudar,  and  has  pnbUahed  several  works  re- 
lating to  Peraic  and  Chinese  literature. 

Wetstein,  John  James,  a  learned  Lutheran 
divine;  bom  at Stuil,  1693;  died  1754.

This  is  the  most  elaborate  and  valnaUe  at  ^  the  critical  edi- 
tions of  the  New  Testament.  The  text  is  that  of  the  OHnmtm 
Elierir  edition ;  the  Tsiiona  readings  and  illustrative  quotations 
form  an  inunense  body  of  critical  infcumation.  "  Wetstein'a 
merits  as  a  critic,"  says  Dr.  Marsh,  "  undoubtedly  surpass  the 
merits  vt  his  predeceastffs :  he  ahme  ecmtribated  nunre  to  ad- 
vance the  criticiBm  of  the  Greek  Testament  tiian  all  who  had 
gone  before  him :  and  this  task  he  perAmned,  not  only  without 
support,  either  public  or  private,  but  during  a  seriea  of  severe 
trials,  under  wMoh  a  mind  of  less  energy  than  Wetstein's  would

lologieal  trod  iHostrative  remarlra ;  in  wldcb  ahnaet  ereTj  fbnn  of 
^iression  used  by  the  New  Testtttneat  writers  Is  exjUaed. 
Dr.  Marsh  defends  Wetstein  against  various  strictures  of  Mi- 
diaeUs.  The  pnd^omena  were  published  by  themselves  at 
Amaterdam,  in  4to.  in  1780.  The  labonr  of  this  invaluable  wwk 
may  be  estimafed  by  the  am^  fact,  that  it  eontaina  aboat  a 
ndlliMi  of  qootstJMu. 

Whiston>  William,  a  learned  hut  eccentric 
dergynum  of  the  Church  qf  England,  who  teaa  ex- 
pired Jrom  his  pn^etsorahip  of  mathematia  at 
Cambri^gt  on  account  qfhig  Arianim ;  bom  1667 ;

Thia  is  a  hodk  of  importance.  It  codt^ns  a  literal  traaslatMO 
of  tbe  Oeapelsand  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  according  t»  tbe  Codex 
Beaas,  which  differs  very  cdnsiderablj  irom  the  comnum  HSS. 
of  the  New  Testament ;  the  Epistlea  of  Paul,  according  to  tbe 
Clermont  MS.;  and  tbe  Cadiolic  Epistlea,  acconSng  to  tfaa 
Abmandrlan  Ma  as  eollcted  far  Dr.  Blill.

Tliu  book  partaka  lai^ely  of  tlie  vildnevi  U  well  aa  of  tiis 
learning  of  Whiston,  and  ia  now  of  little  importance.  The  M»- 
moin  of  thk  dngular  man,  pnblitbed  bj  lunuelfj  contain  wnua 
coriona  inicnnatitKi  respecting  hia  timea,  and  afford  a  new  of 
great  honesty  and  disinterestedneaa,  combined  with  an  extraoo 
dinaiy  degree  of  superstition  and  lore  of  the  mairelloiu. 

Whitakek,  E.  W.  a  clergyman  (^  the  Churck 
(^  England. — ^A  Commeutaiy  on  the  Revelation  of 
St.  John,  accompanied  with  historical  testimony  of 
its  accomplishment  to  the  present  day.  Lond. 
1803,  8vo. 

The  attention  of  the  writer  of  this  work  is  tiw  exclusively 
fixed  on  the  papacy,  and  the  secular  aSaiis  of  the  earth.  He 
etodudea  by  declaring  hia  belief^  that  the  coining  of  the  Lmd 
JesuB  Christ  to  reward  every  man  according  to  his  works,  is  at 
band,  and  takes  heaven  and  earth  to  witness  that  he  had  ^ven 
warning !  It  ia  a  poor  production ;  but  the  author  often  compels 
OibbuL  to  bear  wimeH  to  the  fblfilment  rf  Scripture  prc^ilMcy. 

Whitby,  Daniel,  D.D.  a  ekrgynian  ^  the 
Church  ^England;  was  bom  in  1638;  ^ed  in 
i  725. — ^A  Faraphraae  and  Commentary  on  &e  New 
Testament.

Few  men  have  bron^t  a  greater  portitai  of  natural  acuteness, 
and  a  la^er  meaanre  of  appropriate  learning  to  the  interpretft- 
tien^  the  Seriptmea,  than  WhiAy.  His  knoiiHedge  of  the  Bi- 
ble itself  ina  extensive,  and  his  Bequaintance  with  the  writiiiga 
of  the  Fatlian,andofsHiderainterpr«tei«,profiMmd.  On  adif- 
fieoh  text  er  fl^mtslan,  the  reader  will  seldom  cosmit  hia  in 
vain  j  and,  if  foopet  allowance  is  made  tar  his  thecdiigieal  [«•• 
posMsrioitB,  fenreonunentators  will  be  fonnd  more  nsefiil.    Tbne 
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thinga  Whitby  nerer  loaes  u^t  of.  Popery,  Calnninn,  and  So- 
cmiauirai.  Of  &11  these,  he  is  in  this  work  the  most  determined 
oppooent.  To  the  two  former  he  continned  t^ipoeed  dnring  life ; 
bat  to  Sodmaiiismj  as  appears  from  hia  Last  Thoughts,  he  be- 
came recondUd  before  he  died.  The  chief  objection  to  the  cmd- 
mentary  is  the  qnantity  i^  contrwrersy  which  it  contains.  The 
learned  writer  evidently  studied  tlie  Bible  rather  as  a  controrer- 
sialist  than  a  critic  or  a  Chriatian,  which  makes  hia  fatal  tergi- 
rersation  lees  matter  of  surprise.

This  wnk  was  occasioned  by  the  publication  of  Mill's  edition 
of  the  New  Testament,  with  30,000  various  readings.  "  In  this 
Examen,"  says  Bishop  Marsh,  "  the  author  a^uea  aa  if  every 
printed  word  were  precisely  the  same  as  it  was  originally  writ- 
ten ;  he  asserts  that,  in  all  places,  the  reading  of  the  coamim 
text  may  be  defended,  in  tit  omnibtu  leclionem  textut  defatdi 
poue..  And  this  palpably  &lfie  poBition,  aet  forth  in  the  title- 
page  itself,  he  made  the  basis  of  a  severe  and  bitter  critidsm  on 
a  work  which  he  was  unable  to  appreciate.'' 

White,  Joseph^  D.  D.  Fr<^e»sor  {jfArtOiie,  and 
t^ierwards  qfMehreu)  in  ^  univertity  of  Oxfitrd;

This  is  an  accurate  edition  and  rendon  of  the  Syriac  transla- 
tion of  the  Gospels,  supposed  to  have  been  made  La  the  sixth 
century  by  Philoxenns  bishop  of  Hienpolis.-  It  is  mutJi  inferior 
to  the  Peshito,  or  the  ancdent  literal  Syriac  version ;  but  still 
posanses  ralne  both  to  tixe  critic  and  the  interpreter  of  the  New 
Teatament.  An  able  critique  on  it  wilt  be  found  in  Marsh's  Hi- 
chaelis,  voL  ii.  part  i.  chap.  vii.  aeo.  11.    Professor  White  pnl^- 
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lished  the  Acteofthe  Apoattea,  and  the  Catlidio  epbtles  of  t)i« 
tame  reraion  in  1709>  and  the  Epistles  <rf  Paul  in  1804,  both  in 
4to.  and  aooamponied  hy  a  Latin  tranalatiDii.

In  thia  edition  of  the  Greek  Testament,  ProfeBscv  White  t«> 
prints  the  received  text,  hut  exhibits  reiy  distinctly  all  those 
variations  which  Grieabach  conaiders  of  equal  or  superiw  au- 
thority to  it.  He  also  marks  the  readings,  whldi  ought,  in 
Grieaboch'a  opinltm,  to  be  removed  from  the  text.  It  is  a  nse- 
fnl  edition.  In  1799,  t^e  same  learned  writer  published  his 
DiBtessormi,  or  Harmcny  of  the  Gospels,  which  is  mnch  esteem- 
ed. To  all  these  ou^t  to  be  added  his  Criseos  GriesbachiaaBe 
in  NoTom  Teetamentom  Synopsis.

WiLLET,  Andrew,  one  t^  ffie  most  learned  <^ 
the  puritan  ntimtter* ;  bom  in  1562 ;  died  in  1631.

All  these  works  of  Willet,  though  somewhat  tedious,  contain 
valuable  matter.  He  posaessed  a  very  considerable  scquaintanoe 
with  the  Scriptures,  and  with  the  longuogea  in  which  they  were 
written.  The  work  on  Daniel  is  ctmsidered  as  the  most  valuable. 
Dr.  Williams  speaks  respectfully  of  them  all;  but  in  none  of 
them,  he  says,  does  he  discover  more  skill  and  judgment  than 
in  that  on  Daniel.  He  died  while  employed  in  illustrating 
Leviticus.  It  was  "  perused  and  finished  by  Peter  Snuda." 
Willet  was  an  exceedli^y  labOTJons  man,  who  wrote  very  large> 
ly  on  the  popiah  controversy.  His  Sync^wis  Fai»smi,  a  f<dio 
volume  of  thirUen  hundred  page*,  in  whidi  it  is  killed  he  n- 
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fiitea  JifUm  hai^rtA  trrori,  went  l&nm^  five  tn}ftifl«">-  '  He 
iRote  betidea  nany  other  controrerKiBl  booki.

Tbe 
ab»T«  paKphlet  ia  an  attack  upon  the  first  two  chapterB  of  Mat- 
thew, of  which  the  editors  of  the  Unitarian  verafau  have  very 
greedilj'  laid  hold.  An  able  examiastieii  of  the  InqiuTy  will  be 
found  in  the  second  volume  of  Magee  on'tfae  Atonement.  Tliere 
were  also  Heveral  anonymous  replies  to  it  when  it  first  appeared.

This  is  a  req>ectably  executed  literal  Tendon  of  tbe  Song  of 
Solomoo,  in  which  the  mystical  sense  is  maintained  throughout. 
The  Song  is  divided  into  seven  parts,  corresponding  with  the 
uren  days  whldi  the  Jewish  marriages  lasted ;  and  these  parts 
are  distributed  among  sevval  speakers.  There  are  two  diaeeiv 
tations  prefixed ;  one  (m  the  ori^n  of  language,  and  the  other 
on  the  authority  and  design  of  the  Song.  There  is  alao  an 
aceoant  of  nearly  forty  writers  on  it.  The  number  mi^t  have 
been  considvaUy  increased,  and  adll  it  Is  doubtful  whether 
&e  Song  is  yet  well  undeTstood.  Some  of  Mr.  Williams's  len- 
derings  are  good ;  but  his  evangelical  applicatiwis  will  a^^ev 
to  many  more  donbtfii!.  The  truths  themselves  ^uch  are  staU 
ed  are  nnqoestioBBUe ;  but  that  they  are  oontained  in  tbe  tna- 
tifdittrical  e^preaaoBs  of  the  Smg,  is  not  so  obricna.

This  is  the  only  separate  ▼«nwa  1^  the  book  of  Aoti  ui  tba 
En^sh  langnage,  and  bj  no  meaas  anperwdet  tbe  naeemitf  «f 
another.  The  authcH'  tppetxt  to  have  heen  a  iwpectable  Gndc 
echoUr,  bnt  defidoit  in  soine  oUier  qnalificatiom  not  less  neoM* 
BR17  to  a  tranalator  of  the  ScriptnreB.  Some  of  Us  renderings 
are  good,  others  are  &ndAil,  and  others  not  suftdently  jtutified. 
The  notes  are  added,  under  the  designatitm  ot  procA  aod  illu> 
tatmns.  From  his  trandation  of  1  Tim.  iiL  I6,  the  readermay 
try  to  form  his  own  opinicm  of  Mr.  Willis's  sentiments  and  me- 
rits :  "  For  without  ooatrorasy  great  is  the  incomprehensibility 
of  the  right  admation,  whidi  has  been  diajdayed  vislUe  In  a 
body;  innocent  ia  bouI;  leraaled  to  prophets;  proclaimed 
among  nations ;  beliered  npon  earth ;  exalted  to  glwy."

To  none  of  these  curious  productions  was  the  name  of  the  au- 
thor affixed.    He  was  a  decided  Hutchinsoman,  and  a  man  of 
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TOtj  G(MiBid«rabIe  genius.  He  endeaTonn  to  demoiutTate  in  tbe 
fiist  articlej  tliat  the  Hebrer  language  is  founded  upon  natnnl 
ideas,  and  that  the  Hebrew  vritingB  transfer  them  to  spiritual 
objects.  In  the  next  be  opposes  the  Newtonian  philoeojAy ; 
and  in  his  ReflectitoiB  he  ezpressea  Tiimmlf  freely  respecting  both 
Warbnrton  and  Lowth.  All  the  pamphlets  contain  remsrlu  on 
Hu  Scriptures,  and  are  now  very  scarce.

This  wcffk  is  the  last  of  those  learned  and  ralnable  per6r- 
mances  on  the  prophetH,  which  were  begun  by  Bishi^  Lowth, 
and  carried  on  by  Blayney,  Newcome,  and  Wiotle.  Very  con- 
dderaUe  labour  has  been  bestowed  on  Daniel :  and  the  author,  be- 
sides his  own  research,  has  availed  himself  of  tbe  manuscript  col- 
lections of  Sedter,  and  the  notes  of  several  other  learned  oriental 
sdiolars.  it  would  be  too  much  to  say,  that  all  the  dlfficultiei 
of  this  important,  and,  in  some  places,  very  obscure  book,  are  le- 
moved  ;  but  very  considerable  light  is  thrown  on  many  parts  of 
it,  and  it  is  worthy  of  being  ranked  with  the  rest  of  the  learned 
works,  the  series  of  which  it  completed.  Besides  this,  Mr. 
Wintle  was  the  author  of  a  Dissertation  on  the  Viskra  contain- 
ed in  the  second  chapter  of  Zechariah,  17d7i  8vo.  and  of  eight 
Bsmpton  X<ectnrefl  on  the  Christian  Redemption.

Both  these  books,  which  are  but  a  portion  of  the  works  of 
this  learned  and  laborious  man,  contain  a  number  of  disserta- 
tirais  on  important  uriptural  subjects,  which  are  treated  very 
judiciously.  The  former  ctmtains  dissertations  on  the  jMt^hets, 
and  prophecy  j  on  the  mysteries  of  the  Levitical  tabernacle ;  a 
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amtfurimm  of  the  priesthood  of  Aaxoa  and  Chriat ;  Daniel's 
foor  beasts;  the  worship  of  Moloch;  the  present  and  fntora 
age ;  the  apocalyptic  e^^stlea.  The  object  of  the  A^yptiaca 
is  to  show,  in  oppoaiticm  to  Speaoer  and  Maisham,  that  the 
aacied  ritea  of  the  Israelites  irere  not  borrowed  from  the 
-^^yptians.  It  ia  the  beat  work  on  this  aabject  that  has  yet 
been  produced.  His  woik  on  the  Covenants  has  long  been 
known  in  an  English  translation ;  and  recently,  a  very  respect- 
able translation  of  his  DisBertations  on  the  Creed,  with  notes 
critical  and  explanatory,  has  appeared,  by  the  Rev.  Donald 
Fnser,  minister  of  Kennoway.

This  is  a  splendid  and  accnrate  &c-simile  of  the  celebrated 
Alexandrian  MS.  of  the  New  Testament.  It  occupies  S60 
pages,  besides  the  prefiwe,  which  gires  an  account  of  the  MS. 
and  the  list  of  rariona  readings  at  the  end.  Dr.  Woide  was  a 
distinguished  Coptic  or  Egyptian  scholar,  and  produced  several 
works  connected  with  the  ancient  language  of  that  countiy. 
Hie  preface  and  the  Tarious  readings  of  tliis  splendid  woA  were 
lepnblished  by  Professor  Spohn,  in  1790,  under  the  title  of 
Nalitia  Codicu  Alexaiidrini,  cum  variit  ^ut  leclioiubiu  oaunhut, 
LJpsiae,  Sto.  This  volume  contains  some  valuable  additional 
notes  by  Spi^.  He  disputes'  the  antiquity  ascribed  to  the 
Alexandrian  MS.  by  Woide,  and  in  some  other  particulars  dif- 
fare  from  that  industrious  scholar.

The 
fr^ments,  of  which  there  is  a  Latin  translation,  are  a  valuable 
addition  to  our  bildical  apparatus.  S<ane  of  them  are  supposed 
to  be  nearly  as  tdd  m  the  second  century.

Thjt  rarieiu  objects  of  this  extenrive  wark  an,  a  deftoMe, 
wlirai  neoesaary,  of  the  ist^rity  of  the  Greek  text ;  philologi- 
cal illiutrationa  of  ita  wada  and  idioms;  an  enumeration  «f 
variouH  InterpretationH ;  and  an  examinatioii  of  theni,  in  whi(£ 
they  «re  either  defended  or  <^poaed.  The  Corae  may  be  conai- 
dered  a  valaable  index  to  tibc  writiDgi  of  die  more  leoent  cont^ 
nental  divinea  and  philologistB  on  the  New  Testament ;  bat  the 
cnmeious  re&rencee  in  it  to  many  works  which  it  is  ^oite  ina- 
poaedble  to  procure  in  this  country,  render  it  somewhat  tanta- 
lising. It  is  not,  however,  a  book  of  mere  nfnramoe;  H  oftm 
quotes  at  length  the  aentimeiits  of  anthon  that  are  not  ah^ 
where  to  be  had.  Unlike  the  Synt^ms  of  Poole,  Wolfina  Am- 
qnently  enters  at  length  into  the  sobject  himaelf,  and  emMea 
the  reader  to  ftvm  his  own  judgment,  amidst  the  jarring  tqiiniaaa 
of  critics  and  emnmoitatorB.  It  is  right  to  notice,  that  he  does 
not  interfere  with  the  critics  who  form  Che  basis  of  tlie  Synop- 
ris,  bat  eonfines  himsdf  chiefly  to  those  who  wrote  sabaeqaently 
to  them.  He  commonly  defiends  tbe  received  Greek  text,  and 
on  all  doctrind  mib)eots,  is  a  friend  to  orthodoxy.  The  woik 
bears  a  high  character  on  the  continent,  and  is  less  oonsnlted  in 
this  country  than,  considering  its  inqiortance,  it  deaervea. 

"  Jc^  Christopher  Wolf,"  says  Bishop  Marsh,  in  Us  notes 
on  Michaelis,  "  made  it  a  part  of  his  principal  olgect,  in  his 
well-known  Corae  Criticae  Philologicae,  to  treat  of  the  various 
reading!  of  the  Greek  Testament,  and  to  cMifute  those  which 
deviate  without  reason  from  the  oomman  text.  Bat  this  rerf 
Jesmed  writer  secanito  have  carried  the  matter  too  iai,  thoogh, 
in  other  respects,  he  has  given  us  a  most  excellent  and  valuable 
work ;  fin'  he  has  soraetimae  no  otJier  argoment  to  oppose  to  a 
reading  sapported  by  tbe  autbwity  of  nommms  Greek  manu- 
scripts, thui  that  the  apostle  has,  in  other  places,  nsed  the  ex- 
presuon  or  constrocUon  which  he  defiands ;  but  it  is  mwe  rea- 
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MauUfl  to  npiMe  U»t  ono  punge  had  bew  ccampted  from  the 
odwr.  la  tbe  Istta  part  pf  tbe  Cone,  he  talcea  particular  paiw 
to  ranfate  Bcngdina ;  but  the  truth  aeems  to  be,  in  most  oaaea, 
SB  the  aide  of  that  anineat  oitie.  In  ahott,  he  was  deteimiaed 
to  TJndicate  the  leedinga  of  the  cominan  editions  of  the  Greek 
Testament  whenever  he  had  the  leaat  to  offer  in  their  defence."

As  WcJf  is  llie  last  writer  that  Is  noticed  in  this  work,  iriio 
iflnatrBtes  tiie  phraaeelogf  of  de  Kew  Teatament  by  neiiannoeB 
to  the  Greek  dasrical  writeia,  befbiv  amclndiiig  this  artidej  I 
think  it  right  to  quote  tiie  testinuuiy  of  two  very  competent 
jodgeSf  respecting  the  raise  of  this  mode  of  biblical  intarpreta- 
tien.  Refering  to  Albeiti,  Boa,  Elaier,  Ellis,  fiaphel,  and 
Wolf,  Dr.  Doddridge  eaya,  "  Bedcs  wbidi  I  cannot  bat  leeom*

The  other  passage  I  shall  take  the  liberty  to  ezttaet  £KMa 
Bishop  Jebb's  learned  and  elq;ant  work  on  saored  Uteratan. 
"  After  having  read,  with  much  attention,  and,  I  hope,  widi 
some  profit,  Hosheim's  able  dissertation  agmntt  the  ptactiee  of 
extennvdy  illnstrating  Scripture  fiom  the  classic  writers,  I  am 
by  no  means  a  convert  to  his  way  f£  thinking.  Toeumine  the 
nicer  variations  both  of  thoo^t  and  expression,  when  the  same 
snbject  is  discoBsed  by  writers  of  different  agea  and  countriei, 
ta  even  of  iSie  same  age  and  conntry,  is  a  valnaUe  exercise  of 
mind :  it  aids  philoeopliical  discrimination.  But,  where  aaoed 
Scripture  is  concerned,  the  habit  of  anc^  examination  serves  a 
higher  pnipoee-  It  enables  us  to  see,  that,  tm  the  greatest  moral 
questions,  God  left  not  himself  without  witness  among  the  sages, 
and  the  men  of  letters  in  the  Gentile  mxlA. ;  and  to  aacertaiii, 
how  &r  thoae  famdnaiieB  are  obacured,  and  how  &r  they  reflect 
any  mpolhited  baanwt  ptoooediog  origiJuUy  baB^  tha  Father 
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and  fbnntain  of  all  spiritual  lig^L  It  eaablea  ni,  also,  to  eato- 
bUsh,  that,  in  natire  energy  of  tbong^t,  in  lucid  deameaaof  «■>- 
ception,  and  in  the  aublimitiBi  and  beandM  of  langnage  and  ex- 
pression, the  writers  of  the  New  Testament  are  equal,  and  fre- 
quently superior,  to  the  noblest  writers  of  Haiwiral  antiquxty."

This  is  one  of  the  very  beet  books  m  the  Rereladixi.  It  eos- 
tains  in  parallel  oolunina  the  Greek  text  of  Grieabach,  the  oom- 
mon  Torsion,  and  the  author's  own  translation.  The  notes  di^ 
cover  a' respectable  acquaintance  with  criticiam,  and  with  tlie 
language  and  meeoiiig  of  the  Scriptnres.  Xo  prophetical  hypo* 
tliesia  is  adtqited.  Hie  figures  and  symbols  are  explained  by  a 
constant  refb«nce  to  their  use  in  other  parts  of  Scripture  ;  so 
that  it  may  be  considered  as  a  perpetual  ctMnmentary ;  the  im- 
portance 1^  which  will  be  unaffected  by  any  interpretation  of 
the  prt^dtedes  of  the  book.  The  author  very  properly  refers 
many,  tilings  to  the  spiritual  state  of  the  church,  which  by  otJier 
writen  are  applied  to  secular  events.  In  a  preliminary  disaer- 
tation,  the  genuineness  of  the  book  is  ably  vindicated  frun  the 
objections  of  Michaelia. 

Bishop  Hurd  says,  "  This  is  the  best  book  of  the  kind  I  have 
seen.  It  owes  its  saperiority  to  two  things ;  the  anthn's  on- 
dNstaoding,  for  the  moat  part,  the  apocalyptic  symbols  in  a 
spiritual,  not  a  literal  sense;  i^lj,  to  the  care  he  has  taken 
to  fix  the  precise  import  of  those  symbols  fnnn  the  use  made  a£ 
them  by-the  prophetical,  and  other  writers  of  the  Old  and  New

Every  truulatioa  of  tlie  Scriptives  conttuns  mwe  or  Ims  of 
what  is  calculated  to  throw  light  on  the  Bible.  The  Tenion  of 
Woraley  does  not  rank  among  the  beat  of  onr  modem  tranala- 
tions  of  the  New  Testament ;  bat  it  is  worth  consulting.  There 
is  little  ditidam  of  any  kind  in  it ;  and  the  notes  are  all  very 
riimt.  Some  of  the  iterations  appear  to  be  onneceaeary,  and 
others  are  injudicious.  The  author's  doctrinal  sentiments  seem 
to  have  been  correct,  so  that  no  improper  fireedoms  are  used 
with  the  Scriptons.

Annexed  to  the 
Esaay  on  Redemption  is  a  DlsBeitatian  on  the  Design  and  Ar- 
gument of  the  book  of  Job.  The  work  on  the  Hoeaic  acoonnt 
of  the  Fall,  Is  q)posed  to  those  attempts  which  had  been  made 
to  allc^iorise  it,  and  thus  to  get  rid  of  it  entirely.  The  Dtsoonrse 
on  the  Varlons  headings  wai  the  substance  of  a  sermon  preach- 
«d  before  the  Univenity  of  Oxford,  and  contsins  some  jndi- 
doQS  observations.  I£a  Theory  of  the  Earth  ia  a  sort  of  con- 
tinuation of  his  Essay  <m  Redemption,  and  a  ftrther  Ulnstration 
of  the  principles  on  which  it  was  written.
